Some triviall and light witted, that made an Eclipſe of a ſhadow,make more of the embleme 
then the work , the habit then the Door : fo admirall effets worketh Hiſtorie 1a mens 
minds, Now whereas it is the moſt exadt and chiefeſt intent of Hiſtorie to awaken mens 
dleneſs,and arm thein againſt caſualies,and the whole bent of example hath no other iſlue; 
it falleth our through mens ſecuritie ( who ſuppoſe chat cheir, neighbours perils concern 
them not) that whatſoever is of note, is overſlipt with a deaf and fleeping judgement; and 
things that memorie thould belt love, are loſt in her, To conclude, ' there are ſome that will 
h:ve every mans ſhooe ficred on their own Laſt,and tie all mens pens to their own pleaſures : 
for which cauſe, partly by reaſon of this ſecret, partly through thisill ordered, and contu- 
{ed and raſh merhod of reading, as of corrupt humours, fo their is grown a certain Kex*z 
of 'udgement and reſelution : and as in temperate bodies, meat yieldeth very little profit ; 
ſo1eap they no fruit or benefit by their reading. By this, good Reader, thou maiſt eaſily 
cotcelve,how a Hiſtorie ought to be read: how mens lives ought in themſelves to be exami- 
ne& finally how equall a proportion is required in both. And truely in my opinion, the 
chieteſt ground of chis difficuitie,is the perverſnels of our judgements: which is the cauſe, we 
therather reſpect our o;vn inclinations what they are, then the true life and force of exam- 
ple. Furthermore, this is no leſle mitery then the former, that ſuch as write, (et down ſuch 
things as are acted, not onely tor our profit ſake, but to feed their own humours: and like to 
certain Architects, (by interpoſtag their judgements) do vainly praiſe ſome things, ſuppo- 
{ing chat our imitacion thonld be tied to their pleaſure; where,it they performed what they 
ought to do, the Reader ſhould encounter with no ſuch diſtraions : but now in like man- 
ner as Cooks, who rather reipect their maſters pleaſurable taſte, then his profic z would God 
the Hiſtoriographer did not afte&t flatterie. It therefore appeareth chat in two ſorts (hiſt 
in our own judgement ; and next, to the prejudice of chole that write) we are circumvented 
in that they let not down ſuch events 38 pals in their own nature, and as they are. For he 
tnatwriteth an Hiſtorie, is the Interpreter of thoſe things chac are paſt : whoſe judgement 
being depraved, it farech with chem as with the pureſt and moſt richeſt wine, which waxeth 
muſtie by reaſon of tha veſſell wherein ic is infloſed,or is by ſophiſtication corrupted: which 
15 the greateſt folly, and moſt incollerable deceit that may betall They theretore who 
negligently undertake a Hiſtorie, (or ſuppoſe that life were to bag raſhly, and without an 
exact obſervance of all offices, ) ar no leſs deceived then certain countrey peſancs in the laſt 
troubles in Fraxce(of whoſe folly I drew ſome example) who attempting and entering upon 
a Citie nor far off trom them, and lighting into an Apothecaries ſhop furniſhed with all 
kind of drugs and dainties, and being allured by che pleaſure, odours aid delight of che 
confections they taſted ; and ſuppoſing all co be of the ſame kind, devoured, taſted, and 
ſwallowed down every thing:whereupon ſame fell ſick of feavers, ſome grew phrenſie, 
and many loſt their lives to pleaſe their ies, at leaſtwiſc,he that icaped beſt, 
gave occaſion of laughiterto the lookers on. For as life, ſo Hiſtorie (the 
image of lite ) 1s fraught with pleaſure, and diſpleaſure; and only 
in the uſe of lite, the wiſedome of life confiſteth.

Some there are that having been preſent in perſon, and eye-witneſles in the execurion of 
great affairs, have necc{larily been inforced to reduce and digeſt-the ſame in writing: net 
ther wanted there (ome, who ſeeing occurrences of high and neceſſary conſequence ( which 
otherwite had been buried in ignorance ) have been 1ncirted( in reſpe of common good) 
to imploy both hand and head, in the publiſhing thereof - now of theſe forenamed caules, 
he two laſt are chey that incited me to the like. For the warre which we had with the Ro» 


manes, and the accidents and ifſues on boch parts, (all which in perſon I beheld, and to my wound +, 
peril I have leaned) do compel me to declare the ſame; and the rather, for that there are _ 4 
ome, who in their writings, have depraved; and perverted the truth, I have therefore ta- '2 


en this work in hand, for that in my opinion, the knowledge thereof will be both pleaſing 
nd proficable to the Grzcians: for it ſhall contain the antiquity of our whole Nation, 
heir form of Common-weale, both tranſlated and gathered out of the antiquities and chro» 
ictes of the Hebrewes.

I have tound therefore that 
Protooth king of Egypt the ſecond of the name (highly affetioned to good letters, and de- 
firous to ſtore and gather books ) was earneſtly deſirous, that our law and "the rules there- 
of,and the preſcript torm of our living ſhould be tranſlated into the Greek tongue, And as 
couching the high Prieſt Eleazar (who hath not been ſecond in vertue to any other what- 
ſoever ) heretuled not ro make the ſaid king partaker of the efte&t of his deſire : ro which 
he had wholly contradicted, had it not been the ordinary courte of our anceſtors, not to 
conceal from other men, what thing ſ6ever was honeſt, For which cauſe I have held it a! 
matter no wayes undecent for me, to follow the _ courage of that ſamg great 
ſacrificer, and the rather for that at chis day ( onely in as much as'eoncernmed learry {up- 
poſed many alſo to be no leſle affected ro good lerrers, chen the «ing : tor he undertook ng. 
co have all che writings which we had, but thoſe ctran{latois who were ſent unto himt to 
Alexandria, did onely communicate that unto him which vas in our law, Bur thoſe things 
that are found written 1n the ſacred books of holy Scr:prure 2:7 infinite, being ſuch as con- 
tain in them, the hiſtory of five thouſand years: in which d:vers unexpected ch-nces, {un- 
dry fortunes of warre, and many changes of politick eitates are diſcovered. In ſum, 
if any one have a deſire to read this hiſtory, he ſhall principaiiy learn and apprehend, rhac 
all chings fall out happily, and beyond their expectation to thoſe men, who obterve the will 
of God, and are afraid to tran(greſſe the Lawes of his Commndemcacs ; and that God 
hath prepared for ſuchthe crown and reward of feliciry. Contrariwiſe, it they thall depart 
from the diligenc obſervance thereof, that which is eafte ſhall be made impoſſible, and their 
endeayours 1n their opinion good, ſhall end in incurable calamities, For which caule 1 ex- 
hort all thoſe that ſhall read theſe books, to fix their mind upon God, and char they ap- 
prove our Law-maker, if (as it worthily deſerved) he hath coaftdered the divine n2ture , and 
actribured to the (ame ſuch actions as are alwayes agreeable ro his power, and hath kept 
and continued his narration, free from the yanity of tables, wherewith others are poyſoned, 
alchough in reipe& of the length of time, and the antiquity of things , he might 
without controul feign and imagine whatſoever Finities : for he was born more then two 
thouſand years ago, which is a continuance of ages, to which the Poets neither durſt 
referre. the. original of their gods, neither the deecls or lawes of men, whereof t 

make mention. But in purſwt of our hiſtory, the tequel of ourMifcourte, ſhall declare all 
things exactly, and in convenient order. For in compiling this work, I have promiſed to 
adde nottung, neither to pretermit any thing:and for that all whzt.oever we ſhall declare,

which they had received at his hands, hating/ftrangers, and diſdaining to converſe the >otumuncs, 
one with the other, bur'in difordinate and abominable inceſts.

them, he deſired them thar they would accept of his entertainment, 4 lodge with him. , 
Whereunto when they had condeſcended, he commanded his ſervants to bake them bread 
of the fineſt lower, and having Killed and roſted a calf, he ſer it before them (as they 
ſat under the Oake) ſuppoſing they would eate ?': but they enquired of him where Firs 
his wife was : to whom he an{wered that ſhe was within in the #nt.

red them, that he would puniſh them like tratricides; ſince nothing is hidden from his pro- 
vidence; whether it be committed inthe deſarr, or attempted in the City.

Now had Rewben retoived in him- 
rothepir, ſelf to ſave Foſeph, without his brothers priv.ty - tor waich caule coming by night unto the 
pit, he called him with a loud voice; and ſeeing that he gave him no anſwer, he began to 
conjeQure with himſelf, that his brethren had doae him to death ; he reproved them there- 
fore very bitterly - but after they had told him what was become of him, he gave over his K 
mourning.

Another © trey 3 ard the rivers were {packed and ſtored with them in ſuch manner, that they that 
Plagucot 193. Grew Water tO drink, tound 1t altogether infeed with the putrifaion of them, dying and 
rotting i the waters: ſo'that the whole countrey was full of filthy mud, by realon of the 
frogs that detaced and died on the ſame. They corrupted alſo their meats, mingling them- 
ſelves in their houſes amidſt their meat and drink, and creeping amidſt their chambers; 
from whence an odious ſtench exhaled, by reaſon of the mulritude of frogs that lay dead, 
Now whenthe Agyprtians ſaw themlelves (o fore preſſed with thele evils, the King com- 

manded Moſ*s, that he ſhould take the Hebrewe-, and that he ſhould depart. And as foonas L 
he had (poken this, the mulricude of trogs vaniſhed, and appeared no more, neither on the 
earth, nor in the water, but that they retained their accuſtomed nature. No {ooner was the 
earth delivered from this curſe, but Pharaoh forgot the cauſe thereof, and retained the He- 
brewes anew : and (as if he had a deſire ro experiment the manners of divers mileries)be de- 
nied them that iſſue which betore time he had granced them : rather inforced thereunto 
by his fear, then forward good liking, For this cauſe, God once again rewarded his fraud,by

He choſe this 
way likewiſe, leſt the Paleſtines ſhould underſtand of their departure, by reaſon they were 
diſpleaſed againſt the Hebrews, becauſe of an ancient grudge which they bare them. Now 
doth Paleſtine confine and border upon Egypt ; and theretore led he rhem not by the way 
chat direcily leadeth thither, but he intended co bring them into Canaan, by condufing 
them farre about, and thorow many calamiries ; to the end, that afrerwards he might lead 
them to the Mountain of Sina, where they might offer ſaciifice, according to Gods com- 
mandement, As ſoon as the Ezyprtians overtook the Iſraelites, they prepared thetnfelves L 
to fight, truſting themſelves co the number which they had, and ſhut themſelves into 4 
The liraclies place of ſecuritie : for with them, there ſerved ſix hundred chariots, with fitty thouſand 
ſedbyche Horſemen, and two hundrerh thouſand armed toormen.

ment, And ſince of our ſelves we have noc any hope or means, we onely recomniend our 
ſelves unto thy providence, affuring our ſelves, that by that means enely we may be deli- 
vered from the purſuit and hatred of the Egyptians: Send us theretore ſpeedily thine aſ- 
ſiſtnce, co rhe end that thy power may be known in onr weakneſſe. Relieve, encourage, 
and hearten thy people, aſluring them of their ſatetie, who through their diſtruſt have ſ1n- 
ned againſt thee:we are environed with difficulties, which notwithſtanding thou canſt make 
eafie.

rherm, Bur as foon as all the Egyptian army was entred thereinto; the ſea returned to his 
ol courſe, and with winds and waves overwhelmed the Egyptians. «The ſhowers from hea- 
uen fellupon chem, vehemenr thunders ratled from che. air, intermixed with flaſhings 
and the lightnings tempeſted upon chem. Tn brief, there was nothing that through the 
wrath of God might be inflicted npon men, which at that time,hapned not unto chem. For, 
beſides all thatwhich hath been ſpoken, and.obſcure and mughe farpriſed them, in ſuch 
ſort as they were all of them drowned , and there remainednot one of them to bear back 
the tidings of their misfortune : That the Hebrewes couldnor contain themſelves, ſuch joy 
they ad conceived through this their unexpeRed deliverance, and the cotal ruin of their x

2:39 His new and unexpetted deliverance of the Hebrews from their danger, -\ 4M 
\ was not alittle obſcured by the wearineflſe and tedionſaeile of their _ Iiraclites 
journey, which they endured in their travell cowards the mountain of earth =" 
Sinai - by reaſon that the countrie was deſart, and. inhabicable, deſtitute 'r wan: ot 
of victuals, and wholly deprived of waters; and not onely barren of that "© 
which ſerved for the iuſtenance of men, bur alſo everie waies deſtitute * *? 
of paſturage and proviſion tor cattel: for it was not one!1e drie, and ut- 
cerlie deſtitute of water, but alſodep rived of all means ro nourith and increaſe fruit. Now 
chey were enforced to proſecute their way thorow this countrie, by reaſon they could noc 
otherwiſe chuſe ; ſo that they were conſtrained to bear with them the water which they 
had drawn before ſuch time as they entred the Defart, according as their Captain and con- 
duor had commanded them : which being {pent, they digged pirs, out of which they 
drew water with great difhcultie, by reaſon ot che ſterility ot the Countrie : and further, 
the water which chey found in thole places was bitter, and no waies fit to drink; and that 
which was worſe, very little in quantity, Travelling onwards of their journey after this + 
manner, they arrived about the evening ina certain place, which by reaſon the waters x romeks.as” 
thereabouts were brackiſh, they called Mara, that is tolay, Bitterzeſſe. There, wearied with £#-. 1 5. :3. 
their travel, and their proviſion failing them, they began to be travelled with neceſlitic 
ſo that they reſolved to ſtay in that place ; and the rather, in that they found a certain pic 
chere, which alchough it were inſufficient to ſatisfie ſo great an armie, yer for that they 
found it in that countrie, it yeelded them no little conloiation. For they were given to un- 
derſtand, that if they travelled ogwards, they ſhould find no water ; and as touching the 
water of that pit, it was ſo bitter and unfit for their drinking, that it neither was agreeable 
wich mens cafte, nor {upportable for their very cattel likewiſe. Whereupon Moſes ſeeing 
them ſo diſcomtorced, neither knowing in what ſort to fatisfie them, in that he had not to 
deal with an oppoſite armie, or enemie, to the end, to enforce and to repel them with va- 
D lour , and for that ke manifeſtly perceived, that not onely a troup of valiant men, but alſo 
a multitude of women and children were like to periſh; he was very ſore perplexed, nar 
knowing what to do and on himlelt he heaped the calamity of them ll, as it himſelf one- 
ly were to bear the heavie burthen of their miſerie, tor all of them had cheir recourſe unto 
him, and to no manelſe : the women beſought for their children, the husbands entreated 
tor their wives , beſeeching him to take compaſhon of their deſolations, and to furniſh 
them with (ome means to eicape their miſerie. He addreſſed himſelt theretore in moſt _, ,. 
humble manner to beſeech Almightie God, that it might pleaſe him to convert the evil Meſes belce.. 
qualitie of the water, and to make it potable. Which grace and favour heno ſooner obtain- —_ ewe 
ed, but he took the end of his ſtafle , and caſt it ar his teet , and afterwards. brake it in the KR waced 
midſt, and clett it long-wayes, and Caſt it into the pit ; giving the Hebrews to underſtand, into ſyect. 
that God had heard their prayers, and that he had promited them, to give them that water 
they deſired, if ſo be they would obey him, and with alacritie and diligence pertorm that 
which ſhould be commanded them. And when they were inquititive of that which they 
ought todo, to the intent the water might be changed, he enjoyned every one of them 
that was of beſt ſtrength and abiiity amongſt them. to draw water , giving them to under- 
ſtand, that ſo ſoon as they had drawn out great ſtore of water from the pit, the reſt char.

Hereupon diflodging fr2m that place, they came to Heli, a /* iForkics 
countrie that a tarre oft ſeemed yery pleaſant, by reaſon that it was planted with pahn-trees: edt __ 
but the nearer they approched ir, the more tedious they found it, (tor there were no more go mur 
then ſeventie palm-trees in that place, and they not very tall, or well grown by reaton of 57-282" 
the drineſle and barreanefle of rhat Countrie ; for they were not watred by the fountains, wan: ct ſalte- 
whereof there were twelve in that place, neither did any one of chem yeeld any moiſture, *-nce. 
0 give them ſuſtenance) ſo that endeavouring themſelves co digge up the ſand. rhey could 
light on no veins of water, and if perhaps any little deal appeared,it was (o troubled by cheir 
digging, as it became unfit to be taſted - neither did the trees bear any ſtore of truit, by rea- 
lon of the wagt of water. For which cauſe, the whole multicude began to murmure againſt

eſe cuts them ; and conceiving in their imagination, that there was no remedie, they were wholly 
Ne ivity 1510. ſurpriſed with deſpair. Bethinking them therefore onely of that evil which was before their 
\ 45> >>. eyes, and forgetting the marvels which God, by the Miniſterie and prudence of Moſes, had 
£x0/-16-3- made them both ſee and partake, they conceived hatred againſt him, and were ready to 
ſtone him to death, as if he had been the author of that calamitie which oppreſſed them. 
But he perceiving the multitudeſo enraged and incenſed againſt him, ſtrengthened him- 
{c1f in God ; and warranted by the teſtimony of a ggod conſcience, and the uprightneſle 
of his actions, he came out into the micſt of them, who reviled him, and had gathered 
' ones tocaſt at him, And for that he was adorned with a ſingular grace and alluring counte- 
nance, and enducd with pleaſing eloquence, and fit to pacifie the popularity, he began to 
appeaſe their wrath , exhorcing them, not onely to forget their pretent difficulties, but alſo 
ro remember their fore-paſled bleſſings ; not permitring, that the travel which they endu- 
re at that time, ſhould drive out of their remembrance the graces and great I turns 
Fx94-15- 1-44 hich they had received at Gods hands. He willed them likewiſe diligently to expe their 
Moſes exhore- deliverance from that extremity, by the providence of God : who (as it were likely) made 
e;h the people xrial of their vertue, to fee what perſeverance they had ; or whether they kept in their re- 
thoſ. benefies MEMPrance thole things which had hapned unto them ; or whether forgetting their tore- 
theyhadTecci- paſſed pleaſures, they would ſufter themſelves to be (iyailowed with their preſent milerie. 
yet ar (20 He willed them therefore ro take heed, leſt chrough their impatience and ingratitude, they 
| ſhould be found unworthy of Gods favour z who both neglected his will, by whoſe direction 
they were brought out of Egypt, and (ore threatned and hated him, which was Gods Mini- 
ſter eſpecially ſ{1nce hitherto chey might no wayes complain of him in any thing, which he 
ates. had undertaken to execute by the Commandement of God. Then reckoned he up particu- 
eh up uns larly unto them, how the Egyptians were overthrown, and afflicted, whileſt contrary to 
the pcople all Gods will, they endeavoured co detain them - how the ſame river, which to them was 
the bencits  bloudy and unprofitable to drink of, to themſelves became both ſweet and potable: like- 
had done unto Wiſe, how the ſea retired it ſelf, and furthered both their night and paſſage, werein they 
_ ſaw chemſelves ſecure and free from danger ; and contrariwiſe, their enemies deſtroyed, 
overthrown, and drowned: and how, even until that day, being diſarmed, they were by 
Gods providence both turniſhed and foftified abundantly. Again, how often God had deli- 
vered them from apparant death and danger, beſides all mens opinion 3 who being All,and 
alwaies ominipotent, gave them at that time, no, not the leaſt ſulpition of his aſſiſtance, For 
waich caule, they were to fufter all chings pariencly, and to imagine with themſelves, rhar 
the (uccour, although it were deterred, was never roo late, which was received before ſuch 
time as the danger had prevailed : and fo to think, that God contemned not t heir perils, 
but that he made trial of their fortitude and free love, to ſee whether they were able and 
willing to abide the want of meat and drink: or rather, whether after the manner of bruit 
beaſts, they had leiter be trained in {ervile travel, ro the end they might be glutted like 
them, and made che better able to endure their labour. To conclude, that he nothing fear- 
ed his lite (becaule that being unjuſtly (lain, no evil could happen unto him) but that he 
was teartul of their (atery, leſt lifting up cheir hands to ſtone him, they ſhould be thought 
to oppole themſelves againſt Gods ordinance, Thus pacified he them, and mollified the tu- 
r1e they had conceived to endanger his lite : and ſo much prevailed he, that they repented 
Moteeiupty FEM of that enterpriſe, whereby they ſought to endanger him. And for that he knew that 
th (<a>lvp, They had ſome reaſon to be thus moved, he addreſſed himſelf to prayer, and: ſupplication : 
and aſcending a certain rock, he required Gods help to relieve their infirmities, wants, and 
affliction(, in whole hands onely the talvation of the people conſiſted ; beſeeching him in 
mercte to torgive the people, being exaſperated with extreme miſeries,and by reaſon thereof 
diſtracted, and withdrawn from their dutie. Whereupon God promiſed him to have care of 
the people; aſſuring him, co ſend them a (peedy and preſent deliverance, Which when Afoſes 
underſtood,he came down unto the multicude;who perceiving him alcogether refreſhed witt 
Joy, by reaton of thole promiſes which he had receive at Gods hands, exchanged their 
doleſome lamenrations into a havit of delight, He therefore ſtanding up in the midſt of 
C. 16.1; Chem, rold them, that hebrought unto them a moſt ſpeedy remedy for their preſent neceſ-

Dewe deſcended from Heaven, that thickned betwixr his hands : which, tor that he ſuppo- ye: po 

ſed it tobe another kind of ſuſtenance, ſent them by God, he taſted the fame, and raking w.th Manna, 

ſeaſure therein, for that the people knew not what it was, but thought it to be ſnow which — 3% 
fell in that place, according to the ſeaſon of the year, he taught them, that it was no Dewe 

fa!ling trom Heaven, as they ſuppoſed, but that God had lent them that grace, for the con- 

ſervation and nouritureof their bodies : and having eaten thereof, he gave them ot it, to the 

end he might ſtrengthen their beliet ; who taſting the ſame in like manner a$* their Chiet- 

tain had done, were greatly refreſhed with the ſuſtenance: for in ſweetneſle and plealure, 

it equalled the Honey ; in odour, Bdellium , and in form and greatneſſe, the grain of a 

Cortander ſeed: of which, every one gathered. And by Commandement it was enjoyned _,, 

that every one of them ſhould particularly gather every diy the Meaſure of an Aſſarcn, which 4 conmande- 

is the tenth part of an Epha, to the end that no one (hould be ſcanted of this food - which was 342%, bow 
; - much Mann 
done to that end, leſt the weaker ſhould want, whileſt the ſtronger, through avarice, thould j.uuy. vi 
gather more then ſufticed them. And if aty one, contrary to the preſcript command, had '!:cred. 
gathered more then was permitted him, although he toiled and travelled more then any 
ot them, yet was his portion no wales encrealed by that means, For whatſoever (belice the 
appointed Meaſure of the Aſſaron) remained till the next morning, was of novalue, through 
bitterneſle ; and was putrified, through wormes, So divine and admirable was this kind of 
food, and of that nature, that whoſo had ſufhcient thereof, needed no other ſort of ſuſte- 
nance* Moreover, even in theſe our dates, all that countrie is beſtrewed and bedewed with 
that kind of Aliment, which God, in tavour of Moſes, ſent for the peoples ſuſtenance, The

They thereforeonce more were incenſed againſt Moſes, But he withdrawing himſelf, , pro 

apart from the furie of the people, converted himſelf unto God in prayer ; beſeeching him, phidim, and 

rhat 3S he had given them tood in their neceſſity, he would now allo give them drink ac that *' OY 
preſent, wherein they were welnigh choaked with chirſt ; praying him to provide them of "I 

drink alſo, or otherwiſe, that their meac was unproficable to them : Whereon God prelent- 

ly granted his prayer ; promiſing Moſes, that he would give him a Fountain, and abun- 

dance of Water, trom that place trom whence he leaſt expeRed it, Hereon he commanded 

him, that ſtriking upon the Rock with his Rod, which was there by hard at hand, he ſhould 

from thence ſeek that which they demanded and wanted; affuring him, that every one, with- 

out travaile or labour, ſhould have ſufficient therefro. Which counſaile when Moſes had re- 

ceived from Gods hands, he returned unto the people, who expected him, and had their © 
eyes fixed upon him: for at that time they beheld him deſcending from the Rock,where he 

had made his prayer. No ſooner was he arrrived, but he rold them that God wouldin like 

fort deliver them from that neceffitie, and would graciouſly grant them an unexpected re- 

liefz telling them, that a Aloud ſhould ſuddenly break from the Rock. But they being a- 

mazed at that which they heard, and doubting leſt tyred with thirſt, and travailed by jour- ,, , 
neyes, they ſhould be entorced to hew and cleave the Rock : Moſes ſtruck the ſame in ſuch Moſes fir keth 
ſort with his Rod, that he divided ic in ſunder; and delivered out moſt cleare and pure Wa- | g—__ 
ter in great abundance. The people were very ſore aſtoniſhed at this ſo ſtrange accident : fo there ikuerh | 
that beholding the Water, their thirſt was quenched. They afterward drunk of the Water, Vater. 

and found it very (ſweet and pleaſant, reſembling in the goodnelle of it, the atvine bountie , 

and power of the Giver thereof. For this cauſe they highly eſteemed Moſes, feeing that 

God had honoured him in this ſort ; and they MS Gods providence, and their 
thank(giving, by their Sacrifices , humbly thanking him for the care he had over them. 

The lacred Scriptures likewiſe, which are kept and conſecrated in the Temple ceſtifie, that 

God had tore-rold Moſes alſo, that Water ſhould in this ſort ifſue trom the Rock. 
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CHAP. II. G 


How the Amalekites and their Aſſociates were overcome, and how orcat 
a prey the Iſraelites obtained thereby, 


Ut when the renown of che Heorews waxed great, 2nd was ſpread in the eares of all 

men, ( ſo as the bruit thereof was heard in every part ) :t came to paſſe, that the in- 

habirancs of that countrie were 1g very great fear : Whereupon(lending Embaſſages 
the one unto the other) they mutually incited themſelves to expel and utterly ruinate the 
whole Nation. 

Amongſt the reſt, thoſe of the countrie of Cobol, and the Citie Petra,. (who are called A- A 
malechites, a Nation very warlike, and more active then the reſt) were the chiet Agents in 
this Expeditien : whole Kings both encour aged one another, and whetred their neighbour 
Nations to the liraclites deſtruction ; elling chem, that a torrain Army, flying from the 
thraldome of the Egyptians, had invaded their countrie, whole increates were not a little 
to be ſuſpeted ; countelling them (betore they had oathered head, and recovered more 
means, and a countrie to dwell in, and withall waxed more confident, by reaſon ot their for- 
bearance ) to charge thei firſt, rather then to expect their increaſes, and {o to oppreſle 
them; eſteeming 1t a better pornt of wiſedome, to repreſle their inſolencie and forwardneſle 
in the De art, then to expcct whileſt they were poſleſled of ſtrong Cities, and rich means, 
For this (laid they) is the part ot wiſe men, to reſiſt the upriſings ; and power of their adver- 
ſaries; and not to expe&,whileſt by daily exploits they more and more increate; and rather to 
provide to prevent, then deliver themlelves trom peril. After theſe Embiſtiges, it was de- 
creed by general counlel, That they ſhould endeavour to confront and aſſault the He- 
brews. Thele determinations and deſignes of theirs, amated and troubled Moſes very much, 
for that he expected no hoſtilitie, When therefore he perceived, that the people were at- 
trighted and amazed, to ice themielves (being wholly unprovided) to be changed by to 
ſtrong and well-furniſhed an Armie, he recomforted them, and willed them to bethink 

Lives ot Gods promiles, who by his power had. ſet them ar libercie; aſſuring them, 
that they ſhould overcome all thoſe that made partie and head againſt them, to deſtroy them 
wiſhing them to think, that though they were interiour unto their enemies in weapons, 
wealth, money, and munition, and ſuch like ; yet ſince they had God to friend, and ready tO__ 
fight for them againſt their enemies, that they ought ro conceive ſuch courage, as it they F 
were furniſhed with far more then humzne (upplics. Alleadging turther, that they were not 
12norant, how great an Afſiſter God was, having had ſo often tryal of his goodneſle in their 
greateſt dangers. whom borh he knew to be an enemie to their enemies, and favourable ro 
their proceedings: which tavour of his, he moſt manifeſtly exprgſled, by his miraculous de- 
liverance of them trom che hunger and thirſt, by yeelding them tree eſcape, when they were 
thut in by S-a and mountaines: And that w hich thould moſt animate them to the fight and 
victory at that time, was, That ater this plague, they ſhould want nothing that appartained 
ro 4 more COmmodious and peaceadle lite.

But they contemning their dan- 
cer, and i deſirous of fichr, hoped that this conflict would prove the final end 'f their cala- 
mitie. For which caute, they inſtantly beſought Moſes to lead them forth againſt the ene- 
me, praying him not to dull the alacritie of the touldiers, by any untimely delay. Where- 
upon (chuting out among the whole multitude, ſuch as were moſt fit for Warre) he choſe 
Te e(1z; the ſonne of Nawvers, the Ephramite,to lead them ; 4 man valiant in Ar mes,and proyt- 
dent in counlel, and exceeaing in plety, and not degener atin2 :n that reſpect trom Moſes 
his Maſter. He alto in luch fort diſpoled certain Bands, that e mM1glt not 1n any fort be cut 
off from Water: he letr al.o lo many as might guard che mutci tude, and keep the Camp 
and weaxer company. Thus ſtood they all che night long in a readineſle to take Armes,luch 
as they had fitted tor them, expect ng their Capraines, who thould lead them out to fight M 
25 loon :5 Moſes ſhould command them. On the other fide, Aſſes ſlept not, bar inſtructed 
Fojup how he thould conduct the Armie, And as {oon as the day appear ed, he encouraged 
J 0, /uah to they nimtelt (ucit a one In that batrel, as both the place wh crewith he was honou- 
red, and the caulc tor which they tought, required withing him, | oy his proweſle and c00d 
deterts, to give lite and courage to his ſouldiers that tollowed him, © He likewiſe exhorted 
the ctueteſt »f the Hebrews in parcicular, and in general hearrned an1 e:nholdned all others 
chac entre the battel.

neither wanted there encouragements on either {1des. And as long as Moſes lifted up Nie + 195 pou 
hands, the Hebrewes had the better agaiaſt the Amalechices. But for that he was unable LL 
continually to ſupport the ſame, (and becauſe he throughly perceived and obſerved, that 5s 
often as he held down his hands, ſo long the enemies drove the Iſraelites to retreat) he wil- 
led his brother Aaron, and Uron his fifter Marres husband) to ſtand on each fide of him, and

had performed, the Hebrews by main force overcame the Amalechites z fo thar all of them 

B had been {lain, if ſo be the chale had continued, and had not been cut off by the approach of 
chenight. Ar this time our predeceſſours obtained a moſt happy and neceſſary viRory : For 

they had the upper hand over them that were embartelled againſt them, and aſtoniſhed and 

amated the nations round about, and got great ſtrength and riches by their travel, For be- 

ng ſeized of the enemies Camp, they generally got great riches; and particularly were al 

of them relieve, whereas betore that time they had not neceſſary meanes to maintain 

themſelves.

But whileſt they were thus troubled in 
thought, Moſes preſented himſelf unto them (with 2 countenance tall fraught with a plea- 
fing majeſtie, and looks fo contented, as they teſtified the inward confolation of his mind) 
whom rhey no ſooner beheld, but ſuddenly all their fear vanithed, and inplace thereof a 
hope of ſome great good hap ſucceeded, and withal, the ayre, upon his arrival, recoyered 
his former clearnefle and ferenttte, Hereupon he ſummoned the people to a (olemne and 
enerall afembly, to the end he might report, and they hear, what commandements God 
had given them by him.

Cc ned, which were alſo hang round about with a Curta:n of woven filk : but at the gate there 

hung a vail of twenty cubits long, and five deep, woven of purple, violet and fine filk, 

em>roidered with divers flowers, without any figures of ienſible creatures - within the 

gates there was a brazen Ewer, with a foot of the lame metal!, wherein the Prieſts might 

waſh their hands and feet. And atter this manner was the inc'oſure of the Court ; In the 

midſt hereof heplaced the Tabernacle, turning it coward the Eaſt, that the riſing Sunne 

might ſhine upon it : the length thereof was thirty cubits, and the breath twelve ; the 

one of the walls thereot was towards the Soyrh, another towards the North, but the 

hinder part was towards the Weſt ; and it was as high as long ; and on each fide there were 
p fwenty woodden plankes fonrſquare, and joyned together, tour fingers thick, and a cubic 
and a halt broad, lined both within and without with plates of gold; and every boord had 
two hinges, which were pat chorow the two baſes that were of filyer, and in their ſockets 
received the hinges of the boords ; the planks of the Weſt wall were fix in number, and 
gilded both within and withour, all of them ſo cloſed together, as it ſeemed to be but one 
wall. Bur on both fides there were certain boords nearly joyned together, which in breadth 
contained the meaſure of one cubit and an half, and in thicknefle, the third part of a hand 
breadth, and ſo made up thirty cabits ; but ſix boords made up the nine cubits of the hinder 
wall, to which were joyned other two boords cut half a cubit broad, which they placed 
in the corners in ſtead of whole ones : every boord had rings of gold fiſtned to the outward 
front thereof, rivered in order, and anſwering one another on every ſide. Thorow theſe 
rings were put certain bars which were covered with Gold, every one five Cubits long, 
whuch joyned the bootds together : and the end of every barre was put into the beginniag 
of the other, after the manner of a box. And on the backſide of the walles of the Taber- 
nacle, there was one fank of barres placed long-waies , paſſing thorow all the plankes, in 
which by hookes or haſpes, the ſides of either were held together, and riveted and faſtned 
one within the other ; by which means the cabernacle was ſecured from the force of winds, 
and kept ſteddy and immoveable. Within the length thereof was divided into three parts : 
next to one part thereof containing ten cubits , on theinfide were placed four pillars made. 
of the ſame work and matter, planted on like baſes, and diſtant one from the other by e- 
F qual! ſpaces overthwart, beyond theſe was the ſecret place, The reſt of the Tabernacle was The Taber: 

tor all the Prieſts ; and this tripartite diviſion of the Tabernacle reſembled the nature of the ***- 

world ; for the third part (which was contained within the tour pillars, to which the Prieſts 

hid no accefle) did in a manner repreſent heaven the ſeat of God: but the (pace of twenty 

cubits (which was onely permitted to the |rieſt, and was unacceffible to others) reſembled 

the ſea and land. In the fronc where the entrance was, they placed five pillars upon brazen 

bales ; after theſe the Curtaines were ſpred about the Tabernacle, woven of filk, and em- 

broidered with purple, violer,and ſcarler colours ; the firſt of theſe was ſpred ten cubits e- * 

very way, and was draivn abonr the pillars, which ſeparated the Adyt from the other ipace, @ 

and (evercd it from rhe frght of men; and al tins Temple was calted,boly. As tor the —_

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PAT that was ſituate beyond the four Pillars , it was called the Sanctum ſandorum, or holy of ho- G 
Wow of the lieſt; and this Curtain or Veyl was pictured with all ſorts of flowers which the earth bring- 
Nfre chrit eth forth,and diverſified with all that which might give it ornament; bur that there were no 
Nativity, 50g figures of living creatures to be found therein. The ſecond Veyl equalled the firſt in great- 

& nefle, workmanthip, and colour,and incompaſſed the five Pillars of the entry ; which reach- 
ing from the top to the midſt of them, and faſtned to each of them by a certain Ring, 
gave acceſle to the Prieſts that entred the ſame. To this almoſt was there annexed on the 
out-ſide, another Veyl of like highneſle, and woyen of Linnen, drawn upon Cords from the 
one (ide to the other, by means ot certain Rings ; which was ſometimes ſpread, and other 
times (eſpecially on the holy-dayes) unſpred, leſt it ſhould hinder the peoples fight : on the 
other dayes 145m {uch as were cloudy) it was (pred, and ſerved for a coverture to de- 
fend the painted Veyl from the weather. Sithence, that cuſtome hath continued, after the 
building of the Temple, that another ſuch like Veyl (as this) ſhould be fpread in the en- 
trance, Beſides this, there were ten other Veyles, four cubits broad, and twenty eight cu- 
bits long, with certain golden hookes, enchated the one within the other, to the end cocon- 
joyn them, (o that they leemed to be one ; which being ſpread, did cover the Tabernacle 
in the upper part, and the walles on the ſides, and behind ; not extending to the earth withia 

The Sandua- the compaſle of a foor. Moreover, there were eleven other hangings of equal breadth, bur 
_ logger z namety, every one of them of thirty cubits, woven with as great Art of Hates, as 
the other out of Wool; which covering all the reſt, extending to the earth, reſembled the [ 
form of a Bed-chamber ; one of them covered and extended from the front, which being 
the _ the eleventh, was annexed to this uſe. Theſe alſo were covered with cert2in skinnes ſewed 
— wer together, which protected the ſame againſt the ſtorm and injury of the rain. For which cauſe

ing many and ſundry forts ot beaſts , of great price , to ſacrifice within the Temple , up- 
EPTET... the Altar of Gold, ( whereot 1 torbeare to ſpeak any further , for teare I ſhould grow ot- 
_—_*** tenſfiveand tedious to the Readers, ) Twice a day, before the Sunne-riſe , and Sunne-ſet, 
they were to burne Incenle, and purifie the Oyle , and refreſh the Lampes ; whereof, three 
ought to burn every day upon the ſacred Candleſtick , in honour of God , and the reft were 
lighted in the evening. Amongſt chem that wrought and finiſhed theſe things , Beſelcel and 
LP Eliab were the moſt excellent and experteſt workmen , for whatſoever had beene enter- 
- Se prized by others , they in their Arr poliſhed and perte&ed. And they of themſelves found 
many new things , of their owne invention: yet was Beſelcel judged the moſt excellent of

All the time imployed in this work , was ſeven monerhs; and at that time was the year ac- 
compliſhed , which began at their deparcure out of Egypr.

he retuſed all honours which were offered him by the people , neither applied he himlelt unto 
r any other thing bur co the lervice of God: neither did he atcead any more up to the moun- 
e tain of Sinat , but entred into the Tabernacle to take counſell at Gods hands in thoſe things , 
2 | whereot he had need tobe intormed, He demeaned himlelf like a private man , not onely in 
c his apparel] , but in alt other chings, and lived very popularly , perſevering in that familiar 
'f and civill courſe of lite, and challenging no priviledge above any man , but onely in thole 
e things which pertained to the adminiſtration of the common-weale. 
wy Beſides theſe , he reduced under writing both the laws and ordinances as touching poli-

e impoſtures: and if there be any ſuch, as dare intermeddle with that which appertaineth to

d and that other which was faſtned on his right ſhoulder , ſhined very cleerly at ſuch time as 0

: thoſe that beheld the ſame , both contrary to his nature and cuſtome: which truly deſerverh 
c admiration amongſt all men , except thoſe who through contempt of Religion , do hunt 
g after an opinion ot wiſedome, But that which I will now ſpeak of , is more to be admired at : 
J which is , that by the twelve ſtones which the high Prieſt bare { ſewed and enchaled in his 
. Rational in the midſt of his breſt ) God was wont to fore-ſignifie vitorie to thoſe that a 
e were addreſſed to battell. For ſuch brightneſle lightned out of them, even before ſuch 
time as the army id diſlodge or enterskirmith , that it was notoriouſly known to the peo- 
- ple, that God was preſent and ready to aſſiſt them: for which cauſe the Greeks making ac- 
count of our manner of living , in that they had no power or reaſon to contradict ic , have 
called that Rationall which we rerme Eflen ( moved thereunto by this exprefſe miracle 
which may not be contradicted. ) This Rational and the ſtone Sardonix gave over to ſhine 
tio hundred yeers before I began to write theſe Antiquities, by reaſonof Gods wrath 
which he had conceived through che breach of his laws ( of which at another time I will 
more fitly increat , anJat-this time continue and proſecute my intended diſcourſe and pur- 
pole. After the Tabernacle had been thus conſecrated , and that which appertained to the 
Prieſts was ſet in order , the people was perſwaded that God dwelt with them in his Taber-

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FRADH ther weighed two hundred ficles ; yer on the viall there were but 70. employed - and both G 
Theyear of #he the coter and viall were filled with meal ſteeped and moulded in oyl , which chey were wont 
AR to uſe at the Altar , at ſuch time as they offered ſacrifice. They offered likewile a calf, and a 
Naivity,r 509. ramme, with a lambe of one yeer old, for a burnt-ſacrifice ; and a goat for a finne- offet ing, 
LYN All the other governors likewiſe brought every one of them their ſacrifice called Salutarre , 
tor every day two oxen and five rammes , with a lambe and a goat of a yeer old, and ſacrif- 
ced them during the terme of twelve dayes every one. But Moſes aſcended no more to the 
mountain of Sinay, but entred into the Tabernacle , where he was inſtrufted by God of that 
which he had todo, and what laws he oughtto make , which are {0 good and laudable as 
they ought not to be attribured to humane wiſedome : They have been taichtully obſerved 
 likewile alwayes , becaule they are ſuppoſed to be received trom God. So that nor any one 
"i. of his laws have been tranſgreſſed by the Hebrews, neither inpeace ( at ſuch time as they 
Gol mime hved to their content ) neither in warre , at ſuch time as they were affiG&ed therewith. Bur 
{40-1040 I will now ceale to ſpeak of theſe laws, being reloiyed to compoſe another treatile touching

The law allo forbiddeth a man to have the uſe of his mother (for that jgais 4 thing moſt 
abominable) and likewiſe prohibiteth him to keep unlawful company with hagfathers wite, 
his auar, and his ſiſter, or his ſonnes wife: and deteſteth it as a moft hainousMAd hideous of- 
fence. It prohibiceth atſo the uſe of a woman when ſhe hath her monethly ſickneſſe , the uſe 
of beaſts alſo eſpecially the male, by reaſon that ſuch afﬀections are abominable : and againſt 
the tranſgreſſours ot rheſe laws he eftabliſhed moſt tri and mortal puniſhments, He wil- 
led alſo that the Prieſts ſhould be twice more chaſte then the reſt, for he not onely forbade 
them that which he prohibited others, but moreover he enjoyned them not to marry thoſe 
that had been abandoned, or ſlaves, or priſoners, or vicuallers and taverners, forſaken by (3: 2'-7>%8- 
their husbands for any occaſton whatſoever, And as touching the high Prieſt, he permitted high Priet 
him not to match with the widow of him that was dead (although it were made lawtul for __ _ 
the other Prieſts) and granted him onely liberty to take a virgin to his wife, and to keep " 
her. The ſaid high Prieſt is allo forbidden to approach a dead man (although the other 
Prieſts are not {canted of that liberty toapproach their brothers, fathers and mothers, and 
children deceaſed.) Willing that they ſhould be {imple in all kind of fimplicity, 

He likewiſe ordained, that the Prieſt which ſhould not be ſound in body, frould be main- 
tained by the other Prieſts, but in the mean time that he ſhould not approach the Altar, 
neither enter into the Temple + willing chat not onely they ſhould be neat in that which 
concerned the divine ſervice, but alſo that they ſhould ſtudy and endeavour to be the like 
n all the actions of their life, to the end that no man might reprove them.

their Seditions, and lay rhe fanle of their laborious pilgtimage upon Moſes z objeRing , that ere yer 


by his perſwaſion they had left a fertile countrey , and now not onely that chey were deſti-. 
ruce of the plentie thereof, bur-alſo in ſtead of hoped felicitie, forced to wander here and 
there in extreme miſetie, and travelled with want of water: and that if Manna likewiſe 
ſhould in any ſort fail them, wy were like all of chem , without queſtion, to periſh for want 
of ſuſtenance, Hereuntoannexed they divers contumelies , which were every whete inflited 
againſt him, being a man of ſo great deſert and conſequence, Mean while there aroſe one 
amongſt the people , who ( admoniſhing them of rhe fore-paſſed benefits received by the 
hands of Moſes) counfſelled them to be of good courape; aſſuring them, that ar that time they 
ſhould nor be fruſtrate either of thar hope , or help, which they expected ac Gods hands. 
Buc the people were the rather incenſed againſt him by theſe words , and mote and more 
whetted cheir ſpleens againſt the Prophet : Whoſeeing them ſo deſperate, willed them to 
be of a good courage; promifing them , that arhouph by injutious ſpeeches he had unde- 
ſervedly been offenced by them , yet that he would give them ſtore of fleſh, not for one day 
onely , bur alſo for many, Bur they being incredulous , (and fome one atnongſt them de- 
mandipg, how he could make proviſion tor ſo may thouſand men ) God (ith he) and I, 
although we be evill ſpoken of by you , yer will we never deſiſt ro be carefull for you , and 
that ſhall you ſhortly perceive, Scarce had fie ſpoken this , bat that all the Camp was filled 
with Quails , which they hunted for by heaps. Yet God , tiot long after that , puniſhed che 
;nſolencie and ſlander of the Hebrews, by the dedth of no ſmall number : for at this day the 
place retainerh his name , which for thac cauſe was impoſed thereon , and it is called Cabrs- 
thabaz as it you ſhould ſay , The Monuments of Concupiſcence,

Ut afcer that Moſes had led chem out of that place, .and had brought them into 
a countrey not {0 apt for habitation, ( not farre from the borders of the Canaa- 
nites , which 1s called the Jaws (he called the people roa Councell , and ſtanding 

up in the midſt of them, he ſpake after this manner: God ( ſaith he ) having decreed to 

grant you two great benefics , namely , the libertic and poſſeſſion of a happy countrey , 

hath granted you alreadie the poſſeſſion of the one , and will ſhortly make you partakers

of the other, For weare upon the borders of Canaan; from whence both the Cities and , 
Kings are ſofarre from driving us , as the whole Nation being united together, is not of ,, 


power toexpellus. Let us therfore addrefle our ſelves very confidently to attempt the 
matter : for neither without fight , will they reſigne the xr 2 their countrey unto us; 
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neither without great conflicts , may we obtain the Palm of Victorie. Let us therefore ſend \,.c..,.,.1.:4 
out certain Spies, to ſearch into the ſecrets of the Countrey, and ſuch as may conjeRure $pyesro ſearch 
how great their pewer is : but above all things , let us be ar unitie one with anocher ; and let b* 94 # 


us honour God, who afſiſteth us in all dangers,and fighteth for us. After that My/es had ſpo- 
ken after this manner , the people ( applauding his counſels ) choſe twelve outot the moſt 
nobleſt families of the Tribes, to goang ſearch the Countrey , out of every Tribe one:Who 
beginnttig from the parts extending towards Agypt, vifitedall che countrey of the Canaa- 
nites, untill they came to the citieof Amathe , and che monatain of Libanus. And having 
ſearched out both the Land , and the nature of the inhabirants , they returned home again , 
having conſumed fourty dayes in thoſe affairs. Moreover they brought with them ſuch 
iruits 25 the Countrey yeelded ; and by the beautie thereof, and by the quantitie of thoſe 
riches, ( which they reported to beinthat Countrey ) they igcouraged the hearts of the 
people to fight valiantly - bur on the ocher ſide , they diſmayed them with the difficultie of 
he conquelt , laying , that there were certain Rivers impoſſible to be overpaſled , boch

an by none but their own con(ctences. So much did the opinion once conceived of this 

man prevail, that he is eſteemed more then a man, who is ſuppoled to have received laws 

from God, and to have delivered them to men. Ot late alſo, (nor long before the warres

Hileſt thus the Hebrews paſſed their life in great penury and perplexity in 
5] the Deſart, groning under the burthen of their grievous aflitions; there 
was nothing that more diſtracted and diſtempered them then this, That 
YN God had forbidden them to hazard or enter þbatcel againſt the Canaanites. 

| (8, Neither would they now any longer give eare unto Moſes, (who perſwaded 
! YOYSr) them to peace) but waxed confident in the.nſelves, that both without his þ 
condu and counſels, they might ealily obtain vitory over their enernies : and accuſed him 
likewiſe, as if he ſought after no other thing, but that they beng daily preſſed with oreat 
wants, ſhould be enforced continually to depend upon his counle's. Whereupon they embat- 
tailed themſelves againſt theCanaanites;preſuming with themſelves, that God would ſuccour 
them, not onely in regard of Moſes, bur alſo for that he had a general care of their Nation, 
ever ſince the time of their forefathers, whom he had alwaies held under his protetion ; and 
by reaſon of whoſe vertues, he had already grantedghem liberty. They ſaid likewiſe, that if 
they would take the pains at that time, and endeavour themſelves, that God would alwaies 
fight with them: proteſting, that they were able toover-run the Nations,alchough they were 1 
bat themſelves ; yea, although Moſes would endeavour to eſtrange God from them, | In 
word, that it was behoofeful, thar all of them ſhould be Lords of themſelves , and that being 
recomtorted and redeemed from the ſervitude of Egypt, they ought not to ſuffer Aſoſes t 
tyrannize over them, or to conform their lives to his will ; under this vain beliete, that God 
had onely dilcovered to Moſes that which was behoofefull tor them, by reaton of the affe- 
ion which he bare him - As if all of them werenot derived trom the loins of Abraharn, 
and that he onely were the motive of all, in fore-knowing the things that ſhould happen 
unto them, by particular inſtruftion from God 2 That even then they ſhould ſeem to be 
wile, if (condemning his pride, and fixing their truſt upon God) they would take poſſeſſion 
of the countrey which he had promiſed them, in ſpight of Moſes contradiction; who for K 
this cauſe hindred them, ſetting the name of God before them : That therefore putting 
before their eyes their neceſſity, and the deſart, which daily more and more agoravated 
their miſery, they ſhould endeavour them(elves couragiouſly to (ally out againft the ene- 
my, the Canaanites , alledging, that God would be their gu.de; ſo as they had noreaſon to 
expect the aſſiſtance of their law-maker. Aclaſt, when this ſentence was approved by a ge- 
nerall allowance, they flock out in multitudes againſt their enemtes : who neither aftright- 
ed by their fierce aſlaulc, neither terrified with their infinite multitude, valiantly reſiſted 
them, who delperately charged them - ſo that (the better part of the Hebrews being ſlain) 
they puriued the reſt (entorced ſhametully to turn their backs) even unto their Camp, This 
overthrow (happening beſide all mens opinion) wondroufly dejected the minds of the 7 
multitude, that they grew deſperate of all tuture good fortune z concluding, that God had 
ſent and inflicted that plague upon them, becauſe without his counte!l 2nd tayour they had 
enterpriſed the battel. But when Moſes perceived, that both his own countreymen were 
diſmated with the overthrow which they had, and the enemy was waxen proud with their 
Jate victory, fearing likewiſe leſt (not content with their prelent lucceſſe) they ſhould 
atrempt turther, he determined co retire his forces back again into the Defare. And 
whereas the people promiſed thereafter to be obedient to him, ({ being caught by their 
own miſery, that nothing would fall out proſperouſly unto them, withaut the. countel 
and conduct of their guide) they di{-incamping themſelves, retired into the Deſart under 
this reſolution, that they would no more attempt the battel againſt the Canaanites, be- M 
fore they received a ſign of their good ſucceſle from heaven, But even as ina great army 
it accuſtomably falleth out ( eſpecially in time of trouble) that the common multitude 
wax head-ſtrong and diſobedient to their governours, ſo did the like a!ſo happen amongſt

fortunes ſeemed dilobedient to their governours, ſo much. the more were they exaſpera- 
ted by their wants and misfortunes, both amongſt themſelves, and agaiaſt their Governour. 
For which cauſe, there aroſe ſo great a ſedition, as neither among the Greeks or Barbari- 


which 
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A which was no\lefs then a pretence to ftone him to death ) had ſuccoured and relieved their = wo 
diftreſſed fortunes. Neither did God utterly abandon the care of them : but Jrhough they 7:ey:er of bie 
were concumelious againſt their law-maker, and tranſgreſſed alſo againſt the laws which he _ _P 
had delivered them by Moſes, yet delivered he them out of that dangerous ſedicion ; of Nathvity, 2, 
which (withoue his eſpectall Providence) there could be expeed no other bur a lamentable SW 
ifſye. This Sedition, as alſo how Moſes governed the eſtate when the troubles were ended; 


we will now declare, having firſt expreſſed the cauſe thereof, 


CHAP. IL 


The Sedition raiſed by Chore againft Moſes aud his brother, 
B for the Prieſthood. 


Hore (a man noble in birth, and famous for his wealth among the Hebrews, and x... 6 ; 

( endewed with a certain kind of popular eloquence -) ſeeing Moſes placed in the ad 4. 

higheſt eſtate of dignitie, was ſore troubled and oppreſſed with eavie. For although (et 
he were of the ſame tribe and kindred, yet thought he it co be a great indignitie in himſelf, ibande-the 
co be held his inferiour, being both more enabled in riches, and nothing inferiour in Pa Pultitude ro 
rentage, For which caule, he began ro mutine and murmure againſt the Levites, ( which gim pos 
were of the ſame Tribe with him, and his kinimen) telling them ( 1n vehement di{courle ) = 
that it was not to be ſuffered nor permitted, that Moſes, under a pretext of certain Divini- ** 
tie, ſhould by ambitious policie ( to other mens prejudice ) onely ſtudy his own glory : © 

C ſbewing them, how of late, without all Law and Right, he had given the Prieſthood to his * 
brother Aaron, and diſtributed other dignities at his own plealure like a king, without the © 
allowance and approbation of the people - That this injury done by him, was noc to be en- © 
dured, by reaſon that ſo covertly he had infinuated himielt into the Government. that be- © © 
tore he might be eſpied, the people ſhould. be brought under (erviende, For, he that **© 
knoweth himſelf to be worthy of a Government, ſtriverh to obtain the fame by kind per- ** 
ſwaſions, and conſent of the people, and not by force and violence, but they that deſpau * 
by good means to attain thereunto, donotwithitanding abſtain trom torce, leſt they ſhould ** 
loote the opinion of their gooeneſs and honeſty , yet endeavour they by malicious ſubrilcies ©* 
to arrain thereunto. That it concerned the Common-weal to extinguiſh and root out the © 

D ſubcill infinuarions of ſuch men, leſt of Private, they ſhould ar laſt grow publick enemies. ** 

For what reaſon ( (aid he ) can Moſes yeeld, why he hath beſtowed the Prieſtzood on Aaron by 

and his ſonnes* For, it that God had decrees, that his honour ſhould be beſtowed on one * 
of the Tribe of Levi, there were more rea{on that I ſhould have it, who am ot the ſane * 
kindred with Moſes, and who ſurpais him both in riches and age. - And it this honour ap- © 
pertained to the moſt ancient of the Tribes, that thoſe of Rubens loyns ought by right to © 

enjoy it, namely, Dathan, and Abiram, and Phalal, who are the moſt ancient of that Tribe, ** 

and the moſt powertull in riches. Theſe things ſpake Chore, under colour and pretence of 4lia: 32as. 
the weal of the Common-weale, but in effe& onely to raile a tumule amongſt the multi- = 

tude, and intrude into the office of the High Prieſt, This diſcourſe of his paſſing by little 

and little from one ear to another amongſt the multitude, and multiplied by the envious, 

E and ſuch as maligned Aaron, ar laſt brought the whole Tribes into a murinie: ſo that two Veſ.35 
hundred and fiftie of the chiefeſt Nobles grew at length to be partakers ot Chores con{pi- reap 
racy ; and all of theſe enforced themſelves to take away the Prieſthood from Moſes Hrother, :ullow chores 
and to transfer it to him. The people likewiſe were 1n ſuch fort incenfed, as that they fa<tion. 
ſought to ſtone Moſes ; and ranne all of them by contuled heaps with noiſe and uprore, cry- P 
ing out before the Tabernacle of God, that the Tyrant was to be cut off, and the people de- ,,",n. 3s. 
livered from thraldome, who under pretext of Religion, had iniupportable thraldome im- fo. = 
poſed on them, For if it were God that had choſen him to be High Prieſt, he would have 

px Preferred ſucha one to the dignitie who had been worthy, and would not have departed ic 
to thoſe who were far inferiour to others : That it he had decreed to beſtow it on Aaron, he 
had remitted che Commiſsion of his EleQtion to the people, and not left the diſpoſition 
thereof to his brother Moſ-s who long before that time had perceived Chores treacherous 
{lander, and ſaw the people very ſore inceaſed, was nocwithſtanding nothing at all abaſhed

he cryed out with 2 loud voyce in the hearing of the whole multicude, and prayed atter this 
manner : O God (aid he) chou Lord oyer all that which either heaven, earth, or {ea con- © 
caineth, thou art a ſuthcient wirnefle with me ot all mine actions: tor that I have managed ** 
all chings by thy willy and thou art he who haſt given me power to execute my purpoles : *« 
thou that alwaies in commiuſeration of the Hebrews haſt been my perpetual help awd at- © 
ſiſtance, hear this my prayer. For nothing that 1s either done, or thonght, is hidden trom *«« 
chee: tor which caule I hope thou wilt not difdain to teſtihe and juſtihe my truth, and ma- <* 
niteſt the ingratitude of theſe men. Thou doſt exactly know the antiqury of my race, not << 
tor that chou haſt heard it, bur tor that chou haſt (zen and afliſtedic , in «tte&t, now allo te- ** 
ſtihe che truth tor mein thoſe things which theſe men {a:though they know the contrary) © 
are not aſhamed to impute unto me.

right againſt a rich advertary. And now having adnumiſtred rhe Common-welle with all fin- © 
cerity, I am called in queſtion tor a crime, whereot I am atcogether guicleſſe, as it I had be- © 
{towed thy Prieſthood on my brother tor private affection, and not tor thy command take : © 

make it known that all things are diſpenſed by thy providence, and that nothing is brought © 

to effect by caſualty, bur by thy ſpectall ordinance : And to exprefle that thou haſt care of << 
the Hebrewes, teſtifie the ſame by chy juſt puniſhment infli ted on Dathan and Abiram, who © 

accule thee to be inſenſtble, and boaſt that thou art circumvented by my lubtilties. Bur thou © 
ſhalt make thy revenge more notorious againſt the unbriuled detractours ot thy glory, it © 
they perith atter no common manner, leſt any man jhould (uipect that they offer nothing < 
inhamane - bat ler the earth, which they unworthily tread upon, open 1t ielt and ſivallow & 
them up both with their families and faculcies.

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FRLAL mandements, ſecure and void of that puniſhment which is due unto wicked men, for that it G 
—_— is contrary to thy juſtice, that the innocent multitude of rhe Iiraelites ſhould anſwer their 
before (rift gniſdeeds, and ſuffer their puniſhnents. Whileſt he ſpake theſe words, and intermixed them 
Natiwitie,1 509 yyich teares, the earth inftant'y trembled, and ſhaking began to remove(atter luch 3 mannex 
CAN/F>- 25 when by the violence of the wind a great billow of the (ea floaterh and waltreth.) Hereac 
Abiram ſwal- were all the people amazed. But after that, a horrible and ſhattering, noiſe was made abauc 
lowed up. their Tents,the earth opened,and iwallowed up both them and all that which they eſteemed 
vV-31:32+33 gear, which was after a manner ſo exterminate, as nothing remained of theirs to be beheld. 
Whereupon in a moment the earth cloſed again, and the vaſt gaping was faft thur, ſo as 
there appeared not any ſign of that which had hapned. Thus periſhed they all, leaving be- 4 
bind them an example of Gods power and judgements, And this accident was the more 
miſerable in that there were no one, no not ot their kinsfolks or allies that had compaſſion 
of them-ſo that all the people whatſoever, torgetting thoſe things which were paſt, did allow 
Gods Juſtice with joytull acclamartions, eſteeming them unworthy to be bemoned,but ro be 
held as the plague and perverters of rhe people. After that Dathan with his Family was ex- 
tinguiſhed, Moſes aſlembled all thole that contended for the Prieſthood together, commit- 
ting again the election of the Prieſthood unto God, concluding that the eſtate ſhould be 
ratified to him, whole ſacrifice was molt acceptable in Gods fighr, For which cauſe the 
two hundred and fftie men aſſembled themſelves, who were both honoured for the vercue 
of their Anceſtors, and for their own abilities far greater then theirs : with thele alſo ſtood 
Aaron and Chore, and all of them offered with their cenſers before the Tabernacle, with per- 
fumes ſuch as they brought with them ; when ſuddenly fo great a fire thone, as neither the 
like was ever kindled by mans hand, nor uſually breaketh from the bowels of the burning 
earth, neicher was ever quickned 1n the woods, (plit and born down in the ſummer time by 
a Southern brize, but ſuch 4 one as teemed to be kindled in Heayen moſt brightſome and 
Chore with flaming : by force and power whereot thoſe two hundred and fittie ( together with Chore )

What things happened in the thirty eight years ſpace to the Hebrewes in the deſart, 


Nuwb.: 7, 1,2, Fter that by {o evident an Argument it appeared very ſuffciently, that Aaron nei- 
pan ther by ſtniſter inſinuations, neither by the tavour of his brother,but onely by Gods 


es £8. cle&t:on had obtained the Prieſthood ; he ever atterwards held it without any con- 
tion againſt tradition : yet tor all this, the (edition w.s not ſufficiently ceaſed, but that it brake out 
Moles, witha more urgent fury then ac fiſt: for it took his Originall from (ſuch cauſes, that it 
might eaſily appear that it would be of long continuance. For whereas this perſwaſion had 
once taken root in the hearts of men, that nothing 1s brought to paſſe without Gods will, 
they imagined that God wrought thele things in tavour of Moſes ; ro him therefore impu- 
ted they all theſe chings, as it God had not punithed thole men through the hate he bare 
againſt cheir ſ1as, but only on Moſes folicitation : and they were ſore aggreived that Moſes 
(having given this maim unto the people, by the loſs ot fo many Noble men, that onely 
periſhed through the zeal they bare to Gods Service) not only had done them open wrong 
but that which was more, had aſſured the Prieſthood to his brother after ſuch a manner,that 
thereafter no man durſt oppoſe himſelt to purchale the ſame; ſeeing how unfortunately thoſe 
others were overcome by a violent death, Moreover the kinimen of thoſe that were {lain, 
(ollicited and ſtirred the people, praying them to reſtrain the pride and overgreat power of 
Moſes, in that it lay in their power _ to perform the ſame, But Moſes perceiving that M 
the people was incenſed, and fearing leſt once more they ſhould bethink them on ſome 
Innovation, whereby ſome great mistortune might ſucceed, he aſſembled them together, 
and gave audience to their accuſations : and without replying any wayes (for fear he might 
the more incenſe them ) he onely commanded the heads of the Tribes, that each of them 
ſhould bring a rodd, whercia the name, of each Tribe ſhould be written, promiſing that 
the Prieſthood ſhould remain with them, in whoſe rodd God thould thew any figne. Which 
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judgement of his being allowed by all men, both they, and Aaron brought their rods with WA 


ſting no wine) when as they conſecrate their hair, were bound to offer it unto the Prieſts. 1:1 Nare- 


their inſcriptions ; and Aaron had written in his, the tribe of Levi. Thele Moſes took from 7h* er of 116 
them, and laid them in Gods Tabernacle: the next day he bronght them torth every one "o/4 2465: 
of them (which were eaſily known to be choſe which che Princes broughe, and the reſt of m_ hf 
the pou had marked) and they ſaw that all cheirs remained in the ſame form which the

fore they retained, when Moſes took them; but out of Aarons rod there greiv branches Aarcns rod 


and buds : and that which is more to be wondred at, it bare ripe Almonds, which in a rod of IP 
that kind of wood was admirable and miraculous. The people amated at the novelty of _ 
this ſpeQacle (dimiſling their hatreds wherewith they both proſecuted Moſes and Aaron ) 

became wholly amazed and drawn into admiration of Gods judgement, and forbare any 

more to repugne againſt God, or to oppole themſelves again Aarons Prieſthood. And thus 

three times confirmed by the approbation of God, by all mens cenſent he became high 

Prieſt ; and the people of the Hebreives turmoyled with long editions, at laſt by this means 

grew ſetled in peace and quietneſſe, Bur atter that Moſes had made the tribe of Levi(which ii & ef. 
was dedicate to Gods ſervice) tree and exempt from wartare (tor tear leſt being occupied ny 3 14 
in providing themlelvyes neceſſaries for their maintenance, they ſhould grow negligent in +.#,:1 5 
executing their duties in ſacrifice) he ordained that after the land of Canaan was conquer- {+14 18 x. 
ed by their forces and Gods favour, that of the Cities they ſhould conquer, they ſhould &i- £1,037, 
ſtribute fourty eight of the beſt and faireſt on the Levites, and certain lands abutting on FR 
their Cities, to the quantity and ſpace of two thouſand cubits. Moreover, he commanded 

char the tenths of all che yearly fruic that was gathered by the whole people ſhould be gi- 

ven and beſtowed on the Levites and Prieſts and ever after this tribe had their folemn re- 

venues, Now muſt I declare what things are proper tothe Prieſts, Of the tourty eight Ci- 

ties which were granted to the Levites, he commanded them to grant thirteen to the 

Prieſts z and that of thoſe tenths which they received of the people, they ſhould pay unto 

them a tenth: ſhare. Beſides, he gave charge thac the people ſhould offer up unto God all the 

firſt truits of whatſoever the earth yeeldeth them : and that the firſt born of the four footed 

beats dedicated tor ſacrifice, it it were a male, (hould be delivered to the Prieſt; to ſacri- 

fice, to the end they might be nouriſhed with all their family in the ſacred City of Jeruſa- 

lem ; and that they which are not fit to be ſacrificed to God, ſhould be eaten by them ac- 

cording to the uſe and cuſtome of the countrey,the owners paying in lieu of a firſtling a ficle 

and a halt,and for the firſt born of a man, five fickles, He allotted them likewiſe the firſt 

fruits of ſheep-ſharing,and ordered that the bakers ſhould offer them ſome cakes. But they

are purified. Helikewiſe ordained, that the l:ke purification thould be uſed, when a man 
nt,  hould take poſleſſhon of his inheritance. ; H 
_ =7"00y Bur after the Army (that had fo _P mourned the dead ſiſter ot the Generall) were thus 
purified, he led chem thorow the Deſart, into Arabia: and arriving in a place (which the 4- 
rabians account for their Metropolitane City, in times paſt called Arce, and at this preſent, 
Petra) which is environed with a high mountain, Aaroy aſcended the {aid mountain ; and 
Moſes ſhewed him the place where he ſhould yeeld up his ſoul unto God: and 1n the fight 
ot all the Army, — a high place, he pur oft his Stoal, and gave it to his ſonne Fle- 
azar, to whom by elderſhip the ſucceſſion appercained. And thus (in the ſight of the peo- 
ple) he died in that very year werein he loſt his {iſter, and in the hundrech twenty and third 
year of his age. He departed on the neiv Moon, in the moneth of Auguſt, (called by the 4- I 
_  thenians, Hecatombeon ,, by the Macedonians, Fous, and Sabba, by the Hebrews. The people 
Numb. 21, mourned for him tor the ſpace of fourty dayes, and then deſifted, Afoſes diſplaced his Camp, 
from thence, and pitched his tents near unto a River called Arnon (which ſpringeth from 
che mountains of Arabia, and runneth along the Deſart, and then entreth into the Aſphal- 
tique Lake ſeparating the Region of the Moabites from that of the Amorites.) The coun- 
trey is fertile, and ſufficient to yeeld fruit to all the inhabitants in great foilon. To Sehoy, 
"5 —"0Þ King of this countrey, Moſes ſent Ambaſſadours, requiring paſſage thorov his Kingdome,un- 
toon,  Oer {uch aſſurance as ſhould beſt pleaſe him, that no wrong ſhould be offered, neither to his 
King o: the Countrey,nor the Inhabitants thereof - aſſuring him to pay the pzice of whatſoever his ſoul 
*mmorite. diers took;either in ViRuals,or Water. But Sehop refuſed him,and arming his people; pitch- * 
ed his Tents on the banks of Arnon, being ready to repulſe the Hebiews, it they pretumed 
c0 paſſe the River.

Now 
when God had allowed his purpoſe, and beſides that, promifed hum the yvictory,he was great- 
ly confirmed 1n hope, and animated and encouraged his ſoldiers; telling them, that the 
time was now come, wherein they might enterprile their long defired Warre with Gods fa- 
vour, and his approbation and encouragement : who rejoycing at this liberty chat was grant- 
ed them, ſuddenly rook Armes, and ina {et battel haſted to charge the enemy. On the 0- 
ther fide, the Amorite (as ſoon as he ſaw them march forward, and begin the onſet) forget- 

: ting his former fiercenefle, was both himſelf terrified, and his fouldters likewiſe (who be- 
The 140%cus fore the ſight of their enemies, were as cruel and bloody as Lyons) now waxed as fearful 
ſethroje: whe and as meek as Lambes. Sothat they ſcarcely had endured the firſt aſſault, but that they 
ns cheat to fled; repoling the whole hope of their proſperity in their retreat. they truſted likewiſe to 
tight, their walled Townes (which notwitſtanding did nought at all avail them.) For no ſooner 

did the Hebrews perceive, that their enemies began to truſt their feer, and that their ranks 
were broken, but they more freſhly purſued them, and brought them to extream fear. So 
that being ucterly put roflight, and diſperſed upon the field, they were enforced to flie unto 
their Cities, Yet ceaſed not the Hebrews to purſue them more fiercely, but began more 
and more to moleſt them with thoſe kind of Weapons wherein they were mucins before

0g allo was a man of a moſt heroicke and high ſtature, and nothing 
inferiour thereunto either in ſtrength or vertue ;; the argument of whoſe ſtrength and ſt2- 
ture was extant in the ſack of the chef city and palace of the country of the Ammonites,ca!- 
led Rabatha, where there was an Iron bed found of four cubits breadth, and nine in length. 
The tall of this man did not onely further the preſent felicity of the Hebrews, but alſo be- 
came the cauſe of many their tucure and more fortunate ſucceſſes; for they rook ſixty well

of God , who notwithſtanding gave that counſell co the enemie, by means whereof, within a 
lictle ſpace a great multitude of the Hebrews were corrupted in their courſe of life , and di- 
vers have been grievoully plagued with fickneſſe ) in regard I (ay of this Balaam , he hath 
greatly honoured him , in chronicling his predictions in his Wricings. And although it had 
been eaſfie for him to have deprived him of the glorie , and to have appropriated it to him- 
ſelf, by reaſon that chere was not any witneſſe that might contradict him, yet neglected he 
p Pot to give teſtimonie of him , and to make mention of him in his Writings : Yet let every 
one think of this, according as it ſhall ſeem good unto him, But Moſes (as I began toſay)ſenc 
an Armie of twelve thouſand men againſt the Madianites, chufing one of every Tribe one 
thouſand ſouldiers, and appointed Phznees Captain over theſe Forces, by whoſe induſtrie (as 
alitti* before I have declared ) both the Laws were ſatisfied , and Zambri ( that brake the 


ſame) was puniſhed,

G Ut the Madianites ( having intelligence that their enemies drew neer unto them , Hedio,ca.7. 
B and that they were not farre off trom their borders ) gathered their forces toge- *uthnuss.7. 
ther, and belſer a!l thoſe pafſages of their countrey , by which they thought their 
enemie might break in , addreſſing themſelves to repulſe them with force and valour. But 
no ſooner did Phinees with his forces charge them, and ſet upon them , but that (upon 
the firſt encounter ) ſo great a multitude of the Madianites was ſlain , that the number 
of the carcaſſes might not be accounted. Neither were their kings in like ſort ſaved trom "NP

Was to volſeſſ thar land , which was conquered by the common v4alour of che people , to the 
end they might lead their lives in idleneſfe and pleaſure ; and thar bearing arms with the reſt 
ot the hoſt , they would not help to poſſeſle the land beyond Torden , which God had promi- 
pi ſed them , by overcoming thoſe Nations which he commanded them to accoung for their 
tnemies. Who perceiving that he was diſpleaſed ( leſt he ſhould ſeem to be deſervedly in- 
cenſed againſt them) anſwered; that neither through tear they fled danger, neicher by reaſon 
o! floth ſhunned labour, but onely ſhot at this, that leaving their prey in commodious places, 
they might be more fit to enter conflict: ſaying , that they were readie (if ſo be they might 
receive Cities for the defence and receipt of their wives , children , and [ubftance) to follow 
the reſt of the armie whicher-ſoever they were conduRed ; and to adventure their lives with 
them, for the common ſucceſſe, Whereapon =_- (allowing their forwardneſle , and aflem- 
bling Eleazar the high Prieſt ; and eſs , with the reſt of che Magiftrates) granted them the 
land of the Amorites, with this condition, that (together with the people joyned unto them 
in conſanguinitie) they ſhould warfare againſt their common enemie, till all chings were ac- 
compliſhed according to their deſire: and by this means having received that which they 
demanded , 4nd builded them walled Cities, they keft their children , wives and ſubſtance in 
Namb 35.34. the ſane.

Y dear friends and fellow ſouldiers, companions in my long travel}, ſince it is (© 

M chought requiſite by God, and mine age (attaining to the full number of one 
hundred and twenty years) requireth no leſle, but char I muſt depart our ot this 

life 3 and fince it ſeeineth not good in Gods fight, that either I ſhould be agent, or afſiſtanc 
in your affiirs beyond Jordan - | have chought it requiſite that (in as much as appertaineth 
£0 your telicity) I ſhould not now allo fail or default in my dutie towards you ; but that 
according to the grace that 1s given me, ] ſhould provide that by laying open the way 
unto you that leadeth to the lame, I may ſeem worthy amongſt you ro merit eternall glorie 
and memorie. Give theretore eare unto me, that when as I have firſt declared unto you, 
wherein both your ftelicitie, and the happineſſe of your poſteritie conliſtech,: and have lef: 
this perpetuall teſtimony and monument of my intire love towards you, I may willingly de- 
part out of this lite : for well I know chat I deſerve to be credited by you, both tor tht be- 
toretimes I have inceſl.intly (in ſtudying for your profits) never deceived you, as alſo for 
chat che lou! (being ready to be feparated from the body) becometh more accompliſhed in 
all vertue 2nd verity. Ye ſonnes of Iſrael, there is but one onely cauſe whereby men attain 
uato felicity, to wit, the favour of God , which he is onely able to give to thoſe that deſerve 
ir, and to withdraw it trom thole that offend him - rowards whom it you continue duritull 
(according 3s he requireth, and in {uch manner as I according to his direction, do inſticuce 
you) you thail never fail tro multiply in vertue, and to draw all men into emulation of your 
happinelle - and that which is more, thoſe goods which you h.ve now obcained, ſhall be per- 
peruall, and that which you want, tall ſhortly be plentitully beſtowed on you. Onely indea- 
vour you your {elves to be ſubje&t to Gods will, and odedient to his Commandments: and 
neither purpole unto your telves any ocher laws then thoſe I have given you,neither through 
contempt innovate any thing in your religion. Which if you ſhall pertorm, you ſhall excel 
all other Nations in watre, agd grow invincible againſt your enemies : for by Gods afſiſtance 
all threats are eaſily contemned. Moreover, there ae great rewards (in all the courle of lite) 
propoled unto vertue, and ſhe her ſelf to her (elf is a chief and eſpeciall reward : beſides, by 
her all other bleſſings are eaſiiy obtained, which it you entertain among your ſelves, you 
ſhall both lead a bleſſed life, and obtain immortall glorie, not onely amoagſt ſtrangers , but 
alſo in all poſterities. Theſe things are you to hope upon, if neither you your (elves violate 
tho:e laws (which by Gods command, ard mine induſt:y)are ſer down unto you , neither 
{ufter any other to violate the iame, but in your ſelves continually meditate upon the under-

For 
it is a matter very maniteſt, - that their ſpirits being effeminate, their bodies allo are dege- 
nerate. Each thing alſo that is monſtrous to behold, is to be driven away : neither is ic lawtul 


B to geld either men or beaſts. Let this be the diſpoſition of thoſe Laws, wherewith you ſhall 


be policied and governed in time of peace ; and God be favourable unto you, and give you 
grace to uſe them in good order, and without confuſion, And ſince it cannot otherwiſe be, 
but chat humane affurs muſt ſometimes fall into croubles and dangers, ſomewhiles beyond 
defire and expeRation, and otherwhiles of ſer purpoſe; I will briefly ſet you down certain 
Laws; as touching that point: tothe intent, chat being fore-inſtructed of chat which you 
ought to do, you tnay have abundance of wholſome remedies; and being well provided and 
inſtru&ed in that which you ought to do, you may prevent and not fall into any danger and 
calamity. 

God grant, that you may enjoy the countrey (which he hath given you) in contempt of 


C travels, and in exerciſe of vertues : and that you may poſleſs the fame in ſecurity and peace z 


and that ſtrangers may not leavie armies, to ove: throw you : and that no civil mutiny may 
be raiſed amongſt you, which may bring to pals, chat that which hath been well ordered and 
decreed by your anceſtors, do come to nought, when you ſhall happen to commit che con- 
trary. Live therefore, and perſift you to conform your ſelves to thoſe Laws, which both 


God hath approved for good, and hath alſo given you. Burt it perhaps your ſelves at this pre- the Law; of 


ſent, or your ſucceſſours hereatrer, ſhall tortune to entertain and andertake a Warre, God 
grant it may happen without che confines of your countrey - but if the matter muſt needs be 
tried out by the (word, you ſhall ſend certain Heraulds to your deſtinated enemies, For Le- 
fore you enter battel, it ſhall be requiſite firſt of all to parley with them, and to declare unto 


D them, that you have a great Army, and horſes, and weapons, and (beſides all theſe) chat you 


have Gods favour and aſſiſtance . who ſhall require them therefore, that you may not be en- 
forced to war againſtthem, not to make booty of their goods, and to carry them away, in 
ſpight of their refiſt. If chey condifcend unto any reaſonable conditions, then entertain 
peace; making your account, that they are ſtronger then you be - bur if they will needs offer 
you injury, you ſhall lead forth your Army againſt them, having God for your General, and 
{overaign Conductor; and for his Lieutenant, him whom you your ſelves have choſen, ſur- 
paſſing all the reſt in valour. For whereas chere are givers Commanders, it falleth out, that 
that which ought neceſſarily and readily to be executed, is hindered; and commonly che iſſue 
is unfortunate, where there are divers Commanders. Let your Army be generally levied of 
men that are ſtrong in body, and hardy in courage ; and ſequeſter from your Army him that 
is fearfu], leſt ſuch men hapning to flie when they ought to fight, do give your enemies the 
advantage, Let them alſo be free from War, who having built them a new houſe, have aoc 
enjoyed the ſame for a years ſpace ; as al(o he that hath planted a vineyard, and hath not ga- 
thered the fruit thereot ; and beſides theſe, he that hath wedded a wife, and hath not as yet 
brought her home to his houſe: leſt being tranſported with the defire of theſe things, and 
reſerving themſelves to their torſaken plealures, in the behalf of cheir wives, they fight but 
faintly and coldly

truth and veritie. Theſe volumes and the Ark,gave hewnto the Priefts;in which he alſo placed 
the ten Comindments written in the twotables. He committed alſo unto them the cuſto- 
dic of the Tabernacle. He likewiſe exhorred the people that ( at ſuch time as by torce they 
had conquered the promiſed countrey, and were planted therein) they ſhould not forget the 
injurie which the Amalechires had done unto them , but that they ſhould lead forch cheir ar. 
mie againſt them , and take vengeance of the wrongs they lad done them, at tuch time, as H 
they were in the defarr, And commanded them that as ſoon as they had taken che countrey of 
Canaan, they ſhould exterminate and extinguiſh all the people. 

- He willed them alſo to erect an Altar towards the rifing of the Sunne (not farre from the 
citie of Sichem , between two mountains, the one Garizim, on vhe right hand; and the other 
called Gebal on the left) and that diſtributing the people into twoparts (hx Tribes in every | 
part)they ſhould plant them on the mountains. And he commanded that the Levites, and 
Prieſts ſhould be with them, to the intent that they firſt of all that were upon the mountain 
of Garizim, ſhould beſeech God, that he would multiply his bleflings upon them that ſhould 
be zealous of his ſervice, and careful of the conſervation of his laws, without diverting from 1 
chat which Moſes had commanded, The fix other alſo were appointed to anſwer the like: and 
when as likewiſe theſe fix laſt had prayed, the fix firſt were toanſwer them, and confirm that 
which they had pronounced. This done, they pronounced maledi&tions againſt the tran(- 
greſſours (each one anſwering the other) in ratification of that which had been ſpoken, He re- 
duced alſo under writing thele bleflings and curſes, to the intent that the memory thereot 
might never be ppreticd or extinguiſhed by time: which he alſo (being neer unto his death) 
cauſed to be written in the Altar on the one fide thereof, in thar part which extended ic (elt 
toward the place where the people ſtood, at ſuch time as they ſacrificed and offered burnt- 
offerings. Since which day there were no more ſacrifices offered in that place: becaule it was c 
contrary tolaw, This did Moſes eſtabliſh, and thele the Hebrew Nation obſerve continually 
and inviolably, even unto this day. »* 

On the next morrou, he reaſſembled all the people,themſelves, theirWives, and children : 

he likewiſe commanded, that the ſlaves ſhould be there preſent, binding chem by an oath 
that they ſhould maintain and keep the laws, and rhae diligently tying themſelves to the will 
ot God, they ſhould not ſo much eſteem either their kinred, or means, or perils, or any other 
cauſe whartioever,as that thereby they ſhould be driven to negleR their laws, or depart from 
the ordin2nces thereof : but whether it-were any one of their kindred, or any city whatſo- 
ever, that would (eek to alter and diſturb the ſame,or ſtrive to weaken the eſtate thereof, thac 
both in particular and in publick, they ſhould expoſe themſelves and endeavour to puniſh L 
chem: and if they ſhould fortune to take ſuch a City,that they ſhould raze and utterly detace 
the ſame, and it it were poſſible, not to leave one ſtone upon another, but to deſtroy the 
foundation, Bur if they were too teeble to rake ſucha revenge, yet, that they ſhould make ic 
known, that they were not conſenting to their impiety, Hereunto the whole multitude ſub- 
ſcribed, and ſealed it with an oath.

{cribed them) he told chem, that by inſtructions from God he tore-prophecied, that it they 
violated their countrey Religion, they ſhould not eſcape their deſtruction:for that both their 
countrey ſhould be filled with forraign arms, and their cities ſackt, and their Temple burac, 
and that they themlelves ſhould be (old under the ſpear, and thar they ſhould ſerve a nation, 
which would not be toved or touched with commiſeration of their afflitions and miſertes ;

They hearing the woman ſpeak after this manner, and imagining no ſubtiltie or deceit in 
her, returned back again without ſearching the hoſtrie. But after they were buſied and tra- 
velled inthe purſuic and ſearch afrer them every way, and traQting of everie path, whereby 
they _— be ſuſpected to travell towards Jordan, and perceiving no ſfigne of their flight, 
they deſiſted anic turther to purſue them, No ſooner was the tumulr appealed, but Rahab 

C callerh forth the Spies and told them the dangers to which ſhe had expoſed her (elf for their 
ſecuritie ſake (for had ſhe been convinced to have concealed them, (he might by no means 
have eſcaped the puniſhment of the king, but that both ſhe and all her famil y had miſerably 
periſhed : ) She therefore required them, that at ſuch time as they ſhould be Lords of the 
countrie of Canaan, and had both the occaſion and power to requite her courteles,that they 
would haye herin remembrance, This (aid, ſhe diſmiſſed them (to the end they might re- 
turn home again.) But before their departure ſhe took an oath of chem, ro warrantize both 

| her ſelt, and all that which appertained unto her, at ſuch time as they ſhould become maſters 
of the Citie, and had deſtroyed all the citizens thereof, according to the arreſt and ſentence 
given againſt them ; which the knew ſhould come to paſſe, having certain apprehenſion of

Rory. This Oracle Foſu4h declared unto the people, and calling for the high Prieft and the 
Magiſtrates, he caſt lots upoa the tribes, and when as the lot had fallen on rhe tribe of 1«da, ic 
was again Caſt by kinreds , and when again the ſacriledge was found to be committed in Z«- 
charias kinred , they examined the ſame once more man by man , and found out Achar + who Achac found 
having no means todeny the ſame, and being diſcovered by God himſelf , confeſled the fact , 2% ror " 
and brought forch thoſe things, which he had concealed: Whereupoa being preſently put to 4,16, 17,15. 
dearth , he was by night buried after an ignomigious manner, according as he deſerved it. Bat 
loſuah having purified the people, led them forth againſt 4:nay, and laying an Ambuſcado b 
night time above the citie, early in the morning he drew the enemie out to fight , who bold- 
ly broke forth ( being encouraged by their former victory ) but Joſuah making a ſhew of re- 
rreat , drew them father off from their Citie (forming in them an imaginarie hope that the 
Liraelites fled , and that they ſhould gaine a ſecond viory over them. ) But whea 1oſuah (o- 
dainly made a ſtand , and freſhly charged them , and gave a fignall unto thoſe that lay in am- 
buſh, they were incontinently addreſſed and encouraged to fight, and with all expedition en- 
tred the gates of the Citie , on the wals whereof there ſtood divers of the inbabicaats , being a:: (ct: 
eye-witneſſes(as they thought)of their atchieved viRtory, In this manner was the Citie taken, 20d umr- 
and all they that were therein, were laine: and 7oſu4h on the other ſide inforced thoſe in fuch * ***? 
manner (with whom he maintained skirmiſh) that they turned their backs, end fled towards 
the Cirie, as if ic had been in the ſame eſtate 8s they left it - but when they perceived that it 
was (urprized, and ſaw both ir, their wives, and children conſumed with fire, they ſcattered 
themſelves abouc the fields, not being able to rally themſelves , by reaſon of their diſtuc- Mfech.s-1 2. 
bance and diſorder, After this overthrow of the Ainices , there were a great number of wo- ors, fog 
men , children, and bond{laves taken captive , and ſtore of all ſorts of mooveables. The He- co the

had hapned to them of Hiericho (and ſeeing the eſtate of the Ainites , and fearing leſt che 
like misfortune might fall upon them) thought it not. good to offer treaties of peace t01oſush, 
ſuppoſing they ſhould finde no tolerable conditions at his hands , becauſe they knew thac he 
watred under that reſolution , utterly to roote out and extinguiſh the nation of the Cana- 
anires from off the earth, They therefore made 2 _ with che Cepherices, and Cathieri- 
mites their neighbours , _—_ chem that they ſhould not eſcape che danger, it ſo be ir fell 
out that the Gabeonites were firſt taken by the Iſraelites : but that if they were united toge- 
ther, they might both refiſt the grearneſle, and avoid the danger of them. Which counſlell of 
t2irs being accepted, they ſent Embaſſadors unto 7oſweh ( ſuch men as they thought to be 
both moſt capable and wiſeſt amongſt them in the affaires of Common-weale ( to the incenc 


to entreat a peace betwixt them and the Iſraelites ; who knowing that it would be very dan. 


gerous for them , if they ſhould ſay that they were Canaanites; and that on'the contrary (ide, 
they ſhould avoid the danger , if they proteſted that they had no community or alliance wich 
them , buc that they dwelled far off from them ; told 7oſu4h , that (being incited by his fame ) 
they had undertaken a long journey , the truth wherot he might conjeRure by their habits 

for upon their ſetting forth their garments werenew , and now by their long journey quite 
worne (tor they had purpoſely put upon chem old raiment, to the end it might be furable to 
cheir ſubtile inſinuation. ) Standing up therefore inthe middeſt of the multitude { attired 
after this manner) they told them that they were ſent by the Gabeonites, and the neighbour- 


FSASADP) countrey was rich, ) All which Toſuab ( upon his return to Galgal diſtributed amongſt the G 


ing Cities there abouts (farre disjoyned from that countrey ) to articulate and ratifie a peace 


between them , according as they haye been accuſtomed to proceed in their accords : For 
knowing well that che conntrey of Canaan was given unto them by the grace and gratuitie 
of God (to the end they ſhould be maſters and poſleflours thereof) they were much rejoyced 
thereat, and required them to be received as their confederates. By theſe words, and to- 
kens of their garments , and intimation of their long journey , they perſwaded the Hebrews 
to enter and accord an amitie with them. And the high Prieſt Z/eazar with the councell of 
the Elders {ware unto them , that they ſhould be reputed for friends and allies , and that no 
unjuſt ation ſhould be enterprized againſt them ; the _ likewiſe approved their oathes, 
But 7oſuah encamping with his Armie upon their confines , and underſtanding that the Ga- 
beonires dwelt not far off from Jeruſalem, and that they likewiſe were of the race of the Ca- 
naanites, he ſent for the principall and princes among them , and complained and upbraided 
them of their deceit: whereunto they anſwered, that they had no other meanes to procure 
their (aferie and ſecuritie, and for that cauſe( and theirneceflitie fake ) that they had ſought 
their retuge thereby. Whereupon he called unto him 'Zleazar the high Prieſt and the Coun- 
cell of the Elders, who told him that he might not infringe the oath which they had madt 
unto them , but that he might depute them to ſerve the publike miniſteries. whereupon 
they were adjudged to attend on theſe (efvices: and by this meanes delivered they them- 
ſelves from rheir imminent perill, But for that the King of Jeruſalem was ſore incenſed a- 
oainſt the ' Gabeonites ( for that they had revolted and ſubmitted to Jeſus) he aflembled to- 
gether the kings of his neighbour nations , to make warre againſt them. The Gabeonites 
perceiving the danger they were in , and how the enemie was prepared to aſſault them (and 
how to that intent they had pitched their tents neere unto a certain fountain not far off from 
the Citie) they required 7eſ#s to aſſiſt and defend them, For their affaires were in that eſtate, 
that they expected death from the hands of their friends: and contrariwiſe hoped for helpe 
to be warranted by thoſe Hebreivs , with whom they had contracted amitie ( notwithſtand- 
ing that they arrived in that countrey to deſtroy the whole nation of the Canaanites, 7oſuah 
therefore (haſtning onward with his whole army to give them aſſiſtance , and marching both 
day and night ) early in the morning charged the enemie ( at ſuch time as he intended his 
aſſfule) and having put them to flight, he purſued them by a ſeepie tract, which place is cal- 
led Bethora , where he kneiv that God had fought for him ( as it appeared manifeſtly by the 
thunder , lightning and haile that tell ar thattime , farre bigger then was accuſtomed.) The 
day likewiſe (the ltke whereof was never heard of before) was lengthened, leſt by the ſpec- 
dy approach of the night che enemie ſhould eſcape from the victor : whereupon it came to 
paſle that Zeſus took all thoſe five Kings in a Certaine cave neere Makkedah, where they were 
hidden , and condemned them all to the death. And that the day at that time increaſed a- 
bove co:nmon cuſtome, it is extant and regiſtred in the ſacred volumes , which are reler- 
vedin the Temple.

« our God,and accounting you no leſſe hateful and impious then Canaanites,we will utterly 
« root opt and race both the memory, and your poſterity together. Foc do not ſuppoſe this, 
<« that becaute you have paſt the river, you are exempt from Gods power, becauſe in what 
« place ſocver you be, you are numbred amongſt them chat appertain untohim, and it is im- 
« poſſible for you to avoid either his power,or his vengeance: Andiif you think that the place 
« is an impediment and let unto you from tollowing the better courle, it were better for yoa 
« to make a new diviſion of lands, and leave this region tobe converted into paſtures, It be--

« revyerend account : we know, that there is one God common unto all the nation of the He- 
« brews, and acknowledge alfo his brazen Altar which is before the Tabernacle,and no other 
« but that ſhall receive our ſacrifices, As for that which we have now erected,and that breed- 
«<eth in you at this preſent a cauſe of ſuſpition, we built ic not to the intent to pacifie God by 
« ſacrifices,but that it might remain as a perperuall argument of ou! friendſhip, and mighr 
«* admoniſh us of our countrey religion ; not to the end you ſhould ſuſpect it were an inducti- 
*0on toward the violating of Religion. And that this was the onely cauſe which allored and in- 

« duced us to build the tame, we onely challenge God for our faichful witnefſe, (for which 
© cauſe,hereafter conceive a better opinion of us)and God forbid you ſhould ſuppole us to be 
« ſo belatted in that {inne, of which, whoſoever of Abrahams poſterity is guilty, and whoſe- 
«ever ſhall degenerate from the manners and cuſtomes of his foretathers, may not expiate 
* that Crime, without a capitall puniſhment, As ſoon as Phinees had heard theſe things,and 
praiſed their conſtancie, he returned unto Feſws, and declared all thoſe things unto the peo- 
ple - who rejoycing (in that they had no occation to levie men, nor cauſe of civill warre, or 
blouaſhed) offered nnto God their ſacrifices of thankſgiving; and preſently diſſolving the 
I Yiah diets Pembly, each man returned unto his own home : bur Feſws choſe his habitation in Sicha- 
in Sichama, ma, Twente years after, Foſuah being extremely old, ( calling unto him the moſt honou- 
los (:;4@ rablect every citie,and both the Elders and Magiſtrates, and as many of the people as might 
2... C0.nmodiouſly beafliſtant) (pake unto them after this manner - Firſt, he called unto their re- 
hcrtation az MEmbrance the divers benefits which God had beſtowed upon them ; by means whereof, 
CESS from their poore and affliged eſtates, they had atrained to ſo great riches and glory, Then 
fatcsang CExhorted he them, chat they ſhould endeavour themſelves hereafter in ſach ſort, as God 
Fidrea2. might holdandcontinue his mercitull hand over them ; fince they knew that his benevo- 
vong* ne. lence could be allied unto them by no other means, but by their good endeavours, He tur- 
ther alledged, that it was his ducie, before he departed our of this life, to admonith them of 

their ducie Laſt of all, he required them, that chey ſhould accept of that his good admoni- M 

144% 24.:, £00, and ſhould be perpetually mindefull of the ſame. After this his Oration, he paid 
ſab» Gcart,, the due of nature,and died in the hundrech and tenth year of his life ; whereof he ſpent four- 
tie, as miniſter under Aſoſes,their Magiſtrate; and atter his death, governed the Common- 

weale twentie five yeares, A man of incomparable, both prudence and eloquence ; more- 

over, ſtrong and expedite in matter of government ; and bath good and proficabie in at- 

fairs of peace - Finally, moſt exaQt in all ſorts of vertue.

that time there were ſome remainder of the race of Giants , who in that they were grea- 
ter in ffature, and unlike unto other men, were horrible to behold, and terrible to be heard, 
Their bones are tobe ſeen as yet at this day, which for their hugeneſle ſurpaſſe all credulity 
or conceit, This City was given in way of honour to the Levites with ewo thouſand cubits 
of land,or thereabonts - and as touching the reſt of the countrey it was freely given to Caleb, 
according as Moſes had commanded it (this was one of thoſe (pies which Moſes ſent to 0- 
verlook the land of Canaan.) They gave lands and poſleſſions likewiſe to Fethro the Madi- 
anites poſterity (who was father in law to Moſes) for that they had forſaken their own terr!- 
tories, and annexed themfelves to the 1iraclites, and had been with them in the deſart. The 
tribe of Fuda and Simeon took thoſe cities of the mountamous countrey of Canaan,and thoſe 
that were in the Plain neer unto the ſea-coaſt) namely Aſcalon and Az0th.) But as touching 
Gaza and Accaron, they eſcaped : for theſe cities being in the Plain, and defcnced with a 
great number of chariots, repulſed thoſe thas aſſaulted che ſame to their diſadvantage. So 
theſe two tribes havigg had good ſucceſlt iu wares, retired themſelves tato their cities, and 
laid aſide their weapons.

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the Canaanites ſhould be commitred, anſwered them that God commanded them to give (es: (614t, 
the government t0 the tribe of Fudz, which dy eleftion chufing Simeas and his,they for their Ntivay, 14x 
aſſociates undertook the warre under'this condition, that when they had utterly rooted LOW Ig 
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ne Toe their lands, and husbanding their fruits: and being grown-in riches they followed the de. G 
; NY 6s lights and pleaſures of the world, yea in ſuch fort grew they diſſolute, chat they had no 
] bſv.e chris mind neither of their policy, not the laws of their foretathers. Whereupon God was gr:e- 
n4:v49,'435- yoully incenſed againft them, who.gave them to underſtand, firſt of all, chat contrary to his 
LEVY command they had fpared the Canaanites : and afterwards, that thoſe Canaanites in time tg 
ts chap.6, come {l;vuld exerciſe great crucities againſt them. And-although they were aſtoniſhed ar 
<4. \.r 4/11 hat which was declared unto them, yer notwithſtanding they cook no pleaſure in fears of 
11.” 4,aclices armes, both for that they had received many profits by the Canaanites, as alſo for that (be- 
our ware. ing effeminate through delights) they were unapt for labour. It hapned them at ſuch time 
as their Ariſtocraticall government was corrupted, and that they reipected not their elders, 
or 3ny orher magiſtrates betore-time ordained;- and were excreamly addicted unto gaine, [4 
and infinitely took pleaſure therein ; that amidſt their greaceſt ſecurity, a grievous mutiny 
and commotion was once more raiſed amongſt them,(o that at length they fell at oddes one 
with another, on that occaſion which enſueth, 
A certain Levite and one of them of the common ſort,that dwelt within the dominions of 
In/g19.7e theEphramites, took 4 wite that was born inthe city of Bethleem, which pertaineth to the 
1 Eno of tribe of Fuda,whom (by reaſon of her incomparable beauty)he moſt intirely loved; and found 
the Levicez himſelt much aggrieved,for that he found not her affection an{werable to his love: at laſt his

chem. Then gave they a "gn eo thoſe that were ia ambuſh , ia (ſuch ſort as was nts, or a- 
mongſt them: who ſuddenly iſſuing out together , raſhed in upon their enemies with a huge 
crie. Who ſeeing themſelves ſo ſuddenly ſarprized, knew not what tv do, but retiring them- 
ſelves into certain Barricadoes, they detended themſelves with arrowes , but all of them were 
{lain , except it were fax handreth : who.making head , and cloſely fillecred and embartelled þ 
together, thruſt themſelves deſperately into the midſt of their enemies, and by this means 
elcaped they into the mountains hard by , where they encamped. All the reſt co the number 
of 25, thouſandor there abouts were f11in. And the Ifraclices burned Gaba utterly , and 
{lew both the wamen and children. They exerciſed no lefle juſtice on the other ci:ies of 
Benjamin ((0 much were they fleſhed and tranſported with furie. And for that Jabes (a citie 
ofGalaad) would not joyn with them in battell againſt theBenjamites, they ſent ewelye thou- 


4 ſand choſen men out their companies to deſtroy the ſame , who ſlew all choſe that might 


onely fix hun beare ar aes, with their wives and children , except foure hundreth virgins, So much erief 
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and furie had they conceived through the accident that chanced ro this woman, and the 
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Jabes and o- deſpight they had conceived againſt the Benjaautes tor provoking them unto armes : which 
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from the ambuſh , 
after they had married chem , they departed home to labour their land , and began to ſtudy 


turie when it was ſomewhat appeaſed, they repented themſelves , reputing themſelves to 
be deprived of one. Tribe : And although they thought them juſtly oppreſſed in battell 
( by reaſon they had offended againſt the laws of God ) yet celebrated they a faſt in the be- 
halte of the dead. They ſent Embaſladors alſo, and revoked thoſe fix hundreth that were 
fled , and held a certain rock in the deſart which 1s called Rhoa., The Embaſladors com- 
plained not onely for thac the warre had extinguiſhed them , bur alſo for the Iſraclites had 
loſt their Parents : and by theſe perſwaſtons they prevailed ſo much , that they bare their 
croſle and loſle with leſle grief , and they came unto them and belought them that they 
would not give ſentence of che totall extinRion of the tribe of Bexjemwin. We grant you (ſaid K 
they) the tevenues of your whole tribe, and as much bogtie as you may drive away. But they 
acknowledging their injuſtice, and that they were condemned by the juſt judgement of 
God, returned into the poſſeſſions of their tribe - and the Iſradlites gave them in marriage 
thoſe toure hundreth virgins of 7abes : and forthe reſt ( which were two hundreth) they de- 
liberated with themſelves how they might provide them of wives , to the intent they might 
have iflue. And when as betore time in the beginning of their warre it was decreed by an 
oath, that none of them might macch his daughter with any of the tribe of Benjamin, there 
were loine of them that thought goo4 that the oath might be ſuſpenled withall ) by regſon 
ic was giounded upon wrath , and not on judgement) alleadging further , that they ſhould do 
nothing contrary to the will of God, if chey might fave a tribe which was in danger utterly L 
to be extinct : Thar perjuries were dangerous and noyſome , not at ſuch time as they are in- 
forced by conſtraint , but when they are practiſed with an inteat to do evill, But when as the 
Elders reclumed here-againſt ( abhorring the mention of perjurie ) there aroſe up a certain 
man amongſt them, that (aid he had apolicy , wherby without breach of oath the Benjamites 
migl.: light apon wives, And being commanded by the Senate to expreſſe the ſame , we 
have a cuſtome every yeer (laid he) to aſſemble and keep a teaſt at Siloe, and for compani- 
ons 1n thole our congregations we have both our wives and daughters : as many of thele as 
they can raviſh, let the Benjamites lay hold of, withour reproofe ( neither being inhibired 
nor encouraged by us ) andif their tacthers ſhall be diſpleated therewith , and ſhall- re- 
quire revenge, we will ay that they are in the fault who have negligently kept their daugh- 
ters , and that we ought not coo much to whet our wrath againſt the Benjamites, for that we 
had coo much already uſed and abuſed the ſame toward them. This ſentence was allowed 
by all of them, and it was decreed , that it was lawfall for the Benjamites to raviſh and 
violently take to themſelves wives amongſt them, Now when the feaſt was at hand, 
thetwo hundred Benjamites ( of whom we have ſpoken) came two by two, and three b 
three, and lay in ambuſh neer unco thecitie (amongſt the vines and other thickets , and cloſe 
places , in which they might hide themſelves to ſurprize the Damoſels, ) Now they ſuſpe&- 
nag nothing , —_ and pleaſantly wantoned on their way : bat the young men breaking 
aid hold of them ( being ſcatrered and divided here and there) and 
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A aneiy how to recover their former good hap Thus the Tribe of Benjamin (which was wel” mm 
nigh utterly exterminated) was reſtored to his former dignity after this manner, by the Tiezeere" tc 
wiſledome of che liraelices - and it incontinent!y flouriſhed and increaſed in 2 little time, as o—_— 
well in number of men as in all other things.

F care for them, but that he ongkt to adventure himlelfe to ſer them at ibertie. For which (4, pi, 
cauſe, calling unto htm ſome tew companions of his perils, who were d4{contented with ſonne —_ 
their pre.znt eſtate, & defired a change, he firſt of all diſcomficed the garriſon which Schyſart ER © 
hd placed over them : and ſo much was he turthered with his firſt taccefſe, that the number 
of his tollowers 1acreaſed more and more, (o that they ſeemed ſufficient ro equail the enemic 
in open field - whereupon encountring him in one battell , they overcame him , and reco- 
vered their hbertie;and the reſt of the (cattered and contuſed armue retiged themlelyes toward 
Euphrates. Now after that Cenies had by this effect given proofe of his valour , he received 
the government at the peoples hands, and exerciſed the office of Judge fortie yeares , at the 
eng whereof he died,

ved this overthrouv, ſallied not out any more againſt the Iiraelites, But remembring them- 
ſelves of their fear and thoſe accidents that fel] upon them, they remained in peace, offering 
no further invaſion: for the confidence which the Philiſtines had betore that time concei- 
ved and gotten againſt the Hebrewes, tranſlated it {elt and remained with the Hebrews ever 

after this victory. And Samuel led forth his army againſt them, and flew a great number of 
them, and tor ever abaſed their pride, taking from them that countrey which betore-times 
they by conqueſt had cut off from the inheritance of the Jews, which countrey extenderh 
it ſelt trom the trontier of Geth, to the City of Accaron : andthe reſt of the Chanaanites 
at that time had peace with the Iſraelites, | | 


CHAP. III, 


Samuel weakned byreaſon of his old age, cannot any longer govern the State, and 
committeth it to the adminiſtration of his ſonnes 


Ne Government, he aſſigned them a Citie whither they might appeal, and decide 
chole differences that might fall ou t amongſt them: and as touching himiclt, he tra- 
velled twice every year from City to City. to adminiſter juſtice unto them, and continued 
the maintenance of this policy for a long time. Butas ſoon as he perceived himlelf to be 
overburdened with years, and unapt to execute his ordinary offices, *he ſurrendred the Go- 
vernment and ſuperintendency of the people np to his ſons, the elder of whom was called 
* Focl, and the younger Abia; and he commanded that the one of them ſhould make his ſear 
of juſtice in Bethel, and that che other ſhould give audience ar Berſheva, dividing the people, 
and attributing each part to his particular Judge. In theſe was there a maniteſt example and 
intallible reſtimonie, that children are not alwaties born like unto their tathers : but that 
ſometimes ot evill parents there are good children bred, as contrariwite at that time, of a 
good father there were evil tonnes begatten. For forſaking the inſtructions of their father 
they to:lowed a quite contrary courſe,and oppreſſed juſtice through corruptions and rewards 
and {vowed up and (urteited in delights and pleaſures, they boti contemned the will of 
God, and the inſtructions of their tather, who had no other care, then that the people ſhould 
ſtudy ro-live well, and uprightly.

nour unto David. Hereby may a man conceive hoiy many and how mighty things men at- 
tempt and hazard for their avarice and ambition lake , and to the end they may not be infe- 
riour unto any others in thoſe matters. For when as they deſire to attaine riches and honors , 
they atchieve it by ten thouſand miſchietes ; and at ſuch time as they teare to be diſpoſleſt , 
they ſtrive to continue their eſtates by means more pernicious , becauſe they think it to be 
the leſle finne, and that the calamity 15 lefle active, rather not to have obtained to any great- 
neſſe and power , then atter the poſleſſion chereof , to tall into diſgrace, Thence it cometh, 
that all of them intend and practiſe many hazards and difficult encountries , through the 
fear they have to loſe their degree. But it (ufhiceth co have briefly touched his point, David | 
having notice of the mu: ther of Abner , conceived a great griete1n his heart , and called all 
his aſſiſtants to witneſle, hitting up his hands unto God , and proteſting that he was no parts- 
ker ot the murther , and that Abner had been {lain without lus commandement or will, He 
likewile uttered moſt grievous curſes againſt the inurtherer , his houſe and accomplices , by 
which he wiſhed them to be ſubject tothe farall penalcie ot murtner : tor he greatly fuſpe- 
Ced leſt he thould be held in ſuipicion to be a party in that which had hapned unto Abner, 
contrary to his faith , oath and promiſe , which he had paſt unto him, Moreover , he com- 
m era that all the people ſhould weepe and lament for him , and that the fugerals of his 
body ſhould be honoured according to the accuſtomed faſhion , in renting ;of garments and 
putting on ſackcloth : and that the ſame ſhould be done , the cothn being carried before, K 
which both he and the chiefeft Governours of the Iiraelites followed , beating on their 
breaſts, and ſhedding tears, and teſtifying the love which they bare unto him during his life, 
and their diſpleaſure to ſee him dead , who had been murthered contrary to their will and in- 
tention. He was entombed in Hebron with great magnificence, and Epitaphs compoſed in 
his praiſe by David himſelfe , who ſetting humſelfe on the combe firſt of all lamented , and 
gave others cauſe of lamentation, And ſo much was he confuſed at the death of this Abner, 
chat he {wore to torbeare all kinde of meat untill the ſunne-ſer, notwithſtanding all the in- 
ſtances of his triends, who urged-him to take refe&tion : which act of his purchaſed him much 
good will and love amongſt the people. For they that loved Abner, were very glad to be 
witneſles of that honour which he did him in his death , and that faith which he maintained L 
in honouring him, every way according to the cuſtome, as it he had been his kinſman or 
friend, and not embaſing him with a vile and contemprible tombe , as if he had been his ene- 
mic. And in generall , all of them were {o glad of the courtefie, (veetneſle and royall nature 
of King David, that they eſteemed in like caſe,that he wonld have the like eſtimate of them, 
as they law tum have of deceaſed Abxer. And by this means David happily maintained his 
credit , andincreaſed the peoples good opinion of him , eſcaping thereby che ſuſpicion and 
conceit that he might in ſome ſort have been acceſlary to his dearh, He proteſted alſo unto 
the people , that he conceived no ſmall griete at the loſle of {o good a man , declaring there- 
by that it was no ſmall ſtaine unto the ſtate of the Hebrews to be deprived ofhim , who had

For he excelled all thoſe that in that time were in the greateſt account amongſt the 
Hebrews,whoſe names I willnot omit; and theſe they were Ethan, Eman, Chalt and Dodan 
che ſon of /maoy. He compoſed alſo 1500 Books of Odes and Canticles, and 3<oco, Books 
of Parables and Similitudes; for to every kind ot Plant he alluded the parable trom Hyſlope, 
unto the Cedar. Thelike did he of lvl creatures that feed on the earth, (wim in the 
waters,or flie in the aire;for none of their natures was he ignorant of : neither had he omir- 
red to ſearch their faculties in particular, but examined and diſcourſed on them all, and had H 


by inſpiration the Art of Magick, tor the profit and health of men, and the exorciſing and 


hat never more they dare return: And chis kind of hea'ing to this day,is very uſual amongſt 


the preſence of Yeſpaſian, his ſons, tribunes, and other ſouldiers, that cured divers that were 
poſſeſſed. And the manner of his cure was this : He applied to the noſe of the Demoniack a 


| Ring; under the ſeal whereof, was a root of thoſe things that Solomon had declared, which 


drew the devil out of the noſtrils of the fick,as ſoon as he ſmelled the root:and as ſoon as the 
man was talne, he adjured him never more to return, intermixing ſome mention of Sslomon, 
and rehearſing thoſe incantations that were invented by him. 

After this, the ſaid E/eazay being deſirous to ſhew unto them that were preſent,the effica- 
cie of his Art, he ſet a pot or pitcher of water not farre trom the place where the poſleſſed 
{tood,and commanded the devil at ſuch time as he forſook the man,to overturn the pot, and 
thereby to give a ſign unto the aſſiſtants, that he had forſaken the poſſeſſed: which act of his 
manifeſtly declareth how great the {cience and wiſedome of Solomon was, For which cauſe 
I thought good in this place to make mention thereof, that the worthy nature of this King 
might be known untoall men; and how beloved of God he was, and how ſurpaſſing in all 


kinds of vertue. When Hiram King of Tyre underſtood that Solomon (ucceeded his father K 
in the kingdome, he was glad thereof, ( for he was Davids friend) for which caule he ſent 
Hirams Em- meſſengers unto him to falnte him, and to congratulate with him of that good which had 
hapned co tum:by whom Solomon returned an an{wer in theſe tearms :

went into Svrla, and taking ieizure of that countrey, proclaimed himſclt King chereo!. 

From whence making excurſ19ns tnt» the lands of che Iiraclites, he ſpoiled and pillaged the 

ſame, during Solomons lite time. Thus were the Hebrews entorced toluſtaine thoſe out- 

rages at Aders hands. 

Moreover, a certain man called Feroboams the ſon of Nebat, by nation a Jew, rebelled againſt v-- ad x5. 
Solomon, and raiſed his hopes above his «ſtate, perſwaded thereunto by a Prophefie that con- J09m -* 
cerned him, and incited him unto the action. For being left very young by his father, and $clamen, 
carefully inſtructed by his mother, as ſoon as Solomon perceived him to be of a noble and 
couragions ſpirit, he made him Commiſlary over the building of the walls, at ſuch time as he 
immured and fortified Jeruialem, In this office he behaved himſelf ſo well, that the King 
thought very well thereof, and in way of recompence, gave him the eſtate of General over 
the tribe of Foſeph. Towards which, whileſt he cravelled from Jeruſalem, a certain Prophet , .. 
met hum upon the way (who was of the City of Silo, called Achias) who approaching near Ach.as the

After that Fereboam had planted his royal Court in the city of Sichem he made his ordi- The Court 
nary aboad in that place, except that ſometimes he ſojourned in the city of Phanuel. Not mri 
long after this, the t-aſt of tabernacles being at hand, Ferebaam (ſuppoſing that if he per- OE 
mitted the people to go up and worſhip God in Jeruſalem, and folemnize the feaſt in that 
place, they might either repent themſelves ot the revolt, or being retained and withdrawr: 
by the Temple and ſervice that was celebrated therein, they might be perſwaded to forſake »:+ +», 28. 
him, and ſubmit themſclves rotheir fii ſt king ; and by that means he might be drawninto OE ws 
danzer of his life) praQtized and plotted this invention, He cauſed two golden calves to be cre made, 
caſt,and builded ewo ſeveral temples, the one in Bethel, and the other in Dan (which is 
ſcitune neer unto the ſource of little Jordan.) In each of the chappels of theſe two rowne, 
he placed one of theſe calves, and afterwards aſſembling the ten tribes that were nnder his 
ſubjeRion, he ſpake unto them in manner following : 

My friends and Countrey-men, I know that yiu are not ignorars how God & in all places, 
and that there cannot be any place wherein he aſsiſteth not nor time wherein he heareth aud bbaldeil 
them not,that ſerve him with true affection : Fer which cauſe I think it not convenient, that you go 
wp wotoJeruſalem at that time, which is 4 City enemy unto us;neither that you make ſs long a journey 
in way of devotion : for it was a man that builded that temple, even as I have conſecrated two golden jerchoam per- 
Calves,the one in Bethel, ana the other in Dan, to the end that every one of you that inhabite neer (36th 11s: 
upto theſe Citits, tranſporting your ſelves ts the ſame, may adore God. Neither ſhall yeu want Prieſts [1 _ 
arid Levites: for I will ele&t ſome ſach among you, to the intent you have no more need of the tribe of © 
Levi, or the ſons of Aaron. Whoſoever therefore among # you would be a Prieff, let him «ffcr 
Calves and Muttons wnto God : which, as it is reported, Aaron the firſt Prieſt did. 

By ſuch like ſpeeches ſeduced he the people,and cauſed chem cofall from their fore-tathers 
religion, and tranſgrefs the ordinances of their countrey : and this was the beginning of all 
thoſe miſchiefs chat atrerwards fell upon the Hebrews: by which means being overcome 
in war,they fell into captivity and ſubjcction of ſtrangers (whereof we will intreat further in 


place convenient.) Now when the feaſt of Tabernacles (which hapned in the ſeventh ., nel of 


moneth,)) was at hand , he himſelt intended to celebrate in Bethel after the ſame manner, as Gogs ſc: ice. is » 


E the two other Tribes had feaſted in Jeruſalem, and ercCted an Altar betore the calte, and tb<caulc ut all 
was himſe!t the High Prieſt, aſcending up to the Altar being aſſiſted by the Prieſts. w 

No. at ſuch time as he was abour to ſacrifice,and to offer up burnt- offerings in the fight 
of the peofle,there came a Prophet and ſtood by him called Faon {{ent from Jeruſalem by 
the commandeiment of God) who (tanding up in the midſt otthe pcople, and in the hearing 
of the King, turned himſelf rowards the Altar, and ſpake after this manner : Thou Altar, , x, 1; ;... x. 
Thou Alrar thus ſaith the Lord, there ſhall a manriſe of the tribe of David, called Foftas,he | he prophecy 
ſhall kill upon thee the falſe Prophets of his time, and ſhall burn the bones of the deceivers #9875 
and ſeducers upon thee : And to the intent that each man may believe that this prophecy The prophecy 
15 true,it ſhall be confirmed by a prodigie. This Altar ſhall ſuddenly break,and the fat of the *<ontvmee by 
* ſacrifices that are laid thereon, ſhall be ponred on the ground, mes Foe diſpleaſed with thefe 
words of the Prophet, ſtretched out his hand, commanding them to lay hold on him. Bur 
the hand chat he ſtretched our, became inſtantly withered, fo that he could no more draw 
It dick 2gain to himſclt, but held it hanging down aſtoniſhed and mort:fied. On the other 
ſide the Altar cleft in twain, and all that was thereon fel down(according as the Prophet had 
toretold,) The king perceiving that the man had atrue and div:ne ſpirit of prophecy, be- ». 4. 
ſought him to pray unto God, that his hand might bereſtored him againin his full ſtrengeh Jr-boam* Faq 
and vigor : which he performed : ſothat his hand recovered zgain his natural ability; where- be a oc 
Wi'h rerobpam was very much contented, and invited the Prophet to dine w.tlr him, But [:don 
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things which he had both ſeen and heard) he divincd the aſſured diſaſter of his cſtate and 


fortunes. There dwelt in that City a certain falſe prophet, whom Feroboam held in great 


honour,(in that he ſoothed him up in whatſoever was beſt pleaſing co his cares.) This man 
at that time lay ſick upon his bed, being faint through age;and when he was informed by his 
ſon that there was a Prophet come from Jeruſalem, and what wonders he had wrought, 
and howFeroboam by his prayers recovered again his withered hand; he caring leſt the King 
ſhould make more account of this ſtranger, then of himſelf, commanded his ſons preſent! 
to ſaddle his Aſs, and to bave him in a readineſs againſt his departure. Which when they 
had haſtily performed, he mounted thereon, and went atter ene Prophet, whom he over- 
rock, where he reſted himſelf under a thick ſhadowic Oak; and uponthe fuſtencountrey, (a- 
luted him,and afcerwards expoſtulated with him,for that he had nct viſited bim,ncither ac- 
cepred of that hoſpitality which he willingly would have afforded him. 1adon anſwered him, 
that God had interdicted and charged him not to taſte any ki'nde of ſuſtenance in any mans 
houſe that dwele within th: City. Truly, ſaid che other, with me thou mighecſt car, for 
L alſo am a Prophet, and honour the ſame God that tou doeſt: and now alſo come Iumo 
thee by his commandement, to condudt thee back again into my houle, and to entertain 
thee with a friendly dinner. Theſe words of the falſe Propict made Fader credulous, ſothat 
he eurned back again with him. Bur as chey fate at theufbarquet, and were making merry 
rogerher, God appeared unto Fade», and ſaid unto him, that fince he had broken his com. 
mandement, he ſhould ſuffer puniſhment for the fume: and withal expreſſed unto him the 
manner : which was, that in his return homewards, he ſhould be tornin pieces by a Lion , 
and that he ſhould not be buried inthe monument of his tuchers. This thing hapned in my 
opiaion by the will of God,to the intent that Feroboam ſhould not reſpeRFaders words, who 
had been found a lyer. As therefore Faden returned back to Jeruſalem, a Lion mer him on 
the way,and core him in picces from his Als and flew him, ycr offered he no violence to the 
Aſs that bare him, which he preſerved with the body of the Prophet, ſtanding faſt by the 
ſame, until ſuch time as certain paſſengers beholding the ſpeRacle, brought news thereof 
into the cown unto the talſe propher, who ſent his ſonnes to bring back the body : which by 
their aſſiſtance he honourably buried, charging them that after his death they ſhould bury 
his body by him, aſſuring them that all chat which he had prophecied againſt that City, 
againſt the Altar, the Prieſts, and falſe prophets, was very true. And as touching hbimſelt, 
he commanded that after his deceaſe they ſhould bury him by him, becauſe that being 
buried with him,there might no diffcrence be made berwixt their bones, and his comb might 
be the more honoured. When as therefore he had interred che Prophet and given his 
ſon theſe things in charge ( being other wayes a moſt wicked and impious man ) he ad- 
dreſſed himſclf unto Feroboars, and ſaid unto him: Why art thou troubled at the words of 
this mad man? © The King cold him all that which had hapned about the Altar, and his 


* hand, and aſſured him that he accounted him a true and divine propher, and one ſent by * 


« God. But che fallc prophet began moſt maliciouſly to overthrow his opinion, and diſguiſe 
* the cruth of chat which hapned, by his perſwaſive words. For he inforced himſelf co infer, 
** that his hand was aſtoniſhed through the travel he had taken in bearing the ſacrifices, and 
*afrer char he had a lictle reſted, that it came into his own natural eſtate again: and that the 
* Altar being treſbly built, and divers great ſacrifices loaded thereupon,jt cleft in twain,and 
** fell downthrough the weightineſs of the charge. Conſequently he declared unto himthe 
** death of him,thac had foretold theſe ſigns that were to come, and how he bad been ſlain

y © neither any wayes pertaking withthe truth of prophecy. By ſuch like allegations he made 

the King belicvethat which he ſaid, and having wholly diftraQed his thoughts from God 
and good works,and obſervation of Gods laws, he drew him to all wickedneſs and impiety * 
by which aQct his he outraged God,and offended his laws,and ſought daily after no other 
thing, thento invent ſame new and curſed wickedneſs that was far more hainous then all 
that which beforctime he had attempted. This is all chat at this time we have to write, 35 
concerning Fereboars,

For Ro- 
boams ſeeing his kingdome thus increaled ; he bent himſelt ro all unjuſt and impious actions, 
and contemned the ſervice of G94: the people alſo conformed themſelves to his impierties, 
For the lite of the ſubject 15 oftentimes perverted, by realon of the corrupt and diffolute 
lite of their Princes ; and tho!e that are interiours, beholding the riot of their ſuperiours, - 
will cati'y be withdrawn from ai] modeſty, and tollow rhoſe vices they prolcfle, as it they

CHAP. IV. 


Sulac King of Egypt, after the ſpoile of Feruſalem, tranſporteth the riches of 
that City into Egypt. 


Ur God ſent Syſac King of Egypt to take vengeance for that exceſſe, which was : ©'07+. 2, 
committed againſt his Majeſtie by Roboars (whole actions Herodotus wrongtully 2:- <_ my 
cribeth ro Seſoſtris.) For this Syſac in the fitth year of Rcboams raign aſtembled a huge jc. wth 
army of divers thouſands of men, and brought them our againſt Roboam: wherein 1t 15 #5 * 
reported that he had twelve hundred' Chariots, threeſcore thoutand horſemen , and 
toure hundred thouſand foormen. The greater part of thele were Lybians, and /Eth1- 
opians : breaking thereforeinto the Hebrewes countrey with this power , without ſtroke 
ſtriking he ſeized the ſtrongeſt places of the kingdome of Roboam, and tortihe{ them, ». 2.948, 
and at on came and encamped before Jeruſalem. But Roboars and his aſſociates, ſeeing {75 v5 
themſelves begirt with a ſtrong ſiege on every ſide by Ssſacs army ; at laft had his re- $am-a+ the 
courſe unto prayers : yet could he not move God to incline and favour him with the victo- | ver 1cpces 
E ry.

pected charge upon the enemies, diſcomfired the Syrians (who little exo<ed for ſach a 'y 2g the 
ſtratagem from the Hebrews)and aflailed chem diſarmed and drunken : ſo that they letc both —_ 
armour and weapons behind them, and fled from their camp ; and their King likewiſe was (0 
hotly purſued, chat he ſcarcely had opportunitie to ſave himſelf by the ſivitneſs of his horſe. 
Achab mage a long chaſe in tollowying the Syrians, and (laughtering them that fled, he 
ſpoyled their Camp likewiſe, and carried thence great riches, and a huge quantitie of 
gold and ſilver. Hz took Adabs Chariots and horſes alto,and with them returned back into 
the Cite, 

But whereas by the advice of the ſaid Prophet, he was perſwaded to prepare and keep an 
army in rea dineſs againſt the next year(for that the Syrians were like, nay rather relolved to 
charge him again) the king incermitred no preparation that concerned the war. For Ad.:4 
(being elcaped from the fight w.th tho'e fey forces char remained after the barrel) con- 
ſulted with his friends , how he might warre agaiaſt the Iiraelites, Wit) adviſed.him from 
thenceforth never more to fight with them in monneainous places , tor that their God was 
powerfull upgn the mountains, and for that cauſe they had been overcome by them - but if 
he fought th them in the Plain , both he and his ſhould be aſſured co have the upper hand. 
Moreover they counfſclled him, that he thould diſmifſe thole Kings that he had confedera- 
ted with him, tocheead thac each of them might rerurn into his own countrey , and that in 
their ſtead he thould retain their forces, over which he ſhould ordain Chicttains; beſides 
(to ſupply cheir places thar were loſt ) they adviſed him to leuie horſemen aud chariots tho- 
row all his Countrey. Adab ſuppoſing that they had diſcreetly counſelled him in this matter, ,, .;.,-., 
ordered and levied his army according as they had adviſed him. And as ſoon as the ſpring- 434: lecend 
time was come, he aflembled his army, and led them forth againſt the Iſraelires ; and arri- ws of:

them) befides one hundred thou{and men that gave up the ghoſt in that fight. But Adad at- ; 
tended by ſome of his faithfull friends , went and hid himſelf in a certain cave under the 
ground: who proteſting unto him, and concluding amongft themſelves, that the Kings of I1- 
rael were courteous and mercifull , and that there was hope of pardon to be h2d (it aiter the 
manner of ſuppliants they might be attired and ſent unto him) Adad permitted them. Where- 
upon they incontinently preſented themſelves ro Achab clothed 1n ſackcloth , and having 
their necks wreathed about with cord$s(according to the manner of ſuppliants amunglt the 
dyrians)telling him that A4ad beſought his majeſtic to grant him his lite ; promiſing on his 
behalf,chat from chencetorth he would alwayes continue his ſervanr, and acknowledge 1.15 
favour. Achab anſwered them, that it highly contented him that their king was 25 yet alive, 
and had cſeaped from the fury of the fight, offering him by them thar good will & honour, "7! p53 
which one brother ought to ſhew unto another, Atrer this, they drew an oath from Achav, ved into fave; 
thar he ſhould offer him no wrong, if ſo be he diſcovered himſelf unto him, and withal pre- {7-22.56

CHAP. X.

Ercupon Achab called for the Prophets ( who were in number four hungred ) and 
commanded them to inquire oft God, whether he would give him the vicory in 
chat barrel which he enterprized againſt Aaad or no, and whether he thould re- 
B cover the Citie which he intended to beſtege ? Who anſwered and counlelled him to ha- * 
zard the batte], in thar he ſhould h: we che upper hand over the Syrian, and ſhould rake 
him pr:1oner as he had done betore-tune. Foſaphat underſtanding by their words thac 
they were talie prophets, asked Achah if he had not any other Prophet of God, who 
mi2ht more exactly certifie him of that which might tucceed: Achab antwered , that he 
had one as yet remaining, but that he hated him, becauſe he propheled nought elic but 
mithap and miſery unto him, 1nd had foretold him thar if he hould hight aga! nſt the Syrian, 
he thould be overcome and (lain ; and for that cauſe he held him ar that time in priton, f1g- 
nifying unto hum that his name was Afiche.es the ſonne of Imlah. Foſaphat required thar 
* he 'mighr be b. ought into his preſence , which was accordingly pertormed by one ot his 
Eunuchs ; who by the way certified Micheas, that all the other Prophets had Propheticd ©! 
to the King victory. Bur Micheas told him that it was nor lawful tor him to lie againſt 1, 
God, but chat it concerned him to ſpeak that which God ſhould inform him ot, concerning 
the King. As ſoon as he came betore Achab, and was adjured to ſpeak the crutch, he ſaid, 
that God had ſhewed him the Iſraclices put to flight, and diſperſed by the Syri. ins, that 
purſued them no otherwite then ſheep withouc their ſhepherd, All which ſigatherh no lefle 
(ſaid he ) bur that che reſt of the people returning home in ſafety, Achab onely ſhould be 
lain in rhe battel, When Mzcheas had ſpoken after this manner ; Achab turning himic!t to- 
wards Foſaphar, Lid unto hun, I told you before this, how chis fellow was affected towards 
me.

ready delivered from our enemies. 

This advice of the Kings ſeemed pleaſing uuto them all ; ſo that they pertormed what- 
ſoever he counſelled them. But God ſent a great terrour anc ditorder among the Barba: 
rians: {o that ſuppoſing themſelves to be enemies the one againſt the other, they flew one 
another in ſuch ſore, thar of ſo huge and great an hoſt, there was not one that eſcaped. Bur 
Foſaphat looking down into the valley (wherein the enemies had pitche their tents) and ſee- 
ing it tul! of dead men, rejoyced greatly at the unexpected tuccours that God had lent him, 
who had :iven them the victory, not by the dine of theirown lords, but by his provicence 
and power onely. He therefore permitted his army to make pillage of the enemies campe, | 
and to {pole the dead ; and lo great was the multitude of them that were {1n,that ſcarcely 
they could gatier the ſpoiles of themin three dayes ſpice. On the tourth d2y, the people 
aſſembled together in a valley and hollow place, where they bleſſed God ror the power and 
ſuccours he hd fert them, by reafon whereot the place was called the valley of Benediction, 
From thence the King led back his army into Jeruſalem, and tor divers dayes he ſpent the 
time in offerin? {acrifices and making feaſts, After this diſcomfiture of bis enemies was 
publiſh<d abroad in the ears of forraign nations, they were all of them afraid, ſuppoſing that 
God &:d maniteſt.y e:orefle his power, and extend t:15 favour towards him. And from that 
time forwards, Foſapbr lived i great glory, in juſtice, and piety, He likewiſe was a triend K 
to the King of I; ©! thi + 11gned 1t that time, who w4s Achabs tonne, with whom he adyen- 
tured in 4 voyage by [ea,ynr--4ing to traffique with certain Merchants of Tharſis, but he had 
oreat lofſe : tor tus this wee ct away by reaton they were over-great; and tor this cauſe

v3:,:z, Chele words, and rent his garments , aud cried out with a loud voice, and afterwards wholly 
J-:amibcar- enraged againſt the Prophet , he deviſed in his heart co put him to death , becauſe he prayed 
oy 1 notunto God to grant him means toeſcape thoſe evils that invironed them round abour : 
*** fo that heſenta man preſently to cut off his head ; who prepared himſe'f with all expedition 
to the ſlaughter. But E{zzews was not ignorant of this reſolution of the Kings - for Take at 
home with his diictples in his houſe , he cold them that Tor am the murtherers ſon ſent a man 
to take away his head : but (ſaid he) when as he that hath che matter in charge ſhall come hi- 
ther , 1uffer him not to enter, but make himatrend and ſtay at the gate ; Br the King will 
tollow him, and will reſort to me in his own perſon , having altered his reſolution: and they 
according as they were commanded,ſhut him out of the doors whom theKing had ſent, lorem 
repenting himlelfe of that diſpleaſure which he had conceived againſt the Prophet, and fear- 
ing leſt he that had the commiſſion to murther him ſhould (pec-Zi!y execute the ſame, haſted 
himiclfe all that he might to hinder the {laughter , and ſave Eliz-:;:5. When as therefore he 
came into his preſence, he accuſed him, for that he had not betouzhr God to deliver them 
from thoſe many evils which they ſuffered; conſidering that he himicite was an eye-witneſle, 
they were miſerably conſumed by them. Elizexs promiſed him the next day ( about the 
ſame houre that the King came unto him ) that he ſhould have ſo great aboundance of K 
victuals , that two meaſures of barley ſhould be ſold in the market for a ficle , and a meaſure 


of flower for a licle. 


1 K"g-7.1:, By theſe words of his, the King with all his attendants were wonderfully comforted, and 


[7+13-17- madenodifficultie to beleeve the Prophet , becauſe chat before-time they had been alcer- 


tained by their experience of the truth of his prophecies ; and the expeRation of this day , 
was the caule that the neceſſitie and miſery of the preſent was more patiently endured. Buc 
a certain friend of the Kings , and the Governour ot the third part of his army (on whoſe 
ſhoulder che King at that time hapned tamiliarly to leane) ſpake unto him after this manner: 
oh ,» Prophet , thou telleſt us igcredible matters: for as it is impoſſible that God thould raine

, fo paſle. To whom the Prophet replied: Thou thy (elte (faid he ) ſhalt ſee the iflue hereof, 
but ſhalc pertake no part thereof, Which prediction ot his had a moſt certain effe , accor- 
ding 25 hereafter it appeareth. 

It was a cuſtome in Samaria, that they that were defiled with a leprofie, ſhould live with- 
out the Citie wals , tor feare leaſt their converſation might infeR others: and at that time 
allo there were ſome who for this cauſe had their dwelling withour the gate. Theſe, for that 
(by reaſon of the extreme famine thac reigned within we City) they received no reliete of 
ſuſtenance out of the (ame , and whether they had licence toretura into the City , or whe 
ther they contained themſelves in their houſes, they knew that they ſhould aſſuredly pe- 
riſh by tarinez decreed amongſt themlielves co ſubmit themſelves to the enemies mercy , 
to the end char if they (pared them , they might live , and if it hapaed otherwiſe, that they 

: might die with lefſe torture, Now having relolved upon this deliberation amongſt chem- 

The cnetes (elves, they repaired by night unto the enemies campe. At that time God began to terifie & 
fight by :ca- trouble the Syrians, and to fill their eares with a noiſe of chariots and arms,as it an army had 
er violently charged chem. Whereupon they grew ſuſpitious and were ſo moved, that they for- 
among chem. fſook their rents, and ran unto Adad, and told him that 19r «7 King of the Iſraelites had enter-

Co + Furthermore, becauſe he had murthered his brethren, and ſlain upright and vertuous 
men, The Prophet ltkewile certified him by letters, what puniſhment he ſhould endure, 
namely, the ruine of his people the death of his wives and children, and laſtly his own death: 
which thould happen unto him by a ſickneſs in his belly, wherewith he ſhould be fo cormen- 
ted, that his entrails ſtrangely rotting within him,ſhould drop out of his belly, and that he 
himſelf ſhould fee his miſery, which ſhould be fuch as neither might be recovered by me- 
dicine, or ſhould ever leave him uncull he had finiſhed his dayes.

And when as he drew near unto the Cy, the Sen+ 
tine! that was 2ppointed by Ioram to diſcover thoſe that repaired to the City, perceived 
Teha refortin2thuther with a multirude of artendafrs, and old Jorems that atroupe of horſe- 
men were at hand. Whereupon a Scout was f:nr out to diſcover who they were; who

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"*— » drawing near unto Jehw, asked him what news there was in the army, telling him that the G 
meg © #/tht King was deſirous to know the ſame. lehn willed him to take no care thereof,but to follow 
b ſore Cinift after him. The Sentinel perceiving this, certified Iam that the meſſenger whom he had 
naiviy,924. ſcnt,trouped along with them that came,ard followed their General W hereupon the King 
ſent out a meſſenger the ſecond time; and Iehu commanded him to attend him as he did the 
firſt : which the Sentinel ſignified to [&ram likewiſe, who finally mounted his Chariot to go 
out to meet them, accompanied with OchoJ1ras King of Jeruſalem, who (as we have ſaid) 
was come into the City, to ſee how the King recovered upon his hurt, becauſc he was near- 
ly allyed unto him. Bar leh marched on ſoftly and in goodly array, till /oram meeting with 
him in the field of Nab#th, asked him how the army did * who inſtead of an{wer, reviled 
him bitterly, and called him the fon of a poyfoner and of a harlor.

(fearing his turbulent ſpirir,& ſuſpeRting leſt he hammered upon ſome ſtniiter intent)rurned 
his back, and ficd away as ſwiftly as his Chariot could be driven, telling 0ch9Fias, that they 
were both of them craftily ſurprized by treaſon : but /ehu flung a dart ar him and pierced 
him thorow, and cleft his heart. For which cauſ: 1074: inſtan:ly fell upon his knees, and 
"Ehws.s DPS died Hereupon Iehu commanded Badaec (who governed the third part of his army )to caſt

1he Chuthe- fiſted their (atety. They therefore ſent unto the King of Afſyria, requiring him to ſend them 
ans embrace Priefts from amongſt the Iſraclites, whom he had led away priſoners in war. Which done, 
me terviee®% hey learning the law, af the manner of Gods ſervice by them, began very diligently to 
proſperny = Obſerve both : by which means the plague ceaſed ſuddenly. And now even unto this day

* tans by the Greeks. Theſe as often as they find the Jews in proſperity,call them their couſins 
(according co the variety and changes of time) but if they perceive their fortunes to be on 
the declining hand, then abjure they conſanguinity,” and renounce any lawful parentage of 
amity,and ſay that chey were planted in the countrey,and drawn thither from a forrain Na- 
tion.

himſeclt to Bathal king of the Ammonites, and had ſojourned with him during ail the troy- 
bles, Who being in chis ſort aſſembled before him, Godsli.c counſelled to remain in that 
countrey without any fear of the Babylonians, promiſing that in manurinz their land, they 
ſhould incurre no inconyenience, All which he confirmed unto them 5y 21 02th, addin; 
further, that if any diſturbance were offered to any man, he would readily ath(t him. He gave 
each one this advice likewiſe, to inhabite any City that beſt liked them: promiting them 
to ſend them thither, with ſuch things as appertained to them, ro build them houſes 
271 furniſh their habiration; promiſiag them chat when time ſerved, he would make their x 
proviſion of corn, wine, and oy], for their maintenance during the winter time ; which when 
he had propoſed theſe conditions unto them, he gave them leave to depart, and inhav.te the 
countrey whereſoever they beſt liked. Now when the rumour ran amongſt the peopre ot 
Judea, that Godolrzs had thus courteouſly entertained thoſe that were fugitives, and how he 
had permitted them to inh.bite and cill che countrey (provided that they payed cheir cribute 
to the Babylonian ) divers of them repaired incontinently to him,and inhabired the countrey, 
And Fohn and the other Governours being with him, and aſſured both of his clemency 
and conrteſic, began intirely tolove him. For which cauſe they cold him, tha@Bathal king 
of the Ammonites had (ent 1ſzzacl to murther him by ſome treachery, that by that meanes 
he might have the dominion over the Iſraelites that remained, in that he was of the blood 
royal, Afluring him, that the means of his deliverance from that treaſon, was, if ſo be he 
would command them to kill 7ſmael in tecret : afſuring him on the contrary f1de, that they 
feared, that it 1ſmarl ſhould happen to kill him, their whole Nation that remained, yas like 
to fall ro utter ruine, But Godolias told him plainly, that theſe ſtraragems they intended, 


» were practiſed againſt 2 man that had received plealure at his hands - and that it was not 
» Itkely tharc he whom he had ſuccoured during the time of tus neceſhty, would be ſo wicked 
 » or 1mpious ag4inſt his benetaRor, as co attempt to murther him, whom in any occaſion or 
» necefſity he could nor, but to his great ſhame and indignity, either fly or forſake, Yea, (aud 
» he, although thole things were true which you informe me of, yet had I rather die, then 
» opprefle a man that hath committed his lite co my cruſt, For which cauſe Fohn and the reſt 
> (ſeeing their periwaſtons were in vain) departed from him. Some thirty dayes after, 1/mae! 


(accompanied with ten men) came to Maiphath ro Godolzas, who received thin with pre- 
ſents and magnificent entertainment, ſo that to expreſle to 1ſmarl and his c mpanions how 
heartily they were welcome, Godo/ras drunk (o harc! that he was ſomewhat overſcen with 
wine, Now when 1/maelperceived him to be in that &4+7,-2nd overloacen with drink 2nd 
ſleep, he ſtept unto him with his ten aflociaces, and cut both his throat and theirs, who kept 
him company at the banquet , after which murther, he iſſued out by night and flew all the 
Jewes that were lett in the City, 2n4 thoſe Babylonian ſouldiers alſo that were left in garn- 
fon in that place. The next day there came fourelſcore men of the countrey to Godel1 as with 
preſents, be:ng utterly ignorant of that which had happened. 7/mae! knowing them, called 
them unto him, as it he intended to bring them to Godol3as, and as toon as they were entred, 


he locked che court, and flew them, and atterwards caſt their bodies into adeep ditch, tothe 
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A intent they might not be diſcoyered, Of this number there were ſome that eſcaped, who A 
beſought him chat rhey might not be pur to death, before they had delivered certain move- bans oe 
ables, garments and corn chat they had hidden in the field » which when 1ſmael underſtood, pany. Ne- 
he ſpared them: but he kept them priſoners that were in Maſphath, with their wives and riviy of C442, 
children, in the namber of whom were the daughters of Sedechi.co, whom Nabuzardan had *** 
left with Godoli&s, This done, he rerired back again to the King of the Ammonites. Fohn CANS 
and the governours of his company, underſtanding of the acts committed by 1ſmael in Mal- 
phath, and above all,ot the murther of Godol:es, rhey were won 'ertully d:ipleaſed : fo thac 
each of them aſſembling his private force, iſſued forth ro purſue ws perſecute 1/mael, 
whom they overtook neer nnto a fountain in Hebron, The pritoners that were with 1/mael, 
ſeeing Joby his confederates,took courage, ſuppefing that it was ſo'ne ſuccours that came to 

B help them,& forſooke him that led them,and began to joyn withFohzs tollowers:and thus fled ,, ;z 14 fnmm 
Iſmael with his eight men,to the King of the Ammonites. Fohn gathering together all choſe Jobn :cl:afcrh 
whom he had reſcued from 1ſmaels hands, both Eunuchs, women, and children, retired into a _ _ 
certain place called Mandra, where he ſojourned all that day, reſolving from thence to depart © © 
into Egyprt,fearing leſt the Babylonians ſhould put him codeath,it they ſhould remain in Ju- 
dea, for that they would be dilpleaſed with the death of Gedo!;as, whom they had planted in 
the gavernment, John asterh 

Being thus plunged and perplexed with thele deliberations ; they addrefled themſelves to counſll «i 
the Prophet Feremy,beſeeching him to enquire of God, and to certifie them,wwhat it behoved ay <antar 

C them to do in this their doubttul eſtate, binding them{clves by an oath to do that which /e- retuſerh che 
remy ſhould command them.** Hereapon the Prophet procmiſed that he would ask coun{el of 6: 

« God for them: and ſome ten dayes after,God appeared unto him,and wil ed him to certifie 
& Zobn, the governours, and the reſt of the people,that if they inhabited Judea, he would a(- 
« {iſt them,and have care of them, and keep them 1o, as the Bubylonians (whom they feared) 
ſhould do them no harm : bur if they departed into Egypt, he would abandon them, and 
& would be {o incen{ed againſt chem, that he ſhould thrall them 1n the like milery,as cheir bre- 
«*thren had indured in times paſt, Whileſt the Prophet thus warned them trom God, they 
would not believe him, in that he commanded them to remain in that place by Gods pre- 

D ſcript ordinance + but they imagined that under a talſe pretext of Gods command, he had 
counſelled them thereto, but char in effect he ſpake in tavour of his diſciple Baruch, perſwa- 
ding them to ſtay there,to the end they mighr be conſumed by the Bebyionian : Contemn- 
ing therefore the counſel which God gave them by the Prophet: both 7ohn and thereſt of 1.7.43 pe 0- 
the multitude went into Egypt, and led with them both Barnch and Teremy, Whither they 59m 
were no ſooner come, but God told the Propher, that the Babylonian ſhould lead his army « tC 1abyto- 
into Egypt, for which cauſe he willed him to fore-tell the people cthac Egypt ſhould be de- wan armie, 
ſtroyed, and that they ſhould partly beſlain in that place, and partly led captive to Babylon. _— ”"_ 
Which camein like manner to vaſſe : forin the fifth year after the deſtruction ot ]eruialem 

E (which was the three and twentieth year of the reign of Nabuchodonoſor) Nabuchodonoſor in 
in his own perſon led his army into Cceloſyria,and having conquered the ſame, he made war 
upon theAmmonites and Moabites. And after he had brought thele Nations under his obey- itt 5 
ſance, he went and fought againſt the King of Egypt, and overcame him: and atter he had ,, ;/,.; .6: ts- 
flain their King that governed at that time, and planted another in his place, he atterwards /o'« theNa:tvity 
took the Jews that he found in that countrey, and carried them priſoners into Babylon. By  ©"## $93. 
this means we have learned that the eſtate of the Hebrews being brought to this point , harth VV 
been tranſlated twice to the other fide of Euphrates. For the people ot the two Tribes, were 
captived by the Aſlyrians, during the reigne of oſeas ; and conſequently that of the wo 

F Tribes under Nabwchodoneſor King of the Babylonians and Chaldees upon the taking in of 
Jeruſalem, True it is that Salmanazar, after he had diſplaced the Iſraelites, planted the 
Chutheans in their place, who betoretime inhabited the innermoſt of the countries of Perſia 
and Media , and were called Samaritans, according to the name ot the place which they in- 
habired , but the Babylonian having led the two Tribes priſoners, hath not planted any other 
people in their places. 

For this caule, Jadea, Jeruſalem, and the Temple,remained deſart for the ſpace of ſeventy 
yeers - and all rhe time that paſſed between the caprtivitie of the Iſraelites , untill the de- 
ſtruion of the two Tribes, was a hundred and thirty yeers , ſix moneths, and teu dayes.But 
Nabuchodonoſor choſe the moſt nobleſt young men amongſt the Jews ( :nd ſuch as were al- 
lied toKing Sedechizs , and eſteemed likewiſe tor the good diſpoſition and faire proportion 
of their bodies and faces ) and committed them to maſters to be inſtracted , commanding 
that every one of them ſhould be gelded, according as they were accuſtomed to deal with 
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>. +" young children of other Nations, whom he ſubdued by force. He allowed them victuil G 
T6310 % the from his own table, and they were taught and inſtructed in the diſcipline of the countrey

bfwe thrift and in the Chaldee tongue. Theſe were very aptto learn wiſdom : and for that cauſe he 
xaivitie, 693. commanded that they ſhould be trained up in the exerciſe.thereof. Ot cheſe were four of 
Medio re LEAR! kindred,fair in body,and vertuous in naturc, who were called Daniel, Anexias, Mj- 
Gus, ch3p.1 2, ſ4&l, and AJarias ; whoſe names the Babylonian changed, and willed them to be called by 
—<—Srap wag othernames, diſtin and Cifferent from their own: Darrel v-as called Belthaſar ; Mnasias, 
ex" Sidrach. Miſacl , Miſach , and AJarias, Abednago. Theie did the King «ſtcem very highly tor 
. bisfellowsro- their excellent nature, and for the great afteRion that they had to attain unto learning and 
—— »woghe] wiſdom, wherein they preficed greatly, and were for that cauſe highly reckoned of by 
dom and good him. And whereas Dexiel and his kinſmen thought good to live auſteerly, and to abſtain 
lerrers, from thoſe meats that came from the Kings table, and in gereral from all things that had 
life,chey went to Askenas the Eunuch (who had the care and charge over them) beſerchin 
him to conv:rt thoſe meats to his own uſc, which werc ſcent from the Kings table, an 
allow them herbs and dates, and ſuch things as had no life; becauſe they incenced to hold 
tha: courſe of life and to forſake all others. CAsbemas rold them, that he was ready to con- 
diſcend unto their demands; but that he feared, leſt being called for by the King,they ſhoutd 
be found to be lean in body,and diſcoloured in face(for without doubt following that dier, 
they muſt ncedly loſe their colours, and be leſs diſpoſed in compariſon of others) which 
might be the cauſc co bring him into hazard of his head. They p:1ceiving that Askenes in- 
rended noughtelſe bur his fecuritie, perſwaded him to allow them bur ten dayes of appro- 
bation, under convition, that if by that regiment of dict, their habitude of body ſhould na 
be any waycs altred, they might continue in that faſhion of life and diet, which they had in- 
tended from that day forwards : but if they ſhould be found lean and weak, and leſs propor- 
tionable then they that fed upon the Kings allowance, that then they ſhould return to 
their accuſtomed diet, Now it (o fell our, that not only their bodies were better in {1orth, 
bur they ſeemed rather betrer fed, and of ataller ſtature then the reft : fo that they char 
lived upon the Kings ordinarie,ſcem'd lean and weariſh;whercas Daniel 2r:d his companions 
made ſh:w,as if they bad been nouriſhed with dainties, and brought up in abunCance. From 
chat time forward, Askenes took all that which was allowed the four youry men from tlie

7m 4 table, and boldly kept it ro himſelf, giving them in ſtead thereof, the diet that i! cy 


choſe and delighted in, They having their ſpirits more pure and ſubcil co comprehend 
their maſters inftruQions, and their bodies more ſtrong ro endure labour (for ther ſpirits 
were not charged with diverſity of meats, nor their bodies cffeminated for the ſame caule) 
attained the more readily co all chat doftrine that was taught them by the Hebrews and 
FaRALPA Chaldecs: Daniel eſpecially having profited in wiſdome, ſtudied the interpretation of 
The year of the dreams, and God appeared unto him. Two years afterthe ſurpriſal of Egypt, King Nabw- 
mig chodonoſor dreamed a wonderful dream, the ifſue whereof God made him ſee in a dream : 
Natwiy,61. but he forgat the ſame when he aroſc our of his bed. And for that cauſc ſent he for his Chal- 
CAR Hees and divines, telling them that he had dreamed a dream, bur that he had forgot the 1 
Ret it-1" '* ſame, commanding them todeclare unto him what the dream was, and the fignification 
noſor dream- thervt alſo. Wherunto they anſ+ered,that it was impoſſible for men ro ſound out the ſecret

dees and Sages to be put to death: And having intelligence what had happened as touching M 

the dream,& how the King by forgerting the Ces charged them to inform him therin, 

and how they had anſwered that it was impoſſible for them to perform the ſame, and how 

thereby they had provoked the King to difpleaſurc : he beſought Ariochus ro go unto the 

King, and to procure one nights reprievcin the behalf of the Egyprians and Chaldees, in 

that he hoped during that night time to beſcech God, and intreat from him both che dream 

and the fignification thereof. Hereupon Ariechas told the King that Daniel had requeſted, 

who reſpited the execution of the Magicians for that night, untill he might ſee what

tuc upon the ſound of the Trumpet; Daxiel and his companions utterly 1 led rop:rtorm 
that duty, alledging for their juſtification, that rhey would no: traoſyre's the laws of their 


countrey : for which cauſe being apprehended, they were inſtantly caſt into the turnace of

« having notice of his fathers death, gave order to the affairs of Egypt, and the reſt of the 
< countrey : and committing the care and tranſportation of the Jews, Syrians, Egyprians, 
« and Phcenicians to bis friends, to bring 'them to Babylon with his armic and carriage, 
« he with a few men made haſtic journics thorow the deſart, And when he had taken the 

«« adminiſtration of the kingdom upon him (which in his abſence was in the hands of the 
* Chaldees, and by their Chieftain was reſerved umill his return, unto his uſc ) he became L 
« Lord of all his fathers Empire. Whea his priſoners were arrived, he affigned them convent 
« ent dwelling places in the countrey of Babylan;& with the ſpoils of war, he magnificemly 
« repaired and decked the Temple of Bell, and other places. He enlarged the 01d City, and 
© repaired and beautificd it with other buildings:by means whercof,they that would beſiege 
© the ſame, were hindred from cutting off the current of the river, to the prejudice of the in- 
* habitants. He environed it inwardly with a treble wall, and ouewardly with-as mightie 
* and as many encloſures, and made all of burnt brick. The walls were cocnifoantpind- 
© ded, & the gates bravely adorned in manner of Temples. He cauſed a Palace to be builded 
© near unto his fathers ancient Palace: the magnificence and ornament whereof, I am coo 
<« weak w:tred to expreſs; cnly this thing moſt memorable, I have thought good to note 
** down ,that theſe huge, great 2nd pompous buildings were finiſhed in fifteen dayes.In this 
* Palace he had vaults raiſed ſo high,that in outward appearance they ſcemed to be moun- 
*«cains, on which all ſorts of crees were planted. He deviſed and prepared alſoa goodly gar- 
<den, and ca!led it the hanging garden, becauſc his wife (hauing been brought op inthe 
** countrey of Media) defired to have a place conformable to that of her birth. Megsſfthenes

« alwaves raiſed (edition and wars.I have likewiſe found,that their Kings have been mighty,

His Darius,during the time that helived a private life, made a vow unto God, that if fer. 


, [ he obtained the kingdom, he would ſend back untotheTemple of Jeruſalem all choſe ap 
veſſels, which were as yet remaining in Babylon. Ic fortuned that about the ſame ca veilcl; ro 
time, Zerebebel,who was appointed Governour over the Captive Jews, came unto him from _ _ 
Jeruſalem. For he was the Kings ancient friend:for which cauſe he wich the other rwo were © 
choſen to be of his guard ; and obtained thereby that honour which he expected. The firſt 
year of the reign of Darias, he entertained all his courticrs with great pomp and magniti- 
cence, both thoſe of his houſhold, as they alſo that were his Goveraours and Princes of Mc- 
dia and Perſia, and the Commanders in India confining apon Erchiopia,with all the Chict- 
rains of his Army, in one hundred twenty and ſeven Provinces. Now after they had made 
good cheer,and were full of wine, they departed each of them unto their lodgings, to berake 
ctheraſelves to reſt: But King Dariss laid in his bed, repoſed very little all che night long, Darius pro- 
bur paſſed che rime without fcep : for which caulc ſeeing he could cake no reſt, he began to Pounder? | 
deviſe and diſcourſe with three of his guard, promiſing him that ſhould moſt truly and ap:- ONES 
ly anſwer thoſe queſtions that he ſhould demand, to grant him licenſe in way cf reward to bis g1121d. 
wear a purple garment, and to drink in golden cups, to lic on a gilded bed, and to ride on a 
chariot harneſſed with gold,and to bear the Tiara or linen wreath, and wear a golden chain 
about his neck, and fit in the next place to the King ; and ſhould likewiſe be called his kin(- 
man in regard of his wiſdome. After he had made theſe large promiſcs, he demanded of the 
firſt, whether wine were the ſtrongeſt £ ofthe ſecond, whether the King were ſtronger £ 
of che third, whether women, or truth, were the moſt ſtrongeſt of the three? As ſoon as he 
had delivered them theſe queſtions to deliberate upon, he laid him down to reſt. Upon the 
next morrow he ſent for the Princes, Chieftains, and Governoars of Perſia and Media, and 
afterwards ſiting aloft in that throne from whence he was accuſtomed to determine the 
differences among his ſubjeRs, he commanded thoſe three young men of his guard, in the —_ 
PR of chat Princely aſſiſtance, publickly co yield the reſolution of thoſe queſtions he 
ad propoſed unto them. |

** Curing the time that he ſlcepeth, he is guarded by them that watch, who ate 2s it were

** ſake him when he ſl-eperh, nor Cepar; from him to tollow their own affairs, bur intend

After he had ſpoken to this cff., Zorobabel, who was the third, began to juſtific in reſpe

« no leſs true that all men obey the King, yer far more mighty is the power of a woman, 
« Fur by a woman the King was bred,zand brought into th's world, & thoſe men that plant 
© the vineyards where wines do grow, are born and rouriſhed by women, and generally 
*rhere is not any thing which we enjoy not by them. For they weave us garments,they have 
«the care and cuſtody of our houſes; neither is ut poſſible for usro be ſevered from women, 1 
& Yea,they that poſſeſs much gold and abundance of ſilver, and other things of great andin- 
* eſtimablc price; only upon the fight of a fair woman forſike all theſe things, and will fol- 
* low after the beauty which they beheld, and for onely poſſeſſion thereof, content them- 
« ſelves roloſe all things. We forſake likewiſe our father and mother,and the eountrey that 
« hath bred us, and forget our friends for our wives ſake; yea,we will willingly content our 
<«{elves codie with them. Yer is there a greater and further demonſtration of the moſt migh- 
<« ty power of a woman. For whatſocver we travel for,all the pains that we endure both by 
« land & ſca,tothe intent we may reap ſome fruits of our labours,do we not carry all this to 
*« pive unto our Wives, 2s unto thoſe who were our miſtercſſes 7 I have ſecn the King like- 
&« wiſe, who, is ſo great a Lord,endure a ſtroke on the ear,by Apeme the daughter of Rhapſace: x ? 
** his concubine,and patiently endure when ſhe rook the Diadem from bis head, and ſet it on 
* her own. When ſhe laughed, he laughed; and when the was diſpleaſed he was diſplcaſed: 
« and according as her paſſion changed, ſo flattered he,and humbly ſubmitted his affcQion 
**to her pleaſures, according as he ſaw her paſſionate or pleaſed. 
Burt whilſt thePrinces in way admiration beheld one another, he began to diſcourſe of eruth, 
ſaying : ©* I have already declared what the force of women is;yet notwirhſtanding both the 
* King and they are more feeble then truth, For whereas the earth is huge and mighty, the 
< heaven likewiſe of an immeaſurable height,and the ſun of unſpeakable celerityzand wherc- 
** as the w:Il of God both governcth and moverh theſe things (becauſc God is juſt and true) [, 
* ir therefore followeth, that truth is the moſt mighrieſt of all things ; againſt which, inju- 
*« ſtice may no wayes prevail. Furthermore,a!l other things notwithſtanding they ſeem to be 
** of value,yer are they mortal and of little continuance : but truth is immortal and everlaſl- 
**ing. Moreover, all thoſe things which we reccive thereby, are neither mortal, neither ſub- 
«ject ro the injuries oftime, fortnne, or alceration:but continue juſt and lawful,and ſepar:- 
* ted trom all ſtain of injuſtice. When Zorobabe! had ſpoken afier this manner, he made an 
end of his diſcourſe : Whereupon, all the afſcmbly began ro pronounce that his aſſertions 
were of moſt valuc,and that only verity had an immurable force, and an indeterminable cor- 
tinuance. Whereupon the King commanded him to ask what he wonld, as touching that M 
which he had-promiſed co give becauſe he intended to grant it him,as to the wiſeſt,and belt

"LENO and Malons , and gave ſtrangers their ordinary dier, who brought them ſtone and timber 
bemnwr. Fr it wasaneaſie matter for the Sidonians, and an ac well pleaſing unto them, to bring 
bulc,z.s, wood and timber trom Libanus, and to bind ir, and gathering it together in rafters to ſhip 
it,and land it at the Port of Joppa, For Cyrus had betore-time given them that commang- 4 
ment,and now the ſecond time they were injoyned thereunto by Darius. 

The ſecond year after their arrivalin Jeruſalem, the Iews aſſembled together in the ſe. 
cond moneth, aad the building of the Temple went forward ; ſo that having laid the foun- 
dation thereof in the firſt day of December, they builded upon the ſame, the ſecond year. 
Over this work thoſe Levites that were above twenty years of age, were overſeers : with 
them alſo was Feſ,and his (ons and brothers joyned,and Zolimzel che brorher of Fuda the 
ſon of Aminadab, and his ſons, And through the giligence that theſe overleers of the Temple 
uſed, it was ſooner finithed, then it was expeted.

the Medes : who underſtanding of che Kings affection towar.!s God, and his fayonr towards 
Eſaras, were very joytull ; and divers amongſt them rook their goods and came unto Baby- 
lon, deſiring to return to Teruſalem : bur all the reſt of the Iſraelites would not abandon or 
leave their quiet dwelling there, For which caule it came to paſle, that rwo tribes were un- 
D ger the obedience of the Romans in Aſia and Europe: but the ten Tribes were onthe other 
fide of Euphrates, even uncill chis day ; being many infinites of thouſands, whoſe number 
may not be comprehended. With Eſdres there departed a great number of Prieſts, Levites, 
Porters, Singing-men, and ſervants of the Temple. Now atter that he had aſſembled thoſe 
of the captivity, that inhabited on this ſide Euphrates, and ſojourned there three dayes, he 
commanded them to ſolemnize a faſt, and to pray unto God tor his preſcervativh, and that 
no evil might happen unto him ; and that neither their enemics nor any other might do 
them any violence. For Eſdr had foretold the King, that God would be their Protector, 
and that therefore he required*no convey of horſmen at his hand for his ſecurity. Afﬀrer ,,...__..__ 
that they had recommended themſelves unto God, they ſex forward on their way, the «th tw J-tuſa- 
ewelfch day of the firſt monerh of the ſeventh year of the reign of Xerxes, and arrived in Je- '* _ 
ruſalem in the fifth moneth of the ſame year.

B Xerxes Butler called Nehemiae , walking betore the citie of Suſa (which was the Metropoh- 
tane citie of Perſ1a ) heard certain ſtrangers that came from tarre : who upon their entrie in- 
10 the citie, deviſed the one with the other in the Hebrew tongue ; for which cauſe he drew 
neer unto them , and asked them whence they came, Who returning him this aniwer , that 
chey came from Judea : he began to demand of them again , of the eſtate of Jeruſalem, cheir 
native City , and how the people fared. To whom they anſwered, that they were in very bad 
eſtate, and that their citie wals were converted to duſt and razed, and that the nations round 
about them afflicted the Jews with many outrages , in making inrodes into their countrey, 
and ſpoiling them daily , not ſparing them by night ; ſo that divers of them were led away 
priſoners ; yea ſome Citizens of Jeruſalem , and thar daily the high wayes were found full of 


his diſtreſſed brethren) and looking, pp towards heaven : How long (laid he) O Lord , wilt 274. 3519. 
thou ſee our nation thus afflicted i taking care of us ? Behold how we are madea prey yo.” 
ro all men, Whileſt thus he walked before the gace, and lamented bitterly, news was brought _—, 
him chat the King was ready to fit down to his meat : For which cauſe he gave attendance 
according to his office , and ſeryed the King durifully , during his time of repaſt. As ſoon as 
ſupper was done, the King grew pleaſant & joytul,and caſting his eyes upon Nehemras(whom 
he perceived to be heavie and diſconlolate) he asked him what he ailed ? Nehemias (after he 
had beſought God to give him grace and perſwaſive ſpeech to diſcourſe unto the King ) an- 
lwered : O King , how is it poſſible that I ſhould be other but diſcomforted , and that griet 
ſhould not pierce even unto the very center of my ſoul , when I hear that che.walls of Jeru- 
ſalem (which is my native countrey) are levelled with the ground, and che ſepulchres and 
monuments of my predeceſſors are defaced , and the gates of the Citie are burned « Do me 
therefore this grace, that I may reſort thither , and repair cheſame , and finiſh the reſt of the 
building of the Temple. WES, 
Thus ſaid, the King gave eare to his requeſt , and promiſed him his Letters , aſſuring tum 
that he would :ddreſſ them to the Governours , commanding them to do him honour, and 
to furniſh him with all things neceſlarie , ro accompliſh that which he intended. For which 
cauſe ({aid he) ceaſe thou to be (ad , and do thy ſervice willingly. Hereupon Nehemias ado- 
- red God, and thanked the King , for the promiſe he had made him z and therefore by the 
E Pleaſure he conceived , he cleared that contuſion and ſorrow$ that before that time he bare 
n his countenance. The next day the King called for him, bs gave him letters unto Sadeas 
the Governour of Syria , Phceniciaand Samariz, in which he commanded him to honour 
Nehemias , and to furniſh him with all things neceſ[arie for that building which he intended, 
As ſoon :s he came to Babylon , he took divers of his countrey men with him, who willingly ,,, 2mm 
followed him , and went with him unto Jeruſalem in the five and twentieth yeer of the reign licence and 
ot Xerxes, and after he had preſented his letters before God , he delivered them to Sadeas rg ow 
and the other Governours. Afterwards , aſſembling the people in Ieruſalem , he ſtood up in «& Jeruſalem, 
midſt of them , and ſpake urito the whole congregation to this effe& - You men of Iary , —_— ws 
there is none of you but knoweth that God hath our forefathers Abraham, Iſaac , and Facob 5. qa 
F 1n perpetuall memory , and that in regard of their juſtice , he hath never failed to have care Neven.z v.7, 
ot u5: by his mercy likewiſe I have received the favour (rom the King to repair your wals , ** **:

cording to the burroughs and towns, and according to every mans abilitie : and after he 
had promiled to imploy both himſelf, and all his tamile therein , he diſmiſled the aſſembly, 


Nativity, 445. Hereupon the Jews ( 1ncited by his authoritie ) addreſſed chemielves to the work , which 
CAN R name of Jews was firſt impoſed both on them and their religion , by reaſon of the Tribe of 


Juda, who firſt of all came into thele places. 

The Ammonites , Moabites, Samaritanes , and all the inhabitants of Coeloſyria, under- 
ſtanding the walls were raiſed with ſuch haſte and diligence , were lore aggrieved , and reſyl- 
ved with themſelves to liein ambulh, and to hinder them in cheir deliberations fo that they 
flew divers Jews , and ſought the means likewife ro murther Nehemas himlelt: and having 
hired certain ſtrangers with money to commit the tac, they laid in wart for him, They bred 
alſo a tear and trouble amongſt them , by ſpreading cercain rumours , that divers nations in- H 
to make waire againſf them : by which reports (being too much diſtracted) they de-* 
ſiſted (pmewhart in the proſecution of cheir building. Yet none of chele things could weaken 


inſtantly proſecuted his purpoſe , ſetting light by all occarrents: ſo great was his afteQtion to 
accompliſh his intent. And for that cauſe did he carefully and intentively ſtand upon his 
guard, not for that he feared death, bur for that he beleeved that after his deparcure the Jews 
would not finiſh the building of the wals. He commanded afterwards , that the workmen in 
their travell ſhould have their furnitures faſt by them , (o chat both Maſons and labourers 
carried their (words, , 

Moreover , he gafe order that they ſhould have their targets by them ; and he placed cer- 
tain trumpetters , ſome five hundred foot diſtant the one trom the other, charging them that 
as ſoonas they diſcovered the enemy from any part , they thould incontinently ſound the 
allarum, and give aotice unto the people to arm themſelves , - and prepare tor the fight , for 
feat they ſhould be ſurpriſed and found naked. He himſelf alſo walked the round , abouc the 
City by night time, with an indefatigable courage, and without either eating or ſleeping at 
his pleaſure , batonely for neceſfſitie fake : and this labour endured he tor che (pace of two 
yeers, and three moneths: for the wall of Jeruſalem was builded again in that time, in the 
eighc and twentieth yeer of the reigne of Xerxes , and in the ninth monerh. After the City 
was fortified , Nehemias and the people offered ſacrifices unto God , and ſpent eight dayes in 
feaſting. When the rumour was ſpread abroad that this building was finithed, the inhabitants 
of Syria were ſore diſpleaſed. But Nehemias perceiving that the Citie was weakly manned , 
beſought che Prieſts and Levites to toriake their dwellings without the City , -and to come 
and dwell within , and to rhat intent he builded them houſes upon his own charge, He or- 
dained likewiſe , that they that intended their husbandy , ſhould bring the tenchs of cheir 
fruits unto Jeruſaleng to the intent that the Prieſts and Levires by enjoying their continual 
maintenance, might intermit no time in the ſervice of 'God: wherein he was willingly obey: 
ed. By this means , the City of Jeruſalem was very well peopled, After that Nehemias had 
honourably - executed divers other worthy actions d: ſerving praiſe , he died at ſuch rime as 
he was loaden with age. He was a man of good nature, juſt and highly affeionated towards 
his countrey : he lett che City of Jeruſalem incompaſſed with a wall, for a perperuall memory 1, 


Kot his love unto his countrey, All theſe things happened during the reigne of Xerxes, 


CHAP. VL 


How dering the reigne of of Artaxerxes, the whole Nation of the Iews were 
in danger to be extinguiſhed by Armnans teachery. 


Frer the deathof Xerxes, the Kingdoine fell co Cyr#s his ſonne , who by che 
Grecians was called Artaxerxes. Under his government all the race of the Jews, M

by the 1atervieww and company of another woman, the great afte&tion+ which he bare unto 
Yaſthi, might be extinguiſhed. The King allowing and ratitying this counſel of theus, tent 
out certain meſleugers and deputies, commanding them to bring unto his preicace rhe 
faireſt Virgins that were to be tound in his Kingdome : when as theretore they hal aflem- 
bled a great number of chem, they tound in Babylon a young Orphelin (without either ta- 
ther or mother) who was brought up under her Uncle (whole name was Maraoch? us) of the 
Tribe of Benjamin, and one of the greateſt men amongſt the Jews.

giving him to underſtand that ſhe was not called for by the King ; and that whoſoever 


cred unto him, and was nat called, ſhould die, except the King would warrancize him by 


ſtretching out his golden Scepter; tor he,aaro whom the King incended that favour, although 
he were not called unto him , yet ſuffered he nat death, bur obtained pardon, When thete

the particular reſpect of her lite, as the lives

Mardochess, following this direftion of hers, cauſed the people to faſt, and to pray unto 
God for her: he likewiſe himlelt beſought him that ir might pleaſe him at that preſent co 
E have compaſhon on their deſolate and diſtrefled Naticn ; as before that time he had often- 
times had care of them - and that as he had pardoned them at (uch time as they had offend- 
ed; ſonow alſo at this preſent he would deliver them from that perdition which was de- 
nounced again{t them. Far that they were not in danger todie infamoully for any offence of 
their own, but becauſe he onely had incenſed 47a» unto diſpleaſure, in that he would not 
adore him, or perform that honour unto him, whictis onely due to God - for which cauſe in 
deſpight he had imagined this thing againſt chem, who would not tranſgreſs the divine ordi- 
nances. The people likewiſe prayed.to the like effe, beſeeching God that he « ould have 
care of their preſervation,and warrantize the Iſraclices in what place foever they were, from 
the miſery at hand, which was before their eyes,and already expeted by them. Eſther alſo 
beſonghyGod (according to her countrey manner)caſting her (elf proſtrate-0n the earth,clo- 
thed in ſackcloth, and abſtaining for three ſpace from meat and drink, and what thing 
[aever elſe was deleQable,belceching God to have compaſſion upoa her, that when ſhe pre- 
ſented her (elf before the King, ſhe might have words fit to perilwade and mollifte him, and 
grace aud beauty far more amiable then ever ſhe had,to the end that by theſe ewo means the 


mighrbe the better enabled to appeaſe the King, if ſe be he were diſpleaſed againſt ber; and c.5-1,2. &c-

to fuccour her brethren agitated and toffed inexrreme danger, where-through the King 


migtt enforce his hatred againſt the enemies af the Jews, and take compaſſion of their im- rs ſollicite 


minent danger, which without his prevention would.ſucely tall upon them.

aloft in his throne, glorious in his garments diſtinguiſht with gold, and adorned with pearl, 
and rich ſtones , a certain fear ſuddenly fell + her, and by chance he had caſt a frowning 
and ireful loak.on her - whereupon being preſently aſtoniſhed her members failed her, her 
colour faded, and ſhe fell berwixt her handmaids armesin a (woune. Hereon, the King(by 
the will of God, as I verily eſteem) changed his afteienz and ( ſuſpecting leſt fear ſhould 
cauſe his wife to fall into ſome grievous accident) he ſuddenly leapt from his Throne, and 
embracing her with both his armes, he raiſed her up, and kifled her, and ſpake comfortable 
words unto her, praying her to be of good courage, and not to ſuſpect any finifter misfox- 
cune, for that ſhe came unto him without any motion of his: That rhe ordinance was onely 
made for his ſubjes, for which cauſe he willed her ( who was equall in government with 
him) to fear nothing : whereupon he took his Scepter in his hand and laid-it on the Queens 
neck; (according tothe law) enforcing himfelf co deliver her from all fear ; by which means 
ſhe recovered her vigour and courage, and ſpake after this manner : O King ( ſaid ſhe ) ] 
cannot eaſily expreis unto you the inconvenience that is ſuddenly fallen upon me : For as 
ſoon as I beheld the great fair,and redoubted Majeſtie of your perſon, my ſpirits forſook me, 
and my heart failed me. Now whileft ſhe ſpake theſe words with pain and feebleneſs, the 
King was touched with compafion ; ſo as he animated and encouraged her, and command- 
ed her to expe& nothing but good ; yea ( ſaid he) if thou demandeſt the half of my king- 
dome, I will grant it thee. But Eſther onely requeſted this at his hands, that onely he 
and his intire friend Ame» would vouchſafe to grace her with their preſence at her banque: : 
which the King readily granted her. Now when they were come unto the banquer,and in 
the midſt of their cups, the King commanded Eſther to ak what ſhe would, and he would 
grant it her, aſſuring her that he would refuſe her in nothing; yea, although ſhe demanded 
the half of his kingdome. Bur ſhe deferred to diſcover her ſuit untill the next day, requiring 
him once more to repair with Ames unto her banquet. When the King had promiſed to 
reviſit her, Aman departed with great joy, for that he alone had the credit to banquet with K 
the King andZftber,and no other had ever obtained the like honour amongſt any Kings of 
that dominion, But in his return perceiving Mardoeheus in the Court, he was fore moved, 
becauſe that (notwithftanding he had looke upon him) he had not done him heaour - when 
as therefore he came home unto his houſe, he called Zaraz4 his wife, and his friends, and 
told them what honour not onely the King, but the Queen alſo had done him ; and 
how;he only with the King had ſupped that day with the Queen ; and was invited the next 
: notwithſtanding he told them that he was diſcontent- 
ed, becauſe he ſaw Mardechews the Jew in the Court, Zaraza his wife told him, that he 
ſhonld cauſe a gallows to beraiſed of fiftie cubits high, and that the next day he ſhould de- 
mand licence of the king, that Mardocheus might be hanged on the gibbet. Aman praying 
his wives counſell, commanded his ſervants to prepare the timber, and erect the Gallows 
in his Court, to the end to hang Mardecheus thereon : which they diligently performed, But 
God mocked at Amans curſed hope,and knowing certainly what ſhould happen, took plea- 
ſure to ſee ir prepared. For the very ſame night he deprived the King of ſleep , who very 
loth to ſpend the time idlely whileſt he was awake, but to imploy ic in ſomething that 
was profitable for his kingdome, he commanded his Secretary to bring him the Chronicles 
of the kings his predeceflors,and of thoſe things that were done by himſelf, and to read the 
ſame. When as therefore they were brought and read, he found that a certain man whoſe 
name was there ſet down, had received a great poſlefſion for reward in reackno —_— 
ment of his vertue. He read likewiſe of another that had obtained recompence for bis fide- 
litie,and conſequently of others; till at laſt he came to the place where the Eunuchs Bgo- 
theus and Theodeftes were nored down for a ſecret conſpiracy againſt che perſon of the King; 
and how it was diſcovered by Mardocheus. Now when the Secretary (having onely recited 
this accident) turned over to anorher Hiſtory, the King ſtayed him, and asked him if he 
found therein written, that he had given any recompence to Mardechess * He anſwered 
chat he found nathing ſet down, Whereupon the King commanded him to give over, 
and inquired of thoſe to whom that Office appertained, what houre of the night it was * 


and knowing that the morning was already diſcovered, he commanded that ſome one 
ſhould certifie him , which of his familiars attended betore the Palace.

Now when the officers had brought the King tidings that Amas was before the pal ce ; 1-149, 410. 
they were commanded preſently ro call himin. As ſoon as he came into the Kings pre;ence LW 
he {aid unto him : Knowing that thou art my aftectionace and onely triead , I prich-e give 
me thy counſel, how I may condignly honour him, according to my greatnefle, whom I do 
moſt affeionately love Aman thinking the advice he ſhould give, thould be given for him- 
ſelf (becauſe he ſuppoſed that he onely was beloved by the King more then all others) coun- 
ſelled him that wiuch in his opinion was the beſt, in this manner. For (121d ke) it you intend 
coinveſt the man with glory, who (as you ſay) is beloyed by you, cauſe him to be mounted 
upon a brave horle, and Jet him be apparelled in a royal habit, and put a chain of goid about 
his neck, and let ſome one of thy chteteſt friends march betcre him, and proclaim thorow- 
out the City, that thus 1s the man honoured whom the king loveth, Amar gave this coun- 
ſel, in that he hoped that it ſhould be his own fortune. But the King (highly contented w.th bt 
this his advice) turning towares him, ſpake thus unto him: Thou haſt an horſe, a garmeanr, 
and a chain, ſeek out theretore the Jew Afardochens, and give them him, and march thou be- 
fore him, making this publick crie: For (laid he) thou art mine inward triend, and 1t is yery 
decent that the execut:on that thing be commutred tothy truſt, which thou haſt fo farh- 
tally counſelled. . And this command 1 to be done 1n this fort ; becaule Mardochens hath been 
the preſeiver of my lite. Amar hearing theſe words, beyond all expeftation, was contu.ed 
C in his ſpirit, and being wholly dilcomforted, knew not which way to turn him, he theretore 
iflued our, having with him the horſe, the purple habit, and the chain ot Goid, Meeting 
theretore with Mardocheus betore the palace, who was clothed 1n {ackcloth, he enjoyned hun 
to lay his mourning habit aſide, and to cloath himſelf in purple. Buc he (who was wholly ,,,.- 
ignorant of that which had happened, and ſuppoſing that he mocked him) 11d : O thou wic- ©» Ma do- 
kedeſt man amongſt men, doeſt thou thus mock at our atflictions? Nowithſtanding, beg © 
afterwards informed that the King hai . « ſtowed this honour on him tor {aving his lite, and 
diſcovering the treachery of thoſe Eunuchs that would have ſlain him, he put upon- hun the 
ſcarlet habit that the King wore ordinarily,and put'che chain about his neck, and atrerwards 
mounting his horſe, he went round about the City: Aman allo walking betore tum, and +. xr 11 
D crying, that thus ſhould be dealt and done with him whom the King honoured, loved, nd be dh 
thought worthy of eſtimation. Now after they had circuited the whole City, Mardochens 
gave his atrendance on the King, but Aman came not in preſence; fo much was he ahmed 
at that which had happened : tor which cauſe he repaired home,and told his wite and trends, =, 
with tears, of all that which had hapned; who cold him, that it was no wates poſſible tor him 
to revenge himlelt as yet on Mardocheus, becauſe God was with him. 
Now whileſt they were diſcourſing and debating this matter together, Eſthers Eunuchs £24, 7 x. 
© came to haſten Aman to the banquet, and Sabuchadzs one of the Eunuchs ſeeing the gibvet 
erected in Amans lodging (whereon he intended to execute Mardocheus) demanded of one 
ot rhe {er vants, wheretore 1t was raiſed up: and unde {t:nding that it was for the Queens 
E uncie, winm Am.4p would require at the Kings hands,to the end he might put him to death, 
tor that time he held Is peace. But when the King being ſeated with Aman at the banquet, 
required the Queen to declare what ſhe would require that he might grant her, ſhe began to %-2: 
lanent the danger of her people, ſaying, that ſhe with her whole Nation were made a pey 
to the (word, 2nd that for that caule ſhe brake out into that diſcourſe : For {fail the) I had 
not troubled your Majeſty, neither had I been aggrieved, if you had commanded that atl +.3, 4. 
the jews thould be ſold, and led away captives to extream miſery ; for that atfl;ction might 
have been born : the therefore prayed him to redeem them from thoſe nferies. When as 
therefore the King demanded who it was, that practiſed that tyranny, ihe began publickly 
£0 accute Aman, laying,that he alone was that wretched and envious man, who had com- 
Plorted their tragedy, Hereupon the King was very fore troubled, and roie trom the ban- 
F quet todepart into the garden: then began Aman to pray and beſeech Eſther to torgive him 
his offence, tor chat at that preſent he was in a dangerous eſtate. Now whileſt he was fallen 
upon her bed to beſeech her tavour, the King entred, and grey the more diſpleated at rhat 5, 8, g, r-. 
he ſaw,and ſaid, O chou curſes amongſt men, dareſt thou attempt to entorce my wife? Aman = w_—_ 
Was whoily confounded with this queſtion; ſo as he had not a word to aniwer him. Hereupon Et 
LE Eunuch Subuchad es ſtepping forth, acculed him for that he 2d tound him in his lodging ry di.cover d, 


erecting 2 gibbet for Mardochens, aſſuring the King that one of his hoathold ſervants had wr _—

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died 4m, who had unjuſtly abuſed the Kings friendſhip : as tor his goods,they were given 
unto the Queen, | 
irs. After this, the King called for Mardocheus unto him ( for ready he had notice that he 
mans goods was his wifes uncle) and gave him the ring which he had given unto Aman: the Queen 
etowed 2 likewiſe gave him his ad required the King todeliver the Nation of che Jewes from 14 
' thatdiſmay whereinto they were fallen, trhough the peril of their hves: letting him tO ſee 
thoſe letters which were ſent by Amen the Amadathite thorow all his countreys,aſſuring him 
that ſhe could not live to behold the death of her brerhren,and the toral ruin ot her countrey; 
The King aſſured her, that he had undertaken nothing that might diſcomfort her: avowi 
to her, that he would not contradi& her will, wiſhing her to write her {elf in the Kings 
name all that which ſhe would have done in the behalt of the Jews ; promiſing that when ſhe 
had done the ſame, he would ſeal ir with his own ſeal, giving her authority co ſend the ſame 
thorow all his Realms : to the end that they that read thoſe Lettgs, confirmed by che Kings 
ſeal, ſhould not any wayes contradict the execution of the ſame, Whereupon he lent tor his 
Secretaries of eſtate, commanding them to write unto the Magiſtrates of all the Nations as 
7. «4 fn:m, couching the Jews, and to the Princes and Governours of one hundreth, twenty and ſeven 
- Kings Provinces, trom India as far as Auuopia, The Contents of which Letters were theſe: 
rom _ %* Artaxerxes the great King,to the Governours and thoſe that taithfully rule under us, Health, 
s Many men being puffed up with pride, by reaſon of the many and mighty benefits and ho- 
,» nours, which they receive throagh the too laviſh liberalicy of their benetactours, do nor 
,» Onely exerciſe their pride towards their inferiours, bur alſo arenot atraid to wax infſolent 
,» againſt them who are the authors of their benefits, extinguiſhing as much as in them lieth, 
,» Ul gratuity that hath ever been amongſt men, and being corrupted with unexpected feli- 
,» City, abuſe choſe graces amongſt che41,, by whom. they have gotten the 'ſame, in effeRt no 
», wayes fearing God, whoſe power they ſuppoſe they can deceive. On the other ſide, other K 
,» ſome enhanced to the adminiſtration of the Common-eal, and giving place to rhe hatred 
,» they have conceived againſt ſome particular men, deceive their Princes, and by falſe accu- 
, ations and detraRtions, provoke and kindle their wrath againſt thoie, who haye not done

» tempred betore our eyes ; ſo that hereatrer we ought not to give credit to derractions and 
z» accuſations, nor to ſuch things as men inforce themſelves to perſwade: but it behoverh ' 
zy every man to judge according to the truth ot that he knoweth, and to puniſh that which is 
” wah and to pardon that which requireth pardon, in conſidering the a&s, and not the L 
»» Words that are ſpoken, For 1t 15s moſt notorious unto all men,that 4mz4n the Amadathite(an 
>, Amalechite by Nation,and by chat means a ſtranger,and not of the Perſian blood, but enter- 
,» tained by us) hath in all things enjoyed the truit of our bounty hicherro; fo that he hath 
,» been called our tather, honoured by Kf men, and obtained amongſt all men, and in all things, 
,» the lecond place of honour atter us: yet could henot equally make uſe of his good hap, nei- 
,» ther with prudent advice entercain the greatneſle of his teliciry ; but hath ſought the means

,y nate] todie, areno wicked men, but (uch as live under a well policied government, pray! 
,» God continually thit it would pleaſe him cocontinue the Kingdom inus, and our Succel- 
+» (ors; I ablolvethem not onely of that penalty,contained in my former Lecters ſent by Ames 
,» (which by thee preſents I utterly diſanul) but my pleaſure likewiſe is, chat they be had in 
» £1 honour. As for him that practiſed thele things againſt them, 1 have cauſed him and all his 
Mace to be hanged betore the gates of Suſan,according to the juſt Judgment of God inflicted 
,» on them tor their offences. My will and pleaſure therefore is, Thar the Copy of this Let- 
2, ter be lent thorow all Countreys of our obeyſance, to the inteht that the Jews be ſuffezed to 
» live,according to their own Laws,in peace ; and that affiſtance may be given them,to the end

As ſoon as the Poſts had received theſe Lercers,they preſently mounted on horſeback,and 
rode each of them his appointed way; and Mardochexs being cloathed in a royal habit, and 
adorned with a crown of gold on his head, and a chain of gold abour his neck, iflued forch : 3Þ< Jes re- 
and the Jews of Suſan, ſeeing him thus honoured by the King, ſuppoſed that his good hap .,, >; _ 
was an aſſurance of their own : and when the Kings Letters were publiſhed, a joy as it were mics. 
a bright beam of conſolation environed the Hebrew Nation, as well thoſe that were in the 
City of Suſan, as they that were amid the Countrey ; fo that divers men of other Nations 
circumciſed themſelves, for fear they had of the Jews, ſuppoſing that in io doing they ſhould 
be in ſecurity, For the thirteenth day of the tweltth moneth (by the Hebrews called Adar, 
and by the Macedonians Diſtre) the Poſts that carried the Kings Letters certified them, thac 
they ſhould exterminate their enemies on that very day, whereon they themiclves were in 
danger to be exterminated. The Governours likewiſe of the Provinces, the Lords, Kings, 
and Secretaries, did honour to the Jews: for the fear they had of Mardochews conſtrained 
chem to moderate themſelves ; and after the Kings Lerters were publiſhed tiorow All the 
Countrey, it came to paſle that the Jews {lew about five hundreth of their enemies. But 
after the King had declared unto Eſther, the number of the dead that periſhed in the City, x74er g. v 4. 
ſuſpeRting with himſelf what might happen thorow the whole Countrey, and had likewile 5,15, 13. 
queſtioned with her if ſhe requeſted ary turther matter, promiſing her that he would ſee it 
executed : ſhe beſought him that it might be lawtul for the Jews to revenge them yer once 
more the next day upon their enemies, and to hang Amans ten lons upon . gibber: which 
the King (being loth to contradict Eſther) permitted the Jews todo: they therefore return- 
ing the 14. day of the moneth Diftre, flew about three hundreth more of their enemies ; yec 


- 
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inthe champain Countrey, and in the Cities, about ſeventy-five thouſand of their enemies, 
whom they diſpatched the thirteenth day of the moneth, and ſolemnized the day tollowing. 
The Jews that were at Suſan afſembled themſelves likewiſe on the fourteenth day of the 
moneth, and banqueted the whole day. Whence it cometh ro paſſe,that all the Jeivs which 
are throughout the world, keep and ſolemnize this day for a teſtival, and ſend Preſents 
the one unto the other, Mardochexs alſo wrote unto the Jews, who lived under the Empire 
of Artaxerxes, commanding them to obſerve thoſe dayes, and ro folemnize them; willing 
them to charge their Succeſlors to dothe like, to the end that this teaſt might continue for 
ever, and out-live all oblivion. For ſince on that day they ſhould hive been made away 
by Aman, they thould do well if after they had eſcaped thar danger, and taken revenge on 
their enemies, the very ſame day they ſhould obſerve the ſame togive thanks unto God: 
For this cauſe the Jews keep a ſolemn feaſt on theſe dayes, and call it Purim, as who ſhould | 
ſay, Lottcs, But Mardochews was great and mighty with che King, adminiſtring the King- *-' had a 
dome with him; he had alſo a part of the greatneſle of the Queen: and for this cauſe che brand nes 
2Maiis of the Jews had better lucceſle, then was hoped for.

Alex- LN 
ander arriving in Syria, ſeized Damalco, took Sidon, and belteged Tyre - and by his letters ns gail 
ſent unto the high Prieſt of che Jews, he required him co ſend him ſome ſupplies in his warre, Darius, 
aud to ſell his army viuals for their money ; aſſuring him thar if he deſired the triendihip of 
the Macedonians , he would give him that tribute which he paid co Darius , beſides other 
good turnes, The high Prieſt anſwered Alexanders meſſenger, that he had (worn unto Darius 
never to beare arms againſt him , during his life time; againſt which oath of his , he would 
never work any indignitie, Which when Alexander heard,he was ſore diſpleaſed, and reſolved 
notwithſtanding to continue the ſiege at Tyre, untill ſuch time as it was taken, yer threar- 
ned he that as ſoon as he had taken the ſame , he would lead forth his army againſt the high 
Prieſt, tothe end that all men might know to whom they ought to keep their faith, For 
which cauſe ſparing no labour , he overcame Tyre, and after he had given order to the eftate 
thereof, he came unto Gaza, and took it with Bahemeſes the Capraine of the garriſon that 

held it, But Sanaballath finding a fic opportunitie to make himſelfe great , forſook Darius and 

followed Alexander , _ with him eight thouſand of his (ubje&s: and finding him upoa 

the beginning of the ſiege of Tyre , he offered to ſurrender him all thoſe places wherein he 

commanded , acknowledging him for his Lord more willingly then he had Darins, Alexander 
accepted him willingly - whereupon , Sanaballath freely informed him of the whole eſtate ; 
giving him to underſtand that Manaſſes ( who was brother to 1addns the high Prieſt of the 

Jews) was his ſon in law , who with divers of the ſame nation , were deſirous to build them 

a Temple io the countries under his dominion , affuring the King of much profit thereby , 

becauſe in ſo doing , the force of the Jews ſhould be diſmembred into two parts, and they 

might not conſpire rogether to make any new inſurreRion or trouble, as in times paſt they 

had done during the government of the Kings of Aſſyria, 

When Sanaballath had permiſſion from Alexander to build his Temple , with the greateſt Manalics en- 
ſpeed he might , he finiſhed the ſame , and made Aayaſſes the high Prieſt thereof, ſuppoſing /2*® *<- 
hat it was the greateſt advantage that might happen to his daughters children. Seven 
monerhs after the ſurprizall of Tyre , and two after the taking of Gaza, Sanaballath died. 4- 
lexander alſo razed Gaza, and prepared himſelfe to come ſuddenly upon Jeruſalem. Which 
' when the high Prieſt 7addys underſtood , he was much grieved, and ſore afraid, not knowing 
bow to grow in favour with the Macedonians - and on the other {ide knowing that the King 
was diſpleaſed againſt him (becauſe before-rime he had diſobeyed him: ) He therefore com- 
manded the people to make their prayers unto God , and he in his own perſon offered facri- 
tice; requiring God that it would pleaſe him to be a ſhield of detence, and ſuccour to their 
nation, and to deliver them from thoſe imminent dangers wherein they were plunged, Bur 
the next night following , whileſt he ſlept , God appeared unto him , and willed him to ve of 
good courage, andeo.nmanding him that as ſoon as he had circuited the wall , he ſhould o- 

E. pen the gates boldly, and command the reſt of the people to attire themſelves in white ; and 

that accompanied with them , he ſhould march forward in thoſe Prieſtly ornaments, whuch 

were ordained by the law , to the end that in this equipage chey might goe and meet with 

Alexander, without any apprehenſion of any future evill, becauſe that had perverted the 

ſame, As ſoon as he awaked from his ſleep, he was very joyfull , and certified the reſt of this

* King, by reaſon of his modeſty, and had divers times b<tore that preſent, reſolved with hum- 
ſelt co lolicite the King, to diſmiſſe all the Jews that were in his kingdome, ſuppoſing that 

at that inſtant he had fic opportunity offered him to make his requeſt, he ſpake unto Soſibw 

the Tarentine, and Andrew the chiet Captain of the kings guard, beleeching them to f1- 

your him in that which he intended to move the King in. Having theretore ſounded the 


affections of theſe noble men, he addreſſed himſelf unto the King, and ipake unto him goer

For that ho- © 
nour therefore which you owe anto God, ſend back thele people into their countrey, and © 
nermit them to inhabit the ſame, who amongſt all men are moſt ſingularly affeRed to their © 
B ;cicioa. Neither hath your grace occaſion to ſuſpect, that I offer theſe ſupplications and ©* 
pr2yers unto you in their favour, and tor their profit, becauſe I ameither allicd or Ceſcended © 
of any of their tribes : But where there 1s but one God, who 1s the Maker of all men, and I © 
my ſelf am aſſured, that he taketh pleaſure-in thoſe men that addi themſelves to bene/i- © 
cence, this 15 the onely cauſe that induceth me to make this requeſt unto you, When ri- 
/tews had ended this diſcourſe of his, the King beholding him wich a cheertull and pleatanc 
countenance, asked him how many thouſands he thought they were, whoſe liberty he re- 
quired ? Axdrew (being hardat hand)an{wered, that there were more then one hungreth 
2nd twenty thouſand. Whereupon the King replied , Is this detnand, Ariſt.eus, a matter of 
C (mall conſequence, which thou requireſt * Soſ6bi#s and the other aſſiſtants antwe: ed, that his 
reacknowledgement which he made unto God, who had given him the Kingdome, was wor- 
thy the greatnefſle ot his courage : ſo that rejoycing at this their content, he charged them ar 
{uch time as they celivered the men of warre their pay, they ſhould over anv above the ſame 
pay every one of them that had priſoners with them, {1xicore drachmes-2nd as touching che 
requeſt made by them, he promiled them to diſpatch hislecrers patents, in moſt ample man- 
ner, tO bring aliappy ifſue to Ariſtevs ſuit; or rather to ſatishe the \vill of God, which was 


e!pecially to be relpe&ted, Whereunto conforming himlelt, he ſent out his Proclamation - | | 
certifying thereby that he not onely (et them at liberty, who had been brought chither, T*< k'ng « a 
by his father, or thole ot his army who attended him : but them alſo who betore time had aun 


D been in his Kingdome, or that ſithence likewiſe had been brought thicher: and notwith- touching the 
ſtanding it was told him that the money that would be required tor their ranſome, would Tp ens 4 
amount to more then tour hundrerh ralents ; yet ceaſed henot to confirm that which he by aciſtzus. 
had promiſed. But that it may more plainly appear how great his royall magaificence 
w2s, I thought good co inſert in this place the copte of the Edidt, which he ſent abroad to 
this effect : Whoſoever of you that in my fathers ſervice (by bearing arms under him) have « 
made any roades into Syria and Pheenicia, and after the conqueſt of Judza have taken any «< 
priſoners, and brought chem into our Cities and Countries, with an intent to ſell chem: all «<, 
they alſo, who have heretofore detained any, or at this preſent have any ſuch captives in «<, 
x their poſleſſion, they are to ſer them at liberty har live under their thraldome, receiving « 
tor the ranſome of every perſon ſix{core drachmes; namely, the men of warre, at ſuch time « 
a5 their wages ſhall be paid them : as for the reft, they fhall receive their money our of che « 
Kings trea(urie. For I am of that opimon, that contrary to my fathers mind, and againſt all « 
right, they have bcen caken priſoners, and that their Countrey hath been in this ſort evilly « 
ntreated, by the inſolency of the ſouldiers, who have thought to make their profit and « 
mercuundize by them, in transferring them into Egypt. Having therefore an clpectal re- « 
lpect of juſtice, and intencing to ſhew mexcy to thole who are wrongfully oppreiled, I com- cc 
m:nd that all thoſe Jews, who are Geraing in ſervitude be diſcharged, and that they who « 
hold them captive, receive the ranſome publiſhed by us ; ſo as no deceit or fraud be uſed « 
F therein, Andto the end that our ordinance be exactly and fully fulfilled, our will is, that « 
this Edict of ours be publikely proclaimed three diies atter it ſhall come unto your hands, «« 
anc that thoſe, who hold ſuch priſoners in their poſſeſſion, declare how many priſoners they cc 
bold. For we ſuppoſe that in ſo doing, it ſhall redound toour profit. Moreover, it ſhall be .« 
lawful for any man that will, to accuſe the contemners of this decree , and our pleaſure is - 
thar luch as contradi@ the ſame, ſhall have their goods confiſcared to the Kings uſes. When 
this Edict of the Kings publiſhed to this effe&, was proclaimed abroad, 8 that only point was 
oMtted, that concerned thoſe that beforetime had been,8 afterwards the ſecond time were 
!:d away priſoners, in whoſe behalf he had given no direRion -' he ſhewed himſelf moſt

ſpeedily gathered, and the money diſtribured to the Commitrees, and Treaſurers apper- 
taining to him, Which being ſpeedily pertormed, in the ſpace of ſeven dayes, all the Kings 
ordinance was accompliſhed, and there was laid out for the ranſomes of them all, to the 
ſumme ot more then tour hundreth and fixty talents : For the Maſters exacted {1xſcore 


CY RW grachmes for the children alſo, grounding themſelves upon the Kings Edi, by which it 


wascordeined that for every perlon they thould have that ſumme, extending the ſame een 
unto the children. 
Theſe things being thus magnificently exployred, accordipg to the Kings command, he 
ave Demetrius in Charge to make 4 Decree, as touching the trafl:tion of che books of the 
Jews, For the King did nothing raſhly, but adminiſtred all chings wich great wiſdome,ang 


y 


circumſpetion , and for that cauſe the copy of Demetrius ſuggeſtion, and the letters ſent to 


this effec, are orderly regiſtred, and recorded in writing : the number likewiſe of the Pre- 
ſents that were ſent, and by whom they were offered. So that whoſoever ſhall behold the 
ſame, he ſhall incontinently judge by the curious workmanſhip, the high pertection of the 
workman, and by the excellencies of the pieces, he ſhall incontinently know by whom ezch 
of them was faſhioned, The copie of the advice and ſuggeſtion made by Demetrius is this:

that thereunto belongeth, atcer that I had uſed herein all the care that in me was poſſible, 1 


» give you to underſtand, that amongſt others we want the books of the laws of che Jews. For 
2 1n that they are written in Characters and Hebrew words,we have no notice thereot; where- 
” through they have been more nezligently handled then was behovetul : for char untill this 
» day it hath never hapned, that any Princes thought hath extended lo far. Ir therefore be- 
» hoveth thee to have them exadly interpreted; for fince that choſe laws proceeded from 
» God himſelf, it is moſt cercain thar of all other laws in the v7 orld chey are the wiſeſt and in- 
»>corrupteſt, For which cauie, Hecateus the Abderite ſaith, that neither Poets nor Hiſtorians 
» have made any mention of them ; neither of thoſe who have been policied and governed x 
» under the ſame: becauſe in themſelves they are pure, and are not to be declared by 
” impure lips.May it cherefore pleaſe your Majeſtie to write unto the High Prieſt of the Jews, 
» commanding hum to ſend you fix Ancients of every tribe, ſuch as he ſhall know to be moſt 
) expert in their law, by whom we may clearly apprehend the ſenſe contained in thoſe books, 
» to the end that having the taithtul interpretation of thoſe things that are contained there: 
2 in, we may collect and gather them together,to the full ſatisfaction of your Majeſties delire. 


When the King had in this ſort been both adviſed and (uggeſted, he wrote unto Eleazar the 
high Prieſt of the Jews, as touching this matter : giving him likewiſe to underſtand of that 
liberty by him granted unto the Jews that were in his kingdome: He ſent him alſo fifty 
talents ot gold, to make cups, ewers and veſlels, with an infinite number of precious ſtones, 
command!ng his Cofftcrers, who had the charge of his Jewels, to ſuffer the workmen to 
chooſe what ſtones they liked beſt, Furthermore, he willed that a hundreth talents ſhould 
be given tor the lacrifices and oblations, and other uſes of the Temple, Bur after that I haye 
declared what was the Copy of the Letter ſent unto Eleazar the High Prieſt,and the manner 
how he obtained that Sacerdotal dignity ; I will ſer down both the rich preſents, and their 
curious Workmanthip, | 

Atcer the deatth of 0n145 the High Prieſt, his ſonne $;mon firnamed the Juſt, ſucceeded 
him 1n his place, who for chat caule was fo called, by reaſon of the piety which he ſhewed 
toward God,and good affection which he bare unto his Countriemen, This Simon dying and 
leaving behind him one onely ſoune, of young and tender yeers, who was called 0nia:

his brother (which was this Eleazar of whom we ſpeak at this preſent) took upon him the M

my tather had honoured (though during the reign of che Perftans chey were drawn thither 
as priloners) ſome of whom he hath eſtabliſhed ro be Chieftains in warre, under honourable 
wages and conditions : To other ſome bornin his time in Egypt, he hath committed bis 
Forts and garriſons,to the end they might be reſpeted among che Egyptians : After that I

C © wiſe have nolefs fortunate luccels. We have received your princely letters with no ſmall 
_«joy,and have both read and confidered upon the contents thereot; we have alſo publiſhed 
« them in the preſence of all the people, and have declared unto them your pietic towards 
* God,and have ſhewed chem thoſe viols which you ſent us, ewentie of gold, and thirtic of 
« ſilver; with five veſſels, and a Table which in way of preſent you have ſent unto us. We 
& have likewiſe ſhewed them thoſe hundreth calents which Andrewand Ariſtzus ( very ver- 
&« tyous and excellent learned men,and honoured by you amongſt your deareſt freinds )have 
<« brought unto us,to be employed in ſacrifices & other neceſſities of the the Temple. Know 
*therfore that whatſoever ſtandeth either with your content or profic, we will enforce our

* for you, your Queen Arfirve, your children and friends : the people likewiſe have prayed 
* that God would ſend you happy ſucceſſe in whatſorver you defire, that your kingdome 
* may be continued in peace, and that the tranſlation of our law may be accompliſhed in 
* ſuch ſort, as you defire, for your own commodity. To that intent we have choſen fix El- 
« ders out of every Tribe, whom we ſend unto you,together with the original of our Law. 
*« Our requeſt is, that according to your accuſtomed piety & juſtice, you return us both our 
«laws and theſe Interpreters in ſafety,as ſoon as they have ſatisfied your expeRarion. Fare 


*you well. 
This is the anſwer which the high Prieſt ſent unto him. Yet have Irheught it to be a mat- 


ter mrerly unneceſſary to ſer down the names of the ſeventy two Elders in particular, who Th 4: ipr.- 
were ſent by EleaFar together with the law,notwithſtanding they were fer down in the FEpi- wr 
ſtle. Yetthink I it nor amiſſe, co recite the excellency and faſhion of thoſe preſents that. Þ.uluncy ec 
were ſent by the King,and offered up unto God, co the end. that all men may know how _ _—_ 
zealous he was towards the ſervice of God. For in performance thereof, he ſpared no im- re "cy 
meaſurable expence, bur continually aſſiſted che workmen, and examined their workman- 
ſhip, ro the end that nothing might be careleſly finiſhed, or negligently performed. 1 will 
therefore ſex down (as near as in me lieth) the excellency of every picce( although it may 
be thought thar the courſe of hiſtory requirerh ir not)bur therefore will I diſcourſe the lame, 
becauſe my defire is by ſodoing to expreſſe unto the Readers, how great the liberality and 
F generofitic of the King bath been. And firſt of all I'will begin to deſcribe the Table. The walden 
The King deſirous to make it great in all dimenſions, defired to know the greatneſle of 1:1. 
that which was ar Jeruſalem, to the intent that he might cauſe iro be farre greater. And 
having certain notice how great it was,and that there was no ler bur that he might make his 
far greater,he ſaid that he would have it five times greater then the other : but that he fea- 
red leſt being ſo grear, it would be unfit to offer ſacrifice therevp>n ; and his intention was, 
that the oblations which he offered, ſhouldmot onely ferve for ſhew, bur that they might 
alſo be ſomewhar proper for the uſe and ſervice ofthe Temple. For this cauſe, concluding 
that the firſt was of ſufficient and convenable meaſure, he reſolved his ſhould not exceed the 
other in greatnefſe; bur rhat equalling the ſame in quamitie of gold, ir might exceed the 


other in variety and beauty of workmanſhip. For he was ingenious to obſerve the nature ot

tivity of Chriſt, them to work by. He undertook therefore to make the Table of two cubirs and a half in 
250, length, of one in breadth, and of one and a half in height all of maſſic gold: about the 
LEV which there was made a border, a hand breadth large, enriched with moving waves, on 
- which there was a bend graven with admirable art, appearing on three ſides : For being tri- 
angularic, cveric angle preſented the ſame engraving ; ſo that when it was turned, it ſeemed 
that one and the ſame, and no wayes different figure, repreſented it ſelf : within the inſide 
of this border it was inchaſed with divers goodly figures, but onthe outſide it was far more 
excellemly beautified and wrought, becaulſc inthar part it was moſt open to the cyc, For 
this cauſe the upper part of the Table appeared to be of two parts, & of three angles, which n 
(as we (aid) were apparent at ſuch time as the Table was turned, cach one ſeeming of equal 
magnitude with the other, Upon the graven bends there were precious ſtones inchaicd, 
diſtant by equal proportion the one from the other, and faftned by golden buttons tied by 
loopes. The ſides of the borders (which preſented themſelves to the eye) were beautified 
with rich ſtones, diſpoſed after the manner of an oval ; and there was a border of golden 
ewigs engraven round about the Table : under the ovals there was a crown garniſhed with 
cluſters of divers ſorts of fruits, the cluſters of grapes hung down, the ſpikes of corn ſtood 
jy (Ns and all was incloſed with pornegranats, and the precious ſtones were inchaſed in 
gold thorow the whole circuit of the Table, to preſent each ſort of fruit intheir native c0- 
lours. There was alſo a rank of ovals under the crown, not unlike to the former, mace of | 
gold : ſo thar on both fides,both the varictie and delicacie of the work appeared,both inthe 
bends and borders , as alſo in the Table, ia which there appeared not any difference, on 
whatſoever ſide it was turned;and from the top unto the lower foot one and the ſame work- 
manſhip appeared. For it had a plate of gold ſome four fingers broad, comprehending the 
breadth of the Table, on which the feet of the ſame were ſtaied, which were afterwards 
faſtned to the border by butrons and claſps of gold, to the end that the excellent and cuti- 
ous workmanſhip might the better be ſcen, and that on whar ſide ſoever it were turned, it 
might alwayes ſeerathe ſame. They engraved alſo on the ſame a labyrimh, in the midſt 
whereof there were divers kinds of precious ſtones, ſhining like ſtars : and amongſt the 
reſt there were Rubies and Emeralds of moſt orient brightneſs, as alſo all other ſorts of x 
ſtones that eirher are eſteemed or deſired for their beautic or price. Near unto this laby- 
rinth from the one end unto the other, there were certain corded plates in the middle like 
uato a Rhombus or Loſenge, upon which there were certain pieces of Cryſtal and Amber, 
. enchaſed and placed the one by the other in equal diſtance, and proportion: which gave a 
marvellous contentment to whomſoever beheld the ſame; The Chapters of the feet were 
made after the form of a Lily; the leaves whereof bent themſelves under the Table,where- 
as otherwaies the ſtalke ſeemed to be ſtrerched out ſtraight. The baſe of the ſame was an 
hands breadth large, adorned with a Carbuncle inevery part. The breadth thercof was 
eight fingers, on which all the plate of the feet was ſtaied ; and on every one of them was | 
there engraven by curious workmanſhip, Ivi# and Vine branches loaden with cluſters of 
grapes,ſo made tolite,that they ſeemed to be very grapes indeed For the whole was fo ſub- 
, Ulc and dclicate,that when the wind blew, the workmanſhip waved and was carried up on 
high; ſo that «x ſeemed that theſe fruits were rather natural, then counterfeited by arr. The 
work was made after a new faſhion, as it it confiſted of thiee pieces : and notwithſtanding it 
was ſo well ſhut and cloſed together,thar the ſeams and joynts might nor any waycs be (cen: 
The thickneſs of the Table was noleſs then half a cubic. 
Sce here vvhatthis preſent vyas, which chrough intire affeion the King preſented: vvhere- 
in the price of the ſtuff, the diverſitie and beautic of the vyorkmanſhip, and the excellency M 
of the engraving vvas accompliſhed in perfe&ion. Moreover in this he ſo far exceeded him- 
ſelf ro perform ſo much, tat if it might not ſurpaſs the other vvhich vyas already inthe- 
Temple, at leaſtwiſe in art, nevy invention and excellency of proje&, ir might be far more 
excellent and admirable. He gave beſides this, two veſſels of gold, ſcaled fromthe botrom 
Two golden 25 far as the half part of the Cup; and befides that, inriched with divers precious ſtones 
anding cups. Curiouſly and divaſly enchaſed, And inthe midſt of them there was a labyrinth a cubit 
high,made of all ſorts of precious ſtones, and at,the foot thereof were ingraven ſpires, after 
the manner of twigs, and faſt by them a certain fold like unto a net made im oval faſbion, 
that aſcended cvenuntothe brims. The midſt thereof was filled with little rargers, of ihe 
greatneſs of tour fingers, made of precious ſtones, and round about the edges 4 
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lilies, ivy lowers, and vines with their cluſters of grapes engraven round, about, This was 

the beautie and excellency of hole ewo Cups, each of them containing tiwentie and foure 
pints, There were allo others made of filyer, ſo tranſparent, as if they had been of the pureſt 
Cryſtal,thorow waich all chings that were put into them, were naturall and manifeſtly dit- 
covered. He cauſed alto thirty ewers to be made ,in which all the gold that was not covered 
with precious ſtones, was ſhadowed with Ivie leaves, and vine branches moſt curiouſly en- 
eraven-and all theſe things were not only miraculouſly wrought by the, wondertull cunning 
of the workmen; but were in like (ort ſeconded by an ambicious diligence of the King, who 
thinking it not enough that withoutgg parfimony he had undertaken the charge, did often- 
times(forſaking his moſt ſerious ) viſite the ſhops, and examine the works; and that 
which more and-more increaſed their diligence, was, for that they ſaw him ſointenc upon 
the buſine(s, which made them the moreearneſt upon their work, 

And theſe were the preſents which were ſent by ts King 'to be dedicated in the Te.n- 
ple of Jeruſalem. Al-which being conſecrated and laid up inthe Temple by the high Pricſt 
Ekagar, atter he had greatly honoyred thoſe char brought chem thither, and delivered into 
their hands cercain preſents tobe tendered in his behalt anto' the King, he difiniſſed and 
ſent them back again. No ſooner werethey arrived in Alexandria,bur the King (having ao- 
rice thereof, and how the ſeventy two Elders were come with then) he ſent toleek out his 
Embaſſadours, Andrew and Ariſteus, who came and preſented him with letters from the 
high Prieſt Eleazar, and anſwered him toall that which he demanded of them face to face, 
And being defirous to communicate withrhe Elders chat came from JerulYem to expound 
and interpret the Law, he contrary to his ordinary cuſtome and manner diſmiſled al} choſe 
thac re(orted thither tor their particular affairs,to whom hewas accuſtomed to give audience 
every fitth day z 3ST was his ordinary manner allo to:give monethly iacisfaion ro-torrain 
Embaſſadours. Having therefore for thar time diſnnfled them, he kept thoſe by him whom 
F/eagar had fent unto him, who comingto his preſence (accompanied with thoſe preſents 
which the high Prieſt had delivered them to preſent amtohim, wich the Origiaall wherein 
the Lawwas written withgolden letters).he asked-them where their books were: and they 
ditcovering and opening them,ſhewed them unto him. After the King had ſeen them, he was 
very mach aſtoniſded, to ſee the membranes and parchments ſo delicate, and to behold che 
whole torm thereot ſo perfe&tly conjoyned,that it was impoſſible to diſcover” the ſeams - and 
he cold them that he gave them thanks, for that they were come unto him, and more great 
thanks uato.him,that he had ſent them, and the greateſt and moſt ſpeciall rhanks unto God, 
who was the Author of cheſe lawes, Whereupon the-Elders and thole :hat aſſiſted chem, 
cried our altogether, and wiſhed that all good hap might betall che king - who through the 
exceſhve joy that he conceived, burſt out into tears : For n«turally extreem joy and moſt 
grievous ſadneſs have like effetFs, Atter he had commanded that theſe books ſhould be com- 
micred to their truſt, who were depurted to that ofhice,at length he ſaluted the Elders, telling 
them that ic was very behoovetull tor him firſt of all codebate with them upon the matter, 
to which intent he had ſent for them;and atterwards co give them entertainment:Ia a word, 


p he confeſſed unto chem, that their acceſs was fo gratetull unto him,that he promiſed them,

ſolong time as he lived, he would every yeer renew and honour the memory of the lame, 
(and by good hap it was the very ſame day wherein he overcame Antigonws by Sea, ) His 
pleaſure was alio, that they ſhould be his gueſts, and he cauſed divers goodly lodgings to be 
aligned them under the Caſtle. 

Nicanor likewiſe, who had the charge to entertain ſtrangers,commanded Dorothew (who 
was ordinarily imployed in the ſame) to prepare for every one of them ſuch things, as were 
neceſlary for their diet and entertainment. For ſo was it ordained by the King, that in every 
Citie that bad any parcicularity in their manner of life, there ſhould be a Commiſlary ap- 
pointed to provide for forriners that arrived in chat place, to the intent they might be in- 
treated according to their cuitomes : intending thereby, that their-entertainment ſhould be 
the more agreeable unto them, and that they might be the leſs tired with forrain novelties, 
This cuſtome of his was putin praice at this time by Deyothess care and exatt diligence, 
whoin his own perſon diſpoſed all that which was neceſſary for that hoſpitalitie. He pre- 
pared two places to banquet in,in two feverall parts (according as the King had commanded 
lum) io that ſome of them might fit on either (ide of hins thereſt might be placed acer 
unto iis Table, omitting nothing of chat which concerned either their honour or kind of 
caterview. When they werein this ſort placed, the King commanded Dorothews to en- 
certain them in like manner, as he was wont to do thole, who repaited untohis Court from 
Jadza. Hereupon, he diſmiſſed the Egyprian Prieſt, and ochers that were wone to make 
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Sc.iprucs, bimia his fleep, that this inconvenience befell him, in that he had too curiouſly ſearched 


the ordinary prayers: which done, he commanded that one of the Elders called Eleſexs(who G 
in hike (ort was 4 Prieſt)to bleſs the Table : whereupon he ſtanding upright in the midR of 
them all, beſought God to bleſs both the King and his Subjects wich all happineſs, Where. 
upan there aroſe an applauſe and acclamarion of all men, intermixed with joytull delight . 
which being ceaſed,they fell ro their banquer, and made good cheer with that which —_ 
ſet beforethem. When the King had heid his peace fo long as he thought convenient, he 
began at laſt co play the Philoſopher, asking of every one of them certain queſtions in Phy- 
ſick, praying them to. decide and diſcuſs the ſame :and when as each of them in order had 
very pertinently aniwered to the queſiion that was propounced unto taein, the: King rogk 
oreat pleaſare cherein,and for twelve dayes ſpace he cofitinued this feaſt. Whoto defireth 
to know the queſtions that were propoſed unto them 1n particular, let him reade the bogk H 
which Ariſt<us hath written to that effeft, Ina word, the King was no onely aſtoniſhed, at 
their anſwers, but the Philoſopher Menedemus allo, who having affirmed that all things were 
adminiſtred by divine providence, and that it appeared, what the yerryue and excellency gf 
this diſcqurſe was, this queſtioning debate was finiſhed. But the King proteſted in their Pre- 
ſence, that their acceſs had infinitely contenced and inftructed him, in that by their means 
he had obtained the good hap to be informed by them how-to govern his Kingdom, Where- 


- upon he commanded that each of them ſhould have three talents given him, and that t 


might be conveyed to their lodgings. Some foure dayes after, Demetrius took.them with 
him; and-led them over, that trench of the Sea, that containeth ſeven turlongs, . and that 
bridge which covereth the Iland with the continett, and toward the Northermott end 1 
thereof, he afigned them a lodging remote from all noiſe, and fic tor contemplation: to 
which place after he had brought them, he beſoughe them, that ſince they had all choſe things 
that were neceſlary tor the interpretation of their laws, they would intend the ſame with- 
out any.diſcontinuance of the work, untill they had brought it to perfection , and they tor 
cheir parts imployed all cheir labour and diligence that was in them poſhble, to theend the 
interpretation might be exaR, intending onely and continually this labour from che morning 
untill three houres after noon - after which time they imployed the reſt of the day in their 
refetion; and to that end they were furnuſhed in all aboundance with all ſorts of viduals. 
Over and beſides, Dorothes preſented them with a part of divers diſhes, which were 
prepued. for the King : for ſo had his Majefty commanded ir, Thus every morning K 
entred they the kings Palace,and after they had ſaluted him, they retired themſelves to their 
accuſbomed place ; and after they had waſhed their hands in the ſea water, and wete purt- 
fied, they ſet them down in that manner to proceed and proſecute their tranſlation, Now 
when the law wis fully. interpreted, and.the work was fully finiſhed in the ſpace of ſeventie 
and wo dayes : Demetrizs allembled all the Jews in that place where the law had been tran- 
flated,and cauſed it to be read over in the preſence of the interpreters themſelves. Which 
done, the Aſlembly approved the Expolicien of the Interpreters ; and prayſed Demetrins, 
by whole ſuggeſtions, and invention they enjoyed ſo great a good, They requeſted likewile 
that this Expoſition thould be peruſed and over-read by the Nobles and Govyernours. After | 
this, both the Prieſt, the Elders of the Interpreters,and the Magiſtrates of the people requi- 
red,that fince this tranſlation was ſo happily atchieved,it might remain unaltered;ſo that no 
jot +30, be changed, 

W hich reſolution being allowed by all men, it was ordered, that it any man perceived any 
ching in that Tranſlation, which was either exuperant or deficient, he ſhould conſider there- 
upon and give notice thereof, to the end it might be corrected - dealing herein very dil- 
creetly, to the end that that which had once been adjudged good,ſhould continue inviolable 
tor ever, The King theretore was highly contented, ſeeing his endeavours and purpoſe in 
that behalfe ſo happily and profitably finiſhed : bur above all things, he tooke pleaſure in- 
reading of the Law, admiring at the deep conceit and wiſedome of the Law-maker, and 
began to queſtion with Demetrius, by what means it came to paſs, that neither any Poet, M 
nor Hiſtoriographer had made mention of that Eaw, notwithſtagding, that in it ſelf it was 
{0 admirable, To whom Demetrius gave this anſwer : that no man was ſo hardy to touch 
that work, by reaſon that it was Divine, and every way venerable: aſſuring him alſo, that 
certain men who had attempted to ſet their hands thereto, had been puniſhed by God: giving 
hum to underſtand, how Theopompus, intending to reduce certain contents of that Law into 
his Hiftory, had been diſtraught in mind for more then thirty dayes, and that having ſome 


F <:«k.har intermiſſion of his fit, he appeaſed God by prayer ; thereby eatily conjecturing what was 


the cauſe of his malady. Moreover, he was certified by a Viſion that appeared unto 
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g into ſacred and divine matters, ang had intended to communicate the ſame wi th prophane SAT 
men : from which enterpriſe fith he had defiſted , herecovered his right wits again. Helike- = <hge + 4 bs 
wiſe inſinuated further, that Theodeſtes the tragick Poer, intending ro make mention in lome » jo e; 2g 
of his Poems of a certain lmſtorie written in the facred Scriptures , was ſtrooken blinde , and #-4:»t,z 80, 
acknowledging the cauſe hereof to proceed from his audactous preſumption , he was reſtored KFVRY 
his ſight atter he had appeaſed Gods diſpleaſure. | | 
When the King had conſidered on thefe words, according as Demetrius had diſcourſed 
them unto him , he proſtrated himſelf on the earth , and commanded that the books thould 
be carefully kept, to the end they might continue in their pure integrity. Furchermore, he 
exhorted the Tranſlators to repair oftentimes unto him from Judea, affuring them chat in 
ſo doing , the matter would redound both to their honour and profit, telling them that for 
that time he thought good to diſmiſſe them - but when they ſhould return unto him again of 
their own motion, they ſhould obtain all that which their wiſedome deſerved, or his magni- - 
ficence might impart unto them, This ſaid , he gave them leave to depart, after he had given 1a the 
' each of them three ſeverall ſures of apparel, cwo talents of gold, and a cup that was in value King beſtowed 
worth: a talent, and-a certain bed or curious feat tofic and banquet upon, This gave he them {#90 ei 
for themſelves. But to Eleazar the high Prieſt he ſent by them ten couches , whole feet were whoic he ſenc 
of ſilver, and thexfurniturecorreſpondent , and a veſlell of thirty tatents. Ten purple robes ** -'<244:. 
likewiſe, and a magnificent Crown, and one hundred pieces of fine linen : and befides that , 
he ſent in on preſent unto the Temple , Ewers » Baſons , and two golden veſſels: beſeech- 
ing Fleazar by his letters , tharif any oneof his ſubjeQts had a will ro come unto him , he 
would permit him , affuring him that he would highly eſteem the converſation of fo learned 
men: and that he had riches which he would imploy wich great plea(ure in ſuch affairs, See 
here how Prolomey Philadelph eſteemed and honoured the Jews,

Again , when as Yeſpaſian n Amziach 
and his ſonne Tztus had conquered the world, although the Alexandrians and Antiochians continued ro 
required them , that the priviledges that the Jews enjoyed might continue no more; yer "*®? 
could they not obtain the ſame. Whereby the humanitie and valour of the Romans may 
appear, and in eſpeciall of Yeſpefianand Titus, that notwithſtanding they had been (o tra- 
velled by the warres of the Jews, and were ſo bitterly incenſed againſt them, for that they 
had not by laying down their arms ſabmitted themſelves , but had continued warre againſt 
them to the uttermoſt ; yet deprived they them not of their fore-ſaid priviledges , but ſur- 
mounted their diſpleaſure, which they had long before conceived againſt them : and in like 
ſort had not regard to the requeſt of two ſo puiſſant cities , as Alexandria , and Antioch were: 
In ſuch ſort as they granted nothing in favour of them, neither ordained any thing in dista- 
vour of thoſe whom they had overcome in warre , to the intent ro aboliſh one onely jot of 
thoſe priviledges which they had in times paſt ; bur ſaid that they that had reſiſted them by 
arms, and who had been overcome, were ſufficiently puniſhed tor their obſtinacy : and as 
touching thoſe that had not committed any offence , they ſaw no reaſon to deprive them of 
their rights and prerogatives. We know likewile , that Marcus Azryppa was of the ſame opt- 
mon, 35 touching the Jews, For whereas the Tonians were ſediciouſly bent againſt them , 
anc beſought Agryppa that it might be onely lawfull for them to make uſe of the priviledge , 
which Antiochus Seleucus Nephew (whom the Greeks intituled by the name of G94 ) had 
S1vcn them, requiring that if the Jews were of their bloud , they might be tied to adore the 
lame gods which the Lonians worthipped: When as therefore this matter was referred to the

witched with money, that for the love of the {ame he could have the patience to ſee his 

countrey inhazard, and behold his citizens alſo ſuffer all that which cruelty could infli4 

upon them ; he counſelled him to repair unto the King, and to require him to beſtow the 

whole or the half of thg tribute upon him. Hereunto 0x:as anſwered,that he would no more 

execute the government, and thar it it were poſlible tor him, he was ready to give over the 

Prieſthood , and that therefore he would not repair unto the King, becauſe he was not any 

waies mooyed with theſe occurrences. Whereupon Foſeph asked him, if he would permit 

him in the peoples behalf ro go Embailadour untoPtolomey. Whereunto 0nias anſwered that 

he gave him free keave.Upon this occaſion Foſeph went up inco the Temple, and ſummoned 

the people to a generall aſſembly, exhorting them to be no wayes troubled, and to conceive 

no fear through the negligence of his uncle 0x:a5,requeſting them ro be confident in heart, 

and eſtranged from all finiſter ſuſpition ; promiſing chem that he himſelf would go in Em- 

baſſage ant the King, and faithfully plead their cauſe before him, and perſwade him that 

they had committed no infolent negleR, or contempt againſt his Majeſty, Which when the 

people ynderſtood they gave Feſeph hearty thanks. Whereupon be preſently came down 

trom the Temple, and honourably entertained the Embaſladours that came from Ptolomey, 

and having preſented them with gitts of great price, and feaſted them magnificently for 

many dayes, he lent them back to their Prince;aſſuring them that he would in perſon tollow 

them. And the rather was he incited to this journey, hecauſe the Embaſſadour had perſwa- 

ded him to-repair into Egypt, under ſuch aſſurance, that he would obtain all his xequefts at 

Ptolopreys hands; the rather tor that he was wonne with the young mans free ſpirit rnd noble 

encertaminent. , 

is nes Aſlogn as the Embaſladour returned into Egypt, he certified the King of 9»za5 ingrati- [ 

Enbaſladour tude,and Foſepbs humanity-certitying him that he would come in perſon to entreat pardon

At that yery time it chanced that the Princes, and governours of Phoenicia and Syria 

repaired thither to buy their tributes : for the King was accuftomed every yeer to ſell them 

to the men of moſt reſpect in every City: Thele meeting with Joſeph on the way, began to 

mock at his baſenefle and poverty, Bnt when he came to Alexandria, and had intelligence M 

that the King was at Memplus, he ſet forward and w:nt out to meet him. When as there® 

tore the King, accompanied with the Queen and 4thenion his friend, who had diſcharged 

the place of Embaſſadour in Jeruſalem, came riding onward in his chariot, 4thenion (who 

had been honourably entertained by Tofeph) perceiving him upon the way, certified the 

King, that it was be, of whom he had ipoken upon his recurn from Jeruſalem : proteſting on 

hs behalt chat he was both a goed and honourable young man. Whereupon Prolomey em- 

braced him above the reſt, and made him mount his chariot. Where he was no looner 

ſeated; but the King began to accuſe 0xias for that which he had committed. But 7oſeph 


ſaid uato him, Pardon tum, O King, and have reſpect to his old yeers.

As toon as the king came back to Alexandria, the Lords of Syria ſeeing Foſeph fitting 
near unto the King, were lore ditpleated: and the day drawing near wherein they were to 
receive the aſſurance of their tribute, they that were of the greateſt reckoning in their coun- 
trey farmed the ſame ; {o thar che tributes of Caeloſyria, Phoenicia, Judea, and Samaria, 
amounted together toeight chouſand calents. Whereupon Foſeph ariting, blamed the far- 
B mers, for that th ey had plotted amongſt themſelves co beat down the price of the tributes. 
promiſing to give the double; and that he would likewite returg the torteicures that wers 
levied upon the goods of ſuch as offended ; which were tarmed cogether with the tributes, ,,,...:,.... 
The King gaveear to this diſcourle of his with great content, and ſaid, that he approves «+ Calvin 
che ſale of theſe tributes unto Foſep/,who in this ſort augmented his revenue, When as there- ©mincd © 
fore he was demanded whether he could give ſureties? he made him an{wer with a bold cou- "*rY 
rage: O King (faid he) I will give thee ſuch pledges as are both worthy and honourable, and 
ſuch as you cannot miſtruſt. When as theretore the King inſtanced him to produce them : 1 
vill (fad he) O King, preſent thee tor ſureries, thy (elf, and the Queen thy wite, that one 
c of you may be 2 {urety tor me to the other. Prolomey (miliag hereat, granted him the farm 
ot the tribute, without further ſurety. This tavour of his diipleaſed rhote Governours of the 
Cities that were come into Egypt, in that they ſaw themſelves contemned and conſtrained 
to return with thame unto their houſes, Lur Foſeph obtained 2000, tootimen from the King; 
to the end toenforce the tribute from thole Cities, who were negligent in their payments: 
and after he had borrowed five hundreth talents of the Kings friends in Alexandria, he de- 
parted into Syria. | 
As ſoon as he came to Aſcalon, he demanded the payment of the tribute at the citizens 
hands, which they not onely refuſed to perform,but moreover upbraided him with injurious 
words. For which cauſe laying hold on about ſome twenty of the Principals among them, he 
Þ put them to death: and having gathered their ſubſtances rogether, he ſent the King ſome 
thouſand calents, certit ying him of that which he had done. Ptolomy admiring at his wil- 
dome, and allowing of his execution, permitted him to diſpoſe of all things at his pleaſure. 
The Syrians underſtanding hereof,were ſore abaſhed ; and perceiving that the Aiſcalonites 
were {lain by Foſeph, through the ſeverity of his juſtice and their diſobedience, they opened ohne oof E 
him the gates, and received him willingly, and paid him their tributes. Whereas alſo the opp 
Scythopolitages in way of contamacie refuſed to lay down, according to order, their ac- punited tor 
cuſtomed tributes, he ſlew the chiefeſt amongſt them: the confiſcation of whoſe goods he CITE 
ſent unto the King. When as therefore he had gathered much filver, and made great gains 
ot the purchaſe of the tributes, to the intent to eſtabliſh and make his power ot more con- 
tinuance, he liberally employed his gettings , conſidering with himſelf, that it was a- part of 
wiſdome to keep and entertain his good hap, by thoſe riches which he himſelt had gocten: 
Por he {ent many- preſents both to the King and Queen , and Heſtowed liberal bounty 
both on their familiars and favourites, and alſo on all thoſe which had any authority, credit 
or tavour in the Court, to winne and bind them unto him by his benevolence, And in this 
tclicity of his continued he the term of twenty tv7o years ; during which time he was the 
father of ſeven children by one wife, and of another called Hircanus, whom he begot |

know which of his children had the ripeſt judgment, and underſtanding ; he ſent tliem one 
after another to thoſe Maſters, who were moſt renowned for Science in that time; bur all of 
tl en returned back unto him rude, and illiterated, by reaſon they were negligent and idle, 
Whe: eupon, he fent Hircanxs the youngeſt of them after all the reſt, into a deſart place di. 
Tant from the high way ſome ſeven dayes journey, and gave him with him three hundreth 
couple of oxen, to ſowe the groundin that barren place, hiding from him before his depar. 
ture the yokes that (ſhould couple them together. 

When as therefore he came unto the place,and perceived that the yokes were miſling, he 
asked 1dvice of ſome of the husbandmen: who counſelled him to fend ſome one back unto 
his father to terch the couples. But he ſuppoling chat he ought not to lole ſo much time a; 
would be ſpent in ſending back a meſſenger, deviſed a cunning eypedient ſtratagem, more 
then might be expected trom one of his years. For he cauſed ten couple of oxen to be (lain, 
and diſtributed the fleth amongſt his workmen, and made them cut the skinnes, and taſhion 
couples thereof, and having yoked his oxen, he cauſed the land to be manured, according 
to his fathers direction;and afterwards returned home unto him. V Vho loved him the mare 
intirely, by reaſon of his wiſdome, and the ſubtilty of his underſtanding , praiſing beſices 
that his relolution and execution, eſteeming him the more, for that he was his onely crue 
fonne;to the general diſcontent of the reſt. 

_ Jophſend- VVhen as therefore news was brought unto Foſeph,chat abour that time King Ptolomty was 
Homo Dlefled with 2 young ſonne, and how all the chicteſt Lords of Syria,and the Countries unde: x 
Puulomcy. his obeyſance, repaired to Alexandria in great pomp to celebrate the birth day ot the Kings 

ſonne ; he being of himle!t unable (by reaſon of his age) to repair thither, he (ounced hrs

Ar/07 percelving that the King held himſelf ſatisfied, and that he was like 
ro have no aſhſtance at his hands, delivered Hircanus the thouſand talents, and by this mcans 
was he ſet at libertie, Some three dayes after, Hircanus came and faluted both the King and 
Queen; who entertained him graciouſly, and feaſted him kindly, for the affeRion ſake which 
zhey bare unto his father. He privily enquiring among the Merchants, bought one hundred 

young lads well lettered, and in the flower of their age, paying a talent for every one; an 
che like number of Virgins for lo many calents. Being thereforeinvited to a banquet by the 
King, with all che Princes and other Lords, he was placed beneath them all,becaulc that (by 
reaſon of his young Yyeers) they that aſſigned the places, according to every mans dignitie, 
made {mall account of him. Now when as all the gueſts, atter they had eaten their meats,

upon the birth of his ſon £ Who told him that ſome of them would give twelve Talents, would give, 
and other ſome that were in dignitie, would preſent. them according to their abilitie, $\7 1. 
Whereupon Hircanus made a ſhew of diſcontent, in that he wanted power to offer (uch A tor whi.h he 
preſent, pretending that he had no more but five Talents. All which theſe ſervants preſently pnas en <oo 
reported to theit Maſters : who were very joyfull thereat, for che hope they had conceived ;.,,,uq. 
that Foſeph ſhould be blamed, and would offend the King through the abjeAtneſs of his pre- 
ſent, Now when the day of the ſolemnity was come, and they likewiſe that pretended to 
preſent the King moſt magnificencly,offered no more then tiwenty Talents : Hircanns pre- 
ſented the nb young Lads he had bought to the King, and the Virgins unto Cleopatra : 
tor whom he had paid a Talent by the pow]. At this unexpeRed magniticence of his gitt, all 
men were amazed : but beſides this, he gave gifts of divers Talents to the King and Queens 
tavourites and ſervants,and their attendants; whereby he warranted himſelt from the danger 
that might tall unto him by their means. For the brothers of Hrrcanus had written unto 
them to marther him, Ptolomey was highly delighted in the great magnificence of this 
young man, and willed him to ask whatſoever gift he beſt liked at his hands. Bur he requi- 
re: 0 other thing, but that it would pleaſe the king torecommend him by his letters, to his 

arner and brethren. When as theretore the king had ſingularly bonoured hun, and had 
given him many bountitull rewards,he wrote unto his father and brethren, and all his Go- 
vernours, and Commaiſlaries, and 1n that fort fent him away.

fathers, and the ſervice of God, let him follow me : and thus ſaid, he ſuddenly recired him- Mauhias with 
C ſelt into the defart with his ſons, leaving the Borough utterly diſpoſleſled. The reſt doing Þ's tons therh 
the like, retired themſelves intothe delart, with their wives and children, and made their EE 
habitation in certain caves. The Kings Captains having intelligence hereof, gathered thoſe = 
forces that were at that time in the Cittadel of Jeruſalem, and purſued the Jews into the 
deſart, And having overtaken them, they laboured firſt of all, ro make them ſubmut chem- 


ſelves, and to make choyce of that which ſtood with cheir prohr, rather then to indanger S 


themſelves, and inforce them to chaſtile their diſobedience, with blood in war. But the 
Jewsreſpeed them not a whit, but contradicted them in their demands, who had already 
concluded and reſolved among themſelves, rather to dye then commit ſuch an impiety : For 
which cauſe they (who omitted no opportunity) aſlailed the Jewes on a Sabbath day, and 
D burned them within their caves, whoneither refiſted their enemies, nor ſo much as cloled 
up the mouthes of cheir caves: And theretore abſtained they trom all defence by rea'on 
of the day, reſolving with themſelves, in no ſort to violate the Sabbath day ( tor we are 
commanded to ceaſe trom all labour on that day).

For which cauſe, after he had aflembled all the forces that he had, and beſides them hired 
certain apoſtate, or fugitive Jews, he marched forth againſt das, and came as far as Be- 
thoron a village in Jewry, where he incamped, Fudas alſo came out to meet with him, de- 
terimining with himſelt co bid him battel: and ſeeing that his Souldiers would hardly be 
drawn out to fight (both by reaſon of their inequality of number, as alto for that they had 
,» Eaten no meat, but had faſted a long time) he encouraged them, ſaying, That the meanes 
,» £0 obtain vitory, and to have the upper hand over their enemies, conſiſted not in the great- 
, tcfle of cheir number, bur in their devotion towards God: whereof they had a moſt evi- 
,» dent example in their foretathers,who had oftentimes defeated with a ſmall number of men, M 
,» Uivers thouſands of their enemies, becauſe they tought tor Juſtice, for their Law, and for 
{heir Children: tor the greateſt force (ſaid he) that a man may have, is to be innocent and 
w:thout injury. By thele words perſwaded he his Souldiers, ſo that without any fear of che 
muititude of their enemies, they all rogerher ran upon Sersn, and encountring with him, 
they diicomfited the Syrians, Hor their Chieftain being ſlain, all the reſt betook them to 
tizcir hee's, in which thing onely conſiſted the ſatety of their lives. Fudas therefore, pur- 
{ſuing them as tar as the champain,flew abour eight hundreth of rhem, The reſt ſayed chem- 


{elves in thoſe quarters that bounded upon the Sea.

time, Bur after the muſter of his Army, when he truly found chat his treaſure failed him, 
and that he was in great ſcarcity of money (for all his tributes were not truly paid him, be- 
cauſe the Nations were rebellious) being likewlle in his own nature a man of great and mag- 
nificent ſpirit, that could not be contented with that which he chen had, he reſolved firit 
of all to go into Perſia, ro gather his tributes, He therefore letr the charge of his affures , 
with Lyſtas (a man very much eſteemed by him, and juch a one as governed all the Countrey — 
from Euphrares, as far as the borders of Egypt, and the lower Alta) giving him likewiſe a Þ'> kingdane, 
part of his Army and ſome of bis Elephants. To him had che King given charge to ſee his { vn? 20d 
ſon Antiochus well and carefully crained up, untill his recurn : commanding him expreſly, ca g« depare- 
that when he had conquered Judza, he thould make the Inhabitants chereot his flaves, and &* 0 Per- 
ſell them to thoſe that would give moſt, and deſtroy Jerutalem, and utterly abokth chat race. Jy 
The King having given this charge to Lyſs4s, led forth tus Army towards the Countrey of 
Perſia, in the hundred fourty and teventh year : and after he had paſled Euphrates, he mar-

As for Lyſias, he choſe Prolomey the fon of Dorymens, Nicanor and Gorgias (men of great CWAGIN

followers, telling them that it concerned them to fight, notwithſtanding they ſhould be nz- 
ked : for although they were in that eſtate, yer God (who took pleaſure in the greattieſſe 
of their courage) had already given them the victory againſt a number of armed touldiers; 
and ſuddenly he commanded the 6s a0 to ſound, fo that ruthing in upon his enemies on 
the ſudden, he diſmayed them, and diſcomtorted their hearts, And atrer he had flain divers zx 
of them who reſiſted, and put all the reſt ro flight, he purſued them as tar as Gadara, and 
Jada veer. INE Plains of Idumza, of Azot, and of Iamnia. In this encountry there died about ſome 
comerh Lyſias three thouſand of the enemie. Notwithſtanding, Fndas would nor permit lis ſouldiers as 
army, yet totake the benefit of the ſpoile, becauſe they were as yet to fight againſt Gorgzas and 
his Army, aſluring them, that as ſoon as they had valiantly executed the lame, it ſhould be 
l:wful for them to make their bootie, without fear, beeauſe they thould have no turther ene- 
mies, either to fear or expect. | 
Whileſt he ſpake in this ſort unto his ſouldiers, they that were with Gorgr.44, diſcovering 
from the top of a certain hill, perceived that the army that was lett bevind chem, was pur to 
Aight , and that their camp was on fire: for alchough they were far off, yer did the tmoak 
aflure them of the ſame. When theſe men underſtood that the matter had taln our in this 
ſort,and perceivedFudas and his fellows in bactel ray expecting their coming, they feared,and 
Judas gathe- berook them to flight, When as therefore Fudas perceived that Gorg1as £1 00ps were dif- 
rcth a uge  comfited, without ſtroke ſtricken, he went out to gather the pillage ; and atrer he had got- 
rt ren together great ſtore of gold, filyer, ſcarlet, and purple, he returned to his dwelling 
Lyſia once Place with joy, praiſing God tor their happy ſuccefle: for this victory did not a little ad- 
more invadeth yantage them, towards the attainment of their liberty. But LZyſas being confuſed at the dif- 
. 3n* comficure of thoſe whom he had ſent, aſſembled another army of almoſt chreeſcore chou- 
thouſand of his ſand choſen men,and five thouſand horſemen to invade Judza. After he had therefore made 
ſeuldicts. his entry by the Mountaines, he incamped in Bethſura, a village of Judza, | 
was having knowledge thereof, came forth againſt him,accompanied v7ith cen thouſand 
men; and diſcovering the number of his enemies far to exceed his (after he had belought 
God by prayer that it would pleaſe him co fight with him) he charged the vantguard of the 
enemy with ſo great force, that he diſcomficed them, and flex about ſome five thouſand of 
them,leaving the reſt in great fear. Lyſas knowing the reſolution of the Jeivs,and how they 
were preſt to die, except they might hve inlibertie ; on the other ſide redoubting their de-

& Je um back to Antioch: where he {ojourned, hiring many forraign ſouldiers,to make a greater arm 
The year of te 2d preparation to invade Jewry withall. After that Antrochus Captains had been diſcomh- 
weld, 38c1. ted lo many times, Fadas aſſembled che people together, and told them, Thar after they had [ 
— ond its. 14>, Ootained (0 many victories through the mercy of God, it behoved them to aſcend up unto 
+ agg Jeruſalem, and co purifie the Temple that was deſolated , and to offer thoſe ſacrifices ordai- 
ned by the Law. Aſcending therefore thither wich a muiritude of people,he found the Tem- 
ple delart, and the gates thereot burned, and grafſe growing within the ſame, through de- 
ſolation. Being therefore confuſed with fo pittous a ſpectacle, he began to weep with 
thole that accompanied him: And having cholen our certain of his beit ſouldiers, he com- 
mance:{ them to enforce the garriton that were in the tortrefle ; whiles he himſelf purged 
the Temple. Which command of his being exa&ly and reſolutely fulfilled, he ſent tor new 
veſlels, 2 candleſtick, a cable, an altar of incenle,all mae of gold. He put alſo veils or hang- 
ings to the doors, accuſtomed to be (pread abroad; and tet gates to the Temple. And having M 
thrown down the altar of burnt-offerings, which had been prophaned by Aatiochw, he buil- 
ded anevy of all ſorts of ſtones, neither hewen,nor hammered,according to art. Th: five and

ſpace of eight dayes the rebuilding ot the Temple thould be folemmi-ed, with the ceremo-

and builded high towers thereon, in which he planted garriſons againſt the incurtions ot 
the enemies.

Theie did he en- 
counter with and overcome, and took their City of Tazor, and burned it, and led away their 
wives and children into captivity,and afterwards returned into Iudza. The neighbouring na- 
tions hearing of his departure, aſlembled themlelves together in Galaad againſt the Tews, 
D Who inhabited the frontiers of Galaad ; who having retired themlelves to the fort of Dachic- 
ma,ſent letters unto F«das,giving him to underſtand, that T:mothers intended to ſurprize the 
place whereunto they were retreated, and requeſted him to deliver them from this danzer, 
And whileſt he was reading of theſe letters;certain meſlengers came unto him out of Galilee, EIS 
giving him to underſtand that they were aflaulced by the inhabitants of Prolemais, Tyre, (us chap.

Uo as bethinking himſclt of that which belt concern:d bim inthcferwo nr-

Timothy and his army ; and atraining the ſame about che mornings brie,he ſurpriſed the ene- 
my at ſuch time as they were raiſing their ladders to ſcale the walls, and addrefled their en- 
g1ns for battery : whereupon he cauſed the trumpet to be ſounded, and after he had encoy- 
raged his people to fight valiantly and faithfully for their kinſmen and friends being in greac 
danger, and had diſtributed his forces into three barralions, he. ſer upon the enemies rere- 
ward. Tzmothews fouldiers perceiving that it was Machabeus, whoſe valour and good hap 
they had already approved to their great loſſe, they wichout delay rook themſelves tg 
fAight, But Iudas with his army followed atter them and flew about eight thouland of them 
and marching toward Malla (a citie of the enemies)he ſurpriſed the ſame, and and ley all the 
men therein, and afterwards conſumed it with fire, After this, departing thence, he took 
and deſtroyed Chaſpoma, Boſor, and divers other places in Galaad. 

Anon atter Trmothie levied another great army, and drew out with him all his allies to his 
ſuccour, and a number of Arabians,whom he had hired for wages:with this army of his paſ- 
ſed he the flood, and encamped neer unto a town called Rapha, exhorting his ſouldiers to 
behave themſelves like valiant men againſt their enemies the Jews, and to hinder their paſ- 
ſage over the ſtream : forerelling them, that if they ſhould win the paſſage, both he and his 
were aſſured of the worſt. 7udas underſtanding that Timotheus was prepared to fight, took 
with him all his torces, and marched haſtily againſt the enemy, ſo that having paſled the 
river, he ſet upon them, killing divers of them thar refilied, and grievouſly affrighring the 
cit, who caſting away their arms, were conſtrained to flie, There were ſome of them, who 
ſaved themſclves by (wittneſs of toot:and ſome alſo, who retired themſclvecs into a temple 
called Carnain,where they were in hope to be ſccured and > to eſcape : but after that Fad 
had taken in the Ciry where the teraple was, he flew then, and burnt the ſame, enforcing 
his enemies 19 ſufter divers and dreadful forts of death. After this execution, he led away 
with him from Galazd all che Jews, their wives and children, and ſubſtance, and brought 
them with him untoJudza. When as therfore he drew near unto the town of Ephron, which 
was ſ(cituate directly in his way, ſo that it was impoſſible for him to march any other _ 
or return home, except they levelled their way (which they refuſed to do) he ſent Embaſla- 
dors to the inhabirants topray them ro open theirgates, and to gtant him free paſſage tho- 


row their City. For they had made Barricadoes of ſtones to cut off the paſſage. When as x 


therefore the Ephronites would give no car unto him, he beſieged their ciry tor a day and 
a nights ſpace, and took and burned the ſame, and ſlew all the men that were therein ; and 
afrerwarCcs drew onwards on his way; and fo great a number was there of thoſe that were 
{lain, that he marched upon the bodics of dead men. 

After they bad paſt Jordan, they came into a great Plain, wherein the City of Bethſan 
(by the Greeks called Scythopolis) confronted their eyes 4 from whence they departed and 
came into ludz3 with joy and gladneſs, ſinging and praiſing God, and ufing their accuſto- 
med paſt:mes and fongs of victory. This done, he offered up ſacrifices of thankſgiving for 
their happy ſuccels, and the ſafety of his army ; tor thar in all choſe batrels and encounters 
he had not loſt one Iew. 

In the mean while ewo Captains,to wit, Foſeph the ſon of Zachary,and AFartas, who were 
let: for the garriſon of Iudza (whil'ſt Simes went into the countrey of Galilce againſt thoſe 
of Ptolematis,:nd Fudas and Fonathay his brother were in Galaad againſt the Ammonites) 
deſirous alſy tor their part to obrain the honour and reputation of valiant men of war by 
ſome notable exploit,took their forces, and went towards Iamnia. Againſt theſe iſſued out 
Gorgias, who was Governour in that place, and charged them in ſuch ſort, as the Iews loſt 
ſome two thouſand men, and fled as far as the marches of Indza. This miſchicf fell upon 
them, becauſe they had diſobeyed Fudas commandement, who had prohibited thera to fight 
with any bctore his return. For beſides many other projets of his warlike prudence, this 
to be wondred at,chat he foreſaw that if they ſhould attempr any thing contrary to his cont 
mand,they ſhould have but bad ſticceſs therein. Fudas and his brethren making war againſt 
the Idumzans,gavethem noreſpit,but continually charging them on every ſide : they took 
allo the City of Chebron, and deſtroyed all the fortifications in the ſame,and burge tbe tow- 
crs, ſpoiling all che countrey of the enemies, and razed the City of Mariffa likewſg, Aftcr- 
wards coming to Azor,they took and ſpoiled ir,and carried away a great quantity of booty 
from thence, and returned back into Iudza in ſafety , joyful of their vieory.

And tor that the inhabitants \amcfully 
thereof were neither — with his approach, nor terrified with his fiege , but ſuſtained ei 
the ſame valiantly , he failed of his purpoſe. For they drave him from their City, and ſallying a wo? 
out upon him, they purſued him ſo hotly,that he fled back to Babylon, and lott a great nums The 3/4" of the 
ber of his men, Whileſt chus he was diſcomfited , tor that he had been truſtraced ot his hope, yo ; 
news was brought him of the overthrow of his Captains, whom he had let ro war againſt the »i44y,r62, 
Jews , and how they of Jewry were now the ftronger , and had the upper hand. This trouble K&S 
ſeconding his former diſcontent, he was ſurprized with deſpaire, and fell ſick; which ſickneſle +7 rower co 
aggravated with other accidents , increaſed in ſuch ſort, that he knew well he ſhould die: and dened wich 
tor that cauſe he called for his moſt familiar friends , and certified «hem , that his ficknefſe <5,tallech 
was violent and deſperate, and that he was ſeized with ſuch affliction , tor that he had tor- polybius Me- 
mented the people of the Jews , and deftroyed their Temple, committed horrible ſacriledge, galopolicanc 
and contemned the reverence of God - and whileſt thus he {pake unto them , he gave up the mo _ _ 
ghoſt, So that I wonder at Polybius the Megalopolitane (whos otherwaies praiſe-worthy) for licknedle. 
that he writeth that Aztiochus died, tor that he would have ſpoiled the temple of Diana 1n the 
countrey of Perſia, For ith he had onely intended to commit ſacriledge, but had not effeed 
ic, he merited not to ſuffer puniſhment tor the ſame. And it it ſeemeth good unto Polybiys,, 
that Antzochus was puniſhed by death for this occaſ1on, it is farre more likely to be true, that ST 
his death befell him tor the ſacriledge he had commicted in the Temple of Jeruſalem, Bur our JG 
purpoſe 15 not to argue againſt thoſe that maintain , that Polybius realons are of greater truth

le. They therefore beſought the King chat it would pleaſe him to fit in judgement , with Mr} Pg 
the aſſiſtance of his friends , to hear thetr allegations in this behalf, and co condemne the w uw y x50. 
arty unto death , who ſhould be found faulty in his proceſle. Now the advocates which Lgwwvw 
pleaded for the Samaritans , were Sabbeus and Theodeſius: and Andronicus the ſonne of Neſ- © 
lem defended the cauſe of thoſe of Je.uſalem, and the other Iews. And both of them ſwore 
thby God and the King , that they would bring cheir proves according to the law , be- 
ſceching Prolomey tO adjudge him to dea.h, whom he jhould finde co have falſified his oath. 
The King theretore (ate down with his friends , both to hear the cauſe , and derermine upon 
their differences. But the Iews of Alexandria iwere lore moved and diipleaſed againſt chem , 
chat had drawa the preeminence of the Temple in Teruſalem into queſtion , and were highly 
diſcontent that a Temple ſo ancient and famous, and ſo eſteemed and h@nvuared thorow the 
whole world, ſhould in ſach ſort be diſgraced. When as therefore the day of audience was 
come, Sabbeus and Theodoſius ſuffered Andronicus to declaim firſt : who began to approve the 
lawfuloeſſe , holineſſe, and religion of the Temple in Teruſalem our of the Law; and by the 
ſucceſſive government of the high Prieſts, who from father to ſonne, and from hand co hand, 
had received this honour ; therein alleadging that all the Kings of Alta had honoured the 
Majeſtie of that place with preſents and rich oblations : whereas neither in record of men, nor 
courſe of antiquity , the Temple of Garizim had been in any eſtimation, By theſe and ſuch 
like words, Andronicus per{waded the King , that the Temple of Ieruſalem was builded ac- 
cording to the ordinance of Moſes, inviting him to adjudge Sabbexs and Theoddfius to death. 
This may ſuffice as touching the differences of the Iews of Alexandria , and ſuch chings as 
befell them during Prolomey Philometors time. 
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Alexander after Demetrius death honoured Tonathan greatly,

D A lexander was King of Syria, who wrote to Prolomey Philometor, requiring his daugh- r 4.11. 
ter in marriage, telling him that ic was a matter anſwerable to his dignitie, to con- - — 

tra affinitie with him, firſt, ſince he had obtained his fathers Empire by the tavour of God : mat;ch Cle- 
and next , for that he had overcome Demetrius. Prolomey yeelding a willing eare to theſe his opa42 , Prole- 
demagds, and entertaining them with great pleaſure, wrote back that he was very glad that "** RM 
he had recovered his fathers Kingdome; promiſing him to give him his daughter in marriage; 
giving him to underſtand, that he would meet him ac Prolomais , and bring his daughter 
unto him to that place ,.and there celebrate the nuptials, After he had written theſe letters , 
Prolomey made his ſpeedie repair to Prolemais, and led with him his daughter Cleopatra ; 
where meeting with Alexender (according to their appointmen) he delivered him his daugh- 

E ter, with ſuch a dowry of gold and filver , as well beſeemed his kingly magaificence, Unto 
the ſolemnifing of this marriage, Alexander by letters invited the high Prieſt 1onathan, com- 
manding him to repair unto him to Pcolemais. Where , after he was arrived , and had both 
preſented his ſervice with other magnificent preſents to both the Kings; he was highly ho- 
noured by both, inſomuch as Alexander conſtrained him to pur off his ordinarie garments , 
and to put on a purple robe, and after that to fit upon a royall Throne: commanding his 
Captains to march before him thorow theCitie;8& to command by publike edi,thac no man 
ſhould dare to ſpeak any thing againſt him , neither offer him any cauſe of diſconcent in what 
ſort ſoever. All which the Caprains performed ; ſo chat they , who purpoſely and maliciouſly 
repaired thither to accuſe him, ſeeing the honour that was done unto him by his publication, 
fled away haſtily, for fear leſt ſome miſhap ſhould befall chem. This King Alexander loved

For which cavfe I challenge thee to 
meet me in that place where we may uſe our ſwords and no ſtones; and where tlie yah- 
quiſhed ſhall have no advantage by his flight, 7oxathan whetted by this breter meſſage, choſe 
out ten thouſand of his beſt {ouldiers , and departed from Jerufalem accompanied with his 
brother Simon, and came unto Joppe , and encamped without the City (becauſe che citizens 
had ſhut the gates againſt him ) for they had a garriſon planted in that place by #pelownir. 
Burt as ſoon as he addreſſed himſelf to batter the Cite , the inhabitants were afraid , for fear 
leſt he ſhould ſurpriſe the ſatne by force , and for that caufe they opened him che yu Apol- 
lanivs uncerfongung that Joppe was taken by 1Jon4then , he took three thouland horſemen, 
and eight thouſind foottnen with him, and came into Azot; whence he departed, leading ouc 


. hisartny with a ſober march, foot by foot; and arriving at Joppe; heretired back to draw 16- 
. nathay\mc the field , aſſuring himſelf 

upon 'therti. But 70»has ifſuing out boldly, purſued Apollonies as farre 2s Azot: wh finding

ſort abaſhed to ſee the ttionſand horſemen , that Apoloxitis had laid in ambuſk neer watoa 
certain ſtream, tothe erid they ry Im charge the Jews behinde , but diſpofed his arniy it ſuch 
ſort , that his ſouldiers on every {de turned their faces upon the en-mie ; commanding his 
men to deferid themſelves on both ſides, fighting with thoſe rhg* wiiailed them eirher in the 
vantguard or the rereward. This battell continued untill evening, and 70»arhas had given his 
brother $70 a part of his forces , charging him to ſer upon the enemies batrell + as for him- |, 

elf, he drery himſelf and his (ouldiers into a form of a barralion reſembling a Tortoiſe, roche 
end thar being covered with-their bucklers, joyned the one with the other , they might beat 
off the horſemens arrows : to which all of them ſhewed themſelves obedient. The enemits 
Horſemen ſhooting all rheir arrows againſt chem , did them no harm ;, for they. pierced not 
farreas the fleſh, but lighting upon the backlers ( encloſed and faſtne& the one wirhin the 
'orher) they were eaſily beaten back and born off, and fell down being ſhot all in vai. Bur 
when as the enemies were wearied with ſhooting from berimes in che morning untill even- 
ing, and that Simos perceived they could charge'no farther, he ſet upon them with his ſoul- 
6ters ſo courtgiouſly, that he put them al toflight, The horſemen of Apolloxius perceiving 
rhar the IO0emen were difarraid, grew heartleſfe likewiſe , and wearied alto, for that they had 
fought untill che evening - and having loſt the hope that rhey hadin their footmen , they 
took their fight if great diſorder and confufion:fo that they brake'rheir ranks of themſelves, 
and were ſcattered thorow all the plain. 7onathan alſo purſued them as farre 25 Azot , and4a- 
king the City by aſſault, he ſlew divers of them , conſtraining the reſt that were in deſpair to 
flie into theTemple of Dagon, which is in Azot, and taking the Citie by aſſault, he burned it 
with the villages round about, and ſpared not the Temple of Dagon,bur burned it & all thoſe 
that were therein. The number as well of thoſe that were ſlainin the batcell, as of thoſe thac 
were conſumed by tire in the Temple, was eight thouſand men. Having therefore in this ſort 
diſcomfited this army , he departed from Azot, and marched toward Aſcalon - and as he w3s 
encamped without the City, the Aſcalonites came our unto him , and both prefenred =

About the ſame time King Ptolomey Philometor ſer out an army by ſea,and another by land Hedio & Ruf- 
£0 repair 1ntO Syria, and to {uccour his ſonne in law Alexander : and in his way all the cities =" vena pr. 
entercained him very affectionately, accoruing as Alexander hid commanded them, and con- tunes. ;vpair- 
ducted him as far as the City of Azot; in which place all of them exclaimed betore him, —— v7 
and challenged juſtice at his hand, for that the temple of Dagon was burned and deſtroyed; M197 hs tan 
accuſing Fonathan for the firing thereof, and the ſlaughter of many people therein. But in law Alexan- 
Ptelomey hearing thele accuſations, anſwered them not a word: But when Fonathan came ey 
to meet him at Joppe, he courted him with royal preſents, and all che honour that was poſh- meecth with 
ble, and after he had kept him company as far as the flood called Eleutherus, he diſmiſſed were, oy 
him, and ſent him back to Jeruſalem, When Prolomey was come to Prolemais, he hardly eſ- canes bs 
caped death, and that contrary tO all expectation by Alexanaers own com plotting, and Am- bas, | 
monius his friends mediation: Which treachery being diſcovered , Ptolomey wrote anto Las ronagaars” 
Alexander, requiring him that Ammonius might be puniſhed for his treaſon and CON{PILACIES Pro omey and 
practiſed againſt h1m , which in their natures required a ſevere and cruel punithment. Burt wee ch + 
leeing that Alexangdey delivered him not up into his hands, he conjectured and concluded, ,\;.* -. Ay 
that he himſelt was the author thereof, and conceived a hainous ditpleature againſt him. In vis: ghter 
Iike manner betore that time Alexander had offended the Antioctuans, by the means of the Fay ren 
ſaid Ammonins, who had loaden them with many wrongs and incommodittes: but in the end þ., 6 Veme- 
Ammonius was puniſhed for theſe his outragious miſdemeanors,and diſgracetully flain itke 4 trius for his 
—_— whileſt 1g a womans attire, he ſought ro hide himſelf, as we have expreſſed it in ano- y_ 
ther place. 


Ar that time Prolomey began to accuſe himſelf for beſtowing his daughter in marriage on 
Alexander, and for retuſing Demetrins to be his friend and contederate: to that he brake off 
the affinity that he had with him; and after he had withdrawn his e2nghter from him, he 
preſently ſent Ambaſſadors unto Demetriss to confirm 2 league of peace and afhnity with 
him prowuſing him to beſtow his daughter upon him in marriage, and to eſtabliſh him in lus 
tathers kingdome. Demetrius very joyful to hear of this Ambaſlage, accepted both of the 
confederation and marriage, There onely remained one difficulty for Ptolomey to (urmount, 
which was, how he might perſwade the Antiochians ip admit Demetrius, againſt whom they 
were {0 grievouſly incenſcd, for the indignities which his father Demerrius had offered them; 
but this difficulty overcame he by this means that enſuerh, The Antiochians hated Alex- 
ander, becauſe of Ammonins (15 we have expreſled heretofore) and by that means were che 
more eaſily drawn to drive him out of the City. He perceiving htmlelf to be thruſt out of 
Antioch, cameinto Cilicia, Wherenpon Prolomey came unto Antioch, and was both by the 
Citizens and ſouldiers therein proclaimed King, and was conſtrained to rake two Diadems, 
the one as King of Aſia, the other as King oft Egypt. He was a man of agentle and juſt na- 
ure, no wayes ambitious ; but tuch a one as did prudencly forecaſt what was ro eniue: ſtri- pcyome per- 
ving by all means poſſible to avoid the hatred and jedloutie of che Romanes, For which cauſe ſwaded the =

Os, But after that Antzochus had granted him leave to levie a great army out of Syria and 
Phoenicia,to fight againſt Demetrius followers, he addreſſed himſelt incontinent!ly into the 
Cities, who received him very magnificently ; yet did they not afford tum any men of war, 
Coming from thence unto Alcalon, the Citizens in honourable aray came out to meet him 
with preſents ; whom together with the Cities of Cceloſyria, he exhorted to toriake Deme- 
trius patt, and to follow Antiochas, to the end,that joyning themſelves with him,they might 
all of thein combine their forces againſt Demetrius, and take vengeance of thoſe miſchiets 
which they had oftentimes endured by his means : and which it they prudently examines, 
they had many reaſons to proſecute their revenge. After he had per{waded thelc Cities tg 
enter into confederaticn againſt Demetrius, he came to Gaza, to induce them likeiw!ie, an! 
reconcile them to Arntiochus, But he found the Gazeans to be of a farre contrary diipotition 
then that which he expedcted;for they flatly reſiſted him : and although they were intended 
to forſake Demetrius,yet would they not joyn their forces,or ſubmit the City to his govern- 
ment. For which cauſe Fonathay beſieged their City, and ipoile{ their countrey: tor with 
the one halt of his army he begirt Gaza, and with the other halt he oyer-ran the countrey, 
ſpoiling and burning the ſame. The Gazeans ſeeing thele miſeries which they were con- 
ſtrained to endure,and perceiving that no ſuccours came unto them from Demetrius ; but 
that their own overthrow was at hand, and their aſſiſtance far off: and that which was worle, 
moſt uncertain: they thought it to be the wiſeſt part for them to fortake the one,and follow

Ntiochus calling to minde the manifold loſſes he had received by Simons meanes, 
A invaded Jewry in the fourth year of his reign, an4 in the firſt of Hyrcavus go- 
hehad ſpoiled all the countrey, he locked up Hyrcanus within the City of Jeruſalem, 
which he had beſieged with ſeven camps , yet with no advantage at all, both in regard 
of the ſtrength of the walls, as in reſpec of the valour of the Citizens, as alſo the want of 
water which he had in his Campe ; which was notwithſtanding remedied by a great tall of 
-2in, which tell about the ſerting of the Pletades in the beginning-of April. On the North 
fide alſo where there 1s 4 great plain, Antiuchus cauled one hundred towers to be erected 
every one three ſtages high, on which he planted certain companies of armed (ouldiers, 
who daily tought with the beſieged, and who by che meanes of a double and deep trench; 
cook from them all their commodities. They on che other ſide made often fallies, and if 
they chanced at any time to charge the enemy on the ſudden, they made a great ſlaughter - 


pertormed any ſervice, he devided thole that were unfit tor warre, and ſent chem our of the * 


City, retaining onely thoſe with him, who were valiant and warlike. But Antiochus per- 
mitted them not to have free liberty to depart ; fo that wandring here 'and there between 
the wills and the campe, they were conſumed with tamine, and died miterably, When as

belled and conceived a deadly hatred againſt him : But Amtiochus of who.n we ſpake at this 
preſent, 72S by all mien called Devyour, becauſe of the incredible affection chat he had to the

Theſe Phariſees were one of the 
ſects of rhe Iews (whereof we have heretofore intreated) which ſect was ſo great in credit 
with the common people, that when they depoſed any thing,were it againſt the King or the 
Prieſt, they were ras believed, Hircanus had been one of their diſciples, and was in 
like ſort very much believed of them. He therefore invited them to a feaſt, and entertained 
them with all hamanicie : and ſeeing-that they were (et upon a merry pin, he began to tell 
them that they knew his mind, how that he deſired nothing more thea to be juſt, andto 
ſquare all his ations according to Gods will and direQion, according as they themſelves 
taught. He therefore required them, thar if they perceived that he miſtook himlelt in agy 
thing, or that he wandred from the right way, they. would by admonition redreſs che ſame. 
Whereupon all of them gave teſtimony of his perte vertue. Wherewith he -was highly 
contented.

This notwithſtanding, he was 
alwaies in the camp, untill ſuch time as being wearied with travells, he died in the marches 
of the countrey of the Geraſens, -at ſuch time as he beſieged Regaba (which is a caſtle x 
ſituate.on the other ſide of Jordan,) The Queen perceiving that he was at deaths door, and 
that there remained neither hope of lite, nor recovery $; ſhe began to weep and lament, and 
to beat her breſts, becauſe both ſhe and her children were likely now to be left deſolate, and 
in theſe words ſhe bemoaned her (elf unto him : **To whom wilt thou leave both me and thy

have ſome delivered anto them for their money. Whereuato it was anſwered , that if they 
would give one thouland drachmes for every head, they ſhould have ſome delivered unto 
them. To this demand of theirs, A4riftobulus and the Prieſts that were with him, willingly 
condeſcended, and let down the perfixed price, and delivered che ſame from the wall : bur 
the others, after they had received the money, delivered them not thoſe beaſts which they 
ired them to ſell chem tor ſacrifice, bur fo far were they given over to impietie, that 
they falſified their oaths not _ toward men, but detrauded God allo, in denying chat 
whuch they had promiſed coward the furniſhing of their ſacrifice, For which cauſe,the Prieſts 

(being defrauded in this manner contrary to the oath and proteſtations ot their adverſaries) 

beſought God ro ſhew vengeance on their countrey-men, that had committed this hainous |

Gabinius theretore came forth againſt him, having ſent be- 
fore him Marcus Amtonirs accompanied with otber Chieftains of war, who armed the Ro- L 
mans of their train, and the Jewes that were under their obedience , whoſe Captains were 
Pitholaus and Malichus. They took alfothoſe allies whom Antipater had hired, and in this 
equipage came they to make head againſt Alexander. Gabinius alſo ſeconded them with his 
troopes. Hereupon Alexander drew more near with his army cowards Jeruſalem, where 
waging battel with che Romans, he loſt about three thouſand ot his followers, and the like 
number of 1.1; men were led away pritoners, After this, Gabi4ins repaired to Alexandrion, 
and inv.ted thoſe that held the ſame to' depart, promiſing them pardon for the Rebellion 
they had begun.

There were foure ſorts hve in the Citie of the Cyrenians : One of them were Citizens ; the 
ſecond were Labourers , the third were Sojourners ;, and the fourth were Fews , who at this pre 
ſent are imtermingled thorow all Cities ; neither is there an inhabited place thorowout the world, 
neither was there any nation that inhabit the ſame , wherein theſe have not ſet foot and fortified, 
For both Egypt and Cyrene (being under the ſubjeition of the ſame Princes) and divers other regi- 
ons , conformed themſelves to their cuſtomes , and nouriſhed aſſemblies of Jews, and advanced 
them , and more and more wſcd the Fewiſh ordinances, It appeareth therefore that there was a cv- 
lony of Fews in Egypt. Furthermore , in Alexandria a ereat part of the city is asſigwed to this 


nation. They have likewiſe their peculiar magiſtrate , who zoverneth the people , . endeth, and

| Commanders. For Herod( Antipaters (on )hath already put Exechies &his complices todeath, 
and thereby tranigreſſed our laws, which forbid to take away any mans life(how wicked ſoe- 
ver he be ) except he be firſt of all condemned to death by the councell:and notwithſtanding 
this,he hath been ſo bold,as co do juſtice without your authority, When Hircanus heard thus, 
he grew wroth(tor their mothers, whom Hered had flain,had incenced them by their continu- 
al exclamations in the temple,exhorting che King and people to call Hered to account before 
Herod called the councell of that which he had done.) So that Hircawss moved by theſe women, called 
- moges Herod to anſwer unto thoſe accuſations which were objeed againſt him. Who made his ap- 
great era'n, ance, forewarned by his father nat to preſent himſelf after the manner a private _ 
t well attended and accompanied to withſtand all inconveniencies. After therefore he 
had taken order for the affaires in Galilee ( according as he thought meet in his own diſcre- |, 
tion) and that he himſelt was tufficiently accompanied to make his voyage, with ſuch a 
& guard as neicher might terrifie Hircanus with number,nor leave himſelf unſecured in danger, 
| he reſorted to Jerulaleqp. Furthermore, Sextus Ceſar Governour of Syria wrote unto Hir-

Hircanus perceiving - gs 
that the Tndges were inclined to condemn Herod, deferred the ſentence till the next day, and OP 
ſent ſecretly unto Herod, counfelling'him to flic out of the City, aſſuring him that there was *< is jude* 
no other means tO ſave his life. Thns poſted he ro Damaſco (as it he had fled from the Kings -— os 
preſence) and preſenting himſelf before Sextus Ceſar, after he had aſſured his perſon, he 
reſolved with himſelf, that if the counſel ſhould call him once more ro anſwer, he would nor 
obey chem.But after his departurethe counſel were diſpleaſed with Hircamus,and laboured to 
perſwade him, thar all theſe chings cended to his deſtruRion : which he well perceived, yet 
knew he not what to do, he was ſo negligent and void of foreſight. 
When Sextus had made Herod Governour of Ceelolyrialwhich cftate he ſold unto him fer nam 
ready money) Hircamd was afraid leſt Herod ſhould make war againſt him: neither paſſed (<!!<t> his 
there long time before the effe grew anſwerable ro his fear.

* lance of warre, and that the iſſues of bartels is uncertain, and for that cauſe he oughe not 
*ro expeRhe victory, if he made war againſt the King who was his familiar, and from 
* whom he had received far more kindneſs, and no diſpleaſure : who though he made ſome 
* apearance and ſhadow of ſeveritic,touching the accuſation intended againſt him, yer not- LA 
© withſtanding it procceded nor ſo much from him, as from his evil counſcllers. Herod in C 
ſome ſorr pacified by theſe perſwaſions, obeycd his father, ſuppoſing that it ſufficed him in 
regard of his tuture hopes, that he had given the people ſo large a teſtimony of his power. 
This was the eſtate of the Jews at that time. 

But Ceſar arriving at Rome, prepared himſclf ro ſer ſail cowards Aﬀrick, with an intent — 
to make war againſt Scipio and Cato. To him Hircanns ſent Embaſſadours, beſceching him Hircanus Em 
to confirm the amitie and affociation that he had with him. But now at this preſent, I think _- — 
it very convenient to declare all the prerogarives, and affociations thar the Romans and The jew 
their Emperours made with thoſe of our nation, te the end that all other people might cb bonou- 
know,that the Kings of Afi and Europe have been wel affeRted rowards us,and have made = w_ 
great account of our valour and fidelitie. And although divers men lewdly affeted rowards rope and Aſa 
us, believe not that which the Macedonjans and Perfians have written of us, becauſe the Juliss Cziac 
ſame matters are not extant in all places, neither ſer down in publick writings, bur only a- ws pillar 
mongſt our (elves and ſome Barbarians,yert itis manifeſt that they cannot contradietthe de- tb# the Jews 
clarations made by the Romans, which are manifeſtly affixed in pablick places in Cities, ab morng — 
likewiſe at ghis preſent they are written inthe Capitol in brazen pillars.

armed and unarmed , who ſeized boch the Temple and the City ; except the Kings houſe Pacerus chict- 
onely , which Herod made good with a few men of warr, The wall thereof did Phaſelus his Bn. 2t he 
brochers keep. But Herod with a company of his followers ſallied out upon the enemy , who ring the ciry;, 
were planted in the ſuburbs, and fighting valiantly againſt them, he put diyers thouſands of pe wadeth 
them to flight , whereof ſome retired themſelyes into che Citi ; other ſome into the Tem- okella- 
ple; the reſt into 3 certain bulwark neer at hand, In this batrell alſo Phaſelss ſhewed no little _ to ag 

alour. EE 
But Pacorus conductor of the Parthians, came into the Citie with ſome few horſemen at 
Antizonus requeſt , making ſhew that he came to appeaſe the edition ; but the effeR and 
ſcope of his comming was , to obtaine the ſoveraigntie for Amtigonws. Furthermore , after 
that Phaſelus was come out to meet with him , and had courteouſly entertained him in his 
houſe , Pacorus perſivaded him to goe Embaſladour with him to Barzapharnes , laying a baite 
C under this pretence to ſurprize him. He ſuſpecting no treacheries, was eaſily per{waded , 
notwithſtanding that Herod mifliked the courſe , who knowing the perfidious manner of the 
Barbarians, exhorted him rather to aſſaile Pcorus, and to aflault and opprefſle his forces , 
when they were come unto him. Nevertheleſſe Hircanus and Phaſelus ies pen this Em- 
baſſage , and Pacorys ( leaving with Herod two hundreth horſemen , and ten of thoſe whom 
they call free-men) conduted the Embaſſadours. Now as ſoon as they came tnto Galilee , 
the governours of the Cities in that countrey , came forth armed to meet them * Barz4- 
_ alſo at the firſt gave them friendly entertainment, and hononred them with preſents; 

ut anon after , he began to praiſe treachery, For Phaſelus and his attendants were con- 
ducted to a lodging that adjoyned the ſea ; where hearing tydings that Antigens had promi- 
ſedone thouſand talengs, and five hundred virgins to the Parthians, he began alreadie to The Parthians 
ſuſpect the Barbarians, For a certain friend of his had given him an inkling that there were pow wa ear a 
reaſons intended againſt him that very night, and that his lodging was privily beſet with a ptuſztus. 
puard, And (urely wy had been ſurpriſed , had they not expected that the Parthians (who 
were round about Jeruſalem ) ſhould be ſeized of Xered, fearing leſt he having an inkling of 
their dyſaſter, ſhonld berake himſelf coflight. And that this -was true, they incontinent- 
ly gathered by the guard that was ſet about them : For which cauſe there were certain of 
Phaſzelus friends , who counſelled him , that without any moredelay, he ſhould berake him co 
his horſe , and flie from thence: and amongſt the reſt , ofilins was moſt earneſt , who had 
E wrought out of Saramatla a rich Syrian (who offered them his ſhips that road hard Dy to fur- 

cher cheir light ) all that which they pretended. But ' FHsſelas would neither forſake Hir- 

canys ,nor leave his brother Herod in danger , bur repairing to Barzaphares, he told him, that 
hedid him wrong to uſe theſe ſiniſter pra&tices againſt them, For that if he had need of 
money, he was more likely to receive it.at his hands, then from Amtigeones ; and howſoever 
he wrought, it was an intolerable injurie ro put Embaſſadours to death , who came unto him 
under pledge of his honour , and had no wayes offended him, But the Barbarian hearing 
thele things, proteſted by an oath , that no one point of that which he had ſaſpeed , was 
true; bur that he was onely troubled with falſe ſurmize : whereupon he preſently departed 
to Pacorns,

Whileſt thus they were debating of their difterences, 
Herod came unto them , who rather;giving credic co that which he had heard as concerning 
his brother ( and.couching the cxeaſons incended againſthim by the Parthians ) chen co his 
adverſaries , as ſoa 25 it was night , concluded to make ule of the time , and to make away , 
withour ſtaying any longer amongſt thoſe uncertain dangers , which his enemies intended 
againſt him.

th: end he might leave no retreator place of reſcous for his enemy on his back, if ſo be he 
made toward Jeruſalem. Upon which occaſion Sls laying hold, diſlodged his army and 
made thitherward:whom when the Jews did purſue, Herod fallied out with a ſmall company 
and put them to flight, and ſaved $4/o, notwithſtanding he fought very coldly and cowardly. 
Afterwards being ſeized of Joppe, he haſted onwards to deliver his friends that were be- yi,,, cpm 
ficged in Maſſada;bur part of the inhabitants ſubmitted themſclves unto him for the friend- themſelves co 
ſhip they had born unto his father: another ſort of them, for the honour thar they bare unto =: 
him: the reſt admitted his government, in acknowledgement of thoſe benefi:s they -had re- 
ccived from them both, bur the greateſt part was thereunto moved by the hope they had 
conceived of their new eleed King, and the confirmation of his goverament. Thas by 
theſe mcans was his army mightily increaſed. 

Whileſt thus he marched forward, Antigonus ſeized thoſe places that were fitteſt to lay 
ambuſhes in, or ro fight at advantages by the way (notwithſtanding that by thoſe means and 
ſtraragems he did but ſmall or no hurt ar all to his enemy  ) ſothat Head raiſed the ſicge, 
and diſcharged his friends our of the caſtle of Maſſada : and after he had taken the fort of 
x Reſla, he approched Jeruſalem, being atrended by Silees army, and by divers Citizens of 
the City, who were afraid of his power. And when be had pitched his campo the weſt- 
ward of che City, thoſe that kept the watch and guard on that fide, ſhot their arrows and EO 
caſt ſtones againſt him : divers likewiſetrooped forth, and fought, hand to hand againſt \1,qw qc1i”

divers men aſſembled there, who wete deſirous to goand ſeek out Antony : but they durſt 
not ſet forward on the way, for fear leſt cercain Barbarians ſhould ſer upon them, and kj H 
them in their Journey : theſc did Herod aflure, and offered himſelf to be their guide vpen the 
way. Now when they came tothcir ſecond bait, ſome two daics journey off Samoſata, the 
Barbarians Kid an ambuſh for them, and had barred upthe way with hurdles, and had like- 
wiſe hidden certain horſemen chereabours, who ſhould lie in covert untill ſuch time as the 
poſſcngers had recovered the Plain. Now wheathe foremoſt were paſt, the ambuſh conſiſt. 
:ne of about ſome five hundreth horſemen;ſuddenly charged Herod who was in his rereward 
when as therefore they had broken the former ranks whom they had mer, Herod w:th his 
troop that was about him, incontinemly repulſed them; and after he had encouraged his 
followers and whetted them on tothe fight, he wrought ſo mach, that he madethoſe tha 
fled ro turntheir faccs,and to fight, ſo that the Barbarians were pur to the ſword on all ſides. 
The King alſo purſued them ſo long, unzill at laſt he recovered that which had been taken | 
by chem, which was a certain numberof ſumpter-horſes and ſlaves. Bur _ charged afreſh 
by others, and they in greater number thenthoſe whoencountred him at firſt, he likewiſe 
(rallying his forces together) charged and overcame them ; and killing divers of them, he 
ſecured theway to thoſe that followed after, who all of them acknowledged him for their 
preſervcr and guide.

dence. For(whereas he was naked and accompanied with one only ſervant to attendhim)at 
ſuch time as he bathed,ther were acertain number of armed eaemues hidden in that lodging, Herod being 
who were fled thither tor the fear they had : and during the time that Hered bathed, the 211ne and na- 
firſt amongſt chem iſſued with his naked (word and got the door z and after him the ſecond; _ "ay yr 
and the third no leſſe armed, withour offending the King, for the fear that they had of his urbur:

The nexc day he ſent "ane head to his bother Pheroras, who was {lain by his own (word in Herd inde 
revenge of the injury offered to Foſeph. When the tempeſt was done, he departed from Pppus b-ad 
thence, and approached near to [eruſalem, and encamped near unto the city. This was about py s,0i** 
the third year ſince he was created King at Rome z and encamping himlelf in the places Herod velicg- 
which was (as he thought) fitteſt for battery ; he addreſſed himſelf towards the Temple a ay 
fide, reſolving to batter and make breach in that place in like manner as Pompey had done eh to Samaria 
before him. Having therefore erected three bulwarks in three places, he builded towers ©» marry Aler- 
thereon by the aſfiſtance of many workmen : and by means a great quantity of wood, mr £4 
which he cauſed to be cut down round about the place: and having pointed ſuch men as 
were of ripe jugdement to overſee theſe works, he left his army mm and reſorted 
tO Samaria, to marry with the daughter of Alexander, who was 4riſtobulus ſon to whom he

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CHAP, XXVIIL 
Antigonus # d:ſcomfited by Soſtus and Herod. 


- Frer this marriage was ſolemnized, Sofins repaired thirher rhrough the countrey of 

Phcenicia,and having firſt of all ſent his army thorow the continent, he himſelf 
reſorted thither with many as well footmen as horſemen: thither alfo repaired + 
King from Samaria, with no ſmall army , to annex himſelf with the old bands - for he had 
about thirty thouſand men. All theſe afſembled th-mſelves rogerher near unto the walls of 
Jerufalem, and planted their ſiege nigh unto the wall of the City rhat exrendeth towards 14 
the Northward, The army contained eleven legions of foormen, with fix thouſand 
horſemen : beſides the ſaccours thar came from Syria, Of this army there were two Ce- 
nerals : namely, Soſius who w3s ſent by Antonius to ſuccour Herod: and Herod himſelf, who 
made war for himſelf, with an intent that having diſpoſleſſed Antigemss ( whom he had 
proclaimed enemy to Rome ) he himſelf migtit be King 1a his place, according to the Se. 
nates decree, Thoſe Jewes that were within the encloſure of the walls ( that is to ſay, al- 
moſt all the nation ) reſiſted the Herodians with great courage and affeRion, vannting and 
boaſting much of the Temple of the Lord, and wiſhing all good hap an and ſucceſſe to the 
people ; namely, that God would deliver them from all dangers: and ſpoiling all proviſion 
without the City, that was either behoveful for the uſe of man and beaſt, by their ſecret 
thefts and whe 57 {he alſo they made the very beſiegers deſtitute of relief and viduals, Which [ 
inconvenience Herod ſo well prevented, that he foreſtalled their means of theft , and laid 
ambuſhes in place convenient to cut them off. As for vituals, he ſent his foormen to 
fetch his provifion from far, ſo that within a very little ſpace they had aboundance of all that 
which was neceſſary in thecampe, He erected alſo with no leſſe caretulneſſe rhree bul- 
warks, by the diligent labour of a great number of workmen - for it was ſummer time, and 
neither was the air incommodious, ornegligence of the workmen ſuch, bur that they - 


ſently furniſhed and finiſhed them, Afterwards having raiſed their engines upan them, t 
battered the wall, with as much violehce and deligence as was poſhble: notwihſtanding all 
this, they did no waies amatethoſe that were within; who tor theirparts uſed all thecun+ I 
ning that might be poſſible to defend themſelves, and by Civers allies fer fire apon the ene- 
mies engines ; and burnt not onely thoſe that were halt made, bat thoſe that wete wholly 


perfected -' and when neceſſity drave them to handy ſtroks, they ſhewed no lefte 'valont 


chen the Romanes courage 3 | but rhey were inferiour unto them in skill and martial diſc 
pline. And when as the firſt wall was beaten down, they builded up anew, and countettni- 
ned againſt thoſe mines tivit were made by the enemy ; o that they fought under grontd 
hand to hand, Thus uſing deſpaire rather then courage, they ſuſtained the war to the tittet- 
moſt ; yea, niotwithſtarding they were beſieged by a great army, and prefled by famine *d 
want of victuils : for the year whereit the ſiege was continued was the ſeventh, itn which 
the earth was unmanured, which by us is called the year of reſt, Bur finally rweaty choſen 
ſouldiers firſt of all mottted upon the wallz and after them one of Sdſi-2r Centurions:for tht | 
firſt wall was eaken in the fourtieth day after the fiege, and the ſecond on the fiftiech, aft 
ſome galleries were burned, which were near unto the Temple: which (as Hcorod fard) were 
burned by Antigens, to bring him into more hatred n—_ ahe Jews. When the ourwatd 
part of the Temple, and the lower part of the City were taken, the Jews fled iftto the Tem- 
ple, and into the higher town, for fear they had, leſt the Romans ſhould hinder rhem from 
offering their daily and ordinary ſacrifices unto God : and they ſent Embaſſadoars to theit 
enemies,to require that it might be lawful for them onely to bring in certain beaſts ro offer 
them for ſacrifices. Which Herod their King granted them, hoping by this means chatchey 

would ſabmit themſelves and yeeld up the places. But perceiving that his opinion failed tu xt 
herein, and that they obſtinacely reſiſted him, to continue the ſoveraignry in Antigons, 
eave the aſſault,and took the City by force : where all thines were ifnconcinearly filled with 
murthers, in that the Romans were diſpleated, becauſe they had fo long time continued rhe 
flee; and the Jews that were on Herod's {1de, enforced them utterly to exterminate 3 
thole that were of the contrary party, to that continual flaughters ranged and raigned eve- 
ry where, both in porches, and in the houſes wh:reinto they entred: Neither did the religt- 
ous reverence of the Temple ſave thoſe ſuppliants that relorred thither for (afery, but tha! 
without all compaſhon both old and young were ſlaughtered : Neither did theu murther- 


ing hand ſpare or refrain from women;nay not ſo much as from young itatants, And alchough

of perſons were murthered by them, without re{pe& either of (ex or age. Amtigonms incon- —_ of the 
Gderate of chat eſtate wherein he had been, or the fortune and dyſaſter that at that preſent My" == 
attended him, came down from the tower and humbled himſelf on his knees before Soſius netivice, 35.

manner of a woman, but tat bound for his turther aſſurance. But Herod was buſied in divi-. himfl! co 
ſing how he might moderate his affociates and ſtrangers, after he had the upper hand over his 99 
enemies : For the ſtrangers [warmed into the City by heapes, and nor onely into the Tem- 
ple, bur alſo into the SanAuary. He therefore exhorred ſome, and threarned other ſome, 
and reſtrained the reſt by force of armes ; and be was more troubled at thac preſant in being !{<'4 (ore 
B . Conquerour, thenifhe had been conquered: for chat thoſe things that were nor lawtul (overs ihe 
to be (cen, were beheld by prophane men. He prevented likewiſe the ſpoile of the City, ftringer-.

Y 
and goods Alleacging furthermore, that heeſteemed the government of the whole world 
of no value, in regard of the lite of one of his Citizens, Sofius anſwered, thar it was reaſon 
chat the pillage ſhould be given to che ſouldier, who had born the hazard of the ſiege: 
whereunto Herod anſwered, that he would ſatisfie every man out of his own treaſary.: and 
by this means, he ranſomed the reſt of the city by fulfilling choſe promiles : | For he gave 
C many mighty gifts unto every one of the ſonldiers, and by proportion unco the Captaines:

eing rouſurpe *poſſeſle him of the ſoveraignty, tothe intent that her ſons by A#ronius meanes might go- 
the kiogdome yernin his ſtead. Which practice of hers was ſowuch the more unjuſt, becauſe ſhe deprived 
her own-daughter of - that honour wherein ſhe was inſeated, and raiſed up troubles likewiſe 
in that Kingdome which he had conquered with great travel, and extreme danger: Yet not- 
withſtanding that he willingly forgat thac which was paſt, and forgave thoſe wrongs ſhe hal 
urged him againſt him, and was ready notwithſtanding to ſhew all kindneſſe and conrteſie 
Alexandra ex- both to ber and hers.

H countrey-man born (as we have heretofore declared) but was bom amongſt thoſe finus, chap. 3.

thouſand Jews inhabit the countrey of Babylon, and from thence took he his Originall alſo, f;om Anaael.

He had preferred him to this ho- 
nour at ſuch time as he was made King, and degraded him likewiſe to appeaſe the troubles

conciliation:tor he feared Alexawara, l-it demeaning. her (elf in ſuch fort as before-time ſhe 


had done, ſhe ſhould ſeek occaſion hereafter to raiſeneiy troubles. He commanded her 
therefore to contain her ſelf within the royal Palace, and todo nothing of her own aucho» Herod,'s ſpied 
rit'* .

Upon which advice and the allow- 
ance thereot,ſhe practiſed this policie. She cauſed twocoffins tobe made. ſuch as men were

ſurpaſſed the youngneſigand renderneſle of his yeers ) expreſſing in his countenance the 
dignitie and nobilitie of his Race, drew the eyes and good affection of all the people unto 
him ; ſo that they openly called ro remembrance the noble ations of Ariſfobulss his grand- 
facher. All the people therefore being ſurmounted by thoſe their affections, and ar that pre- 
ſent time being #1 of them troubled with che joy they conceived, they brake our by little 
and lictle into happy acclamatioas,mixed with wiſhes and prayers - ſo that the good will the H 
people bare to Ariſtobwlus, diſcovered it (elf openly, and they manifeſtly ( although too ha- 
ſtily in ſuch 2 kingdome) declared whar evils they generally endured - For all which cauſes 
Herod concluded to-execute that which he had heretofore complotted and conceited againſt 
Ariftobulus. As foon therefore as the feaſt was over-paſled, he fojourned in Jericho, where 
Alexandra entertained him. In that place he uſed 4riflebulus with all kindaeſſe, to the end 
ro draw him to ſome place, where he feared nothing, playing alfo with hun, and counterfeit- 
ing to ſporr, after the faſhion of the young men to gratifie him. Now tor that the place 
where they diſported themſelves, was by nature too hot, they quickly wearied, left their 
ſporr, and went out together to take freth aire, and recovering a pleaſant ſhade under cer- 
tain Arbonrs,and neer certain fiſh-pools,which were largely ipread round abour, they be- [ 
held certain of their ſervants and friends that ſwom therein, with whom not long after, 4rj- 
began to (wim,being perſwaded thereunto by Hered. W hereupon Herods contede- 
rates (who were deputed:to execute the murther ) laid hands on him and chruſt him under 
the water pretending to duck him in ſport, and never give him over, uncill ſuch time as they 
$0.01. : Dad ſtifled himin che water. This happened about the evening, and atter this manner died 
drowncd by Ariſtobwlas,after he had lived in all for the ſpace of eighteen yeers, and adminiſtred the Prieſt- 
rods dire- hood one whole yeer: and after this, A4nencl preſently recovered his former dignitie. 
ce etoancl Now when this accident was reported to the women, all of them were ſuddenly devoured 
P.iefthood. in tears,and tranſported with ftrange lamentations, which they ſpeat over the dead body. 
All the citie alſo was marveloufly amated, neither was there any private familythat choughe-{ 
not it felf couched by this inconvenience, but imagined the loiſe in particular to concera 
himſelf and no other. But above 2ll, when Alexandre had notice of this wicked deed, ſhe 
was more paſſionate and perplexed then any other, beiag ſo much the more difcomfited, tor 
that ſhe knew how all things had hapned. Bur the fear of a far greacer miſchuef conſtrained 
ve aventt- her torepredic her paſſion, in ſuch ſore, that divers times ſhe was ready to bereave her of her 
Robulus dear, OWN life, and difpatch hex felf out of mifery with her own hands. Bat ſhe contained her (elf, 
| cothe end, that ſurviving (and living after her ſos, who was fo traiteroufly and frudulently 
{tun, and prolonging her own life without giving any (uſpicioa or ſhadow, that ſhe ſuppoled 
her fon to he thus curſedly musthered) ſhe might with more oprortunitie expedt the occa- L 
ſton to revenge her (elt : For which cauſe, ſhe difſembled all things, governed her greif, and 
made ſhew that the kaew nothing of that which was either inteaded, or had hapned. As for 
Herod, ee laboured by all means co perſwade the ſtrangers, that this death had befallen 4ri- 
| without his knowledge ; and did not onely prepare that which was requiſite for che 
Herode cour - famerali,but vext himfclf likewiſe, and made ſhew Jo man truely devoured in this ſorrow : 
terfeirforiom, and 1t may be, that in remembrance of Ariſtobulu beauty and founihing young yeers, he 
was truly touched with compaſſion, notwithſtanding, that he imagined chat this deach of 
his, ſhould be a means of bis intire ſecuritie, demeaning hynſelf ia all chings very circum- 
ſpecly, with tateac to purge himlſelt of thac crime. But eſpecially, he ſhewed his great mag- M 
:n ficence in the inteuring. of his body, boch in the furnithing and preparation of the Herſe,as 
n the perfumes aad other things thereunto beloaging, in ſuch fort, as the grief which the 
_ Laces had conceived, was pacihed after this manner of conſolation.

more and more ſhe increaſed her ſorrow, and in the heart of her tears kindled her 
wrath and heat with a deſire of revenge. She therefore certified Cleopatra by her 

ripaceletters of Hereds Trealons,and her ſons moſt miſerable and untimely death : Cleopatra 
2x6 befare that time defirqus to aſſiſt ber, and having compaſſion of her mitery, undercopk 
the matter, and ceaſed not to incite Antony £0 revenge Ariſtebs/vs death, telling him that 
it was an unpardonable crrour, that Herod created King in ſuch a ſtate, whereunto he 
had no right, ſhould be (uffered to practice ſuch conſpiracies againſt the true and lawfull 
Kings. 4texy perliwaded by theſe her words ( asſoon as he came to Laodicea ) ſent for 
Herod to the end, that making his appearance he might anſwer that which might be obje& 
Red againſt him, as touching Ariſtebulys death : for he diſliked the act, nocrwmithſtanding, 
that Herod himfelf had attempted ic. But although Hered was afraid of this accuſacion, 
and Gid not 2 little (uſpe&t Cleopatra dilpleaſure (for that the ceaſed not continually to 
provoke Antexy againſt him) yet obeyed he this commandemenc, ang tranſparted himlelt 
thither (the rather for that he durſt noc otheriviſe doe) notwithſtanding, he letc his Uncle 
Toſeph behind him, commitcing the goverament both ot the Kingdome and his private 
eſtace unto him, giving him lecret inſtrucions to kill Aariamene, it lo be that Antosy ſhould 
happen cod him any miſchief, For he loved her ( extreunly by reaſon of her beauty, 
chat he ſuppoſed himlelt injured, it atrer his deceaſe the (ſhould be beloyed by any other. , 
and he openly declared thar all thac mijery which betel him, proceeded from Antonies paſſion, 
and intire atiection, and admiration as her beauty, whereof he had beforecime heard (ſome 
repott. As 100n therefore & he bad in this fore difpaled bis affairs, pyrwithſtandiug, þe had 
liccle hope of good hap, yet repaired he to 4ntery. . 

But Foſeph governing that Kingdome that was commirred to his hands, converſed divers 
ctimes upon this occafion with Mariamme , and communicated oftentimes with her, not 
onely for publike profic (ake,but alſo todo her that honour which (a.great a Princeſle deſer- 
ved. Art (uch time therefore as he ſecretly deviſed with her, as touching the friendſhip and 
ardent aflection which Herod bare unto her, his ſpeeches were jeaſted at after the manner of 
Ladics,but eſpecially Boyred at by Alexandre. For which cauſe Feſeph, being over- forward 
co expreſle the Kings good will towards ber, proceeded fo far, that he dilcovered the com- 
mandment that was given himzthereby to make manifeſt, chat it was not poſſible for Herod 
tolive without her,and chat if any inconvenience ſhould happen unto him, .he would not in 
death alſo be diſ-joyned from her, This diſcourſe of Foſephs was not interpreted by the 
Ladies, as ademonſtratian of his good will, but rather as a manifeſtation of Herods malig- 


x nitie; who dying, delired alſo that they ſhould periſh, and interpreted that which he had 


ſpoken,as the teſtimony of his eyrannous and malicious heart. Ac that time there was a ru-

lefle; bur that preyailing in ſome exploits , he ſought our all means co aboliſh and put away 


CHAP. VII. 
of the Earthquake that hapned'in Tewry, 


in the ſeventh yeer ot the reign of King Herod, there hapned tuch an earthquake in pes _ 
the countrey of Judza , that never the like was ſeen in any other place : ſo that ;n jus kit 
divers beaſts were ſlain thereby , and many men were overwhelmed with the ruines of their leth ten chow 
houſes , and periſhed to the number of ten thouſand. Onely the men of warre received ao {224 =** 
dimage , becauſe they encamped in the open field. The Arabians hearing ridings hereof 
( which were farre greater by report , then they were in effe&t, by ſuch, who in tavour of 
the Arabians, and hate of the Jews , reported the (ame) waxed proud: yea, ſo much was their 
courage increaſed hereof , as if all the Cities of Jewry had been already overthrown , and the 
men thereot extinguiſhed z and as if they had no adverſaries remaining alive to contradict 
them, For which cauſe laying hold of thoſe Embaſladours of the Jews , who came unto them. The Arabians 
to increat of peace in their deſperate cſtates , they (lew them , and atterwards in the heac of = rang 
their ſpleen,ſert upon their enemies campe. But the Jews not daring to expect or prevent their the Jews. 
aſſaulr, tor their preſent miſeries had dejeed their mindes, ſeemed to neglect their Com- 
mon-weale, and in manner to deſpaire of their ſafety. Theſe thus afte&ed did the King en- 
courage, and called unto him their Captains, and (as much as in him lay) awaking and revi- Herod com- 
ving their drooping {pirits; and when he had reſtored thoſe of better hope , to more ſucceſle- forteth the 
full good hap, at length he attempred to ſpeak unto all the armie , who in the former over- > mal 


throws, would yeeld no reſpect or allowance to perſwaſion. Theſe did he both comtort and keare for their 
exhort in ſuch manner, as tolloweth, tormer lofſes,

Firſt of all therefore 1 will __ wnto you ( as tomching our warre ) that it _— 08 juſt The cauſe of 
$r0unds. for that we are inforced ther eunto through the outrage of our enemies:the knowledge whereof marre xgainſt 
ſhould chiefly make you recover your courage. Secondly, 1 will apparantly approve unto you , that our he Aravions, 
eftates are not ſo deſperate ,but that we have great and aſſured hopes to obtain the vittory. Firſt of all 
therefare,1 will diſcowſe of that which formerly I propoſed, & will make yoar ſelves _ of thoſe 
things which 1 will diſcourſe upon. F or your ſelves are privy to the Arabians unjuſtice, how perfi- 
dious they are to thetr friends, impious FT barbarous towards all men;but in eſpeciall they have al- 
ayes troubled ns , provoking us through their extreme avarice Of malignant envie with perpetuall 
11]Wits, And yet to let ſlip all other our benefits to that nation , who is F that delivered them from 
' heir inminent perill and thraldome, that was bazarded by Cleopatras meens, but our ſelves? For

Notwithſtanding , reaſon it were in ty opinion , that we that art Fews ſhould not be tribut4- 
ries , or give any portion of our countrey to any man; and if we muſt needs ds it , it ill becomesh 
us to pay it for theſe,who enjoy their lives by ow means. It ſhould not be reaſonable for the Ara 
bians , who after they had confeſſed with many plauſible proteſtations and thankſgivines , that 
they enjoy their libertie by our benefit , to have deprived and thruſt us from onr own, and ts 
have unjuſtly dealt with us ;, yea even with us, Iſay, who were not their enemies, but r4- 
ther on the contrary ſide their chiefeſt fmends in the time of peace, Andif fidelity ſhowld be re- 
ſpeted even amongſt thoſe that are our moſt hated enemies , much more neceſſarily ought it 
tobe obſerved by theſe that are friends, But theſe men ſet light thereby , who think nothing 
honeft, but that which is annexed with lucre, and think no wrong unexcuſable , ner impunitie 
injury, that hath but a ſhew of profit, 1s there any queſtion then , wheth:r we ſhauld chaſtiſe 
theſe unjuſt men by 4 juſt warre ? ſuh both God commandeth no leſſe , and exjoyneth ut a1. 
wayes to hate outrage , andrevenee injuſtice , rome tn that warre , which is not vucly juſt , | 
but neceſſary! For that which both inthe confeſsion of the Grecians , and opinton of the Barba 
riams is moſt hatefull and hatnous , this have they perpetrated in murthering our Embaſ[adonrs, 


ceived our wholſome and holieſt precepts ve Law of God by Angels , that is , fromhis He- 
raulds and meſſengers : for this name can both bring God to mans knowledge, and reconcile enemy 
10 enemy. 
har innpinie therefore is more unpardonable , then to put thoſe Embaſſadours to dexth, who 
bring tidings of right and juſtice? or what proſperitie can they expect either in their warres 
or felicitie 3n their whole lives , after ſo hainows a crime ? Trutly I cannot imagine any: 
But perhaps ſome man will ſay , that right and equitie is os ow ſide ; but that the greater num- * 
ber of men and meanes are with them : but this their ſptech is unworthy of my followers, For 
with theſe , with whom juſtice is, with thoſe alſo is God' ; and where God 1s , there neither wan- 
teth multitude nor fortitude. But let ws wade further , and weigh our own forces by #hemſelves, 
In the firſt battell we had the vidtory: in the ſecond , upon the firſt charge we put them to flight, 
and found them nnable ts make their partie 7004 againſt us. Afterwards , when the vittory 
was ours; behold , Athenio z not by Jawfall warre , bat by ſwbtill treacheric aſsaulted us. But ſhall 
this be called their fortitude , or rather their fraud and ſecond iniquitie ? why therefore ſhowld 
we have leſſe courdge , who ought to have the greater confidence ? or why ſhould we fear them , who 
are alwates inferiours , if they fight opetaly , and without fr aud ; and when they ſeem to overcome, 
they do it by unjuſtice ? | 
Moreover , if any man | uppoſe them to be valiant , this ſhould the rather incite them more and | 
more unto veriue ; for it 1s no honour for a generous and noble minde to over come his inferiow » 
but to have mrans and might to canguer his (uperiour, And if any one be terrified by our domeſtick 
and homebred miſerics , and by our late earthquake , firſtof all let him think with himſelf , th# 
he erreth- in that which deceiverhthe Arabians , by ſuppoſing the ſame to be more grievous am 
terrible then indeed it was. And afterwards let him think , that it becometh them not to draw 
matter of fear from thence , whence the 'other took accaſion of courage. For as touching them- 
ſelves , they conceive not any hope thorow any good that is inthemſebues , but onely in the truſt 
they have that we are already dejected by onr calamities. But when they ſhall ſee us march forth 
_—_ » their courage will be weakned,and oar confidence by this means ſhall be awakened, 
or that we are not at this time to encounter with deſperate nuen : For neither are we over- \| 
much afflicted, neither ( as ſome think) hath tha miferie befallen us thorow Gods diſpleaſure » 
but theſe axe the caſudities of fortane, And if by the will of God theſe things are come to paſſe , i 
is marvvell if by the ſame wilt our calamitie ceaſe not 3 andthat our puniſhment ſhould not ſatisfit 
his diſpleaſure. But that this preſent warre is approved by him for juſt , he bim{clf hath evidently 
declared, For whereas divers thorow the whole rezron, have been oppreſſed by rhe eart hquake 
none of you that bear arms have incurred any miſchief; but all of you have been preſerved, __

: the Ankivs fide being overcome, betook them to retreat. This ſuccefſe of theirs bred {y Herod. 


no little hope in the Jewes, who ſeeing the enemies army addreſſed to attempt any thing ra- 
ther then to fight , waxed the more hardy ro aſſail the Arabian in his trenches, and beat him 
from his camp. They being forced by theſe aſſaults, drew forward to their defence in great 
diſorder, bringing neither courage nor hope of victory with them - yet AIOY 
they defended theml(elves , both in regard of their great number, as alſo in reſpe& of that ne 
colley whereunto they were inforced by the Jews, The $kirmiſh on both ſides was hot, and 
C divers on either party were put to the {werd: but in the end, the Arabians being put to the 
worſt, turned their backs. The (laughter was fo great , that they not —_—_— by their 
enemies (words , bur chey themſelves alſo murthered one another in the preſſe, and diſorderly 
flight, in which they were trodden under foot , and lay flaughtered in a manner by their own 
weapons, Sothar in thar diſcomficure theredied ſome five thouſand: thereſt haſtily fled on 
rhe other ſide of che rampire: but being overpreſſed with want of vidtuals,and inefpeciall with 
lack of water , they had not any ground or aflarance to eſcape, After them poſted the Jews , 
and being unable to recover the tortreſſe with them, chey begirt the camp with a ſiege , and 
ſhut up all che paſſages that no ſaccour could come untothem , and took trom them all op- 
portunitie to g(cape, alchough they ſhould affect flight. 
D' When as therefore they ſaw chemſelves reduced inco ſuch extremity , they ſent Embaſſa- 
dours unto Herod , firſt of al to demand a truce - and afterwards for that they were oppreſſed 
with thirſt , tocrave ſome remedie for their preſent neceſſities. But he neither reſpeRted the 
Embaſladors, neither the proffered ranſome for the captives , nor any other whatſoever rea- 
{onabledemand , defiring earneſtly to revenge himſelf of thoſe injurious treacheries th 
had praRited againſt his Embafſadors. Being therefore inforced by thirſt { which a : 
other plagues moſt grievoully afflicted them ) many of them forſook their trenches , and af- T7 nb a 
tered themlelves to bonds and to be led away captives ; fo that within five dayes ſpace four tir, require 
thoaſand of them yeelded themſelves priſoners. On the ſixth day , all the reſt determined to [mows —_ 
{ally out, and aſſail the enemy rather making choice of aſſured death, then thus lingering!

and ignominioufly to pine away. When as therefore they had all concluded hereupon , they 
incontinently brake out of their trenches , bur like unapt ſouldiers for askirmiſh, decayed I 
not onely in body , but in minde, reputing their death for adyantage, to eſcape thereby their 
extream mistorrunes. For which caufe upon the firſt onſet, about ſome ſeven thouſand of 
them were {lain : and thus the fierceneſle of this Nartion being allayed by this overthrow ,

But 
Herod proteſting and bringing-torth his lecter in an open aſſembly , commanded him aiter- 
wards to be put to degh, Thus are theſe matcers regiſftred in Herods commentaries : for by 
ſome are they delivered acherwiſe , namely , thst he was executed-, not for this crime which 
hehad commutted, but for ſome treaſons againſt the King. For they write to this effeR , chat 
Herod at a certain banquet ( diſſembling his ſuſpition ) demanded of Hircaxss , wherher he 
had received any letters from Aalchus : and that he anſwered , that he had received lette1s, 
but (uch as contained nothing elſe but officious ſalutations. Further, that another asked tum, 
whe ther he had received any preſent therewithall : and when he had anſwered , that he had 

received nothing bur four courters for his ſaddle : the King wreſted this to a capitall offence jy 
of corruption and treaſon , and commanded him preſently to be led ro death. Nov that he

4lterations of torrune, he obtained nothing at his hands , and that which amongſt all the reſt 
i« moſt of 2ll to be lamenred , as we have ſaid, he was nnjuftly put £9 deith ; an innocent, and 
in his old age. For hewas a loyer ef juſtice , and ati obſerver of perperuall modeſtie , and go- 
vesned his Kingdome for the moſt part by other. anenis diretion, being onely guiltic in him- 
ſelf of ignorance and the love of idleneſfe. Traly , Antipater ind Herod by this mans good- 
neſle gbcained their fo great riches : for which e6feers of his , againſt al} Law and right , be 
was cruelly put to death, ; 

But Herod after Hircawns dexth , addreſſed hinwſelf to petform his journey towards Ceſar ; Herddy diſpo- 
nd having little hope of any good fortune , inregatd of his friendſhip with Aatomier , he oeons betece

| —g_ which cauſe Ceſar , ſetting the Diademe upon his head, exhorted him that he ſhould no 
leſle reſpet his triendſhip , then he had in former time Antonres - and withall did him much 
honour , certifying him moreover , that Cpidivs had written unto him, how munch Herod had 
Herod cordiay (Uſted Him in his warres that he had with the Monarchs of Syria. Herod (eeing that he wi 
4ua6h Cſs: thus entertained , and that contrary to his expeRation , the Kingdome was more ſurely cog. 
coward Exypt, firmed unto him, then beforetime, both by Ceſars bounty , and alſo by the decree of the Ss. 
_ _—_ nate , which he had practiſed to obtain for his greater aſſurance, accompanied Ceſar as fare 
ſumpruous  2S ZgyPt., preſenting both himſelf and his friends with many rich gitts , beyond the propgx. 
et 1 enter. £100 Af bis eſtate: endeavouring by theſe means both to winne their favours, and to (hew 
tainech boeh Alſo the greatneſle of his courage; requiring moreover at Ceſars hands , that Alexander, who 
Czſor and bis was one of Antonies deareſt friends , might not be ſought out to be puniſhed : yer notwith- 
<1 ge **- ſtanding he could not obtain the ſame , by reafon of an oath chat Ceſar had pat before he 
n follicited him. That done, he returned backagain into Jewry , with more greater honour 
and aſſurance, then before z whereby he ſtrook them with wonderfull amazement, whoex- 
pected his contrary ſucceſſe, as if by Gods eſpeciall providence he alwayes over-went his 
dangers. to his great honour. Incontinently therefore, he prepared himſelf to entertain 
Ceſar , who returned out of Syria to take his journey into Agypt, and received himat Prole- x 
mais , with all r6yall honaur , and gave his army preſents with all abundance of municion: ſo 
that he was accounted for one of Cſars moſt affeionate friends , and rode about with him, 
at ſuch time as he took the view of his army : he entertained him alſo and his friends with 
one hundred and fifry men , adorned with moſt rich and ſumptuous apparrell, And for that 
Herod yiverh they were to paſſe thorow a countrey, wherein there was great ſcarcity of water, he furniſhed 
Calo cot  themborh with water and wine ; ſo that they needed, neither of them. He gave Ceſe allo 
lent. eight hundreth talents, and fo royally ſatisfied he all men , that they confeſſed themſelves 
co have had farregreater entertainment, then the revenews and profits of his Kingdome 
could aftoord them. By which means he gave the more ample teſtimonie of his forwad 
triendſhip, and free affection todeſerve well : and making uſe of the opportunitie of the titte, 
he obtained the reputation of a Prince of an heroick and noble ſpirit ; ſo that he was held in- 
ferior unto no man, for the good encertainmenc that he gave to the chiefeſt Romags in their | 
retura out of Agyprt.

CHAP, IX, 


Herod being incenſed by falſe accuſations , patteth his wife Mariamme 
to death, 


Mariamme & Ut as ſoon as he he returned into his Kingdome , he found all his houſhold troubled, 
row B and both his wife Mariamme and her mother Alexandra grievouſly diſpleaſed 
"=" Im with him. For they ſuppoſed ( and not without caule ) that they were not ſhut jj 
: up in that Caſtle for their ſecurities ſake, but as it werein apriſon ; ſo that, in as much 
: as they neither might make uſe of other mens, nor enjoy their own goods , they were 
highly diſcontented. AMariamme alſo ſuppoſed that her husband did but difſemble tus love, 
rather for his own profit and commodity, then for any intire affeftion he bare towards 
her. But nothing more grieved her, then that ſhe had not any hope to live after tum, ito 
be he ſhould happen to die, eſpecially for the order he had left concerning her - neither could. 
ſhe ever forget what commandment before that time he had left with Joſeph, fo that by 


all means poſſible , ſhe 1iboured to win the affeRions of thoſe that had the charge of ave

ions; and for theſe cauſes he dilcioled the truſt rhat was committed unto him. Bur Mar:- 
amme was very ſore diſpleaſed to hear that there was no end of her miſeries, but they were 
alcogether united and tied ro the dangers of Herod; and the oftentimes withed that he 
might never more return again in ſatery, ſuppoſing that her life with him ſhould be very = 
intolerable : all which ſhe atterwards diflembled nor,but openly conteſſed chat which 2M:&- 
ed her with diicontent. For when as Herod beyond all expectation arrived in his countrey, 
being adorned with mighty forrune, he firſt of all, as it became him, certified his wife of his 
vs tidings and happy ſucceſſe, whom onely amongſt all other his triends and wives, he 
C embraced and ſaluted, for the pleafing converſation and affection that was in her. Burt ſhe, ycro4 bu 
whileft he repeated unto her theſe fortunate events of his affairs, rather entertained the cold y enter 
ſame with a dilpleaſanc atrention, then applauding joy: and theſe affeions of hers likewiſe Ws eg 
ſhe could not conceale, For at ſuch time as he folded his armes about her neck, ſhe unto!d- me. 
ed her ſorrow un her ſiyhes;ſo ſimple and unfeigned were her affeftions; and ſeemed rather to 
be diſpleaſed then appeaſed by his narrations, Whereupon Herod was fore troubled, percei- 
viag theſe things not onely ſuſpected, byr alſo fully manifeſt: but above all things he was {ro ior 
diſtrated, when he conſidered the incredible and apparent hatred that his wife had concei- 1,1 ue 
ved againſt him, which in ſuch ſort incenſed him, that he could not reſiſt the love that had ' © 4-2 +- 
py #tainred him, ſo that he neither could continue in wrath,nor liſten long to peace ,, and being 
unreſolyed in himſelf, he now was attempted by this ; ſtraight diſtrated by a contrary zffe- 
Ron : ſo much was his mind travelled between love and hatred, that when as oftencimes 
he defred co punith the womans pride, his heart by loves mediation failed him in che enter- 
prize. For nothing did more torment him then this fear, leſt execuring his diſpleaſure a- 
anſt her, he ſhould by this means more grievouſly wound himſelf, chrough che defire he 
eunto his deceaſed delight. Whileſt thus he was ſweltered and devoured in his paſſions, 
and conceived ſiniſter opinions againſt Mariamme his wite , Salome his ſiſter; and his mother Herods 5tter 
having an inkling of his diſcontents, thought that they had gottena fir opportunity to ex- 234" - v5gK 
preſſe and execute their hatred towards Mariamme : for which cauſe they conferred with King v4 {an 
Herod, and whetted his ſpleen and diſpeaſure with variety of {landers, ſufficient at one af- 4crous reports 
E (2ult to engender hatred, and kindle his jealouſie againſt her, To theſe reproaches of theirs, 333" 
be lent no unwilling ears ; yet had he not the heart to attempr any thing againſt his wife, or © 
to give free credit to their report ; notwithſtanding his diſpleaſure increaſed and was infla- 
med more and more againſt her, for that neither ſhe could colour her cares and diſcontent, 
"nor he contain himſelf from exchanging his love into hatred £ and perhaps at that time he 
had publiſhed ſome facal doom againlt her, had not a happy meſſenger brought him word, 
thit Anthony and Cleopatra being dead, Ceſar was become Lord of Egypt : tor which cauſe PRPE LM 
batting forward to meet and entertain him, he left his tamily in that preſent eſtate. Upon Chogumr- 
tus departure, he recommended Mariamme to Soh:mus, giving him great thanks tor the care "ain.

When Herod was arrived in Egypt, and had friendly and familiarly conferred with Ceſar, Sobenus hee 


he was highly honoured by him : for Ceſar gave him thoſe four hundreth Frenchmen that m_ 2 E 
were of Cleopatra's guard and reſtored that part of his Countrey unto him again, which was igniries, 
taken away and ſpoiled by her. He annexed alſo unto his kingdome Gadara, Hippon, and 7<c\o& fur

beſo« chrifts YET had ſhe a certain womanly imperfection and natural trowardneſle, which was the cauſe 
Navig,:9. that ſhe preſumed too much upon the 1ntire affection wherewith her husband was intangled, 

ot ſo that without regard of his perſon, who had power and authority over others, ſhe enter. 
poranm® 3 tained him oftentimes very outragiouſly : All which he endured patiently, without an 
man, ſhew of diſcontent. But Mariamme upbraided and publickly reproached both the Kings 
mother and ſiſter, telling chem that they were but abjectly and baiely born. 
Whercupon there grew a great enmity and unrecoverable hatred betieen the Ladies, 
and from thence alſo there arole an occaſion of greater accuſations and calumniation then 
before. Theſe ſuſpitions were nouriſhed amongſt them, for the {pace of one whole year af. i 
ter Herods return from Ceſar ; and finally this long contrived and fore- 1unagined hatred at 
laſt brake our violently upon this occaſion that enſueth: When as about mid-day the King 
had withdrawn himſelf into his chamber to take his reſt, he called Mariamme unto him to 
ſport with her, being incited thereunto by the great affection that he bare unto her, 
this his command ſhe came in unto him; yer would the not lie with him, nor entertain his 
courtings with friendly acceptance, but upbraided him bitterly with her tarhers and bro- 
thers death. The King took theſe reproachfull words in very evil part, and was almoſt rez- 
dy to ſtrike her: but his ſiſter hearing a greater ſtir and noiſe within then was. uſual, ſent in 
the Bucler, who long before that time was ſuborned by her, whom the commanded to tell 
the King, that Mariamme had prepared a drink for him to incite and quicken him unto love; 
willing him that if the King ſhould be moved therear, and ſhould demand what he meant, he [ 
ſhould certifie him,that Marzamme having prepar'd a poylon for his grace,had dealt with him | 
ro geliver it to his Majeſty,Charging him moreover,that it the King in hearing him ſpeakot 
this potion, ſhould ſeem to be moved therewith, that then he thould proceed nv turther in his 
diſcourſe, He therefore (being in this manner before-hand inſtructed what he ought todo) 
at that very inſtant as ſent to diſcover his treachery unto the King ; for which cauſe witha 
ſober and ſtayed countenance he,catred in unto him, being ſeriouſly agd well prepared to 
diſcourſe, and told him that Mariamme had bribed him to preſeat tus Majeſty with an amo- 
rous cup of drink. Now when he perceived that the King was troubled with theſe words, he 
proſecuted his diſcourſe, alleadging that the potion was a certain medicine which Mariamm 
had given him, the vertue whereof he knew not, which he had received according as he had x 
told him, knowing that it concerned both his own ſecurity, and the Kings ſatety. 
Herea, who betore this was highly diſpleaſed, hearing theſe words, was ſo much the more 
[he $ar87 a, IAcenſed: for which cauſe he preſently commanded Mariammes molt taithtull ſervant to be 
wo-ld, 39:6. Examined by torments, as concerning the poiſon, ſuppoſing chat it was impoſlible for her to 
on re cviſts undertake any thing whatſoever, without his privity. He being tried and tormented after 
oetenn, wg this cruel manner,confeſſed nothing of that for which he was tortured; but declared un- 
co the King, that the hatred which his wife had conceived againſt him, proceeded from cet- 
tain words that Sohemms had told her,Scarcely had he finiſhed theſe words,bar that che King 
cryed ont with a loud voice, ſaying, that Sohemys, who before time had been moſt faithful 
both to him and his kingdome, would not have declared theſe his privy commands, except L 
there had been ſoine more inward familiarity and ſecrecy betw:xt hum and Mariamme: tor 
* oncmus _ which cauſe he preſently commanded his Miniſters to lay hands on Sohewns, and to put him 
vg Ee rodeath. As tor his wite, he drew her to her tryal, and ro this effect he aſſembled his moſt 
ammes bchalf familiar friends, before whom he began to accule her with great ſpight and ſpleen, as rol 
 purioden'h. ching theſe potions and poyſons atorelaid; wherein he uſed intemperate and unſeemly ſper- 
accuſed by He. CHES, and (uch as for their bitterneſle did ill become him in cauſe of juſtice;ſo chat in the end, 
__— =_ the aſſiſtants, ſeeing the butt and bent of his deſire, pronounced ſentence of death againſt 
impriſoned, her: which being paſt, both he, and all ocher the aſſiſtants were of this opinion, that ibe 
Mariamme by ſhould not ſo ſpeedily be executed, but that ſhe ſhould be kept cloſe priſoner in ſome ſure 
—_— place in the Palace. But by Salomes ſolicitations Herod was incited to haſten her death, for 
rocxcaion.

And by this means Mariamme was led wito 
er death, bh

For firſt of all, ſhe gaveher noanſwer, neither was any wayes altered by her @riverh co »<- 
reproac hes z neither would ſo much as caſt her eye upon her; making it appear that ſhe , fomchenad 
diſcreetly concealed and covered her mothers impertections, and was aggrieved that ſhe Treafon. = 
had ſo openly ſhewed ſo great indignity : _— tor her own part a conſtant behaviour, 
and going to her death without change of colour, (o that thoſe that beheld her, perceived in 

p her a kind of manifeſt courage and nobility, even 1a her utmoſt extremity. Thus dyed 
Mariamme, having been a woman that excelled both in continence and courage: notwith- 
ſtanding that ſhe defaulted ſome what in affabilicy and impatience of nature : tor the reſt 
of her parts, ſhe w.San admirable and pleafing beautie, and of ſuch a carri:ge in thoſe 
companies wherein ihe was entertained, that it was impoſſible to expreſle the ſame, in that 
ſhe ſurpaſſed all choſe of her time z which was che principall cauſe that ſhe lived not graci- 

- ouſly and contentedly with the King, For being entertained by him,who incirely loved her, 
and from whom ſhe received nothing that might diſcontent her, ſhe preſumed upon a great 
and intemperate liberty in her diſcourſe. Shee digeſted allo the lofle of her friends very 

C hardly, according as in open tearmes ſhe made it known unto the King ; whereby alſo ir 


came to paſſe, that both Herods mother, and (ſter, and himlelt likewiſe grew at oddes with 


her, and in eſpeciall her Husband, from whom onely ſhe expeed no hard mea(ure, Herods miſe- 
After her death the King began more powerfully to be inflamed in his affeRions z who able cltace, 


betoretimes, as we have declared, was already miſerably diſtradted. , For neither did he love te the death 
after the common manner of married folk : but whereas almoſt even unto madneſſe he of his nite. 
nouriſhed this his deſire, he could not be induced by the two unbridled manners of his wife 
to allay che hear of his affe&tion,but that daily more and more by doting on her, he increa- 
ſed the ſame. And all that time eſpecially he ſuppoſed that God was diſpleaſed with him 
tor the death of-Mariamme his wife. Oftentimes did he invocate her name, and more often 
D undecently lamented he her. And notwithſtanding he deviſed all kind of delights and 
{ports that might be imagined, by preparing banquets, and inviting gueſts with ny 
bolpitalitie, to paſle away the time; yer all choſe profited himnothing, for which cauſe 
he gave over the charge and adminiftration of his kingdome. And in (uch fort was he over- A plague in- 
whelmed with grief, that oftentimes he commanded his Miniſters to call his wite Mare roma Jeru- 
amme, 28 if as yet ſhe had been alive. Whileſt thus he was affeRted ; there befell a peſti- © 
lence within the City, that conſumed a great ſort of the people, and the better part of the 
nobility, and each man interpreted that this pun'ſhment was infl. ted by God upon men, 
tor the unjuſt Ce th of the Queen. Thus the Kings diſcontents being by th's meanes in- FTrod fallerh 
creaſed , he art laſt hid himſelf in a ſolitary wildernefſe , under pretext of hunting ; where ED Iu 
c MiRing himſelf inceſſantly, at laſt he fell into a woſt grievous fickneſſe, This diſcaſe 
of his was an infl [mation or painin the neck : he ſeemed alſo in ſome ſort to rave and wax 
mad , neither could any remidies relieve him of his agony: but when as the fickneſle ſeem- 
ed rather to increaſe, all men at laſt grew almoſt deſperate of his recovery. For which 
caulc his Phyſician, partly in reſpe& of the contumacy of his diſeaſe, party, becauſe in ſo 
great a danger there was not any free eleRion of dyct, they gave him leave to taſte what- 
_ -_ pleaſed his appetite; committing the uncertain event of his hcalth co the 
ands of fortunc. ; 
Whileſt thus he ſojourned in S1maria, which now is called Sebaſte, Alexandra inhabiting min oy 
athat time in Jeruſalem, having notice of this his eſtate, ſought to reduce all the ſtrong ſene*,erkeh 
x fortreſſes that were within the City, under her ſubjeion: the one of which abutted upon pag:gon of 
the Temple ; the other was ſcituate within the City : for they that are Lords of theſe, keep tbe Callics, 
al the reſt of che nation under their awe ; becauſe thar without theſe, neither rhe uſual and 
Caily ſactifices may be performed ; neicher may the Jews live wichout ſuch ſacrifices and 
oblations, who had rather loſe their lives then comtemn their religion. Shee therefore 1a- 
boured thoſe tha had the government thereof, to ſurrender them up to her and Herods 
children begotten of her daughter Mariamme , for fear leſt he being dead, they ſhould be 
ſeized by others: and if it ſhould fortune him to recover his health, inthe mean while 
they might be kept and held by no man more ſecurely, then ſuch as were his domeſtical 
triends. This ſuite and ſollicication of hers was but coldly conceited of : and the gr

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Ra who at other times ſhewedthepaſelves alwates faithful,ar chat time were the rather far more C 
"The yeer of the COnftantin their ny, borh for that they hared Alex4ndra, as aſſo for that they thouphe 
Neat * it agreat offence ro defpair of the heafth of cheir Prince. For thefe were the Kings old 
Nativity, 23. friends and one of therti wasHerod's own nephew, whofe name was Achiabus. For which cauſe 
LOA Inv they ſenc preſent meſſengers unto him ro certifie him of Alexandras intent:who having heard 
-c—-anq <cfe theſe news, prefently commanded her ro be ſlain : and at length overcoming his ficknifſe 
him of Alex- he grew fo badly affedted both in body and mind, rhar he waxed hatcfull unto all men; 
andras _— ſo that all thoſe who offended him and for how little cauſe ſoever, were readily fought for 
-— = ro be puniſhed. In this his intemperancehe imbrued his hands inthe blood of divers of his 
Coftabares, inward ftieuds, as Cofldbarns, Lyſimachns, Antipater,ſurnamed Gad:es, and Doſitheas, for this 
re —_ occaſion thatenſuerh. Coſtabarus was an Idumzan, and one of che greateſt accoum amonpft þ 
with his ſiſter his countrey-men, who was defcended from the Prieſts of Co, whom the Idumzans 
Salomeuiu'?- eſteem for a god. Now afcer that Hircanws had drawn the pollicy of the Idumzans to the 
On reformed cuſtomes of the Jews, Herod was made King of the Jews,and appoirted Cotubara; 
to be Governourin Idumza and Gaza, giving him Salome his fiſtcr to wite, after he had par 
Foſeph io death,to wh ſhe had been marricd beforetime,as we have heretofore declared. 
Coftabarss ſeeing himfelfIn this eftate beyond his expeRation, grew more elare and proud 
then his good fortune required, and in little time forgor himſelt fo farre, that herhoughu 
himfelf diſhonoured, if he ſhould perform chit which Herod commanded him, and (corned 
that theIdumeans ſhould be under the Jews ſubjeRion,notwithſtanding they had received 
their manner of government from them. He therefore ſent meſſengers unto Cleparre, gi! 
ving her to underſtand, that Idumzi had alwaies been under her anceſtors ſubjeCtion ; and 
for that cauſe ſhe ought upon juſt cauſe todemand and begge that countrey at CAntonns 
hands,and that in reſpe& of himſelf he was ready to become her ſervant. All which te 
pr:Riſed not to gratific Cleopatra in any ſort whatſoever, but to the intent that if Herod: for- 
runes ſhould be any waies weakned, he might more eaſily by this means both enlarge and 
obtain the Kingdome of Idumza. And with theſe fooliſh hopes was he tranſported, inte- 
W.* gard of his birth and riches, which he had heaped together by ſuch diſhoneſt means as he 
Pj continually praiſed, as he that intended no ſmall matters. But notwithſtanding Cleopatras 
often and carneſt petition to obtain his ſoveraigmy : yet.could ſhe not obtain it at Awo- 
wins hands. When Hergd had notice of theſe convert and cunning practices, he was ready K 
tens al TING upon the earneſt ſupplications of his ſiſter and her mother, he diſmiſſed 
[is wives in. 20d pardoned himyer held him alwaies in ſuſpicion, by reaſon of this his pratice. Not long 
erceſion. after it hapned, that Selomie fell at debate with Coffabarys, for which cauſe ſhe ſent a libel ct 
divorce to her husbind, notwithſtanding it were againſt the laws and ordinary cuſtornis of 


the Jews. For according toour ordinanges, it is onely lawful for the husband to doth:

Coſtabarus, ſation of her confirmed ſhe by Babas children, whom he had already kept with himin al 

| ſecurity for the ſpace of twelve years, All which was erue, and at that time beyond all mens 
expeAatioh wonderfully troubled Herod, as ſoon 45 he heard it, For as couching Bb 
ſonnes, he had heretofore reſolved to cut them off, for that they had been alwayes badly 
affeted towards him and all his enterprizes ; but all that time he had let them paſſe, becaule 
by continuance they were grown out of his remembrance. Now the cauſe of this enou- 
ty and hatred which he bace towards them, was gathered from this ground , at ſuch time M 
as Antigonus enjoyed the foveraignty, and Herod beſieged the City of Jeruſalem with an 
army : now thofe incommodities and neceſſities that ordinarily happen unto thoſe that 
are beſieged, were the cauſe thac divers acknowledge Hered . and fixed their hop:s upon 
him. Bu: Bab4s ſons being in authority, and beſides that, attended by a great numb*r 
of men, perſevered in their faithful obſervation of A#tizonus, and blamed Herod continually, 
encouraging the inhabitants to continue the kingdonie 1n thoſe to whom it appertained by 
defcetit : and they themſelves followed thac courſe, which in their opinion was moſt pro- 
ficable for the Common-weal. Bur after that the Citie was ſurprized by Herod, 3nd he 
he maſter of theeſtare, Coſtabarys, who was appointed to keep the Citie gates, and £0 
ie In watt that none of thoſe who were accyſed to have forſaken the Kings fide,” ſhould e(- 
cape, knowing that the fons of Babas were greatly eſteemed and honoured among = 
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(efhons : and notwithſtanding that at that time he had proteſted ro Herod by an oath, 


le. and foreſecing cthac their afetie might be no (mall furtherance to himſelf, if at = ws 
ks there might befortune any alteration, he diſcharged and bjd chem within his own 7c 


-0 him chat ſhould diſcover them, agd ſought for chem by all means, neither then allo 
would he contelſe the ta. For being aftraid leſt he ſhould be punithed for his f(t deniall 


he continued through concealment, being not anely now driven thereunto by friendilup, 
but allo by neceſlity. 


Now when the King had notice hereof by his faſters report, he ſent certain meſſengers Baba: ſoanes

to the place where they were hidden,and flew them, and all thoſe that were partakers of the 


ſame crime z ſothat no one of Hireaxys kindred was noW letc alive ; bur all of rhem being hes NG | 
lain, who excelled in noblity and dignity, he did what himſelf liſted without any con- ey _ = 
cradiction or controulement .- for which cauſe be by little and hetle forſook the ceremo- ys won 
nies and ordinances of his count ey, and corrupted the decrees an inſtitutions af their an- |1:ro0 intrs- 


ceſtors, which he ought to have kept inviolable, by his new and ſtrange inventians. In whoſe 
time there was a very great change and alteration of the ancient and good manner ot living ; 
for all fell from bad co worle ; and the politike order , whereby che people ought to be go- 
verned and kept within compaſle of their duty, went to decay, For firſt of all, he ordained 
certain wraſtlings trom tive yeers to five yeers, in honour of Ceſar z and builded a Thea- 


che Plain, which were two piles worthy the regyard and beholding, by reafon of the ſump- 


ceſtors : yet was it his plealure to ennoble this aſſembly, co the end ic might be continued 
from five to five yeers, and this proclaimed he publikely in the coyntries round about him, 
and to this ſpectacle aflembled he all the nations, The wraſtlers alſo and all that wtuch 
concerned their exercile, were ſought out from a} carnersof the world, waderithe hope to 
obtain the propoſed palm aad victory ; and 34ll the moſt excellent in thoſe exerciſes that 
were to be found, were 1avited to that aflembly, For he propoſed moRk kugerewards, nor 
onely to thole that exerciſed wraſtling, but allo co thoſe who are called Muficians, and to 


all ſorts of players on 1aſtruments,labouring co his urmoſt power,that all themoſt famous in 


thoſe proteſſions ſhould be affiſtant in thole paſtimes, He appointed alſo a reward of great 
value tor ſuch as ran upon the chariots of three, four or of one horſe; and all. chat which was 
both ſumptuous and magnificent to behold, for every ane was moſt carefully provided in 
that he ſtrove to have the honour of a moſt magnificent preparation for his games. The 
Theater was hung all about with Cſars ticles ,and the trophees of thoſe nations, which vere

| extraordinary faſhions, who onely in word was their King, but in effte& an enemy of their 
(==? "* wholenation, For this cauſe there were ten men amongſt them, who bound themſelves by 
Herod, oath ro hazard all extremities, and to this intent they hid certain ſhort ſwords under their 
garments - amongſt theſe there was one that was blind, who urged and egged on by the 
ſtrangeneſle of thoſe things which he had heard, not for that he was of ability to execute 
any thing with his hand,but to teſtifie that he was ready to ſuffer with the reſt,if any misfor. 
tune ſhould befall them, by his example the reſt of them were no aliccle confirmed: Theſe 
having mutually undertaken this their reſolution, repaired to the Theater under hope thar 
Herod (hould not eſcape them, for that they intended to aflail him unawares : at leaſtwiſe 
if they failed of him,their hope was to fall toul on ſome of his favourites and followers, ac- 
counting this to be ſome ſolace in their expeRed death, if in regard of their violated reli- 
Verodbhach $10N, = might bring the King in hatred with the common people. And theſe intend- 
incellizence 1ng tO offer themſelves as Chieftains and Leaders unto the reſt, reſolved to execute theſe

4 hatred was continually hatched againſt him, betook himſelf co his Palace, and ſent for the 
Ee conſpirators by their names : who being apprehended in the fact, and knowing that there 

was no way for them to eſcape, reſolved to endure their preſent misfortunes with a valianc 

courage : tor being no waies diſmaied, with a conſtant countenance they drew out their

it1 picCes. Now when with great confidence they had alleadged theſe things for their juſtification 
they were led away by the Kings Miniſters to be {laughtered by divers ſorts of torments. 
Not long atrer this, that intell;gencer who had betrayed them, growing hatefu!!l in all mens 
eyes, was {lain by certain men, and chopt in pieces with their ſwords,and afterwards caſt un- 
to the dogs in ſight and preſence of many men. Yet did no man diſcover this a&t, untill after 
long and wearifome inquiſitions made by Herod, it was wrought out of certain poor women 

"FEI, who were privy to the fa&)with divers torments, Then were all the aQors of that murther L 
ehiwo caſtles PURLſhed, with their whole families : and notwithſtanding all this, the common people ws 
within Jc.u- 4N NO ſort diſmaid, but were ready to defend their lawes, except they were reſtrained by 
_ ſome greater power, Which when the King perceived, he reſifted their indeavours with all 
Samaria or Qiligence, leſt haply through theſe alterations in affaires, the people ſhould be drawn to an 
Sebaſte. openrebellion, Whereas therefore he had twoſtrong caſtles within the City, one wherein 
his palace was, another called Antonia, that adjoyned neer unto the Temple, fortified by 
Srarons rower 11D 3 he thought good to ſtrengehen a third called Samaria, the name whereof he changed,

TY Now when he had fitly diſpoled all theſe Caſtles through his whole countrey, for the (e- 
curitie and fatetie of his kingdome,the macter of rebellion was taken from the common peo” 
ple,who upon every light caute are ſubje& ro commorions, in that he had prepared a reme- 
dy againſt all privy conſpiracies, by planting ſuch forces alwayes neer at hand, who might 
prevent and pacifie all alcerations upon their originall. After this, beraking himſelf co en-

He invironed theCity alſo with a ſtrong wall, being 
affiſted by the natural ſtrength and ſtcepineſle of the place : and befides the whole circuir, 
he included ſo much ground, that it was no wayes inferiour to any of the f:mons Cities ; 
for it contained the circuit of ewenty furlongs or ſtadia. And inthe mid! here ct there 
was 2 ſacred place, containing a furlong and a halt, wondertully adorned, in wich here 


was a Temple builded, famous both for beauty and bigneſſe. And as for the other parts of 


the City, he decked them with all ſorts of ornaments, And ſeeing how nearly it concerned 
him to provide for the ſecurity of his perſon in this walled City, he ereecd a Fortreſſe for 
himſelf. And as touching the beaurie thereof, his intent was that it ſhould remain for a 
monument to poſterity, of his magnificence and liberaliry. 


CHAP. XII. 


A f amine invaded the land of Fades. 
Hat very year, which was the thirteenth year of Herods raign, very great calami- 
droughts, that by reaſon thereof the earth grew barren, and produced not thoſe fruits 


tics hapned inthat countrey ) either through Gods diſpleaſure, or for that the re- 


panied with a bodily (i. -eſſe ( for that by cuſtome theſe two plagues do ordinarily cnter- 


rain one another: ) For this made «he plague and fickneſſe more vehement, tor that plague. 


the ſick in this great penury , could neither have care of themſclves as was expedient, 
aor get convenient nouriſhment for preſervation of life: And many dicd daily ; and thoſe 


alſo that remained alive were in deſpair, becauſe they could not relieve their want and 
neceſſicies, whar diligence ſoever they uſed. For which cauſe, afterthe old fruits of that 
year were wholly conſumed, and allthe reſt of their ſtore was utterly ſpent, there appeared 
not any means whereupon they might hope ;” namely, for chat the miſery increaſed more 
then was expected; yeaandextended it ſelf beyond thatyear : ſo that they had nothing 


remaining by them, and the ſeeds they ſowed at that time mouldred away, andthe earth for 
all their labours afforded them to intereſt. The neceſlitie therefore being thus great, con- 
ſtrained men to ſearch out many new inventions to maintain their life:andthe King likewiſe 
was ig noleſſe perplexity, inthat he was deprived of thoſe ordinary revenues which he re- 
ceived by uhe fruits of the earthgand the rather, for that he had ſpent his money in repairing 
his Cities,according as beforethis we have declared:and in ſuch ſort were all things waſted 
by divers calawities, that a man could conceive no hope of remedy.

WW them with bread, both ſufficient and mecrt for their ſuſtenance, He gave order alſo, tha 
ſhould not paſle the wintcr disfurniſhed of cloathing, but provided for ſuch as were 
naked ſufficicat raiment, conſidering that the ſheep were partly dead, and party devoured, 
and that there was no-waol to ſet them awork, or other ſtuffe to make garments of, Now 
after he had furniſhed his ſubjects with thelc chings, he thought good alſo to ſhew kindneſſe 
co the neighbouring cities, and ſtored the Syrians with ſeed-corne to ſowe their lands , 
which yeclded him no little profic : for the earth incontinently gave him a large and plenti- H 
ful tribute for that ſhe had received: ſothar all of them had abuadance of victuals ; and as 
ſoon asthe harveſt was ready, he ſent fifty chouland men into char countrey Which he had 
relieved : and by this means he with all diligence reſtored his aflited Kingdome,and com- 
forted his neighbours, who were oppreſſed withthe like calamity. For there was not any 
man in neceſſity, that according to his quality was not afliſted and ſuccoured. 

The villages likewiſe and the cities, and thoſe of the common ſort who entertained great 
houſholds,and were in want, having their recourſe unto him, received that which they had 
need of ; ſothar to reckon up all the corn which he gave unto thoſe, who were not his ſub- 
jeQs, it appeareth that he employed ten thouſand Cores of wheat : now the Core centain- 
eth ten Athenian buſhes : and within the compaſle of his Realme he imployed eighty thou- 
ſand: which care of bis, and diſcreetly imployed favour, wrought ſo much in the hearts 
of the Jews, and was (o bighly renowned amongſt other nations, tha the ancient hatred 
which they had conceived againſt him, for that he had altered certain cuſtomes of their 
Kingdome, was wholly forgotten, and he was ſuppoſed by them to have made a ſufficient 

a | recompenee, by the diligence he had ſhewed in aſſiſting them in their neceſſities; and no lefle 
bs either grace or glory obtained he among ſtrangers : ſo that by theſe miſeries the Kings ho- 
the Jewes > nour was nota liale magnified, and whatſoever damage he received at home, ſo much ho- 
for his boun- Nour and r<Putation atchieved he abroad. For whereas in ſtrangers neceſſities he had ſhew- 
_ ed himſelt to full of magnanimity, each mandid not reſpe& what he had been before, bur 
ſuch as they lacely found him to be. 
About the ſametime alſo he ſent Caſar certain ſupplies, namely, five hundred choſen K 
Herod ſend- men of his guard, whom E/lins Gallas led into the wars in Arabia,and had often uſe of them 
_— 1:e4 in his moſt dangerous atrempes. When as therefore his Kingdom was reſtored to his former 
of his guard.

_ qc buildings,and decked with gold and marble ſears; ſo as they might reccive a great number 
falem.

After this, being intangled with love, he 
hous,chip.12. married a wite,leſt he ſhould be diſtractea by vain defires;and the cauſe of this his new mate 
riage waSthis: There was amongſt thoſe that dwelt in Jeruſalem a certaine citizen called s 
Simon, the ſon of Bethas the Alexandrine, who was 2 Prieſt, and one of the chicfeſt inno- 
bility amongſt rhem : this man had a daughter,the faireſt and comlieſt creature of that age, 
whoſe beauty renowned by the common voice, it came to paſſe, that with her fame Herod 
ar one time entertained a good affeRion towards her, and afterwards obtaining the ſight of 
RR her,he grew in love with er; yet would not uſe his authority, leſt he ſhould ſeem to be- 
| veth Jeſus Dave himſelf, cyrannically, but choſe rather to accept her for his betrothed wife. Whereas 
frow hisPrieſt- therefore Simen ſeemed unworthy his affinice, and yer roo worthy to be blaſted by con- 
hood,a0d P'- tempt, he made eleRiion of a convenient meanstoobtain the fulneſſe of his deſire, which 
kis room,and WAS, tO raiſe both Simon and his to higher dignitics. For which caulc he preſenty depoſed 
_ bis rhe high Prieſt Zeſus the ſon of Phabetes, and cſtabliſhed Simon in his place ; and that done, M 
Mp" he contracted affinite with him. After the marriage was conſummate, he buitded a new cz- 
ſtle in that place wherein he had-overcome the Jews,upon the time and incontinently after 
the overthrow of Amtigonss, and when he had taken upon him the government. 

This place is diſtant trom Jeruſalem ſome ſixty furlongs or ſtades, ſtrong by nature, and 
fic for defence and good fortification. For near unto the ſame there is a certain ſtcepy bil 
made by Art, after the manner of a round dug, environed with round rowers, with a ſtcepy 
aſcent oftwo hundred ſteps cut out of hewed ſtone.

As food as therefore he had diſpoſed all his at- Mag + wy 
tairs,xccording to his hearts defire, he poſſeſſed the Kingdome in great quietnefle, for that v.uwdy,: 2. 
he made his ſubjects obedient unto him, both by fear, in ſhewing himſelf inexorable when C5 Ss 
i concerned him to punith ; and by liberalicy, whereby he provided for their publike neceſ- 
cities: he cherefore took 4n eſpecial care of himſelf, as if the life and ſatery of his perion 
had been the ſecurity of his people. He behaved himſelf officiouſly and favourably to- 
wards all forraign cities; he entertained che Princes by preſents, which according to his oc- 
caſions he (ent unto them, toinfinnare himſelf into their favours, being in his own nature 

B magnificent and fit to govern - ſo tha all his fortunes increaſed, and all things fell out hap- 
pily according to his hearts defice, True it is, that the care which he imployed in honouring 
Ceſar and other mighty Magiſtrates of Rome, cauſed him to outſtrip his cuſtomes, and to 
tal{ifie divers ordinances of his countrey, in building cities, and ereting Temples in honour 
of them, althoagh he-builded them not in theland of Jury , for the Jewes would not have 
endured it, becaule we are forbidden to honour images and figures, formed according to 
the likeneſſe of a man, as the Greeks are accuſtomed to do, but he did this in the coun- 
trey and forrain cities, and excuſed himſelf ro the Jews; (ay.ng, that he did it got of his own 
head, but pertormed that according to the charge and commandmerr. which he had from ,,,_,,. 
others, who were greater then himlelt - and in the mean-while gratific-! '"eſar and the Ro- toned ecear

and ware-houſes to lay up the* merchandize therein, And the more admirable was this 8 
E pile, becauſe the ſtuffe thar was fir to finiſh this © great work, was not gathered or gotten | 
m that place , but muſt needs be brought from another place, upon great charge and ex- 
pence. This city 1s ſeated in Phcenicta upon the coaſt, in the way to Egypt, between Joppa Dora & Joppa 
and Dora, certain villages ſcituare upon the Sea-coaſts, unfit either for foting or harbour, \52"v9un 
by reaſon of the Aﬀrick wind,that driving the ſand of the Sea upon the ſhore,givethnot any 
quiet road unto the ſhips, bur chat the Merchants are.enforced for a long time to ride at an- 
chor. Tocorrect this incommodity of the place, he made the circuit round about the port The port 
to ſpacious, that it was able to receive a great Fleet: and he caſt down to the bottom there- Cz(area. 
ot, which was about ſome twenty fathoms deep, certain huge ſtones, that for the moſt parr 
were fifty foot 15ng, eight foot broad, and nine foot high, ſome more and ſome lefſe. The 
F pile that was ereted upon this to affront the Sea, was a pane of two hundred foot, the half 
whereot was oppoſled againſt the waves to break the fury of the ſtream, and for this cauſe 
'F45 Called in the Greek tongue Procymation, thas is to fay, Before flood : The other half ſer- 
ved aSa foundation to bear up 2 wall of ſtone tortified with divers towers, the chiefeſt wher- 
ot was atair pile of building, which was called Druſus, in memory of Druſus, Ceſars ſon in 
law, who died very yoang: yet had alſo divers retre.ts or boſtries in the ſame, into which 
the Mariners were received and lodged.

The year ef the gther of poliſhed marble, and in the midſt there was 2 little hillock, on which there was 1 
yr x tarec certain monument placed in honour of Ceſar, which preſented it (elf ro their fight who 
of ch/it,. © ſailed ro the port, in which there were the figures of the city of Rome and of Ceſar, This 
WY City alfo was called Czxſarea, as much to be wondred at for the matter whereof it was.

vaults and conduits under ground, then in thoſe buildings that were about them : ſome of 
them were conveyed toward the port, and diſcharged themleives into the ſea by certain 
compaſſed ſpaces : bur there was one that went athwarts, that comprehendet all the reſt,zo 
the end that thereby the rain-water, and the cleanſ1:'gs of the City might be conveyed into 
the ſea, and that when the ſea (ſhould flow, it might waſh and cleanſe all the City, 
= —_ He ere&ed alſo a Theater of ſtone, and behind the ſame to the Southward, and Amphi. 
thearer, theater, that was abte to receive a great number of men,and ſo pleaſantly and hicly ( Ciku2ted, 
deck chat from the ſame a man might diſcover the ſea. This City was finiſhed at the end of 
ander 3g twelve years, during which time, the King was neither wearied by intending the work, nor 
Aciſtobulus ro negligent in furniſhing the neceſlary charges.

Zenodorus li- thE countries of Trachona, Baranea and Auranita for the occaſion which enſuech. A certain 
verb by ſp... man call:d Zenodorms,had hired Lyſanias demaines or Lord{hip: and not contenting himſelf 
with thoſe revenews which he gathered, bur deſirous to gather more, he lived upon ſpoiles 
and robberies in Trachona, which is a countrey, the inhabitants whereof commonly live by 
pillage and (poile, which they purchaſe from the Citizens and Merchants of Damalco, And 
ſo far was Zenodorus from protubiting theſe robberies, that he himſelf alſo was partaker of 
the booty : ſo that the nations neighbouring round abour, ſeeing themſelves thus abuſed, 
ſought for remedy at Yarws hands who was their Governour, requiring him to certifie Ce- 
ſar, of Zenodorus wrongs and out rages, Which when he underſtood, he commanded that 
ſuch lawleſſe ryoters ſhould be puniſhed, and that the countrey ſhould be added unto theju- 
riſdiftion of Herod,to the intent, that by his vigilancy che inhabitants of Trachona ſhould no 
more moleſt cheir neighbours. For it was hard to reſtrain them, — chat they 
were accuſtomed and traded in ſuch theft,and could not live otherwaies. For they neither 
had towns nor lands, neither hericages nor any poſſeſſions, bur onely certain retraits and 
caves under ground, and lived pell mell like beaſts : and having made abundane provilionot 
water and victuals, they might eaſily endure war along time, and maintaine themlelvesin 
their caves, when their enemies aſſailed them without, 
The doors of theſe dens were ſo narrow, that they could be entred but by one at once: 
. but within it was incredible ſpacious and large : the upper part thereot was nor ſteepy, but 
plaine, and in form of a ſmooth earth : for the whole place naturally conlſiſterh of a ſharpe 
and ragged rock, with a hard and difficult paſſage thereon, unleſle a man be guided thorow 
the paths. For the way was not diredt and ſtraight, but full of windles and many curnings. 
Ar ſuchtime as they wanted opportunity to ſpoil their neighbours, they 10bbed one 200-

ſtrangers, whom he alwaies diſmiſſed without revenge. When as therefore they accuſed Theyeer of the 

him ot violence and rapine, and for violating and rafing down their Temples, Herod being 3% _ 
nothing dilmaied therear, preſented himſelt betore the Emperour to juſtifie his ations, Bur 7 ao 

Ceſar entertained him very kindly, and diminiſhed nothing of the good affeRion which he 18. ; 

bare unto him, notivithſtanding all the uproares and inſolent tumults of the people. Thus vv IS 

was the firſt day ſpent in audience of their complaints, and in thoſe dates that tollowed there 

wereno further objections to be head of: for the Gadareans perceiving both Ceſars diſpo- 

{icion and the inclination of his Councel, and fearing {2s it was meſt likely) to be delivered 

into Herods hands, the next night after ſome of them ſlew themſelves ; other ſome for tear 

of torments brake their own necks; and ſome of chem allo drowned themſelves in the 

river. And thus whereas they ſeemed to tore-judge themſelves, Ceſar preſcntly abſolyed 

Herod. 

And this felicity of his, was ſeconded with another of (mall conſequence, For Zenodorus Uluha, Panc- 
having his bowels broken through an extream flux of blood, finiſhed his life at Antioch in 2nd other 
Syria. Whereupon Ceſar gave Herod his Countrey, which was a large and ample ſigniory,and A Hereb. 
was ſituate between Trachonita and Galilee, containing Ulatha, Paneas, and the countries Hed highly 
thereabouts. He made him one of the Governours of Syria alſo, commanding them to exe- CIY 

cute nothing without his advice. Ac this time attained he ro the height of all worldly teli- Ceſar makats 
city, For whereas within the huge and ample Romane Empire all things were diſpoſed by Phong. a 
_— and Agrippa, Ceſar honoured no man more then Herod next to 4grippe and Agrippe © 
relpected him above all men next to Ceſar. Whereupon he grew to be1o confident, that he 
begged a Tetrarchy at Ceſars hands, for his brother Pheroras : on whom he beſtowed one 
hundreth tents. of his revenue out of his own kingdome,to the intent that if hethould hap- 
pen to die, Pheroras eſtate might be aſſured and lett no waies ſubject unto his children. 

As ſoon as therefore he had conducted Ceſar as farre as the Sea, upon his return he buil- 
ded a goodly Temple of white marble in honour of his name, in the countrey which be- gr 
longed co Zexodorns, near to a place which is called Panion, which is a goodly cave in the ors Bone as 
heart of 4 mountain, and a place of great pleaſure, under which there is 2 wide pool of im; ni". ©» 
mealurable depth, which is tull of ſtanding water, and the upper part of the mountain is very DO 5 
lugh.

Atthis preſent I think it not amatter to be overſlipr, neither eſtranged from the aime 
of my hiſtory, to report tor what cauſe the King had (o religious an opinion of thoſe men, 
There was a certain Eiſean called Manahens, who in his ſect was accounted an upright and [ 
juſt man, and one thac had obtained from God the knowledge of things to come. He ſeeing 
Herod one day at ſuch time as he was very young and went to ſchool, ſaluted him and called 
him King of the Jews. Herod ſuppoling that Manahem knew him nor, or that he mocked 
him, reproved him ſharp!y for that his ſpeech, ſaying , that he acknowledged himſelf to be 
one of the common ſort. Manahem (miling, hit him gently with his hand upon the back, 
and (aid unto him, Thou ſhalt be King, and ſhalt have a happy reign. For ſuch is Gods plez- 
ſure; and at that time remember thy ſelf of the words that Manahers (pake unto thee, which 


forcrellerh He- {hall ſerve for a teſtimony to put thee in mind of thy mutable eſtate. For it becommeth 
rods govern- thee nothing more, then by juſtice, piety, and equity, to winne the hearts of thy ſubjets:

«* nour of our gteatand mightie God, which in' height waned fixty cubirs of that which 
« 5olomon firſt buile:yet ought we not to obje& as a blame, or aſcribe this action to any impi- 
«etie in our anceſtors. For the Temple was not at cheir diſpoſition, bur the meaſure of their 
« building was (et them down by Cyr#s and Darizs the ſon of Hyſtaſpes, to whom and their 
« ſucceſſours, they have firſt of all been {laves, as after their time they have been under the 
« ſybjection of the Macedonians:ſo that they had not the means and opportunity to raile this 
« religious Monument according to his firſt pattern, to that requifite and convenient height, 
< Bur ſince at this preſent by Gods permiſſion, I have obtained the kingdom; and thacfor a 
« long time hitherto we have enjoyed a happy peace;and that neither money nor great reve- 
«news are wanting;and that which is our greateſt good, we are made happie by the favour of 
« che Romans, who in a fort are the Lords ot the whole world, and in effe& are our entire 
< friends:I will entorce my ſelf torepair that deteR,which hapned in times paſt chrough the 
* miſeries,and weak means of our noble predeceſlors, refolving with my felt to pertect that 
« which is requifite for the ſervice of God,in acknowledgement of the benefits which I have 
« received from him, by whoſe mercy and means I have obtained my kingdome, 

This ſudden and unexpected ſpeech of Herods filled all mens ears with wonder,and hearts 
with expectation, in that he ſeemed co promiſe ſuch a thing, as was beyond their hope, and 
as they thought farce greater then his power - and that which moſt diſtraed them was, tor 
chat they had conceived a fear, leſt he had pulled dowa the old, he ſhould not be of 
abilitie ro erect 2 new, For which cauſe his counſell ſeemed to be 'd and attempt 
over difficulr,But che King perceiving with what doubts they were detained, encouraged 


the will of God, that I have broughc che eſtate of the WPFV/ASS 


them,promiſing in no ſort to deface the old Temple, before all that was prepared and p0- Th [ewes 


liſhed which was requiſite for the building of thenew.

All the ſtructure of the ſame was made after the manner of a Princely Palace on all fides,and 
the middle part thereof was higher thea the reſt : ſo that it might eaſily be diſcovered by 
the inhabirants of the countrey many furlongs off ; and eſpecially: it was moſt and 
ſubject totheir fight, who dwelt oppoſite againſt it, or repaired unto the Citie, Thedoors 
thereof and their tranſomes were correſpondent to the reſt of the magaificence ofthe Tem- 
ple, garniſhed with divers tapeſtries, and azured flowers, which inveſted and adorned the 
Pillars : under whoſe chapters a golden Vine ſpread it (elf on each 1ide, repleniſhed with 
inany goodly cluſters of Grapes hanging down ; which was an admirable work ro behold, 
both in reſpect of the greatneſs,as alſo tor the workmanſhip and matter whereof ir was made: 
He encompaſſed all the Temple with moſt goodly galleries and porches correſpondent to 
the magnificence of the ſame, and ſurpaſſing thoſe in times paſt for the coſt ; ſo that never 


any manbetore him ſo magnificently adorned the Temple. Two of which were underprop- 
ped with very ſtrong walls, whoſe workmanſhip was ſo exquiſite, as it is incredible ro be

a moſt deep valley. This wall was made of huge ftones, cloſe faſtned the one anco the 0.

greatnefſeand _ this four ſquare building was an incredible thing tobe imagineq 
The grearneſle of the ſtones appeared in the Front, but on the infide they were taſtned 
together with clapſes of Iron, which fortified and irengthned the building for ever agunf 
all injuries of times. This work __— been chus continued to the top,and che vaid ſpace 
berween the wall and the riſing hillock filling up the floor above, was made plain and equa} 
The whote circaic of the Tower contained abour four ſtades or furlongs, a fade or furtons 
in lengch co every pane from angle toangle. On the infide and neer unto cherop there 
was another wall of ftone extended along the Eaſtern fide; having a couble porch of equal 
greatnefle with tha of the wall, and placed in the midft of che Temple, and openeth nght 
upon the gates thereof, which the Kings beforetime had adorned, Round about the Tem- 
ple were planted choſe ſpoils which were taken fromche Barbarians, which King Herod had 
placed there, wich all choſe ſpoils which he had caken from the Arabians. In a corner on 
the North (ide there ſtood a very _ and defenced Fortrefie, builded by the Aſmoniay,

anune onthar Tower which was Baris, in which they kept the Prieſtly Veſture, wherewich | 
the high Prieft was wont to be adorned at that time onely when he was to offer ſacrifice, 
King Herod kept the ſame inthat place, and there remained it after his death, unillthe 
time of Tiberius Ceſar : under whom. Y#ellizs governour of Syria came unto Jeruſalem; 
where he was entertained by all che people with as great magnificence as was poſſible: and 
being defirous ro acknowledge the favours thar he had received at their hands, being re- 
queſted by rhem rhac chey mighc have the keeping of che high Prieſts Ornaments, he wrote 
unto Tiberius Ceſer to grant them that favour z and till the death of King Agripps, the 
Jews had the (ame in their poſſefſion.But after that Agrippe was dead,Caſsin; Longing that 
governed Syria,and Guſp1us Fadys Lieucenanr of Judza, commanded the Iews toreturn the 
lame into the Fortreſle Antonia, ſaying, - that the Romans ought to be Lords thereof, ny 
they had beenin cimes paſt. For which cauſe che Jews fenc Embaſladours to Claxdint Ceſar, 
to _— his favour rherein, who arriving at Rome, found the young King Agripps there, 
who boſought che Emperour char itmighc be lawfull for him to have the keeping of the ha- 
bit :who commanded Fited:es the Governour of. Syria,ro deliver it into his hands. Betoce- 
time it was kept under the ſeal of thehigh Pricſt,and the cuſtody of the Treaſurers, andon 
the Eve of a certain ſolemne Feaſt, the Treaſurers wear ap to the Captain, who kept the 
Forrrefle tot the Romans, and atcerohey hid opened their ſeal, they cook rhe habir:and afcer 
the Feaſt was paſt, they: recurned it back again unrothe ſame place, and ſhut it up under the 
fame {ſeal in the preſence of the Caprain, All which we have thought good to lay open, to 
make thediverſnie- known that was aſed in that care. 
 Aﬀret that'Herod had im . this ſort builded this ſtrong Tower for the ſecurity and gaadot

priviledges granted unto them by the Romans. 

The Jews of Hen they came into Ionia, a great multitude of the Jews inhabiting that coun- 

- 1029787 can V \ / rey being gathered together, expected hum roſpeak unto him ; "and finding 

of the injuries opportunitie, they complained unto him of the wrongs that thoſe country-men 


Cn offered them,not permitting them tolive according unto their laws; and that upon feſtivall 
ucy-men. dayes they pulled and haled them before their Tribunal - and that chey would not permit 
Nicholaus did them to {end ſacred money unto Jeruſalem, and that they compelled them to do publick 
__ p_ buſineſle, and to ſpend the holy money in thoſe affairs, contrary to the priviledges granted 
1n the bebalii unto them by the Romans. Herod laboured to have the Jews complaints heard by Azrippa, 
o! th: Jews. and willed one of his friends and followers called Nicholaus, to plead the Jeivs cauſe : who 
made a ſpeech unto Agrippa, fitting with the reſt of the Romans nobilitic, and other Kings 
and Princes, in their behalt after this manner : 

Moſt worthy Agrippa, true it is, that all men that ſuffer injurie, are conftrained to flie for re- 
areſſe to the bigher Powers, and we, over and above, hope to obtain ow (wit. For we ask n0- 
thing but that which your beneficence hath already granted, and that which they endeavour to 
take from us that arc, as we alſo are ; your ſubjetts, And although that your benefit beſtowed 
wpon us was great,yet are we worthie ſtill to emoy it, _- for that you your ſelf judged us worthie 
thereof. And ſuppoſe it was a ſmall matter, it is a diſcredit for you not to grant ſo ſmall 
trifle, Wherefore it evident, that the injuric done unto ts, doth alſoredound unto you, whoſe 
Decrees thoſe that have injured us, fear not to contemne, and to diſannull your beneficence to- 
wards 1s. Foy if any oxe ſhould ask any of them whether they had rather loſe therr lives, then 
be deprived of therr Countrey Lawes, Rites, Sacrifices, and Feſtivities, wherewith they honour 
their gods; I know well they would rather endure any calamitte, then to be forced to forſake 
their Countrey Cuſtomes, For many warres ariſe onely for defence of Religion : and the oreat- 
eft reward and content that we reap by this happie peace, which through your means we enjoy, i 
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that whole journey, almoſt in every citie he gratified

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thi, That we are everie one permitted to live according to the Cuſtome of his Countrey,: and L 


to continue tn pietic. Wherefore they endeavour to take from on that, which by no means 
they would permit to be taken from themſelves * as who would ſay, it was not as great an offence 
to hinder other mens Pietie and Devotion, as neglect their own. Let us conſider whether there 
be any Cittte or Nation, that doth not account their felicitie to be ſcituate in your Dominiow. 
and the power of the Romans ? Or u th:re any that deſireth your Honour and Power 10 decay 
and be of wo force * Trucly, none that u wiſe : for there us none, whom either publickly , or 
privately, it concerneth not . but theſc people — to take from us your libertie, do 
alſc as 8 were deprive themſelves of all benefits which they have recerved at your hands, which 


are infinite, For what abenefit is it, that whereas other Nations livins under the Dominion M 


of rigorous Kings conſtituted over them ;, theſe do onely obey the Romanes, and live in happie 
peace and tranquilitie ? But 4s for our affa;rs, were no man troubleſome unto us, yet are they 
xot ſnch as deſerve to be envied. For enjoying the common felicitie which others your ſubjects 
doe, we deſire nothing of hizh eſtimate or worth, but onely requeſt tnat we may live accordin? 
tothe Religion of our Countrey, which of ut ſcife is not to be enwvied at, but may be profit able 
for them that permit it, For God doth alwayes love them, who bonour him, and them who doe 
not hinder his honour. What tis there in our Religion offenſroe to axy man ? nay, what ts there 
that is not according to all Pretie and Fuſtice whereby all things continue and are preſerved ? For 
neither do we conceal what life ws follow, nor the labours and exerciſe we uſe, but reſting the 
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A ſeventh day from all labours, mw: ſpendthat day in learning our religion, and the laws ard ©u- ANG) 
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homes thereo,” - eſpceming this cultom? not to b: of (mall force to correft and amend our manners. 
Theſe owr cuſtoms having 11 them nothing that any that ſearcheth them , can Juſtly _—_— , 
they arc now alſo , thouzh many are perſwaded the contrary , conſecrated and confirme their 
antiquitte : So that we muſt needs make 4 conſcience of it to forſake our lawes , that have endur- 
ed ſo many ages. 1 heſe are the injuries that theſe people by wiolence offer us , they ſacrileziouſly 
take from us the money deatcated to Gad : they impoſe tributes upon us, who arc free: they upon 
eftivvall daies force us 10 their tribunals , to law andother prophane buſineſſe , without any ne- 
cefvitic , but onely 1 centumely and aiſrrace of our religion, which they know well in the meay 
while that they perſecute with unjuſt and unlawfull hatred, For your Empire , equally provi- 
ding for the 200d of all your ſubjects, aoth not onely nouriſh the mutuall concord of them all , 
but alſo repſteth hatred and malice, Theſe are the injuries, moſt worthy Agrippa , whereof 
we [eek redreſſe 4t thy hanas , requeſting thee that hereafter we may lie according to our relizion as 
beforctimes,and that our adverſaries may have no more authoritie over us then we over them:which 
is not onely juſtice and equitie,, but already alſo granted by your clemency. And there are ye ex- 
tant to bin in the Capitol many decrees and ordinances of the Senate concerninz this matter , 
enzraven in braſſe which are read unto this day: dowbtleſſe for our truth and fidelitie ſo oftentimes 
tried: or at leaſt, though we not deſerving it , yet holy and inviolate. For you doe not onely 
not withdraw from us and all other nations your former benefits granted unto us , but you do ra- 
ther every day beſide all hope and expectation increaſe them : all which time will not [uffer me 
tg recount And that we may not ſeeme vainly te boaft of ow duties aud officiouſnes towards 
you , and alſo omitting other things that are paſt ; our King now ſitting with you can ſufficiently 
reſtifie it ſoto be. For what kinde of love and good will bath he onnited to ſhew unto your na- 
tion ? where was he not proved trufty ? what hath he not deviſed to honour you ? where ſtood you 
innced, when he was not the firſt manto held you ? Why therefore ſhould not we recerve ſome 
{avowr for his deſerts * I will not omit to put you1n minde of the fortitude of his father Anti- 
pater,, who came with 2000. ſouldzers to aſsiſt Cala in the Egyptian wars , wherein he ſa va- 
liantly behaved himſelf , that neither by ſea nor land any ont in thoſe wars deſerued wore com- 
mend.tions then himſelf. 1 will not recount at this time how much good he did Czlar , in thoſe 
warres , and what and how great rewards he therefore received : but rather 1 ſhould firſt of all 
put you tu remembrance of the letters that the Emperour writ unto the Senate concerning this mat- 
ter > wherewith he obtazned for Antipater the honeurs and priviledges of the Citte, For this 
oely argument had been ſufficient to have declared that we did not obtajne ſuch pon with- 
ont deſert , and requeſt thee now to confirme th ſame , of whom we might juſt!y _ for new 
benefits , ſeeing ſuch friendſhip and familiarity between thee and our Kirg. For we have under- 
flood by our nation that dwell in Fudea , how many offerings thou diddeſt there ſacrifice unio our 


20d , and with what vows thou honouredſt him : how thou feaſtedſt date , and was't delizhted

n that mutwall hoſpitalitie. All which are as it were an argument of the friendſhip confirmed be- 
tween [ogeeat 4 Roman Prince, and the nation of the Fews, een in Herods houſe. By all theſe , we 
humbly requeſt in the preſence of the King nothing but this onely,. that. thow wouldeſt nos permic 
us 7 an 'y to be defrauded of that , which you your ſelues have already granted unto the nation 
ef the Þews | 

F Now no one of the Greeks offered to oppoſe himſelf againſt that which N:cholaus did 
ſpeak : for this was no contention toa Judge concerning their right, but onely a deprecation 
and ſjupplication to avoid injurie. Neither did they denie it* onely thus they excuſed them- 
lelyes, that the Jews dwelling amongſt them , were troubleſome unto them. Bur the Jews 
ſhewed themielves to be free citizens, and co live according to their religion and laws of their 
countrey , without any mans moleſtation or injury. Wherefore Agrippa underſtanding that 


they had demanded a greater thing ofhim, he would have granted them whatſoever he 
might, without prejudicing the people of Rome. And noiy ſeeing they onely demand of him 
that which already theRomans had granted unto them, he would ratifie & confirm unto them 
the benefic which they had already received at theRomans hands, 8 provide that hence forth 
noman ihouid moleſt them for living according to the inſtitution and ordinances of their 


conntrey, Having thus ſpoken , he diſmiſſed the aſſembly. Then Herodarifing thanked him _ 


Nall their names. And then after mucuall embracing one another , they departed , taking Lezvus.

For now this man had many followers and fayourers , as it were gaping after preferment by 
his means, who with a kinde of counterfeit good will made a ſheiy of love and good will to- 
wards Herod, And being many in number and truſty one to another , the young men were e- 
very day entrapped more and more : for many times they thed tears tor very grief of the 
contumelies and injuries that they ſuffered ; and many times they mentioned their mother , 
and complained unto thoſe whom they thought to be their triends of their tather , as one 
that dealt not well with them: all which Antipaters partakers maliciouſly noting, and adding 
thereunto ſomething of their own invention , they did prelent]y tell it unto Herod; and fodid 
nouriſh the difſention of his houſe, For the King being moved hereat , and purpoſing to hum- 
ble Mariammes children, did daily increaſe and augment Antipaters honour , and at his en- 
treaties at laſt brought his mother into the Court; and many times writing ſecretly unto Ce- fer>d brought 
ſar in tayour of Antipater , he eſpecially commended him in particular unto him - and being ane. +a 
co ſaileto ſalute 4grippa , who was now to depart out of Aſia having governed that province bis Palace, 
ten yeers, he onely took with him Antipatey of all his ſonnes , whom alſo he commitred unto AS; 0 
Agrippa with many gifts, to ge with him to Rome, and to be brought in to favour with to Azrippa , to 
Ceſar; |0 that now all things ſeemed to be done, as it were by this mans beck, and the young frag to

A 
ters commended unto all his friends there : yet this was a great gtief unto him, Rome, 
that he could not dayly calumaiate his brethren , for he feared leſt his fathers mind ſhoulc are. pM 
p change, and ſo he thould aftet Aariammes children moſt. This was his dayly cogitation : preſence incited 
but though he were abſent, yer he ceaſed not by letters to incite his father againſt them, as —__ 
laying care of his ſafety ; bur indeed for that he thereby through! bis bad praRices hoped (jcen by lice © 
to obtain the Kingdome : (o that he ſo increaſed Herods wrath againſt them, that he now »nd being ab- 
was become a deadly enemy unto the young men. But endeavouring to reſiſt this affeti- wc gg 
00, and fearing raſhly in his anger to commit any thing co prejudice them, he determined ers. 
tolal again to Rome, and there accuſe his ſons before Ceſar, leſt he being led away through _ d failed F 
ndignation and diſpleaſure conceived againſt the young men, ſhould ſeem to caſt offall f,1,vea ©x- 
lore and fatherly affection towards them. And repairing to Rome, and not finding Cſar far to Aquileis 
Were, he followed him unto Aquileia : and coming to ſpeech of him, and requeſting him to ,;*"2* _— 
F. fake notice of his misfortunes, he preſented his two ſons, and accuſed them before Ceſar of Czar, 
infolencie, and for having attempted to poyſon him, complaining their hatred to be gone 
lofar, that now by any wicked and execrable way whatſoever they ſought their tathers 
Kingdome; notwithſtanding that Ceſar had given him full power and liberne to leave the 
dome to him, whom he found moſt dutitull and obedient unto him, And that they 
thought thereby they might not giin the Kingdome, yet they could be contented with 
ther fathers death, and that they tought it with danger of their own lives, and that this 
rible and deteſtable hatred was now rooted in their hearts. And that he having long en- 
Cured this calamitie; was now forced to open it unto Ceſar, and trouble his ears with theſe

My father , how well and friendly minded thou art towards us , this preſent judgement declareth: 
for hadſt thos determined any heavy ſemtence againſt us , thow wouldeft not have brought as be- 
fore him , who 15 the preſerver of us all : for thou mighteſt being a King , or for thy autho- 
ritie over us 4s 4 father , have puniſhed us for our Wo according to hy power ; but in that 
thou haft brouzht us to Rome , and made Cxiar our Fudge , it is an argument that thou ſeeckeft 
to ſave us : for n0 man brings any one ts the Temple whom he purpoſeth to deſtroy : which greatly 
aggravateth our cauſe, who doe cenſure our ſelves unworthy to live , rather then to incurre an 
opinion of impicty committed againſt thee ſuch a father. How far more expedient is it to die guilt- 
leſſe, then ro live ſuſpected of ſuch offences * Wherefore , if truth be our patrone , we ſþul 
be happy ether by thy own judgement , or for that we have eſcaped danger: but if calumni«- 
trons doe prevaile againſt us , it is ſuperfluors and to no purpoſe that we live. For what good 
would 1t doe us , if we live 1n continuall ſuſpicion ? It is a probable accuſation to accuſe our yeers , 
4; h1ving affected the Kinrdome ; and our unfortunate mothers calamity maketh it ſeeme more pro- 
bable. But conſider T beſeech thee , if the ſame crime may not as well be framed againſt any ont 
whom:ſoever , as againſt us. For any King having children by a wife that is now dead , may if 
it pleaſe him ſuſpect them, as pradtiſing treaſon azainſt him their father. But ſuſpicion 15 not ſuf- 
ficient to prove 4041 1mpions and guilty : wherefore bring any one forth that can tell any args- 
met of this crime by us to have been attempted, which may adde credit to this calunsriation;

Wherefore 
ſpending above his revenewes forthis matter, he was forced co be chargeable unto his ſub- 
jets: for it was neceſſary that he that ſo laviſhly beſtowed ſuch huge ſums of money up- 
on others, ſhould ſome where ger it, though with evil means. Laſtly, ſeeing himſelf for 
ſuch like injuries hated of his ſubjects, he thought i a bard marter co get their good wills: 
which he could do no waies elſe, but by remicring the tribute they paid him. Wherefore 
be abuſed the hatred of his people for his own commoditie : for if any one of them did not 
D tolerate that ſlaverie wherein they lired,or did endeavourto ſhake off the yoke of his domi- 
nion, againſt ſuch he uſed a marvellous crucltic ; and outraged them no lefſe, then as if they 
had been his enemies, neicher reſpeRing friendſhip nor kindred; fot that he defired alone to Horod greedy 
be honoured of all men. And how greedy of honour he was, we may yu by the honours © 29994 
hedid unto Ceſar, Aeripps, and others of cheir friends : for he deſired to be an example to 


his ſubjeRs, that as he himſelf honoured men bercer then himſelf : ſo they ſhould all ho- 
nour him likewiſe: chereby _—_— what thing he did naturally moſt deſire» Butthe 
Jews rcligion doth not permit them licence ro honour Potentactes, who of neceflicie oughr 
to have greater care and reſpeR of right and tquirie, then of ſuch officiouſneſſe roward ſu- 
periours : for it was diſprofit enough uato he own: that they could not with ſtatues and 
x Temples obtain theKings favour,and with like flaueries ſatisfie the fond appetites of a vain- 
glorious man, And this ſeemeth to me co be the reaſon that Herod was unjuſt, and hard to- 
wards his friends, and co thoſe whom he made partakers of his counſcls and enterprizes ;

curry favour,mentioning onely thar, that might redound unto the Kings credit : ſo that ma- 
ny of his open and wicked pranks, he did either colour under ſome other pretence, orel(e 
all waies poſſible he.cndeavoureth to hide them, For he doth as it were tell a tale of Herods 
crueley againſt Mariamme and his ſonnes;as though he did thereby deſerye credit and praile, 
accuſing her of adultery, and them as, Traitors unto cheir tather : and this he doth 
clean through his works, too much, excolling the Kings good deeds, and coo diligegtly ex-

+ mage] unto Phaſelus his ſon : and afterward thinking that now his brothers mind towards his 
Nativi,y, maid was ſatisficd, he complaining of his injurious dealing, in repulſing his daughter, of- 
LAY fered unto him to wife, he now offered him another of his daughters named Cypros. Then 
Protomens adviſed Pheroras not (till ro contemn his brothers offcr, and perſiſt in ſuch folly , 
telling him it was meer folly therefore to incur the Kings diſpleaſure and hatred, and loſſc 
of tranquillitie. Pheroras underſtanding this counſel proficablefor him, having been once 
before injuriouſly accuſed, and obtained pardon at the Kings hands; ſent away his maid, by 
whom he now had a ſon, and promiſed the King to marry this his other daughter, and ap- 
pointed the thirecenth day after to celebrate his marriage ; making a ſolemn oath unto the 
King, never after thattime to uſe the company of that woman whom he had put away. 
The time appointed being expired, he fell ſo far in love with the former womao, that he 
would nor ſtand to his promiſe, but again accompanied with his miad. 

Then Herod not able any longer co contain himſelf, uſed many ſpeeches, whereby he evi- 
dently (hewed his mind to be alienated from his brother. And there were many who ta» 
king hercat oppertunity ; did by forged calumniations encreaſc his alienation : ſo that now 
there was no day nor hour paſt, wherein he did not ſtill hear ſome new alterations and ſtirs 
amoneſt his deareſt friends z whom nature willed to combine themſelves to maintain cor.- 

Salomeinices Crd and amity. For Salome being now offended at Meriammes children, did not permit 
her devetner her daughter married unto Ariſtebulus, one of the young men, to enjoy mutual Jove and 
| robewray ber Comfort of her husband, enticing her to bewray her husbands ſecret ralke; and it ſhe heard 
hutbands e- any ſmall occaſions of offence ( as often it falleth out) ſhe ſhould the more aggravatethem 
5 with ſuſpicions, whereby ſhe alſo learned all their ſecrets, and made the young woman hate 
her husband. And ſheto pleaſe her mother, recounted how that often when her husband 
and Alexander were alone, that then they were wontto talke of Marriamme their mother, 
and uſe reproachful words againſt their father ; and threatning, that if they ever did obtain 
the Kingdome, they would make the ſons of the King, whom he had by other wives, no- 
raries and townclarks, and ſo they might reape profit of their learning which they now 
ſtudied for: and whenſoever they ſaw any of the Kings wives weagany of Mariammes ap- 
pare}, that then they vowed inſtead of that attire, to cloath them with ſackcloth and ſhut K 
them up where they ſhould never ſee Sun. Salome preſently cold all this to the King : 
who though he were much grieved hereat, yer he choſe rather to ſeek to amend it, then to 
puniſh them : for he wasgreatly incired againſt then by ſuſpicion, and every day waxing 
worſe and worſe, at Jaſt he believed all the reports of any whomſoever. But he then eon- 
rented onely ſharpely to chide his ſons, and pacified with their excuſes and anſwers, he for 
that time was quiet. h 

But preſently the miſchief was again ſet on foot : for Phereras the Kings brother, meeting 
Herod grenly 7f lexander, who (as we have ſaid) was Glaphyrs her husband, who was daughter'to Arche- 
moved againſt 14u5,he told him that he heard by Saleme,that Herod was far in love with Glaphyra,fo that he L 

+ rpg could not ſhake off this affetion. The young man hearing this, became jealous,and was in 
Mewain love 2 Breat rage; and now what honour ſoever or pifts Herod for the love of his ſon gave her, 
with Glazhy.a Alexander did interpretit inthe worſt ſenſe, being now made jealous by that which he had 
heard of Pheroves;and not able to put up ſach injuries as he thought;he went unto his father, 
& with tears recounted unto him whatPherores had rold him. ButHered was hereat the more 
enflamed, not enduring himſelf falſly co be accuſed of ſo ſhameful a f:&, inveighing againſt 
thegrear malice of his triends, who for his greatgood turns he did them, ſo rewarded him. 
And preſently ſending for Pheroras, very ſharpely began to chide him,ſaying : © moſt impi- 
ons that liveth amongſt men | art thou become ſo unergeful, either to ſpeak or think ſuch a met” 
ter of us ? Thinkeſt thou that I do not perceive thy drift ; that thou ſpakeſt not theſe words unto M 
my ſon to diſcredit me,but alſo tothe intent by this means thou mighteſt work ſome treaſon « ainſt 
me, and cauſe me to be poiſoned? For who but-agood ſon,as this is, would ſuffer his father, ſuſpe&#- 
ed for ſuch a matter, to live, and not to be revenged of him for ſuch offence * Whether ih thou 
think that tho didſt put theſe ſpecches into his mind, or by them a ſword into his hand to kill his 
father withal ? or what was thy intent, ſeting thou hateſt both him and his brother,and onely coun- 
terfert 'ng.g00d will toward me,'s belie me,and to report that of me. that without impiety could not 
be thought : get thee hence, thou wretched imp, ou thou haſt thus abuſed thy brother, who 
hath well deſerved at thy hands , and do as thou wilt all thy life time, my ſelf will endeavew 
to be better unto my children,then 1 have been; and neither will 1 puniſh them as they deſerve,but p

A will honour chem above theic merirs. The King having diſcharged his choler againſt his 
brother Pheroras, and be being taken ina manifeſt faulr, anſwered, that that report was 
£c{ deviled by Salome, of whom he heard it: which ſhe (being then preſent) hearing, be- 
oanto exclaime, ſaying, it waSnort her deviſe, and that they all laboured ro make the 
King hate her,and put herto death, being one who did eſpecially wiſh him well ; and what 
in her lay, ſeeking his ſafctic, and that now he was in danger of more creaſon thenever be- 
fore : for (ſaid ſhe) I was the onely cauſe that you did put away the woman, whom you ſo 
doarcd after,perſwading you to marry the Kings daughter : and this is the cauſe that you 
hace me. Wuth theſe ſpeeches tearing her hair,and ſtriking her breſt, ſhe made a ſhew of 
innocency: but this her geſture was a colour co hide her bad intent. So Pheraras was left in 

reat perplexitie,not — what to ſay or do; and finding no pretenceto excuſe his faR: 

or on the one fide he confeſſed, that he told it unto Alexander and on the other, he could 
not make Herod believe, that he heard ic of Ss/owe. This contention endured a good while: 
xt laſt the King being wearied , ſent away his brother and his ſiſter: and greatly commend- 
ing his ſons moderate mind,and that he had given him intclligence of choſe ſpeeches, very 
late in the night, he went ro ſupper. 

Aﬀcer this contention,S4/ome was hardly thought of, becauſe ſhe was judged to bethe au- 
thor of this ill report, and the Kings wives wiſhed evil unto her, becauſe they knew her to 
be of ſtrange qualitics and hard co pleaſc, and fo variable, that according tothe time, one 
while ſhe would profeſle friendſhip , and preſently after hured. Wherefore they ill had 


ſomething to inform Herod of againſt her, taking occaſion hapning by chance, which was = 


chis : There was a King of the Arabians, named 0bs4as, a floathful man, and one given to 
idlenefſe : and there was one Syileus that did govern all his affairs; this man was a crafty 
fellow, and inthe prime of his youth, and very beautiful. This Sy{le#s coming unto Herod 
about ſome buſineſſe, and viewing Faleme, who then fate at ſupper with him, beganto ſer 
his mnd upon her : and finding ſhe was a widow, he entred intotalke with her : and ſhe 
finding her brother now nor ſo friendly unto her as before he had been, and alſo intangled 
with the beauty of this young man, did nor greatly deny co marry himys and many feaſts 

ing made at that time,they ſhewed evident ſigns of their mutual conſent, and love one un- 
roanocher. The Kings wives cold the King of this in ſcoffing ſort. Herod herewith not con- 
rented, demanded of Pheroras how the matter ſtood, and willed him at ſupper rimeto note 


if he could cſpic any tokens of familiaritie berwixt them: and Pheroras told him that by PRTROY PF: 
ſigns and mucual viewing one another, they ſufficiently ſhewed their intents. After this Arabian 4c6- ® 


the Arabian being ſuſpeRed, departed into his own countrey. But ewo or three moneths af- ny. ms

ter he came again into Juaza onely for this purpoſe, and talked with Hered touching this 
mater,requeſting him to let Sa/omve be his wite:affirming that that affinitic wonld be profi- 
table unto him for the traffick between his people and theArabians,whoſe Prince he was to 
be,and did already enjoy a great part of the dominion. Heysd told all this unto his-ſiſter,and 
asked her if ſhe would marry him and ſhe anſv.crcd,ſhe would. Then they requeſted char 
Syllans ſhould become a Jew ia religion,or elſe it was not lawful for him to marry ber. He 
would not condeſcend hereunto, affirming that he ſhould be toned ro death by his people, 
if he did it, and ſo he departed without obtaining his purpoſe. From chat cime forth, Phe- 
18745,and eſpecially the Kings wives accuſed Salome of intemperancic,affirming that ſhe had 
had the company of the Arabian. Now Hered determined ro marry his daughter unto S«ls- 
wes ſon, whom Pheroras retuled for the love of his maid, which ſon of S«lomes was her eldeſt 
that ſhe had by Coſtab& ws ; and that to ſhew his good will toward Selowe his ſiſter. But he 
was diſſwaded by Pheroras, whortold him that the young man would never love ſuch a f4- 
ther in law, becauſe of his fathers death, perſwading bim rather to marry her to his eldeſt 
ſon, who was to ſucceed him in his Tetrarchy,which he caſily perſwaded the King unto,and 
ſo obtained pardon for bis former offence. Whereforethe ſpoulals being changed, the maid 
was matried untothe young man, who had a hundred talents in dowry with her, more then 
otherwiſe ſhould have been given with her. 

- Butall elvis whilethis diſſenſion of Herods houſe did not ceaſe, but rather increaſed, be ha- 
vinga ſh,metul beginning, and coming to a ſorrowful end. Herod had three Eunuches, 
whom he greatly eſteemed for their beautie:one of chem was his butler; the other his cook; 
and the third his chamberlain: whom alſo he was wont to employ in ſerious affairs of his 
King:ome.Some one or other informed the King, that theſe three Eunuches were corrup-* 
ted by his {01 Alexander with great ſums of money, and being vpon tortureSexamined if 
they had accompanied with him, they confeſſed all : yer they affirmed thar they knew no 
Prattice of his attempted againſt his facher. But their rorments being increaſed by Amtiparers 
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FRSNON favourites, they were forced to contefle that Alexander ſecretly bated bis father, and heey- G 
Thry667 of the horred them to forſake Herod, who was now good for nothing ; who diſſembled his ape by 
oreig 6d inting his faceco ma ke himſelf ſeem younger then he was, and colouring his head and 
nervig,7, beard black, which were already grown very white through ape : bar rather fer their minds 
WD. upon him, who would in deſpight of his father emjoy bis kingdome due unco him, and tha 
then he would advance them co che bigheſt honours of the kingdom : for he had not oncly 
cirrle unto it by his birth, but alſo was now prepared likewiſe to invade ir ; and that he had 
many of the Caprains, of the fouldiers,and many of the Kings friends on his fide, who were 
prepared todo or endure any thing for his ſake. | 
Herod hearing this, fear and anger did invade him, by reaſon that his fons words ſeemed H 
both contumehous and thrcatning:and being for both theſe cauſes in a rage, he feared ſome 
arer matter to be put in praftice again him, which he could not ſuddenly, and having 
liethe warning avoid ; and not daring co make open inquiry, he ſer ſecret ſp:es awork, to 
cell him how all marrers ſtood, himſelf now miſtrufting all men,and accounting it his fecu- 
ritie to miſtruſt all, even them chat deſerved itnot: and not moderating his ſuſpicious 
mind, now whoſoever was the nearcſt unto him, was the moſt ſuſpected, as of moſt power 
to injure him. As for others, that were but onely named by his ſpies, he preſently eſteemed 
Herod credir- it his ſ.fery to put them to death. Then they of his houſhold, every one being careful to ſave 
ethall rale, hj(c]f, were one tarned againſt another, every one deeming it his own fafetic to prevent 
cage others, by accufing them unco Herod : which done, preſcntly they incited other mens envy , 
uojuſtly, againſt him, and every one of them to defire ſuch meaſure as they had meaſured unto o- 
chers:and thus they alſo revenged their private quarrels;and preſently after,they themſclves 
were taken. and did by other mens means ſufferthe like, being entrapped in the ſame trap 
they ſec for their enemies. For the King did quickly repent himſelf, becauſe he had pur very: 
many to death, who were not convicted : yet for all that, he was not hereby admon!ſhed to 
beware of the like hereafter , but on his repentance for their death,raged ſo far, as ro cauſe 
him to infflit the ſame puniſhment upon the accuſers, which he had done upon them. $So 
at trouble and fearchen fell upon all the whole Court. He then commanded many of his 
Hedio & Ruf- deareſt friends, and them eſpecially whoſe fidelitic he had beforetimes experienced, not to 
Fnue,chop.#-,, COME if his fighr, nor within his court gates. For he did now ſhake off the friendſbip between |

; © orig children, in whom he had alwaies repoſcd more truſt then inany others: che one of them, 
; | for that his ſon Demerrins was familiar with 4lexander , and Gamellus, for that he knew him 
co wiſh well unto: Hlexander:for he was one of them who had brought him up, and had aboad 
with bim at his being at Rome. And no doubt but he had cenſured them with ſome more 
heavy ſentence, had ir not been that they were ſoeminene perſons. Wherefore at that time 
he was contented to have baniſhed them, and deprived them of all their authority, to the 
end, that having diſgraced theſe good men, he might the more freely play the Tyrant. An- 
8pater was the cauſe of all this miſchief, who from the firſt time that he perceived bis father L 
to be fearful and ſuſpicious, ſtill after that joyned with him as connſeller, and as it were in- 
Antipater the CTEaled his rage and cruelty ; and then he galantly played his part, endeavouring,that who- 
cauſe of all ſoever would reliſt him, ſhould be made away. Wheretore Andreomachs and the reſt of his 
milchiek friends being now baniſhed the Court; the King preſently cortured all that he imagined any 
way to favour Afexandey,to lee if they were guilty,or if they knew of any treaſon to be pra-.

Herod made Flenſaa town of Cilicia, and deliver certain letters unto 4rchelams himſelf to the ſame ef- 
friends. fect ; and that from thence they ſhould go ro Rome, and if ſo be when they came there they 

. Found that Ceſar had been reconciled unto him by Nicholavs his means, that then the 

| ſhould alſodeliver certain letters unto him, declaring all that was paſt between him and his 

ſonnes, and the proofs alleadged ro convince the young men. Archelays writ again unto He- 
rod, that indeed he wonld have entertained the young men, for tear that any greater mil- 
chance ſhould betall them or their father, by reaſon of the ſuſpicion againſt them , yer was he 
not minded roſend them to Ceſar, nor to have confirmed them in any malicious courſe. 
The meſſengers coming to Rome, found Ceſar reconciled to Herod, and delivered the let- 
ters unto him. For Nicholaus his embaſlage was to this effe&: So ſoon as he came unto Rome | 
and had entred the Palace, beſide the charge he had given him, he did alſo undertake to ac- 
cuſe Sylleys, For he perceived the Arabians at variance amongſt themſelves, and that ſome 
of them had declared all Sy{lzxs his bad praRtiſes, and that by his means and procurement 
many of obedas kinimen were murthered, as his adverſaries manifeſtly proved, by certainof 
his letcers which they intercepted. 

43 Now Nicholans deſirous to reconcile Herod unto Ceſsr, omitted not this occafion by 
= — ex chance offered him, for he well knew that if he began with the Kings defence, he ſhould 
alt, - then findahard and = Judge againſt him ; bur it he began to accuſe Sylles, he ſhould 
CI find al(o fit occaſion to plead his Kings cauſe.

| bians,and that he had borrowed much money to-trouble the peace of the Common-wealth 
and that he had corrupted many women, and honeſt matrons bothat Rome and in Arabia. 
He added hereunto a moſt grievous crime, to wit, that he by bis lies and falſe reports had 
deceived Ceſar, whom in all things he had mifinformed concerning that which Herod had 
done. Which when he once mentioned, Ceſar commanded him to omit the reſt ; and onely 
to recount the matter concerning Herod, whether Herod did not enter into Arabia with an 
army, and did ſlay two thoaſand and five hundreth men, and carry away captives and robbe 
and {poil the countrey * Nicholaus anſwered, that to theſe demands himſelt was able to an- 
ſwer, that Herod did none of thele, or at leaſt very lictle hereof, which he did recount ; and [, 
that he did not deſerve any diſpleaſure. oY contrary to his expectation, hearing thus, 
began to give diligent eare to what Xzoholaus (aid : and hereupon Nicholaxs recounted unto 
Ceſar, how Herod had lent five hundreth talents, and that he had a writing in pawn, wherein 
A narration of he was permitted after the day appointed, if then it were not repayed him again, to prey 
may ;. upon all the whole counrrey, and (atisfie himſelf : and that this was no hoſtile invaſion, bur 
borrowed me 4CCOrding tO law and equity, a requiring of is right and debt due unto him. And that this | 
eſe was not raſhly done, thongh by che writing he was ſo permitted to do, but by the conſent of 
Saturninw and YVolunonivs Prelidents of Syria, in whoſe preſence Syl[ew (wore by Ceſars 
good fortune at Berytum, that within thirty dates after both the debt and alſo certain fugi- 
tives from the King, ſhould be reſtored unto him, and that Syll2us performed none of theſe: 1 
and ſo Herod went again unto the Preſidents, and they permitted him to go and take pledges 
tor his money z and that ſo by their permiſſion he went into Arabia.

Ac his arrival in Czlarea all men were 
careful what thould become of his ſonnes, expet:ng an end of that tragedy, tor they greatly 
feared that by reaton of the old diſcord he would now cut them off, yet notwithſtanding x 
they were ſorrowtul for them : yet it was dangerous either to ſpeak rathly, or to hear any 
thing ſpoken freely concerning them, but in their hearts compaſſionating them, they con- 
cealed their grietes. Onely one amongſt all the reſt, an ancient (ouldier 0; the Kings named 
ia pes Tyro , others diſſembling their grief, ſpake treely what he thought : this Tyro had a fonne of 
nut o'ſc-ving AIEX4nders age, and beloved of him, whom Alexander much accounted ot. This teliow many 
=64.fty. he & times amidſt the multitudes exclaimed, that truth and equity w.:s now banithed trom out ot 
_ _ the world. and that in their ſte1d, malice and untruth reigned : whereby there was (uch a miſt 
ſuncd. and a fog cauled over the whole world, that no man could ſec his own errors. This his tree 
(peech,though it was not without danger, yet all men hereat were moved; for that he had 
ſome reaſon to thew his tortitude in ſo dangerous a time, and every one was willing to hear 
his ſpeech - and though themielves for tear were ft.cut, y ct 1d they not reprehend him for 
ſpeaking treeiy. For che expectation of the event of io great milcluet was able to haye wreſt- 
ed trom every one of chem words of commileration. 7Tyro with great audacity alſo came un- 
to the King, and betought him that he might calk wich him alone : which che King grancing,

Moteover, they 


D reckoned up the hatred that Antipater bare unto his father,che complaints that he made anco 


his mother, of the too long life and contiruance of his father - for char in regard of himſelf 
he was Already waxen old; fo that althongh the Kingdom ſhonld fall inco his hands preſently, 


yet could he receive but very little contenement thereby. Moreover, he alledged, that divers 
brothers and brothers children were: broughe up cogerher wich him, fo that he might noc 
lecurely hope for any thing, for that already if he ſhoald fortune ro die, the Kingdome was 
todeicend not to his ſonne, bat to his brother: beſides his, he was accuſtomed to accuſe the 
King of divers cruelties committed by him, and of that murcher which he execaced upon 
the perſons of his children. Thar for / teft he ſhould practiſe his g_ againſt choſe 
that remained, Antip.tter had found our the device to be ſummoned to Rome, and Pheroras 
*hdrew himſelf into his Tetrarchy. | 

"Theſe words, which as he knew had reference to that which his ſiſter had often informed 
im of,were not by him held incredible ; fo chat being preſſed with che malice of Antipater, 
he (equeſtred Dore his mother from his preſence, ſpoyling her before her departure of all her 
kwels which were valued at many talents : and from that time forward he ſhewed himſelf

queſtion and tortured, declared among orher chings, that Antipater had mixed a mortal 
Payſon,and delivered the tame to Pheroras his uncle, commanding him to praRile the Kings 
7 %2thin his abſence,and by that means leaſt ſufpected. That this poyſon was brought our of 
Eoypt by one called Ant iphilus, Antipatert friend, That it was ſent ro Pheroras by ond called 
Toudion, Antipeters mothers brother. Thar this = 09m was kept by Pheroras wife, and 
v3SCcommitted by her hosband to her cuftody. She being examined by the King herenpon, 
cnteſſed no Teffe, and haſtning forth as if ſhe intended to fetch the fame, ſhe caſt tier ſelf 
Corn headlong from the top of the houſe : yer did ſhe not marther herſelf, becauſe ſhe fell

He himſelf alſo wrote unto 
his father colourably,after a manner excuſing the young men,and imputing their words unto 
their indiſcretion and young years. Mean-while, he buſted himſelf in accuſing Sy{evs, and 
courted the chiefeſt Romans, buying divers ornaments and jewels to preſent them with, to 
che value of two hundreth talents, And it is to be wondred ar, that ſo great matters being 
brought on foot againſt him, ſeven moneths at leaſt before his return into the countrey ot 
Judza, that no inkling thereot came unto his ears. But the cauſe partly was, the diligent 
tearch and watch that was kept upon the high waies, and partly the hatred that all men had 
conceived againſt 4ntipater, For there was not any chac would put themlelves in hazard to 
procure his (ecurity.

But that | s 
which moſt grieved him was, that he ſaw himſelf deprived of choſe monrnings and lamen- 
tations,which a King deſerved. For he was not to ſeck of the Jews affeions, neither how 
his death was defired and longed for by them, fince that in his lifetime they preſumed ſo 
farasto revolt, and diſhonour and deface thoſe gifts, which he had beſtowed upon the 
Common-weal. Ir therefore behoved them to afford him ſome ſolace in that his bitter an- 
guiſh, for that if they refuſed not ro perfom that which he had contrived in his mind, the 
lamencation of his death ſhould be magnificent,and as great as any King ever had: and the 
pleaſure and laughter chat might accompany his death, ſhould be abated by their ſorrow, 
who fhould unfainedly lament for the whole nation. Hetherefore willed them, that at ſuch 
time a$ he ſhould give up che ghoſt, they ſhould cauſe the Hippodrometo be invironed by 
x dis ſouldiers, as yer unadverriſed of his death (which he woulg not have publiſhed before 
thisexecution wereended) and to command them co ſhoot theit arrows at thoſe that were 
ſhut up therein. And that when they had ſlain them all after this manner, they ſhould make 
him triamph and rejoyce in a double joy ; firſt, forthar in his death his commandemenc 
ſhould be ratified by effeR : ſecondly, fortha he ſhould be honoured by a memorable la- 
mentation. Thus weeping, he beſought his kinsfolk for che love they bare unto him, and

He allcadged likewiſe,tbatif his affairs ſucceeded according to his defire, he would nor, 4.chelaus pro- 
according as his honourcogmanded him, forget their love, or leayetheir good affeRion ris _ 
unrequited. And that in the mean-while, he would enforce himſclf by all means co furcher ba Fn 
thoſe things that concerned thera, and entertain them with more kindneſle then his father <>*cfully in- 
had done. Bur they accordiag as it is the cultome of the common peeple, thinking that nay ag 
thoſe that enter into ſuch dignitics, declare and open their minds at the firſt day, the more the proplc.

; lemnized y and as if the dead bodies had received fome contentation by their tears and

Ther wourd 30 aſſembling themſelves together, they required Archelavs to do them juſtice againſt 
be + 4-36. thoſe, that during Hereds life were in authority ; and eſpecially they demanded, that the 
Herods frtends high Prieſt, who was advanced by his father, ſhould be depoſed, and thar another more

Prieſt. Now, though Archelavs was fore diſpleaſed at theſe their violent proceedings; yet notwith- 
PaANDFPRN ſtanding, he conformed himſclfro their good likings, in that he was with all expedition to 
pie" 6, ** repair unto Rome, to underſtand andarend Ceſers pleaſure. He therefore called for the 
efrer thriſts General of his Army, willing him «Qafggſwade them not co ſeck a revenge for thoſe men, 
narviy, >. wha'were dead, notwithſtanding ch(Y Were their friends z becauſe whatſoever was done, [ 
| L&\ >. was done according to law ; and that no inquiry might be made thereof, except ro thegreat 
prejudice of his reputation, and hazard of his eſtate, in regard of the uncertainty of the 
time : that it was more expedient for him to ſtudy for the maintenance of peace, untill ſuch 
time as being eſtabliſhed inthe Kingdome by Czſers conſent, he ſhould return back again 
unto them, andthat then he would conſule with them for the common profit, according to 
theirjuſt demands, wiſbing them for the preſent to contain themſelves, and to take heed 
leſt they ſtirred up (edition. 
When he had thus inſtruRted his General, he ſent him unto them, Bur they cried our wuh 
a loud voice, and would not ſuffer him to ſpeak: bur for fear of danger and death, they put K 
him co ſilence. And if any other were ſo forward as to (peak unto them,and perſwadethem 
to ſotne moderation, and to alter their ſiniſter reſolutions, he v-as alſo in dander : for that 
they had this perſwaſion,that all chings ought rather co be ordred according co their plea- 
lures, then by the authority of their ſuperiours : ſuppoſing that alchough during Herod: litc- 
eime they had been deprived of their deareſt friends, ir ſhould be now a matter unwonhy 
_ their courages, afcer his death to be cut off fromtheir priviledges to demand their revenge. 
For they were traaſported with their own opinions,and held all that for lawful and upright 
which was in any ſort conformable to their pleaſures, without foreſecing the danger that 
might happen thereby : ſo much were they pleaſed to be revenged on thoſe, whom they re- 
pured to be their enemies. Now, whereas divers were ſent by Archeleus, to conſule with 
them;and divers came unto them,not as mefſengers from him, but as freinds and lovers ct 
peace, of their own motion, with an intent to pacific them, they would not permit any of 
them to ſpeak, and through their rage there aroſe a great tumult, which had grown ra a fur- 
cher extremity, if a greater number of people had joyned themſelves with them. 

: Ac that time fell the feaſt of unleavened bread,which is called Paſcha,which is a memo- 
Seainion ® the rial of their deliverance out of Egypr,at which time all men do moſt willingly preſent their 
Paſeover. actifices,8: a greater number of beaſts are ſtain atthat feaſt,then ar any orher time. To this 

ſolemnity alſo an infinice number of people aſſembled from all parts to honour God: wher- 
by the {cditious —— that they had gotten fit oppertunity) lamented Fudas and Mat- 
thiss, who werethe Expolitors of the Law, and keptthemſelves within the Temple, whi- 
therchey had gathered good ſtore of viuals,which they were not aſh1med impudently to 
beg for. Bar Arcbelavs, fearing leſt their rage ſhould produce ſome more grievous effet of 
miſchief,ſent our a band of armed men, with a Captain,and a Regiment of a chouſand men, 
to repreſle their head long fury, betore the reſt of the people were infeted with their fol- 
lies z and to bring them likewiſe unto him, whom they found to be the forwardeſt in that 
commotion. Againſt choſe the ſeditious cried our, with great clamours, and incenſed thc 
people againſt them, ſothar all ofthem raſhed in upon the men of war and ſlew divers of 
them. The reſt of them eſcaped with their Captain, yet not without divers wounds. T hat 
gone,they which were within the Temple, returned again to their divine ſervice, Ms

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A Now Archelass ſuppoſing that his whole fortune was endangered, except he repreſſed the FRA

9iin, 
For which cauſc they departed and abandened the feaſt, for fear of greater miſchief ; not- 

, withſtanding they had ſpleen enough, as it is the ordinary cuſtome of the ignorant multi- 

de. rchelaus re- 

- Afcerthis, Archelaus accompanied with his mother, betook kimſcifto ſea, and led with _ - wa 
him Nicholas and Pzolomicy, with divers other his friends, committing the government of all nd Geng 
his houſhold and kingdome to his brother Philip : with him alſo departed Salome, Herods anc og 
ſiſter, leading with her her children. There went alſo divers other of his kindred who ſaid _ 
that they would all of them labour for « Arcbelaus, that he might obtain the Kingdome, but 
in effc it was £0 contradidt him with all his power: and in eſpecis!,ro urge that againſt him 


with great vehemency, that was dene in the Temple. Sabinas, Ceſars Viceroy in Syria, 14040 & Rt. 
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poſting into Jewry to take charge of Herods money, met with Arche/aus in Exlarea. But 6ous,chap 1 3. 


Farws arriving in the mean-whi e, derained him from finiſhing that voyage ; for Archelang *'+

After Archelaws had ſet ſail rowards Rome, and Yarys was departed for Antioch ; Sabine: K69 34 hehe 
went to Icruſalem, where he ſeized the Kings Palace : and calling before him the Kings rufalem, with 

Agents,and che Captains of his garriſons, he required them to deliver up their Caſtles into 2" Mif0 * 

his hands. Bur they, according as Archelaws had commanded them,continued the poſlcflion rreafire; and 

in their accuſtomed manner, according to the Kings direRion, praucnding to keep the <*"!es.: 

ſame in Ceſars behalf. Ar the ſame time, Antiper, Herods ſon travelled ro Rome likewiſe, jy: _—_ 

under the hope to be elected King, in regard of Salomres promilcs; and for that he better de- ver the kine- 

ſerved the ſame then Archelans, confidering that in the firſVreſtament, which ſhould be of Peres 
more force then the later, he had been appointed King. He led his mother alſo with him, 

and Prolomey the brother of Nicholas, who had been one of Herods, moſt eſtcemed friends, 

and was well affeed to further and ſer forward his title. But eſpecially he was ſtirred up to 
ſeek the Kingdome by Ireneus, a man very cloquent, and to whoſe charge in regard of his 

ſufficiency, the affairs of the kingdome had been commirted. For which cauſe, although he 
were perlwaded to give over the kingdome unto hiselder brother, who was confirmed in 
the kingdome by his fathers teſtament, yer would he not give car thereunto. But Antipes no 
ſooner arrived in Rome, but all kinsfolks revolied from Archelans, unto him, not ſo much 
forthe love they bare him, as for hatred they had conceived againſt Archelaus ; and above 
all, for che defire they had to recover their liberty, and to draw themſelves under a Ro- 
man governour. Forthey thought that if there were any contradiQtion, that Antipes, for 
whom they endeavoured to procurethe royalty,ſhould be more profitable unto them then 

Archelaus. Sabinus alſo by his letters accuſed Archelans to Ceſar : but Archelaus by Prolomy 
exhibited unto Ceſar a ſupplication containing his right and title co the kingdome, his fa- 
thers reſtaments,and the account of the money which Herod his father had ſcaled up, toge- 
ther with his ring, and expeRted the iſſue. 

But when he had read theſe letters, and thoſe which Farus and Sabines had ſent him, and SN po 
underſtood what ſums of money he had lefr, and what the annual revenew was, and how Me 
Antipas challenged the Kingdome, and appropriated itto himſelf, according as his letters !2us before _ 
made mention : he aſſ<mbled all his friends co have their advice thereupon. Amongſt them /*** ©*- 
was Cats the ſon of Agrippe and his daughter Ialia,adopred by him,whom he cauſcd to fir * 

a the chicfeſt place:which done, he commanded the affiſtants to ſpeak what they would 
touching this matter. At that Antipater,5Salomes ſon, a man very eloquent, and agreat ac'- 
verſary to Archelaus;ſpake firſt, ſaying,**That ic was a mockery for him at that time to ſpeak 
*ci the Kingdome,confidering that before Caſar had granted it him, he h2d already ſeized 
the forces of che ſtztewhenas upon a fealtival day he had ſlain ſo many:who alchough they 
- had deſerved that puniſhment, yer ought the juſtice therof co have bzenreſerved to a law- 
: full power, and not to have been uſurped by bim,cicher being King with Ceſars prejudice, 
- whoſe authority he had condemned, or by being a private man,which was a greater _ 
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SAD) gh. For which cauſe he undeſervedly at this time hoped for his approbation,whom al. 
The yer of the << ready as much as in him lay, he had deprived of the citle and authority of his allowance, 


« Moreover, he objeRed againſt him, that of his own authority he had changed cerraine 
© chiefcains of the army,and that he had ſeated himſelf inthe royal throne, and like a Ki 


LAW RYI © had determined certain cauſes, and had granted certain demands of the people : finally, 


<* chat he had left nothing undone, which he might have performed, had Czſar confirmed 
* his ticle. He alleadged alſo, that they who were incloſed in the Hippodrome, were dif. 
<« miſſed by him, and divers other as, partly true, partly probable in regard of the ambji- 
« tion of young men, who deſirous to govern,do ordinarily commit ſuch things: beſides this, 
« his negle in/mourning for his father, and withal, his rare banquers all nighc long ac thac 
« yery cime hisfather dicd;whereat the people began to murine, teeing che {mall regard he 
« had of his fathers death, from whom he had received (o great goods and honours. Hoyy all 
< the day long he made a ſhew of his ſorrow and tears in bis pavillior, bur all the nighc 

<« rook pleaſures like a King ; and bring ſuch, if Ceſar ſhould grant him the kingdome, he | 

&« would behave himſelf no lefle unkindly rowards him,then he had done cowards his moſt 

© kind facher. That it was no lefſe then a hainous crime in him,to delight himſclt with ſongs 

«« 2nd dances at his fathers death, as if he had been his enemy : That he now came to Ceſars 

« oreſencerto the intent to obtain the Kingdome by his conſent, whereas already he had be- 

" od himſelf no otherwiſe then if he had already been eſtabliſhed King by his authori- 

«ry. But moſt of all he exaggerated the ſlaughter he had commitrred in the Temple, and 

< the irnpiety perpetrated ſo near tothe feaſt of Eaſter, at which gime divers both ſtrangers 

« 2nd citizens had been ſlaughtered after rhe manner of ſacrifices, and the Temple filled 

« wich carcaſſes, not by a ſtranger, but by him,who under the colour of religion defueth the 

<« poyernment of the Kingdome, tothe end he mighe ſatisfie the unjuſtice of his nature, in 

« exerciſing cach way his tyranny towards al men:for which cauſe his father never choughe 

** nor ever dreamt to ſubſticute him King in his place. For he knew both his life and dilpo- 

« firion, and by his former teſtamemi(and that of greateſt force) had ordained his adverlary 
&« Antipater to be King. For he had been alloned bs kingdome by his father, not when his 
« mind was dead before his body, but when both his judgement was ſound, and his body 
« jn hcalch. Yeca,alchough ac chat rime Archelaws farher had ſuch a conceir of him, as in his 
*]ater ceſtament and bequeſt he pretendeth; yer that he had alteady declared what kind of 
*« King be was like to be, who contemned Ceſars authority in confirming the kingdome,and 

«© being as yet a private man, doubted not to murther the citizens in the Temple. This faid, 

& Amipater (to = greater credit to his words, bringing divers of his kindred as witneſſes 

<* of that he had ſaid)ended his Oration. 

<*© Whereupon Nichelas aroſe, and alleaged in Archelans behalf as touching the ſlaughter, 

*<hat it was co be imputed rotheir impicty, who could not be reſtrained from their tumults 

< and uprores, before Archelavs was enforced to appeaſe them by force ; alleadging that K 

*© chey were ſo much the more guilty, for that they had not onely exerciſed their malice, but 

* alſo had enforced others to atcempt ſo hainous 2 revenge againſt chem: for their inſolency 

*© ſeemed in appearance to concern Archelas:,yer in a ſort them cootumacy pertained to Ce- 

* {ars ruin. For thoſe that had been (cnt by him to appeaſe and redreſſe their ſedirion, were 

*« againſt all Jaw and right charged and ſlain by them, without reſpeR of God, or regard cf 

* the ſolemn feaſt: whoſe defence Awtipater was not aſhamed of, « ithout reſpe of equity, 

*{a thar he might ſatisfie chat hatred which he bare unto Archelaus. That therefore it was 

* their faulr, who firſt of all abſtained not from injury but wherred thoſe ſwords, 

** which were drawn in maintenance of the peace, againſt their own boſomes. He cnforced 

* all other things alſo, whereot they had accuſed Archelans, againſt themſelves, ſaying that 

** none of theſe things were done without their conſents : and that the offence was not (0 

© grievous, as they intended it ſhould be eſteemed, ro the end they might diſcredit Arche- 

** lau'. So great a deſire was inthem to hurt their kinſman, a man both well reſpeRed, and 

*< affected by his father, as alſo kind and officious cowards them in all things char concerned 

© them. As for the teſtament, that it was made by the King when he was in perfc& eſtate of 

** mind and body, and of greater force then the former, becauſc the authority and confic- 
*© mation eg oy a$ aſcribed to Ceſsr the Soveraign of the world. 

*« Further,that Cſar would not umutate them in that wrong they did untoHeroad, who(being 
<« during his life-time bountitully graced by him,by many benefics) do now after his death,

But Yaras underſtanding by Sabinss 
letters, in what dangers they were, and fearing the utter qverthrow of his third Legion, he 
took with him che two other (for to the uttermoſt, in Syria there were bue three) and with 
the aſſiſtance of the Kings and Tetrarchs he haſted into Jewry ta relieve thole that were be- A 
lieged, commanding thoſe that were ſent out before he diflodged,to meet him at Prolemais, 
and paſſing by the citie of the Berythians, he received a thouſand, and five hundreth ſouldi- 
ers at their hands, to attend him in his warre. Aretes al{o,who was Lord of Petra,drawi 
tunſelf into confederacy with the Romans in regard of that hatred he bare towards Herod, 
ſent him horſemen and foormen. When all theſe to:ces were aſſembled ar Prolemais, he de- 
. Lvered a part thereof to his ſon, and one of his friends; commanding them to make warre 
upon the Galileans, who bordered upon that Citie ; who earring that Region, and putting 
Ul thoſe to fAlight,whoſoeveg durſt make head againſt him, he took Sephoris, and ſelling the 
inhabitants under the ſpeare, he conſumed the Citie with fire. Yrs himſelf marching to- 
wards Samaria with his Army, violenced not the Cicie, in that he knew it was free from the 
contagion of the ſeditious, bat he pitched his camp in a certain Village, which was Prolornes 
flefſion called 4r#s.

money at their hands, he ſayled into the Ile of Melos, where he gathered a great ſumme 

of money under pretext tharhe was of the Kings bloud, And now hoping that he ſhould 

recover his fathers kingdome, and that he ſhould remunerate thoſe who were beneficial 

unto him, he haſted rowards Rome, accompanied with his friends in great pomp. . And 
being arived at Pureol, he there alſo was entertained with no leſs favour by thoſe Jewes | 

whom he deceived by his colourable title ; and divers others, who had been Hereds triends 

and familiars came unto him, and entertained them as their King. The cauſe hereof v;as 

the naturall diſpoſition of men, who take pleaſure in falle reports, together with the report 

of his reſemblance.

When this news was brought to Ceſars eares, 

he gave ſmall credit thereunto, perſwading himſelf that it was a hard matter to deceive Herod 

ina cauſe of ſo great importance : notwithſtanding, conforming himſelf in ſome ſort to the 

opinions of men, he ſeat a certain free-man of his called Celadus, who had very familiarly 

converled with Alexander ind Ar:ſtobulus during their infancy,giving him in charge to bring 

Alexander unto him,to the end he might ſee him 5 which hedid, and was never the wiſerin 

diſcovering him.

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and furtherance of his mother , with whom (as it is thought) he committed inceſt. In effect , fiain. 
being equally attainted of theſe two hainous crimes , both tor the murther ot his father , as 
his inceſt commitced with his mother , he was generally hated by his ſubjects , who rebelled 
againſt him betore ſuch time as he was ſettled in his Kingdome. By this means was his tor- 


tune overthrown , and he died. The noble men among the Parthians , perceiving that it was 
impoſhble tor them to maintain their policy without a King , and that their King ought line- 


aly to deſcend of the race of the Arſacians ( becauſe by cuſtome they might not chuſeany 
out of another ſtock ) and ſuppoſing that their ordinances had too much already been bro- 
ken, and that it would redound to their great dithonour if the Kingdome ſhould be conti-

was flain at ſuch time as he was a hunting. For this cauſe , they ſent Embaſſadours to Rome, 
requiring that one of thoſe that were hoſtages there might be their King, and one Yonones 

was ſent unto them , who was preferred above all his brethren. For he ſeemed to be capable 

dt chat high degree of honour, as tocommand two of the oreateſt ſoveraignties that were 

under the ſunne , the one of his own nation, the other of a forrain dominion.. But the Bar- 

brrians , whoare by nature mutable and moſt impatient of indignitie, ſhortly atter repented 

themſelves : for they diſdained to execute the command of a {lave 
pledge) ſaying, that the Parthians had not a King given them by right of war, but that which 
Wa the moſt outrage that might befall them, by injurie offered them in the time of peace. 
For which caule they ſpeedily ſent for Artabanus King of Media , who was of therace of the 
Arlacides, To this requeſt of theirs he willingly condeſcenced , and came unto them with 
his army, And Yonones marched forward to make head againſt him.

Anſw. We ne're yet could ſee any con- 
vincing reaſon to believe it otherwiſe. *Tis 
found ir his 18th Lib. Cap. 6. © About this 
« time, ſays ke, there was one Jeſus, a wiſe 
«man, if it be lawful to call him a man, 
« ho wrought Miracles, and taught them 
« who embraced the Truth wich gladneſs. 
« _—He had many followers, both Jews and 
« Gentiles; the ſame was Chriſt. —And 
« tho” Pilate by the Judgment of our Elders 
« delivered him to be Crucified, yet he 
« had thoſe which from the beginning lo- 
« ved him. He appeared unto them alive 
« the third day after his ſuffering, as was 
« f£ore-told by the holy Prophets. Not only 
« theſe, but innumerable more wondrous 
« things are reported of him ; and even to 
« this day the Chriſtians encreaſe who took 
« their name from him.—Thus far he, and 
let never any more ask the Queſtion—why 
Joſephus took no notice of our Saviours Ap- 
pearance, Reſurre&ion and Miracles, ( /14. 
24,—) when he actually does take no- 
tice of 'em, and that in ſo noble and auguſt 
2 manner as we have recited. Nor wants 
there the moſt probable Arguments to 
prove this paſſage genuine. Falepbus was a 
curious and careful Hiſtorian, he omits not 
the leaſt paſſages, much leſs was he likely to 
do what wou'd make ſo much noile as this. 
He takes notice of Joh the Baptiſt, who

witnels ot him—giving an account of his 
Birth, Preaching, Baptiſm, Enemies, Impri- 
ſonment, Death, and even the ends of his 
Per(ecutors. Beſides, had he not been at leaſt 
well-affeted to the Chriſtian Religion, and 
therefore likely to write at that rate; how 
comes he not once to (peak ill of it thro'out 
all his Works, which the Jews were ſeldom 
very ſparing of doing? Again,E#ſebi:s quotes 
at large this very paſſage in his firſt- Book 
and 12 Chap. (according to Hawmers divi- 
hon) and after mentioning it, glories in 
i, —* Whar (ſhift or refuge, ſays he, have 
*thoſe impudent perſons who have forged 
* Writings out of their own Brains contra- 
* ry to thele paſſages ? Is it likely he wou'd 
talk of others Forgery, had he not been (e- 
cure that what he himſelf produced was 
{incere and genuine ? Be{1des, tho' we deny 
not that ſome forged Pieces might even by 
this time be ſpread about the Church, or 
at icalt fuch as were attributed to thoſe 
who werenone of their Authors; and tho” 
ſome things might be ſtruck out of the Fa- 
thers, which might not pleaſe thoſe who 
ſucceeded 'em ; yer there cannor Inſtances 
be (0 ealtly given of things added unto 'em 
to early—at leaſt this (ems not feazible in 


the Writings of Joſephs, who had given fo 
many Copies abroad, as he himſelt tells us, 
and whoſe Book it ſelf was placed among 
the Emperors in the Publick Library. —— 
Beſides, had any ſuch thing been done,wou'd 
not the Jews or Heathens have loudly re- 
claim'd againſt the Chriſtians for tuch a 
Forgery, or at leaſt againſt Ex/ebius for 
making uſe on't, eſpecially when he gives 
them fo fair an occalion, and which in a 
manner defies 'em all ro do it ?

For naturally all magiſtracy is ſubject to avarice : bur in &- 
his governors. ſpecial ſtrangers induce thoſe, who exerciſe the ſame to gather, and ingrofle the more in- 
ſtantly, when as the time of their authority is ſhort and of ſmall aſſurance ; Whereas if they 
ſhould continue in the ſame for along time, in regard of che gain they had made, and che 
much profits they had railed, they would be atterwards lefle greedy toextort further. Now 
it he ſhould ſend others co ſucceed them on aſudden, it were impoſlible for him to content 
them, notwithſtanding their many bribes : whereas in giving them time to fill their purſes, 
when they had gotten well, they would abate the furious deſire of lucre which they affected 
before.

_-=—"q i. danger,to declare unto thee the predictions of the gods. It cannot otherwiſe be,but that 
< ſhortly thou ſhalr be delivered from theſe bonds, and ſhalt be advanced to great honour 
&* and power; (o that thoſe, who at this day have compaſſion of thy calamity, ſhall bear en- 
*<vyy to thy glory and thou ſhalt depart this lite in great felicicy,and ſhalc leave thy children 
* mighty poſſeſſions. Bur bear this in thy remembrance, that when thou ſhalt ſee this 
*bicd once more,thou muſt needs die within five dayes aftcr. Theſe are thoſe things which 
« the gods think meetto forerell thee by this bird. As for my ſelf, I have ſuppoſed that I 
« ſhould do thee wrong, if I ſhould conceal this prediftion from thee, having the fore- 
©« knowledge thereof. I have therefore thought good to impartthis joy unto thee, where- 
« by thorow hope of thy future profir, thou mayeſt more eaſily endure thy preſent miſ- 
* fortune: for which cauſe I beſcech thee, that as ſoon as thou ſhalt be partaker of this thy 
<« felicitie, thou wile endeavour thy ſelf ro deliver us alſo from theſe adverſarics. 

This preſage of the German ſeemed fo rediculous to 4grippe , as it afterwards deſerved 1 
moſt mighty admiration. But Anois being ſore grieved at the yourg mans calamity, 
thought it not onely a difficult matter for her to entreat Tiberivs for him, bur although un- 
profitable in regard ſhe ſhould be repulſed:yer wrought ſhe ſo much withMacron,that hewas 
committed tothe cuſtody of ſuch ſouldiers, who were of more reconciled behaviour, and 
had a Centurion appointed eo keep him,that ſuffered him to uſe his daily bathings, & gave 
his friends and ſervants leave to viſithim, by whioſe ſervice and kindnefle his necefluics 
might be relieved. His friend Silas alſo was admitted to ſpeak with him, and amongſt his 
free-men Merſyas and Stichbus, who brought him in ſuch meats as he was delighted withall, 
and coverings under colour to ſell them ; which by the permiſfion ofthe ſouldiers, who had 

aprippalived NO lefle diriRtion from Macron,they ſpread by night for him to take his reſt upon. See here 
x mon:th> the eſtate wherein Azripps lived in priſon for the ſpace of ſix moneths. Bur Tiberiss being 
" p1n9% rezuned to Capreas, began at firſt to be attained with a certain lingring diſcaſe, and for tha 
his (ickneſle increaſed more and more, he began to eonceive a ſiniſter hope of himſelf, and 
commanded Ewedus , whom he moſt honoured amongſt all his free-men, to bring him his 
ſons, becauſc he intended to talk with them before he died. But the ſooth is, that he had 
; not any children of his own, but had adopted them. For Dr»ſ#s, who was his onely childe, 
rag _ was already dead,and had left bebind him a ſon called Tiberius, firnamed Gervellus, He had 
ſendech for his Cains alſo, his brother Germanices ſon, who was in the flower of his age, and had travel- 
ſons, | led very diligently in good diſciplines. To him alſo the people aſcribed very much,in re- 
rare {.z membrance of the vertues of his deceaſed fatherzand as touching himſelf, he was of a ſweer 
of D-uſus converſation, and ſo modeſt that he was familiar and converſant with all men. Whereby it 
_ moat came co palle,that not onely the people,bur the Senate alſo held him in great eſtimation, 
nicus ſon, AS allo all the ſubjcRs in every ſeveral Province. For they that ſpake with him,were drawn M 
partly by his affabili:y, partly by the fidelity they ſaw in him: ſo that when he was dead, all 
of them mourned, not countertcitly lamenting his loſſe, but wich unfained ſorrow; for that 
there was not any one that ſuppoſed not his death ro be every mans particular loſſe. He 
therefore demeaned himſelf ſo modeſtly rowards all men, that his ſon after his death was 
highly advanced thereby. For among the reſt the men of war made their reckoning, that 
although it ſhould coſt them their lives to ger him the Empire, they would not retuſe the 
Y Tibcr.ur by an hazard. 
 AﬀecrthatTiberius had charged Euedas to bring himche two young men the next morrow 
C»uſuccelſe by break of day, he beſought the gods of that place to give him an evident fign whereby te 
— '* might know who ſhould ſucceed him : For although he deſired to leave the Empire to his 
death, ſons ſo7; yet made he more account of that which God ſhould make manifeſt unto _ 
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He therefore conceived a preſage, chat he, who the next day ſhould enter firſt to ſalute him, AB 
it ſhould be he, whoin the Empire thould neceſlarily ſucceed him. And having ſettled chis 7% »« @f the 
hing in his fancafie, he ſent unto his lictle ſonnes Maſter, charging him co bring him unto [7,5 102 
him by break of day,ſuppoſing that God had ordeined that the Empire ſhould be his-but the vein 35. 
matter fell our quite contrary to his expectation. For being in this thought, he commanded Vo 
Faodus, that as (oon as he might, and as ſoon as the day thould ariſe, he thould ſuffer him of 
the two young Princes to enter in unto him, who ſhould arrive the firſt, He walking ouc,mec 
with Caixs before the chamber door (for Tiberius was not there, who being 10norant of that 
which his Gt andfather thought, was buſy about his breakf.iſt )Jand ſaid unto him, that the 
Emperour his father called tor him, and withal ſuffered him to enter. When Tiberins beheld 
Caius, he ſuddenly began to conftder npon the power of God, who deprived lim of che 
means to diſpole of the Empire, — 3S he had determined with himlſett, for char it lay 
not in his power - and he lamented greatly, not ſo much for that he (ſaw his deliberation 
could not be brought to effeR, as for that his ſonne Tiberius was diſtated of the Roman Em- 
pirez and beſides that,was in danger of his lite, For he made reckoning that they, who were 
more ſtronger then he, would not ſuffer him to converſe among them, and that alliance 
could not aſſure him his lite ; for ſometimes for fear, and otherwhiles tor hatred, ſomeone 
would accuſe him, thar he went about and buſily ſought to ſeize the Empires or that he had _. 
complotted ſome ſtraragem, leſt he ſhould loſe the Empire with his life. In 2 word, Trberius Loy rang =

Bur at thac time he was grievouily diſquiered, by 

reaſon of the misfortune that had happened ; yea,he was in {uch fore grieve, as 1t his grand- 

child had been already loſt, and he blamed himſelt for that he had touzhe theſe preiages - 

for that he might have cied withour falling into that cilaſter,in being ignorant of char which 

w3s t0come: whereas now he ſhould die in the know!edge of their m:thips whom he loved 

moſt tatirely, Being thus troubled ro ſce that che ſoveraignty of the Empire thould contrary 


to his intention fall into their hands, who by his will ſhould not eajoy the ſame; alchough ic 


were with hearts grief and contrary to his will, yet ſpake he co Cazus atter this manner which Tiberius re- 
enſyeth : My ſonne, although Tib:rivs be more nearly allied unto me then you are; yet not- OE th 
withſtandig both by mine own advice, as alſo by the will of the immortal Gods I commic hone ao” 
unto your hands the Empire of the Romans, I require you therefore that when you thall en- Tib-rius b.s

Furthermore, the « 
gods do never leave them unpuniſhed, who attempr or act any thing agr uſt the laws of con- 
ſangninity, Theſe were the laſt words which T:bcriss ſpake to Carus, who promiſed him to 
perform all that which he required, notwithſtanding he meant nothing lefle, For inconti- 
rently after he was inſtalled in the Empire, he c:uſed Tiberius ro be made away, bethinking 
him of thoſe Civinations: as alſo the tame Cazus died anon atrer by 2 conſpiracy that ws pra- 
Qiiſed againſt him, When that Trberivs had declared Carxs his ſucefiour in the Empire, he 
lived not many dates aiter,and dicd after he had governed tienty two years, five moneths, 
and three dayes. Thus Carus was the fourth Emperour, 

The Romans having intelligence of Tiberius death , gre:tly rejoyced at the good news ; 
yet Curſt they not aſſure themte!ves : and though of lone time they would have willing] 
receemed the truth of theſe reports with a good ſurmne of money ; yet feared they leſt the Caius C2'ipu- 
news ſhould be falle,and leſt if they ſhewed themſelves too diligent in expreſſing their ſignes mga 
of joy, they ſhould afterwards be accuſed for it, and Joſe their lives thereby.

CHAP. X, 
The ſedition of the Fews and Grecians in the City of Alexandria. 


ND wheres there aroſc a ſcdition berwixt the Jewes and Grecians, that inhabited 
AA Alec three choſen Embaſſadours on either fide were ſent unto Caine, One of 


cheſe Embaſſadours of Alexandria was Appion, who charged the Jews with man 
outrages, and amongſt other things he alleadged that they made no reckoning of honour. 
ing Ceſar: And that whereas all other ſubjes of the Romane Empire bad erected Altars 
and Temples in honour of Caivy, and inall other things had received him as a God, the fl 
Iews ſuppoſed icto be a diſhonour for them to honour his ſtatues, or ſwear by his name, 
After that Appion had urged many things and inveighed grievouſly againſt theJews,hopi 
that Caius would be provoked againſt them, as in all likelihood and appearance ic ſhould 
have falne out, Ph-lo, the cheifeſt among the Embaſſadours of the Jews,a man of a famous 
memory,and brother to Alexander Alabarcha, being experienced in Philoſophy, enforced 
himſelf co anſwer —_ accuſations which were urged againſt the Jews. Bur Caivs com- 
manded him ſilence, and willed him inſtantly co withdraw himſelf : and was fo fore diC. 
pleaſed; that it appeared very manifeſtly, chat he intended ſome hainous revenge apainſt 
chem. Whereupon Phils departed after he had been grievouſly taunted, and ſpake thus unto 
the Jews that flocked about him. We mult be of good courage, fince Cavs in words ſeem- 
eth to be diſpleaſed withus ; for in effec he will arm God in our behalf againſt himſelf, 1 


CHAP. XI. 


Caius ſendeth Petronius into Syria, to make war ag4inft the Fews, who ſhow!d 
refuſe his Statue. 


UT Caizs, being ſore diſpleaſed for that he Jews onely deſpiſed his ordinances, ſent 

Petromisc5 into Syria to.ſucceed Yitelliss in his room , charging him with a ſtrong ar- 

my to invade Judza, and it they willingly admitted his ſtatue , thatthen he 
ſhould placcit in the Temple of God : but if they denied the ſame, then that over-coming 
them by war, he ſhould enforce them co condiſcend thereunto. As ſoon as Petronins came 
into Syria, he endeavoured himſelf to ſatisfie Ceſars command : and having aſſembled as K 
great'an army as he could poſſibly leavy, and leading forth with him two legions of Ro- 


rho mane ſouldiers, he wintred at Prolemais, intending upon the firſt ſpring to invade Iudza, 


All which he ſignified co Caius by his letters : who commending him for his induſtry, ad-

* kinds of infinuations unto me. But ſince Ceſar hath ſent me this Commiſſion, rhece is no 
* contradiction, bur that I muſt obey his decrees : for if you reſiſt the ſame, you ſhall eg- 
** dure a moſt ſevere and rigorous puniſhment for your diſobedience and contumacy.Here- 
*unto the Jews anſwered; My Lord(ſaid they) fince your pleaſure is ſuch, as you will not

Pecronius conjec7uring by theſe their anſwers, how hard 4a matter it was to eftrange them 
ſrom their opinion, aud perceiving he could not do for Caius what he expetted inthe erection 
of his Statue, without great bloudih:d, wh:reby much murther aud inconvenience might follow, 
he took certain of his nearcſt and deareſt friends with him, and poſted to Tiberias, that he mizht 
more conveniently and circumſpectly look into the Tews attions, Thiy fearing ſome imminent 11; Tec: 

B dawger through the warres they expected from theRomanes, and greater miſchief,through the ect Patronius 
brench of their Lawes, aſſembled once more many thouſands of them, and met with Petronius at 1 ;..0 vin 
Tiberias, beſeeching him that he would not inforce them to that neceſsitic, nor defile their ſacred nn: v vlate 
Citie with forbidden Images. Whereunto Petronius anſwered : Therefore ( ſaid he ) will you * 100 £109 
fht with Czſir, without regard either of his abilitie, or your own weakeneſſe ?

Whereupon proftrating 
themſelves, and laying open their naked throats, they ſaid they were ready to entertain their

theſe) he granted him his fupplication, and wrote to Perronzws, prayſing him for that he had 
aſed (ſuch diligence in aſſembling his Army, as alſo for all that whereof he had certified him, 
annexing thele words : If (ſaid he) you have already planted the Statue, as I commanded 
you, letit remain in the place ; bur if it be not done, be thou uo more troubleſome to the 
Jews, but diſmifle thine Armie, and repair thou in perſon to that place whither I have ſenc 
thee, For I arge no more the erection of that Statue, for the deſire that I have to gratifie 
Agripps, whom I intirely honour, and in ſuch tort, as it is impoſſible for me to contradict any 
chiag whatſoever, thac either he hath need of, or ſhall require. Theſe were the contents of 
thoſe letters, which Caius wrote to Petronixs, before he underſtood that the Jews bethoughr

Upon this deliberation he ſent Amileus, ' whoeaſily perſwaded his brother, giving him to 

anderftand among other things, what good will the King bare him, and the oath that he 

had (worn - fo that both of them reſorted to Artebanus, who received them very graci- 

ouſly, admiring Aſineus vertue, who had ſo great a courage to exerciſe his enterprizes,

Reaſon it is that I procure thy good, becauſe I have engaged mine honour of Baby1-n ce 
and faith irrevocably unto thee, not upon any light matter, but for things that importune 7m | 
thee as neerly as thy life, This] (aid, he gave him certain preſents, and incontinently dil- Jifor ch him 
miſſed him. Now as ſoon 2s he returned homerto his own tortreſle, he fortified rhe places, with gifs. 
both thoſe which before-time he had thorowly defenced, as the other whichas yer no man 
had attempted co ſtrengthen:and in ſhort time he grew to that greatneſle, as no one man of 
ſo obſcure fortune and beginning attained before him. Neither contented with the honours 
of the Babylonians, he was alſo held in great account by the Captains of the Parthians, 
Who were ſent eo govern in the neighbouring Provinces:yea ſo much encreaſed his authori- 
tewith his power, that all Meſopotamia was at his command. In this felicitie and encreafing 
Eorie of his; he continued lin he ſpace of fifteen yeers : which never began to wane yatill 
uch time as negleRing the ancient ſtudy of vertue, an contemning the lawes of his fore- 
fathers, both he and his fa&tions followers being devourcd in pleaſnre, yielded themſelves 
captive to forrain luſts. It forrimed that a ce.tan Goyernour of thoſe Parthians came into

© Anilzus being = But when they underſtood thatthe Parthian gods were adored by this woman, they be- 


reproved for thought thera that it behoved them not any more ro bear with Anilexs,in contempt of their 
i Lays: for which cauſe,addreſhng themſelves tro 4ſf6nes in great aſſemblies, they exclaimed 
one of his againſt Anilews ; ſaying, that he ought, although at firſt he had no power to diſpoſe of him- 
friends, ſelf, yet now at laſt, to corre this errour beforeit ſhould redound ro their publick plague : 
for that both his marriage was diſallowed in all mens eyes, as altogether contrary to their 

= Laws,and that the ſuperſtitious obſervance of the gods, which the woman preſumed to uſe, 
was an apparant injurie offered to the true God. Bur he, although he knew that his brothers 
fault would breed ſome great inconvenience, both to himſelf and his followers, yet being 
overcome with brotherly aftetion, ke eaſily pardoned his brother, aſcribing his errourto

one who was moſt honoured in regard of that afhnitie and alliance he had with the King - 
that alchough all chat which herecotore had been offered to Mithridates, were inſuppor- 
table; yer it they ſhould be the means of the ſategard of his life, he would remit the injuries , 
B 2nd remunerate them for their mercy in ſaving his lite ; whereas if they ſhould deale (evere- 
ly with him , the King would ſeek his revenge, and make 3 horrible {laughter ot all thoſe 
lews ; that inhabited Babylon : whom they ought co have compaſſion of , both for char they 
are of their bloud ,'as for that it any miſchiete ſhould befall chem , they knew not whither to 
retire themſelves; whereas they might be aſſiſted with the flower and picked number of ,;teu. a: 
che men of their nation. Having thus diſcourted and debated the matter in the ears of his milleth Mi- 
ſouldiers , his opinion was approved , and they were perſwaded ; and ſo Mithridates was ſent vt 
back again. 
__ no ſooner returned he home unto his houſe, but that his wife hit him in che teeth, thac 
he lived but by che mercy of his enemies notwithitanding he were the Kings ſonne in law : 
C that he had made no reckoning topunith thoſe , who had ſo much injuried him : that he like- 
wiſe contented himlelte to have his life (aved.atter he had been priſoner to the Jews. For 
which cauſe (ſaid ſhe ) recover thou thy former vertue and honowr , which thou haſt herersfore loſt , 
or 1 ſweare by the gods of the King my father , that the bond of marriaze which is betwixt thee and 
me , ſhall be diſſolved. 
Mithridates, unable to incure theſe uſuall reproaches , and on the other fide, apprehending 
his wives haughty courage , from whom he teared to be (eparated , he aſſembled the greateſt 
power of men ot warre thac he could poſſible , notwithſtanding ic were againſt his will , and 
led them forth; (uppoſing himſelte ro be unworthy of lite , if he who n—_ nation a Parthi- 
an, ſhould be cowardly put to the worſt by che Jews. When Anil.eus underſtood that Mrthrs- 
D ages came forth againſt him with a great force , he thought that ic would redound greatly co 
his indignicie , it he thould lye lurking amidſt his marſhes , aud hoping that he ſhould have no 
worle fortune againſt his enemies, then he had ac the firſt , and building much upon his ſoul- 
diers, who were ever wont to get the upper hand in their encounters he likewiſe drew forth 
his army : to them alſo certa'a other adjoyned themſelves who ſought nothing el(e bur pil- 
lage, and hoped that with cheir onely preſence they might diſmay their enemy. 
Bur after they had had marched about ninty ſtades, and paſſed thorow a countrey that was 
ſcant of water , and were about the heat of the midday travelled with thirſt : Mithridates ar- 
my came in ſight , and charged them even ar that time when they fainted for want of drink, 
and thorow the extremitie of heat, ſo as they could ſcarcely wield their weapons. At that 
time Anileys ſouldiers encountring with Mzhridates freſh men, were ſhametully put to 
flight: whereby it came to paſle that a great number of them was murthered , and many 
thouſand men put tothe ſword. But Anlers himlielte , and all thoſe of his company, retired 
themſelves in great haſte into a forreſt , leaving Mithridates Lord and Maſter of the field , 
whereof he was very joyfull, Notwithſtanding chis dyſaſter , an infinite number of lawleſle , JODLOINY

borne in Cordubain Spain , was fully reſolved co kill him, himſelfe , or co make him away by 
the means of his confederates. Chereas Caſsins, Colonell over a thouſand men, was the Kites. 
tain of another band z and Annins. Minucianxs Ws 1n no lefle readineſſe rodge his uttermo? 
herein. The cauſe that moved them to accord thus altogetherin harred againſt Caixe , was 

that in reſpe& of Regulus , he was by nature a detefſter of all iniquitie : for hewas a man eq. 
dowed with great magnanimity,and beaurified-with a liberall fpirit, fo as he difſembled nor 
any of his counſels , but communicated them with many, who either were his friends, or ya+ H 
liant men fir for execution. And as touching Mrawcranus, he was induced to ſeek his revenge 
through the deſire hee had to doe juſtice on him in Lepidus behalfe , who had been one of 
bis eſpeciall friends, and one of the rareſt men that were ever tound among the Romane 
citizens (whom Carws had pat todeath through the fear he had conceived of him ) knoy- 
ing well chat all they , againſt whom Caius was incenſed , could not eſcape with lefle indig- 
nitie then loſſe of life. As for the third man Ghereas, he could not endure the ſhame and 
reproach of cowardife that Catus had objefted againſt him z. bur feared: þefides , that his 
friendſhip and inward familiaritie with Cars wonld draw him into dangers : for 


' which cauſe and his own ſecuritie and honours ſake, he thonght good to make him away, 


Generally, all ofthem were reſolved to rid the world of Caius, and bring an end to his pride | 
and tyrannicall power , tor their hope was that thcic attempt ſhould have good ſucceſle: 
which if it happily fell out , their countrey and common-weale ſhould reape the truits theres 
of, for whoſe ſecuritie and latety, it became them to hazard themfelyes, though ic were with 
loſſe of their heads. Bur above all the reſt, Chereas was egged on with a deſire he had to grow 
famous , and through the facilicte and convenient means he had to finiſh the ſame , becauſe 
his Colonels roome gave him moſt ſecure acceſſeunto him, About that time che Circenfian 
ames were ſolemnized , which is a kinde of paſtime which the Romanes very willingly be- 
bold , and to this intent they reſort co the place of theſe exerciſes, and the common people 
is wont to demand ſomewhat at their Emperours hands , which they defire to obtain , and 
_ , after they have examined their requeſts , doe never refuſe them, Now they required K 
with inſtant and importunate ſupplications, that Cains would diſcharge them of their taxati- 
ons , and moderate the excefſive tributes which they paid : but he would give no care unto 
them, and cauſed thoſe to be apprehended who called upon the matter moſt earneſtly, 
ſending his Guard, ſome of them one way, ſome of them another, to pur them tothe ſword, 
After he had given this commandementc , and they who received the charge, had fully, exe- 
cuted it , a great gumber of men were ſlain. The people ſeeing this , ceated to exclaimeany 
more , (erting light by their goods , and ſeeing before their eyes, that their refuſall would be 
the cauſe of their death, Theſe conſiderations incited Chereas the inore to execute his en- 
terprize , to the end he might finiſh his furious and lawlefle life-, whoſe pleaſure was all mens 
injury and prejudice, And very oftentimes was he determined to fer upon him whileſt he 
banquerred , yet he deferred to doe the ſame , not for that he failed or fainted in his reſolu- 
tion , but becauſe he expected ſome fit opportunitie to hit him home , and fpeed him tothe 
death. He lived Capcain of Caius Guard a long time, yet cook he {mall pleaſure in converſing 
with h.m. 

Bur after that Cas had appointed him to gather in his tributes , and that money which 
was confiſcate, he ſeemed to have leſle occafion then before : for at that time he had doub- 
led their paiments , 1n the execution whefeof he followed his own nature rather chen Ceſar 
command , and ſpared thoſe ot whom he ought to have compaſhon tor their povertie ſake. 
Caius was (ore diſpleaſed herewith, and objeRedagainſt him , that the cauſe why he delayed M 
the bringing in of his money , was his cowardiſe and negligence: And among other outra- 


; ges that he offered him ,as oftas he gave him the watch-word, as he uſually went ro fetch it 


once aday upon his watch day , he gave him the names of women , and other that were full 
of ignominie , notwithſtanding thar he himſelfe was not exempt tram note of no leſle dain- 
rineſſe. For in certain ceremonies which he himlelt had eſtablithed , he atcired himſelf like 
a woman , and was diſguiſed with certain vailes, whereby he might che better counterfeit 
that ſex, and yet notwithſtanding durſt he object this diſhonour to Ch.ereas. As oftentimes 
as Chereas received the watch-word, ſo oftentimes grew he incholer : which was increaſed 
che more at ſuch time, as he delivered the ſame to his companions, who openly mocked and 
jeaſted at him.

This diſpleaſed Chereas very much, as it he had been the caule of all thoſe evils that had ©b=icas con- 


tericth with 


hapned to thoſe two perſons, having been ſo greai , that co heale them , it behoved Ceſar tO (cen ad | 


miniſter a medicine. He conlulred therefore with Clement, who was Captain of the foortmen , Vapinius, 
* and Papinirs , who had the commind of the guat), and ipake unto them to this effeft : We 
*« have ((aid he) O Clement, imployed our ſelves to the uttermolt tor the Emperours lafety : 
* for by our providence & travell we have wrought 10 much, that of all thoſe, who havecon- 
* ſpired againſt him, ſome of them have been ſlain : the reſt in ſuch ſort tormented and mar- 
©ryred , that Catys himlelte had compaſſion on them. But what reward or honour recive we 

D © for oll theſe ſervices? Clement, hearing theſe words, held his peace,giving manifeſt teſtimo- 
fiy by his looks, and the change of his colour, that he was greatly aſhamed he had ſolong tune 
obeyed the Emperours commandements : and whileſt he thought wich himſelte that it was 
no policy for him to open his mouth againſt Cai#« crueltie , Chereas emboldned himſelte to 
diſcover the calamities and dangers wherein both the City and the whole Empire were 
plunged , telling him that the common report was, that Cai#s was the cauſe of them : 

But (ſaid he) theſe that will narrowly examine the truth , will judge that 1, ans! Papinius that 
ſtandeth by me, and you, Clement, more then we, have cauſed the Romanes torment, andthe worlds 
miſery, for that of our own will we have been miniſters of Caius commanads:and although the means 
lieth in us to make an end of thoſe violences that are committed againſt the citizens , and injuries to 

E the whole world: yet we ſerve him for his guard and hangmen, inſtead of men of warre. And we bear 
arms , wot to maintain our liberty , and the Romane Empire , but to preſerve him , who keeps their 
bodies and mindes in ſervitude: and every day are we ſoyled in their bloud who are ſlain and tortured, 
until ſuch time as ſome one ſerve us with the ſame ſauce , to ſatisfie Caius crueltie, For it ts not for 
the good will he beareth us, that he maketh uſe of us: but that which is more,we are ſuſpected by him, 
and he will cauſe us to be ſlain , as he hath done others. For his _ 1s not limited by juſtice , 
but by his will: we alſo ſhall ſerve him for a mark 10 aime at, For which cauſe , it behoueth us to pro- 

vide for thi ſecuritie and lilertie of all men , and eſpecially to warrant our ſelves againſt theſe 
dangers that threaten us. | 

x Clement declared by apparent (ignes , that he thought well of Chereas reſolution , but he 
counſelled him to make no words of it , for fear the rumour thereof thould be ſpred among 
the people , and the ſecret © ſhould be diſcovered before the execution:.and leſt that Catus 
getting an inkling thereof , they ſhould all of chem be drawn into danger of death, and in the 
mean while, it behoved them to hope that ſome good fortuge would tall ourtg heir turche- 
rance : and that for himſelfe , his age had taken trom him the neceſſary courage that be- 
longed to ſuch enterprizes. It may be (ſaid he) that I may furniſh you with ſome advice moce 
ſecure then yours is, Chereas : for amore honeſter then ieis, who'wake that can propole? 


This faid , Clewext returned to his houſe ,ruminating with himſclte upott thoſe words —_

fre vas of the Cornelius Sabinus , whom he knew to be 2 man of reputation, a lover of liberty , and greatly , 
7, 5,25. diſcontented with the eſtate about the miſeries of che common-weale , and (ceing it was IF 
MLvily, 42. ceſlary to attempt that with all expedition which he had intended, he thought good to impar: 
AIC the matter to him ; fearing leſt Clement ſhould diſcover all the con(piracie , conſidering tht 
ban, * delay and procraſtination would be bur an occaſion to hinder the action, When as therefore 
he perceived him togive willing eare toall that which he intended , and that already he ws 
confirmed with no leffe reſolution then himſelt was ; but in that he knew not with whom he 
might familiarly communicate the ſame, he ſaid nothing : whereas otherwiſe he was reaie 
not onely to conceale that which he had heard, bur alſo declared that which he had in his heare 
he was (0 much the moreencouraged. For which caule , without farther delay they wen! "W 
Minucianus , who was conformable unto them in vertue, good affection , and great courage. 
ind who beſides that , was ſuſpected by Cars by reaſon of Lepidyus death, For Minucianys 2nd 
Lepidus were very great friends, and had been affociares in the ſame dangers. For Caius wa, 
teared by all thoſe who had any publike office, ſparing none of them 1n particular or in gene. 
' rail, but made them all [guns under the burthen of this fury. 
Now they knew well one another , that all of them were diſpleated to fee the commoz- 
weale in chat eſtate: but the apprehenſion of the danger ſuffered them not to manifeſt the 
acred that each one of them bare to Cazus , although their ſecret conceit.ingendred among 
them a certain amity, For before that time, as often as they met together, they were accu- 
ſtomed to eſteeme Minucianss for the moſt honourable man of the company , as in truth , 2- | 
monyg all the citizens of Rome he was the moſt famous , valiant and beſt eſteemed among 
them: being therefore aſſembled at that time, he was firſt of all requeſted to ſpeak his opinion, 
For which cauſe he asked Chereas what the watch-word was he had received that day (for :l! 
thecity knew very wel what mockery Cai uſually uſed in giving Cherexs the watchwore: ) 
Chereas , notwithſtanding this diſgrace , failed not to anſwer him , relying-on the wiſedome 
ot Minucianys, and (aid unto him | 
But give you me for the watch-word, Liberty; mean while 1 give you thanks for that you have 
awakened me more ſpeedily then of my ſelf 1 have accuitomed to be, Tou need not now n_ 
inforce your ſelfe to incite me by your words, ſith both you and 1 have undertaken the ſame reſoluion, 
Before we were aſſembled in this place , our thoughts were united. Behold here my ſword , that is gin | 
wnto my ſide; this ſhall ſuffice for us both, And tf you pleaſe, you ſhall be my captain, and 1 will march k 
wnder your command, and will follow you under aſſarance jk aſsiſtance ard wiſedom. They , why 
have valiant hearts , never want arms - for it is a confidemt comrage that makes the weapon walt, 
That which enkixdleth me thus to this action , is not the conſideration of my particular intereſt : 
for I have not the _ to think on thoſe dangers that threaten me , through the grief thu

Cie wt  MinKtanus , perceiving with what aftection Chareas ſpake , embraced him with alllove; [ 
Ce 4... andatter he had praiſed him, he exhorted him to continue his conſtancy + then departed 
incend co k.11 Fhey one from the other , with prayers and wiſhes ; and at that time there hapned a prelage 
Camus, that confirmed them the more. For as Chereas entred into the Senate, ſome one among the 
people caſt out a word, that redoubled his courage. Diſpatch (ſaid he) chat which thou haſt 
to doe: for God will affiſt thee. Chereas was ſome-what affraid , leſt ſome one of his afloci- 
ates had betraied him. Burt ac laſt, he thought 1t was ſome oae ot choſe, who, being privie to 
his reſolution, gave him a watch-word to animate him the more; or that it was God, who, 
governing and obſerving of humane affairs , puſhed him forward. After he had imparted this 
his deliberation to divers ; ſundry Senatours , knights, and men of warre being advertiſed 
hereof, were in arms. For there was not any one that ſuppoſed not chat Caius death was the 
greateſt good hap the common-wealth could expect. For which cauſe , all of chem enforced F 
themſelves as much as they could , to aſſiſt the execution with couragious and vertuous relo- 
lution: and as forwaid were they in affection as in power ; in words as in effect, deſiring each 
Calithus, Ot them to be partakers in chediipatchof a Tyrant, For Caliſthus al/o , who was Caius iree- 
Caiusticc- MAN , and raiſed him to great authoritie, yea, ſuch as he almoſt equald him , adjoyned him 
Cr cenn> tothem tor the fear he apprehended of all men , and for thoſe great riches which he had g7- 
Caius com- thered together , for that he was a man of 2 corrupt conſcience, and eaſily won by bribes 29d

reconciled, Amongſt divers other dangers that he had to apprehend, the greatneſle ot

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the danger of h s riches was not the leaſt, which was the cauſe that made him ſerve Clandins, Nat 
and (ecrerly to tollow him under hope, that after Caius death, he ſhould be his ſucceſſour in LV 


the Empire, ard that ac that rime he ſhould by him be maintained in the ſame eſtace, which 
he enjoyed : and by this means thought he to obtain his amity and good liking, by giving 
him to underſtand how Carus had commanded him to poiſon him, and how he had invented 
infinite delayes todefer this execution. As for mine own part, I think that Caliſthus torged 
this matter, Forif Catus had pretended to kill Cladins, he had not been diflivaded by C.- 
liſthas allegations, who had incontinently received his reward, it he had deferred to execute 
his Maſters commaad, with all expedition in 2 matter (o acceptable to him, So it is,chat the 
providence of God would not permit C4ius to execute that rage againſt Claydrus; and Ca* 


liſthus was thereby thanked for a benefir which he no waies deſerved, 


Thoſe that were about Chereas day by day, followed the action very (lowly,notwithſtin- 
ding that he willingly delayed nor, but thought all occafions tic ro finith his purpoſe in, for 


chat he might aſlail him at ſuch time as he aſcended up into the Capitol, or even then when 
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he ſolemnized choſe ceremonies, which he had inſtituted in honour of his daughter, or ar '* Cu 


fuch timeas he ſtood :n the palace to ſcatter gold, and filyer money among the people, by 
caſting him from the top of the palace into the market place, or at ſuch time as he celebra- 


ted choſe myſteries, that wereintroduced by him. For no man (uipe&ed Chereas, fodiſ- 


creetly had he behaved himfelf in all things - and he perſwaded himſelf that no man would 
have thought that he ſhould lay violent hands on Caz#s. And although he had done nothing 
to any effect , yet (o it 1s, that the power of the gods was ſufficient to give him force, and to 
kill um without drawing weapon.Chereas was fore diſpleaſed againſt his companions, in re- 
ſpect char he teared that they would let ſlip their occaſions ; and although they pertely 
knew that he travelled for the maintenance of the lawes, and for the good of them all: yet 
did they requeſt him co delay a liccle, for fear leſt in the execution he thould in ſome ſorr 
milcarry, and for that cauſe the City might be brought in crouble, by the informations thar 
D would be made of that at; and that finally when Cas ſhould be ſo much rhe betrer de- 
fenced againſt them, they ſhould not know how to ſhew their vertue, when the time requi- 
red that they thould aſſault and ſet upon him. They therefore thought ir good that the op- 
portunity to ſet torward this bufinefle, ſhould be the time in which the games ot che Palace 
were clebrated, which were ſolemnized in honour of Ceſar, who firſt of all diſanulled che 
peoples authority, and appropriated it ro himſelf, This ſolemnity is celebrated in a Tenc 
betore the Palace, where the noble citizens with their wives and children remained to be- 
hold the {port,and Ceſar himſelt likewiſe. Ar that time concluded they that it would be 
ealte matter for them, when as (0 many thouſands of people ſhould be (luc up in ſo narrow 4 


defire to detend him. Chereas reſolved upon this, and it was concluded that the firſt day of 
thole ſports that were next at hand, the deed ſhould be done : but their adventure was grea- 
ter then their concluſion, For the delay was ſuch, as the third day was almoſt paſt,and hard- 
ly could they be drawn to attempt the matter on the third day. Ac which time Chereas al- 
lembled all che confederates, and told them that the opportunity of time had overtlipr 
them, accuſed and reproached them of ſlacknefle in that execution, which had been fo ver- 
twouſly reſolved amongſt them : and that it was to be feared, leſt if any (ſhould be diſcovered, 
the whole matter ſhould wax fruſtrate : by which means Caius might grow more cruel cher 
he was before, See we not (ſaid he) that by how much liberty we take from our ſelves, by ſo much 
we augment Caius tyranny © whereas we ouzht firſt of all to obtain ſecurity for our ſelves, and af- 
terwards purchaſe perpetual felicity to others the greateſt 7lory wherof ſhall redound unto our ſelves, 
Now they having nothing to reply againſt ſo honourable a reſolution, and yet notwithſtan- 
d:ng no waies entorcing themſelves towards the action, but remaining alrogerher diſmayed 
without one word ſpeaking, Chereas (pake thus : 

Moſt noble and generous gentlemen, what 1s the cauſe that we linger and delay in this 
ſort ? See you not that this day is the laſt day of the games, and that C.#7@ is ready to depart 
to lea? Forhe hath determined to (ail into Alexandria, and to ſee Egypt: verily it will 6 a 
imall honour tor us, if we ſuffer him coeſcipe our hands, rothe end that borh by land and

in execution * For mine own pare, I will dream no longer upon your conſultations, bur this 
very day will I hazard my (elf ; and betide me what can,I will (uſtain all fortunes with plea- 
ſure and courage. For I am a manof that mind, that no danger can be ſo great or grieyoy; 
co daunt me, a5 that Catys ſhould be ſlain, during my life-time, and I ſhould be deprived of 
ſo delerved an honour, which ſo worthy attempt may challenge. This ſaid he departed with 
an intent to attempt and end the matter, and encouraged thereſt co do the like; fothat all 
of them were deſtrous to (er hand to the enterprize, without any further delay. The cuſtome 
was, that the captains of the guard entred the Palace with their (words by their fides,and in 
ſuch equipage they asked the Emperour the watch-word. At that time it tortuned that it was 
Chereas turn to fetch the watch-word, when as a great number of people flocked to the Pa- 
lace, to take up their piaces to behold the games wich great preaſe and noiſe z wherein Caiys 
was greatly delighted: for there was no diſtinction of place either tor Senators or Knights 
but each one (ate together contuſedly, men and women, ſlaves and freemen, Caiws, arriving 
there firſt, had offered ſacrifice in honour of Ceſar Auguſtzs, indignifying whom likewiſe 
thoſe ſports were ſolemnized. Ir came to paſſe that whileſt thoſe beaſts were emboweld 
that were appointed for ſacrifice, Aſprenes gown, who at that time was Senator, w2s be: 
ſprinkled with bloud : whereat Caius began to laugh ; yer notwithſtanding, this was a pre- 
ſage tor Aſprenas, For he was ſlain that very day that Caius was.It is reported that Caius at 
that time, contrary to his own nature, behaved bimſelfmoſt affably roward all men, © 1 
that all che aſſiſtance were aſtoniſhed to behold the courteſte that he uſed, After the ſacri- 
fice was done, he (ate him dowa to behold the paſtimes, and had about him the moſt noble 
of his friends and familiars, Now was there every yeer a Theater builded, according tohis 
torm and faſhion that enſueth : Ir had rwo gates, the one towards the open yard the 0- 
ther opening upon the porch, by which the aors had their egreſſe and regrefle, without 
diſturbance of thoſe who ſate to behold the paſtime. There was within the ſame a certain 
ſeverall roome, ſeparatedtrom the reſt, where the Players and Muſicians kept. When the 
ple were ſeared, and Chereas, with the captains were neer about Ceſar, who ſate on the 
_ ſide of the Theater : Batibius one of the Senators,a man very expert in feats of Arms, 
asked Cluvitus privily in his eare, who ſate by him and had in like ſort been Conſul, whe- 
ther he heard any news ? whoanſwering him, that he had heard nothing. On this day (faid 
Batibins ) 95g ho Tragedy beplaid of a Tyrants death.Clyvitss made him this reply in He- 
mors words,

whiſt : leſt ſome Greek ſhould liſten to our talk, 

Now whileſt ſome one darted certain apples and rare and precious birds at the people, 
Caius took great pleaſure to behold how they ſtrove one with another round about him,but- 
tetting one another to {ee who ſhould get the ſame : bur at that preſent there chanced two 
prelages : tor the (port that was repreſented, was of a Judge, who was apprehenced and cru- 
cified, and in the dance they repreſented Cynera, who was {lain with Myrrha her daughter: 
and there was a great quantity of blood gathered to counterfeit both the murther of the 
Judge that was crucified, as alſo of Cynera. It is affirmed likewiſe that the day was the very 
tame, whereon Ph{p the ſonne of Amyntas King of Macedon, had been ſlain by Pauſanis 
one ot his familiars, at ſuch time as heentred the Theater, Whileſt Carus was incertain with 
himſelf whether he ſhould remain uncill che ſports vrere finiſhed, for that it was the laſt day 
of them, or rather ſhould reſorr ro the bath, and after he had raken his reteRion, return 
back 2gain thicher, as he had done beforetime ; Minuciauss fitting next unto him, fe2ring 
leſt the occaſion ſhould be over{lipe, aroſe for that he had ſcen Chereas de part out of doors, 
with anintent to go and encourage him.

For which cauſe the confederates turned back into the Theater , and appealed the people, 
celliag them that they diſpleaſed and annoyed the Emperour : but the effe&t was, to draw 
him 2ſfide from all choſe, who might yeeld him any affiſtance ; and ſo toſert upon him. Be- 
fare Cains marched Clandixes his uncle, and M.:Minucianus his fiſters husband and Y.uler:tes, 
who at that time was Proconſul, who might got any wayes be drawn trom their place, al- 
zhough they bad che will, by reaſon of the place and dignity which they held. Ca:zs tol- 
lowed after them, accompanied with Panlus Aryntins, Now when he was entered intoche 
Palace, he left the ready way where his officers were, and Claudius with his atlociates held: 
he turned afide by an untrequented = to the baths, upon purpoſe to ſce certain young 
boyes, who were come out ot Aſia, and were ſent him out of that countrey, partly to ting in 
thoſe ceremonies that were inſtituted by him, and partly to dance in arms about the Theater; 


andin that place Chereas came and encountred him, asking him the watch-word:which Cai 
' gave him very reproachtully according to his cuſtome. For which cauſe without any fur- 


ther delay, Chareas aſlayling him both in word and a, diev his (word and gave him a great 
wound, which notwithſtanding was not mortal : lome tay t' at Cherees purpolely wounded 
him after that ſort, becauſe he would not kill him at once, but to his turther torment increaſe 
che number of his wounds: but I cannot believe the ſame, for that in {uch executions a man 
hath no leaſure to determine hoy to ſtrike And if Chereas had ſuch an intention, I account 
him che verieſt fool chat might be, tor that he rather cook his pleaſure to content his de- 
ſpite, chen readily to deliver both himlelt and others, who by his delay in being of his con- 
tederacy might be drawn into hazard, For it Cains had not been ſuddenly (lain, he could noc 
have wanted means of reſcous, and it thould teem that Chereas had not pretended to do fo 
much miſchief ro C47, as to himlelt and his fellow confederates, And-being in this un- 
certainty, whether his enterprize ſhould have fallen out happily or no, he had without rea- 
ſon both undone himſelt and loſt rhe occaſion : whereas having happily hic home, he 
might without a word ſpeaking, warrantize himſelf againſt thoſe, who would offend him. 
Bar let each man think hat beſt pleaſeth him. Cazus teeling the griet ot the wound ( tor 
he was ſtrucken berwixt the ſhoulder and the neck, and his tword could not pierce turther, 
by reaſon that it hit upon the firſt bone of the breſt) he cryed nor in any ſort, neither called 
for any of his friends, whether it were that he diſtruſted them all, or that he had ſome other 
thought, and in lamenting himſelt he paſſed onward. But he was met by Cornelis Sabinus 
who was already prepared to encounter him, who thruſt him down upon his knees: where-

For although divers ſer to ' 
their hands in the action z yet was he the firſt, who had berhought hun of the ation, ha- 
ving long time betore any ot them premeditated the iame, atter what fort it ſhould be at- 
tempred : .and he alſo was the firſt char durſt boldly impart it unto ochers, and who atter 
they had alloived of his reſolution aflembled them - and when 2s every oae was to ſpeak his 
opinion, he concluded the ſame very dilcreetly,and had alwayes done tar more then the reſt , 
o that by his earneſt and honourable perſwaſions, he encouraged rhole that were fant- 
hearted, fince ar ſuch time as the opportunity preſented it felt, to ſer hand to the execuri- 
on, he was the firſt that attempted it, and who valiantly ſtrook and made an eafte way to the 
reſt, who found Cairns calm enough, in that he was a man almoſt thorowly lain, For

Thus died Cazus,being {laugitered with many mortal wounds : now when Chereas and his 


companions had qifpatched him, rhey perceived well-that it would be impoſſible for Chem 


to ſave themlelyes, 1t ſo be they thould return by the way that they came ; ſomuch were 
they raviſhed with that which chey had done. For they drew themlelves into no ſmall danger

in pcece, Citizens, amongſt whom were divers Generals of Armies) who ſeeing they made norec- 
No.vanuz Koning of his dignity, and being of himſelf endowed with great force and ftrengrh, he took 
a {word from one of them which firſt aſſailed him ; with whom he grapted, and ade 
them know that he intended they ſhonld bay his blood very dearly ; and indeed ſo had he 
done, but that being invironed by divers, who aſſailed him at once, he was beaten down 
and {laughtered with many deadly wounds, The third was Amteine, one of the number 
Anreius, of the Senators, who with ſome others met not with theſe men by chance, as the two 
other had done ; but to ſhew the hatred that he bare unto Caiws, and the pleefure that he 
took to ſee him lie dead, was come our of his houſe, being egged on with envy to fred his 
eyes with that ſpefacle. For Cain had baniſhed Anteins father, whoſe mime likewiſe ws 
Anteras, and not content therewich, he had ſent his fouldiers to kill him. He therefore with 
great pleaſure beheld che ſlaughtered carcaſe of this tyrant ; but hearing che uproze that 
was raiſed in every part of the houſe, he thought good co hide himſelf ; yet might he nor 
avoid the narrow ſearch of the Germanes, who were ſo 'diſpleaſed , tha they flew all thoſe 


whom they met with, whether they were guilty or guilcleſſe of che fat: Thus wete theſe l

Whar fore oo But Utter the rumour of Cazws death was heard in the Theater,every one was amazed, tad 
people rbey Could (carcely believe it, For although divers of them were very glad that he was ttken 
were r92e 1*- out of the world, perſwading themſelves that it would highly profit them; yer did their fear

dbemb. hinder their belief. On the other fide,cthere were ſome, who defiring not that any ſuch mi- 
hap ſhould befal Ceſar, and conceiving in their thoughts, that it was impoſſible to be done, 

far that there was no man fo hardy, as to enterprize the ſame; they ſuppoſed the report to be 


utterly untrue. Of this minde were certain women and children, flaves and ſouldiers. Thete 


by realon they received wages at his hand,and tyrannized with him, being his minifters inal f 


thoſe outrages that he offered to many good Citizens, in partaking the booty and other ad 
vantages that Carzs drew unto him, As for the women and children, they were of that 
* opinion, by reaſon; that ſuch kind of people take delight in playes, jeſts, donations of fleſh, 
and other ſuch paſtimes, which Carins in word pretended to do to gratifie the common 
people, but in effect it was ro have means to ſarisfie his rage and cruelty, He w3s alſo gri- 
cious among the ſervants and ſlaves, for that by him they had the liberty to accute and cov 
ten their Maſters, and were therein countenanced by Cai*s. For when they falſely accuſed 
their Maſters, they were ealily believed; and when they diſcovered their Maſters trexures, 
in recompence of their diſcovery chey were not onely made free by him, bur alſofemt 
| home with rich and ample rewards, For the reward that was aſſigned them, was tÞ* 
eight partot thoſe goods rhat were confiſcated, As for certain of the nobiliry,though the 
mateer ſeemed trae to ſome of them, for that before time they were privy to ther which the 
reſt intended, and notwith@anding they deſired that the enterprize thould be effected;

their incent ſooner then they ſhould have done. They likewiſe who kneiy the enterprize Netnig, 4: 
and were coffederates with the actors, yet did they more cloſely conceal it the one L543 
from the other, fearing leſt if they ſhould diſcover the matter to any one of thoſe, whodrew Ji 2" 
any commodity from Cains tyranny, they might bewray them : whereby if Caizs thould be geath. 
yer alive, they might incurre the danger of puniſhment. Far che voice w2s, that he had been 
wounded in certain places; yet that he was not ſlain ; bur as yet alive, and among his Phyfi- 
cians hands,who drefled his wounds. No man therefore durft liberally diſcover the ſecrecs 
of his heart tohis neighbour. for they that (pred thoſe reports, were either friends (and for 
that cauſe were ſuſpected as favourers of his tyranny) or enemies, and by that means in that 
they were but finiſterly affeted rowards Cazzs,there was no certainty to be gathered of that 
which they ſaid, There aroſe alſo another report, which abaſhed and beat down the hearts and 
hopes of the nobility,namely,that Cara ſerting light by the danger wherein he was,8 as lit- 
tle alſo by the wounds he had received, was come into the market place all bloody as he was, 
and after that manner declaimed before the people. See here how they that ſpred theſe ru- 
mors,preferred their conjectures, which were void of allreafon; which diſtracted choſe uncer- 
rainly that heard che ſame, according as they were afteftioned, This notwithſtanding, no 
man removed from his place, for fear leſt they ſhould be ſuddenly accuſed, knowing well 
chat they ſhould be cenſured, not according to their thoughts and affetions, but according 
to thedifpoſicion of their Judges and accuſers. 
Bur after that the troup of Germanes had invironed the Theater with their naked (words, T!.c Ge-mane 
all the aſhſtance expected nothing but death ; and as ſoon as any man entred, they were ſea. '-»!%<c5 relore 
zed with ſach an amazement, as if they had already felt the ſtrokes ; ſo that they knew not © ©'* © 
what to do, having no heart to depart from thence: and otherwiſe perſwading themſelves, 
that it they ſtayed chere any longer, it would breed them further danger. Finally, when the 
ſouldiers were entred into the Theater by force, all the whole aſſembly cried out, and be- 
{onght them, proteſting that whatſoever vas done; it was beſides their knowledge, whether 
it wereeither attempted by conſpiracy, or any oth& means. They therefore moſt humbly 
increated them, that they would ſpare them,' and nibr inflict the penalty of the guilty on 
thoſe that were innocent for their own parts, they beſought them to ſearch out thoſe, who | 
had commurred the a, it any ſuch thing were committed. And thus ſpake they with tears, 
bearing their breſts, and calling the gods to witnefle,” alleadging all thac which the preſent 
danger ſuggeſted them with, and 35 much as ſuch as pleaded for their lives could proffer. By 
thele per{ſwaſtqns of theirs the ſouldiers fury was abated; ſo that they began to repent them» 
ſelves of that which they had executed in the Theater : for this alſo was a cruelty, as they 
themſelves (notwithſtanding their barbarous incivility) ſuppoſed it to be, which was, thar 
the heads of Aſprenus and other that were ſlain, were carried and ſet upon an Altar. Whereat 
all the aſſiſtants were moſt grievouſly diſcontented, remembring themſelves of the dignity 
of the men, 2nd having cempaſſion of that which had befallen chem, conſidering alſo chat 
they themſelves were not farre off from dangers, being uncertain whether they ſhould ſave 
themſelves: whereby it came to paſſe, that ſome of thoſe, who had for good cauſe hatred 
Caius, durſt nor freely rejoyce at his death, becauſe they were upon the point to loſe their 
own lives, having as yet no appearance of any ſafery.

140 dang Hileſt theeſtate of theEmpire was thus diſtrated,Clavdiss was ſuddenly fetchs 
V | / out of his houſe: for the ſouldiers aſlembling rhemſelves together, and conter- 
ring among themſelves what was requiſite to be done, perceived that it was 1m- M 
poſſible, that ſo many and ſo waighty affairs of the common-weale ſhould be well dilpo- 
ſed by a popular Government; and that this change alſo would yeeld them little profit, 
if ſome of thoſe who were in authority ſhould happen to obtain the ſoveraign government- 
Furthermore, that it would be every way prejudiciall unto them, if they had not a part of 
the governance, and a hand in the adminiſtration of the common- weal. Whileſt cheretore 
the toveraign authority remained as yet undiſpoſed, they thought meet to cle& Clu- 
diys, who was Caiws uncle, for their Emperour ; who was a man of that reputation, that none 
of thoſe, who had beea aſſembled in the Senate, was more capable then he was, boch 1a re-

* king, and himſelf co his particular deſires, there is not any kind of miſery and miſchief,

* have made their account, that their ſecurity conſiſted in communicating their ſecrets with Juliw Czſirs 


« ſuch as were baſe and abjeR;abaſing nor onely the courages of thoſe men, who 
*were famous for their nobility and vertue,bur alſo by ſlaug or nv number of chem. 
* by all ſorts of puniſhment:and whileſt each of them laboured to 

* mand,they enforced themſelves to oppreſſe the common-weal. 

"But amongſt all the reſt, Caizs,who this day hath loſt the benefit of life, hath wrought grea- 
*ter miſchiefs himſelf alone,then any other, by enforcing his brutiſh and beaſtly wrath noe 

*onely againſt the common citizens, but alſo againſt his own parents and friends ; deme1- 

* ning himſclf alike towards all men,and manifcſting his unjuſtice in that be purſued them 

* with moſt injurie, who were moſt innocent: and by this means grew hateful not onely to 

* men, but alſo ro the immortal Gods, For it is not enough for eyrants to ſatisfie their con- 


* Cupiſcence,touſc all ſorts of outrages,to raviſh both mens wealth 8 their wives; but alſs 


"* their gain and glory is, when they may uteerly ruinate both their fortunes & families, who 
are their enemies. For all liberty is oppoſed againſt ryranny,and ir is impoſſible(notwith- 
* ſtanding all the miſeries that it may be imagined or offcred) that freemen ſhould accord 
© with tyrants, how little time ſoever it be that they have exerciſed their tyrany. They alſo 
"know too wel with how many miſchicfs they have intangled their ſubjeQs(although they 
**have not the ſpirirs ro revenge themſelves of thoſe wrongs that 2re Cone unto them' & be-

_ ing well aſſured into what incombrances they have drawn them, perſwade themſelves, 
2 that they have but one only means left them to warrantize themſelves from ſuſpicions; 8

& 4ion in men'of free hearts, to reſtore and repay condigne kindnefle for the benefirs that 
* they have received: ſuch is this man in your behalf, not like to Brutus and Caſsins, who 
© murthered Ceſar;for they were the originals of ſeditions and civil wars in this citic: and 
< this man by the death of a tyrant, hath not onely at once delivered you of him, bur alſo 
© hath cut off all thoſe miſchiefs that aroſe by him. 
Thus ſpake Semtiss,and his advice was entertained with great applauſe, not onelic by the | 
Senators , but the knights alſo that were there preſent. Whereupon a certain Senator called 
Trebellinus Maximus aroſe, and ſtepping to him, pulled off the ring which Sextivs had on his 
finger, wherein was inchaſed a ſtone with Cavs piure in ity whichSen#ius had forgot to pull 
off: ſo intent was he about that which he both ſaid aud did: and by this means the engraved 
image was broken. Now for that it was late, Chereas demanded the watch-word at the 
Chzrexs re- Conſuls hands,who gave him the word Libertie. Thus all of them were aftoniſhed at this 
quiretha _ _Change,and could ſcarcelie believe that which happened. For fince that time that the popu- 
%e Cuntuls lar government had been aboliſhed,the Conſuls had never piven the watch-word until that 
hand-, preſent time, For before the citie was oppreſſed by tyrannie, the Conſuls commanded the 
men of war. After that Chereas had received the word, he gave ir to his ſouldiers,who ſub- 
ſcribed to the Senates authoritie : of theſe there were about four companies, which prc- 
ferred the lawful government before a tyrannie,who alſo retired themſelves to their chief- 
tains. As for their parts, the people returned to their ſeveral houſes, full of joy hope, and 
courage, for that they had regained the government of the ſtate, which belonged unto them, 
and not to any particular governour. In a word, Chereas was their onelic hope : He fore- 
ſceing that there would ſome miſchief follow, if Ces wife and daughter ſhould remain 
alive; and that if all his friends and family ſhould not be utterly extinguiſhcd,all thoſe who 
ſhould be ſpared, would ſerve ro no other end, but tothe ruin of the common-weal and the 
Chy:eas fzng. 133: 2nd on the other (ide, defiring to ſee a final end of that which he had begun, and to 
th Jul us Lu- ſatisfie thar hatred he had conceived againſt Cavs, he ſent Falins Lupus one of the captains 
pu+o kill of the guard, to kill both his wife and daughter, which he did. And the cauſe why he gave 
aw - Groen this charge chiefly to Laps, was, for that Lupus was Clements kinſman,who was a confede- þ 
rate intheexecution of Caius ; tothe end,thar partaking after this manner the death of the 
cyranr, he might be known to have dealt as forwardly tor the common-weal,as if from the 
beginning he had been a counſcller and agent in the conſpiracy. Notwithſtanding there were 
ſome of his companions of that opinion, thar ir ſhould be bur cruelty ro deal with a wo- 
man in that ſorr, for that C«izs had offended through the corruption of his own nature, and 
not by the counſel of his wite; and that all choſe evils which he committed in the common- 
weal, by defolating the flower thereof, was his own offence, not hers. 

There were others that accuſcd her ro be the cauſe of all that which Caius had commit- 
red, alleadging that ſhe had given him an amorous drink, by which he was cied and en- 
tangled in ſuch ſort unto her,and ſo led and tranſported by her love, that ſhe governed all 
that which concerned the eſtate of Rome, and the world ſubje& to Rome, but her defen- 
ders prevailed nothing. For fiaally it was reſolved rhat ſhe ſhould loſe her life. 

To finiſh this tragedy, Lupas was diſpurcht, who loſt no rime in the accompliſhment ot

couraged Cains £0 ſet upon the 4m 7 er and kill them without any delay ; yea, before 
chey had committed —_— by that meanes provide for his ſecurity. They there- 
fore (aid, that Ceſonia blamed Cares for that he had behaved himſelf too careleſly, in thac 
wherein ſhe had counſelled him. Such were the words Ceſonis (pake, and ſuch was the ex- 
poſition, as divers men interpreted che (ame. | 4 
She ſeeing Lupus coming ſhewed him Caizs body, and beſought him with tears and com- 
plaints to come nonearer, Bur perceiving that he continued in his reſolution, and made no 
2ccount of her words, but did that for which he came, atter that'ſhe knew the c2ule of his 
C arrival, the offered hernsked throat unto him wich a great courage, uſing ſuch ſupplicati- 
ons as they ordinarily do who deſpair of char lives. For {be willed him to deferre no loager 
co finiſh that tragedy which his companions had begun, and died in this fort couragioully by 
the hand of Zupws : and after her was her daughter {lan,which was very young. This did 
Lupus certifie Chereas of with all expeditian, This was Caws end, atter he had lived jour C00 
yeus wanting tour moneths Before luch time as he obtained the Empire, he was an intem- aaa, 
perate and wicked man, and addicted hispleafure, a favourer of cale-bearers , exceeding 
teartul, and for that cauſe, when he got the upper hand of agy man,he was ready to kill lum, 
He eſteemed this the onely iTuit of his power, when he abuſed the {ame againſt innocents 
py aadgathered or heaped up great.ſpoils and booties by wicked and ugjaſt murchers, rapines 
and oppreſſions , lifting himſelf above all humane authority, and affefting to be eſteemed 
is a God, ſuffering himtelf co be tranſported by the peoples praiſes. Furthermore, all that 
which the law condemned and puniſhed, as a thing moſt deteſtable, thar made he ule of to 
=_ vertue with, He never remembred any friend{lup that had been done him, how great 
er 1t either was or had been, at ſuch crime as he was un his choler, and was apc to inflit caiu given 
puniſhments in his rage on juſt and upright men, All that which was anſwerable to vertue, over © luſt. 
was odioQs in his eyes; In all things chat him lifted he had ſo violent apperites, that it was 
impoſſible go contradi& him ; ſo that he was not aſhamed to uſe the wfull company of 
his own fiſter : whereby it came to paſſe, chat the citizens of Rome began to hate him 
extremely, for that the like matter had aot been ſeen nor heard of : of a long time men could 
not believe che ſame, yer notwithſtanding they ſufficiently expreſled the hatred they bare <,...1,.14.4 
againſt the fact he hay committed. Ir cannot be ſaid of him, that he builded any work be- a bvcn. 
ſeeming his royal magnificence worthy the mentioning,or profitable either to the preſent or 
future world, except iome Ports that he made near to Rhegium and Stctlia, for harbour of 
ſuch ſhips as came and went into Egypt for corn, which doubtKle is a goodly and mighty 
work and very profitable for ſuch as travel by ſea. True it is, that ic was not brought to per- 
feion, bur onely halt figithed, becauſe the workmen travelled leaſurely. But the chief (441, .n ex- 
cauſe thereof was, that he ſpent his ſtudy in unproficable matters, and loved rather to con- c:llmormer, 
lume his ſubſtance to feed his own private luſts wherein he took great delight, then to erect 
and build any goodly or famous work, which might have redounded co the profic of the 
F Common-Weal. Otherwiſe he was a man well ipoken, and yery expert in the Greek and 
valgar Roman tongues, apprehending preſently that which others ſaid: and alchough they 
had ſpear long time in diſcovering their minds, yet anſwered he chem upon the inſtant, and 
ia airs of conſequence he had ſuch a moving perſwaſion and power, as. a0 man could ex- 
ceed him, both in regard of his quick (pirit and eaſie apprehenfion,as of che exerciſe and pain 
he had taken. For bei ng Tiberixs brochers ſon, whole (ucceſlour alſo he was, he was en- 
forced tobe ſtudious, ſeeing tha Tiberius, who was of the ſame years, was in like manner ex- 
cellently learned. Gaizs therefore enforced himſelf ro imitate the Emperour Tiberiws, whoſe 
near kiaſman he was, and ſurpaſſed all thoſe that were in Rome at that time, yet notwith» 
Randing all theſe great advantages, which his good inſtruction had bred in him, could not 
tunder the misfortune that betell- him, by the abuſe of his aurhority, So rare a thing _—

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him, and ſeek his ruin. : 

Now, as I have heretofore declared, C/audizs underſtanding of that which had befallen 
Caius his Nephew, and ſeeing all his houſe wholly troubled. tor this occafion was inſuch 
diſtreſſe,that he knew not what to do to ſave himlelf; bur went and hid himſelf in a certain 
corner, Where he was ſurprized, having no other canſe to apprehend his danger , except his H 
Nobility. For during the time that he lived a private man, he behaved himlelt modeſtly, 
kindly, and favourably unto all men, being well ſeen in the Sciences, and principally ia the 
Greek tongue,ſhunning as much as in him lay,all tumulc and rain that right breed trouble, 
When as therefore the people at that time were wholly amazed at the trouble, and the Pa. 
lace was repleniſhed with ſouldier-like fury and fear, and nothing reigned more in general 
then confuſion and diſorder , the (ouldiers of the guard, who were the moſt experienced and 
hardy amongſt the men of war, conſulted amongſt themliclves what courſe they wereto 
tike. Neither were they much diſcontented with Cazzs death, in that they ſuppoſed that 
upon juſt occaſion, he was put todeath; for which cauſe they rather Derhought them- 
ſelyes on that which concerned their eſtates, and how they might aſſure themſelves in thoſe 7 
dangers, ſeeing the Germanes where wholly beat againſt thoſe, who had ſlaughtered Caius; 
tather incited thereunto of their own cruel natures, then of any good affection they had to- 
wards the we'fare of the Common-Weal. All which things troubled Claudszs, and put him 
in fear of his life, the rather for that he ſaw Aſprenas head and the reſt of the Nobility that 
were maſſacred, carried about to be ſeen: for this cauſe he kept himſelt in a certain place, 
which was onely acceſſible by certain ſteps or ſtairMMnd hid himſelf therein, becauſe ic was 
obſcure. In that place one of the ſouldiers of the Palace called Gratus, being unable to dil- 
cern who he was, in regard of the obſcurity of the place, and ſuppoſing him to be ſome one 
that deſired to be concealed, he drew near unt6 him,rto the intent he might the better know 
him: And when as Claudizs beſought him that he would depart and leave him, he paſled 
the more onwards,and laying hold of him and drawing him into the light, knevy him;crying x 
out to thoſe that followed him: This is Germanicus, ket us take hold ot him, and create him 
Emperour. Claudius perceiving that he was ready to be atrached,and fearing leſt they ſtould 
put him to death in the like manner as they had done Caius, beſought them that they would 
pardon him, proteſting unto them his innocency, and how he had in no ſort been either ac: 
ceſſry or agent in that which had been done, Whereupon Gratys beginning to ſmile, took 
him by the hand, ſaying, that he had no caſein that (ort to {uipet his life : For(ſaid he) it 
behoverh thee to pull up thy ſpirits,and to bethink thee how to govern an Empire,of which 
the gods(who have the care of the whole world ) have deſpoiled. Ca:us,to reward thy vertue 
with. Arile therefore and take poſſeſſion of the throne of thine anceſtors. This ſaid, helifted [: 
him on his ſhoulders, for that Claudius could not walk on foot, through the fear and joy that 
he had conceived of that which had been told him. 

Upon theſe (peeches divers of the ſouldiers of the guard aſſembled about Gratus and per 
ceiving that it was C/audiu?, whom they ſuppoſed to be dragged to his death, they had com- 
paſſion of him as on an innocent, for that they knew him to be a man of a milde nature,wio 
all che time of his lite intermedled with nothing, and who in like ſorc had been oftenin 

, rear danger during Caius life. There were others of them char ſaid, that the judgement of 
this marcer pertained to the Conſuls : whereupon, although a great number of ſopldiers 


the Empire, flocked about him, and the ſimple people that were unarmed fled from them , yet could 1g 


not Claudius go onward in his way; ſo weak and feeble felt he himſelf in his whole body. It

« ſome of their order,and now ſcm them as Embaſladours in their behalf, ro fignifie unto moon 
« him chat he ought to uſe no violence in obtaining the Empire, but rather ro remit the = rg w 
C *©charge of che common-weal to the Senate. Thar he both was and ſhould be oneof the 5i-niry offer- 
« Senators, and have the conduct of the common-weal, and diſpolc ir according to law,per- ** 
« {wading him to call unto his remembrance thoſe-grievous miſchiefs, which the former 
« ryrants had wrought in the common-weal,and what dangers he himſelt had alſo ſuffered 
« with them, during the reign of Ces their late Emperor. Thar it ſhould ill become him, 
&* who had dereſted che fury of others tyranny at ſuch time as they uſed outrages,now wil- 
«lingly ro be drawn to oppoſe himſelf againſt his countrey. That if he would obey them, 
** and continue to cxpreſle the vertue and conſtancy of his life, which in times paſt he lcd

* domeſtical ſervants, all which they would imploy againſt him: Bur over and above theſe 
« things,they had far greater helps,namely cheir hope, and good fortune,and the gods,who 
**are wont to fight for thoſe who mancain vertue and goodneſſe. They ſolemnly proteſted 
* alſo for their own parts, that they were of that mind,that there was nothing more honeſt 
* 2ndjuſt,then to fight for their Jiberty and countrey. The Embaſſadours that brought this 
m:\ſage, were Yeranins and Broccus, who both of them were Tribunes of the people. They 
E proſtrating themſelvs on their knees before him, humbly beſought him that he wonld draw 
the common-weal, into civil war. And ſeeing that Claudias was incloſed witha great com«= 
pany of men of war,in reſpe& of whom the Conſuls were of no force, they beſought him 
thatic would pleaſe him to demand the government at the Senates hands, and receive it 
from them if he were reſolved to be Emperour; for that ic would bean a more holy, and 
coupled with juſtice and good hap, it he ſhould obtain the ſame with their good will, and 
nct in deſpight of choſe, who would vouchſafe it him willingly. .

Bur ſuppoling that ir _ Hon cT 
ſtood very little with bis ſecurity tocommir himlſclt ro their cruſt, and being en- nity cher way 
couraged by the exhorration of the ſouldiers, who promiſed him their utmoſt endeavour, {#19 bin... 
and by the inciration of King Agripps, hedetermined in no fort to ler the ſoveraigntie e{- 5u5,chap. 4 
Cape cut of his hands, in that it was ſo willingly and freely beſtowed on him when he ** 3: 
thougſtr leſt on it. After that Agripps had performed all thoſe duties unto Caias which were 
requiſice for ſuch a one as had been by bim advanced ro honour, and having taken his bo- 
dy and laidit in 2 litter, he brought him our before the ſouldiers of his guard, and cer:ificd 
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Ma SE them thatCaius was yet alive,and for that he found hinelf ſick of thoſe wounds thar he had G 
—_— of ue received, he ſent to ſeek for Phyſicians. Bur afterward, underſtanding thatClaudius was taken 
ofier Cris by the men of war, he thruſt ſo much chat he got himſclt paſſage, and unto him, whom 
xalivity, 43- he found altogether diſmaid,and ready to ſurrender all things intothe Senates hands, ang 
| incouraged in him, and incited him to rake upon bim the government of the Empire which 
| kiz the men of war had offered him. Which done,he departed, and was ſuddenly ſent for by the 
reſolurions by Senate, whither he reſorted alcogether perfumed with odors, as if at chat time he were re. 
A3rP?®® turned from ſome banquer,and had known nothing of that which had happened: He there- 
fy fore asked the Senators what was become of Claudius, who certified him of the truth, and 
beſides that required him to give them his opinion and counſel as touching the preſent af. 
fairs : ** His anſwer was, that he was ready co adventure his life in the behalf of the Senate, H 
« yet by the way he roldthem that they ought ro have an eſpecial regard of the common- 
© weal,rather then all the pleaſure they could pretend;and chat they who would be Lords 
* of an Empire, had necd ot arms & men to maintain themlſelves,left being weak and unfar. 
* niſhed, they ſhould be deceived in their expeRations. The Senate replied that they had 
< oreat ſtore of furniture, ,and that they would contribute money; that they had good ſtore 
* of menof war,to whom they would annex their ſlaves and give them liberty. But Agrip- 
Agripparel- © p4 replied, Would God,grave fathers, that you were able ro perform the matrers you in-

from proceeding anydurther, for that all of them wereearneſtly affe&ed to have an Empe- 
rour and Soveraign Lord, and required with all expedition chat they might have one pro. 
claimed and known. At that time the Senate were ſo diſtracted, both for .the manner how 
chey ſhould commaad, as for the means they ought to uſe to cauſe chemſelyes ry, be obeyed, 
conſidering the ſouldiers ſer light by them ; and thoſe that were confederates in the death 
of Caius, (uffered not the Senate to obey the (ouldiers, Ar length, Chereas being unable to 
conceal his paſſion wherewith he was ſurprized, and hearing that chey asked for a Monarch, 
promiſed that he would give them one, if they would bring him a coken from Eutychus,who 
was the Wagoner to the green band, whom Caiss had loved extremely, in ſo mach as he 
C imployed his ſouldiers 1n fervile labours, as tro build him ſtables for his hocſes,and reproach- 
ed them with divers like matters, telling them that he would bring them Claudins head, 
owing them that it was a matter ill beſeeming chem, ifafter a mad man they ſhould com-

for thele their proceedings, Whereupon $«binus one of thoſe who had murthered Cans, of Claudius, 
xole and proteſted that he would ſooner cut his own thraat, then conſent to the eſtabliſh- 
ment of Claydias, or behold with his eyes the miſery and thraldome'of his Countrey : he 
likewiſe encouraged Chereas, telling him that he deſerved very lictleby cuccing off Caius, if 
hethough to live without the liberty of his Countrey, To which he anſwered, that he 
made no account of his lite , yet that he intended to ſound Clerdins minde, and wich this re- 
(olution they concluded, Mean while certain of the Senators ſought onevery fide to break 
thorow the midſt and thickeſt of the ſouldiers, to go and do reverence and: homage to Clay-,  _, 
digs : amongſt whom was @. Pompeius one of the Conſuls, whom the men of War accuſed hon in 
to be one of the principal aours to incite the Senate to recover gheir liberty, and they withorhers 
&ew their ſivords againſt him. And if Claudius had not reſtrained them; chey had ſurely 25,2 
dilpatched him : bur he made him fit down by him, and by that m&ans delivered him from 
the danger, The other Senators, who accompanied him,were not entertained thus honorably, 
but ſome of them were wounded even then when they preſled forth to ſalate Claudius. Apo- 
ms retired himſelf fore wounded,and the reſt were in greac danger to loſe their lives. Fac 
King Agrippa drawing neer unto Claudins, deſired him to uſe as much lenity as was poſſible 
in him towards the Senators, for that if any miſchief ſhould beride them, he ſhould have no 
other perſons to command. To the which councel of his, Claud:us gave Place,and aſſemble Cladius is 
tne Senate inthe Palace, cauſing himſelf to be carried chorow the Citric in the company of =_— nos, 
his ſouldiers, who marched before him, doing much miſchief to the common people. But uſe the $cna- 
amongſt tho'e that ſlew Caius,Chereas and Sebinus were come out into the ſtreets, notwith- ve" 
ſtzading,they were forbidden by Pllio, whom not long before Claudixs had made Captain © ” 
of his guard. And as ſoon as Claudius came into the Palace, whicher he aſſembled his 
irieads,he pronounced ſentence againſt Cherexs. For alchough his aRion was accounted both 
generous and noble; yet was he condemned for this, becauſe he was pertidious; wheregpon he 
4s adjudged to die, to give example to others,to the end that Princes and Emperours may 
hereafter livein (afetie. He was therefore led to his death with Lupns, and divers other Ro- Tire tha: 
mans. Ie is ſaid of Chereas,that he endured this accident with a great courage, which he ex- 7 tberee 
pr ſled nor ogly in that he changed not his countenance;bur alſo by the teproaches which he c..cuc.

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FRA cold that he felr,he rannted him thus,alluding to his name which was Lupue; That never any © 
hat = phoug cold did harm to a wolf. Furthermore, when he came to the place of execution,where 2 —_

Frer that Portins Feſtus had been ſent by Xers to ſucceed Felix in che government 5.0 ot 15 
of Iudza, the chiefeſt of choſe Iews that inhabired Czſarea, repaired to Rome tO (cg. 
accuſe Felix : and without all doubt he had been puniſhed for the injuries he had 
commirred againſt che Iews, if Ners had not pardoned him upon his brother Pale ſubmil- 
fon and intreaty, who importuned him, and was at thay time-in great reputation with ,, .. _ _ 
him. Furthermore, two of the chiefeſt amongſt the Syriafis wrought Beriliss, who had fnw,cup.14, 
lomerimes been Neyss Maſter,and at thattime was Secretary of Eſtate in the Greek tongue, 
by mighty bribes,to beg atNerss hand the revocation of the righe and title, which che Jews 
enjoyed in the government and adminiſtration of the common-weal. For which cauſe 
Zerillns ſollicired the Emperour,and obtained a letter at his hands, which was the cauſe of 
thoſe miſchiefs that afterwards hapned in our nation. For the Iews of Czſarea, underſtand- 
ing what commiſhon the Syrians had gotten, were ſo much rhe more kindled and cncou- 
raped 10 make war, 
| Ax ſoontherefore as Feſtus was arrived in Iudza, he found the countrey grievouſly af- Ty, curtirons 
fiitcd with robberies,and the lower countrey was ſpoiled by ſword and fire.

Their firſt government was Ariſto- 

cratic,which is the government of che nobility : afcerwards a Monarchy;and finally, a royal 

government. The number of years wherein theſe theirteen flouriſhed, were ſix hundred and 

ewelve years, from the day that our fathers departed out of Egypr, under the condut of 

Moos, untill the edification of the Temple that was builded in Jeruſalem by King Solomon, 

After theſe thirteen high Prieſts, there were eighteen others; who after Solomons time ſuc- 
ceeded one after another, untill che time that Nabwchodonoſor King of Babylon, having en- ] 

camped before the Ciry,took the ſame and burned the Temple,and tranſported our nation 

into Babylon, and led away the high Prieſt Foſedech priſoner. The time of che Prieſthcod, 

and continuance of theſe eighteen was four hundred ſixty years,fix moneths, and ten daics: 

ſo long as the Jews have had the royal government. After the ſurprizal of Jeruſalem by 

the Bibylonians, untill ſuch time as Cyrus King of Perſia diſmiſſed the Jews,and gavethem 

leave to return from Babylon into their own countrey, with permiſhon to reedifictheir 

Temple, there are ſeventy years; and at that time the captives being returned, Feſus the ſon 

of Feſedech took upon him the high Prieſthood, who with thoſe of his poſterity co the num- 

ber of fifteen, have governed ina Democratic or popular eſtate, untill the time of 4ntiochss 

ſirnamed Eupater,for the ſpace of four hundred and fourteen years. This Axtiebus was the 
firſt, who with his General Lyſ«s diſplaſed Onies, firnamed Menelaxs, of his Prieſthood; | 

commanding him to be ſlain at Beryth, and after he had driven his ſon out of the ſucceſſion, 

, he eſtabliſhed Zacim bigh Prieſt, who notwithſtanding was of Azr#ns race ; but not ofhis 
family, For this cauſe @nias, the ſon of 0nias, and nephew to the deceaſed 0nia retyred 
himſelf into Egypt : where growing familiar with Prolomey Philometor and Cleopatra his 
witc,he perſwaded them to build a Temple in the confines of Heliopolis,not unlike tothat 
of Jerulalem,and to create a high Prieſt in the ſame : of which Temple in Egypt, we have 
made very oftentimes mention, After that F:cim had held the Pricſthood for the ſpace 
of three years, he died without ſucceſſour. For theCity remained ſeven years without a high 
Prieſt. Again, the Aſmoneans recovered the government of their nation, and after they had 
warred againſt the Macedons, they eftabliſhed Fonathan high Prieſt, who exerciſed the of- L 
fice ſeven years: but afcerwards he was ſlain by 2n ambuſb, and treaſon conſpired againſt 
him by Tryphen,as we have declared elſewhere. Afﬀeer him, Simon his brother undenook 
che Prieſthood, who was nor long afcer ſlain rreacherouſly by his fon in law at a banquet. . 
After him ſucceeded his ſon Hircanns, whocnjoying this dignity for the ſpace of thiry one 
years, died when he was very old, leaving behind him 7udaes firnamed CArifebalus, who 
dying by ſickneſſc, left his brother Alexander his heir, both of the Kingdom and high Prieſt- 
hood. Afcer that Ariſtebulss had obtained the royal government, he enjoyed both dignt- 
ties one whole year. For this Fades firnamed Ariſtobulns, was the firſt thar ſet the Diadem 
on his head, cauſing himſelf co be called a King. The which Alexander did continue; for 
he alſo joyned the Kingdome with the high Prieſthood, and raigned ewenty ſeven years: 14 
and feeling himſelf draw near to his death, he Jeftitin Alaxendras his wives hands to diſpok 
of the Prieſthood as ſhe pleaſed. She therefore beſtowed ir on Hircanus:and as touching the 
Kingdome, ſhe kept it in her own hands nine years, and afterwards died, Her ſon Hircans 
was high Prieſt for ſo longtime : for after Alexandres death, his brother Ariſtobulns made 
war againft him: and having overcome him, he took the Kingdome from him, and not 
onely ſ{cized the Crown, but the Prieſthood. Afﬀeer he had raigned three years, and as many 
moneths, Pempey repaired to Jeraſalem, and took it perforce, and laying hold of Ariftebulss, 


ſent hi bound unto Rome with his children. After which he reſtored the Prieſthood m_

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A more to Hyrcanus, committing the government of the nation unto his hands, forbidding him LIC 
in the mean ſpace to wear the Diadem.

wrick. - and there was about fix hundreth of us that ſwamme all nighc long, and upon the day-ſpring 
by Gods providence a Cyrenian ſhip came in fight, and both T and certain others, to the 
number of fourſcore, out-ſwimming the reſt,were taken up into it and ſaved, After I had in 
this ſort eſcaped, I came to Diczarchia,which the Italians call at this day Pureol, and grew 
acquainted with Aliturus 2 Jew born, who was a Player, and in good reputation with Ners, 44 
by whoſe means in{inuating my ſelf into Poppeas knowledge, who was Ceſars wife, ] & 
termined to beſeech her to procure thoſe Prieſts liberties, with all expedition : which done 
: I by her means recovered their preſent libertie : and being gratified likewiſe by her with 
Joſeph evra” many great gifts, I returned into my Countrey. There found I the Common-welle tg 
liberties, — much addicted to factions and croubles,and divers too prone and ready to rebel and forger 
The lews. their allegeance to the Romanes, I inforced my elf to repreſle the feditious, and exhorteq. 
_ them to change their opinions, repreſenting before their eyes the qualitie of choſe, again 
whom they enterprized their warre, with whom they neither might compa in expe- 
rienceof Warre, neither in good Fortune : For this cauſe I adviſed them, not to hazard 
and overthrow their Countrey by their raſhneſle and rage, and with it their poſterities and | 
themſelves. 
_ loſeph dehott- Tothis effect ſpake I unto them, and inſtantly entreated them to forſake their untamed 
ing the lews reſolution, for that I foreſaw that the end of this war would redound to our utter ruine: buc 
up we-eT 1 prevailed nothing with them, For the turie of deſperate and diflolute men prevailed above 
them of trea- reaſon: for which cauſe fearing leſt by continual inforcing of one thing, 7 ſhould grow into 
les. hatred and ſuſpicion amongſt chem, as if 7favoured their enemies ; fearing likewiſe leſtif 
they ſhould lay hold on me,they ſhould be pur to death, ſeeing that the Fort of Antonia ws 
already ſeized upon by the (editious , 7 retired my ſelfinto the inner part of the Temple. ;n 
proceſle of time, after Man«hew and the chiefeſt among the thieves were put to death, 
came out again from the Temple, and converſed with the Prieſts, and chiefeſt Fhariſees, 
who were ſurprized with great fear. And grievouſly were we diſmayed, when we aw the * 
people in arms: and being uncertain what co doe, and wanting the means to pacifie theſe my- 
tinies,and apparancly perceiving their manifeſt mp both 7 and the Phariſees told them, 
our opinion 'was anſwerable to theirs, and counſelled themto contain themſelves in peace, 
and not to provoke the enemie. For our hope was, that Feſsivs would with all expedition 
draw out great forces,and chaſtiſe thoſe peace-breakers. But as ſoon as he arrived, and had 
fought with them, he was overcome, and a great number of his men were ſlain y w 
grew the utter ruine of our whole Nation. For ſuch as defired the War, were puffed up 
with that viQorie, and conceived an aſſured hope that in the end they ſhould overcome the 
Romans. Beſides that, this enſuing occaſion preſented it ſelf : The inhabitants of the Ci- 
The lewes are £ies that bordered upon Syria, laid hand on thoſe Jews that dwelt amongſt chem, andſlev L 
plagued both both chem, their wives and children, without any juſt cauſe or crime committed by them, 
| Bor _—_—_ not conſpired any wayes, or ifitended to revolt from the Romanes, or to uſe 
countreymen, any hoſtilitie, or any ſecret conſpiracie againſt any of thoſe, with whom they were conver- 
ſant. Bur among all the reſt, the Citizens of Scythopalis exceeded all other in impietie 
and wickedneſſe. For being beſieged without by certain of the Jewes, they inforced thole 
Jewes that inhabited amongſt them to take armes, and charged thoſe of their own Nation 
(which is both prohibited and unlawful by our Lawes)who fighting againft chem diſcomk- 
ted them + bur after thus overthrow, they in ſuch ſort falſified and forgot their faith, ther 
they had given to theiraffociates and fellow Citizens, that they ſlew every mothers ſon of 
them,to the number of many thouſands. The like misfortune alſofell upon thoſe Jews M 
thar inhabited Damaſco. But of this we have more amply ſpoken in thoſe our books, which 
we have written of the Wars of the Jewes : and at this preſent 7 make mention hereof, 1n* 
+a hay tending to ſignifie, and certainly perſwade the Readers, that the War which was wagel 
neceſlicie ro With the Romanes, proceeded not of a reſolute intent and purpoſe, but for the moſt part 
make warte. an inforced necefſitie. 

After that Jeſixs was overcome(as we have heretofore declared)the chiefeſt men of Jeru- 
falem perceiving that the thieves made a party among the ſedizious, and were ſtrongly and

« Galilee, after that the acknowledged the Romane government , who had aboliſhed the 
«table royal and publick Regiſters, By theſe words and others of like nature,inforced againſt 
« King Agrippa, he incited the people to rebellion, fignitying unto them, that the opportu- 
* nity invited them to take arms, to the end that being aſloctated with the Galileans, they 
« might make themſelves Lords, for that all of them would willingly joyn themſelves with 
*them chrough the hatred they bare the Sephorites, on whom they would revenge chem- 
*{elves with greac force, becauſe they continued in their allegeance,which they promiſed to 
*the Romans, 

And by theſe, words he won the peoples hearts unto him : for he was a man that was 
- very eloquent,and by his ſubtilty and polit:ke diſcourſe, eafily overthrew all that which his 
averlaries produced againſt him. For he was not ignorant of thoſe ſciences that are known 
mto the Greeks: but truſting to his wiſedome and good diſcourſe, he began to diſcover how 
al things bad paſt at chat time, to the intent vhat by ſuch colourable infinuations he mighe 
ſmother the truth. But in the proceſs of our diſcourſe, we will declare that he was a man of a 
dfolute life,and that by his and his brothers means,he wanted little of utterly overthrowing 
tus Countrey, When as therefore this F#ſtus had perſwaded the Citizens of Tiberias, 
totake armes, and had conſtrained divers men likewiſe, who were of the contrary opinion 
x {0do the like, he iſſued out with chem, and burned the villages of the Gadarenians and Hip- 
perians, that are (cituate in the confines of Tiberias and Scyrhopolis, In this eſtate was 
Tiberias: And as touching Giſchala, their eſtate and affairs were brought to this iſſue : 
Fohs the ſonne of Levi ſeeing ſome ot the Citizens waxen proud by means of their revolt 
rom tbe Romanes, laboured to reſtrainthem ; and required them to continue in their al- 
legeance: but notwithſtanding, all his perſwafion and diligence he could not contain them.

For theſe cauſes, Yarss grew proud, 
aud retained Phil:ps letters ” him, hoping by theſe means that the King ſhould have no 
et watch in every paſſage, for tear leaſt any man ſhould flie, 
certifie the King of that which had happened, and to give the Syrians the better content, 
who dwelt in Czſarea, he put divers of thoſe Jews that dwelt among them to death. Hein- 
rended allo to undertake a war againſt the Jewes of Bathanza, who were called Babylonian 
Jewes, by confederating himſelf with the Trachonites of Barthanza. For which cauſe,ſend- L 
ing for twelve of thoſe Jewes who were of moſt eſtimation amongſt the inhabicants of Cz- 
ſarea, he enjoyned them to repair to Ecbatane, to fignifie unto thoſe of their Nation that 
dwelt there,that Yorws underſtanding that they pretended to take armes againſt their King, 
and ſcarcely believing it, had ſent them unto them, to perſwade them co lay by their armes- 
And that this ſhould be a certain ſigne, by which chey might perfectly expreſle that be had 
no reaſon togivecredit to their reports who had enforced and obje&ted ſo much againſt 
them. Furthermore, he commanded them that ſeventie of the chiefeſt of them ſhould be 
choſen out,to anſwer to choſe accuſations wherewith they ſhould be charged.

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A arrived, but the people cried our with a loud voice, exhorting him to take the ſoveraignty, 
and to make warre againſt Yer«s,and the Syrians of Czſarea. For they had intelligence thac 
the King was dead. But Philip moderated their fury,recounting unto them what benefits the 
King had beſtowed on chem,and of what power the Romans were, againſt whom it was but 
a folly for them to take arms; and in the end he perſwaded chem to peace. The King under- 
ſtanding that Ya7us was determined to kill and murther all the Jewes that were in Czſarea, 
with cheir wives and children all in one dav,(who were as many in number Jhe ſent unto him 
ws Modixs to ſupply his place,as it hath been by us declared in another place. Mean-while — 
Piles kept the Fort of Gamala, and the Countrey thereabours, perſevering in their fidelitie ball toric 
and loyalcie to the Romans, As ſoon as I arrived in Galilee, and had perceived and learned Romans. 
all occurrences that had happened, by thoſe who reported the ſime unto me, I preſently oh 
ſignified the whole eſtate by my letters, ro the Councel at Jeruſalem, to know what their IE 
pleaſure was | ſhould do, Who gave me this anſwer, chat T thould remain where I was, and « he Coun- 
retain thoſe Embaſladors thar I had with me, it they chought g-0d to take charge of G1- mp ogg 
lilee. But they being very wealthy,by means of thoſe tenths and tithes char were e1ven them; DIE 
and very willing, becauie they were due, to gather them up in right of their Prieſthood, re- 
ſolved with themſelves to return to their own houſes. But for that I entreated them to re- 
main with me, untill ſuch time, as we had fertled the affairs, they willingly conſented unto 
me. I therefore departed with them to the Citie of Sephora,and came into a borough called 
Bethmaus diſtant from Tiberias (one four furlongs, and fron thence I ſent a meſlenger to 
the Councell of Tiberias, exhorting the chiefeſt among the people, to come and ſpeak with 
me: who coming forth to viſit me, accompanied wich Fuſtus alſo, I told them that 1 
was ſent Embaſſadour unto them, with choſe other, by the communaltie of Feruſalem,to 
perfiade them to detace that building that was erected by Herod the Tetrarch , wherein 
divers figures of living Creatures were painted; for that our law torbad them to allow, 
or doe ſuch things, and | exhorted chem co ſuffer us co doe that execution as ſoon as they 
might. 

Capella and thole of his party,did for along time refu'e to confent thereunto: but in the ;1.. patxce 
end,we enforced them ſo much, that they condeſcended. Now whileſt we debated upon chis fu vn tire that 
concluſion, Feſws the ſon of Saphias(of whom we have ſpoken heretofore, declaring how he "> 3detias 

D was the Chietrain and conduRtor of the faction of ſailers and poore men) took with him cer- 
rain Galileans, and (er fire on all the Palace,under hope to get great riches thereby (for 
that there were certain roots of che houſe covered with gold ) who (poyled many things : 
againſt our conſent. For after we had conterred with C_ and the chiefeſt Tibertans, . 
we retired our ſelves from Bethraaus into the higher Galilee, In the mean time Feſus men | 
flew all the Greekes that remained there, and who before the war had been their enemies. 
Which when I was certified of, I was grievouſly diſpleaſed,and came down to Tiberias,and 
diſpoſed of the Kings moveables, for tear they ſhould be carried away by the robbers: and 
having recovered a candleftick of Corinthian work, princely tables, and no ſmall quantitie 
of maſſive filver: I reſolved with my felt coreſerve it to the Kings uſe. Calling therefore 1,41, procu- 
renne of the chiefeſt Senatours, and Capclla, Antiilas ſon unto me, I delivered the veſſels reth the ſafery 
= their hands, charging them to deliver the ſame to no man, except tt were to my _ _ 
elf. 
From thence, wich mine affociates, I went ro Fohn at Giſchala, to know what his minde 
and reſolution was, and I preſently ſmelt out by him, that he affeRted innovation and ty- 
ranny. For he beſought me to grant him liberty, co tranſport Ceſars wheat that was ſtored 
vp in the villages of highcr Galilee, telling me chat he would beſtow the ſame inreedifying 
and repairing the walls of his Countrey. But I ſmelling our both his dif and counſels, de- 
' nied hum that liberty. For I thought chat that wheat would either ſerve the Romans,or my 
ſelf, for that already I had the care of that Countrey committed to my hands by the Citie 
p of Jeruſalem. When as therefore he could win nothing at my hands, he appealed to my 
companions, who were improvident of thoſe troubles thac were-to come, and greedy of re- 
wards and obtained ac their hands through his laviſh liberalicie, aliberty co diſpoſe of all the 
corn that was in the Province, in that I my ſelf was unable to contradit them both. Afrer, 
this,7'ohw uſed another ſubtiltie:for he ſaid thar thoſe Jews, who inhabiced Czſarea Philippe 
being by the command of their King, to whom they were ſubie&, Kept priſoners w.thin ,, .. .. 
their walls ; being in want of pureoyle, deſired to buy the ſame at his hands , for fear leſt 230m, 
contrarie to their cuſtome, they ſhould be compelled to uſe that of the Greeks. But this tus corcrout-, 
(pake he not in reſpe> of religion,or devotion, Hut for his filrhy lucres ſake. For knowing "***- 
that among the Czfareans, two ſextaries were ſold for a drachme, and that at Giſchalis 
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ous; yet hardly can he eſcape from the poy ſoned ſting of cerraction, eſpectally, if a great ay.

John defireth BU ſo great vas the faith and benevolence of the common people of Galilee towards me,

baths of Fibe- Which when Foh, perceived, he began co envie me, and beſought me by his letters, that I 

Tas, would give hun licence for his health ſake, to bathe himſelf ia the hor baths of Tiberias: I 

{(uipeing no creaſon, willingly granted him char which he demanded. Moreover, I wrote 

unto thole, to whom I had committed the truſt and adminiſtration of the citie, ro prepare 

him a lodging, aud to turnith all his companions with vicuals,and to provide him allo of all 


things neceſlarie for his diet and entertainment, In the mean ſpace, I my (elf paſt my time 


 lohnstreafon, jn a Certain Village of Galilee, called Cana, But after that Fohn came ro Tiberias, he 


wrought the Townlinen in {uch tort, that forgertiog both their jaith and dutie, they revolted 


cing In 1nnovations were too prone to change, and greedy of diſlenſion: bur ineſpecial, F#- 
ſins,and his father Piſtus, willingly entertained this occaſion to reyolt from my obedience, 
and ro lubmit chemielves to Fohn; yet was this conſpiracy ot theirs prevented by my ſpeedy 
acceſſe, For a certain meſſenger came unto me from $:1as, whom I had in former time pre- 
terred cothe government of Tiberias, who certified me of the Citizens intent,and exhorted 


From this place diſmiſſed I my companions,and ſent them back to Jeruſalem, imploying 
my ſelf wholly afterwards in preparing armour,and fortifying Cities, Atter this,calling the 
ſtoureſt thieves before me,when as I perceived that I might not recover their weapons from 
them, I perſwaded the multirude to hire them by rewards, relling them that it was more 
proficable for them to entertain them in their ſervice, then to ſuffer their countrey tobe 
ſpoyled by their excurſions. And thus having taken their oaths,did I diſmiſs them under 
condition,that they ſhould not come into our Region, except they were called,or to receive 
their due pay,under condition, that they ſhould abſtain from ipoyling either the Romanes, 
or the inhabicants of the Countrey. Bur above all things my care was to keep Galilee in 
peace. And whereas my delire was to get leventic pledges of their loyaltie, choſen our 
Joſey joynced amongſt their Nobility under pretext of triendſhip, as ſoon as they came unto me in way of 
_ friendſhip, I made them my companions and fellow Judges, and decreed many things accord. 
ing to their opinions, having an eſpeciall care, leſt through raſbneſſe I ſhould injure Juſtice,or 
through corruption of rewards ſtain mine incorrupted honour. At ſuch time therefore as 
nn © Yes thirty yeers old, at which yeers, although a man bridle himſelt from unlawfull affe&i- 


unto Rn ; and many of chem lent a willing ea; unto his entreaties, eſpecially ſuch as rejoy-

me1n all haſte co make my repait thither, for that othervwiſe, the citie would ſhortly fallinto M 


Th: people of anvther mans hands. As ſoon cheretore as I had peruſed Silas Letters, I travelled all night 
_verias E-M< Jong with two hundred choſen men and ſending a meſſenger before me,who might ſignifie 
loſcph, my approach to the citizens, I loſt neither cine nor way : And in the morning when I drew 

necr unto the citie,the whole people came ont to meet me,and among the reſt, Fohn ; who 
ater he had beheld me,and ſaluted me with a ſuſpicious countenance, tearing leſt his treaſon 
being diſcovered, he thould grow in danger of his life, ſpeecily retyred himſelf into bis 
lodging. And when as I drew neer the citie within a furlong, diſmiſſing all my guard bur 
one, and retaining onely ten armed ſouldiers with me, I began to expoſtulate with the Ti- 
berians from a certain high place, from whence I might be heard, and couaſclled them 
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A that they would not revolt, left in ſo doing they might ſhortly repent chem of cheir mutabi- 
lity,and breach of faith : for that no man hereafter would give him credit, being already ei- 
cher ſuſpected, or guilty of this their perfidiouſneſle, 

Scarcely had I ſpoken this, bur char I heard one of my attendants, who perſwaded me to 
deſcend, telling me that chis was no time now to reconcile the Tiberians, or to perſwade 
them, but rather tO ſeek for mine own ſecuritie, and how I mig ht eſcape mine enemies. For 
after that 7oþn had learned that I was deſtitute of followers, he ſen a chouſand of his choſen 1ohn ſeckerh 
ſouldiers : commanding them to kill me ; who were at hand, and ready to commit the mur- ©? 1427 2nd 
ther, had I not ſpeedily leapt down with my ſervant 1acob, and being relieved by Herod the _— OE 

B Tiberian, had been brought to the lake ; where finding a barke by chance, and putting torth 
ro ſea, | eſcaped contrary to mine enemtes expeation, and came to Taticheas. ſ 

As ſoon as the inhabitants of chat eitie underſtood hoiw perfidiouſly and traiterouſly the 
Tiberians had dealc with me, they were (ore diſpleaſed, and beraking themſelves to their 
weapons, perſwaded me to lead chem forth againit them, telling me chat they would re- 
venge the injury that was offered unto their Governour, and they blazed this treaſon of 
theirs thorow all Galilee, For which cauſe a number of armed Galileans came to me, re- The Gulilezns 
queſting me that I would invade Tiberias, and entering it, that I would ſpoil the ſame and 1,0, conkers 
in the ruines thereof, that I would ſell the inhabicants wich their whole families under the vade Tia-ias, 
ſpeare. The like did my triends, who eſcaped with me our of the City, perſivade me. Bur I 
inno ſort would admit their ſuite, ſuppoſing ic to be a matter unworthy my diſcretion,to re- 
vive a cau(e of civil warre, imagining with my ſelf, that ſuch a contention ought to pro- 
ceed no further then words: yea, I proteſted unto them, that ſuch revenge would be pre- 
judiciall co themſelves alſo, it the Romans ſtanding at gaze, they ſhould (pend rhemſelves 
in civill diſcords. By this means at length che Galileans wrath was appealed, 

But when hz perceived that he failed of his purpoſe, he began to fear: tor which cauſe, , , ; 
taking with him thoſe armed men char he kept about him, and forſaking Tiberias, he repai- hinfele —_ 
red to Giichala, and from thence he wrote his letters unto me, excuſing the fa, as it he Lip. 
had been no wates guilty thereof, and beſought me, that I would in no ſort ſuſpeR him, and 
confirmed his worc's with execrable oathes, whereby he might win the more credit to his 

D writing. But the Galileans, who were gathered in great multitudes from all parts of the regi- 
on, knowing that he was a wicked and perfidious man, beſought me that I would lead them 
forth againſt him, promiſipg me to overthrow both him, Giſchala, and all his countrey. 

Therefore, after I had given them thanks for their love towards me, I promiſed chem, thac 

mine offices of love ſhould be anſwerable to thelr kindnefle. Yet belought I them to re- : 
ſtrain themſelves, and to grant me pardon, for that I chought it. better ro appeaſe, then CA 
procure troubles. 

This requeſt of mine the Galileans granted : Whereupon we preſently came to Sephoris, 

But the cowniſmen, who were reſolved to continue ftaithtull towards the Romane people, 

fearing my approach, endeavouring themſelves to diſtract me with ſome other affairs, where- 

by they might live in more ſecurity. Whereupon, ſending their meſſenger to 7eſus,the Cap- 

tain of the theeues, that kept upon the confines of Prolemais, they promiſed him a great Jcſus coprain'] 
ſumme of money, if with his army of eight hundreth men, who lived under his command, CO 
he would wage warre with us. He allured by cheir promiles, —_ himſelf co afſail 

us ſuddenly and unawares : for which cauſe he beſought me by a meſſenger, that I would 

grant him leave and liberty to come and ſalute me : which when he had obtained, tor that I 

was wholly ignoraut of his treaſon, taking with him a troup ot his theeves, he haſted ſpee- 

dily towards me - yet failed he of his purpoſed treaſon; for when he was not far off trom me, 

acertain fugitive of his troup diſcovered his intent towards me. Which when I heard, I 

went out into the market place, faining that I knew nothing of his ſecret fraud, attended 

with a multitude of armed Galileans, and among theſe with certain Tiberians. 

Afterwards, {ending abroad certain ſpies, who ſhould (coure the high- waies, I comman- Je'us feckves 
ded the keepers of the gates, that they ſhould onely ſuffer 1eſr to enter with the formoſt of bcuay Jokph, 
his company,8& exclude the reſt-and it they ſhould attempt to break in by force, they ſhould 
beat them off, Who fulfilling that which was commanded them, Jeſus entered with a few * 
and being willed by me preſently tolay down his weapons, except he deſired to be lain 
he, teeing himſelf invironed with armed (ouldiers, obeyed. Whereupon they that followed 
him, and were excluded, perceiving that their Captain was apprehended, ſuddenly betook _ | 
them to flight; 8 leading Ieſws apart,T told him Iwas not ignorant of thoſe treaſons, which he ms. 0Y 
intended againſt me, neither by whoſe provocations he attempted the fame. Yet told I him zach Iefus,

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Joſephs boun-, char I would pardon him, if ſo be by changing his manners, he would be faithfull untome G 
o—_ hereafter, Who promiſing me all that which Irequeſted,I diſmiſſed the man, and gave him 
; leave to depart with his weapons : yet threatned I to puniſh the Sephorites, EXCEPt hereaf- 
ter they defiſted from their Treaſons. About the ſame time there came two noble men untg 
me, who were ſubject tothe King of Trachonites, bringing with them both horſemen, ar. 
mour and money:whom when the Jews would have conſtrained to be circumciſed, iffobe 
= Gang they would remain amongſt them, 1 would not permit them to be troubleſome to the Tra- 
wm chonites,alledging that every man ought,according tohis own mind,and not by other mens 
impulſion ſerve God - and that it was not tobe ſuffered, that they, who for their ſecuritie 
ſake were fled unto us, ſhould repent them(elves of their truſt they put in us. And thus 
having perſwaded the multitude, I freely and aboundan:ly furniſhed theſe men with a1 H 
things neceſſary. 
In the mean ſpace, Azrippa ſent out his forces under the conduct of Equus cModius, to 
take the Caſtle Magdala by torce,which for that they durſt not aſlulc,they beler the wayes, 
Eburius 2- and the rather troubled Gamala. But Ebutizs Decadarcus, who had the government of the 
gainſt Ioſcph. great champaia, hearing that I was come toa certain village called Si Monias, {Ccituate on the 
confiaes of Galilee, and diſtant from the ſame ſome ſixty turlunvs, rook with him by nighe 
one hundred horſe that attended him, and about two hundter!; tootmen, with certain inha. 
bitants of the Citie of G1ba their aſſociates, whom he conducted by night, andaſſailed and 
beſet the borough where I was, Againſt whom after I had drawn forth a valine band of 
men, Ebxtius laboured all that he might, to toul us into the champain, for that he cruſted y 
much in h13 horſemen : bur he eaſily perceived that we might not be won T'or knowing the 
adyantage which the horſemen had, if we ſhould encounter them in the plain, conſidering 
Eburiusde- that we were but tootmen, I reſolved to fight in the place where we were , and Ebutiys 
| anntmang charged us for a while very valiancly. Ar length perceiving that he had no ule ot his horſe- 
ing any thing. MEN 11 that place,he tounded the retreat, and departed back again with Joſt labour to Gaba, 
having onely loſt three men in the batrel, But I preſently purſued him with two thouſand 
armed mcn:and when I came to Beſara, which is {cituate on the confines of Prolemais, di- 
ſtant ſome twenty turlongs from Gaba, where Ebutizs encamped at that time; and beſerting 
all the paſlages with courts of guard, whereby we might be more ſecure from the excurſions

dertaken to defend Scythopolis againſt their enemics - H.ving therefore driven him from 
doing any wrong in the Countrey belonging to the Tiberi-ns, I provided for the ſecuritie

lobn malign- .. But Fohn the ſon of Levi, who (as we ſaid) lived at Giſchala,after he heard thar all things 
ch Joſephs fell out torcunately with me, and that I was loved of n:y ſubjects, and feared by mine ene- 
good luccels. tnies,was (ore aggrieved thereat: and ſuppoſing his own tortune was embaſe! by my felicitie, 
and being touched with no ſmall envy, and in greater hope that he ſhould finder my good 
{ucceſle, if ſo be that he could bring mein hatred with my ſabj-&, ; he ſc!.cited chole of 
Tiberias and Sephoris to forſake me, and ſuppoſed alſo that th:c Gabareniaus would revolt 
unto him, which Cities are the chieteſt in Galilee. For he told chem that under his conduct 
the Common-weal ſhould be more diſcreetly governed : but among the reſt, the Sephorites 
gaveleaſt car unto him, for that negleRing us both,they onely held tor the Romans. . 
As for the Tiberians,they would not conſent torebel : yer yotwithſtanding they promi- M 
ſed him ſome friendſhip.

For when as certain Debaritteni- 
ans (being audacious young men) had intelligence that Prolomess wite,the Kings ſteward,un- 
der the condudt of certain horſemen ſhould 1n great pomp travel albng the great Plain, out 
The Debari- Of the Kings countrey into the Romane goverament, they ſuddenly ſer upon them, and

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A they drave to Taricheas, a place where I then kept, certain Mules loden with apparell, and 
houſhold ſtuffe of divers ſorts: among which there were divers filyer veſſels; and five hun- 
dreth pieces of gold. Intending theretore to reſerve theſe things for Polomey, 4s being one 
of the ſame tribe, in chat our laiv permitteth not to detraud, no not our enemies, iftheybe 
of the ſame tribe ; I cold chole that brought the goods thither, that they muſt be kept ro be 
ſold to the end that the price of the goods might be beſtowed upon the building of the wals 
of Jeruſalem.

Cc come into the horſe-race; and conſult with other in that place how to degrade me, and oeive 
che honour unto another, T hey being perſwaded, came to the appointed place, where they 
found many others cher arrived : and all of chem cried out with one conſent, that ic was

After he had thus ſpoken, and was applauded by the acclamarions of the people, he lead- 

ng the arined men wich him, haſtily repaired co the houſe where I kept, with a certain in- 

tent and purpoſe to put me to death, Meanwhile, I ſuſpe&ing nothing of all this tumule,

that rather, like a noble and undanted chieftain: I ſhould ſhorten mine own life, then ſhame- 
tully die by mine enemies diretion, Whileſt he gave me this counſel], I committing my 
ſatety to Gods hands,and changing my garments, went forth into the aſſembly atter a | 
mourntull maner, and wearing my ſword hanging about my neck, ſtealing by that way, by 
which 1 knew that none of mine adverſaries might meet me: and coming. into the horle- 
race, I offered my (elte toevery mans eye, and lying proſtrate on my face, and-watering the <q, 
earth with my teares, I moved all men that beheld me ro compaſſion, And when I percei- 
ved that the afteRions of the people were changed, I laboured all that I might, to divide 
them in opinions, before the armed ſouldiers returned from my houſe: and confefling my 
ſelte chat I was not wholly cleere of that which was objeted againſt me, I beſought them ro 
underſtand to what uſe I reſerved that prey that was brought to my hand ; after which, if 
they liſt they might kill me. And whileſt the multitude commanded me to ſpeak, the ar- 

F med men returned back, and beholding me, ruſhed in upon me with an incent ro murther 
me: bur being reſtrained by che peoples exclamations, they moderated their fury ; (uppo- 
fing, that atter my confeſſion of treaſon, and reſervation ot the Kings money, they might 
havea better occaſion co finiſhmy Tragedy.

I deſerve death I retule not to die: yet before my death will I certifie you of the whole truth, gon bet b's 


truly, when as I perceived that this City was moſt commodious and fit to entertain ſtran- a4 verſar.cs, 


gers, and that 7 perceived that many men, forſaking their own countries; were delighted: 
with your converſations, and willing to partake with you in all forts of fortune : I was relol- 
red to build up your wals with this money, for which being thus deſtinaced codo you good 

e your 
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your indignation is provoked againſt me, Upon theſe words, the Taricheans and ſtrangers G 
cried out,giving me thanks, and willing me to be of good courage. Bur the Galileans and 
Tiberians continued in their hatred, inſomuch as they grew to debate betwixr themſelves 
loſeph eſca- et one chreacning me with puniſhment ; the other contrariwiſe, willing me to aſſure my ſelf 
perth from = of ecuririe, But atter I had promiſed the Tiberians that I would reedifie their wals, and for- 
danger . tifie other convenient cities, they giving credit to my words, repaired every one of them to 
their own houſes, And | beyond all expeRation eſcaping trom ſo great a peril, with certain 
of my friends,and ſome twenty ſouldiers,returned to my houſe. 
 Ioſephin ano- But once agan the theeves and authours of {edirion, fearing leſt they ſhould be puniſhed 
ther dr. for thele their offences, begire my lodging with fix hundreth armed men, intending tocon- 
ſume it with fire.Of whoſe arrival, as ſoon as I had intelligence, imagining with my ſelfthac 
it would be much diſhonour for me to fie, I reſolved to ule valour and courage againſt them: 
tor which cauſe commanding the gates to be ſhut, I required them from the top of the 
ioſephs f:ata- houſe, that they would ſend in ſome of chem unto me, to receive that money, for which they 
gem, had been drawn intothis mutiny: whereby they might have no further cauſe to be incenſe 
againſt me. Which done,laying hold of one of the moſt troubleſome fellowes, that with the 
reſt came in unto me, I cauſed him to be beaten with many grievous ſtroks, and his hand to 
be cut off,and hung about his neck; and thus handled, we thruſt him out of doores toreturn 
unto thoſe that had ſent him. But they being wonderouſlly affraid herewith, and ſuſi pecting 
the ike puniſhment if they ſhould ſtay there any longer, for that they ſuſpected that I had 
divers armed ſouldiers in my houſe, they ſuddenly all of them fled away : and ſo by this ftra- 
cagem eſcaped I the other danger. Yet wanted there not ſome, who tncited the people once 1 
Anckicr ſed;- more againſt me;ſaying, thar the Kings ſervants, who were fled unto me for retuge, ought 
tion, not tolive,except they ſubmitted themſelves to their laws and cuſtoms, from whom they re- 
quired protection. | 
They likewiſe accuſed them, that they were of the Romane facion, and priſoners, 2nd 
preſently the people began to mutiny,being deceived by their yo;ds,who laboured to flatter 
them. Which when I heard of, I once more informed the people, that they ought not to 
perſecute thoſe who relorted unto them for reſcous - and I jeaſted at their folly who accuſed 
them of impoylſoning, and that the Romanes would not vainly nouriſh ſo many thouſand of 
—_ ſouldiers,if they pretended to make away their enemies wich poyſon. Being by theſe words 
2D ſomewhart pacified, they had ſcarcely withdrawn themſelves a while, but that by certain ouc- 
; caſts and wicked men, they were incited againſt the Nobility, ſo that with armed weapons 
E noſeph pri- they came to the houſes of the Taricheans,intending co murther them. Which when I heard, 
vately dimiſ- I was ſore aftraid, that if chis wickedneſſe ſhould be committed,no man hereafter ſhould dxe 
{ch he 13r:- to truſt his life in my hands, For which cauſe being aſſiſted by divers others, I haſtily reſorted 
ow. co their lodging,and ſhut up the gates : and cutting a crench betwixt it and the lake,] called 
$or a Bark,and entring into the ſame with them, I crofſed over into the confines of the Hip- 
penians: and furniſhing them with money to buy them horſes, for that they could not tranſ- 
port their own with them in that flight,I diſmiſſed them, requiring them codigeſt their pre- 
ſent misfortunes with a conftant mind. For I my felt cook it very heavily, that I was once 
moreinforced to land thoſe men in the enemies countrey, who had committed them- 
(elves to my truſt : yet thinking, that if it ſhould ſo fall out, that they ſhould fall into the 
Romans hands, they ſhould be ater, then if by ſuffering them co remain in my countrey, 1 
ſhould ſee them oppreſt-I adventured them thus. Yer were they ſaved, and the King gave 
them pardon. And this was the end of this tumule, 
The Tiberimms Bur they of Tiberias wrote unto the King, requiriug him to ſend a Garriſon into their 
_ *  Countrey,and promiſing him to revolc and follow him. Which done;as ſoon as I cameunto - 
Seven ſtadia them,they required me that I would build them choſe walls which I had promiſed them: for 
| | — rnd * they had already heard that Taricheas was environed with wals. Whereunto I condeſcen- 
mile, ded,and gathering ſtuffe from every place, [ ſet the workmen to their task. But ſome three 
daies after,departing trom Tibertas towards Taricheas,which was thirty ſtades diſtant fron1 i 
thence, by chance a troop of Romane horſemen were diſcovered, not tarre from the Citie, 
Sedrion and which made the Inhabitants beleeve that they were the Kings Army :Whereupon they pre- 
1ibeziaz fently began to utter many things in honour of the King, and more in my reproach, And 
preſently acertain triend poſted unto me, and told me what their minde was, and how they 
incended £0 revoit trom me. Which when I underſtood, I was wonderouſly troubled : For 1 
had ſenc back my men of War from Taricheas to their houſes;for that the nexc day was the 


Sabbath : for I would by no means, that the Citizens of Taricheas ſhould be —_— 
| croub!ec 
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A :roubled wich entertaining ſouldiers. And at all times, when I remained iti that city, I took 
nocare of the guard of mine own perſon, having had often proof of the loyaltie of the inha- 
bitants towards me. Being therefore at that time attended onely with ſeven ſouldiers, and 
a few of my friends,I kneiy not whar to do. For I thought it nor fic to call back my forces, Jelelbia 4nd 
for that the day was well nigh paſt ; and although chey ſhould have been with me the next ger tor the Ti- 
morning yet they might not haveraken Arms,becauſe our laws forbad the ſame,how greac **ian5 fake: 
t 
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e occaſion be that is offered, And although I ſhould have drawn forth the Tariche- 
ans and the ſtrangers that were retired thicher, and if under hope of prey, I had led them 
forth,yet ſaw I that they were tqo feeble to refit their forces. On the other ſide, T already 
perceived,that if I ſtayed over long,the Army which was ſent by the King,being already en- 
B tred the Citie, would have excluded me - I therefore determined to uſe this ſtratageme : I 
preſently therefore guarded the gates of theTaricheans with moſt truſty friends,ſuffering no 
"man to paſſe out of chem; and aſſembling the chieteſt of every Family, Icommanded every 
- on of them to lanch their Boats into the Lake, and to follow me with the maſters of 
their ſhips. After which both I and my friends, and ſeyen other ſouldiers betook us to 
2 Bark,and Ailed coward Tiberias, Bur when the Tiberians perceived that they had no forces loleph, faileit 
- come from the King, and that the whole Lake was covered with Barks;amazed and fearing Eon 
theruine of ti.cir Citi, for that they ſuppoſed the Ships to be loaden with Souldiers, they 
changed their former opinion. For which cauſe laying by their weapons, they themſelves 
with their wives and children came forth to meet me, entertaining me with happie acclama- 
tions: for that they thought T had heard no inkling of their intents, beſeeching me that for 
the ſafety of their citie , I would enter the ſame. But I drawing neer the citie,commanded 
the maſters'of the Barks to caſt Anchor far off che ſhore, leſt the Townſmen might perceive 
that the ſhips wereemprtie And I my ſelfdrawing neer with mine own Bark unto them, 
acculed them, for that contrary to their oaths, they had been (o fooliſhly induced to 
revolt. Afterwards, I promiſed them aſſured pardon, 1t ſo be they would deliver me ten of 
their chiefeſt Nobilitie : which when they had incontinently performed, I ſhipt them in a 
Bark, and ſent them priſoners to Taricheas : and by this policie one after another, I ar laſt 
go al che Senate of Tiberias, and many of che chueteſt Citizens, and cairied them thither 
0, 
Atlength, the reſt of the multitude,as ſoon as they perceived in how great danger they Ct _— 
D were, they beſought me rhat I would puniſh thechief Author of this conſpiracy, who was (.4 ic,n wn 
called Clytzze, a bold and raſh young man, Burt I that held it a wicked at co kill one of che Tiverias, 
ſame Tribe,and yet was enforced to puniſh him,commanded Levias one of my guard to goe 
unto him and cut off his hand : who nor daring for that he was alone, to enter into ſo huge a 
multitude for fcar leſt his cowardiſe ſhould be diſcovered by the Tiberians, I called Clytus 
unto _ and ſaid unto him: : cdfretobt ini 1d 
Sith unzr ateful and perfidious man, as thou art, thou deſerveſs to loſe botht » 1 charge 
thee tg "3a fem os p err » for fear left throughthy oF thou procure thy further pu- 5 pen gg 
niſhment. And whereas with many prayers he beſought me to grant him one of his hands, 1 hardly rand, 
condeſcended : at length of his own accord, = fear leſt he Pould loſe both, he took a knife and 
E cu8 a his left hand © and thus was this tumult p__ 
$ ſoon as I returned to Taricheas, and the Tibertans underſtood what a had 
uſed with them, they were all amazed,ſeeing how I had puniſhed their ingratitude and di(- 
obedience without any bloodſhed or murther. After I had ſent for ſuch of the people of Ti- 
derias as were in priſon, amongſt whom was Fuſf#s and his father Piſtys, I invited them tro 
ſup with me: and during the repaſt, I cold them that I was not ignorant, that the Romane 
Army excelled all men of the world in power and force:aotwithſtanding that I kept my ſelf 
lilent in the reſpec of thoſe theeves that were round about, and I counſelled them that they 
alſo would da the like in expectation of ſome better dayes:, and yer that in the meantime 
x they would not think amiſſe of my government, becauſe the time afforded them not a more 
fable and commodious Governour. I admoniſhed Fuſtus alſo,that before I came from Jeru- 
ſalem the Galileans had cut off his brothers hands, accuſing him to haye forged tale letters 
betore the Warre;z and that after Philips departure the Gamelites, beingat ods with the 
Babylonians, flew Chares, Philips own kinſman, and had moderately puniſhed hus brother in 
law Feſus, who had married his ſiſter. After this diſcourſe during ſupper time, I diſmiſt 1,;..:, aim 
F#ſtus and his friends early in the morning, with their freedoms. But. befbre this came [0 ſerh the Tibe- 
Paſle, it hapned that Philip the ſon of Facimus departed from the Fort of Gamala upon this j77 ..... 
occaſion that enſueth:As ſoon as he underſtood that Yarws was revolted from King Agrippa, of laciwus, 


and that Mod:us Equys who was his friend, was ſent to ſucceed him, he certified him - 
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his eſtate by his lerters : which when he had received, he highly rejoyced at Philips ſatetie, 
and ſent thoſe lerters to the King and Queen, wholived at Berytum, Whereupon the King 
anderitanding the falſe rumour that ran as touching Phzlzp, that he was the chieftainof the 
Jews Army,who undercook the war againſt the Romans,ſent certain horſemen to Philip tg 
bring him ro his preſence - before whom he no ſooner arrived but he embraced him y 
kindly, and ſhewed him to the Romaine Captains, telling them that that was Phjl;p of 
whom it was commonly reported, that he was 1n rebellion againſt che Romans. He therefore 
charged him, that raking with him certain horſemen, he ſhould poſt in all diligence to the 
Forr of Gamala , and drawing his houſhold ſervants form thence, he ſhould lead and reeft1. 
bliſh che Babylonians in Batanza, and travell to his uttermoſt power, that the ſubje& ſhould 
be contitued in obedience and peace. After Philip had received this commandment from the H 
King,he haſted to pertorm che tame. | 

But Foſeph 2 cetcain drougier or treacle-ſeller, gathering together a ſort of bold young 
men, and inciting the Nobulitie of Gamala, perſwaded the people to fall from the King, and 
chat beraking chem to their Arms, they ſhould recover their former liberty : and thus drew 
they other into their - regs thoſe that durſt contradit them. Amongſt theſe died 
Chayes and Feſus his ki:zſman, and the fiſter of Juſtus the Tiberian, as we have heretofore 
declared. After this,they requeſted me by letters, that I would ſend them aide, and certaig 
labourers to begirt their Town wichall. To both which requeſts of cheirs,l eafily condeſcen- 
ded. AHout this time the countrey of Gaulonite, as far as the borough of Solyma, rebelled 
494inſt Agripps: I atfo incloſed Seleucia and Sogon,which were two ſtrong places unacceſſa- 
ble,and fortified oy nature, with walls, I did the like alſo by Jemnia Ameritha, and Charabe, 
4 borough of higher Galilee, alchough they were ſcituated amongſt the rocks. I fortifiedin 
like ſort Taricheas alſo and Tiberias,and Sephortis, cities of Galilee ; and the borough of the 
cave of the En Or —oCgens, Nepapha,and the 
mountain Irabyrium. In thoſe places hoorded I up great ſtore of corn, and laid up ſtore of 
armour and munition for defence, 

Mean-while, Fohn the ſon of Levi, increaſed his hatred dayly more and more towards 
me, being greatly aggrieved to ſee my fortunes happie, and the ſucceſle anſwerable : and 
whereas he was whaly reſolved to rid me of my life, after he had encompaſſed his countrey 
 Giſchtla with wals,he ſendeth Sos his brother with one hundred ſouldiers to Jeruſalem, x 
£0 Simon the ſon of Gamaliel, requiring him to labour the matrer in ſuch ſort with the Cicie, 
chat my auchoritie might be diſannulled,and chat Fo4n by the common conſent of all, mighc 
be ordatned Governour over the affairs of Galilee. This $70 was born in Jeruſalem, noble 
in birth,and in ſe& a Phariſee (which fe ofall other ſeemed moſt exaQly inſtructed in the 
laws of our conntrey)a man of excellent wifedome, who by his counſel was able to repair che 
dec1ying ruines of his countrey, who of long time had made uſe of Fohns trtendſhip, becauſe 
he wasar that time mine enemie, 

This man,folicited by the interceſſion of his friends, perſwaded the high Prieſt Annu and 
Feſas the ton of Gamala, and other of his line and tation, to cur off my increaſing honours, | 
and not to permit me roattain the tulnefſe and content thereof. For it ſhould be very L 
proficable tor chem alſo, it I were removed from the government of Galilee, Further, he 
rold Ananus and the reft, that they were not to delay the matter, leſt upon the diſcoveryof 
their counſel T ſhould invade the cicie with mine Army, Thus; pake Simon: yet Anans the 
high Prieſt replied that ic might not eafily be done;for chat divers Prieſts and Governours of 
the people bare witneſſe for me, that T behaved my ſelf honeſtly in thac government, and 
that it was ill done to intend an accuſation _=—_ 2 man, who might got be touched with 
any miſdemeanour, When Simon had heard what Ananys had (aid, he beſought him and the 
reſt alſo to ſpeak nothing thereot ; neicher ro make his motioa known, certifying them 
that he had providently provided, that I ſhould be ſpeedily driven out of Galilee - And 
calling unto him his brother Fohn, he charged him to ſend preſents ro Anarnus.For(faid he) 
inſo doing they would ſo much work with him, that chey would make him change his op!- 
nion.In the end,Simon obtained that which he long time ſought afrer, For Anavws and his 
adherents were corrupted wich money, and accorded to caſt me from the government ot 
Galilee,without the conſent or allowance of any other of the Citizens.For which cauſe they | 
thought good tgſend certain noble men in birth, and no waies inferiour to one another iN

ceiving fourty thouſand ſilver drachmes of the publike treaſure, for their fellow and conſort 
Fonathan, they ſet forwards, | ; 

And for that at the very lame time a certain man called Feſwus of Galilee, was come to Te- 
ruſalem with a band of fix hundreth ſouldiers, they ſenc for hum and hired him, and gave him 
chree moneths Pay) commanding him to follow Fonathan and his companions , and to do 
char which chey ſhould command them : and tO theſe annexed they three hundreth Ciri- 
zens, whom they hired with reward. With this preparation the Legates ſet torward, being 
accompanied with $1907 Fohns brother, who had one hundreth {ouldiers with him, who had 
commuſſion from tho'e that lent chem, thar if I willingly gave over arms, they thould ſend 


me alive to Ieruſalem : and if Iteſiſted,by their authority they might lawtully kill me. They | 


had letters alſo directed to John, which incited him to make warre againſt me, Moreover, 
they charged the Sephorites, Gabarites, and Tiberians, romaintain 7oþn againſt me. Atter 
char I had intelligence hereof, by my fathers letters, who had int=iligence thereof by Teſs 
the ſonne of Gamala, one of thote who were preſent at the deliberation, and who intirciy 
and familiarly loved me; I was much grieved, ſeeing with how much gratitude my coun- 
crey-men required me, who of malice had decreed upon my death : and for that my tathec 
:nyited me by moſt affectionate letters todraw my felt homeward, telling mehow much he 


defired to ſee me. who was his ſonne, betore he letr chis lite; I imparted theſe things to ny \ 
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knowledge of the law, they were likewile willed to ſay, that they knew ther »! v (vl) 17 
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friends, and certified ther, that within three dayes I would forlake cheir countrey, and re- b-. «. 


tire my (elf into mine own, Whereupon they were altogether (ſurpriſed with greac ſad- 
neſſe, and beſought me with weeping tears, that I would not forſake them, for that they 
ſhould be utterly overthrown, if ſo be they were letr deſtitute of my conduct. Bur whereas 
by no means they might periwade me, and the care ot mine own (ecutity prevailed very 
much with mezthe Galileans fearing leſt I ſhould leave them, and by that means the theeves 
ſhould be encouraged to ſet upon them, they ſent meſſengers thorow all Galilee, to fignifte 
unto them the reſolution of my departure. Whereupon divers of them being mace pri- 
vietotheſe news, reſorted unto me from all parts, bringing with them their wives and 
children ; not ſo much, as I ſuppoſe, for the ſorrow they conceived at my departure, 4s the 
fear that they had of their own eſtares - For they perſwaded chemlelves, that it I temaned 
:mong them, there could no miſchief befall chem. They aflembled therefore in a great 


Plain, called Aſochim, where I remained. 


That night in my (leep I had a wonderfull dream. For lying in my bed, and being wholly 1.41. 
diſconſolate 2nd troubled with the news I had receive.', me thought thar a certain man trom rave 4 cans. 
e after this manner: Pacifie thou the paſſions of thy ſpirit, and be thou free 


above ſpake unto m 


from all fear. For that which diſcomforteth thee,ſhall be that which ſhall make thee great, and hap- 


py beyond thine expeftation. For not onely theſe things ſhall turn to a fortunate 


make warre againſt the Romanes. Afeer I had this dream, I awaked ; and io prepared as

alſo many other, Be not thou therefore diſmated, but remember thy ſelf that thou art referved 10 \ nuns: « 
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was, went I down into the Plain: and as ſoon as I came thither, all che people of Galilee, {7,1 1 
with their wives and children, humbling themſelves upon the earth and ;veeping, belought ... 0. fare 
me that I wou'd nor leave them for a prey to their enemies - neither that I wou!d abandon tm: 

But ſeeing that [ made * 
mill reckoning of their prayers, they conſtraned me by oath to remain amonglt them, and 
uttered divers injurious outrages againſt the people of Jerulalem, that envied chem the peace

After I had heard theſe words, and ſeen the deſolation of the people, my heart was bro- 


ken with compaſſion, and-I reſolved my (elt that in reſpe>t of ſo great a muititude, my life 
cou!d not be better h2zarded then for their coutentnient : I therefore gave my conlent to 


remain with them. I gave order that five thouſand of the beſt ſoutdiers, with their provifion, in Galilce. 


ſhould 2trend me: as tor the reſt, I ſet them back every one to his owi houte, When theſe 
hve thouſand preſented themſelves, I annexed them to the other three thonſand that I had 
With me, and drey out with them fourſcore horſemen, an marched on rowards Chabalon 
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a borough upon the marches of Ptolemais, where I undertook to prepare them for the bar- T 
Placicne2- tel}, expecting ſome aſſault from Placidus, who was come with two companies of tootmen 
painſt loſeph. nd one of horſemen, ſent by Ceſtius Gallus to burn the countrey towns of Galilee, and othe; 
lictle boroughs that bordered on Prolemais, And for that he was entrenched before the cir 
of Prolemais, I encamped mine army likewiſe not farre from the borough Chabalon, ſome 
ſixty ſtades off: and divers times drew I out my forces to bid him battell, bur never woulg 
he offer any thing but skirmiſhes. For Placidus,perceiving my forwardnefle to fight, was 1- 
baſhed thereat;and retired himſelf : yer departed he not from Pcolemais. 

About that time came 7onathan with the other Embaſſadors,who (as we have heretofore 
declared) were ſent by Simon,and the high Prieſt Ananus, who laboured to entrap me by po. 
licy, for that they durſt not afſail me in open field. They therefore wrote a letter unto 
ers 10 [9/c3h, ME £0 this effet: Tonathan and the Embaſſadours with him, who are ſent by thoſe of Jery-

<« many.To this effect wrote they unto me, hoping that one of theſe two fects ſhould tall 
out:either that I comming diſarmed,ſhould be eaſily ſurpriſed by them;or that bringing with 
me a great company, 1 ſhould be condemned for an enemy to my countrey. The meſlenger 
: that brought me this letter was a valiant young man, mounted on horſeback, who had in 
C_ times paſt born arms for the king, The time wherein he came unto me, was two hours with. 
Jexeors, in night, and even then was I banquetting with my friends, and the chiefeſt Governours of 
Galilee. After that one of my houſhold ſervants had certified me,that a certain Jew on horſe- 
back came co ſpeak with me, I commanded he ſhould be brought in; who embracing me bur 
coldly, and delivering me the letter, ſaid unto me: They that are come from Jeruſalem, 
ſend you this letter ; give them a ſpeedy anſwer : For I am commanded to make a ipeedy re- 
turn. They that ſate at the table with me, were amazed atthe ſouldiers boldneſſe. But for 
my (elf;1 willed him to fit down,and to make merry with me:but he refuſing the (ame, kepr 
the letter in my hand in ſuch manner,as I had received the ſame, and began totalk with my 
friends of other affairs : and not long after _ from ſupper, and diſmiſſing the reſt to their K 
reſt, I onely retained with me ſome of my moſt inward friends, and commanding my page 
co fill me wine, I opened the letters before any man perceived the fame - and conceiting in- 
continencly what they meant, I ſealed them anew, and as it I had known nothing of the con- 
rents, having the lercer in my hands, I gave order that the ſouldier ſhould receive twenty 
drachmes for to bear the charges of his voyage. He having received the ſame, and giving 
me thanks,[ perceived well that he was addicted to gain, and might eafily be wrought with 
money. Whereupon I ſaid unto him, if thong wilt drink with me, thou ſhalt have a drachme 
tor every glaſle thou drinkeſt. To this the ſouldier liſtned willingly, and having drunk good 
ſtore of wine, to get him the greater ſtore of money, he grew drunken ; ſo that he was un- 
able any longer to conceal his ſecrets: but of his own accord he declared the treaſon that 
was prepared,and how the ſentence of death was given by them againſt me. Which when] L 
underſtood ; I anſwered them to this effe&t: 7oſeph to Tonathan, and thoſe that accompany

* therefore unto me, who ſhall read my letters, Farewell, 

After I had written this anſwer, and delivered it to the ſouldier to carty it unto chem, I 
Tonahans fent by the lame way thirty of my moſt approved friends of Galilee, commanding them to 
meſſage and (4Jyterhem that were come, wichour any turther ſpeech, I aſſhgned alſo to each ot chele,one

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ſeph. of my moſt reſolute and beſt ſouldiers,to take heed leſt any of thoſe I ſent ſhould conterre 
with 7onathans men. They therefore ſer toryward on their way : and 7onathan and the other 
ſeeing their firſt purpoſe tailed them, they ſent me anorker letter atter this tenour which en- 
ſueth : Jonathan and his company to Zoſeph, Health : We command you thac within three 
daies,you make your appearance before us, without any of your ſouldters, in the —_— of 
Gadara, 
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G M1 Gadara, co che end you may anſwer to that which 7ohx hath objeRed againſt you. As ſoon as 
had written this, and ſaluted choſe whom I had ſenc, they went to Japha, which is the 
reſt cown ot Galilee, defenced with ſtrong walls, and peopled with many inhabitants. 
Againſt theſe the people of chat City, their wives and children came torth, exclaiming a- He ; 
oaigſt them with huge cries, charging them to return back, and not todeprive them of the falemeo14ly 
ood governour they had. onathen and'his companions were provoked with theſe cries; DE 
et durſt chey not make any open ſhew of their diſpleaſure, but without returning them any gg 
:nſwer they reſorted to other Cities, where they met with no leſſe effectuall exclaims from 
the multirude, proteſting with a loud voice, that no man ſhould be able co diflivade them 
from continuing Joſeph in authority in their government. Whereupon 7onathan with his fol- 
1 WM 6 lowers marched forth without any further ſpeech, and came to Sephoris, the greateſt City 
of Galilee. Bur the inhabirants thereof being addifted to the Romanes, came forth to them: 
but for my part they neither praiſed nor blamed me. Departing from Sephoris, they came to 
Aſochim, where the citizens ſung the ſame ſong, that the Japheans did. Whereupon they 
being unable to contain cheir diſpleaſures, commanded their ſouldiers ro beat them witch 
their truncheons, who exclaimed againſt them, and claimed me for their Governour, And 
when they drew neer to Gabara, 7o/y came out to meet them, accompanied with 3000.ſ(oul- 
diers: and I having intelligence by their letters, that they were reſolved co make war againſt 
me, departed from Chabalon ; accompanied with 3oo0o, ſouldiers; and having committed 
the camp to the charge of my truſtieſt triend, I went to Jotapara, becauſe I would be within 
Ctour ſtades of them, and ſent them this letter : 7f your will be that I muit needs come unto you, 
there are in Galilee two hundreth and four cities and boroughs, 1 will meet you in any one of them, 
which you pleaſe, except Gabara or Giſchala: for that the one i the place of Johns nativity, and the 
ther s hs aſſociates and friends.

As ſoon as Tonathan had received this anſwer, he replied not any more, bur ſought the ©n vec 
means to entrap me. Fohn was of the opinion to write unto all the cities and boroughs of Ga- E!i-dours | 
lilee, ſuppoſing that without queſtion there were one or twoin them that were mine ene- **""* Sr 
mies, whom they might incenſe againſt me, as againſt their common enemy, He gave or- 
cer alſo, that this his reſolution ſhould be ſent to Jeruſalem, to the end that thoſe of the ciry 
underſtanding that I was adjudgedged an enemy by the Galileans, might in like fort confirm 
'Þ that their decree by their opinion. For he ſaid, that by this means it would come to paſſe, 
that the Galileans, who were well affe&ed towards me, ſhould forſake me for fear they had 
ot them. This advice of Fohns marvellouſly pleaſed them all, and was preſently broughe un- 
to me about the third hour of the night, by one Saccheas, who flying from them, came and 
drought me the news.,and particularly related to me their intent. For which caule perceiving 
that the time required no longer delay,and ſuppoſing that Facob was one of my moſt aſlured 
and truſtieſt ſervants, I commanded him to — two hundreth men with him, and to belay 1, vcr... 
the waieS between Gabara and Galilee, and to ſend me thoſe whom he ſhould (arprize, that rech che waice 
ame that way ; and eſpecially thoſe that carried letters, I ſent Feremy allo, who was one * _—_

ad tocommit the men to priſon, and to ſend me their packets. | 
After I hadin this ſort inſtructed thoſe whom I ſent, I willed and commanded the Gili- Deo ws 
lzns the next day following, to take their arms, and to furniſh themſelves with victualls for net 
three daies, and to attend me at the borough of Gabaroth. Thoſe ſouldiers that I had, I dt- erhio Guva- |

Thither alſo came there a multitude of other men from 
her boroughs, As ſoon as I came to their preſence, and was ready to ſpeak unto them, all 
of them began to cry out, calling me their benefaRor, and maintainer of their countrey, At- 
ter I had ſolemnly given them thanks for this favour they had ſhewed me, I charged them 
either to offer warre, or attempt any ſpoil in the champion countrey, but to encamp 4- 
midſt the fields, contenting themſelves wich that proviſion 'they had brought with 
them. For I told them all in generall, that I would extinguiſh thoſe rroubles without effuſion 
of blood. It hapned the ſame day that Fonathans meſſenger and lerters fell into their hands,

ſhould come that way, to ſalute them, In a word, they had commanded their ſouldiers thar 
when I ſhould enter, they ſhould ſaffer no man elſe to enter with me, but exclude all the reg 
For they made no other account, but that by this means they might ea ily lay hold on me. 
But they were deceived of their hopes: for having notice betorehand of their intents, ag 
ſoon as ] came thither, entring into a lodging that was right over againſt theirs, I fained char i 
I went to take my reſt. Whereupon Jonathans (ouldiers ſuppoſing that I was aflecp, and thit 
in troth I v73s ſafe ; they came forth in all haſte into the Plain, labouring to diſlwade my foul. 
diers from their love and alleageance, and detracting my Government. Bur all things fe1 
out contrary to that they chought: for as ſoon as they were diſcovered, | the Galileans gave 
4 great ſhour, teſtifying the good will they bare unto me, who was their Governour, ang 
they blamed the Embaſladours, tor that wichour any cauſe of injury, they were come to 
difturb the publike peace, willing them to be gone, for that they intended to admit no 0- 
ther Governour. When theſe things were ſignified unto me, I made no doubt to adyen-

ſelt amo14, his bafladours could alleadge againſt me. Upon my arrivall the whole troop ſhouted for | 
enemies. joy, and applauded me with aloud voice, giving me thanks for my happy and peaceable 
government, | | | 
Tonathan and his adherents hearing this, were affraid, leſtif the Galileans ſhould ſer upon 
them, they ſhould grow in danger of their lives, and began to bethink themſelves how they 
might eſcape. But perceiving that chey might not retire, for that I required them inſtantly 
to ſtay, they were altogether diſmaied, and paſt their ſenſes, I therefore commanded the 
people to ſurceaſe their ſhooting, and planted the ſouldiers of greateſt truſt in every paſſige, 
to prevent leſt 7ohx ſhould charge them nnawares. After this, I exhorted the people to be- 
iv.ph objet- rake them to their weapogs, to the end that if the enemie ſhould ſuddenly aſfail them, they 
ok” might not bedriven to diſorder. This done,[ firſt of all began to rip up to 1onathans follow- K 
Embalſadours, ers and fellowes, what letters they had written, and how they had certified him, that they 
were ſent by the commonalty nd ink of Jeruſalem, to make an end of thoſe debates 
that were between me and 7ohn; and how they had inciced me to come unto them: Afrter- 
wards in the ſequell of my difcourſe I produced their letters in open view, to the end they

This done, E publikely read the tivo letters in the preſence ot \ 
thans Ep cs, all the Galileans, which were taken from /onathans meflengers by thoſe, who were appointed 
by me to beſet the waies, and were by them ſent to me, which were full of injuries and 
talhoods, alleadging that I rather behaved my ſelf like a tyrant then 2 governour towards 
them - and belides that, there were divers other things written and urged very impudent!y- 
Thele letters (ſaid I) were voluntarily offered me by thoſe that carried che ſame. For 1 w3 
unwilling that mine adverſaries ſhould know that I had beſet che waies, fearing leſt they 
thould torbear to write hereafter. 


Thepeople hay-ng heard this, were difpleaſed and animated againſt 70nathen and - fol-

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© BH þ lowers, and flocked 0n to murther them, and they had ſurely done it, had I not pacitied the 

diſpleaſure of the Galileans, As for the Ambaſſadors that accompanied Fonethan, I told all 1be wrath 

of them that I pardoned whatioever was paſt, if ſo be they would repent themſelves of that oy Llane 
which was done, and if upon their return into their countrey, they would truly repore unto Wn, my" 
thoſe who had ſent them, how all chings had paſt under my government, This ſaid ; I dif- Þ+teliow 
miſſed chem, notwithſtanding that I knew they would pertorm nothing of that which they as 
had promile d. Bur the whole multitude proſecuted their diipleaſure againſt them, requt- 
ring me to give them leave to puniſhthoſe with all rigour, who had committed this flander- 
ous act, But I laboured all that I might to perſwade them, to lay no hands upon them, knoiv- 
ing tull wel! chat whatſoever mutiny it be , it cannot but breed prejudice to the common- 
weale.

he therefore made mention, that he might delay the time till Johns approzch, I antwered | 
that Capella had all, and thole ten of the chiefeſt nobility of Tiberias, and willed him to 
ask of them whether it were true that I ſpake: who conteſled that they had it. What ({aid JC hJe- 
he) are become of thoſe twentie pieces of gold, thac you received by the ſale of a cercain 2 vb Jo 
weight of maſhve 11ver, where are they? I aniwered lum, that I had delivered the ſame to ohcond = pa 
the Ambaſſadors, to detray their charges in their voyage towards Jeruſalem. Hereupon 7 - : 
nathans partakers ſaid, thar I had done amiſle, in employing the publick treaſure to the uſe 
of private Ambaſſadors. The people being diſplealed herewith ( tor I very eaſily perceived 
the wicked diſpoſition of theſe men) and ſeeing that a (edition was likely toariſe, I though 
it beſt to whet and av.imate the people the more againſt them: T1aid, that if I had done 2- 
miſle in rewarding the Atnbaſfadors on the common ſtock, they thould need to take no fur- 
ther diſpleaſure for that: for (aid I, I will repay thoſe twenty pieces of Gold out of mine 
own purſe. Hereupon the people were incenſed the more againſt them, in that they mani- 
teſtly diſcovered what hatred they wrongtully bare unco me. Whereupon Feſus tearing lelt 
ſome change might ariſe, commanded the people to depart , and required the Councel to \,;. _ _ 
ſtay, for that it was unpoſſible to examine matters diſcreetly , where ſo much trouble and " 
turmoil was. The people cried our, that they would nor leave me alone among them. 

Whereupon there came one unto Feſus,who ſecretly informed him that Fohz with his armed 

C men was at hand, who for that caule being unable ro contain and conceal his joy , God (o 
providing for the conſervation of my lite(tor bad their purpoſe taken efte&t,Fohn aad his fo!- J WY > 
lowers had utterly overthrown me.) Forbear (ſaid he) ye Tiberians, ro enquire of the ,,;;.,q hon 

* twentie pieces of Gold : but Foſeph meriterh not puniſhment tor this marter,bur becauſe he cneny, 3 d:- 
afteerh che tyranny, and that by his words he hath deceived the people of Galilee, a1d ad 
gotten the ſoveraignty to himſelf. Whileſt he ſpake thele words, they fought ſuddenly to = 
lay hands on me, intending to murthzr me. But thoſe two, whom I had with me,perceiving 
their intent, drew their (words, threatning thoſe who ſhould dare attempt to offer me vio- 


lence. The peoplelikewiſe gathered ſtones to caſt at Fonathans partakers,and pull'd me away 


violently from mine enemies : and for that it I ſhould haye gone bur alittle turther, I had 
mer with Fohnand his army, through the tear I had, I turne1 another away. For croſſ'ng 
downa privy way that led me to the lake,I betook me to a boat and iwent by water ro Tart- 
chea, avoiding this danger beyond all hope. 


Whereupon I incontinently ſent for the chiefeſt men of Galilee, and told them how con-

In the government of this countrey, and had called and co:mmanded Forathas and his conte-

This counſel! that Fohn gave was allowed by them all: whereupon 
it was thought fit chat Fonethan and Avanias ſhould in perſon repar to Jeruſalem, and char 
the other two ſhould remain at Tiberias, and for their convoy they gave them a hundreg 


armed ſouldicrs. 


the charge of this quarter, certified me by his letters : 


their armes aſide, they ſhould diſmiſle every one to his own dwelling place. But they re- 
turned me an injurious an{iver : for they ſuppoſed that Fonathan anc his train were already 
arrived in Jeruſalem. Bur I ſetting light by their injuries, reſolved ro circumvent them by

citizens. Being therefore very willing to draw them out of their walls, I choſe out ten thou- 
ſand of my beſt ſouldiers, whom I diſtributed into three bands, and lodged one company 
of them ſecretly at Dora, tolie there in ambuſh: I eacamped alſo another thoulandin a cer- 
tain borough ſituate in a mountainons place, ſome four ſtades diſtant trom Tiberias; com- 
manding them thar as ſoon as I gave them a watchword or ſign, they ſhould break torch: as

As ſoon 2s I ſaw Simon attended by his friends and guard, I went out to meet tum, 
and embraced him kind!y, giving him thanks for that he was come down ; anon after walk- 
ing along with him, 25 it I intended to communicare ſomewhat with him in ſecret, I with- 
drew him from his triends, and laying hands on him, I delivered him to my friends to lead 
him into the borough, and gave align unto my ſouldiers that they ſhould come down, and 
with them I aſſaulted the city of Tiberias, There was a ſharp skirmiſh on both fades, 
and the Tiberians had well nigh gotten che vitory: For my ſouldiers began to flie, but per-

the events ofthis war, hath belied me in many things, and hath not been aſhamed to bdlie 
his own countrey. For which cauſe I am neceflarily enforced in this place co diſcover that 
which hitherto I have concealed, and co reprove that which he hath falſely reſtified of me : 
neicher is it to be wondred at, that I have fo _ rime deterred' the performance thercok; 
For whoſoever writ&h a Hiſtory,ovgh of neceflicy to ſpeak the truth ; yet is it not lawful 
for him to iaveigh againſt the wickeder ſort too yvehemeraly , not for chat they are worthy 
of this favour, but for his own modeſties ſake.

Bur the truth is, you expected Yeſpefians coming, even un- 
til ſuch time as he begirt your citic with a fige, and then laid you your arms aſide for fear of 14 
danper:yeaeven then had your cirie been overthrown, except theKing in excuſe of your fol. 
ly,had obtained your pardon at Ve[paſians hands. It was nor therefore my faulr,bur your of- 
"be mg behaved your ſelves like enemies. Do you not remember how oftentimes I have 
obtained the vidory againſt you, and how few times you could complain of bloodſhedBur 
you falling at diſſcncion one with another, having been the inſtrumentsof your own ruin;and 
not for the love you bare cicher to the King, or the Romans, bur of your own malice ſlew 
2n hundred eighty five citizens,at ſuch time as I was beſieged by the Romanes in Jotapara. 
Nay more, is not this true, chat during the ficge of Jeruſalem,whereof I have made menti- 
on,there were more then ewo thouſand Tiberians ſlain, or otherwiſe taken priſoners ? Bur 
perhaps thou wilt alleadge,that at that time thou wert no enemie, for that thou wett fled to 
the King; but I cell thee that thou fleddeſt thither for the fear thou hadſt of me.I ama wick- 
ed man, as thou ſayeſt:but what art thous whom King Agripps,upon many preſents deliver. 
ed from puniſhment, atſuch cime as thou wert condemned by Feſpsſian to loſe thy head, 
For what cauſc having made thee priſoner twice, and baving ſo many times paſt the ſen- 
rence of baniſhment againſt thee, and having once commanded thee to bethine own mur- 
therer, hath he given life upon the importunate ſollicitation of his ſiſter Bernice ? And af- 
rer ſo many crimes committed by thee, having entertained thee for his Secretary, when he 
found thy corruption in that office, he baniſhed thee from his preſence. 

Bur I will not roo exactly rouch thee with theſe marters, yer notwithſtanding I wonder at 
thine impudence, that baſt openly proteſted, that thou baſt written more cxaRtly and per-

And Titus the Em- M 
perour himſclf was ſo defirous that men ſhould ſearch for the truth of that Hiſtory out of 
theſe books, that he. placed them in a Library,and cauſed them to be publiſhed, being ſub- 
ſcribed with his own hand. As for King Agrippe, ſent me ſeventic two Epiſtles, teſtifying 
the truth of my books, wherof rwo of them are under wricren,to the end that the truth may 
appear thereby.King Agrippato his dear friend Foſeph, health : ** I have with great conten- 
'*ment over readthy book, wherin thou ſeemeſt in my opinion to have handled this matter 
** more exaQly,then any other. For which cauſe I pray thee ſend me the reſt. Farewell my

ſand: ſothat onely fifceen hundred men remained with /e4n or there abours; cither of Citi- nos k — 


C zens, or ſtrangers of Tyre. When 7obn perccived that he was circum vented by this policy, 
he ever after remained quiet in his countrey in great fear. 

Arthat time the Sephorites grew ſo bold;that they rook arms under the confidence and 
ſtrength of their walls,and for that they ſaw me diſtracted with other buſineſſe, They there- 
fore ſent to Ceſtius Gallus Governour of Syria, praying him to repair unto them, with all ex- 
pedicion,ro take poſſeſſion of their City, or toſend them a Garriſon of men at the leaſt. Gal- 
lus promiſed rocome unto them, but he ſet down no certian time of his approach: wherc- 
of when I was advertiſed, I rook the men of war thatI had, and marched againſt the Sc- 

phorites, and cook their City by force. The Galileans very glad of this reunity, and 

ſuppoſing the time was come wherein they might ſatisfic the inſatiable hatred that they bare 

q againſt char City, marched on with that intent; aSif chey would have wholly ruinated che 
City, with all the inhabicants. They therefore traverſed the ſtreets, and ſer fire on the hou- 
(cs, which they found wholly deſolate: for the inhabitants were fled away for fear, and Sephotis 
were retired into a fortreſſe. They therefore ranſackt all things,and left nothing unſpoiled, 1c. 
neicher was there any kind of miſery which they inflited not on their countrimen. Which 
when I ſaw, I was fore grieved,and commanded them to give over; ſignifying unzothem 
that it was impiety inthem,to ſhewtheraſelves fo ſavage rowards their countrimen. And 
ſeeing that neither by any prayer or command that I made, I could draw thera to obedience 
for that their hatred ſurpaſſed my connſels, I commanded thoſe that were about me, and 
whom | moſt eruſted,ro ſpread a rumour that the Romanes charged us on the other ſide of 

r the City, with great force. All which I did,tothe end that by this rumour, I might pacific 
the fury of the Galileans, and ſave the City of Sephoris:and this poliey took good effeR. 
For when they heard this news,they were afraid, and forſook their pillage, to truſt to their 
heels, in ſpecial, for that I who was their General did the like, For I made a fhew, that 1 
deleived the rumour to be as true, aSthey believed ir: and by this ſtratagem the City Se- 
phoris was ſaved beyond all hope. 


unto them,and take poſſeſſion of their City. The King promiſed ro fatisfie them very ſhort- 
ly, and anſwered them by his letrers, and delivered them to one of his chamber, called Cri- 
F ps a Jew born,to carry them tothe Tiberians. The Galileans knowing this meſſenger, 
took him and brought him unto me: which when the common people underſtood, of meer 
(plecnthey fell ro arms, and the next day divers of them aſſembled themſclves from all parts 
ind came tothe City of Aſoch where I made my abode,and made huge acclamations,cal- 
ling the Tiberians traytors, and the Kngs fciends,and demanding of me licence and liberty 
that they mighe repair to Tiberias, and raze ir to the ground, being as much diſplcaſed a- 
panſt the T1b:rians,as they were againſt the Sephorires. 
Which when I heard,I ſtood in great doubt how I might deliver the Tiberians from thar 
pleaſure, which the Galileans had conceived againſt them for I could nox deny but that

And hardly eſcaped Tiberias from being ſpoiled by the Galileans, through this occaſion Tib:c;as {n 
#hich enſueth : The chiefcſt of-their councel wrote unto the King, that he ſhould come danger of ria. 
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the Tiberians had written and ſent for the King : for the anfwer which he made them, did G 
Joſeph con- evidently expreſſe rhe trurh. And having a long while debated the matter with my ſelf, | 
fulte ſaid unco them, I know as well as you,thar the Tiberians have offended : neither will I hin. 
der you from ſpoiling their City, yet muſt you proceed tothe execution thereof with ſome 
judgement. For the Tiberians alone do not betray our liberty, but others alſo, who arc 
more accounted of inthe countrey of Galilee, Stay therefore untill ſuch time as I am 
chroughly enformed, who they be that are authors of this treaſon : and then you ſhall have 
them all under your hands, with all thoſe amongſt them, whom you may particularly think 
worthy puniſhmcnc. By theſe perſwaſicns I wonthe people, who departed from me whol- 
The Galileans ly contenced and pacificd. As for the meſſenger that was ſent by the King, I cauſed himto 
wah pac fi:d, be impriſoned, having reſpe& to an urgent neceſſitie of mine own, which conſtrained me co 1 
conceived; depart out of the Kingdome wichin a lictle while. And calling Criſpus ſecretly unto me, 1 
decians, charged him to make thoſe ſouldiers drunk,who had the charge of him, to the end that he 
might in all ſecurity flic back to the King. This Tiberias being ready to be. deſtroyed, 
the ſccond time by my government and providence, avoided at that time a great and faral 
dangcr. 
Ar the Came time Fuſtus, the ſon of Piftus, fled unto the King without my knowledge :the 
cauſe of which flight of his, I will orderly exprefle. As ſoon as the Romans had begun their 
Jaftus de- war againſt che Jews, the Tiberians concluded co obcy the King, and in no ſort torebel 2- 
—— £07 gainſt the Romans. Bur Faſt»s cgged them on torake arms,thirſting afcer alteration,and ho- 
" ping bothto obtain the governmeat of Galilce,as of his own counttey - but his hope failed 
bin of a ſucceſſeful end ; for rhe Galileans being enviouſly bent againſt the Tiberians, for 
choſe injuries they had ſuffered ar their hands before the war, could not allow ?ufas to be 
their Govcrnour. My ſelfalſo, whom che people of Jeruſalem pur in truſt with the govern» 
ment of Galilec,was ofcentimesJo much moved,thar I failed little of killing F#ftas,ſointo- 
lerable was his wickedneſſe, He therefore fearing leſt my diſpleaſure ſhould ſhorten his 
daies, went unto the King, ſuppoſing that he might live more freely and ſecurely with him, 
T he Sephorites beyond their expeRation having eſcaped this firſt danger, wrote unto Ce- 
fins Gallus che ſecond rime; requiring him to come unto them, to the endrhat he might be 
the ſooner ſeized of their City z or that he ſhould ſend them forces ro withſtand the incur- 
ſions of their enemies:and finally they wrought ſo much,that Gelizs ſent them ſtcre of horſe- k 
men,and afres them foot men, who came by night, and were received intotheir Cicy, But 
J-ſeph 2failed ſecing that che countrey round about them was but in poor eſtate, by reaſon of the Roman 
the walls of horſemen, I took my ſouldicrs,and came coGarizim, where I encamped ſome twenty ſtades 
Sepnoris. offtrom Sephoris, and by night I approached the ſame, and ſer ladders to the wall, with 
which I encred a great number of my ſouldiers, and became maſter of the berter part ofthe 
City; from whence notwithſtanding we are afterwards conſtrained to retire, forthat we 
knew nor the place, killing before our departure twelve Romane footmen and two horſe 
men, with ſome Sephorices,to the onely loſſe of one of ours. Afterwards a fight happening 
berwcea us and their horſemen in open field, we fought for a long time with diſadvantage: 
For the Romanes having invironed me on all ſides, my rereward thronghthe fear they con- [ 
ceived, began to retire. In this skirmiſh I loſt one of my guard, called Z#fs, who in times 
paſt had ſerved in the very ſame place under the King. Act that very time the Kings forces 
both of horſe and foor came thither, under the government of $1/ as Captain of che guard,

As ſoon as I received news hereof, I ſent out two thouſand ſouldiers, with Feremsy theit Co- 
roncl;who ſhrowding themſclves within a ſtade of Tulias,near untothe Aloudlordan, offere 
nothing elſe bur light $kirmiſhes, until ſuch timeas I had gathered three thouſand ſouldiers 
more,and was come untothem. The next day having planted an ambuth in a certain trench 
near unto the encloſure of their camp, I rouled our the Kings ſouldiers ro skirmi(h, having” 
firſt forewarned my ſouldiers to fain a Alight,until ſuch time as they had drawn their enemis 
$ far as the ambuſh; which they cunningly executed. But Siles ſuppoſing that our men fle 
1-ſeph purtcth For cowardice, ſer forward to follow them as faſt as he might poſſib!e : but they that lay in 
the King» foul- a,abuſh charged him on the back,and diſcomfitced his acmy:andI prelcatly curning andmt- 
aicrs to flihe.

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A ground : whereby mine hand being thruſt out of joynt abour the wriſt, I was carticd into a 
borough of Cepharnom. My ſouldiers hearing hereof, and fearing leſt ſome more {iniſter 
misfortune had befalne me, then indeed had done, reſtrained themſelves from purſuing the 

enemy any farther, and turned their backs through the griet they had conceived by reaſon 
of mine accident. Having therefore ſent for Phyſicians, and cauſed my ſelf to be dreſſed, 1 
tayedthere for that day ; and being ſcized witha fever, I was cartied by nightto Tatichc- 
3s, according co the advice of my Vhyſicians. 

Silas and his fouldiers having news of mine accident, recovered their courages;and under- 1,.,,. 
ſtanding that we Kept bur fl:nder watch in our camp, they laid an ambuſh by night on this for: ure ani-

Which 
when Yeſpaſian underſtood, hereproved this impudent boldneſle of the Tyrians, for blam- 
ing a king of that power, and a friend to the Romans : and adviſed the king to ſend Philip ,,_ 

C to Rome, to yeeld account of his ations. Bur notwithftanding that Philip was ſent thither, nours of Deca- 
yer preſented henor his ſelt betore Nero; for finding him extremely buſted with troubles plis 2ccuie 
and cv: vars, he returned unto the king without doingFany thing. When Yeſpaſien was arri- g; OR 
ved at Prolemais, the Governours of the ten cities of Syria cryed out againit Fuſtss the Ti- arrival, ond ihe 
berian, 2ccuſtng him for burning of their boroughs. Yeſpaſian therefore delivered him bound *** ©! {Poa 
unto the King, 10 the end that the ſubjects of his kingdome might have him puniſhed. Bur teph.tiv. 4 cap, 
the king before tht time, unwicting to Feſpsſian, had kept him priſoner, as it hath been 5.0 tbe wars 
hererofore declared. The Sephorites alſo reforted to Yeſpeſian to ſalute him, and receive a IR 
earriſon from him, with their Commander Plactdus, who made many roads into the cour- 
trey, and purſued them untill ſuch time 3s Yeſpoſean arrived in Galilce : of which arrival l 

D have amply ſpoken in my Books of che Wars of the Iews, how he came, how he fought a- 
eanſt me, the firſt time near to the city of Tarichea ; how I departed from thence to repair 
to lotapata, by raking my deliverance, and all my actions and fortunes during the wars of 
the Tews,and the liege of the City of Jeruſalem. But now me ſcemeth tharitis neceſſary 
that I deſcribe other things exploired by me during my life time in other places, then in the 
Wars of the Iews. After the ſiege of Iotapata was ended, I was priſoner with the Ronans, 
and kept very carefully: yer notwithſtanding, Yepaſ6en did me much honour. For by his 
commandment I married a virgin; that was one of thoſe that had been taken captive in 
Czlarea, Bur (he remained not long time with me: for after I was ſer at liberty, and that 
ltollowed Yepaſtan, (he retired her ſelfro Alexandria. After which, I married another wo- 
man in Alexandria, trom whence I was ſentto Titus to the Gege of Teruſalem, where I was 
oftentimes in danger of death. For the Iews laboured whar they might to take and puniſh 1 1c gancers 
me: and the Romans ſuppoſing that as many and oftentimes as they were repulſed, it was har lo'<ph 
by my treaſon, cryed out continually tothe Emperor to execute me fora Traitor, ButTitus Af ents 

wellexpericaced inthe changes of war, pacified the violence which his ſouldiers intended and lems. 
wainſt me, by his filence. And after the City of Jeruſalem was taken, Titss often ſollicited 

me to take that which Iliked among the ruins of Ieruſalem, promiſing to give ic me. But I 

making but ſmall account of any thing after the ruin of my countrey, beſought him that he 

Fould give me certain tree men, and the ſacred Bible, which I received for agreat conſola- 

ton'n my miſer;:s.

pillage and f1ugher of the cixizens, bur was fo far tranſported by his paſſions, andincenſed 
B wich che remembrance of thoſe evils which he ſuſtained during the ſiege of the City, that 
he compelled the Jews to forſake the cuſtomes of their countrey , commanding them from 
that time forward to uſe no more circumciſion of their children, but that they ſhonld im- 
molate ſwine uponthe Altar: which when all of them joynily refuſed to obey, the mot 
conſtant among them were for that cauſe put ro death. Bacchides being made chief of the 
garriſons by the appointment of Az#iochws,whar with his innated cruclcie, and che impious 
commandement chat was left him,omitted ng occaſion ta further his wicked impiety, info- 
much as he particularly cormented ſuch as were of noble birch and qualitie : that each day 


for the moſt part, he repreſented unto them the freſh face and memoric of the deſolation of 


heir citic : till all of chem at laſt being provoked and whetted on thraugh the grievouſneſle 
of chat which both themſelves and others indured,addrefied themſelves with confidence to 
C proſecute their revenge. Ax length Maitbies the ſon of Aſweness, one of the Prieſts, who 
was born in a village called Modin, accompanied with his five ſons and his own houſhold 
armed with (words; {lew Bacchides : and fearing the power and multitude of the enemics 
garriſons, ſpeedily retired himſelf into the mountains. Thither reforicd divers of the peo- 
ple unto him; tor which cauſe he waxing more confident and couragious,came down trom 


che mountains, and overcoming the Capcains of 4miohus, drave them out of the borders 


of Judza.' At ſuch time therefore as through his happy ſucceſſs he became porent;and was 
by common conleng of the people ( for thas he had delivered them from the ſubjeRion of 
ſtrangers) made cheir Ruler : he died, leaving his eldeft fon who was called Fades, to ſuc- 
ceed him in the government. Who tearing leſt Antioches would ſill continuc wars againſt 
D him, garhercd together an army of his countrimen, and was the firſt among the Jews thar 
madea league with the Romans; and drave back Amtiechus Epiphazes at ſuch time as he en- 
forced himſelt once moreco invade the borders of Judza, repulſing him with a great over- 
throw. And whereas the remembrance of this vitory was yet freſh in mens minds and me- 
mory, he aſſaulced the garriſon of the City: For as yet they were not deſtroyed ( in which 
conflict he forced them to forſake the higheſt part thereof, which is Ealled holy) and berake 
themſclves into the lower part: and having obtained the Temple, he made every place 
clean, and compaſled it with a wall,and madenew veſſels for the (crvice inthe Temple, and 
planted chem therein, becauſe thoſe that had been before-time conſecrated there, were pro- 
phaned. He builded likewiſe another Altar, and began to renew the accuſtomed ſacrifice, 
E and obſerve the riccs of religion. 

Scarcely was the City broughtto the former eſtate, but Anzochns died, who left a ſon and. 
heir behind him, who was not only inhericour of his Kingdome, bur alſo of bis hatred a- 
painſtithe Jews : who having gathered together fifty thouſand foormen , and almoſt five 
thouſand horſmen, and fourſcore Elephanes,entred by the mountains of Judza ; and took 
a town named Bethſara,near which Feds mer him in a place called Berhzachary, where che 
paſſage was ſomething ſtreight : and before the armies joyned battel, Elec, Fude bro- 
ther, ſecing one Elephant higher then the reſt, bearing a great tower on his back, and ador- 


ned with golden furniture, thinking Aztiochus had been there, ran from his companie, and A*«lib,12. 


F breaking the ranks of the encmies, came unto the Elephant : but he could nor reach him 
(whom he deemed to be the King) he was ſo bighly mounted ; for which cauſe wounding

He ſent like- 
wiſe the Romane ſouldiers to the cities which were on his fide, to wit, Idumea, Galilee,and 
Samaria, that they might abide there till winter was paſt, Antzonus allo through Silo his 
means (whom he by money had made his friend) obtained that a part of his army might(du- 
ring the winter time) abide at _— for Antonius (ake: and the Romanes being now diſ- 
charged from the warres, abounded in all things, 

C Allthiscime Herod was not idle, tor accompanied with two thouſand foormen, and five 
hundreth horſe, he went about Idumza,and ſent alſo his brother Foſeph,leſt by Antigonws his 
means the people ſhould rebell. And he himſelf having carried his mother and the reſt of 
his kindred, whom he took from Maſlada, into Samaria , and having piaced them where no 
danger might beride them z himſelf went into Galilee, to (ubdue that part of the countrey, 
which is yet was not in his hands, and to expell trom thence the garriſons left by Antigenss, 

And when he was come to Sephor.s, notwithſtanding it ſnew mightily, he eaſily rook it ; for "15-7: 
the garriſon before he aſſaulted it,fled ; and finding there great ſtore of proviſion, herefreth- 1%4\aketh 
ed his ſouldiers, which now with winter weather were ſore tyred, and then (ent them againſt :be ci y of 
the theeves,that lay lurking in dens and caves; who making often incurſtons upon the coun- of 

D trey, moleſted the inhabicants no lefle then if they had been an army of enemies. And ſend- 
ing before three companies of footmen, and one troup of horſemen, into a village called 
Arbela,hunſelt foarty daies after came thither with the whole army. For all this the theeves [#<r0d ſerterf

teared him not, bur arming themſelves came to meet him, truſting to their experience mn nn 


warlike affairs, and thtir own deſperate courage : and joyning battell, the right wing of their 
bactell pur the left wing of Herods to flight - but he with his right wing preſently ſuccoured 
them, and recalled his men thar fled ; and ruſhing violently upon his enemies, hea little aſ- 
{waged the forces of theenemy, till at laſt che toretront ot their batrell, not able to ſtand 
any. longer, fled. Herod purſued chem even unto Iordan,and killed many of them, thoſe thar 
eſcaped fled over theriver , and thus he freed Galilee trom that fear, ſave that yet he had 
r lett ſome _— in the caves, and therefore he was conſtrained there to make a longer a- 
bode, Wherefore firſt of all he gave the ſouldiers the fruit of their labours, and diſtributed 
to every one of them an hundrerh and fifty drachmes of filver, and untothe Captains more, 
and ſo ſent them where they ſhould paſſe the winter. Alſo he writ unto his youngeſt brother 
Pheroras co provide neceſſaries for therti in the market ; and to huild a wall about the Caſtle

———_ thonſand footmen, and fix hundreth horſemen againſt Antigonus, After whole. departure H 
Hei. ds foul- thoſe that were accuſtomed to trouble Galilee, and moleſt ic, having now (as they thought) 
ders fhata, opportunity, 1lmlred Prolomers at unawares and killed him: and waſted the countrey, re- 

tyring themſelves into mariſh grounds and ſe -ret places, Which when Herod underſtood, he 
preſently came to ſuccour the countrey, and killed the moſt part of the enemies; and having 
taken all the caſtles by force, he exacted a hundreth talents for recompence of that revoale 
to be paied by the cities. Now the Parthians being put to flight, and Pacorys lain, Yentidiag 
being willed thereto by letters from Antonirs, ſent unto Herod a thouſand horſemen, and 
two iegions of toormen to aſſiſt him againſt Atigonus. Now Anttgonus writ letters to the 
Generall of the foreſaid company named Machera, deſiring him to help him; and com- 
plaining that Herod injured him, promiſed him a ſumme of money. But he thinking ic not [ 
beſt to torſake him he was ſent to ſuccour, eſpecially ſeeing that Herod would give more 
would not be ſuborned by him : yer counterfeiring himſelf ro be Antizonus his friend, mean- 
ing under that prerence to creep into the knowledg of his ſecrets ; which not regarding 
\tachz:as Herods counſel! he went to diſcover, notwithſtanding that Herod diſlwaded him from it: But 
iniquity, Antizonus perceiving his intent, ſhuc him out of the City, and like an enemy drave him a- 
way trom the walls, till ſuch time as Machera was aſhamed of that he had done ; and fo re- 
turned to Amarhunt unto Hered, And being in a rage that things fell out againſt his expecta- 
PRAGPA tion, he killed all the Jews he found, not reſpeing whether they favoured Herod or Ami- 
The yecr of the gonus.

But 
Foſeph underſtanding his brother co be tarre oft, not —_— what charge was left him, M 
went to Tericho accompanied with five companies which Machera ſent with him, thinking 
now in harveſt cime to have taken away their corn : þut being aſſaulted by the enemies Uup- 
on the mountains and in difficulr places, himſelt was there flain, ſhewing himlf in that fight 
Argon: Aworthy and valiant man : and there was not one letr alive ot all the Romane ſouldiers; 


j N the rean leaſon Herods affairs in Judza went backward - for he left his brother Foſeph 


= 25 Apex tor they were all newly gathered out of Syria, and they had no old ſouldiers amongſt chem 
4" +2” toafliſtthem who were ignorant in wartare. Arntigonus not contented with the victory, be- 
came ſuch a tyrant, that he cauſed the dead corps of Foſephto be ſcourged: and * having the

And whileſt he was troubled thus, ſo that heleapt our ofhis bed, even at the ſame inſtant the 
B meſſengers who brought co of his death, entred into the houſe : and weeping a lictle for 
ief, 25 it were deferring his ſorrow till another time, he went towards his enemies ſo that 
he haſted above his ſtrength. When he came to Libanus, he took eight hundreth inhabi- 
cants of that mountain to help him, and joyned unto them one of the roles legions; and 
not expeQing the day time, with them he entred into Galilee, and meeting with his ene- 
mies, he forced tham to flie unto the place from whence they came: and every day he aſ- 
faulted their Caſtle: But before he could take ir, being wearied with cruell winter, he was 
conftrained to lead his army into the next village. Within a few daies his number being 
increaſed by one other legion which Amton7zs ſent, he put his enemies in ſach a fear, that 
they in che nighe time fled and forſook the Caſtle. And now he haſted co Jericho to be re- 
C venged upon thoſe that killed his brother : where therebefell him a moſt ſtrange accident, 
from the which being againſt all hope delivered, he perſwaded himſelf that God bare an e- 
ſpeciall love unto him, 
ing ended, and every one being gone forth, inconcinently the houſe wherein he (upr fell 
down : Herod cook this as a Praſagium both of the dangers and proſperous ſucceſle he was 
to have in his wars. And thenext morning early he removed from thence, and about 6000. 
of the enemies deſcending from the mountains, aſſaulted the vantguard, bat they durſt nor 
joyn battell with the Romanes, but moleſted them ſtanding afarre off with ſtones and darts, 
and chey wounded many : fo that alſo Herod himſelf paffing along, was wounded in the fide 
with a dart, Antigone deſirous to ſhew himſelf moſt poreat, as well in multitude of men, 
p alſo in courage, ſent Pappu a friend of his, with an army into Samaria, who there got the 
victory of Machera. Herod went about the enemies countrey and took there five towns, and 
deſtroyed two thouſand of the inhabitants, and firing the houſes, he retarned to his army 
neer unto a village called Cana, 

Every day there came flocking anto kim a very great number of Tews, both from Iericho 
and from other parts ofthe Countrey, ſome of them hating Antigonus,otherſome loving He- 
rad for his valiant deeds: for many without any reaſon deſired an alteration. Whileſt thus be 
haſted to fight, Pappu with his men neither fearing the multitude, nor ſtrength of their ene- 
mies, Came fiercely upon them, and offered barrel]. The barcell being begun, the others a 
while abſtained, onely Herod remembring his brothers death, ventured more then the reſt, 
to the end to be revenged upon them that were the authors thereof: and ſo he eaſily over- 

E camethe enemies army;and ſtill aſſaulting the freſh men,he pur them all co flight, There was 
a mighty ſlaughter - for many being forced to flie into the village from whence they came, 
he purſued them and ſlew an infinite number, Laſtly, ruſhing amongſt the enemies that 
fled, he brake into the village, where all the houſes were full ot armed men, and every houſe 
top full of men to defend it - and becauſe he eaſily overcame thoſe that were abroad, he 0- 
verthrew the houſes, and ſo forced them that were within to come fi Others he killed 
in companies with the ruines of the houſes wherein they were ; and one chanced to 
eſcape, the ſouldiers without that were already armed, with (words kil'd them: ſo that there 
were ſuch heapes of dead bodies, that they who had the viRory could not paſſe thorow the 
ſtreets for them. The enemies were (o diſcouraged with this overthrow, that the whole 


F multitude of them (ſeeing thoſe that were ſlain in the village) fled away

LAWS really troubled : for a mulcirude of the weaker fort, gathering themſelves rogether abouc 
The lens - the Temple, grew to this reſolution ; that whoſoever ſhould fortune to die inthis attempt, 
themſelves, ſhould be moſt happy and beloved of God. But thoſe who were hardieſt among them,

As for the theeves, the King ſought to 
repreſfe their incurfions,by placing an ambuſh of men ro intercept them z by which means 
he relieved the want and ſcarcity of viuals, by ferching proviſion from places far diſtant : 
But notwithſtanding rhey in their fight failed in no ſort to expreſle their incredible valour ; 
yer did that military experience which the Romans had, over-maſter them by ods.Nathe- 
leſſe, notwithſtanding che emminent danger wherein they were plunged, they fought with 
rhem in open field : but where it chanced cthatrhe Romans by digging ewo ſcycral mynes, 
brake all at once intorhe midft of chem ; yer ſuddenly repaired they the 'breach that wa L 
made in the wall, and forrified rhe other part thereof. In a word, they ncither ſpared hands 
nor engines, but were all of them determined ro fight ic out even unto the laſt caſt : atdal- 
- Herods ſout- though they were beſieged with fo huge an army, yet they defended the town fromthe 
diers afcer five five monerhs, till ſuch time as certain of Herods choſen men, valiantly ſcaling and clearing 
wares my the walls brake into the ciry,& after them Soſius his Centurions.

D he thought it great impiety to kill good men, and ſogrear Kings : yer notwithftang, he no 

more accounted them his friends, bur took a great. quantity of ground from the limits of 

doth their countries, and a vineyard in Jericho, whereBalme grew; and gave her all rhe ci- 

tics on this fide the river Eleutherus, ( Tyre and Sidon onely excepted.) Now when the 

had obtained the dominion of theſe cities, ſhe followed Azteniar unto Euphrates, who ſer 

forward to make war againſt the Parthians, and afterward by Apamia and Damaſcus ſhe 

came into Judza: where Herod, having ſomerhi pacificd her angry mind with great gifts, conmrutrelly 

obrained to pay her yearly rwo bundred talents for thar part ofhis countrey, which Azte- 

was had given her, and ſceking by all means poſſible ro get himſelf an intereſt in her fa- 

vour,he conducted het unto Pellufinm:and not long after, 4»tonias returned our of Panthia, 

and brought Artabaes,the ſon of Tigrezes, captive, and gave him to Cleoparrs: for all the 

money and riches which he had gor,and rhe captives like wiſe, were beſtowed on her.

F he had already got the Caſtle of Hircanion, which Antigens ſiſter had in her before theNad- 
poſſeſſion. Bur Cleoperys craftily prevented him in this his journey ; ſo that he could not +#i* 9 <brif, 
po with Antonin : for ſhe defiring the ruines of both the Kings ( as was before memti- ** 
oned ) perſwaded Awtonins that he ſhonld cauſe Herod to make warre againſt the Ara- 8.1.15... 5. 
bizns : whom if he overcame, then ſhe ſhould be made Queen of Arabia; and if ſo be him- og may 
ſelf were overcome, then ſhe ſhould be Queen of Jadz2 : intending hereby, that one of ,;,jnf#: cod. 
theſePorenrares ſhould ruinate the other. Bur this praRice of hers was greatly roHorodspain: 
for ficſt of all, raking head againſt thoſe of Syria that were his enemics, with all the power 
of horſmeti he coutd make, which was very many, and meeting them at Dioſpolis, he over- 
came chem, chongh they valiantly refifted: who having the overthrow, ſtirred up a mighty

Thegeer of the Celoſyria, expeRting the Jews near unco the city called tha. Where king Herod meet= 
_ 393+ ing chem,purpoſed not to hrunadviſcdly,burto compaſle his own army round aboutwith 
<p "- 30, 2 wall,but his army remembring their former viory,would not be counſelled,but violent. 
LAYR. ly aſſaulicd the Arabians,and ar the firſt onſct pur chem to flight. Herod purſuing his encmie, 
Ant.1.15-6-6- a5 greatly endangered by the treaſon of the inhabiranes of Canatha ( who were ſer onb 
Athento,that was one of Cleopatras captains,who had alwaies born him ill wil) for the Arz- 
|  bians cncouraged by their help,rerurned again to bartel ; and they two joyned their forces 
The Aabians Cogether,and ſer upon Herod in ſtony and difficult places,and pur his army to flight,and flew 
army. many ofthem: and thoſe that eſcaped fled into a lirtle village hard by, called Ormiza , 
The Atian where the Arabians compaſſing them about, took both the men and their tents with all their 
ar nee” furniture, Not long after this overthrow of Hero«s ſouldicrs,he came and brought help, 
Auguſta, buttoolate, and to little purpoſe : bur the cauſe hereof was, for that the captains ofhis ar- 
my would not obey his commandment : for if they had bcen obedient, Athenio had na had 
opportunity to work him that injury z yet was he revenged upon the Arabians, and daily 
made incurſions upon their borders,and ceaſed nor to invade and ſpoil them,until by many, 
he had cried quittance with them for their one victory. 

While chus be purſued his enemies, a great calamity befell him inthe ſeventh year ofhis 
ry =l- reign,and in the midſt ofthe Aﬀian war : for about the begioning of che ſpring ctime,chere 
rods, chanced a great carthquake, which ſlew an infinite mulcitade of beaſts and thirty thouſand 

people: * yet the army had no harm, for it lay in an open place. Wit the report hereof, 
the Arabians were highly encouraged ( for ſuch as report an evil occurrent, do alwayes re- 
double the miſery thereof in relating ir) for which cauſe, the Arabians, making account 
that all Judza was overthrown, and that there was no man left alive to reſiſt them, entred 
into Judza,afſuring themſelves ro conquer the countrey : and before their coming,they ſlew 
che Embaſſadors of the Jews that were ſent untothem. Herod perceiving his countrimen 
terrified by the ſudden approach of their enemies, and not oney broken, but wearied with 
the greatneſſe and continuance of their calamities, rowzed up their drooping ſpirits that 
Herods orati. Were tired with ſuſpeR,and encouraged them on this wiſe : <* I ſee no reaſon of your preſent 
on eo bio Giſ- <fear,neither do I admire,that you were terrified with the puniſhment of Gods indignation: 
lier.  *buritis a cowardly mind to be daunted by the coming of your enemies, who are but men; 
& 2nd whoſe violence, if your ſelves pleaſe, ye may repreſſe. For mine own pany I am ſo 
< far from being diſcouraged by the ap —_ of mine enemies, that I rather think thatGod 
© hath of his providence ſent this earthquake as a bait toallure and incite the Arabians to 
* invade us, totheend, that through our means he may puniſh them : for the cauſe that mo- 
© yerh them eo aſſault us,is not the truſt they repoſe intheir own valour and great army, but 
** jt is Our miſery that inviteth them. Yet who knows not that the hope is fruſtrated that is 
** founded not upon a mans private vertue, but upon another mans misfortune? there is no- 
** thing aſſured in humane affairs, in reſpeR either of proſperous ſucceſſe,or adverſe fonune 
*© which a man may perceive to alter upon all occurrents , as we our ſelves may witneſſe by 
**our own experience.For inthe firſt conflict ye overcamezin the ſecond ye were overcome; 
**'and now the third time (for ought I can conjeQure) they, thinking themſelves ſure ofthe |, 
** viaory, ſhall by us be overcome:for they who miſdoubt nothing; are raſh in their pro- 
**ceedings, whereas they that arc fearful and timorous, providently ſeek to preventtheit 
*« dangers: ſothat Iam encouraged co hope for victory even by your fear. 
Fear giverh <« For when as you were too confident, and againſt my will and direion ruſhed in upon 
confidence. **your enemeis, Athenio found opportunity to hurt us:but now fith I perceive in your minds 
*«a certain remiſneſs and a forecaſt, ic is an evident token unto me of aniaſſured viRory. It 
* behoverh you therefore not onely before the confli to continue your accuſtomed minds, 
*bur alſo in che confli ro ſhew that ye are men, armed both with hearts and hardineſle;to 
*the end,that our impious enemics may well ſee,that neither any humane calamity,oor d- 
"vine puniſhment can daunt the courage of the Iews, whileſt their breath is in their bodies: M 
**and that never a one of you all will ſuffer the Arabians ro dominear over your goods 8n 
© pcſleſſions, whom many times you have almoſt made your ſlaves. Be not therfore terrified 
*with this motion of a body that hath no ſoul : neither yet perſwade your ſelves, that the 
**carthquake portended any maſlacre,for even the elements themſe}ves by their own nature 
. **are ſubjeR coſuch defes,and portend no other miſhap, but that which ghey logs 
**rhem. Perhaps the plague, and famine,and earthquake have ſome tokens demonſtrating 
*<hem before they come: bur when they are once come, they fignifie nothing elſe z but i 


*laſt,end and ceaſc of themſelves. Bur ſay we ſhould be overcome, can war coforce _ 
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« harm againſt as,chea the earthquake hath done ? Truly, it is an cvident token of our c: FRA) 
«<nemics ruine, and thac by their owa cauſe, who moſt cruelly, contrary ro the law ot all 7% war of the 
c« n4tions, butchered our Embaſladours, offcring roGod luch lacrifice for the good luccclle be wh to 
« of their wars. T hey cannot hide themſelves from the ſight of God, and from his mighty Neai,zo. 
ce poWer,but preſently they (hall feel puniſhmeae for their'offence, if filled with the cours. wu 
<« pjo0s ſpirit af our nation, we be ſtird up torevenge that impious violating the law of all <2 ail | 
« qations,a0d ſo every one marchon to fighr,nor for his wife and children,or councrey;but 
© corevenge the murther of our Embaſſadours:who will lead our army, and know better 
« chen we thar are alive to dire the ſame, For my own part (if you will be ruled by me) 1 

B «wil be che firſt that will lead you,and will hazard my ſelf for you:for you know full well, 
« that if your valour be not eclipſed by ſome headlong rafhneſle, there is nothing that may 
« make head againſt you. 

Afr he had by theſe or ſuch like perſwaſtons founded his ſouldiers, and found them in 1H:ros Gciik- 
ſome ſorc encouraged thereby, he offered ſacrifice ro God. And perſenily atter,with all his <**>*0 God 
army he paſſed over Jordan: and pitching his tents at Philadelphia,nor far from his enemy, oat "Tg 
he made a ſhew to aſſault a Caſtle that was between them and him, and ſo skirmiſhed with 
them a far off, deſirous ro draw them to the batte]: for the enemics had ſent roentercept 
the Caſtle, but Herods forces gavethem the repalſe,and in deſpight of them ro kept the bill, 

Thus every day made an offer co fight, braving the Arabians: and ſceing they would nor 

come to the ſhock (for they were in great fear, and 41hemys their General for very fear was - 
C ready togive up the ghoſt) he aſſaulced chem intheir trenches, and caſt down their rampier, 

ſo as they were conſtrained tro come forth to battel, without any order;and their horſmen, 

and foormen were confuſedly mixt together. And although the Jews ina number were infe- 

riout unto them, yet they were infcriour to the Jews in courage: yet they became now more 

hardy, becauſe they diſpaired of the viRtorie: and ſo long as they ſtood to-ir, they had no 

preat loſſe; but when they rurned their backs, then many were {lainby the Jews, and many 

periſhed being troden on by their fellows. Thoſe that eſcaped, were forced to retire them+ 

ſelves inco their erenches, where HeroT beſieged them : and although they were all readic ro 

be put cothe {word, yet was there ſuch penury af water, that for drink they were all like to 

periſh. For which cauſe,they ſent Embaſſadours tothe King, offering him fiftie talents to let 
D them go- but he contemned them, and ſo much more earneſt was he, by reaſon that their _ 25 WY 
want of water was ſogreat, that coming out by flocks of their own accord, they offered ene uni 
themſelves to the Jews:(o that in this ſort there came torth four thouſand in five daics, and **< <niorced 
the fixth day che whole multicude (deſpairing of chcir lives) came our eo fight, with whom 5,2 ® 
Herod confliting,flew about ſeven thouſand, Having in this ſort weakned the Arabians, 
that he had now exringuiſhed all cheir ſtrong men, the counttimen admired him, and were 
ſo much daunted ar his puiſſance,that they wiſhed him for their Ruler.

and gricts,in reſpect of the love which hc bare unto Amonins, whom Ceſer had now latec- MY 
ly overthrown at the battel which was fought at Actium : yer was he more afraid then 
hurt by this his (uſpition: for Ceſar accounted not Antonius fully conquered,ſo long as He- 
rd and he kept together. Wherefore,the King timely forcſceing thoſe danders that might 
enſue, went to Rhodes, where at that time Ceſar abode : in which place, in the babice of a 
private man, and without a Crown, but with a Kingly courage, he preſented himſelf be- 
tore him,and with unfaigned conſtaacie ſpake unto him in ſuch manner as followeth ; ** I Herod: orai- 
F * was, O Ceſar,made King of Judza by Antonius his means:and I muſt confeſſe,that I have wa _ 
""deen a king, who, what in me lay,have ſerved his turn, and ſought his profir:yca,I muſt nor 
* deney, bur that(had not the Arabians hindred ac) I had with all the power I could have 
** made,ſeconded and afiſted Antenie againſt thee : yea,alchough perſonally I could nor go, 
yer did I what I could co help him, and ſent him many thouſand meaſures of corn, Nay, 
**hough he had the overthrow arARium,yct did not I forlake him, who had deſerved well 
at ny hands:and although I was not ablcto afiſt him wich force of arms, yer I confirmed 14... 4 toe 1, 
© him by my counlcl che beſt I could, inculcating ofrentimes unto him, that there was one trecly befort 
* onely wayto redreſſe his 2dverſitie, to wit, by the dea'h of Clegparra,whom it he killed, I =*** 
promiſed hun to aſbſt him wich money ,ſtrong holds,and an armx;yca,and wich minc _ 
perſon 


Progics: atcer this his proſperous ſucceſle, there did betide unto him a ſea of cares *"*%id-ts: 
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FIN perſon againt thee: but the love of Cleopearra,8 God who had already defigned the vigory G 
The yer ®f the « [no thee, ſtopped his ears. For which cauſe, O Ceſer, Iam conquered with Antonine,and 
wwe. have forſaken my Crown and dignity with his forcunes:and I am come unto thee, hopi 
vitie of 99h; that ar thy hands I may obtain pardon. Tothis Ceſe anſwered © Live in ſafety ,and reign 
30. ' >-/ « now with greater ſecuritic then before, for thou deſerveſt ro rule others, who with ſuch 
LENS « conſtancy did(t defend & maintain thy friead(hip. Acthis time endeavour thy ſelf tocon- 
twHerod, *<rinue faithful roward them that are more fortunate thep Antonius was : for,tor my part I 
<< have conceived 2 great hope and expeQRation of thy valour and proweſle, yet did Antonins 
« well,in that he rather obeyedClesperra then thee: for by his follies have we now purchaſed 
* thy friendſhip. Thatthou haſt begun ro do well, it hereby appeareth, becauſe Yemidins 
© hath ſignified unto me,that thou haſt ſent him ſuccours againſt his enemies. For which H 
« cauſe, by this my preſent decrec,be thou eſtabliſhed inthy kingdome, and I will ſhonly 
«< [et thee know, that I will be beneficial unto thee:ſo as thou ſhalt have no cauſe tobewail 
© the loſſe of Antonias. By this ſpecch he exhorted the King not to miſdoubt of his friend- 
ſhip, and witball puta Crown upon his head, and made a decree, and ſealcd ir, teſtifying 
| how he had remitted all things done by Hered,and confirmed him in his kingdome, and re- 
hearſed many things therein, greatly cending to Herods praiſe, Herod( having firſt Pacified 
Ceſar with many gifes)requeſted him to pardon Alexander,one of Antenius his friends, who 
earneſtly and in humble manner defired the ſame : but Ceſar being veric angrie, anſwered, 
that he for whom he cntreated, had greatly and many times offended, and fo repeld Hwed 
Herods praru- with this anſwer. a | . ; 
_ = Afcerward,Ceſar,travailing into Egypt through Syria, was entertained by Herod with all | 
; royal pompe poſſible: and that was the firſt time that he ſhewed himſelf to take part with 
Caſar, when near unto Prolemais he rook a view of che ſouldiers withCeſar,and made a;ban- 
quet for him and all his friends, and feaſted the whole armic likewiſc. And in as much as 
he travailed co Pclufium thorow drie grounds, when they returned again, he provided water 
for them,and furniſhed the armic with all necclaries : fothat both Ceſar and the fouldicts 
thoughtthe kingdome a ſmall recompence for his deſeres. For which cauſe, after he came 
Czfar incres- into Egypt, and that Antonins and Cleopeire were now dead, he did not onelic increaſe his 
ſerk Herod: honour, but alſo reſtored unto him that portion of his countrie which was taken away, and 
"  giventoCleparra:and beſidesthat, Gadara, and Hippon, and Samaria,and other cities about 
the ſea-coaſt; to wit, Gaza, and Anthedon,and Joppe, and Strarons rower ; and moreover 
gave him four hundred Galathians, which before were Cleopatra her guard : and there was 
nothing that ſo much moved Ceſ#s libcralitic,as the courageous mind of him unto,whom 
y_ he was liberal. After the firft Actian ſolemnitic, he added unto Hereds dominion Trachon 
Np and Batanza, and Auranitis bordering upon ir, For this cauſe Zexederss (who fot money 
hired Liſaniss his houſe) continually ſent cheeves out of Trachon to rob the people of D+ * 
maſcus : who in humble manner went to Yarvs (who was atthat time Governour of Syria)# 
Herod maze reating him to inform Ceſar of their calamitic. Ceſar underſtanding thereof, writ 
Governou, of back again, commanding him to extinguiſh all the theeves : whereupon Yarus with anar- 
Sycia, my went to thoſe places which were moſt ſuſpeed, and rid the countrey of the theeves, 7 
and rook the territory from Zenoderys : and Ceſar(leſt it ſhould again be a refuge for theeves 
ro ſpoil Damaſcus ) gaycitto Herod, and made himruler over all Syria, And cenyenrs 
afcer,returning to his own countrey, he commanded the Governours to do nothing with 
out Herod counſel : and after Zenoderss his death, he gave him all the countrey berween 
Trachon and Galilee, But that which Herod eſteemed above all che reſt, was, that Ceſ@ 
loved him beſt of all next to TAgripps: aud Agripps loved him moſt of all men next unto 
Ceſar, Thus now he touched the very top of telicitic, and ſo increaſing in high mind, be 
imployed himſelf chiefly co pietie.

N the fifteenth year after his reign he repaired the Temple,and encloſed twice 0 
gm.l.15.c.10. much ground as was before about the Temple with a ſtrong wall, whereon he be- 
Hereitbng. ſtowed gren coſts and charges to beautific it : as the great porches will reſtific, 
Ng, which he built abourthe Temple, and a Caftleon the North part chereunto 26- 


joynnig, which he builc even from the foundation. The Caſtle was fo rich and ſump 
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A7hat it was equal unto che Kings Palace, and in the honour of 4ntenias, he namedit Anmo- CRALN\ 
nia. He builded himſelf alſo a Palace in the upper part of the city, and in it ewo houſes, huge, 7% yer of the 


and richly adorned : ſothat the Temple was nor to be compared unto them. And calling 
them by his friends names, he termed one of chem Czfſarca, and another Agripps; whole 


b: ſore Chrifts 


names and memories he did noy onely folemnize, and write in his private houles, but alſo CVS 


throughout the whole countrey,and in every part of the city. For inthe countrey of Sama- 
ria he compaſſed a rown with a wall, which was about twenty ſtounds, and called it Se- 
haſte ; and he ſent thicher ſix thouſand inhabitants, giving them a moſt fertile ſoil and de- 
means. There alſo amongſt other buildings, he erced a very huge Temple,and dedicated 
it to Ceſer, and gave the inhabitants of thar place eſpecial priviledges. About the Tem- 

le was there a piece of ground containing three ſtounds and a half. For this monuments 
ake, Ceſar added unto his dominion another countrey; for which cauſe he ereRed another 
Temple anto him,near unto the head of Jordan, of white marble, in a place called Panium, 
where there is a mountain riſing an infinite height into the air, at the fide whereofthere is 
an obſcure valley, where there are high rocks, that (by drops of water falling on them)are 
made hollow : ſo that the water, ſtanding in their concavity till they run over, fallah 
down with a ſtream of ſuch a lengthas is admirable, Ac the foot of this valley on the out- 
fide,rhere ſpring certain fountains, and many think this to be the head of the river Jordan 
which, whether ic be.sruc or no, we will declare hereafter. 


At Jericho alſo (between the caſtle of Cyprus, and the other ancient Kings houſes) he e- The founrain- 
reed other buildings, fairer and more commodius for them that came thither,calling them £24 of lordan 


after the names of his friends. Finally, there was no convenient place in the wholeking- 
dome, wherein he ereted not ſomething in honour of Ceſar: and having in every place of 
his ow kingdome deviſed and dedicated Temples unto him, he in Syria alſo where he ruled 
did che like, tounding in very many Cities, Temples, which he called by the name of Ceſar. 
And perceiving, that amongſt the cities of the ſea-coaſt, there was one called Stratons row- 
er, which being very old, was ruinated; and for the (cituation «hereof deſerved reparation 
and coſt: he repaired it all with a white ſtone, and builta very royal Palace therein, whercin 
chiefly he ſhewed a mighty mind, For this city ſtanding in the midſt berween Dora and 
D Joppe, there was no port or haven in that coaſt: ſothat whoſoever ſailed from Phzaicia in- 
to Egypt, were in great danger, by reaſon of the violent wind$ that blew from Africa ; 
which blowing bar a very eafie gale,inforce the water with ſuch aviolence againſt the rocks 
onthe ſhore, that the waves, rebounding back again a good way within the Sea, make the 


whole ſea tempeſtuous. Bur the king, with his liberalicy 8& coſt overcoming nature, builded Herod makes 


a port or haven in thar place, far bigger then thar of Pirzum, and within it made moſt ſafe 


a greater pure 


(tations for ſhips. And although the nature of that place was altogether contrary to his in- y;;z2uo. 


tent, yet he ſo overcame thar NO that the ſea could do that building no harm : and it 
was ſo gallant and beauriful ro behold, as though there had been no let any way to hinder 


the adorning thereof. For having meaſured out ſuch a place (as we have ſpoken of) for the ,,,,. cc... 
E port,he laid a foundation in the bottome ewenty ells deep of ſtone, whereof moſt of them prion « «« 
mere fifty foot long,nine foorthick, and ten foot broad, and ſome bigger; and altthe bot- Men. 


tome of che haven where the water came, was laid with cheſe ſtones. Which done, he raiſed 
a wall of ewo hundred foot; whereof an hundred foor was builded to break the violence of 
the waves,and had a name according to the uſe it ſerved for. The other hundred foot ſerved 
fora foundation ofthe wall whereof the haven was compaſſed, which was repleniſhed with 
many goodly rowers, the greateſt and faireſt whereof he named Drufius, afterthe name of 
Coſars kinſman, There were very many vaults alſo ro condu ſuch things into the town as 
were brought into the haven, and about them a paved place forthem co walk in, that came 
out of the ſhips : The entrance thereunto was on the North fide ; for by reaſon of the ſct- 
F tuxtion of the place,the North wind there is the calmeſt. 

Before the entrance were three great coloſſus held up on every fide with pillars; they 
which are on the left hand,are propt up by a tower being a ſolid rock of ſtone. Bur at the en- 
trance on the right hand were ewo buge ſtones joyned togerher, which make a greater row- 
er then the other. There is alſo a houſe adjoyning unto the haven built of white ſtone; The 
ſtreets of the cities coming to that place,are of one bignes& proportion. Upon a hil oppoſite 
tothe mouth of the haven,was there builded atemple very beautiful and exceeding great, 
which he dedicated to Ceſ@r,whercin was placedCeſars coloſſus,fully as great as Fupiters at 
Olympus:for it was made after that example , equal to that at Rome, and thar of Iuvees at 
Awgos. The city he builded for the inhabirants of chat Province, and the port or haven for 
ſex-fearing men. The honour and credit he attributed to Ceſ« ; and by his name —_ it

called it Phaſelus hisrower ( of the compaſle and beauty of this cower we will ſpeak here- 
after.) He alſo called another city Phaſzlus, which is fcituate in a vally beyond Jericho, to- 
wards the North. | 
Having thus cternized the memory of his friends and kinsfolk, be did not forger todo 
the like go himfelf: for he built acaſtle on a mountain near Arabia, having on one fide a 
ſtrong place of defence, and this caſtle he called Herodium after his own name. By the 
ſame name alſo he called a rombe, which he bnilded ftxty tounds from Jeruſalem; artifici- 
ally made in manner of a womans dug, which he richly adorned; for within compaſle of the 
rop of it, he cauſed round turrets to be placed: afidl round about it he bu:lded Princely hou- 
ſes,gallamtly adorned both within and without. He alſo brought water from a great way off, 
with great coſt and charges,and made a pair of ſtairs of pure whire marble,to go up, which | 
had two hundred ſteps. For the whole hill was made by art, and it was made of an excced- 
ing hcight:at the the foot therereof likewiſe he buile another Palace, and houſes toreceive 
z hisfciends and their carriges, ſo that this caſtle, forthe abundance of all neceſſary places, 
ſeemed a city, and yet was it all the Kings palace. Having ereRed thus many buildings, be

Sy —_ ſhewed his brave mind in ſtrange cirices, likewiſe:for at Tripolis, and Damaſcus,and Ptolc- 
mais he builded publike baths, which are called exerciſes. He buitded the wall of Biblus; and

ſcats,porches,temples,and markets ar Berytus andTyre:at Sidon and Damaſcus he builded 
a Theater, and a water-conduit at Laodicea, a Sea-town, At Aſcalon he built fountains or 
lakes very ſumpruous,and baths with pillars, that for greatneſſe and gallant work were muti- , 
culous. To other places he gave woods and ports: and ro many cities he added felds, as 
though they had been fellow-cities of his kingdom. Alfo, roward the maintenance of baths 
he gave a yearly annuity for ever : as namely, tothoſe ax Cous,to the intent he might be an 


eternal benefactor. Moreover, he gave all poot people corn ; and he often andin ſundry

Some one may fay,that theſe benefits he thus beſtowed, were done for the properuſc ot 
thoſe people on whom he beftowed them, but no man candeny, but that which hedid for 
the citizens of Elis : was not onely common to thoſe of Achaia,but to all the world, where 
the games, called 0l)mpica Certamina,were ſolemnized. For Herod ſeeing them decay onely 
tor want of maintenance, and that this was the onely remainder of all rhe ancient monu- 
ments of Greece, he not onely in his perſon at that rime became one of the propoſers of rc- 
wards inthat Olympiade which he aſſiſted when he went to Rome ; but alſo gave a yealy \ 
ſtipend to maintain the ſame, left for want ir ſhould be left off. It is not to be cold what debis 
and tributes he remitredgfor he delivered thePhaſzlites and Balancotes,and other rowns ol 
Cllicia, fromthe payment of a yearly tribute: y:t was he not fo liberal cothem as he wou

after he had taken all Syria, took away pritoner with bum. But his own countreymen that —_ 


dwelt beyond Euphrates, in commiſeration redeemed him from thraldome; and had he 
been counſelled by chem, and not come unto Herod, he had nor been killed : but the mar- 
rage of his neece cauſed his death : for, for that cauſe, and eſpecially tor the love of his na- 
tive {oil, he came thither. Thar which moved Hered to kill him was, not for that he tought 
the kingdoe, but becauſe he had righe unto the kingdome. Herod had five children by {0001.0 
Marianme, two daughters, and three ſonnes, The youngeſt was ſent to Rome ro ſtudy, tjaum:, 
D where he died. The ocher ewo he brought up like Princes, both for their mothers nobility 
lake, and for that they were born after he was King, But that which above all other was moſt 
forcible, w3s the love he bare to Mariamme; which from day today cormented him more 
violently, in ſuch ſort, that he left not any part of thoſe griets which this his beſt beloved 
entorced agataſt him, For Mariameme hated him,as much as he loved her: and having a juſt _ 
cauſe and colour of diſcontent, and moreover being emboldned by the love which he bare _ 
her, the every day upbraided him,with chat which he had done unto Hircanys her uncle, and vraiderh He- 
unto ber brother Ariſtobulws. For Herod ſpared him not, although he was a child ,, but after 10d ih Hu 
he had made him High Prieſt in the ſeventeenth yeer of his age, he preſently put him ro —_— 
death, aiter he had ſo honoured him : who when he came to the altar clothed 1n ſacred attre 
g upon a feltiv2ll day, all the people wept : and che ſame night was he ſent ro Jericho, and 
drowned in a lake by the Galatians, who had received commiſhon to perform the murther. —_—_— 
Theſe things did Mariamme daily caſt in Hersds teeth, and upbraided both his mother, and 4 tal cly xc- 
liter, with very ſharp and reproachfull words : yet he (o loved her, that notwithſtanding all cv Ma: - 
this,he held hispeace. Bur the women were ſer on fire : and that they might the rather move *"* 2a 
Herod againſt her, they acculed her of adultery, and of many other things which bare aſhew 
of eruth : objeRing againſt her,thac ſhe had ſent her porcraiture into Egypt unto Antoniss ; 
and that through immoderate luſt ſhe did what ſhe could to make her (elf known unto 
_ who doted upon womens love, and was of ſufficient power to do what wrong he 
piealed, 

Hereat Herod was ſore moved, eſpecially for that he was jealous of her whom he loved, jec.4 5 owuly 
bethinking himſelt upon the cruelty of Cleopatra, for whoſe ſake King Lyſanies, and Mals- chargeih J»- 
cus King of Arabia were put todeath; and row he meaſured not the danger by the loſle of an _ 
his wite, but by his own death which he feared : For which cauſe being drawn by his affairs 
into the countrey, he gave (ecret commandment unto Foſeph, his ſiſter Salomes husband 
(whom he knew to be truſty, and one who for affinity was his well-willer ) to kill his wite PE SY 
Martanme,it iO be Antonius (ſhould have kilied him.

And they being now marriageable, one of them married the daughrer of their aunt Salome, 
GY. who accuſed their mother;the other married the daughter of Archelaxs King of Cappadocia, 
And now to their hatred was there joyned a liberty to ſpeak more freely againſt them, aud 
by this occaſion of their boldneſle many were animated to calumniate them - ſo that ſome 
Herods dcbare 41d openly tell the king,that both his ſonnes ſonght to work treaſon againſt him, and thir 
withthoſc ſons the one of them prepared an army to help the other, to revenge the death of their mother . 
—_— M2- and th the other (to wit, he that was ſonne in law to Archelans)purpoſed to flie,and accuſe 
Anc.1.16.c.4. Herod before Ceſar. Herod giving eare unto thole calumniations, ſent for Antipater whom he | 
had by Doris, to the end he might defend him againſt his two ſonnes, and ſought to advance 
him above them. Bur they thought this alteration intollerable ; ſeeing one, whoſe mother 
was but a private woman, (0 preferred : and they moved with their own noblenefſle of birth, 
could not contain their indignation, but upon every occaſion ſhewed themſelves offended, 
yet were they every day lefle accounted of. As for Atipater,he wrought kimſelfinto favour: 
: tor he knew how to flatter his tather, and raiſed many {landers on his two brethren, partly

brothers — matter, till that at laſt he put his brethren our of all hope of having the kingdome. For he

he wrought his mother into Mariammes ſtead ; and with fAlatteris and calumniations ſo mo- 
ved the King, that he began to deliberate about the putting to death of his ſonnes, For 
+ <p" oder which caule, he conducted his ſonne Alexander with him to Rome, and accuſed him betore 
'betere Cxtar, Geſar, that he had given him poyſon. Burt he with much ado, having obtained liberty co 
plead his own cauſe, and that before an unskilful Judge, yet more wile then Herod or Anti- 
pater, he modeſtly held his peace in all things that his father had offended in : and firſt of all 
of A he purged his brother trom danger of that crime, and taking the whole matter upon him- 
, lelt, he in very good ſort acquitted himſelf thereof. And afterwards he inveighed againſt 
Antipaters \ubtilty, and complained of thoſe injuries, which had been offered him, having x 
beſtde the equity ot-his cauſe, (ufhcient eloquence to acquit himſelf, for he was a vehement 
Orator,and knew well how to perſwade. Laſt of all, he objected that his father having a de- 
- > can lire to put both him,and his brother to death, had laid an accuſation upon him ; whereat the

tim to Herod with an addition, ſo that when Alexander (pake any thing ſimply, meaning nv 
harm, it was preſently interpreted in the worſt ſenſe poſſible : and if he chanced at any 
tme to ſpeak treely of any matter, preſently it was made a great thing, Amntipater ſuborned 
men to ſet him on, that ſohis lies might be ſhadowed with colour of truth ; and that if he

Would maliciouſly invent ralesto tell, whileſt there was any one that would give them the | 
ther Herod, hearing and believing thereof For they knew that Sa/ome was their enermy,andPherores their 
uncle,and both of them bare crucl minds, and were hard-hearted ; and eſpecially Pher0rss, 
who was fcllow with his brother of all, ſaving onely the Crown, and had his own revenues 
amounting to an hundred talents a year, & received all fruits of the whole countrey beyond 
Jordao, hich was given him by his brother. Herod alſo had obtained of Ceſar, to make him 
Tetrarch,& had beſtowed upon him a Princeſle for his wife, eſpouſing unto him his wives 
liter, afrer whoſe deceaſe he eſpouſed unto him his eldeſt daughter, and gavehim three 
hundred talents with her for a dowry.

The King had three Eunuches whom he loved dearly, and every one known by their 
offices: tor one of them was his butler; the other was his cook; and the third got him to bed, *lex-nder 
and lay with him ; theſe three Alexander with great gifts overcame. Which the King under- (vpn is 
ſtanding, by torments forced them to confeſſe it, and declared with what promiles they auches, = 
were thereto by Alexander induced, and how he had deceived them ; affirming that there '<!1<b them 
was no truſting to Hered who was a ſhameleſſe old man ; and that he died his hair, ro make "© 4,00 2*ceed 
himſelf ro ſeem young : and that he in deſpite of him would be his Succeſſour , and then he duc. ;

C ours did privily come unto him, Herear Herod was (o terrified, that he durſt not preſently Alczanecc.

divulge their contefions, bur night and day he ſent ſpies to learn what was ſaid or done; 
and whom he ſuipected, them he preſently killed; ſo that his whole Kingdome was full of 
niquiry. For every one as his malice moved him, fained calumniations, and many defirous 
of blood-ſh2d, abuled the Kings wrath as they plealed againſt their enemies, and credir 
was given tO every lie, and no man was ſo ſoon accuſed, bur preſently he was puniſhed ; 
2nd he who preſently before accuſed others, was now accuſed himſelf, and carried ro be 
puniſhed with him whom he accuſed. For the Kings perills ſhortned the timie of triall 
tor their lives, and he became ſo tyrannous, fo that he afforded not a good look unto them 
that were not accuſed, and ſhewed himſelf moſt fierce and violent even to his deareſt 
friends: char he banith2d many out of his kingdome, and railed againſt ſuch as he had no 
power over, Antipater increaſed this miſchiet more and more, and gathering together a es 9a 
creat company ot his triends, he omitted no kind of calumniation. The king kewiſe was iy. 
terrified by che rumours and tales of pick thanks, that he thought alwayes that he ſaw Alex- 
ander before him with a drawn ſword. For which cauſe he ſuddenly rook him and caſt him

and excuſe his faults with fic examples: for he alleadged that his brother atrempred greater 
matters againſt him, whom notwithſtanding for natures cauſe he pardoned: adding that in 
every kingdome as in mighty bodies, alwayes ſome part began to (well, which notwithitand 
ing was nor preſently tobe cut off, but to be cured by eaſe means. 


Archelaus uling many ſpeeches unto Herod to this purpoſe, at laſt quite appeaſed his wrath - 


toward Pheyoras, (till counterteiting himſelt to be angry with Alexander, atfirming that he 
Arche'ars would take his daughter away with him, till ac laſt he torced Herod of his own accord to en- 
g_—_ treat for the young man, requeſting him again tO deſpouſe his daughter unto him, Archelass 
wn accord io Aſter much entreaty anſwered, that he was willing that the King ſhould beſtow his daughter 
be enriexed - ypon any,lave Alexander, tor he greatly eſteemed the lai of afhniry. Herodreplied,that it he 
tor Alexander. 414 not. divorce his daughter from Alexander, he ſhould think that he beſtowed his ſonne 
upon him - for they had no children, and his daughter was dearly loved of the young man ; 
ſo that if he would permit her to ſtay ſtill chere, tor her ſake he would pardon all Alexanders 
offences. Hereto Archelaus with much ado agreed, and ſo was reconciled unto his ſonnein L 
law, and he wnto his father, Yet Herod aftirmed that he muſt needs be ſent to Rome to ſpeak 
with Ceſar, for he had writcen the whole matter unto Ceſar. Thus Archelaus craftily det- 
Herod difmic- Vered his ſonne in law from danger, and after his reconciliation was made, they ſpent the 
ſeth A cl.clzes time in teaſting and mirth. Upon Archelaus departure, Herod gave him ſeventy talents, anda 
. rh '® Throne of pure gold, acorned with precious ſtones, and Eunuchs, and a concubine named 
pelents, Panichis ; and rewarded every one of his triends according to their deſerts. And all the Kings 
Arl.16c.i. kindred by the kings appointment and conſent, beſtowed rich gits upon Arhelaus, and both 
he and all his Nobility accompanied him to Antiochia. 
Not long atter, there came one into Judza farre more ſubtile then Archelays, who both

C Eurycles, counterfeiting himſelt both ro pity them, and to be forrowful for cheir miſ- 
chance, enticed Ariſtobulus to ſpeak the like:and having animated them both ro complain in 
this ſort againſt their father, he preſently went to Antipater, and diſcloſed tohim all their (c- 
crets, forging allo the treachery which choſe two brethren intended againſt him, which was 
co diſpatch him with their ſwords, For this cauſe Amtipater gave him a great ſum of morey, 
and commended him to his father, and being hired to effet the death of Alexander and Ar:- 

flobulus, he himſelf became their accuſer : Whereupon he came to Herod, and told him how 
in regard of thoſe benefits he had received at his hand, he would nuw beſtow his life-vupon 
him, and the light of this world for recompence of his hoſpitality ; affirming that Alexar- 
der had lately ſtrerched out his hand with his {word drawn to kill him, and he oncly was 

D the cauſe tharhe performed ir not, ſtaying his hand, and promiſing him to affiſt him inthe 
matter: adding that A/exender uſed theſe ſpeeches; that Herod was not contented to enjoy 3 

Kingdome which was another mans righr, nor yet as it were to diſmember his kingdome 
atter Marianmes death, but he would alſo leave the kingdome, belorging unto their ance- 
ſtors, Unto a pernicious baſtard, Antipater: and for that cauſe he would revenge Hircanns and 
Mariammes death: And thar it was not convenient to receive the kingdome, from ſuch a 
tather without blood ; and every day he had occaſion given him ſoto do: for he could 
ſpeak nothing wichour calumniation.For it any mention were made at any time of any ones 
Nobility, preſently he was upbraided without cauſe, for his father would preſently ſay, 
There is none noble but Alexander, whoſe fathers baſe birth is a ſhame and diſcredit unto 
E him. And that going a hunting, it he held his peace,his father was offended, if he praiſed, 
thenit was ſaid, he mocked:(o thar in every thing,he found his fathers affection turned from 
him,and that he was onely favourable to Antipater: ſothar he would die with all his hean, 
it he tailed of his purpoſe if he kild him, his father in law Archelaus would work his ſafety, 
ro whoin be mighr eaſily flee. And after, he would goto Ceſar (who as yer knew not He- 
rods manners)for he would not ſtand before him then, as he did before, being terrified be- 
cauſe his farther was preſent, neither would he onely ſpeak of his own wrongs, bur of the 
wrongs of the whole nation, who were oppreſied by exaRions even unto death. And then 
he would lay open in what pleaſure, and after what torr,the money gotten with blood was 
conſumed : and who, . and what kind of men they were, that were thereby enriched ; and 
what was the caulc of the aftli tion of the City : and that there he would bewail the death 
F of his uncle, and his mother, and unfold all Herods wickednefſe: which being once made 
manifeſt unto the world,no man would account him a murtherer of his father. Farycles ha» 
ving falſly reported this of Alexander, fell preſently to praiſe, and extol Antipater, affirming 
that he onely loved his father, and hindred ſuch prafices. OE, 
The king, yet not throughly appeaſcd for that which had paſt, grew into an exceeding ,.cumion of 
agony, and Amtipater once again fuborned other talſe witneſſes againſt him, who 3ffirmed Alexander and 
that they were wont to have ſecret talk with Inc#ndaes and Tyrannius, who ſomerime were "Mates 

Generals ofthe Kings horſmen, who were then diſplaced for ſome offence they had _ to indignation

He likewiſe called Eurycles (who was the bane of his houſe 
and the breeder ofall the miſchief ) author of his ſatety, ,and one who had well deſerved ac 
his hancs, and gave him fifty talents: who, departing from Iudza before mattcrs were 
well known, went to Archelans, and faining that he had reconciled Alexander and Hered 
he received there a piece of money. From thence he wers into Achaia, and ſpent that he 
had evilly gotten,in as bad manner as he got ir. Laſtly, he was accuſcd unto Ceſar, that he 
had cauicd diflenſton in all Achaia,and ſpoiled the Cities : for which cauſe he was baniſh- 
ed. And this was the puniſhment which was inflited upon him for Alexander and Ariſta. 
bulus troubles, 

Iris not amiſlc herein this place, to compare Ewvaratus of Cous, unto this Eurcles : who 
being a deaz friend unto Alexander,and arriving about the ſame time that Awrycies did, being 
put to his cath, {ware that he heard the young men ſay nothing : yet his oath nothing pre- 
vailed nor proficed them poor ſouls, - For Hered would onely hear and give ezr unto accu- 
ſations z andhe highly eiteemed chem that would believe rhem with him, and ſhew them- 
ſelves moved thercat.

Herod varhere Chere gathered an afſembly co ficin judgment ; the chic in that judgment, were the Go- 
eh a councel yernours that Ceſ«7 in his letters appointed. Sa!urninas and Pedanius Embaſſadours, & with 
apaint 21x rhem Folamnins, rocurator ;next,thc Kings kindred. and Salome and Pheroras:ard then the 
Aritotuluz, Nobility of Syria, Archelans only excepred, who becauſe he was father in law to his ſon, 
Herod (uipeCted him to be partial, Bur he ſuffered not his ſons tro come into judgment : for 
he knew that the very fight ofchem would have moved all men to compaſſion. And mote- i 
Herod accu- -OVer, it they were pcrmicted to (peak for themſelves,that then Alexander would cafily bave 
mbar acquitted them both : for which cauſe they were kept in Platan,in a Caſtle of Sidonia. The 
eu JE king beginning hisOration, was as vehement, as though they had been preſent againſt whom 
he ſpake:and he was halt afraid co obje@ any treaſon againſt them,for that he had no proot 
thercot:and therefore he proſecuied their opprobrious words, injuries and offences, which 
they had commirted againſt him,the which he affirmed to be more grievous then death. 
Herods ſen- Ar laſt (v-hen no man contradifted him) he began ro lament, as though by overcom- 
rence 3ginſt jnv 1n ſuch ſort, himſelf was alſo overcome, and thereupon requeſted every one to give their 
verdict. And firſt of all Sa#ar»inus condemned his ſons, but not to dye: laying,thar he had

Bern hated of the whole nation : for it was openly knoyn, that he by falſeca- 
lumniations had cauſed his brethrens deaths. And on the other (ide, he ftood in no 
little fear of his brothers childrca,whom he perceived now to begin to crow to years : for 
Alexander had by Glaphyra rwo ſons, Tigranes, and Alexander ; and Ariſtobulus had by B:r- 
aice, daughter to Salome, five children, to wit, three ſons, Herod, CAgripps, and Arij/c- 
balus, 2nd two daughters, Herodias and Mariamme. Herod, atter he bad pur Alexander 00 
death, ſent away Glaphyrs with her dowry into Cappadocia, and married Berwice Ari- . 

F fobu'us his wife unto Antipaters uncle: for Antipatey deviſcd this matchto became friends , . ner 
with Salome, whom he betore-time hated and envied. He alſo by his great gifts ſought tO tr vert by | 
pet Pheroras favour, and the friendſhip of ſuch as were friends unto Ceſe, (cnding to that Fits & viiver 
end great ſums of money unto Rome, He gave Saturnir.us and all the reſt great riches in Sy-,,..,,oe 
ria, But the more he gave, the more he was hated of all men; for every one judged that 
he did not conſume ſuch wealth,for thit he was libecal, but that he laviſbed ic out tur fear, 
ſothar he got nor the love of them, upon whom he beſtowedit; and they to whom he 
Se nothing, were ſo much the more his enemics. Yet he became every day more boun- 
itul, ſecing, againſt his expeRtation, Hered made much of their children, whoſe Parcnts 
lie had flain, Imteading to ſhewfhow much he repented their deaths, by the pity and

mothers uncle was high Prieſt, ſhall marry with her ſiſter. And this is my will and plea- 
this mater, and let no man who loveth me ſeck to alterthis. And I beſeech 
Almight d, for the good of my countrey, and of theſe my nephews, to proſper theſe 
marriages, and co look upon theſe children with a more favourable cye then he didy 
their fachers. Having thus ſpoken, he wept, and joyned the childrens hands, and counc- 
ouſly ſaluting every one, he diſmiſſed the Councel. 7 
Upon this, 4ntrpater was amazed, and all the Orphans well perceived how ſorrowful he 
was. For now hc thought himſelf diſhonoured by his father,and chat his good fortune was 
endangered, ſeeing that Alexanders ſon was like to have both Archelans and Pheroras the 
Tetrarch co affiſt him. Moreover, he conſidered how he was hated, and how the people did 
compaſſionate the children for that they were fatherleſſe ; and afteed them, remembring 
their tathers who were dead,and were terrified at his wickedneſſe. Wherefore he attempt- 
ed all means poſſiblc to break off the marriages, yer he feared to infinuate any thing to his 
facher cunningly, who was now very ſevere, and wary,and miſtruſtful. And therefore went 
openly unto him to make his humble ſute, and requeſt him, that he would not leave him 
without honour, nor deprive him of that dignity, which before-rime he had judged him 
worthy of,giving him onely the bare Title of a King, and leaving the ſubſtance of the king. 
dome in other mens powers. For it would be impoſſible for him to obtain the kingdome, 
if Alexauders (on (befide Archelans his favour) were by marriage made ſon in law unto Phe- 
roras., Wherefore he earneſtly beſought him, that ſceing he had a great many daughters, to 
change the marriages : for the king had nine wives, and by ſeven of them he had children, 
Antipater by Doris, Herod by Mariamme,daughter ofthe high Prieſt, and Antipas,and Arc he- 
lass by Malthace,the Samaritane,and his daughter Olympias, whom his brother Foſeph mar- K 


. ried:and by Cleopatra of Jeruſalem, Herod and Philip ; and by Pallas, Phaſelus: he hadtwo 


other daughters aiſo, Rexane and Salome : one of them by Phedra,and the other by Elpis. He 
had likewiſe two wives, by whom he had no iſſue, his couſtn,and his necce; and beſide theſe 
he had two daughters by Mariamme, fiſters to Alexander and Ariſiobulus, Wherefore Au- 
tipater (eccing his father had ſuch choice of daughters, he requeſted che marriages to bealte- 
rec. 

The king,well perceiving his mind and purpoſe rowards the Orphans, was very angry : 
and calling to remembrance the misfortune of his ſons, whom he had pur to death, he great- 
ly feared, leſt Antipater by ſome falſe accuſations ſhould overthrow them, and ſo with ſharp 
words did drive him off for that time; yer afterward, he ſo flattered Herod, that he gotthe L 
marriages to be altered. And firſt of all, he joyned Ariſtobulus daughter with Antipater him- 
ſelf, and his ſon to Pheroras daughter. Here one may ſee what Antipater could do by flatter- 
ing ſpeeches: for Salem in the like matter could not ſpeed, although ſhe was his ſiſter, and 
procured imany times Fulius Ceſers wite,to ſpeak for her, that ſhe might marry with Sylle- 
us the Arabian : yer was ſhe nor permitted fo to do, But Herod (ware that he would account 
her as an utter enemy,except ſhe would deſiſt from that purpoſe, and afterward againſt her 
wl!-h: marricd her unto one Alex, a friend of his: and one of her daughters to Alexanders 
ſon, and the other tro Anripatersuncle, 

As for Mariammes daughtcts, one of them was marriedto Aptipater,his ſiſters ſon, the 
other unto Phaſelus, his brothers ſon. When Antipater had quite overchrown the hope of 
the Orphans,and joyned affinitie as he thought good, he now held himſelf on a ſure ground: ; 
and adding confidence to his malice, he became intolerable ro all men, And ſceing he coul 
not avoid their hatred, he now ſought by fear to work his own ſafety; & ſo much the more, 
becauſe Phercras now affiſted him,as one that was confirmed, and eſtabliſhed for king. Allo 
the women in the Courr fell at variance, and raiſed a new broil: for Phereres wite w:th het 

mother and her ſiſter, and the mother of TYnripater did uſe themſelves very inſolcntly in 
many things, abufing alſo two of the kings daughters very contumeliouſly; ro which maria 


ſhe was chiefly ſer on by Aptipater, who hated them, having the others ar his pm 


cm, 
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A onely Salome hindred rheir azreement : who went unto the King. and told him that their NG 
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meetings were not for his profit. 
The women underſtanding how ſhe had informed the King,2nd that Herod was of: nded 
therezr, they came no more together openly, and ab{tained trom their wonted tamiliariy, 


and in che Kings hearing, fained themſelves to fall cut one with 2nother; Antipater allo mace CPAs 


the ſame ſhew, ſo that he ſtuck not openly to offend Pheroras : nutwithſtanding, they had 
meetings & banquets 1n the night, anc the unity was the more confirmed becauſe the y per- 
ceived themſelves to be noted, for Salome knew all this,and told it to the King. The King 
was Vcry angry, and eſpecially againſt Pheyoras wite, whom chicfly Salome blamed : and 
having called cogerher his kinred and friends, he laid many accuſations aeainſt her betore 
them;and told them how contumeliouſly ſhe had behaved her (lf roward h; 2wohrer, & 
that ſhe hired thePhariſees againſt him, and that by her poyſon, ſhe had made dues t11s 
enemy. And turning himſclt unto Pheroras, he aſked him whether he had rather have him 
for his brother, or have his wite. And he anſwering,that he had rather die then loſe his wife, 
Herod doubtful what to do;turned him to Amtipater,and commanced him never totalk with 
Pheroras,nor his wite, nor any one belonging to them> afcer that time, Bur he obeyed his 
fathers command openly in ſhew, but ſecretly lay in their houſe : and tcaring that S«/ome 
ſhould perceive it, he by his friends in Italy cauſed himſelt tro make a voyage to Rome, by 
letters brought ro Herod, wherein it was commanded, that ſhortly alter the receir thereot, 
Antipater ſhould be ſent to Rome unto Ceſar, Wheretore Herod uſing no dclay,fent him pre- 
ſengly, furniſhing him with all things neceflary;and a great ſum of money ; giving him like- 
wiſe his [at Will and Teſtament tcocarry with him to Ceſar 3; whiercin was written, that 
Antipater (hould be king, and after him Herod, the fon of Mariamme, daughter ofthe bi h 
Prieſt. Bur Sy/L2us the Arabian, negleing Ceſars commandement,at the {ametime ſaylec 19 
Rome, there to contend with Amtipater, abuurt m.tters which were before in controvelic 
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berween him and N:cholaus, He had alfo a great contention with Aretas his King, whote 
friends he had f11in,and alſo Sehemys, the moſt potent in all the town of Petra : and ſceinr 
Fabatus, Ceſars Procurator, he uſed hs favour alſo againſt Herod. But Herod giving Fabatrs 
2great ſum of money, alienated him from Syllaus, and by this means diſpatched tha; which 
Ceſar commanded : and becauſe Fabatus reſtored nothing to hm, he accuſed him that he 
was Procurator,not for Ceſar ,but tor Herod: wherewich Faba:us was moved ; and being 2s

waies brought up in the Kings Court, yet was he born in Arabia, W herefore he preſemily 
rook him,and two otherArabians that were found wich him,;onc of them wasSyllens triend 
and the other, Phylarchus: who upon their examination, contefled that Corinthus, tor a great 
ſum of money was hircd to kill the King. After this they were {ent to Satunivs, Governout

For they were often 
wont to ſay,:hat Herod having killed Alexander and Ariſtebulss,now he would cometothem 
and their wives : andthar it was unlike that he would ſpare any one, who ſpared not Mars 
amme and her ſons: and therefore it was beſt to flee as tarre as it was poſſible from ſuch x 
b:aſt. And that Antipater was wont often to complainunto his mother,that now he grew 
gray-haired, and his tacher waxed young and luſty ; and that it might fo chance, that he 


ſhould never live to be king ; or if ever his farher died, he ſhould enjoy the pleaſure of the 
kinzdome but a ſhort time. And moreover, the heads of Hyara,that is to ſay, Alexanders, and 
Ariſtobulus ſons, began to ſpring up again - and that his father had injuriouſly cur off all hop: 
from his ſons, +ppointing none of them ro ſucceed/him, but the ſon of Mariamme : wherun 
he was perſwaded that he doated, if (o be he chought his will ſhould be of force, for he 
would take ſuch an order, that he would have none of all his progeny alive, and that He- 
ro4 was the yieateſt hater of his ſons of any father in che world : and was not therewithal| 
contented, bur he alſo hated his own brethren. Furthermore, that he not long ago gave 
him an hundred talents,that he ſhould have no conference with Pheroras:and when Pheraras 
asked whercin they hurt him, Antipater anſwered, I would to God that he would take away 
all men elſe, and leave onely us two naked, ſo that he would grant us life ; but quoth he, itis 
impoſſible ro eſcape this dangerous beaſt, who will nor ſuffer men openly to ſhew fricnd- 
ſh pro one another. Laſtly, though we now ſecretly meer, yer if we bear the hearts and , 
hands of men,the rime will be when we may talk and mect open'y. The maids in torments

Rome, bare him ſo much good will as to give him intelligence what troubles were in che

yet when he came to Cilicia, and there received his fathers letters, which before we menci- 
oned, he then made great haſte homeward : yet when he came to Celenderis, he began 
earneſtly to think upon his mothers miſhap, his mind as it were, preſaging ſome ſiniſter for. 
rune, And the wiſerſort of his friends about him, councelled him not to go to his tather, 
till ſach time as he were certain for what cauſe his mother was baniſhed and divorced, For 
it was to be feared, that he ſhould be accuſed alſo of the ſame that was laid to his mothers H 
charge : butthe unwiler ſort being more defirous to ſee their commtrey, then to bethink 
themiclves what was expedient for Antipater, admoniſhed him to make haſte, leſt that his 
long delay ſhould breed any ſuſpicion in hus tacher, and leſt chereby he ſhould give occation 
anto malignant people to raiſe up ſlanders. For ( ſaid they ) it any thing had paſſed againſt 
you, it was in your abſence, and were you in prelence, no man durſt do nor ipeak againſt 
you; and it were a very unwiſe _ ror uncertain ſuſpicions, ro deprive himſelt of certain 
telicitie, and not toreturn ſpeedily unto his father, and receive the kingdome at his hands, 
who had him in whom onely, his hope was. This counlell ( for fortune would have it fo ) 
Antipater tollowed, and (o arrived in the haven of Czlarea paſſing Sebaſte, where contracie 
to his expectation, he tell into great ſorrow and admiration: for all men eſchewed his com- 
pany, and no man durſt come neer him, For, although that he was alwaies hated of them, | 
Antipater yet then they had libertie to ſhew their hatred, Many abſtained from coming to him tor tear 
yard inCz- ofthe King: and now therumour of thoſe things which Antipater had done was known in 
-, every Cine,and toevery man,onely Antipater himſelf was ignorant thereof. For there was 
never any man brought thither with more majeſtie then he,when he was to (ail co Rome:nor 
never any man more baſely entertained at his return, And now underſtanding of the maſſacre 
at home, he crattily made himſeli ignorant thereof; and notwithſtanding,that he was almoſt 
dead for fear, yet in his countenance he counterfeited confidence. For he could not now 
poſſibly make any eſcape, nor rid himſelfour of thoſe preſent dangers : and yer he heard no 
) certain news of matters at home, nor there: for the King by an Edict had forbidden all aren K 
/ © togive him notice thereof: So that many times he comforted himſelf thus : thar either all 
matters concerning hin were yet ſecret,or if any thing was come to light, that he by policy, 
and impudencte could acquit himſelf thereof; for thefe ewo were his refuge and hope. Being 
thus determined, he went into the Kings Palace alone, without any of his friends and follow- 
ers; which at the very firſt gate were moſt contumelioutly repulſed. And by chance Yarws 
the Ruler of Syria was there within : then he boldly going in to his father, came rieer unto 
| him, as though he would have ſaluted him. But Herod ſtretching forth his hand,and ſhaking 
his head; Cr:ed owt, 0 thou that haſt attempted to murther thy _—_ thog yet preſume u offer 
-— embrace me, who art guiltie of ſo many treacheries ! God confound thee, wicked wretch, and 
entertainmene C097 101 neer me till thou haſt cleared thy ſelf of all thet which is laid againſt thee : for thouſhalt 
at his fathers have juſtice, and Varns ſhall be thy Fudge, who ts by good fortune now here. Go, and premedi- L 
Rang: diate how to acquit thee againſt to morrow, for 1 will give thy ſubtill and craftie brain ſome time 
to do itt, 
 Hereat Antipater was aſtoniſhed with fear, that he was not able to reply any thing, but ſo 
went his way. Prelently,his mother and his wife came unto him,and told him all the proofs 
of trealons againſt him, Then he calling his wits cogether, bethoughc himſelf how to anſwer 
every point, Thenextday the King called an aſſembly of his friends aud kinsfolks, and to 
them admitted Antipaters friends: and he and Yarws fitting in judgement, commanded 
proots to be brought, and witnefles to appear : amongſt whom were certain of Antipaters 
mothers lervants, lately apprehended, who had Letters from her to carry unto him, tothis 
Antiparer 's Eftect: Foraſmuch as all thoſe things are known unto thy father, beware, that thou recurn M 
Vas,  Notuntohim, before thou haſt obrained ſome Warrane of thy ſafetie from Ceſar, Thele 
and others being brought in, Antipatey alſo came in with them, and profſtrating himſelf be- 
fore his fathers feet, he ſaid, I beſeech thee O father, bear no prejudicate opinion againſt 
me, and lend me an open ear, whileſt I purge my ſelf: tor it thou pleaſe to give me leave, I 
will prove my (elf guitleſſe.

« he who had prepared poy(on for his father, would much leſle ſpare his brethren, And then 
« coming to the proof of his pretence to poyſon his father, he declared in order all evidences 
« thereot, aggravating his offence by Pheyoras;as though Antipater allo were the cauſe, why 
« he purpoſed to murther his brother; and how he had corrupted the Kings deareſt triengs, 
«1nd fo filled the whole Court wich wickedneſle. And when he had accuſed him of 
« many other things,and brought proof thereof, he ended his ſpeech. 

Then Yarus when he had commanded Aztipater to make anſwer unto thoſe things, and 
chat he ſaid nothing more,then God is a witneſſe of my innocency, he called for the poyſon, 
and gave it to one that was condemned to die, who having drunk thereof, preſently died, 
Then Yarus talked ſecretly with Herod, and what was done there in that Councell he wrote 
unto Ceſar.Yet notwithſtanding when Herod had ſent Antipater to priſon, he ſent meſſengers 
unto Ceſar,to ſhew him his hard fortune and calamitie. After this it was proved that Antipa- 
ter wrought treaſon againſt Salome. For one of Antiphilus ſervants came from Rotne, and 
brought letters in the name of Acme, who was one of Fulia her maids, which ſhe writ unto 
the King,telling him thar ſhe found a letter of Salomes amongſtFulias letters;and (o for good 
will the had ſent it him:and the letters which ſhe affirmed to be Salomes,contained many bic- 
ter invecives againſt Herod,and many accuſations. But theſe letters were written and fained 
by Antipater,who for money had perſwaded Acme ſo todo, as we have ſaid : for thelerter 
which ſhe writ to Axtipater evidently (hewed it to be ſo; for the wrote as followeth: 

I have written unto thy father as you requeſted me, and ſent alſo other letters : and I aſue my 
ſelf he will not ſpare his ſiſter if he do but read the letters;and you may do well, ſeeing I have perfor- 
med all pe requeſts,that now you would be mindful of your promiſe, This letter againſt Salome and 
others,being tound to be counterfeited, the King began to doubt that Alexander was made 
away by ſuch counterteited letters ; and he was very angry that he had almoſt put his ſiſter |, 
to death, through Antipaters device, Wherefore he nolonger delayed to puniſh him for all, 
yet he was hindred by a great {icknefle from accomplithing his purpoſe. He alſo ſent letters 
unto Ceſar concerning Acme the maid, and Salomes falſe accuſation, and changed his Teſts 
ment, and blotted out the name of Antipater,and in his room wrote Antipas, leaving out Ar- 
chelaus and Philippus,who were the elder brethren,becauſe Antipater had accuſed them. And 
he dequeathed unto Ceſar a thouſand talents, beſide many other rich gifts : and to his wife 
and children, and kindred,and libertines,abour five hundreth,and gave every one a great gift, 
either in ground or money,and honoured his fiſter Sa/ome with moſt rich gifts, And thus he 
corrected his Wll.

Bur 
Simon though he fled into a ſtreight valley, yer heovertook him, and cur him overthwarr 
theneck, and (o he fell dowe, In like manner other of the Kings Palaces neer Jordan by 
Bethara were burned, by a multicude of others gathered together in bands from beyond the 
river. At chis time a ſhepherd named, Athrongews preſumed to nſurp the Crown : he was 
thereunco induced by the courage he bare,and the diſdain of death. With this reſolution he Athrongavs 
2rmed his foure brethren, and every one of them had a company armed, and they were as ?*Patt, 
c his Captains and Champions to make incurſions - and he like a King medled onely with kingdom. 
oreat affairs, and then he put a Crown upon his head; and thus hecontinued a long time 
waſting the Countrey, and killing eſpecially che Romanes, and alſo the Kings ſouldiers ; 
ſo that none of the Jews elcaped it they were in hppe to gain by chem, They alſo preſumed 
to meet a company of tne Romanes at Ammaus, who carried Corn and Armour unto the le- 
g10n,where they killed with darts one Arius a Centurion, and fourtie of the moſt valiane 
amongſt chem: and che reſt, being in like danger, through the help of Gretss with the ſoul- 
ciers of Sebaſte eſcaped. When they had done many things in this manner againſt the inha- Thc cad an 
bitants and ſtcangers, at laſt three of them were taken: the eldeſt by Archelaus, and the tio itlue of the 
other who were eldeſt atter him,ftell into the hands of Gratus and Prolomems ; and the fourth ***< 
yielded himſelf unto Archelaus upon compoſrion : And thus ar laſt chey came to their end.

villed the Kings forces and the Nobles to meet him. Moreover, as he paſſed by Berytum, Þ< Roman

| for the hatred he bare to Herod, was come with a great number of horſemen and footmen, 
Aſſoon as the hoſt was aſſembled, Yarws incontinently directed part of his Army into Glli- 
leeadjoyning thereto, and appointed a friend of his theſonne of Caius for their Governour, 
who preſently put themall co fl She againſt whom he was ſent ; and having taken che Caſtle 
of Sephoris, he fired it,and made the inhabitants thereof bond-ſlaves. Yarxs with the reſt 
otthe Army weat into Samaria,and took it; yet he did the City no harm, becauſe be found y,,., «xc 
that amiddeſt ail thoſe tumults they had been quier. When he had pitched his Tents at 2 divzrs C tics, 
| Village called Aun,which was in che Poſſeſſion of Prolomeus,the Arabians ſacked it, for they Cfnad — 
hated them who loved Herod. From thence they went to Sappho, another ſtrong borongh, ; 
F which they in like manner ſacked and deſtroyed, with all the fruits, and revenewes they 
found there, All which was filled with the ſlaughter and fires which the Arabians made, 
there was no end nor hinderance of their avarice. Allo Yarus commanded Ammans to be 3 
durned,being angry for the death of Ariss,and the reſt that were {lain there : and the inha- Varus com: 
dicants thereof were ſcattered, every one by flight ſeeking to ſave himſclf. From thence wt rem inme3 
be went to Jeruſalem, and at the fight of him the Jews fled and ſcattered themſelves, ſome and with bis 
here, ſome there, all abour the Countrey - they that remained in che Citie excuſed 977 rriience 
themſelves, that they were not conſenting to that tumult, bur chat for the celebratioo tcws. =

And underſtanding that in Idumza there yet remained ten thouſand of armed men, he 
preſently ſent the Arabians home, becauſe he perceived that they did nor warre as thoſe | 

that came to help him, bur as they themſelves pleaſed, waſting the countrey againſt his will - 

and ſo accompanied with his own Army, he haſtned againſt the enemies, Lut they withour 

any fight, chrough Achiab counſel, yielded themſelves to Yarus, And he pardoned the 

Varus mercy Common ſouldiers, and ſent the Captains to Ceſar to anſwer the matter. Who pardoning 

_ bounty moſt of chem, yet puniſhed ſome that were the Kings kinſmen, (for ſome of them were akin 

come 1au- to Herod) becauſe _ altogether rebelled againſt their King.

CHAP. III. | | 
How the Fews had an Ethnarcha conſtituted over them. 


Ow Archelaus had a new procels at Rome againſt the Jews, who betore the ſedition 
N with the leave of Yar#s, were gone to Rome to crave the |ibertie of their countrey, 
vernour. Theſe who came as Embaſſadours in their countreys behalf, were fiftte in numver, 
= #0 yaa and they were afſiſted by more then eight thouſand Jews that lived at Rome, Waeretore 
queſtien, = Ceſar called a Councel of the Nobilitie of Rome in the Temple of Apollo, which was icituate 
upon mount Palatine, and joyned to Ceſars private Palace, which was moſt ſumpruouſly 
adorned : and the multitude ot the Jewes appeared with the Legats againſt Archelaus, and y 
his friend.” Archelans kindred neither came with him,nor with the reſt of the Jews: with him 
they would not joyn, for envie; and with the Jewes they durſt nor, for ſhame. Amongſt 
them alſo was Phil;p the brother of Archelaus, whom Yarns lent in courteous manner to 
aſſiſt his brother ; or it chat it pleaſed Czſar to divide Herods Kingdome amongſt his chil- 
dren, that then he might have a pare, The adverſaries were commanded to ſheiy what 
Herod had committed contrary to the Laws + Firſt of all they anſwered, that they found 
him not a King, but the moſt cruel Tyrant that ever was,and that he murthered many ; and 
thoſe whom he lett alive endured ſuch miſery,as they thought themſelves tar unhappier then 
choſe that were ſo butchered, © tor (ſaid they ) he was not onely contented corcar his 
«ſubjects bodies with torments, but alſodetacing and ruinating the cities of his own countrey L 
Cnr 906-""o adomed and reedified the ciries of ſtrangers : and- permitted forrainers to maſſacre the 
Jews, pain © JEWS Without revenge, And in'ſtead of their ancient and wonted happinels, and their Jaws

For he 

was ſolike unto Alexander,that they that had ſeen Alexaxder,and knew him well, would have 

ſworn he had been Alexander. Wherefore all the Jews at Rome deſired to ſee him, fo that an 

infinite multitude followed him whitherſoever he went in the ſtreets, and they ſo doted up- 

on him, that they carried him in a horſelitter, and ac their own proper coſt and charges pre-

Bat Ceſar well remembred Alexanders viſage (for Herod accuſed him before him) and al- _ FC 

x "tough before he ſaw him, he judged that it was ſome that preſumed becauſe of his likeneſſe ,; —— 

unto Alexander, to ſay that he was the ſame, yer he made as though he believed all, and ſent young man; 

one Celadys; who knew Alexander well, ro will this young man to come unto him, Who no

They have nor one certain city, but are in many cities - and it any of their ſect 
come unto them from another place, they give him any thing they have, as it he himtelt 
were owner thereof. And in briet, they go boldly in to thoſe, whom they never in cheir 
lives did ſee before, as though they were very familiarly acquainted wich chem: and there- 
fore when they take a journey they onely arme themſelves againſt theeves, and carry no- 
ching with them elle. In every city there 1; one of them appointed, whole office is to have a 
care of the gueſts, and ſee that they neither want cloathes nor any thing elle neceſſary for 
chem. All children under [gi tan brought up by them, go apparalled alike, and they 
never change their apparell nor ſhoes, except they have clean worn their firſt manner 
or that by reaſon of leng wearing they will do no more ſervice, They among themtelves 
neicher buy nor ſell: bur every man that hath any thing that another wanteth, giverh him ir, 
and taketh that of him which himſelf needeth - yer every one of them may take any thing 
he hath need of trom whom he pleaſeth, without ante change. Above all, cowards God they 
xe very religious : for before the ſun riſe they have no prophane calk, but they make certain 
yvowes and praiers atter the cuſtome of their Countrie, as it were praying that ic may riſe 
upon them. After this, every one 1s diſmiſſed to age the art he knoweth: and when 
every one hath diligently Jaboured till five of the clock, they all gather themlſe:ves rogether 
ag4n, and being covered with linen clothes, ſo they waſh their bodies with cold water : and 
having thus purged themſelves, they have a ſecret aflemb'y, unto the which no man that is

- work till evening, Thus done, they do as before, cauſing their gueſts co ſup with chem, it 
by tortune any come. Their houſe is never troubled with cries or tumults, for every one 1s 
appointed to ipeak in his turn : ſo that they who are without che koale, eſteem their filence 
as (ome ſacred miſtery. The cauſe hereof 1s their continual ſobriety, and that every one is 
limited how much he ſhould ear or drink. Andalthongh that in all ocher matters they are, 
ruled by their Governour, yer in theſe tivo, to wit, compaſſioaating and helping, they may compaſſion 
do aS they think good : tor every one may when he pleaſeth, help thoſe whom he thinkech aod bet ng 
deſerve help: and when chey pleaſe, give meat to them chat are in need. Yet may not they f.*4.uite. a 
give any thing to their kindred without the leave of their Governour. Thete men give not aberhings 
place to anger, bur refrain from wrath, keep their promiſe, and maintain peace, and ac- an eg 
count every word they ſpeak of more force, then if they had bound it with an oath; and they ,7, nour, : 
ſhun oathes worſe then perjury: for they eſteem him coademned tor a liar, who is not be- The Eileans 
leved without he call God to witnefle, They ſtudy diligently ancient Writers, chiefly ga- ***%* 
thering out of their writings, what is moſt convenient tor the ſoul and the body, Our of 
them they learn remedies tor diſeaſes, and medicinable hearbs, and what is the proper effect 
ot every ſtone.

And with thele oathes they tgy,and as It were arme 
thoſe who enter into their orcer, Thoſe of their congregation, vg candemned 
they chruſt out of their company : 2nd whoſoever is {o puniſhed, tor the moſt part dieth a mi- 
ſerable death , for having once taken his oath, it is not Jawtul tor him to take meat of any 
ſtranger;(o that feeding on grafle like beaſts, ar laſt he periſherh through famine. For which H 
cauſe oftentimes they moved with compaſhion, receive many into thetr order again, eyen 
ready by famine to yield up the ghoſt ; judging them to have endured penance enough for 
their offences, who with tamine were almoſt brought unto deaths door, They are very (e- 
vere, and juſt in their judgement ; and to decide any matter, there 1s never tewer of them 
then 2 hundreth, and that which by them is agreed upon, 1s an irrevocable ſentence.

c T this time ſome of the chiefeſt rebels aſſembled rogether,ſaddenly to aſſault a Ca- 
A ſtle called Maſſaia, which at unawares they took, and killed all the Romanes, and The jewe, re- 
in their places pur a guard of their own companie, In the Temple alſo, Elcazar, tule Czlars (a- 
ſonne of the high Prieſt Ananiaes, a bold and deſperate young man, Captain of the —_ _ _ 
ſouldiers , perſwaded them who offered ſacrifices, not co offer any, but thoſe that were thc Komaacs, 
given by the Jewes. And this was the ground and cauſe of the wars that enſued, For 
they rejected Ceſars (acrifices, that were wont to be offered for the good of the Romanes. 
And although the high Prieſts and people of account requeſted them not to omit thar ets 
ſtome of ſacrificing tor their Kings and Governours, yet they refuſed ſo ro do, truſting 
greatly to their faction, all the ſtrength of the Citie that deſired alteration, were of their 
D nunds, and eſpecially Eleazar, who at that time was General as is before ſaid. Where- 
fore all the Potencates, high Prieſts, and chiefeſt of the Phariſees aſſembled themſelves ; and 
perceiving into how great dangers thoſe rebells brought the Citie, they determined to make 
trial of che courage of the ſeditious people : wherefore they aſſembled them together be- 
fore the kgazen gate, which wasin the inner part of the Tewple toward the Eaſt, And® 
firſt of all, they greatly complained of their raſh and unadviſed rebellion, and that they * 
ſought to ſtirre up ſo great warres againſt their countrie, inveighing againſt the cauſe that" 
moyed them thereto, as being withour reaſon : telling them that their anceſtors tor the moſt 
part adorned the Temple with the gifts of Gentiles, never refuſing the _— ot © 
ſtraggers ; and not onely not to have refuſed their offerings ( for that were an impious taR)*®* 
but alſo placed in the Temple the gift that they ſear, which were yet to be ſeen, And that” 
now onely to provoke the Romanes to war, and denounce it againſt them, they began to® 
acer Religion : and beſides other dangers alſo, to make the Citic ſeeme guilty of impierie z**

Now when Eleaer his followers ſet upon Manahemus, the p:ople did al- bw in «he 
ſochrow ſtones at him,and ſo ſtoned him, hoping that by his ceath the ſedicion world be **P6 
extinguiſhed. The guard of Marahemws at fi: ſt made ſome reſiſtance; but when they per- 
ceived the whole multicude againſt them, every one ſhifted for himſelf as he could, 8 choſe 
that were taken were pur co death, and they chat eſcap:d were afterward ſoug hs for : onely 
a few of them fled to Maſſada, amongſt whom was Ele Far ,the ſon of 141145, rhe ſon of Ma- 
nahemns kinſman, and afterward in Maſſada became a tyrant.

The people with many intreaties beſought them to let the Romanes alone, whom they x4, remens 
did beſicge, buc chey were ſo much the more carneſt againſt chem:till they being no longer unable any 
able to make rcfiſtance, with the conſent of Merilivs their Captain, and ſome other of more aand yh 
E wthoricy, ſent unto EleaZr, requeſting himto give them licence to depart with their lives, chemlelves, 
and [cave their munition cothe Jews, Who accepting their petition,ſent unto them Gorios, 
the ſon of Nicodemus,and Ananias the Saducee,and Fudas, the ſon of Fenathas, to confirme 
the promiſe of their lives. Winch done, Merilizs led away the ſouldiers : and whileſt the 
Romans had their weapons, none of the rebels durſt attempt any of their treachcry againſt 
them: but as ſoon as every one according to covenant laid down their ſhields and ſwords, 
and ſo depanted miſtruſting nothing, Eleazers guard ſet upon them,and kild them, who nei- 
ther made reſiſtance, nor any entreaty for their lives, onely putting chem in mind of their The Ponune | 
promiſe and oath.

T the ſame hour on the ſelf-{ame day, it hapned, as it were by Gods providence 
A the inhabitants of Czſarca did maſſacre the Jews that dwelc among them , ſo 
chat at one time above 20400. were{lain, and not one Jew left alive in all Czfarea. 
For thoſe that eſcaped, Flerus rook, and broughtthem forth bound ynto the people. AF. 
cer this maſſacre done at Czſarea, the whole nation of the Jews waxed mad : and dividing 
+4, themſelves into companies, they waſted and deſtroyed in ſhort time all the borders of Sy- 
arr & burn Ti2, and the Cities there about, co wit, Philadelphia and Gebonitis, Geraſa, Pella and Scy- 
che cxies of ghopolis,and thenthey made incurſion into Gadara, Hippon and Gaulanitis, pulling down 
"_ ſome places,and firing otherſome. And from thence they marched towards Cedala, a city 
of the Tyrians, and Pcolemais, Gaba and Czlarea : and neither Sebaſte, neither Aſcalon 
could r<fiſt them, bur chey alſo were conſumed with fire. Likewiſe they deſtroyed Anthe- 
don,with Gaza, and moſt places adjoyning totheſe cities were ſacked, to wit,the ficlds and 
villages,and a mighty l-ughter was made of them that were taken in theſe places. The Sy- 
rians made as great maſlacre of the Jews as this among them: for all che lews inhabiting a- 
mong them were murchered, nat oncly for an old grudge, but alſo for the avoiding ot im- 
minent danger. And all Syria was troubled in moſt grievous manner, and cvery city was 
divided into two parts,znd either parts ſafety conſiſted in this, to prevent the otherin mur- | 
chering chem firſt : che daycs were ſpent in bloodſhed, and the nights in fear, worſe then 
death ic (elf. For though chey onely pretended to deſtroy the Iews, yet were they drawn to 
ſuſpeR other nations,rhat followed the Tews religion;and becauſe they were as it were neu- 
rers,the Syrians thought it not goodto deſtroy them:and again, for their agreeing in religi- 
on with the Iews, they were conſirained to hold them as enemies. Many of the conmrary 
part, who before ſecrmed modeſt, were now through avarice incited ro meddle in this mur- 
41 Syria fot FRET; for every one took the goods of them,that were (lain, and carried them to other pla- 
«t miſerable CES AS CONquerers. And he was moſt renowned, that had ſtollen moſt, as having alſo kild 
co|amiics. moſt. There might you fee in every part of the City the dead bodies of all ages unburied, 
old men and children, and, women lying in moſt ſhameful manner, their ſecret parts being 
uncovered.

Alſo all other Cujes, who cither te.rcd or hated the Jews, roſe up againſt ** _ 
them. Onely they of Antiochia, Sidonia, and Apamia, ſpared them chat dwelt with 
them, and neither &ild nor impriſoned any of them : perhaps chey ſtood in no fear of them 
if they ſhould have riſen, becauſe their Ciry was ſo populas : yer I think they ſpared 
them onely for pity ſake, becauſe they ſaw they were quier,and not ſeditious. The inhabi- 
tants alſo of Geraſa did no harm at alto the Iews amongſt them : but when they deſired 
to depart, they conduRted them ſafely tothe end of their borders. In the kingdom alſo of 
Agrippa, much cruelty was ſhewed againſt the Jews: for he being gone to Ceſtrus Gallus at 
Antiochia, letr che rule of his countrey to one of his friends,named Yerss, kiaſmanto king 
Sohemws , andthere came unto him-70. of the chief Nobility of the countrey Butanza, xe- 
queſting a garrifon,to reprefſe thoſe that ſhould atrempt rebellion amongſt them. Yerssfent yarus til 50, 
certain of the kings ſouldiers armed,and kild chem all as they were coming to him. Bur he !ew*in heir 
did this impicty withour Agrippa his conſent, onely for avarice : and as it were emboldned P07 
by this fat, he rninared the whole Realme, ſtill continuing ſuch cruelty and impiety againſt 
D his nation,rall fuch time as Agrippe underſtoodthereot, who, for Sehemmns ſake, durſt not put 
him ro'dearh, bur difpoſſe fled him of his place. In the mean while the Rebels cook the tort 
called Cyprus, which is ſcituate above Jcricho,and atrer they had kild che gartiſon,they de- 
ſtroyed the fortreſſe, Ar the ſame time a-tumule of tie Jews laid ſieve before the Caſtle of The Romines 
Muberon,and perſwaded the ſouldiers left in garriſon, to yeed the caſtle: who, fearing that y<*14 up uber 
if chey denicd they ſhould be compelled . hereto, dclivered it unco them; upon-condition, on _ 
that they might quictly depart, aad they of Macherunt placed a ſtrong guard within it. lews.

: T Citizens of Alexandria had al waies a quarrel againſt the Jews that lived with 


them, f1uce the time that famous Alexexder uſed their help againſt ihe Egyptians, 

and thercfore permitted chem to inhabit in Alexandria, and to have the lame pri- 
viledges that the reſt of the Citizens had. And this honour was allo continued with them 
unto the-time of the ſucceſſours, and heirs of Alexander : who alſo gave them a certaine 
place inthe City ro dwell in,that there they might live more commodiouſly, The Gentiles 
having nothing to do among them, ;permitted them alſo to call themſclves Macedonians. 
And afterward, when Egypt was brought under the rule of the Romans, neicher Ceſar, 
nor any oneelfe, did diminiſhthe Jews dignity in that place, which Alexander had given 

x them. So chat now there were daily canflidts berweenthem and the Greeks : and although 
the Indges on both parts ſtill puniſht them that were in fault, yerthe ſedition more and 
more increaſed : and when all Cities clſe were filled with troubles, there the tumulc was 
more vehement. For when the Alcxandrians had called together the people to derer- 
mine of an Embaſſge to Ners, certain Jews mingled themſelves amongſt the Greeks, and Sector in 
ſo wentineo Ampnitheater: who.beingeſpied bycheir adverſaries, the Greeks cryed out, yecueen th;

I-{cph ceacb- eſpecially he exerciſed them in fears of arms, imitating in particular the order of the Ro- 
pm _ manes; often telling them that chey were to fight with men, who for ſtrength of body and 
would obey in COUFAgE paſſed all nations of the world, Alſo hetold them that hereby he ſhould perceive 
the wars. whether they would beobedient in war,if now they abſtained from ſuch things as wereuſu- 
al to ſouldiers,to wit,robbing and ſpoiling their country men, and crafty and deceirfal dea- 
ling;nor think the ſpoil of choſe with whom they converſed,to be their own gain : for thoſe 
wars had alwaics beſt ſucceſſe, where the ſouldiers carried good conſciences ; and they that 
were bad, ſhould not onely have men,but God alſo for their enemy.

murtherer ur-- Treacher,who by vile means was now become the richeſt man in that coun- 


— tap * trey,being before very poor ; whereby for a while he was bindred from purting his villa- 
of ' nies inpraQtice : who could lye at his pleaſure,andeaſily give credit unto lies, who thought 
deceit to bea vertue, which he uſed even rowards his deareſt friends , and a great coun- 

terfeiter of humanity : yet for the hope of gain became a cruel murtherer. He alwayes aim- 

ed at high matters, with an aſpiring mind, and at firſt nouriſhed his hope with ſmill villa- 

nies. For firſt he was a thief after hisown manner,and lived in woods and ſolitary places; 

at laſt he got him a company of audatious people like to himſclf,ar firſt ſmal,bur afterward 

he greatly increaſed it. He alfo had a great care to chooſe noidle perſons, bur ſuch as were 

Rrong of body, valiant of mind, and skilful in martial affairs : of theſc he gathered foure 

hundred, the moſt of them out of Tyre, and the villages thereabour : and with them he 

waſted all Galilee,and put many in mind of the miſerable wars tocome. This man a long 

time before defied to be Governour of the army: and aſpired to grearer matters, onely thc 

want of money hindred him;and perceiving that Foſeph rook delight in his induſtry ,be pre- 

ſwadcd him toſuffer him to build che wals ofthar place where he was born, which was now 

defolare ; and to accompliſh this, he gathered great ſums of money of the richer ſorr. Then

' pieces of Gold. And for that they could not do this ſecretly, they brought all the whole —«© 
dootie to Foſeph at Tarichea: who —_ them for offering violence unto the Kings ſer- 
vants, commanded the things to be kept at the houſe of Aeneas, who was one ofthe richeſt 
men inthe cown, who (ſhould reſtore them to the owner when time ſerved : wherein think- 
C ing to do himſelf great good, he wrought himſelt much danger. For the thieves being 
ofended that they received no part thereof, and ſeeing that Foſeph would reſtore to Agrippe 
and his ſiſter Bernice that which they had laboured to get, they went round about the vil- 
lages in the night, and (pred this talſe report in every place, that Foſeph was a traitor to his 
countrey, and with the ſame rumour filled the cities thereabour, So that early in the next ,, , , 
mornig, 10000.armed men came againſt Foſeph .

when Ananus & the reſt ſent an army 2gainſt him,he ficd unto his fellow theeves of Maſſydz, 
and there he ſtzyed 1ill Anams, and the reſt of his enemies were ſlain: and then he waſted 
Idumza with the reſt, ſo that the governoors of that place were fain to put agarciſonin 
every village : ſo great was the number of them that were ſlain by theſe theeves. And thus 
ſtood the affairs of the Jews.

Courage alwayes fled into the Cities that Foſeph had fortified, he turned his forces againſt ?** mw FE 

Fotapata, which was the ſtrongeſt of them, thinking ic might eafily be taken by a ſudden i, «Ds 

aſlaulr, and that he thereby ſhould get great glory, and that by taking it great profit mighc 
D enſue,in that the people ſeeing the ſtrongeſt Citie (urprized, they —_ not flie to any again, 

Bat it fell not our as he expected;for the people of Fotapata underſtanding of his coming,met 

him neer the town,and ſuddenly encountring the Romans, being a great multicude and well 

diſpoſed to fight, as thoſe that bare arms for the generall ſatetie of the Countrey, and the 

lives of their wives and children,they put the Romans co flight, wounding many, only ſeven 

being ſlain: tor the Romans in flying, kept their ranks:and being armea round abour, they 

were not dangerouſly wounded, bur the Jews being unarmed , rather truſtec to their Darcs 

and Arrows then to handy blows. There were three Jewes flain, and a few wounded: and

_— W | im Foſeph fed into the city which he made choice of tor his ſafegard, and filled it with . 
. fear. For the people of Tiberias thought he would never have fled,it there had been any hope 
of withſtanding the Romans : wherein they judged not amiſs: for he did foreſee what event 

thoſe wars would have,and that their only (atery conſiſted in changing their rebellious mind. 

He himſelf, though he hoped to obtaia pardon of the Romans, yet had he far morerather 

have died,then to have lived pleaſantly with chem,againſt whom he was ſear,and ſo become 

a traitor unto his countrey committed to his charge. Wheretore,he determined faithfully to 

write all his eſtate, and the eſtate of the countrey unto the Nobility at Jeruſalem, and not co 

extoll the enemies forces roo much,leſt they ſhould ſay he was a coward ; nor yet putting 
them in any comtort,leſt perhaps they now penitent for that they had done, again by his let- 
ters ſhould be incited to go forward in their rebellious conrſe:willing them pr-lently to write 
an an\wer, whether they thought it good toenter the league with the Romans ; or if they 
would make war, then they ſhould (end a ſufficient Army againſt the Romans : and having L

And the tight continued ©" = _ 
ll day even untill night; wherein many Romans were wounded, and onely thirteenflan : 1-44 con nicd 
and of the Jewes there were {ix hundreth wounded,aad ſeventeen flain, The next day alſo a wholc day, 
they met the Romans, and reſiſted chem more ſtoutly then before, taking courage tor zhat aro _ 
they the day before had refiſted them contrary to their expectation : and all the Romanes | 
fought more valiantly,aſhamed as it were of themſelves,in (uffering che. jews to reſiſt them; 
thinking withall chat they themlelves were overcome, if they did not quickly (upprelis their 
enemies, Wherefore the Romans for five dayes together ceaſed not to all wlt the Town, 
and the Jews ſtrongly rebatred them:and now neither the Jeiys feared their enemies, nor the 
Romans were diſmayed with the difficultie ot taking the cown, Jotapara is almoſt ail (cituate 
upon arock, and compaſled about with deep valleyes, which deſcend ſtraight down like a 
wall : ſo that one can ſcarcely (ee the bottome, There is onely accefle untoic on the North 
part, where it is ſeated upon a mountain going overthwart;whichFoſeph incloled with a wall, 

D tothe end it mzght be no paſſage tor the enemies : all the reſt of che City is environed with 

high mouatains, ſorhat it cannot be diſcerned by any betore they be hard at it, And Jora- 
pata was thus ſtrengthened, 


Veſpafian determined both to ſtrive againſt thenature of the place, and hardineſſe of the Velhalion is- 
lews, and therefore called all his Caprains togerher,and conſulted with them to begin a hot tendso begin 
fiege:at laſt they reſolved to rear a mount in chat place where the Citie was eaſieſt to be en- * ©aP bcye- 
tred, He lent his whole Army to provide wood to do it, whocut down the mountains neer 
unto the Towns and great ſtore of wood and ſtone being brought, ſerting hurdles before 
them to bear off the darts and arrows, he began to raiſe a mount; ſo that they received little 
or no harm by darts caſffrom off the walls: others brought carth trom places thereabour,and 
no man was idle, The Lewes caſt continually great ſtones and all kind of darts upon that 
x Which defended chem; which though they pierced not choroww, yet they made a great noiſe 

and terrified the workmen. Which Yeſpaſian ſeeing, cauſed all Engines that did caſt ſtones, 

and darts, which were in number an hundred and chreelcore, to be placed againſt the walls, 

to beat the Tews from thence. And fo they caſt ſtones,and darts,and fire, andarrows in great 
abundance: ſo that they did not onely bear the Iews trom off the walls, but alſo out of the 

reach of their ſhot; for both the Arabian Archers,and thoſe that uſed ſlings and darts, and all 

the Engines continually played upon them. For all this the Tewes reſted not, buc running out Thelews breai 
in companies as thieves, they tooke away that which detended the workmen, and then aſ- vr and bear | 
laulted them having no defence : and when they had beaten them away, deſtroyed and fired _ ra 

F all that the Romans had wrought for their own defence and ſateguard.

With which they were not contented, thinking it as good to want alrogether,as to have ir m 
that maner;and now they began to faint,as though rhey had ſuffered extreme drought The 
Romanes perceiving this,being upon a high hill, over againſt the place whither all the Jews 
came together to receive water, they with their ſhot killed many that came thither, inſo- 
much that Yeſpſian hoped that within ſhort time their water would be ſpent, and they con- 
loſephstra- Nrained tO yield. But Foſeph to fruſtrate this hope, commanded a great many garments tobe 
tagem, laid in water and hanged upon the walls, ſo thar the water _ run down on every fide, 
When the Romans ſaw this,they were much grieved & afraid, for that they waſted ſo much 
water in mockery, and before had thought that they had wanted water to drink, And now 
Veſpefian (corning to win the City by fiege,parpoſed to afſaulc it again by force The Jews 
were very gladof this : and the Citie being in danger, rather ny Fed to be ſlain then periſh 
| through hunger or thirſt, Foſepb deviſed alſo apother way to get ſuch neceſſaries as he 
——— wanted, out of the Countrey - tor there was valley our of the way, and therefore not re- 
garded by the Romans : whercfore Foſeph ſent men into the Countrey to his friends, for 
ſuch things as the Citie wanted, by this way, commanding them when they came neer the 
warchmen to hide and cover themſelves with hairieSkins, thar che watchmen might think 
them to be dogs nd chis he uſed a good (pace, till at laſt the warchmen perceived it, and {o || 
ſet a guard there to ſtop the paſſage, When Foſeph perceived the Citie could not hold 
The people OUT long,and fearing his own life,if ill he continued there, he treared with the chief of rhe 
beloached lo- Citie that he might flie, Bur the people perceiving his intent, flocked about him, 2nd be- 
fephehanie;. ſought him to rake pitie upon them,and nor forſake chem,who had no hope bot in him, 2 
ſake them. firming, that for his ſake they were all couragions and bold co fight'; and if they were taken, 
yet he would be a comfort unto them,celling him char it did not become him ro flie from his

Eſpaſian thinking himlelt as it were beſieged, both for the long rime which he 11a 
continued the fiege,and alſo for rhe divers aflaults and privie excurftons ot the ſevs; 
having now almoſt raiſed the Rampires as high as che walls of the Citie, determined 
tobatter them with a Ramme, A Ramme is a huge beam like the maſt of a thip,whoſe end 
is armed with a ſtrong maſſive Iron, and made in the form of a Rams head : waereupon it 
takes his name,becaule he butreth with his head, It hangeth on another bear with ropes, 
like the beam of a pair of ballances:the beam ir hangerh on lying acroſs, is hel4 up with two 
r props,which being drawa back by force of many men,and then jointly with all cheir forces 
ſhooved forward,it ſtriketh the wall with the head of Iron:And there 15 no wall nor cower {© 
ſtrong, bur though it abide the firſt ſtroke of the Engine, yer can ic not hold out long. The

a:10ww, This fact greatly troubled the Romans, who ſeeing Yeſpaſian bleed, preiently ſpread theſe | 
news through the whole Army, and almoſt all of them came running to ſee their Generall, 
and eſpecially Tit, who feared his fathers death : fo that the whole Army pa rtly for the 
love of their Generall,and partly for the fear of Titus his ſon,were greatly troubled: but Ye- 
ſpaſian preſently freed the Army from all perturbation;and his ſon 731 from fear. For the 
rief of the wound being paſt,he ſhewed himſelf co all chat were ſorrowfull for him, and inci- 
ted them to fight againſt the Jews more earneſtly then betore; and now every one 3s it were 
ak parte; torevenge their Generall,deſpiſed all danger, and aſſaulted the walls,one exhorting another. 
Ws © Foſeph and his aſſociates, notwithſtanding, that many of them were killed with ſhor, darts 
and arrows; yet they torſook not the wals, but with fire and ſword, and ſtones fiercely aflaul- 
ted chem,that being defended with hurdles, battered the walls wich the Ram, bur to lirtle 
purpoſe : for they were continually killed, being in ſight of their enemies, and for that ch 
could not ſee chem, preſently were ſtricken down, tor their fire did make ſuch alight, as 
though it had been day, ſo that the Romans eatily perceived whither to direct their ſhot: 
And for that their Engines were not perceived atar off,theJews could not defend themſelves 
from the arrowes and ſtones that were ſhot agaiaſt them, by which means many of them 
were {lain,and the tops and corners of the Towers beaten down. And there was no mano 
well guarded, but he was lain by force of thoſe ſtones ; ſo that any man may know of what 
torce that Engine is, by that which hapned rhat night. For one that ſtood neer Feſeph 
upon the wall,was ſtricken with aſtone, and his head carried from his body by violence of 
thac blow three furlongs, as chough it had been caſt out of aſling: and chenext day a wo- 
man great with childe was ſtricken on the belly with one of thoſe ſtones, and the child carried 
The fore: of forth of her from the place where ſhe was ſtricken three furlongs ; ſo great was the force | 
_ cr of this Engine: Therefore the violence of the Engines was more terrible, and likewiſe the 
: noiſe of darts,arrows and other ſhot, And many were lain on every (ide, and the bodies of 
thoſe that were killed,ftricken againſt the wall made a noiſe: and within the Citie was heard 
a pititull lamencatton, and weeping amongſt the women; and without, a heavie mourning 
and cry of them,that were wounded todeath, and all that part of the wall where the fight 
was, flowed with blood : {o that now the multitude of dead bodies had ſo filled the ditch 
before the wail, that the Romanes might eaſily paſſe over into the Cirie, and the mountains 
about did eccho with the cries of the Citizens:and all that night long nothing wanted, that 
either might by the eye or ear move terrour, And many ſtoutly fighting tor Fotapata died 
moſt valiantly,many alto were (ore wounded : and notwithſtanding the wall was continually 
bactered,yet it was almoſt morning betore it fell, being all nighc long beaten with the Ram.

thence he (ent Yalerianus the Decadarch to entreat a peace with them, and ſent fitry horſe- 


Valerianus men to accompany him : for he underſtood that the people defired peace, and againſt their 
peace he Were forced to war, by ſome of the ſeditious amongſt them, Yalerianus coming near

fore they had prepared their ſhips for battel by water if need ſhould be. Whileſt the Ro- The Romanes 
manes entrenched themſelves, Feſus 8 his followers not ditmaied either with the multitude *' pe brad rug 
or military diſcipline ot his enemies, iſſued out of the city, and ſlew the workmen, and de- s 
ſtroyed a part of the work : and perceiving the Romanes armed and aſſembled together a- 
giinſt him, he fled again unto his company without any loſſe or harm received. "Bur the Ro- 
manes purſued them fo faſt, that they forced them to take their ſhips : and ſo being gone as 
farre trom the ſhore, as that yet they might eaſily reach them with the ſhot of an arrow,they 
eaſt anchor and diſpoſed their ſhips in warl1ke manner, and fought againſt the Romanes who 
were on ſhore, Yeſp«ſian underſtood that a great multitude of them were gathered'rogether 
in a place neer unto the city: wherefore he lent his (onne Titus _ them with 600.horſe- 
men, who finding the number of his enemies to be infinite,certified his farher, that he need-

Jordan beginneth with a deep river 
our of this den, and paſfſerh along the mariſh places, and durty Jake of Semechonitts, and Th: 4eſcripti- 
from chence 120, furlongs unto the City of Julia, and in the way divideth the lake Gene- _ _ 
zar, and paſſing a great way further into the wilderneſle, ac laſt i endeth jn the lake called The ferritiry 
Aſphalites. Upon the lake Genezar there bordereth a countrey of the ſame name,naturally © &*ne=3r. 
beautiful and admirable ; tor there is no kind of plant which groweth not there, and the 
iohabicants have repleniſhed ic with plants and uiees of all ſores, and the cemperatuie of the 
air well agreeth with ſo divers trees; for there are an infinite company of Nut-trees, which 
of all crees elpecially require a cold ſoile : there are alſo abundance of Palmes, which de- 
fare great heat: likewiſe great ſtore of figs and olives , which require a temperate air: ſo 
that one may juſtly ſay, that rhropgh the bounty of natuze, ſo diffcrent and oppolite quali- 
ties are here in oneunited ; andat onetime, 25 it were, all difference of ſeaſons of the year 
conjoyaecd for good purpoſe. And it doth nor onely nouriſh theſe fruits, but alſo confervarh 
them for ten whole moneths:there grow figs and grapes, which wwoone may well call che 
kings of fruits;all other fruics continue all che year long. For beſides the temperature of the ,,,,,". 
air, it is alſo watered by a fertile fountain called Capernaum: many think ix to be an arme and breadeb 
E of Nilus, becauſe ic hath fiſhes like a Corbe bred in a lake near Alexandria. The length of *f Senezur. 
this countrey along the lake bearing the ſame name, is thirty furlongs, and the breadth 
twenty.

Eſpafian having finiſhed his ſbips,and furniſh chem with as many men as he thought a 62h by ſex 
F \ / ſulficed againſt chem whom he was to purſue, he embarked upon the lake, and him- »eainftthe 
ſelf alſo went againſt them. The Taticheans could not poſſibly make any eſcape 7*i<42n6 
by land, although they would, and were not able to fight hand to band with the Romans, 

for their ſmall pyrate boats were not able to withſtand their cncmics great veſſels ; and 

beſides that, they were not ſufficiently manned, ſothat they feared to encounter with the 

Romanes who preſſed all rogether upon them : yer notwithſtanding ſeme timethey came 

about the Romane ſhips , and caſt ſtones at the Romanes aferre off, and ſome crime alſo 

came necr , andskirmiſhed with them : yet they themſelves alwaies had moreharmthen 

the Romanes ; tor their ſtones which they caſt did onely rattle #gainft che Romenes ar- 

mour, bur hurt them not, and they were kifled by the Romencs arrows : and if ar #ny time 

they were ſo bold as to come near the Romanes, they were flam before rhat they could 

dorhem any harme, of clſe drowned with their boars.

| nours, whether he ſhould likewiſe pardon them : but they told him that their lives might 
endamage him ; for (aid chey, if thou ſend thoſe men away and let them live, they cannot 
live peaceably,becaule they want abiding places; and are able to diſturb and diſquier thoſe 
to whom they ſhall flie. 7Yeſpaſian for this cauſe judged them unworthy to live, aſſuredly 
knowing that it they were let go, they would fight againſt chem who pardoned their lives, 
yet he deliberated what death to put them to, Bur he thought with himſelf rhe inhabitants 
would not patiently abide ſo many to be maſſacred, who had fled unto them for ſuccour .

Alchough this city were of his own nature invincible, yer Foſeph compaſſing 
D it witha wall,2nd with d.cches and mynes, made it ſtronger. Wherefore the inhabicants of 
this place put far morc confidence 1n their walls, then they of Jorapara did, yet were they 
fewer in number, and not ſo warlike people as they ; but for the fituation of the City,they 
eſteemed chemſclves more then their enemies: for the city was full of men that fled thither 
by 1caſon of the ſtrength of the place : ſo that for ſeven moneths they refiſted them that 
were ſent by 4grippato befiege them. 7eſpsſian departed from Ammaus, and pitched his. .. ,_ 
tents before Tiberias, and ſo went unto Gamala, (Ammaus is interpreted hot waters, for Geped pans 
there is a fountain of hot water which curcth many diſeaſes)and the City was ſo ſ1:uate, that 
he could not befiege it round about : wherefore he placed men to keep watch in ſuch places 
aS it was paſſable, and obtaineſt the higheſt mountain, where his ſouldiers pirching cheir 
tents, laſtly entrenched themſelves. On the Eaſt part of the Ci:y in the moſt cminent place 
there was a caſtle, where the fifteenth, and fifth legions laboured againſt the town, and the 


tenth legion filled up the ditches and vallics. King Agrippa went unto the walls, and ſpake A 


unto them that defended (hem, willing themto yecld co the Romans ; bur ore of them One wh « 
with a ſling ficoke him on tbe right arm, and hurt him, and hi tamiliar friends came about 
him ro Cefend him. Then the Romans, for anger that the *King was hurt, and (or fear of 
ſuch miſchances to themſelves, now became earneſt ro aſſault the cown, perſwading theme 
ſelves that they would uſe ſtrangers and their encmics hardly, if it lay in their lor, ſceing 
they had ſoevil intreated une of their own nation, for perſwading them unto what was 
profirable for them. 

Having quickly eatrenched chem(clves by icaſun of the multitude that laboured in that 
buſineſſe,and by reaſon that they were accuſtomed to ſuch l;ke work, they began to place 
the engines againſt the rown wals Cheres & Foſeph were two of the moſt po:emt men inthe 
town: they thereforc animated nnd armed their citizens, and brought them unto the wals, 
who trembled for fear. And although they well perccived chat the city could not long hold 
our, ſceing they wanted water, and many other things neceſſary ro withſtard a ſiege ; yt 
notw.th{tancing,they exhor:ed che rownlmen to be valiant, and fo broughtttem unto =. 
wals, and a while they reſiſted, notwithſlanding the ſhot:but ar aſt, they were therewith ſo _ Romane 
terrified ghat leaving he wals,they ficd into the City. Then the Rom3ns did batter the wals j*5?7 com 
with Rammes in three ſeveral places, and whete che wall fell, there they ifu:d in with &c,

Aclaſt being overcome both in {trength and number, they all fled imtothe higheſt 
wativity 69. part of the City,an from thence they turned again the Romans, who purſued them 
and drave them down intcthe vallies,and killed many, and divers in that ſtraight paſſage 
were trodden to death by thcir fellows. The Romanes, ſceing that they neither could fee 
nor refiſt their enemies above their heags, fled into their houſes, which adjoyned unto the 
Plain, and ſo filled them, that being — tell down, and lighted upon other 
The Romanes houſes beneath them, which did bear them down allo, and they likewiſe others fituaed 
fall down with heneach chem, Many of the Romans this way periſhed , for being amazed,and noc knowing 
a _ * what todo, they fied intothcir honſes,notwirbſtanding they did fee them ſhake and taucer: 
houles. and many ſeeking to eſcape, were maymed by ſome part of che ruins thae fell ppagcherr 
bodies,and many were choaked in the duſt. The Citizens of Gamala rejoyced therear, 
_ _ thinking chat this aid was ſeat from God:and not regarding their private commodities 
ſpoiled. ceaſed not ro compel the Romans into their houſes; and if any were ia the narrow 
ehem they ſlew with darts from above out of the high places. T hus the ruins afforded them 
ſtones cnough,and their ſlain enemies ſwords and armour, which they cook from them, be- 
ing now half dead,and uſed them againſt themſelves:many died, who caſt chemſclves bead- 
long from off the houſes being ready to fall, and thoſe that ſought to flee could noc cafily 
eſcape ; for being ignorant of the wayes, and there being ſuch a duſt that one could nat ſee 
another, one of them killed another : and ſo with much ado finding paſlage,thcy went out 
of the City. 
Veſpaſians for- Foſpefis, who was alwayes among the midſt of theſe hurly burlies, was greatly moved co 
tirude andwar- fee the buildings fall ſo upon his ſouldicrs , and forgetting his own ſafety, he ſecretly retired 
like yalour. yimſelf wich onely a few into the higher part of the ciry, where he was left in great danger, 
having very few about him ( for Tires his ſon was not chere, being beforerhis time ſent umo 
Mmtianss in Syria)and now he could not flee ſafely, nor yer had it been for his honour, he 
Veſpaſians * could. Wherefore remembriag all chat hc had done even from his child-hood, and bis 
_ wth he Own vertue,, he encouraged his men,and with chem joyned arms, and covered themſclves 
: with their ſhiclds; and ſoas ic were moved with ſome divine motion, dcfended themſelves 
from all darrs,arrowes,and ſtones, which were caſt from aloft upon them, and ſo remained K 
there, not terrified cither by che number or might of his enemies, rill ar taſt, chey wondring 
2 his divine vertue and courage, afſwaged their fury.

Alfoin that fight a certain Centurion, med Gallas, accompanied with 
ren loult'*"* ten ſouldiers, hid theraſclves in a houſe, and at ſupper-time he heardzhe prop!e of that houſe 
cerraio houſe. talk, whar the Citizens of Gamala were purpoſed ro do againſt rhe Rorians( chis Gall and [, 
they with him were Syrians) and in the night time he ſlew chem all, and afcer heeſraped fate 
unto the Romans. Yeſpeſian perceived all his army forrowful for tha miſchance, and © 
much che more, for that they never as yer had ſo bad a breakfaft, & eſpecially, for tharthey 
Veſpaan had forſaken their General, and left hin in danger and diftrefſe z whenefore he thought 
cotnfortuh his p00d co Comfort them, nothing ſpeaking concerning himſelf, leſt he ſhould ſcrmto fade 
loudiet* fault with ſome jn1he beginning of his ſpeech. Wherefore he told them, ' thatic behoved 
thera patiently to abide that which was common to all men, affirming ehat chere was no 
vitorie without bloodſhed, & chat fortune was mutable:and that he had alrcady ſhinmany 
rhoufandIc ws,8 nowhad payed a ſmall bribe for his happie ſuccefle unto adverſe fortune. 
—_— Aqd that as ic did not become any but vain-glorious people to boaſtin their proſperitic, ſo \( 
murzb.liry of it behoved none but cowards to tear and tremble in adverſitie:For,ſaid he, * fortune isvery 
fortune. ** mutable both to the good and bad, & he is a valiam manchar is nor moved by adveriine:

Then the people 
was incited againſt them by Ananus his meanes, who was one of the Prieſts, and the moſt an- 
7) cient and wileſt of them all, who perhaps had ſaved the citie, had he eſcaped the hands of 
theſe miſcreants, But they uſed the Temple as a Caſtle and defence for themſelves againſt 
the people, and made the ſanctuarie a place for them to exerciſe tyrannie in. And that which 
increaſed the ſorrow of the citizens, was, that amidſt theſe calamiries, their religion was alſo 
contume!iouſly abuſed : for theſe theeves, to try of what ſtrength and courage the people 
were, and their own forces, did ele& by lot a high Prieſt contrary to their law : which as we 
have already (aid, requireth that the high Prieſt ſhall be choſen by ſucceſſion. This deed of 
theirs they coloured with an ancient cuſtome, alledging that in time paſt the high Prieſt was 
choſen by lot, bur indeed this their fa& was an abrogation of the moſt firm cuſtome that 
was amongſt the people; and was onely a device toget all government into their hands by 
E eſtabliſhing Magiſtrates at their pleaſure. 

Then calling one of the holy tribes named Eniachin, they caſt lots,$ it ſo fell out that the PO In Ea.” 
lot fell upon one, whereby their iniquitie was diſcovered. This man whoſe lot it was to be rey clomn 
high Prieſt was named Phanes, who was the ſonne of Samwel, a man not onely unworthy of _ © high 
thac dignitie. but who had been ſo rudely brought up,that he never knew what the high * 

Prieſt meant : this Phanes was born in a village called Apthaſis. Him, againſt his will they 
fercht out of the field, and as it had been in a ſtage-play they graced him with another mans 
perſon, and preſently gave him inſtruRions how he ſhould behave himſelf, putting upon 
him the ſacred attire of the high Prieſt, as though that ſo great impietic had been but a ſport. 
. The reſt of che 'rieſts, beholding a farre off the holy laws to be ſcorned, ſcarcely contained 
themſelves from teares, and even groaned for ſorrow, that their ſacred dignities were ſo 
abuſed. The people could no longer indore this their cyrannie, but now every one addreſt 
him(elt to depoſe theſe ty rants. And thoſe that were moſt earneſt herein, were Gorton Foſephs k 
ſonne, and Simeon the ſonne of Gamaliel, who went about the city to every one in private, ria Bang 
and then in a publike aſſembly exhorred the people to be revenged upon thoſe tyrants, Who (4. peoples 
took from them their libertie; and to addreffe themſelves topurge the holy Temple from rereoge.

over-ruied.  Aﬀter this exhorrarion the people cried out, thar they were ready to go agnnſt 
the theeves, au ro do as they were requeſted, Whileſt that Aman (elefted uur the molt anus dio 
ale mentor warte, and (er them in order, the Zealous came and iſſued our upon him, and '«t" Þi (-ul- 
(taving-ncetligence of all his intents and proceedings by certain ſpies which they had ap- rp 
poinred upon purpoſe) being enraged ſallied out, and in compames, tometime all at once, 
other times in ambuſhes; ſparing none that they met w th. Ananys quick'y gathered toge- 
ther the people, who-were more in nuinber then the cheeves:yet were they not io well armed 
as they; bur what they wanted in arms,their courage did ſupply.ÞFor the citizens were armed 
with tur, ſtronger then armour; and they which were gone out of the Temple,with a more 
del peratEboldneſs,then all the multirade how great ſoever It was. For the citizens t oughe 
't no abiding for rhenvin the citie, except they could drive away the Zealous:and the Ze ous 
thought thac they could not eſcape tormen's and deat it (elf, except that they were victors, 
So at laſt they joyned battell , each under their Caprains and Leaders , and firſt ot all boch 
parties caſt ſtones one againſt anocher : and if any part fled, then che conqueraurs purſued 
them with drawn ſwords,and many were wounded and flain on both parts, Thote toiynelmen 
that were wounded, were by their friends carried into their houles ; bur the Zealous that 
were hurt, went into the Temple. and polluted the ſacred pavements with their bloud : ſo 
that their Religion was prophaned by their bloud, Alwates the theeves in making excurſi- 
ons gor. the apper haed. Hereat the citizens being angry, ſeeing rheir number every day de- 
crea'ed, reproved the cowards : ſo that if any of their company offe:ed to flic trom the Lea- 
lous, they ma 'e him ſtand and re fiſt whether he would or no, nor permitting him to p.ſle 
away : and thus they beat all cheir torces againſt cheir enemtes, Ar laſt, the theeves not 
ad.e ro mike anie longer reſiſtance, by lictle and lictle retired themſelves into the Temple, 
and 414945 with his companie encred rhe remple by torce with them, and brake the rank 
of his enemies.

in mourning apparel, and howling and crying in every part of the city : for there « no ont «- 
mong ſt us that hath 1.ot taſted the perſecution of theſe wretched men,who are gone ſo farre, that mt 
content to make this city their refuge (which i the chief, and 4 ſpettacle to all others for [andiity) 
after they had robbed and ſpoiled all the countrey and willages, and cities h ercateut, now laſtly 
they have made the ſacred Temple a refuge and place to Ro their ſpoils, which they have 1m.

Their departure was againſt the exp: tion of both parts : forthe people, nat knowing 
that the Idumains were penjtent for that they had done, rcjoyced as now delivercd from 
their enemies : and the z2alous grew more inſolent and proud, as though they never had 
needed help, bur now were delivered from them, in reverence of whom they abſtained from 
villanie, So now they uſed no delay to effect their impietic : forthey ſpent not much time 
in taking advice , but whatſoever ſeemed beſt untorhem, preſently without any delay they 
pur it in practice. But chicfly they murchered choſe men that were ſtrong and valiant: for _ 
they envicd then5biljtie for their vercue : And they thought ir a principal point firſt to be r= dams 
effeed,nor ta leave any one man of account alive. Wherefore they ſlew amongſt the reſt pcracs, 
D Gorion a noble man of great birth and Cignitiz, one who loved the people, and was very 
bountiful and a lovcr of libertig ; ſo tht ctere wis none amongft the Jcws like him, who 
for deſire of libertie, ang his other ver:ycs was put to death But nexther cauld Niger Peraige 
eſcape their haads, a man who in wars againſt th; Romans had ſhewed himſelf valiant:who 
alchough he ofcen cricd our and ſhewed the ſcars of his wounds received in defence of his 
countrcy ; yet they ccaſed not fur ail this moſt ſhamefully codrag þimthorow the citic: and 
being led our of the Cirie, deſparing of life, he intreated that he might be buried. But the 
barbaroys people denying his requeſt ſlew him. Who ar his death beſought God that the yiyers pray- 
Romans ryght come and revenge it upon them, tha: plague and famine,and civil diſcord c*: 590k ele 
might light upon thcir Citic. Whoſe prayers God heard, (ending all upon them which he 795 £29 
did juſtly require,and firſt of all, chey were plagued with civil wars among themſclves. Ni- : 
- ger being thus {[2in,thcy were freed from the fear that they had of him, how rhat he would 
reſiſt thejr wickedneſlce, There was no part of the common people, who were not by ſame 
forged talc or other put to death, For ſome were lain, for thatTong fince they had born A 
arms againſt ckeir own Citizens; and they who were innocens jn all points were put to 
deuh, for ſome occafion deviſed in the tjms: of peace : and they who did not converſe with 
them were murthered,as ſuch as contemaed them - and they that freely and friendly con- 
vec(ed wich rheny were flain,as mea thzt ſought to betray them ; and the greateſt offenders, 
and th: 1: aſt offenders were all puniſhed alike; ro wit, with death: for no man eſcaped, ex+ 
cept he was either poor,or of very bale condiuon.

«yieo:y,For they who by counccl and advice do any wortky act,deſerve no leffe praiſe then 
* they, who by force of arms atchicve a viorie. Moreover, in the mean time that the cne- 
©mies one deſtroyed another, his ſouldiers might take reſt,and ſo be ſtronger and berter able 
« to fight when nced ſhould require, Beſide that, it ſcemed nor that there was much haſte 
* required to get the victory : for the Jews neither prepared arms or engines of war, nor lc- 
* vied any forces, nor ſought for aid, and ſo by delay no damage could enſue:but tharthey 
* would plague one another more by civil wars, then his army could by taking them and 
«their city. And therefore whether they conſidered it beſt ro abſtain from aſlaulting them

SY _ The Captains all conſented, and thought this advice of Yeſpaſiaxs beſt : and preſently ir 
to Veſpaſian. appeared how profitable his counſel was. For every day many fled unto him to eſcape the 


hands of the zealous: yetic was hard and dangerous to flic, becauſe all the wayes were 
guarded with watch-men. Andif any min upon any occaſion whatſoever were takenupon 
the way, he was preſcntly killed, as one who intended to have fled untothe Romanes : yer 
be that fee'd the watch men with money, eſcaped away ſafcly ; and hethatdid not, was 
counted as a traitor: ſothat onely rich men could eſcape, and the poor were left tothe 
ſlaughter. The multitude of the dead bodies thac lay on heaps coge! ter was innumerable, & 
many of them who had fled unto the Romans, returned agzin into he City, chuling rather 


The zealous $0 dic there: for the hope they had co be buried incheirn tive 1 ue dev hthere ſeem 
ty\anvize both more tolerable. But they became ſo cruel, that they neither permi.t-d *he:ic who were ſlain 


over the livin 


and the dead 


5 within, nor chem without the Cicie,ro be buried. But 1:ke mrn thit had now determi- 


ned together , with their countrey Jaws to aboliſh the 12 v of uature, yea and by their m- 
piery ro polute the ſacred divinitie with injuſtice,let the dead bodies rot above the ground, 
and whoſoever attempted to bury any one of them that were ſlain, whether he were friend 
or kinſman, were preſently pur co death, and left unburied, as men forfaking their City,and 
flying to the enemy. To be brief, nothing ſo much increaſed their calamity as mercy : for 
the wicked people were herewith, as it were provoked to wrath, whoſe diſpleaſure and 
crueltic was extended from the living unto the dead, and from the dead unto the living. 1, 
And ſuch fear fell upon che whole City, that thoſe that were left alive, deemed them hap- 


py, that being dead, were at reſt, and free from thoſe ggiſeries: and they that were io priſon, 
10 reſpec ofthe rorme. tsthey endured, thought therAſelyes unhappier then they who lay 
unburied. All humane juſtice was by them perverted, and they ſeorned and mocked at all 
divine and holy things,and proudly derided the Oraelcs of the Prophets, eſteeming them 
as fables and jeſts. But having now contemned all laws eſtabliſhed by their forefathers for 
the puniſhment of vice, and inercafing of vertue,at laſt they found that true which by chem 
was forerold, concerning the deſtruion of themſelves and their countrey. For there was an 
old prophecy, that when ſedition reigned amongſt them, and their own hands, bad firſt ,, 


violated the Temple of God and holy things ; that thentheir Citic ſhould be deſtroyed 


by war, and their holy places ſhould be burned with fire, according tothe uſc and cuſtome of 
war. And the zealous giving creditto this prophecie, made themſelves the miniſters of

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How Gadara Was yielded: and of the Maſſacre there, 


Ur Fohy, who long agoe deſired to be in chiet authoritie, as Tyrant over all the reſt, 
choughr ir nor ſufficient ro be in as great reputat.on as his fellows ; wherefore by 
little and lictle joyning unto himſelf che moſt impious ofall che Zealous, he divided 

himſelf from their union and fellowſhip : So that now every one perceived ( in that he 

B alwayes negleed what others commanded, and imperiouſly commanded what himſelf 

hought good ) that he affected principalitie z and many joyned to him for 
fear, ſome for favour ( for he had a ſmooth congue, able to per{wade them uato what he 
would : ) many alſo followed him, thinking ir better chac all che 1mpietie before committed 
were laid to one mans charge in particular,cthen unto all men in generall, Moreover, being 4 
valianc man of his hands,and one able co give politike coanſell, he waated not followers,not- 
withſtanding,that many of the contrarie faction lefr him, eavying that he, who before was 
their equall,thould now be their Lord and commander. Fear al(o terrified them from li ving 
under the government of one man; for they thought chat if he once prevailed, he could noc

Embaſſage)and killed him,and for anger beating him after he was dead, they fled out of the

who eſcaped thence, incited the whole countrey to flie with them, reporting their calamities 
with the moſt,and affirming that all the Romane Army was at hand - and {o they pur all che 
inhabitants there in great fear ; and having aſſembled a great multitude, they fled unto Jert- 
cho,which place they put their confidence in, for that it was ſtrong and populous. Placidus , 
having horſemen, and being incouraged with his former vidorie, purſued them unto Jordan, 
and whomſoever he overtook he flew, and at the river he fought with all the multitude 
theregathered together z and ſtaying, becauſe that the river being waxed deeper by abun- 
dance of rain,that kad lately falne,they could not paſs over it.

This news cauſed Yeſpaſian to be more earneſt toend the wars 
of the Jewes : for even then he foreſaw the civil warres that enſued, and the danger of the 
C whole Empire : and hethought that it he could betore the beginning of thoſe troubles 
end the warres in the Eaſt part of the World, that then Icaly was not 1n fo much danger. 
but Winter hindring him, he in the mean time placed garriſons in all Townes and Vill:ges,

where a little of it comerh, it doth more good then all the other waters which he long upon 
r:and ſo they that water their grounds but a lictle with it,receive much truits; and they thar 
water their grounds with it much, do not receive them in that mealare ; yet it watereth x 
greater compals of ground then other fountains : and in length it runneth thorow a Pl3jn 
ſeventie furlongs long,and twenty broad. There are moſt pleaſant and goodly Oichards, and 
many ſorts of Palm trees growing by brooks ſides, which are divers in the taſte of their truirs, 
the fatteſt whereof being preſled,do yield a juice like hony,nothing interiour to other hony: 
yet there is great ſtore of hony in that countrey, and the juice of balm, which is more prect- 
ous then all truits growing, There grow alſo Cypres trees and Myrobolans : fo that one | 
may juſtly call that part of the earth divine, where what fruit ſoever is moſt dear and preci- 
ous, is in moſt abundance, Alſo in all other fruits it ſurpaſſeth all countries in the world : for 
it multiplieth and increaſeth all chings ſooner there. The caule hereot I judge tobe che 
pleaſant Waters, and warm nouriſhing Aire, which as it were 1nviteth all things to ſpring 
up, and then encreaſeth them : and the moyſture cauſerh all things to take firmeroote, 
and alſo deftenderh them from drought in ſummer time, when the Countrey 1s vexed with 
ſuchintollerable heats, thar all things are as it were ſcorched, ſo that nothing then will 
grow ; yet if they be watered with water drawn before Sunne-riſe, by the blowing of a 
milde and temperate winde, they are refreſhed, and it receives a contrary nature - In Win- 
tertime it is aS it were luke warme and temperate to them thar goe 1nto it, The ayre of that x 
place is ſo temperate, that when it ſnoweth in other parts of Judza, and 1s extreme cold, the 
inhabitants in this place doonely wear a linen garment, This countrey is diſtanc from Jeru- 
ſalem a hundred aad fifrie furlongs, and threeſcore from Iordan, and all the ground berwixe 
itand Teruſalem is deſart and ſtonie, an ſo likewiſe between it and Iordan and Aſphaltites, 
though it be lower ground then the other.

And in many places it caſteth up 
pieces of black bitumen, in greatneſs and ſhape like a Bull without a head, and thee float M 
above the water. They that get their living upon this water, finding this bitumen, «M4 
1s thus gathered together, draw it to their boats, and it is ſo rough and clammy, chat ha- 
ving filled their boats herewith, it is not eafie for them to get them awiy, but their boat 
1S aS 1t were faſtened: ſo it hangeth upon the reſt of that m.iſle of bicuminous matter till 17 
be ſeparated from it by the terms or urine of a woman. This bituminous matter 1s go0d fol 
roclole the rifts of ſhips, and alſo to cure many diſeaſes. This lake is five hundreth and 
eightie turlongs long, being extended unto Zoar which is in Arabia, and it is a hundreth and 
fittie furlongs broad. Neer unto this lake is the land of Sodome and Gomorrah, ſometim<

How Geraſa was deſtroyed : of Neroes death, and 
of Galba and Otho. 


Eſpaſian defirous to beliege Jeruſalem on every fide, builded Caſtles at Jericho and 
\ / Aida, and letc there both che ſouldiers that came co affiſt him, and alſo Romanes 
with them, And he ſent Z Annixs to Gerala, giving him many footmen,and pare ©; Anus | 
of his horſemen ; who at the firſt aſſaulc rook the Citie, and flew 1-00. youngmen, who © &E? 
thought to have fled, and led whole families caprive, giving the (ouldiersthe ſpoil of their 
goods: and fo firing their houſes, he went to other places adjoyning, They who were able 
fled, and the weaker ſort who could not flie were (lain; and whatſoever came in their way, 
they conſumed it with fire. Thus all places both mountains and plains being waſted and 
oppreſſed with wars,the iahabirants living at Jeruſalem had noc whither to go,when they de- 
ſired to flie from the Zealous by whom they were kept in. And they who were againſt che 
Romans, were kept in themſelves, the Citie being on every fide incloſed and incompaſlſed 
with the Army. 

After that Yeſpaſian was returned unto Czſarea,and with all his Army purpoſing to go to vepaſin hath 
Jeruſalem, news was brought him that Nero was flain, having reigned churteen yeers, and "9 "z<) N6- 
eight dayes. Touching whom I will not recount how he did diſhonour the Empire, com- 
mitting the whole ſway of all the Common- wealth unto two molt wicked men, to wir, 
Nymphidius and Tigillinus, and ot leaſt worth amongſt all the Libertines : arid how he being 
taken by the treachery ot theſe two men,was forſaken of all tis Senators ; and (o fled onely 
with four truſtie Liberrines inco the (uburbs,and there killed himſelt-and how that long time 
after,they that depoted him were puniſhed tor that offence:and how the wars ended in Gallia; 
and that Galba being created Emperour, returned to Rome out of Spain : and how he was Ga1vs. 
accuſed by the ſouidiers, and by them killed in the market place,as one of baſe condition:and 
how 0Otho was declated Emperour,and led his ſouldiers againſt Ye#elliss his Army : alſo YFitel- Orho. 
lius his broyles and his fight before the Capicol-.nd how Antonius Primus,and Mwtianus flew 
Vitellixs, and (o appeaſed the Germane troups and civil wars : Of all theſe I have refuſed to 
ſpeak, becauſe I hope that both the Greeks and Romans have written theſe things at large, 
yet I have briefly recapitulated all co continue my Hiſtory. | 

Afrer Ye jan heard theſe news of Nero, he deferred the ſiege of Jeruſalem, expecting Yeſpaſian de- 
who ſhould be created Emperour after him, And when he was certified that Galba reigned, _ w_ A 
he determined to do nothing ; bur lie quiet till- ſuch time as he ſhould write unto him his (1m.

T this time the Romans were in great danger - for YVitellius was now arrived out of I ER 
Germany with his Army,bringing beſide them an infinice multitude with him ; fo camps <ſpan 
that his Army was fo great, that the place appointed tor ſouldiers could not contain wy Kowe,

And this was the eſtate of the atffurs 
in Italy, Yeſpaſiaz having waſted all about Jeruſalem, returned unto Cxfarea, and there he 
underſtood of the troubles at Rome, and how Y:telliys was Emperour Hereat, though he <!pa%41 
kneyy as well to obey,as to be obeyed,yet wis he moved to indignation,and difdained to call _— 
him Lord, who had as it were invaded and uſurped the Empire, being deſtitute of a Ruler. and how to 
And much grieved hereat,he could not conceal his griet,nor follow warres againſt ſtrangers, © 
his own Countrey being ſo endangered, But the diſtance between him and Rome &1d 23 
much repreſs him, as anger incited him to ſeek revenge: for he conſidered that fortune 
might cauſe many alterations betore ke could get ro Rome, eſpecially, it being winter : and 
ſo he ſought to bridle his wrath which dayly incceaſed. Bur his Capcains with the touldicts 
did now openly conſulc of a change, and with indignation did exclaim again{t the (ouldiers ac The Caprains 
Rome, who livedin pleaſure, and never heard ſo much as the report of war; 2nd that nor- \,N CY 
withſtanding this,it was lawtull for them to create whom they pleaied Emperour;and under «caly , 
hope of gain,they diſpoſed of the Common- wealth at theis own pleaſure - where they 01 the ©*"t*- 
contrary ſide, having overpaſt ſo many labours and dangers, ſtill continuing in Arms til! nv, 
waxed old and gray-headed,and did ſuffer authoritie due unto themſelves, to be execute by 
others; when notwithſtanding,they had amongſt them one who deſerved the Empire, more 
then any one; and what recompence could they ever after make him 2 or what occati 
could they find hereafter to ſhew themſelves gratetull r@ him tor the benefirs by him re- 
ceived,if they did now omit this occaſion * 

And they thought thar Yeſpaſian was ſo much more worthy of the Empt:re, then J te!l:us, 
by how much they, who created/ztellius Emperor,were in many very reipects muct interior ct, a" 
unto them. For (ſaid they)we have endured no leſs toyle then thoſe that came our of Germa- "ta!

was provided againſt the ſtege; ſo did they deſtroy their own forces and ſtrength, 
ſhort, all was conſumed with fire about the Temple, and the city was made ; a" pjain grov!

they were taken by famine, which they could not have felt, had chey them(clyes not cauled 
it. The Citizens were in every place a prey unto thoſe that were {editious on one fide,and 
ro them that beſieged the City on the other ſide, and hikea greac body-torn in pieces be-

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12ke counſell to change their minds, nor hope of agreement or of flight to chem chat delired ALY 
ir. For all places were kept and the rebels within, whomſoever they perceived to with peace- |," flv: 
ably ro the Romanes, or ofter to fly unto them, they preſently killed chem as their cominon «++ cats 
enemies. Andall chele wicked perſons agreed in this, to wit, to pur the juſt men'to death, *** 7+ 
who beſt deſerved tolive. Day and night nothing could be heard (ave onely the noile of 

chem that fought one againſt anocher ; yer the lamentable cries of them that lived in perpe- tne wat 
tuall fear was tar more miſerable, who every day had new caules and occaſions of ſorrow gi- & mm 1: 
yen them, yet durſt they not publikely lament, tor tear; and (o not daring to ſhew their net, '* Jeru:ale.a; 
they ſecretly ſorrowed, and now no man obſerved any reverence to them that were alive 

amongſt them, nor took any care to bury the dead, The caule of both which was, chat every 

man deſpaired of himſelf, For whoſoever were not joyned with the ſeditious, grew to be 

careleſle of all things, as making account preſently to die a thouſand deaths. Bur the (editi- 

ous gathering the dead bodies upon heaps, continued their fighting, and troad upon them z _ 

and as it were encouraging themſelves by the dead under their- teet, they became more har et - 
crueli, ſtill deviſing one pernicious practiſe or other, and preſently executing whatlvever ia leculalew, 
they deviſed without any commileration, omitcing no way to murther, and leaving no ty- 

ranny unattempted: ſo that Fohn abuled the holy things of the Temple to make Eogines ot 

warre. For before-time when the Prieſts and people had determined to underprop the 3,6, mate vs 
Temple and build it twenty Cubits higher, King Agripps with great coſt and charges, « hc wood, 
brought them very goodly timber ſufficient for their purpoſe from monnt Libanus, _ And vb bept

this work being prevented by warres, Fohn took them, and teeing them fit tor his purpole, © mak« © 


C heerected a rower to fight againſt chole that aſlaulted him trom off the Temple ; which he £i9cs<t. 


built along the wall over againſt the Chapter houſe , that ſtandeth on the Welt fide of the 
Temple: for he could build it in noother place, by reaſon that all other places were filled 


with ftaires. And having thus impiouſly provided engines, he hoped hereby to deſtroy his

enemies. But God thewed his labour to be in vain, and betore he could prevail againſt 
them,he brought the Romanes againſt the City. 
For atter that 7ztws had now gathered together part of his army, and by writing appoint- 


ed the reſt to meet him ar Ieruialem, he departed from Czlarez, having three legious that The order of 
lately under the condudt of his tather Yeſpaſsan had waſted ai] ludea, and the tweltth legion 1% #199: 
that ſometime under Ceſtzus were overcome, and put to flight by the Tews:who chough thcy 

D were otherwiſe valiant enough ; yet they defired to fight againſt the Iews to revenge chem- 
ſelves tor that diſgrace. Titus commanded the fitth legion ro meet him ac Ierutalem , and 
go by Emmaus, and that the tenth legion ſhould march by Iericho : the reſt he took wich 
himſelf accompanied with the Kings torces that came to help him, having now more help 


then before, and many alſo out of Syria, Titus alſo brought men with him to ſupply the 
number that was wanting, being ſent by Yeſpaſian with Mutzanus into Italy : for he brought 
two thouſand choſen men trom the legions at Alexandria, and three thouſand tollowed him 
trom Euphrates, together with Tiberius Alexander his chiefeſt friend, and one next him in 
moſt authority, who betore was Governour of Egypt, and as then thought a fir man worthy 
to be Governour of tha army ; for that he was the firſt that did entertain the Emperour be- 
ing new elected, who faithfully joyned with Yeſpaſian, though yet he kaezy nor what (ucceſke 
he ſhould have: and he was preſent with him in all his affaus as his chiefeſt Counſeller,renow- 


ned both for his wiſedome and experience. 
CHAP. II. 


How Titus went to leruſalem to ſee their ſtrength, and how he was 
2n great danger, 


to Judza, 


q 5 ar being now to go into the countrey of the enemy , cauſed all thoſe that came Titus comert 


to help him, co marchia the foremoſt place: after whom followed they that 

were to mend the wayes, and to pitch the tents: and atter them they which 

carried the baggage of the Rulers and Governours of his army , and with them, the ar- 
med ſouldiers. Next after theſe came Titus himſelf accompanied with cholen men, and 
with him many that bare his colours - next, the horſemen going immediately before the 
Engines. And the Prefect and Tribunes with certain choſen mea, aad their companies 
followed. After them the Eagle with many other Enſignes : and the trumpets went before 
them. And after them followed the army marching fix in arank-then the mulcicude ot ler- 
vants that followed every legion did drive their baggage before them : laſtly, came the __ 
Tet a n23 
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TSS lings and thoſe that were appointed to guard them, Marching in ſuch comely and warlike G 
—— ey manger, as the Romanes are wont, he came by Samaria into Gophna, which place was alre;- 
efter Cbrifis dy conquered by his father, and then alſo was under the cuſtody of the Romane garriſons 
nane'9»7*. And ftaying there one night, he departed from thence the next day: and after a dayes jour- 
hg ney he pitched his rents in a place, which in the Jews language is called Acanthonaulona,th:; 

' 10 Jerulalem is, the valley of thornes, neer untoa village named Gabath Saul, which ſignifierh the valley 
carte of Sau), which is almoſt thirty turlongs trom Jeruſalem, From thence accompanied iti, 
the people, 600, Choſen horſemen, he went to Terulalem,to view how ſtrong it was, and of what courage 

the Iews were, to ſee it peradventare at ſight of him they would yeeld without any furthe; 
warre, for fear. For Titus underſtood (and it was true) that the people defired peace, bu: 
they were oppreſſed by the ſedirious, and ſo durſt not attempr any thing, being nor able tg [4 
encounter or reſiſt the Rebels. Tir riding along the high way thac went ſtraight to the 
walls ſaw no man all the way : but turning afide towards the tower Plephinos with his hore- 
| men, an infinite number preſently iflued out by the towers of women, at a gate Oppoſite to 
Yieusin dan- Helens rombe; and brake his rank of horſemen into two parts, and oppoſed themſelves, hin- 
ger. dring thoſe horſemen that were yet 1n the high way,-to come and joyn with the reſt that 
had croſt the way,and ſo did -{ingle out 77t#s accompanicd onely with a few men. So he couls 
o no further tor the ditch of the town wall on one fide, and for the garden pales on the 
other fide : and there was no hope for him to return unto his ſouldiers, the enemies beins 
berween him and home, And many of his ſouldiers not knowing their Generall to be in any 
danger, but ſuppoſing him to have been amongſt them ſtill, fled away. Tits ſeeing that he 
had onely his own valour to truſt unto, turned his horſe againſt his enemies, and with a loud 
yoice exhorted his followers to do the like, and fo he brake violently into the midſt of them, 
T5. 6-hre Baſking to get unto his company. It was evident at that time that God giveth the victory, and 
tents wc hath a particular care of Kings and Princes and Emperours. For notwithſtanding that 2n in- 
his cozmics. fgnjirenumber of darts and arrowes were ſhot at Tztus, and he had no armour at all (for z5-we 
| have already ſaid, he tame to elpy, and not to fight) yer had he not one wound bur all paſt 
him ; as though purpoſely every one had ſtriven to have miſt him. But Titus with his ſword 
Tirus putteth mmade way , and Cut many upon the face that oppoſed themſelves againſt him, and fo they fal- 
g enemi+©? ling down, he with his horſe paſt over them. The Iews ſeeing T#txs his valour, cried and ex- 
wr (very horted one another to ſet upon him ; bur whitherloever he turned, the Tews fled, and would x 
1 bis camp. not abide by it - likewiſe thoſe (ouldiers that were in the like danger with him,came of either 
fide him and behind him. For no man had = hope to ſave his lite, but onely by making 
themſelves way with Titus, betore they were fo encloſed and opprefled. So, of two of the 
moſt valiant amongſt them one was lain, and his horſe likewiſe: the other was {lain, and his 
horſeraken by the Iews, And 7itzs with the reſt of his followers came (ate into the camp. 
And the Iews gating the firſt-victory, raſhly rook courage, and that encouragement being 
of moment, made them very confident a long time after.

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A done, k eeping themſelves quiet 3 and not providing to reſiſt the aſſaults of their enemies : AA 
and (ome cried, We are onely valiant againſt our ſelves ; and we by our (edition maſſaccing 7'r ro's te 
one another, ſhall betray our city into the Romanes hands. _— gu, 
Thus they being aſſembled cogether, exhorted one another - and preſently arming them- t of « wb v2 
ſelves, they iſſaed our of the city, and aſſaulted the tenth legion, and with a huge cry let CE IS 
upon che Romanes that were entrenching themſelves in the valley. The Romanes be! ng wy mgm 
every one appointed to do ſome bufineſle for the turcherance of that work,and for that cute mines. 
che moſt of them having laid down their weapons(tor they thought the Jews durſt not have 
made any excurſions, and although they would,that yer they were hindred being at variance 
among themſelves) they were troubled above meaſure, and preſently leaying the wark 
ſome fled ; many arming themſelves co fight, were ſlain before they were prepared to reſiſt, 
The mulcitude of the Jews was daily increaſed, becaule that at the firſt they gor the upper 
. hand, and notwithſtanding their number was ſmall, yet did they think themiclves many: and 
ſo did the Romanes think them to be, becaule of their good fortune. . The. Romanes who 
were alwaies wont to obſerve military diſcipline and order,at that time by cheir ſuggen a(- 
ſaulcing, were ſo troubled, that they obſerved no order, and fo fled: yer whenſoever they 
rurned again upon them thac tollowed them, they eaſily wounded.the Jews, partly, becaule 11,c cms 
that they were {oearneſt, that they did not greatly ſeek todetend them(clves, and allo they 4iv- he th + 
did eaſily ſtay the Jews trom purſuing them. Yer the number of them char puriued them ſtill Fu0eelt” | 
increaſing, they were alſo more troubled, and (oat laſt torced to forſake the field, and le.ive : 
their tents - and the whole legion had been1a greater danger, had not Titus havirig prefenc 
C news hereof ſpeedily came and ſuccoured chem, and upbraiding their cowardlineſfle recalled 
chem from flight, who with them, and the choſer. men he brought, encountriog the lews 
on one fice, he flew many of them, and wounded divers, and put the reſt coflivhc,and forced 
them into the valley. ' The Iews being now in the lower gronnd, and having endured much 
at the Romanes hands, ſince fortune trowned upon them, turned 192n, and having the 
valley between chem, they fought with the Romanes. And thus the tighe continued cill the 
midft of the day. 

Alirtleaicer midday Ti#us guarding the reſt with thoſe that he brought coſuccour them, ;,,. «1. .F 
and placing others, to prevear the excurſions of the Jews, he commanded the. reſt to En- the Icws wi-h 
trench themſelves in the cop of the mountain, The Jews cthought-the Romanes had fled, and *+ Koaans. 
their ſencine!l upon their wails, making a ſign unto them by ſhaking his garment up and 
down, 4 great multitude of them ranne lo violently upon the Romanes, as though they had 
| bernlavage'bealſts,ſo thac none of their enemies were able to withſtand them; bur 2s thougt 
they had been ſtricken with ſome Engine ; ſoall of them were diyer(ly ſcattered and forced 
to flie into the mountain, But Tzt«s in the midſt of the fide of the mountain remained alone The Romane 
having bur a few with him; notwithſtanding his friends, who for the love they bare to their _— 
Emperour, ſtated with him,and abode the danger, did earneſtly perſwade him to flye from a4 er.ven to 
the Iews, who deſperately ranne upon their own deaths, and not to endanger i) bor TS 
_ them, whoought rather to abide ir then he: And that he ſhould think upon his own eſtace, 
who was not a {ouldier, but Generall of them all, and Lord of the whole world, and that he 
ſhould not abide when all others fled (o faſt, and in tuch-danger. Bur he made as though he 
heard them not, and oppoſed himſelf againſt them that offered co afſaulc him, ſtriking them 
upon the faces, and killed them chat made reſiſtance, and he purſued them down the hill, 
and ſo forced them to retire. The Iews amazed at his valour, did not yer flie intoche city, 
but avoided him on both ſides,and fled into the valley : then again purſuing them char fled ,, 
from them ;- yer Titus crofling them as they went, hindred their purſuit. In the mean time avaint che 
thoſe that were encamping themſelyes above, ſeeing them beneath pur ro fAlighe, were diſ- icm:. 
.comfited, and all fled, thinking that they were not able to reſiſt the Jews, and imagining that 
Titus w3s likewiſe fled: for had they thonght that he had ſtaied by it, they never would have 
p forſaken their quarters ; yer being now terrified they knew nor wherctore, ſome fled One p.,,, and trow- 

way, and ſome another without any order, till ſome ſeeing the Emperour in the midſt of the vic awoug 
batrell;and fearing the miſchance that might beride him, they wich Joud cries ſignified ig 124 Ronnncs 
unto the whole legion. Then the Romanes turning agaia for ſhane,and accuſiag therslelves 
guilty of a great offence in forſaking their Emperour amidſt fuch danger, came with all che 
.. Nolence they could uſc againſt the Tews, and driving them down the mountain, forced The Jew: » 
them to retire; yet the Tews fought flying, and ſecing the Romanes to have the upper hand \{,... 1s are 
of chem, becauſe they were fipon the higher ground, they departed intothe valley, Titus driven unmw 
aſſaulted them thar were oppoſite againſt him, 2nd ſo commanded the reſt to go and finith >< 127:

Bu they 
who had cruelly raged againſt the innocent, ler the wicked have leiſure co eſcape out of 
thoſe caves, whereby they had no harm : and having gotten the inner part of che Tem- 
ple, and all belonging thereunto, they did now more confidently chen before fight againſt 
Simon: and thus the ſedition that was before divided into three parts, was now brought 
onely intorwo. Tirws being defirous to bring his amy nearer the City, ſcat a certain oum- 
ber of horſmen and foor men, which he thought ſufficient co hinder all excurſions of che

CHAP. V, 


Of rhe deceit the Fews uſed againfs the Romane ſouldicrs, 


-Bourhisrime chelews diviſed this ftratagem againſt che Romans. The moſt cou- 
 ragious among the ſeditious people went our unto the places called the womens 
cow:rs, and coumerfeited themſelves co be driven thither by chem withinthe City 


that defired peacc z and for = they fearcd the Rotnans, they were come thitherco hide 
chemſclves one behind anothe 


r: o;hers ftanding on the wals, and counterfcicing them- 
ſelves ro bethe Citizens, with loud cryes defared peace, and a league of friendſhip ; prowi- 
fing ro ſet the Citiegaies open, and inviting the Romans to cater ; and crying chus chey 
alſo caſt ſtones againſt cheir countrey men before ſpoken of, as chough they did drive chem 
from -the gatcs z and they made as rhough they would by force, break tharow the people, 
and come to che gares, partly by force, partly by entrearing the people to permit them. And 


making many offers to:go unto the Romans, they returned again like men troubled in mind, M 


and ſtudying whar to do. The Romane ſouldiers did not perceivetheir ſubril meaning; who 
ſeemy the'{cdirious ready to fall into their hands,that ſo they might pun ſh chem, and ſeeing 
che people (as they chiought) ro vpen the gates unto them, would in poſt haſte bave 
gone untothe City. But 714#s ſuſpeed forne deceir coloured with this kind, inviting him © 
cniter, becauſc he did nor ſee any reaſon for ir. For the day before, baving by. Foſeph of- 
feredchem peace, he underſtood thar their minds were far from any peaccable cogi : 


wherefore now he commanded the ſonldiers to keep their quarters and not toremove ; ye 
ſome'ofrhem, appointed ro work in rhe trenches, raking their weapons, ran unto the gates, 
andthe Jews who ſcemed to be driven out of the City at firſt fed; atlaſt when chey came

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A unto che gates of che rowers, they encloſed the Romanes round abour, and 2Naulted them > 
apon their backs: and they that were upon the wals did caft all kind of darts and ſtones up- The yerr of che 
on them : ſo that they flew many, and wounded very many; for it was not eaſic to eſcape 2*2-4034., 
from the wals, others being behind them, and offering them violence. Moreover, they OM: 
were aſhamed that their Captains had ſo offended, and in tear of their offence committed, (A. 
both which cauſed them till ro perſevere in it. And after along confli& receiving many '"<v #>y of 
wounds, and giving 2s many, at laſt that pur them to flight that incloſed them, and (o the "—__ 
Jews departed, and tollowed them to Herods monument, purſuing them with darts. And 
chen the Jews returned rejoyCing in their good fortune ; and deriding the Romancs for be- 
ing 0 deceived, lifting up their ſhields and bucklers,ſhogting and reJjoyCing. 
B The Romaneſouldiers were received of cheir Captains with threatnings, and of Ceſar, 
with this ſpeech: The Iews Icd onely wich deſpecation,do all things with advice and coun- 
ſcl, deviſing deceirs : and fortune favourcth their practiſes becaute they are ordered, and 
cruſty to one another. Acd now the Romanes, whom for their obedience and diſcipline for- 
rune was wont to favour, do contrariwiſe offend herein, and for their raſh and unadviſed nc _ 
fighting are overcome - and whichis worſt of all, in C.z/rs preſence offering ro fight withs ſuulaiers. 
out their Captains. Truly the military law and diſcipline will be grieved herear, and my 
facher very ſorrowful co hear of this. For he who from 1.is infancy unto old age, hath becn 
erained up in arms, yer did he never offend in this ſortg2nd what ſhall we ſay to our law chat 
puniſheth the lat offences againſt chem commirred with death,when our whole army doch 
diſobey their Emperours command? But {quoth he)they who fo arrogamtly have diſobeyed 
C our command, ſhall preſentlyunde1ſtand,that among the Romanes, viRory againſt the Ge- 
nerals command, is an infamy. Titus having thus ſpoken in anger to the Captains,evideatly 
declared to them what and how he purpoſed co puinith them. And they preſently deſpaired 
as though by and by chey were juſtly condemned co dic. Bur all the other legions flocking x1. rin 
abour Tis, bclougit him to pardon their tcllow ſouldiers, and co remic che offence of che (ul ©» b<- 
raſhnefſe ot ſome few, for che obelience ſuke of thereſt ; affirming that their furyre valour F<? Tow tor 
ſhould be a ſufficient re:ompenle for this cheir offence. Ceſar was now pacificd, partly think- aun. 
ing what was moſt proficable, partly for the intrexty ot ne reſt , for he purpoſed ro puniſh 
one man on-ly, and to rcbuke the reſt, and {12nifie ro chem his diſpleaſure, and ſo.he was 
reconciled to his ſouldiers; ſtraightly charging chem to be wiſer hereafter: and after, he de- 
viſcd how to 5c revenged on the ſews for this deceit. When all the groundberween the wa!s 
of Jeruſalem,and his army was in four dayes made plain, Tizes being deſirous afely ro con- 
dud the baggage, and che reſt of che mulcirude in ſatety, he placed the ſtrongeſt of all his 
ſouldiers every one in his rank ſeven by ſeven, and cauſed chem to march from the North 
part of che Ciry unrothe Weſt, all along without the City wals, placing the foormen in the 
forefront,and inthe laſt place,the horſemen three in a rank, and berween them both the Ar- 
chers.So the Jews not able now to make any excurſions, Titus ſouldiers being thus diſpoſed 
of the baggage of che three legions and the multirude paſſed along without any danger. And 
Titus hifnſclt bein3 now within two furlongs of the City wals, pitched his cent againſt that ,,,,, ,y., 
corner of the wall that is called Pſephinos, where the compaſls of the wall from the Norch «bac places 
bends into che Weſt : the other part of the army entrenched chemſelves againſt thar par of 7*%: Eb 
che wall thar is called Hippicos, diſtant in like manner two farlongs from the Ciry.

The third wall begin- 
ncth at the rower Hippicos, from whence it goeth intothe North parr, and from theace ic 
cometh unto the tower Plephina, over againſt the Sepulchre of He 'exa that was Queen of 
Adiabena,and mother of King 77a'es: and paſling along by the Kings caves, it turneth to- 
wards the tower near the monument of Fuls, and the valley called Ccdron it joyneth with 
the old wall Agripps compaſſcth that part of the City that he built, with this wall, it being 
beforeall open withou: defence, For the City grew fo populous, that by little and little | 
they were forced ta inhabit ſome part withour the wals: and this wall reacheth a great way, 
being joyned unto the hill nex: the City on the Noth fide of the Temple. "There was 3llo 
a fourth hill inhabiced, named Bezetha, fituate againſt Antonia, bur ſeparated from it with 
very deep ditches, which were made of purpole, leſt that the foundation of Antonia being 
joyned unto it, it might be caſt:r ro come puto, and ſeem lower: for the deepneſſe of the 
dirch maketh the tower ſeem much higher then orherwiſe it would. This place being added 
unto the City, is called in that countrey language Bezetha, which ſignifieth the new City, 


in building the And che inhabitants defiring thar part to be fortified, Agrippa, father to this Agripps that 


finiſht the wall, did begin that wall aforementioned-and tearing leſt Claudius Ceſar, hearing 
how ſumpcuous a w2ll he builr, ſhould miſtruſt that he purpoſed to revolt, he onely laid the 
foundation of ic,and ſo left it unfiniſhed. 

' For the City could neyer have been taken by force, if he bad finiſhed that wall as he be- 
gan ir, it being built with ſtones twenty cubirs long,and ten cubirs broad, which could nei- 
ther eaſily be undermined, nor baticred with engines:and this wall was built ten cubits high, 
and nodoubrt had been raiſed high:r, had not his libecality who began this building becn 
hindred. Yer again by che Jews 1nduſtry the ſame wall was raiſed twenty cubirs high,the 
batlements hereof were (wo cubirs high, and che tower three cubirs,and in 21l it was rwenty 


four cubits high, as before; Upon the wall were three cowers twenty cubirs broad, and

ſce the utcermoſt parts of all the dominions of the Hebrews unto the Sea, and ic had eight M 
corners, Juſt oppoſite to this was thagower Hippicos, and near unto it were other two, that 
King Herod buildcd upon the old wall, which in bignefſc, beauty and ſtrength, did ſurpaſlc 
all others in the what world.

The way to the ſecond Temple was all incioled with ſtones of lattice work, which 
were three cubits high, and moſt beautifully wrought along - in which place alſo were placed 
certain pillars equally diſtant one from another, to ſhew the law of purification ; ſome being 
written upon in Latine letters, other ſome in Greek, tot bidding all ſtrangers to eater into 
the holy place : for the ſecond Temple is called the holy place. To go uncothe ſecond from 
the ficſt, one muſt paſſe up fourteen ſtairs, and it was fourſquarealoit, andencloſed with a 
wall by ic ſelf; whoſe outſide being fourty cubits high, was all covered with ſtairs to aſcend 
up unto it; and within, it was five and twenty cubits high:for all the parc of the inner (ide 
was unſeen, becauſe it was built on the deſcent of a hill.

But we will hereafter ſpeak more at large of the City and 
Temple, the laws and cuſtomes, the ordinances and obſeryatiqns , forchele things canner 
be bricfly declared. The Caſtle Antonia was ſituate jn 2 corner of theawo parches of the 
firſt cemple, which looked unto the Weſt, and the North : and it -was buile upon a rock of 
ſtone of fifty cubirs high, which on every fide was inacceſſible : this fart was bulk by king 

Herod, to ſhew the greatneſſe and magnificence of his mind. For firſt of gll the rock ac the 
foot thereof was all covered with thin and flender ſtones like flazes. Which did bath adorn 
it, and would alſo caſily flide down if any one walked upon the. Betoge the batthements 
of the fort there was a wall three cubits high, within which the Caſtle Antonia was buik 
42. cubits high, being within all furniſhed and conrrived like the Palace of a king, having all 
kind of houſcs of office, and other neceſiary rooms. For there were porches, bathes, and 
large bals, co place tents in: ſothu for all convenient roomes and places it ſcemed to be 2 
City,and for the magnificence thereof a kings Palace. In outward faſhion x was built lite 
a tower, and invironed about with four other rowers,at every corner one, whereof they that 
were on the South and Eaſt ſide were 70 cubits high, the other two were onely 50. So ou 
of theſe two higheſt, one might bave pertc& view of the whole Temple. Whexe it joyacd 
to the poxches of the Temple, there was on either fide of; ic a pair of ſtairs for the ſonldiges 
ro come down out of it into the Temple, For alwayes the Romane ſouldiers lodged here, 
and guarded the Temple in armour upon feſtival dayes, leſt the people ſhould attempt any 
rebellion or ſedition. For the Temple was a Caſtle to keep the gown in awe, andihe Ce 
ſtle Antonia to overthrow the Temple : there alſo were placed the ſouldiers : * likewiſe in 
Herod; Palace, which ſerved for a caſtle over the higher part of the Cicy. The hill Bezecha 
was divided from the City, as is before mentioned : which being the higheſt of al}, was 
joyned to part of the new ciry, which did obſcure the view of the Temple onthe Nouth 
fide. And thus I hayc here ſpoken ſufficiently of the City ,and the wall in this place-pecauſe 
we mcan hereafter ro deſcribe them more at large. 


CHAP. VIL 


How the Fews refuſed ta jeeld, bow they aſſaulted the Remans. 


(je molt warlike of all the people joyned with Simen, being in number renchow 
| and, beſide the Idumzans : and thaſe trenthauſand had 50 Caprains of their own 
tcllowg, yet all ſubje& unto Simon. The Idumzans that rook his part were five | 
thouſand, and had ten Captains, the chief of whom were Facob the ſon of Seſas, and Sim, 
the ſon of Cathis. And Fphn, whokeps the Temple,had fix thouſand armed men, over 
whom were twenty Captains: 3nd then there came unto him twa thouſand of the zewous, 
and four hundied, who before bad followed Elec and Simey, the fon of 14irys. S0 theſe \, 
warring one againſt another, the people was their baggy, and the multicude chat wee net 


Simons cawpe {editious as they weregwas their prey. Simon kepr the higher part of the City, and be gre#- 


#gain(t John, 


ter wall even unto Cedron z and all that part of the old wall which is þerween Siloa, and tht 
Palace of MonebaXus, who was King of Adiabena, that licth beyond che river Euphrates * be 
alſo kept all the hill Acra ( which is che lower part of the City) uno Helenas Palace, who 
was Meneba7us his mother. But Fobn kept all the Temple and the ſpace abour ir, O hla, 
and the valley Cedroo:and that which was between theſe two places which Simmer and 1 

kept, was all conſumed with fire, and made 2 place to fight jn. For altbough the Romances 


rents were pitched near unto the walls of the City, yer did not this ſedition ceale z but Bi: 


viog recovered ſome ſecurity a while at the Romances firſt coming, preſently they recur! 
unto their former wont. And dividing themſelves again, every man fought for his on

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z part, doing all that che Romanes could with to de done. For the Romanes did them no more WAY 
harm then chey did themlelves: for after them the city ſuffered no new calamity, bur indu- 7 * wer of the 
red farre more miſery before it was taken and deſtroied by the Romanes, then ir did at that ”, Ja. 95 
time, For the Romanes in deſtroying ir,did rather end their miſery then bring chem into it, «, ——_ | 
For the ſeditious did take the citie, and the Romanes did overcome and take the ſeditious, VI 
which was farre ſtronger thea the walls - ſo that one may aſcribe all. their miſeries ro their es ery 
own nation, and equitie and juſtice unto the Romanes, as every one ſhall clectly ſee by that cad 
which enſued. mn ncs ove... 

The City being in the eſtate beforeſaid, Tiras with choſen horſemen went up and down {Eats 
without it, to eſpie where he might moſt eaſily afſaulr the walls. And bein$ in doubt 2 long Tus cireuie- 

B time what todo, for thac where the valley was, toormen could not poſhbly ger up toit;and on —_— 
where it was walled, they ſeemed to be impoſſible ro be battered down with engines: ar ney Coats 
laſt he determined co afſaulc ic on that part, where was the monument of Fohy the highPrieft: *eew® « 
for onelie in this place the firſt wall was lower then in other places, and it was not compaſt *"*')" 
here with the ſecond wall, for this place was not fortified, becauſe that thoſe parts of the 
new city were not much inhabired.So that from this place the wall might eaſily be aſſaulted: 
whereby Titus was perſwaded that the higher city,and the Temple, and Antonia, might ea- 
fily be caken, As he was thus viewing the place, one of his friends called Nicanor, came unto 
him:who was ſhot in the letc thoulder with an arrow, becauſe he defired ro come neer Fofeph, x er is 
who went thither of purpole to per{wade the Jews which were upon the wall to y celd : for wow dee with 
Nicanor was very eloquent, Ceſar perceiving their mindes, and that they would nor abſtain 0777 2. 
from him, who perſwaded them to that which was moſt expedient for them, was now mv gi. 
ved,8& began earneſtlie to beftege rhem:and ſo he permitted his ſouldiers ro waſte all the ſub- 
urbs,and to gather all the rubbiſh,ſtones, wood, and other matter together, and made there- 
with a mount, And dividing his army into three parts, he liſpoſed of every one what he 
ſhould do, and in the midſt of all upon the mounts he placed archers, and before them en- 
gines for ſhot, wherewithall he hindred the incurſions of his enemies, left they ſhould an- 
noy the work, and alſo did beat thoſe off from the wall, who made any reſiſtance from 
thence. Aad preſently all trees being cut down,the ſuburbs appeared naked, Whileſt the 
Romanes having gathered the wood rogether, were buſted in the work, the Jews were not 

D idle: and then the people, who were troubled with murthers and robberies, did hope to have 
an end of their miſery, the ſeditious people being buſied aganſt their enemies:and chey now 
hoped that it the Romanes did overcome, they might be revenged upon them. Fohn till 
kept where he was, fearing Simon;yet were his tollowers very earneſt to aſſ2ule the Romans. 

But Simon being next unto the ſiege, did not reſt, but placed all along that part of the wall, 
men with darts, which betore were taken from Seſleis Governor of the Romanes, and found 
in the Caſtle of Antonia. Bur the darts did the Tews ſmall pleaſure, by reaſon that few of 
them knew how to uſe them: onely ſome who were taughc by certain that fled from the Ro- +. 4, «, 4:4 
manes, could ule them a little. Yer did they aſſault the Romane ſouldiers that were building we tess | «l: 
the mounis, with arrows and ſtones;and allo made incu fians upon them by compan:es,and e's ; __ 
E fought with them, Bux the Romane workmen were defended by hurdles that were of pur- Bae. n ung 
poſe ſet before them : and every legion had ſtrange and admirable cagines ag 1inſt the ex- tha, 
curſtons of their enemy, and eſpecially the engines that the rench legion had to caſt darts, 
and others that caſt ſtones; which did not onely repulſe them,by whom they were aſſaulted, 
bur alſo thoſe that ſtood upon the wall: for every ſtone was a talent weight, and were thor 
more then afurlong, and flew not onely thoſe that they did firſt ſtrike, but alſo many char 
were ſtricken with the rebound. But the Iews alwaies elpied the ſtones before they came(tor 
they were white )and ſo avoided them: 2nd they were not onelie deſcried by the noiſe chey 
made in flying, but they might eaſily be perceived: and by this means the warchmen in the 
towers gave warning alwayes when theſe engines were ſhot off, and when the ſtones came, 
crying in their countrey language,The ſtone cometh:\o the Lewes upon the wals knowing what 
F they meant, avoided the ſtones, and ſo received no harm. Then the Romines deviled to 
black the ſtones with ink, and ſo they could nor be ſeen as they flew, bur at one ſtroke flew 
manie, Bur che Iews were not herewith ſo terrified, that they permitted the Romanes peace- 
ably to build the mount, bur night and day they hindred them wich ſtratagems and valour. 
Now when che Romanes had finiſhed their work, .. che Carpenters meaſured the ſpace be- 
| tweenthe mouats and the wals with a plummer faſtned unto a line, which they caſt from one 
place unto anther for they could noc meaſure ir ocherwiſe, becauſe of the darts caſt trom 
the wals;and finding that they had rammes long enough, they ſet chem up, and. Titss com- 
manded the wall co be þatcered in three places, to the end thar the battery might _ = 
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x #" hindred. The noiſe that theſe rams did make, was beard round abour the city ; and the citi- 
Thee vv ied mainly ogs, and the ſditious perſons were alſo fore affraid. And feeing then. © 
ofrer cis ſelyes. all intike danger, they now determined to joyn all together in refiſting the Romans: 
navy, 7. nd the ſeditious cried one unto another, ſaying, that they racher aſſifted che encmies, then 
refiſted them 7 apd therefore exborted one another at leatt for thac cime to become friends 
if not for ever, gnely to refiſt the Romanes. And Sims ſent a cryer untothe Temple, licen. 
ſing all ſuch as would,to come unto the wals:which alſoFohn did permit,notwith(tanding he 
places. miſtruſted Simon: ſo they forgetting their old quarrel, joyned all rogether, and reſiſted the 
The ſediciovs Romanes, and guarding the walls round , they caſt much fire upon the Engines of che Ro. 
ns, manes,afid againſt thoſe that did rule chem; and threw darts againſt chem withoug intermi(. 
| and diſcords fion:and the boldeſt amongſt them in great companies leapt down, & deitraved that where. [4 
joyn inone. ith the engines were covered, and afſauked thoſe tbar ſtood to defend them, and & gig 
the Romanes much harm, by reaſon of their deſperate boldnefle, more then by their kill, 
Titus was till at hand to ſuccour them that ſtood in need: and placing horſemen ang 
Archers about the engines, he repulſed the Jews who came to caſt fire, and ed them 
that caſt darts, and ſhot arrows from the towers, and.ſo gave the rams tune and opportnaity 
** to beat the wals. Yet for all this the wall was not ſhaken with rams,ſfaye onely that the ram of 
4+" Our agent -- the fifth legion did ſhake the corner of a tower but et the wall ſtood firm, and was nor 
ner of a rower. harmed by the thaking of the tower:for it was far r then the wall,and ſo could not draw 
down any part of the wall 3s it fell, So ſoon as they had a while cealed from excurſions, they 
perceived that all the Romanes were buſied in one labour or other, and ſo diſperſed all over 
the camp, thinking that the lews for fear durſt come no more, The ews all fecrexly iſſued -| 
out of the gate by the tower Hippicos, and caft fire upon the works, and couragiouſly made 
incurſion upon the Romanes even unto the rampire of their camp. The Romanes ſeeing 
b: whar danger might enſae, preſently aſſembling themſelves, both they that were neer, and 
thoſe that were tar off, The diſcipline of the Romanes overcame the fury of the Jews : and 
putting thoſe to flight that firſt mer them, they affaulted choſe that oppoſed themſelyes a- 
_gainſt them afterward. So there began a grievous batrell about the engines ; che Tews ſtri- 
ſoges fire them, and the Romanes fighting to hinder them ; and a doubrfull cry was raiſed 
on both parts, and many inthe forefront were ſlain on both fides. But the Jews audacity goc 
them the upper hand ; and their fire did ſomething touch the engines - and all had beencon- x 
nd ſumed quite with fire, had not the choſen ſouldiers that came from Alexandria hindred it, 
the lewsxo Who for the opinion that they had of themſelves did fight ſtoutly (for they were accounted 
a have been the moſt valianc of all in this bactell) till ſuch time as the Emperour with cer- 
the cy,  FainſeleRted horſemen, came and ſet violently apon the enemies: and he himſelf- ſlew 12. 
men thar did reſiſt him, for whoſe deaths the reſt fearing fled, and were forced to retire 
themſelves into the city, andſo ſaved the engines beabeing fired. Ir chanced that one of 
"ERIE the Iews was in this fight taken alive, and Titus commanded that he ſhould be crucified be- 
of the Idume- fore the wall, that perhaps the reſt being herewichall cerrified mighr yeeld. After Ceſar was 
ans by the (bot retired, Fon the Captain of the Idumzans talking upon the wall with one of his friends, be- 
oianero ing ſtricken in the breaſt with anarrow by an Arabiaa ſouldier, preſently died: which cauſed L 
hiwin che great Jamentation among the Iews, and ſorrow amongſt the ſeditious, tor he was valiant of 
beſt, diceh. his hands, and very wile.and of good advice. 


CHAP. VIII. 
Of the fall of the tower : and how the two wals were taken. 
I! þ He night following, there was a great tumule amongſt the Romanes, For Titas 


the Emperour had commanded to be builded three towers, 50 cubits high apiece, 

each one upon a ſeverall mounc, that from thence he might the more cafily beat che 

enemies from off thg walls : but one of theſe towers in the middeſt of the gight fell down 

without any aſſault. And making i great noiſe with the fall, fear fell upon the whole army 3 

who ſuſpecting that it came to paſle by ſome ftratagem wrought by the Iews, every one ran 

and armed himſelf, and ſo there was a great tumult in the army : and for that no man could 

tell what the matter was, a 'ong eine, Cop ſtood as it were all amazed, every one asking his 
fellow what had hapned. ſeeing no enemies come, they began to fear ſome treaſon a- 
themſelyes ; and ſo were in 2 great fear they knew not wherefore, till ſuch cime 25 

Titxs underſtanding the matter, cauſed the truth thereof to be preſently proclaimed chorow- 


out the camp z and {0 the tumult(alchough with much ado) was appealed. =

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A The ews valiantly bearing and induring all other dangers, were fore troubled by reaſon of w- wr? 
theſe cowers which Titus had ereted z for they were ſlain and wounded from thence with {#5 0! ib 
ſmall engine ſhot, darts and arrows z neither could they build themſelves any ſo high, noc _ Ms. 
was there any hope to deſtroy them: for neither could they be chrown down for their Naiig.zs. 
vveight, nor fired, becauſe they yvere covered vvith Iron: and fo they flying out of the reach WW 
of the ſhot, did not ſeek to hinder the ram from- battering their vyalls ; vyhich never ceafing 
at laſt iled ſomewhar, So the great ram, which the Iews called Nicon, becauſe it over- mew = rk 
came all, at laſt battered the wall; and che Iews being weary with fighting, tor that they had. the ” Eon 
watched all the night before, for ſloth, or elſe becauſe they perſwaded themſelves that the 8'<= cam. 
wall was ſuperfluous, they having two more beſide it, they all torſook their quarters, and re- 
tired themſelves unto the ſecond wall; and the Romanes entred the firſt, that the ram cal- 
led Nicon had batgered. Then the Romanes that had paſſed and entred the firſt wall, wene The Rowanes 
and opened the gates and let in the whole army. Having thus gotten the wall the ſeventh ** BY mY 
day of May, they deſtroyed the greateſt part thereof z and alſo che North fide of the City ! 
which before Ceſtius had waſted. | 
Titus removed his camp from thence, and went unto the place called the Afſyrians 
camp, and ſeized upon all between that and Cedron; and being without the (hor of an arrow 
from the ſecond wall, he began again to aſſault ic. Then the Iews dividing the wall betwix: 
them to defend each others part, they reſiſted moſt yaliantly. And Fohn and his partakers de- 
fended all Antonia, and the North part of the Temple from Alexanders tomb: and Simon rg m 
defended all from Fohns tomb unto the gate by the rower Hippicos, And many times iflu- the Romane . 
ing out at the gates,they tought hand to hand with the enemy, being alwaies repulſed by the oo len 
diſcipline of rhe Romanes, onely for want of knowledg in warlike affairs ; and till in all a 
fights upon the wall they got the beſt : tor the Rom.nes were aſſiſted by tortune ind know- 
ledge, and the Tews with deſperate boldnefle which came of fear ; for they are of ſtout cou- 
rage in adverſity, Moreover, the Iews were moved to fight, in hope that way to ſaye their 
own lives: and the Romanes to get a ſpeedy conqueſt. Neither party was weary, neither 
did they ever ceaſe trom aſſaulting one another: all the day long the Iews in whole compa- 
nies made excurſions againſt the Romanes, and they onnited no kind of fight,; beginning 
at Sun-riſe, and continuing all night long, farre more terrible to them both then+in all the 
day before : the Tews feared leſt that che Romanes ſhould get the wall; and the [Romanes 
likewiſe miſdreaded that the Tews ſhould invade their camp, Thus till all night long being S 
armed, early in the morning they were prepared again to fight, The Iews did one ſtrive with 
another who ſhould undergo the moſt danger, and (o deſerve his Captains favour. Simons 
followers did greatly reverence and fear him, infomuch as if he ſhould have conunanded 
any of them to have killed himſelf, he would preſently have done it. The Romanes were, _, _ 
encouraged to fight, by their wont and cuſtome ingerting the victory, and that they were « the Romans 
not wont to be overcom : again, their frequent and daily warres and continuall exerciſes, t© conquer. 
and large dominions gave the like courage, and eſpecially Titus their Generall ſtil] preſent, 
inall their affairs greatly ſtirred them forward : for every one thought it a hainons- crime to 
be a coward in the | pan of ſuch a C:ptain as Caſar was. Ceſar himſelf beholding and 
looking on, who allo was a witnefle of their deeds that behaved themſelves valiancly, would 
reward every man for his valour: beſide that, it was advantage tobe eafily known unto the 
Prince for a valiant man : fo that many of them ſhewed that cheir alacrity was fatre greater 
then cheir ſtrength. Art this time Longinus one of the horſemen coming out of the Roman 
army, preſſed into the midſt of the Iews forces, and caſting them down that ſtood in his Longiaus 
way, by this violence he flew two of the ſtrongeſt of the enemies amongſt them, ſtriking - ner wr 
one of them over the face, and ſlaying the other with his own dart he took from him : who 4. Sn —_ 
for this deed was greatly honoured, having broken thorow a ſtrong army of the Iews, that ad diſtur- 
were placed before the walls, and caft darts at him on either fide. Many of the Romanes by *** it: 
this his example were inticed to do the like. The Iews now regarded not what they ſuffered. 
bur onely deviſed which way to harm their enemy ; nothing eſteeming death, ſo that, they 
might kill ſome one of the Romanes. . But 73tzs had as-much care to preſerve his ſouldiers, 
a he had to get the viory z, affirming theſe raſh aſſaults to proceed of deſperation: and thar 
onely was to be accounted for yertue, when one did warily not indanger himlelf ro atchieye 
any worthy ation, and willed them rather to ſhew themſelves men where there was no 


danger.

Hen Titus commanded the ram to be ſet up againſt the rower on the North part on 
the City, wherein a crafty and politike Tew accompanied with ten men had tud him- 
Caſtor a ſubrile (elf, all the reſt being fled: this Jew was named Cafftor, Theſe men having lien ttyl 
and policike a while there in their armour, at laſt being afraid,and the rower beginning to ſhake,they ſtarr 
up - and — ſtretching forth his hand, did as it were humbly crave favour at Ceſars hands 
and with a lamentable voice beſought him to ſpare him. Titus leeing the mans ſimplicity, x H 
he thought, and mr himſelf chat the Jews did aow repent them of cheir enterpy1ze, 
he cauſed the ram to ceaſe from battery, and the archers to hold their hands; and withal! per- 
mitted Cafor to ſpeak his pleaſure. Caſtor ſaid, that he deſired rocome and make a league of 
peace. d Titus anſwered, that he would grant it, it ſo be all the reft would do fo like- 
wife; and that he would preſently confirm a league of peace between him and the cicy, Five 
of Caſtors fellows ſeemed to be willing, and to requeſt the like but the other five caunter- 
feited to withſtand them, crying out aloud, that they would never be {laves to the Romanes, 
ſeeing they might diein liberty. Whileſt Caſtor and his fellows were debating the matter, 
the battery ceaſed. In the mean time Ca#toy privily ſent word unto Simn,willing him whileſt 
the battery ceaſed, to deliberate what was expedient to be done in this neceſſity : for he a 
while would deceiverhe Romane Emperour,and hold him in ſuſpence. And in the mean time | 
he ſeemed to exhort his companions,that denied to embrace the kind offer of Titus : and they 
as it were angry hereat, drew their (words and ſtroke upon their corflets; and they ſo ſtrick- 
en ſeemed to fall down, as though they had been ſlain. Titus and his ſouldiers were amazed ac 
this their obſt for being on the lower ground, they could not well perceive what was 
done : and fo t dred at their deſperation, and alſo picied their calamity. Ac this time 
 oneſtruck Caſtor in the buttock with a dart,and Caſtor valling it out of his fleſh; ſhewed ic 
unto the Emperourz and complained of it, as being 1njured. 7:tus preſently with ſharp 
words corrected him that ſhot it, and forthwith would have ſent Foſeph to promiſe Caftor 
pardon and peace, But Foſeph denied to go,aftirming that Caſtor onely difſembled,and fo hin- 
dered his friends chat would have gone. Ar laſt one Aeneas,who had fled unto the Romans, 
offered himſelf rogo. Caſtor invited him, as though he would give him ſomething in roken 
of his true meaning. Then Aeneas opened the skirt of his garment, thinking Caftor would 
have caſt him down ſomething of worth : and when he came underneath the rower, Caſtor 
rook a great ſtone and threw it down upon him ; yet hurt him not, becauſe he was aware 
Mercy in wars Of it, and avoided the ſtone 3 but it wounded another ſouldier ſtanding by. Then Ceſar 
burfull, conſidering this deceit, began to think that piety and mercy in wars was huretul, and that 
cruelty was not ſo eaſily deceived ; and (o being very angry ac thisdeceic, he cauſed che wall 
to be beaten with the ram more then before. Caſtor and his fellows perceiving the tower to 
ſhake, they ſet it on fire, and ſo paſſed thorow the flame, and conveighed themſelves intoa 
mine of che tower ; fo thac again the Romanes admired their courage, thinking chat they L 
had burned themſelves. 
Titss aſſaulting the wall on his part, took it five daies after that he had caken the firſt; 2nd 
canfing the Jews to fly from thence, he accompanied with a thouſand choſen men abour 
—_ him, catred in where the woolmen, and copper-ſmiths, and merchant-tailours dwelc, which 
wall, place was the new city,having onely narrow and ſtreight waies to.go unto the wall, And had 
he preſently beaten down a great part of the wall, or according to the laws of arms deſtroyed 
what he had gotten, he had obtained the vitory without any lofſe on his fide. Yet now 
hoping the Iews would yeeld, (ecing thar if he pleaſed he might take them by force, he gave 
_ the more ample and eafie paſſage to retire: for he did not think chac they whoſe good be

Thus the Romanes having got the ſecond wall, we:e beaten from it again : And the Citi- 1c cauucs 
zens fic for war, were hereat encouraged, and were drunken with this good fortune, think- 
ing that now the Romanes durſt no more offer co come into the city, and that they could 

C not be overcome, if they did arm themſelves to fight, For God, becauſe of their iniquity 
had darkned their underſtanding, fo that they never conſidered that the Romane forces 
were farre greater then they that were overcome, nor the famine that preſently inſued: for as 
yet they lived upon the deſtruction of the people, and drank the blood of acitie: bur the 

ood did even now ſuffer famine, and many of them had already periſheqfor want bf food : The people tn'

fouldiers, and terrible to the Iews: for all the old walls, and che North part of the city, and 
many houſes were filled with the multitude of them, who came to view this ſight : and there 
was no part of the city that was not filled with people toſee and behold it. And fear came 
upon the very boldeſt amongſt all the Jews, ſeeing both the Romanes armour and their or-

between their hands ſome part of their mea, and would not forgo it. No pity was now re- 

maaining, neither toold age nor infancy, but chey cook young babes eating, their mourh tull 

of meat, and not permitting it to be taken our of cheir mouthes, ..nd threw them a2ainſt rhe 

ground, Now if any one had prevented thele cheeves, and eaten their meat before they could 

come at them, then they were more cruel ; and the other ſo much more tyrannou{ly hand- 

led, as having commitred ſome greater offence againſt chem, They alſo deviſed inoft bar- 

barous and cruel torments to extort food from others: for they thruſt ſticks or ſuch ] ke into 

the cavity of mens yards,and ſharp thornie rods into their fendaments: and it is abo:'192ble 

to hear what the people endured co-make them confeſle one loaf of bread, or one handtu} pf 

corn which they had hidden. 

Theſe miſcreancs did nor yet for allchis feel eicher hunger or thirſtfor then theſe their im- 

pieties had been more tolerable; bur they did it onely to exerciſe their cruelty, preparing fIx 

dayes food for themſelves atorchand, Wherefore meeting inch as had eſcaped the Romane 

watch in the aight, and gone iato the fields to gather weeds or herbs, when they again came 

into the City, and thought chey had now elcaped the danger of their enemies , they there 
took 
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TRAP R okfrom them the herbs they had gotten with the hazard of cheit lives, denying to give 
The yeer of tb* (em any (mall part of thar,for which they had undergone ſuch danger : and chey required 
_— them for Gods ſake to do it, yea they thought it abenefit. if being chus robbed and ſpoiled 
yof chryt, 73- they did not alſo periſh by the ſwords of theſe miſcreants. Theſe calamities the bafer ſore of 
CEYDe people endured at the hands of the common ſouldiers: but the Nobles and chiet men of the 
exaaryer a city were led unto the tyrants, and accuſed before them of betraying the City unto the Ro- 
are drown manes; and (o by ſame forged treaſon or other put todeath. And many times their ſuborned 
before te t5- 1ccuſers would teſtifie againſt thern, that hey purpoſed ro flye unto the Romanes Ang 
mm thoſe that Simon robbed, he ſent unto Fohn; and thoſe that Fohn ſpoyled,he ſent unto Simpy:

—_— for was accounted impious : and he chat received not part, did now grieve as ſuſtaining lofſe, in 
p_ _ "not having a-ſhare incruelty and impiety, | 
ia wickednefſe, | am not able to recount all cheir iniquities: but briefly, I think that never any City 
endured thelike, nor never any people ſince the memoryot men were fo cruel and barbarous: 
and finally, to the intent that their impiety unto ſtrangers might ſeem the leſſe, they (; pake 
evill of the nation of the Hebrews, and curſed them, and _ confeſſed rhemſelves to be 
ſlaves, people of divers countries, united together in wickednefle, baſtards and abortives of 
their nation. They overthrew the City, and forced the Romanes ( _— «Painſt their 
wills) to accept of this ſorrowful and heavy victory, and almoſt drew the fire into the Tem- 
ple, as though it ſtayed from it roo long. Neither did they weep or lament, when they ſaw 
the higher part of the City on fire ; but many among the Romanes did with ſorrow behold 
that ſight which we will ſpeak of hereafter, where we will deſcribe the event of thar bufi-

He mounts and Rampires that Titzs built, did greatly advantage him - and although y 
his ſouldiers endured fome lofle by the Jews who were upon the wall, yet he ſent 
part of his horſemen.,and commanded them to lay wait for the Jews that came out 
The poot pec- _ of thecity into the vallies to tetch food: and amongſt-them were alio ſome fight- 
ples miſery. ing men.. For now that which they could rob and take from the Citizens, was not ſufficient 
for all of them - yet the greater part of them were poor people, who durſt not flieunro the 
Romanes, for tear that ſome harm ſhould thereupon beride their deareſt friend, not indu- 
Tiras creeis.., 1398 £0 leave them behind to be murthered by the theeves. Famine did now embolden 
ech many lews CREm to go forth of the city; and now 1t onely remained for them-ro go forth privily, and 
_ the be taken by the enemies, And being taken, neceſſity torced them to fight tor fteare ot tor- 
” ments z for they now thought it roo late to requeſt mercy: after the fight, they were beaten 
and tortured all wales poſſible, and then cruc.fed before the city walls. Tits deemed this. ca- 

lamity moſt miſerable : for every day 500. Iews and ſometime more were taken; and yer did 

he not think it expedient todilmiſle 10 great a multitude, nor to keep them who would be 

as 2 guard of guards. But the principall point for which he did not hinder this, was, chat by 
this ſpectacle he might rerrifie the Iews, and make them fear to ſuffer the like, except they 
did quickly render themſelves and the city unto him. . Wherefore the ſouldiers for a hatred 

which they conceived againſt our nation, crucified all they took, one after one faſhion, and 

another atter another, in derifion. And the multitude of the captives was now ſo great,that 

there remained no more ſpace to ſet croſſes in, nor any more crofles to crucifie bodies upon 
The lews car- But the ſeditious Iews within the citie were (o farre trom relenting by this maſſacre, that M 
riedche kin- rather their hearts were hereby more hardned , fo that herewith they terrified the reſt of 
nat the multitude : for they carried the kindred of them that had fled unto the Romanes to the 
out of the ciry.

' ing with ther that ſought to quench the flame, nothing ſparing their own bodies. The Ra- 
manes began to draw away the Rammes,their ſhelters being-fired, And the Jews amidſt (he 


KVR. flames ſought to keep them there - yer tor all this the Romanes ſaved their Rammes, From 


thence the fire caught hold of the rampiers, and thoſe chat would have prevented it were 


- burhed ;and the fire ſo increaſed, that ic could not be extinguiſhed; ſo the Romans now. en- 


vironed with a flame, and deſpairing to reſcue their works, retired themſelves into; cheir 
camp, and left them on fire. But the Iews were ſo much the more earneſt, their. number ſtill 
encreaſing, by new ſupplies coming out of the Citie:and fo.encouraged by: this cheir vidtorie, 
they raſhly adventnred unto the Romanes camp, and aflaulced the guard there, Which guard T 
was 2 companie placed round about before the camp in armour z and there was 2 law made, 
that whoſoever of them forſook his place, he ſhould loſe his life: ſorhar chey efteeming r2- 
ther todie a glorious death, then ignominiouſly to ſuffer a penall puniſhment, reſiſted: verie 
valiantly : ſo chat manie that had fled,recired themſelves back again to fight, both for ſha 
that they had forſaken their place, and for fear of puniſhment thereof - and placing Engines 
gpon the rampire of their camp, they hiadred the Tews from iſſuing our of the Citie awe 
more:for they came out unarmed, having ——_— defend their bodies ' withalL Foc rhe 
Tews fought with whomſoever they mer, and raſhly running amongſt their enemies pikes, 
chey ſtruck them with cheir fiſts, For che Tews prevailed more by cheir hardinefſe, chen by 
their deeds: and che Romances fled more for the Jews boldneſle, rhen for ante harm they ty- 
ſtained by them. 

Then T#as came from Antonia, where he had been toveiw a place to build another ram- 


Tirus zccuſcth pjre, and he greathe blamed che ſouldiers, who having gotten their enemies walls, did now 


ſuffer themſelves to bein danger ia their own walls ; and now forced ro abide chat, which 
earſt the Tews did ſuffer, being now as it were broken out of priſon ; and ſo he with certain 
choſen men aſſaulced the enemies on one fide; and they, though ſtricken upon the faces, yer 
did they not give back, bur ſtouclie refiſted him - and ſo joyning the batrell, che duſt was fo 
chuck, that noge coald fce one another, nor anie hear what was (aid for the cnies and norke, fo 
chat now no man could diſcern his friends from his foes. The Jews perfiſted tillin . che bar- 
tell, not for that they truſted co their force, or thereby prevailed, but becauſe chey were Ce- 
oe The Romanes on the ocher part rook courage, and fought ſtouthe for thame, and K 
of chat Ceſar himſelf was in danger amongſt them. So that I think, that had noc the Jews 
retired chemſelves into the citie, che furie of the Romanes had then conſumed che whole 
multitude. The Romanes were now ſorcowfull for the loſle of their rampires, who 1n one 
hour had loſt-that which with ſuch labour and fo long time they had been making-and mae 
of their Engines being nowdiſplaced, they deſpaired to take the City. 


CHAP. XIII.

T = now deliberated wich his Captains what was to be done; and they that were 
moſt forward amongſt them. thought it beſt wich all che whole army co aſſaulc che 
walls : for that as yet the Jews had onelie fought with one part of che armie, but they 
were not able to withſtand the force of the whole army, but would be all conſumed with 
darts and arrows. The wiſer ſort = perſwaded Titxs to build rampires: but others coun- 
ſelled the contrary, to hold themſelves quiet there, and onely to keep all places about, that 
no food ſhould be conveighed imo the city, and fo famiſh the city, and never fight with 
the enemy. For that the Jews being now deſperate. and deliring to be ſlain, wou'd not be 
overcome by force ; or if not, to ſlay others which was worſt of all. But 7s thoughric 2 
ſhame to lie there idle with ſo huge an army, and do nothing; yer he deemed it ſuperfigous 
to fight with them who would willingly fight to be flain:and he could not make any mounts, 
becauſe he wanted matter, andit was moſt difficalt of all to guard every place about the 
citie, that nonecould goforth, for that it could not be beleaguered round on every fide, 
by reaſon of the difficult places and huge compaſle thereof, . fearing alſo the dangers that io 
might enſue,the Iews ifſuing our of the city. For the Iews lecing their open way es all guard- 
ed by the Romanes, they. would deviſe ſome ſecret waies, both urged, thereunto by necel- 
ſity, and alfo becauſe they knew all places thereabourt very well. And it ſobe that che lews 
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A ſo mach the longer ſo that he feared char the continuance of time would diminiſh the glory IF) 
of his victorie, For thoagh all choſe wayes mighr bertaken, yer he preferred haſte betore 7h yer of the 
glory : and if fo be he would uſe celeritie and ſafetie, that then it was needfull for him to jmangSne* x 
compaſſe che whole Citie round about with a wall :for fo all wayes and paſſages might be «iy. 73. + 
hindred -: and forthe Jews (eeing now no hope of ſafetie,ſhould either be compelled co yield WII ! 
che Cirie,or elſe be conſumed with fdmine,other wiſe he could nor be in (aferie and at quiet z ID 
and chat ſo he might erect mounts,having that wall to defend them. And if any one think we Cizie wat 
chat work difficult, and not to be atchieved,lec him confider that ir did not become the Ro- *1*b. 
mans to make a baſe or ſlender piece of work : and that no manin the world could withouc 
labour effe& any great matter, but God onely, Having with theſe ſpeeches encouraged 

B his Captains, he cauſed them to lead che (ouldiers, and diſpoſe them all in cheſe buſineſl . 
The ſouldiers had as it were ſome divine force and courage faln upon chem:for the Caprains, 
parting the circuit amongſt them, not onely they, but che ſouldiers alſo did ſtrive who 
ihould firſt effect their part, And every ſouldier,laboured to pleaſe his Decurio, the Decurio The Romans 
ro content the Centurion, and the Centurion the Colonel, and the Colonel to pleaſe the MY <2lels 
Captain, and che Captain to pleaſe oo who every day went round about and beheld the ue «all, 
work-and ſo beginning at the place called the Aſſyrians camp, where he was encamped, he 
drew a wall all abour, even unto the new Citie, and from thence by Cedron and mount Oli- 
ver,and ſo turned coward the South, and encloſed the mountain to the rock called Periſtere- 
onos,and the hill next adjoyning thereunto which hangeth over Siloxand from thence bend- 

C ing his work into the Welt, he brought it down all along the valley of rhe fountain - trom 
thence aſcending to the monument of Ananws the _— Prieſt, where Pompey pitched 
his Tents, and to brought ir about by the North ſide of the Citie:and comming along unto 
the village called Erebinthonicus, he compaſſed the monument of Herod towards the Eaſt, 
and ſo joyned the wall unto his camp, where he began, This wall was nine and thirtie fur- one wall of 
longs about. Without this wall he builded alſo thirteen Forts, every one ten furlongs in 3s ftounds, 
compaſle. And all this whole work was finiſhed in three dayes ſpace,which defired moneths _ 
to have been builded in : ſo that the celeritic in the building thereof doth make it ſcarcely cighe furlongs 
credible. The Cicie being thus encompaſſed with a wall, and guards placed in every fort, hey mms

CHAP. XIV. 
Of the famine in Feruſalem : and of the bailding of the ſecond Rampire by the Romans. 


He reſtraint of liberty to paſſe in and out of the Citie, took from the Jewes all hope 

of ſaterie; and the famine now increafing,conſumed whole houſholds & families and 

the houſes were full of dead women and infants; and the ſtreets filled with the dead .,. ,.. c., 
E bodies of old men: and the young men ſwollen like dead mens ſhadows,walked in the market and wayes full 

place, and fell down dead where it happened. And now the mulcicade of dead bodies was vf 4-44 men- 

{o great, that they that were alive mathe bury them, nor cared they for burying them, 
being now uncertain what ſhould betide themſelves, And many endeayouring to bury 
others, fell down themſelves dead upon them, as they were burying them, And many The dead lie 
being yer alive, went unto their graves and there died. Yet for all this calamitie, was —_— 
there no weeping nor lamentation, for famine overcame all affetions. And they who 
were yet living, without teares beheld thoſe, who being dead werenow atreſt before 
them. There was no noiſe heard wichin the Citie, and the ſtill night found all full of 
dead hodies: and which was moſt miſerable of all, the thieves at night came and took a- 
way that which covered the dead bodies nakedneſſe, and went laughing away, and in their 
bodies they proved their (words, and upon pleaſure onely thruſt many thorow, yet breath- The cruckie of 
Ing. Yer it any had defired them to kill him, or to lend him a ſword to kill himſelf, that >< —_ $- 
ſo he might eſcape the tamine, they denied him. And every one that died, as be was dy- thc « ayi 
19g,fixed his eyes upon the Temple, and beheld ic now with grief, leaving the ſeditious be- 
hinde them. The ſeditious now not able to endure the ſtink of the dead bodies thit lay core 
ropted above the ground, firſt commanded thac all ſach ſhould be buried at the charges of 
the C:tie : ac laſt, finding our place wherein to bury them all,they threw them over the walls 
nco the Eirch, When T5:u5;going about the walls;pzheld all rhe dirch filled with dead mens

A T 1a{t,$3m0n having tormented Matthias,put him to death,notwithſtanding, that by 
ty againſt vat- A his means he had obtained the Citie, This Matthias was ſon unto Boethus a Prielt, 
Ine 0 whom the people for his fidelicie towards them greatly eſteemed of : who ſeeing 
2g the outrage of the Zealous towards the people, Fohn being now joyned with them, perſwa- 
ded the people to call in S;-os to help them, conditioning nothing with him before,for char 
they mifdou ted no evil. And when he was come into the Citie, he held him for his ene- 
my as well as the reſt: notwithſtanding, that by his onely advice he was received into the 
che Citie, as though Matthias had onely done thac of ſimplicitie,, Wherefore calling him 
© before the people, he accuſed him that hedid favour the Romans, and ſo condemned him 
to die, not {u Fang en to clear him(elf;, and pur ro death likewiſe his three ſons with him, 
- for the fourth was before this time fled unto Titus, Matthias requeſted Simon that he might 
be pur to death before his ſons : but Simon, in regard that by his means he had gotten the | 
_ Citie cauſed him to be executed laſt of all, And fo he was killed upon the murrhered bo- 
dies of his ſons,in a place where the Romans might behold him : for ſo Simon cammanded 
Ananis his executioner who was the ſon of Bamadus.

And 
therefore it was lawful for chem to be ted by the riches ot che Temple, Moreover, chat 
was lawful for chem to ſpend the holy Wine and Qyle, which the Prieſts reſerved for Divine 
Sacrifice: which he diſtributed in the Temple amongſ che multicude, and they without fear 
were anointed therewith, and drank thereof, I will not ceaſ*to ſpeak that which;grief com- 
pelleth me, I verily think, that had the Romanes forborn to have come againſt thele (edi- 
cious, that either the Earth would have ſwallowed the citie up, or ſome deluge have drown- 
ed it,or elſe the thunder and lightening which conſamed Sodome, would haue light upon it : 
for the people of the Citie were farre more impious then che Sodomites, In brief, by their 
deſperation and obſtinacie,the whole Nation was extinguiſhed. What need I recount every 
particular miſerie? Mannews the ſon of Lazarus, flying to Tires out of the gate that was 
committed unto his cuſtodje,and _—_ himſelf unto him, recounted unto 75tus,that from 
the time that the Romanes Army was placed neer the Citie, from the fourteench day of A- 


priLuncil the firſt of Iuly, were carried out of that gate he kept, a hundred, fifteen thouſand . 


and foureſcore dead bodies ; yet was he not the keeper of the gate; bur being appointed to 
pay for the burying of the dead at the charges of the Cixie, was forced to number the dead 
bodies. For others were buried by their Parents, and this was their burial,to caſt them out of 
the Citie,and there let them lie. And certain Noblemen flying unto 7itzs after him, repor- 
red thar there were dead in the Citie fix hundred thouſand poor folks which were caſt our of 
the gates, and the others chat died were innumerable : and that when ſo many died thar « 
were not able to barie them, char then they gathered the bodies together in the great 
houſes adjoyning, and there ſhut them up. And thata buſhel of Corne was fold tor a Ta- 
lent, which is ſtx hundrech Crowns : and that after the Citie was compaſſed with. a wall, 
that now they could nor go out to gather any more hearbs, many were driven to that ;nece- 
fitie,that they raked ſinks and privies to find old dung of Oxen toeat; andſo the dung that 
was loathſome to behold, was their meat. The Romanes hearing this, were moved £0\com- 
paſſion ; yer the ſedicious within the Citie, who beheld this miſerable fight, were nothing 
moved,nor repeated nor, but ſuffered them to be bronghe to thar calamice : tor-their hearts

The Remans Wo dayes after, twentie of the watchmen which guarded the Mounts, two horſe- 
—_ men,and one trumpeter, gathered themſelves rogether : and about che ninth houre 


of the night, they came by the ruines into Antonia without any refiſtance : and 
finding the firſt Watchmen aſleep, chey ſlew them and got the wall, and commanded the 
trumpeter to ſound , by which ſound che reſt of the Watchmen were awaked, and fled for K 
ear,before they ſaw what company of the Romans was gotten upon the wall: and the ſound 
of the Trumpet perſiaded them, that a great multitude of enemies were come up the wall, 
Ceſar,hearing the (ound of the crumper, preſently armed his ſouldiers; and accompanied with 
his chief Captains, and a company of choſen men, he aſcended the wall. The Jewes fled 
into the inner Temple, and the Romans alſo brake in amongſt them by the myne that Fohn 
had made to deſtroy the mounts of the Romans. And the followers both of Fohn and Simon 
Amoſt Nour did couragiouſly drive them back - for they thought ir the utter raine of all that the Romans 
fphr abou were now gotten into the holy place, which indeed iwas the beginning of their victory. So 
; heenranc® they began a ſore fight,even in the very encrance,the Romans ſtriving to ger the inner Tem- 
Temole. ple,and the Jews eadeavouring to beat chem back cowards Antonia. And now arrows, darts, L 
The ſtraight - and ſpears, nothing availed either part, but they both foughr ic out ar handy blows wich 
_— ſwords: and in that conflict no man could diſcern on which fide any one fought; for the ſoul- 
commodious * diers On both parts were mingled together, and for the ſtraigfirnefſe of the place, could noc 
for the bghr. Keep their rooms : for there was (uch a noiſe that no man could hear one another, and many 
were ſlain on both parts: and tne dead bodies of thoſe that were ſlain on both parts: and the 
dead bodies of thoſe that were ſlain,and their weapons falling with chem,did hure many chat 
trod upon them; and whoſoever had the worſt, preſently cried out pirifully, and che viours 
ſhouted for joy:neicher was their any place to flie, or follow; the fight was ſach,that now one 
had the berter,and now the other. Moreover,they that ſtood in the fore-front of the battell, M 
were either of necefſitie to kill or be killed: for there was no void ſpace left between the two 
Armies, At laſt the Jews courage overcame the Romans skill, and they vere all beaten back, 
having fought from theninth houre of the nighc, unto the ſeventh hour of the day. ) The 
Tewes were encouraged to ght for fear they ſhould be overcome.

Oſeph having delivered theſe words of Titss to the Jews, the ſeditious thinking that they 
[ proceeded not of good will, but of fear,began to be more proud hereat. Then Titws, (ce- « 
ing they neither picied chemſelves,nor the Temple, determined again to fighe, chongh 
very loath ſo to do; yet could he not bring all his Armie againſt them, the room was fo ,,,_ ,.. 
little. Wherefore out of every hundreth he made choice of thirtie of the ſtrongeſt among yi tic our <f 
them, and over every thouſand he appointed a Colonel], and made Ceyealss their Captain or ©'*') _ 
Generall, commanding him at the niath hour of thenight to aſfault the watchmen of the "ns = 
C enemy, Alſo he himſelt would have gone down wirh them armed ; but his triends, and the able men, and 
Captains about him, foreſeeing the great danger he might fall into, would not permit him : 3 © 
affirming, that he mighe do more good fitting in Antonia, and encouraging the ſouldiers that veieges. 
foughr, then it he ſhould go and egdanger himſelf: for every man being in the view of the 
Emperour, would fight more conragiouſly. 7itss was herewith perſwaded, telling the foul- 
diers that the onely cauſe he went not with them was this, chat he ſtaied behind to view and 
judge every ones valour and vertue, and to the intent that no one behaving himlelf vahancly 
ſhould go away unrewarded, nor any coward eſcape unpuniſhed, but that he himſelf would 
be a beholder of every nians vertue, and 2 witneſle thereof, who was their Lord either to re- 
ward or puniſh. 

Then went he unto a watch-tower in Antonia, from whence he beheld what was done. 
p Bur they whom Tiras ſent did not find the watchmen aſleep, is they hoped, bur with a crie, 
aſſaulced the Romanes chat came againſt them: and at this noiſe they awaked their fellows, {.,m a window 
who came in whole companies to aſſiſt chem, and made excurſions upon their enemies. So in $0rons | 
the Romans ſuſtained the violence of their firſt companies : bur the ſecond that came, fell 2 dtform. 
upon their own tellowes, and uſed them like their enemies : for no-man could know one = 
anothers voice for the noiſe there, neither could one ſee another by reaſon it was night : and 
moreover, ſome were blinded with fury, ſome with anger, ſome with fear: wherefore 
every one ſtruck him that met him, without any reſpe&, And the Romanes received ſmall 
damage thereby, becauſe that they were defended with their ſhields, and remembred orte 
anothers watch-word, But the Jews fell on every fide, ſhewing themſelves raſh as weil in ex- 
E curſions as in their retyring; ſo that many times one of them took the other to be his enemy, 
every one falling upon him chat retyred,as though he had been a Romane,aflaulcing them 1n 
the dark, Briefly, more were wounded by their fellows then by their enemies, till day break- 
ing that every one knew his companion, and each one keeping his rank, did then betake 
themſelves to their darts aud arrows. Neither part gave back, nor was wearied with labour - 
but.many Romanes together and apart, did in the view of the Emperour ſhew their courage, 
every man accounting that day the beginning of his preferment, ifhe behaved himſelf va- 
liantly. The Jews tought ſtoutly, both tor that they feared their own emminenc danger, it : - 
they were overcome, and the deſtruction of the Temple : and Feb» ſtanding by, encouraged 05 ©.

And many times they were endamaged by treacherie, not being wary by reaſon 
of their vitorie : and the Jews deſpairing of themſelves every houre, more and more were 
encouraged. For many of the horſemen going either to get wood or hay, while they ere 
 abour it,they took the bridles from off their horſes, and permitted themro feed rill they hay ; 
_ : ended their buſineſle; and preſently the Jews iſſuing out in Troups upon them, took them 
1c lews lur- away. | 
-<—— "ua Ing a Tees ſeeing that this fell out,deemed (as indeed it was) that his mens horſes were ſtolne 
rather by their negligence, then their enemies valour : wherefore he thought by the ſevere 
puniſhment of one, to make others look better to their horſes. And fo he pur to dexthone 
of the ſouldiers that had loſt his horſe : by whoſe puniſhmeart the reſt of the ſouldiers being 
terrified, kept their horſes better. For atter that,when they went abour any buſineſſe, they 
never left their horſes in the paſtures, bur kept alwayes with them. Thus the Romans aſſuu]- 
red the Temple,and builded there mounts, The day following,certain of che ſeditious, who 
now could get no more booties in the Citie,and now alſo began to taſte of hunger, aflaulted 
the Romanes chat were placed rowards mount Oliver about che eleventh houre of the day : I 
for they hoped to take them unawares,as being now at dinner.

Titus admiring Pedantss his ſtrength, and puniſhing the captive for having at- 
tempted to aſſaulc the wall, he now haſted co afſail the Temple, and commanded the work- 
men quickly to diſpatch the mounts, In the mean time the Jews being ill handled in che for- 
mer wars,and war ſtill increafing to the overthrow of the Temple, they did,as the cuſtom 1s 
ina putrified body, prevent the plague from going any farther, by cutting off the corrupred 

" "INE members, For that part ofthe porch that reached from the North unto the Eaſt, joyned 
punithed, —UNCO Antonia: which they firing, ſeparared ir 20 cabits from ir, having now with their own 

hands begun to caſt fire into che holy place; Two dayes after, which was the 24 day of the 
aforeſaid moneth,the Romans ſer the porch on fire, and the fire having gone fourteen cubics, L 
the Jews pulled down the top thereof,and nor deſiſting from their accuſtomed works, they

The Jews were defirous to kill this man for that he 
was ſtrong, and willed him to come down unto them, ſwearing unto him to ſpare him. But 
bus brother Cornel:#, who ſtood on the other fide, intreated. him not to diſcredit his own 
hoaour and thc Romanes; whom he obeyed: and he lifting up his ſword on high, that cither Longus ics 
part might ſee, ſlew himſelf.

Cerrain woman named Mary, dwelling beyond Jor4an, the daughter of Ficazar of 
the town of Vitezokia, which ſignifiech the houſe of Hyſope, deſcended of noble 
and rich parentage, flying with the reſt unto Jeruſalem, was chere wich them beſie- 
ged, her other goods the tyrants had taken from her, which ſhe 112d brought from beyond 
the river into the City: and whatſoever being hid, eſcaped their hands, the theeves daily 
came into her houſe and took it away: whereat the woman greatly moved, curſed them, 
and with hard ſpeeches animated them the more againſt her, yet no man either for anger, 
The mothers Or Compaſhon would kill her , bur ſuffered her to live to oet them meat: but now could 
naſees ſhe get no more, and famine invaded her, with rage and anger more then danger. Where- 
wh tore by rage ag i neceſſity ſhe was compelled rodo that which nature abhorred, and caking 
her ſon unto whom ſhe then gave ſuck; O miſerable child ( quoth ſhe ) in warre, fx 
mine, and fedition, for which of thele ſhall I keep thee  1t thou continue among the Ro- 
\, Manes , thou ſhalt be made a {lave, yer famine will prevent bondage, or elſe ſedition worſe 
then them both. Be therefore meat tor me, a terrour unto the (editious, a tragical

llc _ day of Auguſt, two of the Romane Legions having finiſhed their 
] mounts, they began to place their Rammes againſt the Eaſt galleries with- 
out the Temple, having fix dates together without intermiſſion, alreadte bea- 
ten *the- wall with their ſtrongeſt Rammes , and nothing prevailed , the ſtones being 
{o ſtrong , that the Rammes could not move them + others of the Romanes labour- 
ed to dig up the foundations of the Porch, that was on the North fide; and atter much 
toil, they onely could pull away the outward ſtones, and the inner ſtones did ſtill (upporc 
the porch. Art laſt the Romances ſeeing themſelves not prevail by their javelins and other 
inſtruments, they {et ladders to aſcend into the galleries. The Jews did not greatly labour 
to hinder them trom getting up : but when they were within the galleries, then they came 
and tought with them,and caſt ſome of them down headlong, forcing them toretire ; others 
they flew that ſtood in it, and other that were upon the ladders going down, betote they 
could defend themſelves with their theilds, were with {words ſtricken down, and they alio 
thruſt down fome Jadders tull of armed men, So that there was a great Maflacre of the Ro- x1, j..,. ,. 
manes, ſome fighting for their enſignes, which the Jews had taken trom them, eſteeming vc:come the | 
theloſle thereof a great ſhame unto them. Ar laſt the Jews got their ancients, and flew \m2ntt-ans 
them that came up to reſcue them ; and the reſt terrified with their deaths that were ſlain, ;;.., | 
went down again, and no one of the Romanes died, who before he was {lain did not fome SÞ 
valiant a; and thoſe ſeditious people that in the tormer baccels did ſhew themlelves vali- 
ant, did now alſo fight valiamly, and beſide thera Eleazar, lonne unto the Tyrant the bro- 
ther of Sou.

would be a credit unto them, if it were left remaining. And now Alexander, Fronto, and 

Cereals, perceiving Ceſars mind, were of his opinion and ſo he diſmiſſed the convocation, 

and commanded the ſouldiers and Capraines to reſt, that they might be more able to fight 

when need required - and preſently he appointed: certain choſen men to make the wates 

even, and eaf1e for the army to paſle by the ruines, commanding them to quench the fire; 

and that day the Jews being feartul and weary did make no reſiſtance, The day following

contraryro in his hand a flaming firebrand , and caſt it into the golden gate which entred 
hea intotherooms on the North part of the Temple, and the flame preſently aroſe : which 
Temple. cauſed a great cry amongſt the Jews, exprefling their calamity, and every one haſted 
to extinguiſh the fire; now neither accounting ,of :their lives nor forces , having loſt 
that for which they ſo fought, News thereof was preſently brought unto 7##, by one 
who came from the fight, who then was reſting in his rabernacle, and he preſently .arole and 
ran unto the Temple to hinder the fire, and all the Captains after him ; whereat the ſouldiers 
being terrified tollowed,and there aroſe a great cry and tumulc in that army being unordered. 
Caſar both with his voye and hand made a ſign unto the ſouldiers, that were fighting to 
quench the fire, But they did not hear him , there was ſo greata noiſe, neither, did they 
percteve the ſigne he had made unto them with his hand, becauſe that ſome were diſtracted 
with fight, others with anger- and the ſouldiers iſſued in, not reſtrained either by commands 
or threatnings, but every one went whither fury carried him : and chronging rogether at the 
entrance, many preſſed one another to death , and many being amongſt the fiery _ 
the galleries, periſhed as miſerably as thoſe that were overcome. When they came unto tn 
1he burning Temple, every one counterteired himſelf not to hear Ceſars command, and ſo exhort 
_ wok. ag his fellows that were before him to fire the Temple, tThe levitious now had no hope 4 
erinthe © - Withſtand them, bur either fled or were flainz and many unarmed and unable peopie,

and were all received by the Romanes, 7 it courteſie being ſuch, as that he remembred nog 
his tormer E 'idt to the contrary, and now the ſouldiers boping tor gain, and having already 
gotten ſufficient, abſtained from murthers : tor leaving onely the common pu they (old 
the reſi with their wives and childrea for a ſmall price, many being expoſed co ſale, and few 
coming to buy them : ſo that he having made an Edict that none ſhould flee unto him alone, 
intending thereby to bring their families with them, yet he now received them alſo, appoin- 
ting ſome to enquire who had deſerved puniſhment, and to inflict it on them.

z overcome by them, being both more in number then they were, and allo ſtronger and je jear and 
more valiant, The Jewes being now all diſcouraged and ſorrowtal, fo ſoon as any part amazemen: gf 
of the wall was broken down , or ſhaken with the force of the Rams ſtraightwayes ***£*== 
fled, and now the tyrants were ſurprized with a greater fear then needed. For even be- 
fore ſuch time as the enemies had entered the wall, they ſtood in doubt whether they 
might flee or no - and they whoa little before were proud and arrogant maleteors, 
d14 now tremble and quake, (o that it was pitiful to ſee ſuch a change ia them, though they 
were wicked perions. And they endeavoured to afſaile the wall that Titus had built to com- 
paſſe che whole City withall : but ſeeing themſelves torſaken of all thoſe that were wont to 
be truſty unzo them, every one fled whither neceſſity did drive him. Preſently newes was 
brought chem that all che Weſt wall of the City was beaten down, others affirmed that the 
C Romanes had entered, and that they Mad ſeen the enemies in the towers, fear dazeling their 
eyes: and proſtrate on the ground, they bewailed their misfortune ; and as though they x,. ,,.,.., 
had "_ lame, rhey ftood ſtill and ſought not ro flee. From whence one may chiefly per- fcc ble h<m- 
ceive Gods jultice toward the 1mpious, and the Romanes fortune ; for the tyrants deprived y: wes _ 
themlelyes of their ſtrong holds, and voluntarily departed out of their rowers, wherein they .g.q tuſcke 
could never have been taken bur by famine: and che Romans having (o much laboured at the thc rowe:s, 
lower walls, did now by fortune take theſe, which their Engines could never have ſhaken, ks 
for there were three inexpugnable rowers that could not be battered with the Engines, bur famine 
whereof before we have made mention. So the tyrants having forſaken theſe, or rather be- —_ _ 
Ing by Gods will driven from thence, preſently they fled unto the valley Siloa: after the fear 
D was paſt, they again took heart, and went unto the wall that was in that place:yer not uſing 
{uch courage and violence as their need required, they were beaten by the watchmen chac 
guarded it; their ſtrength now failing and wearied with labour, tear, tamine and calamity. 
And ſom weredriven one way, and ſome another, were forced to hide themſelves in vaults ie than 
and finks. The Romanes having obtained the wall, placed their colours in the towers, and obtain he 
and clapping their hands and finging for joy, they cryed, victory, finding the end of the 897: 
warre nothing fo terrible as the beginning. Yet did they not believe that was the end 
becauſe they got the wall without any bloodſhed, but admired; ſeeing no man did offer to 
refiſt them. And now iff uing into every ſtreet, they ſlew whomſoever they found without 
any reſpe, and fired houſes, and all the people that, had fled into them, and deſtroyed The houſes 
x many whereas they entered tor to get a prey, and they found whole tamilies dead,and houles 1nd families of 
full of dead bodies, conſumed by tamine, Thus terrified with that heavy fight, they de- be falta 
wag out, not taking any thing away, yet for all that they pitied not them that were dead bedees, 
eft alive, but ſlew whomloever they met, whereby they filled the narrovw ſtreets fo full of 
dead bodies by them lain, that none cou!d paſle that way tor them : all che whole Cite 
flowed with blood, ſo that many things (er on fire, were quenched with the blood of them 
that were ſlain. At evening they cealcd trom killing, bur all the night long the fire encrea- 
ſed: and ſo in the morning which was the eighth day of September,all was now on fire ; the 
City 1a the time of the {1ege having endured more milery and calamity, then ever it recet- 
ved joy and happiaefle from the time of the firſt foundation, notwithſtanding that they 
F were o great, that all Ciries might juſtly envy it, and it no wiſe: deſerved foto be opprel- 
{ed with ſuch miſery , ſave onely for that it toftered and bred ſuch 1mpious perions as 
wrought the overthrow thereot, 
Tits, entring into the City, amongſt the reſt admired tlie ſtrong holds thereol, and the 
rocky towers which the tyrants like mad-men deprived themtelves of ; and ſeeing the 
height, firmeneſſe, bigneſle, and the joyning ot the (tones together, and their breadth and 
height, he ſaid : Surely,God hath afſiſted us in the fight,and he it was that did withdraw the 
Jewes from theſe fortreſſes. For what could mens hands and engines prevail againſt them * 
And having ſpoke much to this effect, coming with hus friends, he ſet chem at liberty 
whom

Titus 2!ſo ſent many of them unto diyers 
Provinces to be {lain in the Theaters with beaſts or {words ; 2nd they that were under ſe. 
yenreen years of age were (old, And during the time rhat Fronto kept them, 1c 000, died 
for hunger ; parely, tor that their keepers hating them, would nor give chem any meat, 
partly tor that tome refuſed meat when it was offered them. For there was nozy ſcarcity of

preſently and on a ſudden they were invironed with warre, and firſt of all a Plagne fe!l 
among them by reaſon of the ſtraightneſle of the place, and immediately after , tamine, 
worſe then it, And that the City was capable of ſo many men it is evident, for that Ce- 
flits before numbered them; who deſirous to ſignifie the flouriſhing eſtate and ſtrengrh of 
Jeruſalem unto Nero , who contemned our nation, requeſted the high Pricſts,thar if poſhb!iy 
they could, vhey ſhould number all the people in their City: and that upon the feaſt of K 
Eaſter, when they killed offerings from the ninth hour of che day ual! the cleventh (and to 
ere a Lambe not fewer then ten perſons were aſſembled, for it is nor lawtul to tcaſt alone, 
yea, many times twenty are in a company ) they numbred 256000, and 5095, oblarions 
or Lambs to be killed ; ſo chat if we reckon to every Lambe ten men, the number amounts 
to 270000, men, all purified whole and ſound : for it was not lawtul tor any that werele- 
pers,o1 had a flux of leed, nor women that had the monethly rearms,to ext of thar ſacrifice, 
nor tor any ſtranger, except he came thither for religion ſake. And this multicude was af- 
ſembled together trom other places, and was there by the providence of God ſhut up as ic 
were in a priſon, And the City being filled with men of war was beſieged, that the number 7 
of them that were ſlain,paſſed all that ever periſhed, either by any plague tent from God, or 
by the means of men; who were parely —_— ſlain - partly caken by the Romanes: who 
ſearching the vaults, and opening thEepulchres,(pared none they met withall, Therealſo 
were found more then 2000. whereof ſome ſlew themſelves with c* cir own hands, other- 
ſome kild by others, the reſt periſhed by tamine. The ſtink of dead bodies was ſo great, that 
many minding to go and ſearch the torelaid places, and being encred into them, were forced 
co retire:yet others tor lucre (ake treading on the dead carkaſſes,ſearched the dead bodies, it 
they could finde any thing ; for much riches were hid in the vaults,and covetouſneſſe omit- 
ted no way to gain. Moreover, many were taken out from thence, whom the tyrants had M 
bound, who even in.their extremity ceaſed not to tyrannize : yet God plagued them both 
according to their deſerts: for Fohn being now almoſt famiſhed with his brethren in 2 vault, 
belought che Romanes to {ave his lite, And Simos, having long ſtriven with neceflity, as 
we ſhall hereafter make mention of, at laſt yeelded himſelf, who was kept for the triumph ; 
and Fohn was condemned to perpetual nar} An Thea they deſtroyed the walls, and fired the 
outward patts of the City.

Hus wsTeraſalem taken the ſecond yeer ofYeſpaſiens reign,on the eighth day of Sep "2m ber 
| tember, and having been already five times Ea "tan 4 it was fnally An 5 fled, pF 
ſtroyed. Firſt Aſochews King of Egypr, and after him Antioches, then Pompey, and "time ones 
after them Herod with Sofjus took the City, and yet deſtroyed it nor. But before them ®"* 
the King of Babylon deſtroyed ir, when he had enjoyed the (ſame, a thouſand three hundreth 
and threeſcore yeers, eight moneths and fix dayes after it was firſt built:but he that firſt builr 
it, was one of the Princes of the Cananeans, in his own language called the juſt King. For 
he indeed was (o, and therefore was the firſt Prieſt that ſacrificed unto God, and dedicated 
a Temple, called the Cicy Solyma : bur David the King of che Iews having driven out the 
Cananeans, gave it unto his people to be inhabited, and after four hundreth chreeſcore and 
four yeers and three moneths, it was deſtroyed by the Babylonians, and from King David 
who was the firſt [ew chat reigned there, uacill chetime that Titzs deſtroyed it, were a thou- 
ſand one hundred (eventy and nine yeers, and from the time that it was firſt ereted untill ic 
was by him deſtroyed, were two thouſand one hundred and ſeventy ſeven yeers:; yet net- 
ther the aatiquity, nor riches, nor the fame chereof now ſpread all over the world, nor the 
glory of Rel1210n'did any thing profic or hinder ic, from being deſtroyed. Such was the 
end of the belteging of Jeruſalem. When there was none left to kill, nor any thing remai- 
ning tor the (ouldiers to ger, and that now there was nothing, againſt which the (ouldiers 
could (hew their outrage (for they would have ſpared nothing that chey could have (poyled) .,..__.... 
Ceſar commanded them to deſtroy the city and Temple, onely yet leaving ſtanding certain wyolly rwinzs 
rowers, that were more beautifull and ſtronger then the reſt, to wit, Phaſzlas, Hippicos, ÞorÞ the ciry 
and Mariamme, and the wall that was on the Weſt ſide ; meaning there to keep a garriſon, wn as 
and that they ſhould be monuments of the Romanes vertue, who had ſurpriſed a City fo 
well fortified as it appeared by them. All the reſt of the city they ſo plained, that they who 
had not (een it before, would not believe that it had ever been inhabited. This was the end 
of their madnefſe, who were alwaies given unto (edition in Teruſalem, a moſt worthy Cry 
and famous amongſt all nations.

= the moſt couragious for their deſerts. And placing a great tribunall in the mid- 

deſt before the camp, ſtanding in it with the chief Peeres about him, from whence the 

whole army might hearhim, he gave them hearty tanks for that of their good will ro- < 

wards him, they had patierſtly abode with him during thoſe warres, praiſing them for their 

loyalty during all the foreſaid time, and that in many skirmiſhes they had ſhewed them- Td thauk- 
ſelves valiant, and by their yalour had enlarged the dominions of their countrey : likewiſe a 
they had now given all nations to underſtand, that neither the multicude of enemies, nor they bed con- 
ſtrong holds, nor pom of Cities, nor raſhneſſe, nor barbarous cruelty of their adver- {3d men 
ſaries could ever reſiſt the forces of the Romanes, nor eſcape their hands; notwithſtanding 1m. ' 

that in many things fortune fayoured them - adding that it was acredit for them to have 

ended thoſe warres that had continued a long time; which was all that they hoped for at 

their coming ;, and which was moſt glory of all unto them, that thoſe Captains whom they 

F hadelected tobe the Romane Emperours, were all liked and imbraced ot all men; all ſtand: 

ng co their appointment ;, and acknowledging themſelves beholdingco them that glee -.-. 
them. Moreover,that he admired them and loved them all, for that every one ſhewedhim+ _ * +" 
(elf valiant and couragious : affirming that he would now recompenſe thoſe with henours, he 
and due d:(err, who had behaved themſelves moſt valiantly, and moſt hazarded themſelves, to vis vatiane 
and eff-&:4 worthy deeds, and whoſoever was forwarder then the reſt, ſhauld have ; reward ouldiers.. 
according to his deſert, And that he would be more diligent in honouring them thac had.

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FRAD been his companions4in that warre, then in puniihing their offences ; then preſently 
led them to whom it appertained, to'nominare them who had valiantly behaved themſelves 
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in thoſe warres, and had performed any wortby exploit : which beingdone, he called e 
oneby his name, and praiſed them, as greatly rejoycing at the valourat his countreymen 
crowning them with crowns of gold . and put chains of gold about their necks, and gave 
chem large ſpears of gold, and enfignes made of filver ; he alſo preferred every one of them, 
and gave them of the ſpoil, precious garments, with gold and filyer very plentiouſly : and 
thus having rewarded every one according to his merit ; and praiſing God with all his arm}, 
he deſcended with great applauſe out of the tribunall , and wenc and offered ſacrifices tor 
the _— and having gathered a great multitude of Oxen abour che 2 lear to ſacrifice chem, 
he offered them all, and therewith teaſted his army, and himſelt three daics with all his Nobi- [4 
lity, diſmiſſing all the ſouldiers to depart whither they would, or though good, appointed 
the tenth legion to keep Jeruſalem, and did not ſend it back unto Euphrates, where before ic 
He baniſhed alſo he twelfth legion out of all Syria, remembring that under Ceſtius 


was. 
his government they fled from the Jews, being before at Raphanzas > which he ſeat unto 
Malto that is ſcituate by Euphrates, in the confines of Armenia and Cappadocia and the o- 


ther two he kept with himfelf, as ſufficient to guard him into Egypt, which were the fitc and 
fifreenth legions. And coming to Czſarea by the Sea coaſt, he there laid up all his ſpoiles, 
and caufed the captives to be kepr, becauſe that the Wiater {ezſon permitted him not to

Land. Thus Tit»s being returned from Czſarea on the Sea-coaſt, he came unco Czlarea 
Philippi, and there he made a long abode, proclaiming all ſorts of paſtime: wherein many k 
captives periſhed, ſome being caſt unto wild beaſts, others forced in great companies to 
fight one againſt another ; being 1a this place, he underſtood that Sin the ſonne of Grr4 
was taken. This Simon at ſuch timeas Jeruſalem was beſieged, was in the higher part ot 
the city, when the Romane army had entered the walls, and began to waſte it : and with his 
moſt truſty fellows, and certain Maſons, having provided them all neceſſary rooles, and 
victualls that might have ſufficed them all for many dajes, he accompanied with them, and 
went intoa ſecret cave, unto the end thereof, and there he cauſed them co digge turther, 
hoping ſo to ger our ar ſome place where he might ſafely eſcape away. Yet this his hope had 
not ſo good ſucceſle as he expected : tor they had but digged a little way, ere victuals failed 
chem: norwithſtanding, that they had made very great ſpare thereof, Then Simon think- L 
ing to fear the Romanes, clothed himſelf in whice, and a purple cloak buttoned abont him, 
and fo came out of the earth in that place where the Temple had becn builded beforetime. 
And they that did firſt ſee him, were aſtoniſhed awhile, and fikrred nor, but let him alone : 
yet at laſt they came unto him, and demanded what he was. but S720» would nor tell them, 
willing them ro call cheir Captain unto him, and preſently ſome of che ſouldiers ranne to call 
him, and ſo he came : at that time Terentivs Kufns was Captain of the ſouldiers. Teremi'n: 
having learned the truth of all, kept him bound, and related unto Ceſar the manner of his

JT the ſame time the reſt of the Jews were in great miſery, and the city of Anti- 
2 ochia was incited againſt them, both for certain criminall cauſes now laid unto SY 
their charge, as alſo for certain offences before committed, which neceſſarily Quince. 
W 1 muſt recount, before I ſpeak any thing of the reſt. The nation of the Jews is wixed among 


mixed almoſt amongſt all nations of the world, and eſpecially amongſt the Sy- ne —_—_ of 
rians, by reaſon of their vicinity, and many of them wereat Antiochia, becaule it was 2 
great City, and the Kings that ſucceeded Antiochus, permitted them freely to inhabir there, 
and to enjoy all libercies of the city. For Antzochus ſurnamed —_— deſtroyed Jecu- 
falem and ſacked the Temple : but the Kings ſucceſſors reſtored all the braſle that was ra- 
ken from the Temple unto the Jews, offering it unto their Synagague in Aatiochia, and 
permitted them to have the ſame liberties in the City, that the Greeks enjoyed, and the & , 
ther Kings alſo of later pvimes uſed them after the like ſort: (o that their number greatly en- te «. i x6- 
creaſed, and they enlarged their Temple and enriched ic with ſundry offerings, oftentimes tioch. 
D winning many Pagans to be of their religion, and ſo as itwere made them alſoa part of their 
nation. Now about the time that the wars began, and Yeſpsſian was.newly arrived, the Jews 
began to be generally hated of a!l men: then one of chem named Antiochus, reverend tor

Ac the lame time alſo the Scythians rebelled, and the Sarmates aſſembled in great mulc1-. 
tudes, aad paſſed over the river Iſter, and with great violence and cruelty coming unexpect- ,,  ,. 
ed, ſlew many of the Romane garriſons, whom they found in ſtrong holes : and Fonteius icing 
Aegrippaes Leiutenant, who had beeg Conſul, meeting them, bade them batte!, and tought 83inf the 
very valiantly : which done, they went all over the countries adjoyning, waſting, robbing, 
and ſpoiling them, When Feſpaſian heard thereof, and how Meſia was all waſted, he tent 
Rubrius Gallus to be revenged upon them ; who having ſlain many of them in fight, he tor- 
ced the reſt to retire into their own countrey. The General of the Army having thus end. 
D ed that war, provided to prevent them. if hereafter they did attempt the like ; for he builc 
tar more ſtronger Forts then were betore, ſo that the enemy could no way paſle out of gheir 


own countrey ; by which means the wars in Mia were quickly ended,

che Jews to yeild their Caſtle. Amongſt them that were beſieged was one Eleazar 2 young 6.ng in 
man, and very hardy and bold in any enterprize,who oftentimes made excurſions and {ought bn, and 


to hinder the Romanes work, who alwaies in every fight did greatly endamage the Ro- 
manes, and by his valour and adventurous courage, he gave them that were his tellows op- 
portunity to aſſault che Romanes, and to flie again and retire in ſatery, himſelt being alwates 
the laſt chat ſoretired. It hapned one day that the fight being ended, and both parts parted, 
he as it were contemaing all men, and thinking that none of his enemies durſt undertake ro 
combate with him, ſtaied without che gate, ſpeaking to thera char were upon the wall,and 
giving great attention unto them. Then one Kufs an Egyptian one of the Romane army, 
eſpying this opportunity; ran upon him ſo ſuddenly, that he at unawares took him all armed 
as he was, and they upon the walls ſtood amazed, whileſt Refus led him unto the Romanes 
camp. Then the Generall of the Romanes cauſed him to be led into a place, where they in 
the ciry might (ee him, and there to have all his cloaths raken off him, and whipped, and 
the misfortune of chis young man did greatly diſcourage the Iews, and all the City was reſol- 
ved into tears for the calamity of chat one man, Baſſws ſeeing this, he deviſed this counſel!

— > pan 'S- magenes with all his familie fell into great miſcrie upon this occaſion; Ceſennius Pe- 
of Sara 22s Governour of Syria ( cither for envie,or for thatindeed it was ſo, tor it1s nor 
chus before well known)(ent letters unto Ceſar, declaring unto him that Aztiochus was deter- 


Caior, mined to revolt fromrhe Romanes, together with his ſon Epiphanes, and had made alcague 
with the King of the Parthians, and that therefore it was neceſfaric ro prevent them in time, 
leſt that if they firſt beganto revole openlie, they might crouble all che Romanc Empire 
with wars. Ceſar did not negletheſc news, for that the nearneſſe of both the Kings coun- 
eries One to another, ſeemed to require that they ſhould be quickly prevented : for Samoſa- K 
eathe greateſt Citic of Comagena is ſituate upon Euphrates, which might both eaſllie re- 
receive the Parthians,and be a ſtrong hold for them, and alſo there might eafilic paſſe over 
the river. Wherefore Yeſpefian belceving it, permitted him ro do what he thought cxpedi- 
ent: and be forthwith, Antechus thinking nothing, ſuddenly entred into Comagena, with 
the ſixt legion, aad certain other companics of footmen, and troupes of horſmen, accompa- 
nied with Ariflobs/us King of Chalcis, and Sobewus King of Emeſa, who came to aſſiſt him, 
Sothey entred the countrey without any fight, for none of the inhabitants offercd :orefiſt,

And it was a great he place for 2 
marvel that Antonixs doting (o upon her,did not fulfil ber requeſt. Herod for thele occalions *'v* 
having builded Maſſada, left it unfarniſhed at the laſt bulwark for the Romans to make war 
againſt the Jews.

The chief and Elders of the Jewes ſeeing this, and that they could not repreſſe them The lewes 
without danger, they aſſembled all the Jewes together, and declared uno them the teme- ple aud 
ritie of theſe Sicarians, ſhewing them to be the Authours of all the miſerie that had betallen - murche 
the Jewes, and that now notwithſtanding they were eſcaped, yet they were not certain ot **5 
their lives ; for that if they were known, the Romanes would preſently put them rodeath, 
and draw them alſo into the like miſerie, who were not partakers of their wickedneſle,

The King according toall that could be gr2n- 
red, he requeſted him co permit him to build a Temple in ſome place of his Countrey, and 
that he might worthip God therein according to the cuſtome of their Countrey : for (> the 
Jewes would hate Antiochus the more,who had deſtroyed their Temple ar Jeruſalem, and be 
friendly unto him, and many of them did flie untohim for Religion ſake. Ptolomeys :- 
ced {o todoe, and gave him a piece of ground for that purpoſe, a hundreth and foure- 
core ſtounds from Memphis, in that place which was called the way to Heliopolis: where 
Onias Temple 0945 building aCaſtle, made alſo a Temple unlike to that of Jeruſalem , but he erected K 
buile in Egypr, a Tower like that of Jeruſalem, with ſtones, that was threeſcore cubits long, and he builc 
an Altar after the faſhion of that of his Countrey, and adorned it with all manner of gifts 
( fave onely a candleſtick ) which had in ſtead thereof a Lampe to give light, which he 
- Cauſed to be hung before the Altar in a golden chain, and he invironed all the Temple with 
a wall made of brick,and the gates he made of ſtone, and the King granted unto it great re- 
venewes of money and ground, to the intent that the Prieſts might have abundance of all 
things which they required. 
But 0niasdid not this with a good conſcience, but for chart he was at«variance with the 
p_ of Ieruſalem, for that they forced him to flie : and he perſwaded himſelt chat by the 
llding of this Temple, he might withdraw all men from Jeruſalem thicher ; and of chis, 
there was a Prophecie 970. yeers before, and Eſaias foretold that a certain Iew ſhould build [ 
a Temple in Egypt. And chus that Temple was built,and Lupus having received che Empe- 
rours letters, went unto the Temple,and taking away certain gifts from ic,he ſhut it up : And

For he accuſed the richeſt among the Jewes, to have 
been his adviſers to doe this matter. Catwllus was glad of thoſe allegations, and exaggera- 
red his accuſations very much with tragical terms, ſo that he {ſeemed to have made an end of 
the warres againſt the Jewes, and which was worſt of all, ro be content to credit whatſo- 
ever was maliciouſly ſpoken : he himſelf inſtru&ed the Sicarians to frame (candalous accula- 
tions;and commanding them to nominate one Alexander 2 Jew,whom he had long hated,an4 
his wife Bernice, he pur them firſt of all co death, and after chem,all that were weil moneye?2, 
who amounted to the number of 3000. And this he thought he did without controul, be- 
cauſe he confiſcated their poſſeſſions unto Ceſar. And leſt any Tew living in any other place 14in by Catut 
ſhould complain of his injuſtice, he extended his malicious lies againſt others further off, and + 
perſwaded Foxathan,and certain others that were taken with him, to accule the moſt cruſtie 

and faichful lewes at Rome,and Alexandria : one of them who were thus falſly atcaled; was 

named Foſeph, who writ this Hiſtorie, But this device of Catsllu , had not ſucceſs as he loſcpb by Ca- 
hoped : for he came to Rome, and brought Foxathan,and the reſt bound with him, thinkirig *** Peiva-

But Yeſpaſian, tuſpeRing the matter, made diligent inquirie to know the truth: and find- 

ing theſe crimes injuciouſly impoſed apon thoſe men, at Titus intreatie, he acquit:ed them, 
and puniſhed Fonathay, according tohis deſert ; who being firſt whipped, was afterward ,,,.q..n ve- 
burned alive. And Catsllss at that time, by reaſon ofthe mildneſle of che Emperour, had ing vrit bcaren 
nothing ſaid unto him - bur not long after he fell into a grievous diſeaſe,and was cruelly tor-  P*me ve: 
mented not onely in body,but alſo in minde. For he was greatly terrified, and ſtill imagined 

to ſee the ghoſts of them,whom he had ſo unjuſtly (lain, ready to kill him , ſo that he cried 

out, and not able to contain himſelf, leapt our of his bed, as though he had been tortured 
with torments and fire, And this diſeaſe dayly increafing on, his guts and bowels rotting, 

and iſſuing out of him, ar laſt he diedin this manner, leaving behinde him an evident argu- 

ment, that the Divine Luſtice doth puniſh impious malefaRours. ly

And for that 
fire cheuſand T ſee there are divers, who being too much addicted and ſeduced by the ſcandalous blaſphe- _ 
mies and reports, which ſome of thoſe who are lewdly affected towards us, have publiſhed k 
againſt us) have miſconceited and misbelieved that which I have written of our Antiqui- 
cie, and labour co approve our Nation to be modern, becauſe none of the moſt ancient, and 
moſt renowned Hiſtoriographers among the Grecians,have thought our Anceſtours worthy Wy u 
to be enrowlled in their writings : I have for theſe cauſes held a part of my dutie co write 
ſome ſhort Treatiſe hereupon ; both to reprove the evill intent and affected lying of thoſe 
our calumners, as alſo to correc their ignorance, by teaching thoſe who are deſirous to 
know the Truth, what the Originall of our Nation is.

cradictions in the fame. And as touching thoſe who have undertaken to write Hiſtories 
among them, I mean Cadmms the Mileſtan, and zfcafilaxs the Argive, and after him it there 
were any others; they were nor alive, but very lictle time before the paſſage of the Perſians 
into Greece. Furthermore, they who among the Greeks were the firſt that introduced 
Philotophie,and the knowledge of celeſtial and divine things,that is to ſay, Pherecydes the Sy- 
rian,Pythagoras and Thales, theie all of chem confeffe with one accord, that being inſtructed 
by che Egyprians and Chaldees,they have publiſhed ſome few writings, which are ſuppoſed 
to be'the moſt ancient among the Greeks, and it is hardly believed allo that they were writ- 
ren by them. What reaſon'therefore have the Greeks to be (o proud, as if there were none 
bur themſelves onely who knew the affairs of Antiquity, and could exactly expreſle their 
truth and veritie *? Or who cannot eafily conjecture by their own Writers themſelves, 
thac their writings were only uporrhearſay and ſuppoſition, and that their ſtyle was onely 
tied to their vain conjectures 2 Hence cometh ic ro paſſe, thatin their books they cavil and 
reprove one-another, and make no conſcience co maintain and vwrice contradictions in one 
and the fame'thing, | 

Butt may be (aid;that I task my felt co a fruitlefle labour, if I ſhould goabout co inform

Acuſ#laus as touching the Genealogie : in how many places Acuſilaws hath correRed Heroda-

caxed Herodotus. Neither hath Timess vouchſafed to accord with Antzochus or Phil:ſtus, or 
Callias inthe Hiſtories -of Sicily, Neither have they who have written the Hiſtories of 
Athens, or thoſe whohave entreated of the Argoliques, followed others.

_— _ Ss to compoſe Hiſtories, did not buſie themſelyes about the inquiſition of the 
the Grecian Truth ( notwithſtanding, that each of them did ordinarily promiſe no leſſe ) but they la- 
Hiſtoriog13- houred to expreſle how eloquent they were,and fixed their whole ftudy thereon,as the one- 
_ ly means whereby they hoped to obcain reputation above the reſt. Some of them there- 
fore addicted their ſtyles to fables, other ſome by flattering prayſes thought to currie fayour 
with Kings and Cities. The reſt inforced their ſtudies ro acculations, by obtreRting the 
work of the Writer thereof, ander truſt to ger the more credit thereby. In effect they have 
followed thar courſ® in compoling their Hiſtorie,that was every way differegt from the true 
The Ggn of a - Nature thereof, ( For the aſſured ſign of a perfe and true Hiſtorie is, whereas all men ac- 
rac Hiſtoric. cord both in word and writing in ſetting down the ſame thing:) and they who have written 
diverſly, made men believe that they were the trueſt amongſt all che reſt. We ought there- 
fore to grant the ſuperioricie to the Grecians in all that which concerneth Eloquence, 4nd 
the Ornament of L anguage, bur not in that which appertaineth ro Antiquicie or truth of 
Hiſtoric, and eſpecially, when the queſtion is, what each man writ as touching his own 
Nation, 
' Seeing therefore that both the Egyptians and Babylonians long time fince uſed all dili. 
gence in writing,inſomuch as their /r1eſts were hereunto enjoyned, who did moſt curiouſly 
intreat of all ſuch points : the ſame 31ſo did the Chaldees amongſt the Babylonian, and che 
Phcenicians alſo (inhabiting amongſt the Greeks) uſed lawes (both concerning private agd 
publike affairs) which, becauſe all men confeſſe it, I will omit to ſpeak of, 1 ler paſlealſo 
to recount what care our Nation had of this point (no doubt greater then thoſe Nations 
above mentioned had) charging our high Prieſts and Prophets to execute thys office, which 
cuſtome hath been obſerved even uacill chis our'age : yea ( and if I may preſume © farre) 
will be obſerved in all ſucceeding ages, as by the ſcope of my ſpeech enſuing, I will endea- 
vour to make manifeſt, For our Nation;did not onely depute this office to the moſt juſt men 
amongſt them in the beginning, and unto ſuch as were alwayes readie to appeale the heavie 
diſpleaſure and wrath of God kindled againſt them, bur they allo provided to preſerve the 
line and deſcent of Prieſts from all impuritie, and from being intermingled with others. For

need rorraf- employedin, Beſide all this betore mentioned, we have a form of living, different from all 
kick with he ther Nations : all which concurring together,we had no need co craffick with the Greeks, 
S— Egy tians and che Phoenicians doe, who give themſelves to bargaining and merchan- 
: dize onely Fox the covertouſneſſe of money. .Neither were our Anceſtours delighted in thefts 
and robberies,nor did our fathers make war upon any Nation,for deſire of larger poflefſions, 
Notwithſtanding, our Countrey was furniſhed with many thouſands of ſtrong warlike men, 
Wherefore the Phcenicians ſailing unto the Greeks to traffick with them, they were thus 
made known unto them, and by them the Egyptians, and all other Nations, who ſayling 
upon the Seas, brought Merchandize into Greece, The Medes alfo and Perſians were known 
unto them, after ſuch time as they openly reigned over Aſia, and the Perſians warred eyen 

co the other oppoſite continent. | 

Morover, the Greeks knew the Thracians, becauſe they were their neighbours, and che 

Scythians by ſayling to Pontus ; and finally, all that were diſpoſed to write,kneny all the Na- 
tions bordering either upon the Eaſtern and Weſtern Seas ; but ſuch as dwelt farre from the 
Sea and Sea-coaſt, were long time vaknhown.as alſo appears in Europe: for neither Thucydides, 
nor Herodotus ,nor any other of that time, maketh any mention of Rome; notwithſtanding, 
thac o long fince it was ſo mightie, and made ſo great wars: yet at laſt, with much adoe che 
Greeks heard of it, Yea,their moſt curious Writers, and namely Zpherus, were ſo ignorant 
nd; wr of the Frenchmen and'Spaniards, that they thought che Spaniards to be a people only deno. 
known to the Minated of one Cirie, wherein they inhabited, whereas the whole world now knoweth them 
Greeks. i; £9 inhabit a vaſt Countrey,and a great part of the Weſtern world, Likewiſe, the ſaid Greek 
Qoriographers Writens relate the manners of the foreſaid people to be ſuch, as neither are, nor wereever 
report Spain uſed among them. And the onely cauſe why they were ignorant of the truth,was the diſtance 
robe oncly of the place,and theſe writers would ſeem to cel Coimertlas which others of former time had 
- not ſpoken of, No marvel therefore thongh our Nation was unknown, and none of them 
ig their writings made any mention of us,being both ſo far from the Sea, and living after a 

different manner. 

Put caſe therefore that I denied the Greeks to be of any antiquitie, and to prove my aſler- 
tion ſhould conclude their Nation to be modern, for that our Hiſtories made no mention of 
them, would they not laugh at this reaſon, and uſe the teſtimony of their neighbour Nations 

| toprove their Antiquitie I therefore will do the like,and uſe the teſtimony of the Egypci- 
oethe CianSand Phcenicians,whoſe Record,the Greeks cannot denie.For all Egyprians in generall, 
lews of more are Our enemies, and among the Phcenicians they eſpecially of Tyre, Which I cannot juſtly 
= —_ ſay of the Chaldees,who have been Princes over our Nation, and becaule of their athnitie 
and alliance wich our Countreymen, have in their Chronicles made mention of the Jews, Yet 

when I have proved what I now aver, and refell the flanderous reports againſt us,1 wiilthen yy 
 afoſhew whoamongſt the Greeks ſpake of us, that ſo the Greeks may al!o be deprived of 
this ſhift and refuge,to excaſe their malicious lies falſly forged againſt our Nation, And firſt 
of all I will begin with the writings of the Egyptians, who as they well know,do nothing at 
all favour us. Wherefore Mathenon, an Egypuan born, skilfall in the Greek tongue, 3s by 
his works appears (for he writ in Greek)compiling a Hiſtory of the cuſtomes andreligion of 
Mencthen an his forefathers, colle&ted (as himfelt reporteth) our of the Egyprian holy writings , often

Manethon, 
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A Menethen, in his ſecond book of the Bgyprian cuftomes faith chus(1 wilt ſet down his own 
words, becauſe I uſe them as a witneſfe.) We have a King (quoth he) a2med 7:wmew, in 
whoſe reign God being angry wich us, contrary to allexpecation, an obicure people caking 
courage, came from the Eaſt, and pitching their tencs in our countrey, conquered it by 
force, no man refiſting them z and commircing oar Princes to bonds, did finally burn-our 
Cities, and deſtroy the Temples of our gods, and behaved chem(elves moſt crucily again 
che inhabtranes, killing many of chem, 2nd making flaves of the reft wich cheir wives and 

children: finally, they choſe 2 King amongſt themſelves, whoſhould be then of our coun» Saltis ſubdued 
crey,his name was Seltis,yho coming to Memphis, made both rhe higher and lower Province the Beyprinas, 

B cributaries, leaving garriſons in ſtrong holds, and fortify ing thoſe places in the Eaft : Like- 

. wiſe, foreſceing that the Aﬀyrians were more _ then he, and would invade tus coan- 
* trey, he found onr in this Province 4 city called Saite fit for his purpoſe , being (ciruare on 
the Eaſt ſtde of the river Babafſtis, which by an ancient divine was called Avaris, he bu 
up this city, and compaſled it with moſt huge walls, and placed i it rwo bundreth 
armed men to keep it.

c | After him ſucceeded another King called Bom, who reigned four and fourty yeers, next 
tohim Aphines, who reigned thirty fix years and ſeven moneches,chen Apheſis,who reigned 

threeſcore and one yeers,and then landes, whoreigned fifty yeers and one moneth, after 

them alſoreigned Alfss, nine and fourry yeers and two moneths; and theſe ſix were the firſt 

Kings atnongſt chem, ever deftroying and warring upon the Egyptians, and laboring to ,;,,, fhz2e 

extinguiſh theirrace. This Nation tvas called Hicſos, which fignifierh Kings zxds : heares. 

for Hic in the ſacred tongue, ſignifiech 2 King, and Sos a ſhepheard or ſhepheards, according 
tothe common ſpeech, and Hicfes is 2 compound word. Some fay theſe people were Ara- 
bians : bar in other copies I find that Hieſos, is not incerprered Kings (hepheards, but ſhep- 

heards thar were captives : for Hic, 2nd Ha alſo when it is pronounced, dothin the E- 
ptian tongue {12nifte a captive, and this latter expoſition ſeemeth ro me to be the tuueſt, 

or it is more agreeable with the Hiſtory, Wherefore Manerhon reporteth theſe foreſaid 

kings and ſhepheards to have ruled Egypt five hundreth and eleven yeers : and after theſe, 
the King of Thebes, and che King of the reſidue of Eoypr, uniting their forces together, 
invaded the ſaid ſhepheards and held on grex and long warres againft them, and that che 

ſaid ſhepheards were overcome by the King Alifrazumthoſps : allo rhar then they loſt all E- 

waich he had in their power, and that they were ſhut up in a place called Avaris con- 
caining ten thouſand acres of ground, which as Marerhon reporteth, cheſe ſhepheards cnvi- 
roned round about with 2 huge wall, to the end tha all cheir whole provifioa might be forti- 
fied, and all the preys which they got, defended. Moreover, that Therwafis ſonne of the ſaid 

Alisfrarumt hofis endeavoured by force to ſubdue them, and for this cauſe beficged- them 

with four hundreth and $acoo armed men: and at lat deſpairing to take them by firge, be 

E covenanted with them that they ſhould ſafely depart oat of Egypt whither they wouldzand 

that they upon theſe conditions together with all cheir families and goods, and cattell, de- 
parted out of Egypt into the wildernefſe, and ſo into Syria, being in aumber ewohundrech 
and fourty thouland and thar fearing the puiſlance of theAſlyrians,who ar thac time reigned 
in Afta, they builded a city in the countrey now called Judza, which they made 7 
chat it mighc receive them all, and this city they called Jeruſalem. Further, che (aid Mane- 
thon in another book of the Egyptian affairs ſaith, thatin the holy writings, he findech the 
foreſaid (hepheards called captives, wherein he ſaith moſt rrue, For our Anceſtors were woar - 
to feed cartell,and fo leading a paſtorall life, were called ſhepheards, neither are they anjuſt- 
ly called captives : for our toretather Foſeph cold che King of Egypt that he was a captive 
FF 2nd long time after he called his brethrea 1aco Egypt by the Kings command , but we will 
hereafter examine this point more ſtraighely: 1 will now cite che teſtimony of the Egypcians 
concerning this point, and alforelare the words of Meverhon touching the time when chis__ 
befell, who faith as followerh. | 
Atter that the nation of ſhepheards weredeparced oue of tunco Jeruſalem, King 
Themoſis who drave themourt of rhe Land, reigned twenty five yeers and tout; monetts, 
and thendied : and his ſonne Chebron ſacereded him, who reigned thirteen yay and at- 
ter him Amenophs twenty yeers and ſeven moneths, next, his faſter Ames out aaeſevency 
yeers and nine moneths, then reigned Mephios twelve yeers and nine v m%.

\Achencheres tmelye yeers and five moneths, another Achencheres twelve yees and three 
moneths , Armais, four yeets and one moneth, Armeſis one yeer and four-moneths, Arme- 
feſmiams threeſcore and f1x yeers and two moneths, Amenophis nineteen years. and fix 
Sciho6s King Moneths. Moreover, that Sethoſis having made ready a huge army both of toot and horle, 
o(Egypr, andalſoa _ at Sea, left the government of Egypt unto. his brother Armars, and permit- 
_—_ biebre* xed unto himall other Kingly arerge» <omg- forbidding him to wear' a Diadem, and to 
Governor of Opprefſe the Queen, mother to his children, commanding him alſo to abſtain from the reſt 
hus countrey, of the kings concubines. And Serhoſes himſelt went to Cyprus and Phoenicia, againſt the 
| Aſſyrians and Medes, and ſubdued them all, partly by the ſword, partly by the tear of his 
power and greatnefſe: and being proud of all this his fortunate ſucceſſe, he bent Himſelf 
the Eaſtern countrey, and deſtroyed with fire and ſword the cities of thac place,with 
Provinces? and ſpending much time 1n theſe warres, his brother Armais whom he letr 
in Egypr,. did without fear commit all that he forbade him to do- for he oppreſſed che 
Queen violently, and daily lay with the reſt of the Kings concubines, and being thereco 
counſelled by his friends, he put a Crown upon his head and rebelled againſt his brother, Al- 
ſo that he who was then chief of the Egyptians holy cuſtomes, ſent. letters unto Serhojis, 
Whereupon containing all that had hapned, and how Armais had rebelled againſt him, who returning to 
© +—ahoqgy Peluſia, came and enjoyed again his own kingdome which by his name was called Eg ypt: 
© far Manethon writeth that this Sethoſis was named Fgyptus, and his brother Armais Danaus. 
' Thus far. Manethon out of whom it is evident by compuration of the foreſaid times, that 
our nation was delivered out of Egypt, three hundreth ninety and three yeers before Da- 
aus, and inhabited this countrey of Judza ſo long, before Danaus came unto Argos: not- 
withſtanding the inhabitants ot Argos boaſt their city is moſt ancient. Wherefore Mane - 
Manethon thon recounteth two things for us out of the Egyptian letters: firſt, that we came from ano- 
mo: - ther place to them, afterwards went our of their countrey again, and that ſo long ago, as it 
into bn: Be was almoſt a thouſand yeers before the Trojane warres, Touching thoſe things which 2a- 
their depai- wethop profeſleth himlelt, not to have gathered out of the writings of the Egyptians, who 
F did write out of certain tales and reports, I will hereafter ſhew,how they are alleadged with- 
out any reaſon for them, ., For I will once again leave theſe, and go to the teſtimony of the 
Phoenicians, which they writ concerning our Nation, The-Tyrians therefore have Chro- 
nicles of very great antiquitity, which - they have kept with all diligence, concerning that 
which hath been done among thern, - 2nd indeed they are worthy of memory. Amongſt 
theſe records it is written, that King So/omos built a Temple ar Jcruſalem, a hundreth fou: ty 
$.lomon buile Tree yeers and eight maneths, betore the Tyrians erected Carthage. So they have reg» 
a Tewplein ftred the buijding of our Temple, tor Hircanus King of the Tyrians, was our King Solomors 
er fig friend, obliged unto him for his tathers ſake, who for this cauſe alſo of his. own liberdlity, 
Moneths,be- gave Solomon a hundreth and twenty talents of gold towards the building of the Temple, 
fore _— and cut down the moſt goodly wood called Libanus, which he beſtowed upon him, to make 
_—_—_ the root of the Temple withall : for which bounty, Solomon gave.bim again many liberc!l

ſorts of trees ; be alſo made a famous garden, all ſupported with pillars, for that his wife 
being brought up in the countrey of the Medes, defired tohave a proſpect into the fields

temicne 3:3 I bis berelaterh of the forementioned King, and many things more in his book of the af- 
not bu ld BY fairs of the Chaldees, wherein he reproveth the Greek writers, who falſly affirm that $e- 
bylon, miramis the Aſſyrian Queen built Babylon, and that they falſly report thoſe wonderfull 
works about Babylon, to have been by her made and finiſhed, We muſt needs think thar the 1 
Chaldean Hiſtory is true, ſeeing ir agreeth with that of the Phcenicians, which Beroſss writ 
of the King of Babylon, who ſubverted both Phoenicia and all Syria: with them alſo accord- 
eth Philoſtratus in his Hiſtory of the fiege of Tyria,and Megaſthenes alſo in his fourth book of 
the affairs of India; where he laboureth to prove, that the (aid King excelled Hercules in 
The Kr & Mtrength and yalour, affirming th .t he ſubdued the greateſt part of Atrick, and Spain,and 
"=o that the temple of Jeruſalem was burat by the Babylonians, and again reedified by Cyras ; 
eclled Hereu- and we may prove 1t out of Beroſus, whoin his third book faith as followeth : Nabuchedonoſor 
Jes in 02h having begun the-third wall, tell ſick and died, when he had reigned fourty three yeers, and 
lorou: d :eds, His ſonne Evelmeradochue ſucceeded him; who for his iniquity and luſtfull living, was trea- 
cherouſly ſlain by his ſiſters husband, named Niregliſſoroer, after he had reigned two years, K 
He being dead, the traitor Nirigliſſoroor uſurped the Kingdome, and reigned four years, 
whoſe ſonne then a child was mace King, called by name, Laboroſardochus, and he reigned 
nine moneths ; who for that he ſeemed to be of very corrupt manners, was ſlain by his own 
friends : after whoſe death, they who ſlew him conſulting together, did make one Nabonidss 
a Babylonian, King, Art this time the walls of Brick and Bitumen about the river of Babylon 
We buile. In theeighth year of this Kings reign, Cyrus coming with an army out of Per- 
Babslon bare {14 Conquered all Aſia, and came with his torces againſt Babylon: but the King of Babylon 
ot brickand having notice of his coming, levied an army meeting him in the way, and joyned battell 
—_ with him ; but being overcome in the fight, he accompanied with a very few of his men,was 
forced to flye into Borſippa. Cyrus now beſieged Babylon. and purpoled to deſtroy the out- 
ward walls thereof, bur by reaſon that it was tooſtrong and too hard to win, he returned to 
Borſippa to beſiege Nebonidzs the King of Babylon who was fled thicher. But Nabonidus not - 
abiding the event of warre, yeelded himlelf unto Cyrus, who dealt mercifully with him, and 
OT: him a Territory in Carmania, but expelled him out of Babylon : ſo Nabonidusled the 
ied Nv n:- Teſt of his life in that Province. This Hiſtory agreeth with ours; for in our writings we find 
dus 'rm Ba that Nebuchodonoſor in the eighteenth yeer of his reign did deſtroy our Temple, and that it 
_— ſoremained threeſcore and ten years: alſo that in the ſecond year of King Cyrus, ; the - foun- 
dations thereof were laid again, and that it was finiſhed and reedified in the ſecond yeer of 
King Dariss his reign. This done I will alſo relate the Hiſtories of the Phcenicians, that M 
we may abonnd with proof of that we ſay, for they make a compuration of the years aſter 
this manner: In the reign of King /thobalus, Nabuchodonoſor befteged Tyre thirteen years, 
ha —_— after whom Baal reigned ten years, next him Judges were appointed, to wit, they that fol- 
h low z Ecnibalus the ſonne of Balachss judged two moneths, Chelbis the ſonne of Abdews ten 
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—_—_— moneths, Abberus the High Prieſt three moneths, Myttomss and Geraſtus ſonnes of Abdili- 
ar ate mos judged fix years, after whom Balatorss reigned oge year, and after his death the Tyri- 
ans called Merbalus from Babylon, and made him King, and he reigned four yeers: and he 


then dying, they ſent alſo to Babylon for his brother Iromus, who reigned twency .yeares,

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A in whoſe reign Cyr#s obtained the Perſian Empire, fo that this whole time is fifty tour years 
and three moneths : for Nabwhodoneſor began to beſiege Tyre in the ſeventh year ut his Nabuchode- 
reign, and in the fourteenth year of King roms his reign Cyrus was made Emperouc of oo belie.ed 
Perſia. | | 

Wherefore both the Chaldces and Tyrian Hiſtoriographers agree with us concerning Our The Chaldces 

Temple. So that the Amtiquity of our Nation above mentioned is now made manitcſt, and2n4 Tyrians 
without all controverſie. And that which is already alleadged to this end, may be fufh- rp Some 
cient for them, who arc not upon purpoſe contradiftious. Ir is theretore requiſite(to ſacil- 
fie them who give no credit toche writings of other nations, and contend that the Grecian 
Hiſtories onely are to be beleeved) ro bring many teſtimonies from the Greeks themlclves, 
who have as opportunitie ſerved, made mention of our Nation, and known it. Pythonis a 

z Samian born, both of great antiquirie, and excelling all other Fhiloſophers in holineſle to» 
wards the gods, is not onely convinced to have known the cuſtomes of our Nation, buthe 
did alſo as it plainly appeareth imirate them in many things. Hz's writings arc in no place 
extant, bur divers have recorded many notable things of him, and eſpecially H:ymippus a yu, 
man moſt diligent in ſearching of Hiſtories. This Hermippss recounteth in his firſt book ariciogs «v4 
of Pythagoras , that the ſaid Philoſopher (having one of his familiar friends nzmed Calliphon <>—non te 
dead, who was a Crotonian born ) reported this mans ſoul co be perpetually with him,and 7 
that the ſaid ſoul commanded him nor to paſſe che place where his aſle fell, and that he 
ſhould abſtain from unclean water, and that he ſhould with all diligence eſchew blaſphe- 
my : and then it followeth, this he did and ſaid, imitating the opinions of the Jews and Gre- 
crans, and applying them to himſelf. For ic is certainly reported that this man gathereth 
much of his Philoſophy our of the Jews laws, Our nation in times paſt was well known 

C todivers Cities, ſo that many of them do now obſerve our cuſtomes, -and others eſteeme 
them worth the imitation, as Theophraftns doth witnefſe in his book inticuled De /egibus: for Theophratt us. 
he ſaith chat che Tyrian laws forbid ro ſwear by any ſtrange Sacrament, and amongſt theſe C2rÞan.the 
ſtrange and forrain Sacraments, he reckonerh the oath called Corban, which oath is uſed dh 
onely amongſt the Jews,and in our language fignifieth the gife of God. Herodetas of Halis Halicarnahinn 
carnaſſus knew our Nation alfo, and 'in a manner maketh mention of it - for ſpeaking of *22*nn8 he 
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the Colchians, he ſaith chus in his ſecond book : The Colchians, Egyptians, and AZ hio- Goa. 
pians onely amongſt all otherN ations did uſe Circumciſion inthe beginning : for the Phoe - 
nicians and Syrians living in Paleſtina doconfeſſe themſelves to bave learned this cuſtome 
from the Egyptians, and the Syrians living near unto Thermodoontes, and the river Par- 
thenius, and their neighbours che Macronians, are reported lately to have learned it of the 
Cholcians : and theſe are they onely char uſe Circumcifion, and they do like unto the Egyp- 
tians,but I am not able to ſay, whether che Egyptians or Mthiopians learned ic of che other. 
Herodotus therefore affirmech the Syrians in Paleſtina to uſe Circumciſion, and it is mani- 
teſt thar of all char inhabic Paleſtina, the Jews onely uſcir, which he knowing writerh ſo of 
them, Cherilus allo an ancient Port makech mention of our Nation, and afficmeth that our c1..1us an 
countreymen warred under Xerxes againſt the Gre:ks, and numbring them of the countrics ancienc Poer 
that followed him, he laſtly ſpake thus of our Nation : OY 
E A people ſtrange followed this royal throng. 
Their language was tH unknown Phenician tonzut : 
In th' hills of Solymus their dwelling was, 
Netr i0 4 lake for greatueſſe which did paſſe :

This man before mentioned was by nation a Jew (born in C'celoſyria)one of the (ect of the 
Indian Philoſophers, and they arecalled (as I hear reported) among the Indians, Calan: 
and among the Syrians, Jews, taking their name trom the place whete _ inhab!r, c2lled 
Jury z thename of their City is hard to pronounce, for they callir Jeruſalem. This man en- 
rertained many ſtrangers, and he came from out of the higher countrey down unto the ſea. 
coaſt, and he was very eloquent and of great courage. Weat that time lived in Aſia, when 
this divine man came unto the place where we were, and began to- conferre with us, and 
with other Philoſophers, making cryall of their knowledge: and for rhat many learned men 
were aſſembled about him, he at laſt for this cauſe more willingly imparted ſome of his H4 
knowledg unto them, Thus farre Ariſtotle in Clearchus ; recounting moieover at large the 
admirable abſtinence of the foreſaid Jew from meat, and his chaſtity : all which they thar 
are deſirous to know may read in Clearchys, for Iam loath to write any thing ſuperfluous, 
So now it is evident how Clearchus by the way of a digrefſion ſpeaking of another matter, 
maketh mencion of us, But Hecatevs Abderitaa Philoſopher,and one _ up with King 
Alexander, and dwelling with Prolomens of Lagus, did not onely briefly make mention of us, 
but alſo writ a whole book of our Nation the Tews,out of which I will briefly note ſome tew 
points that occurre, bur firſt I will thew of whar antiquity he is. For herecorceth the time 
when Ptolom.eus near unto Gaza fought with Demetrius, which hapened the eleventh year 
after Alexanders death, in the hundreth and ſeventeenth Olympiade, as Caſtor writeth : who 
ſpeaking of this Olympiade ſaith, that in this time Proloweus Lagus overcame Demetrius thel 
ſonne ot Antigonns at Gaza in fight : which Demetrius was called Poltorcetes, and all men con- 
teſle that Alexander died in the hundred and fourteenth Olympiade: {o that it is evident 
that at that time wherein Alexander lived, our nation flouriſhed. And Hecatews ſaith, thar 
after that battell fought at Gaza, Ptolomens was made Lord of the places bordering abouc 
Syria, and that many men hearing of the clemency of Ptolomexs, followed him into Egypr, 
and converſed with him: among(t the which one was called Ezechias the Jews high Prieſt, a 
man about threeſcore and fix yeers old, and of chief notice and dignity of all his Nation, 
and moſt prudent and eloquent, one alſo whoin all affairs had more experience then any 
man elſe. Helikewiſe reporteth that the number of ,the Iews Prieſts who receive their 
tenths, and rule all in generall, is a thouſand and five hundreth or thereabout : : and again 
making mention of the ſame Ezechtas, -he ſaith, This man being in this repucation and hc- 
nour, and converſing with us, by the help of ſome about'him , declared all things wherein 
we and this Nation differ and ſhewed unto us the place of his dwelling, and the maner of his! 
converlation, which he had in writing. | 
After this, Hecateus ſhewerh what minner of people we are,and hovv religious in our laws, 
and how that we rather will ſuſtain all corments and death it (elf, rhien violate them in any 
thing, and that we account it a worthy thing (o to do:adding moreover,that being much ha- 
red of our neighbours, and having ſuffered all contumelies both at the hands of the Perfian 
Kings and their officers,yer that we could not be forced to change our opintons, but that we p 
are continually exerciſed to give a reaſon thereof. He alſo recordeth an example of our con- 
Rant mindes: for Alexander (quoth he) being at Babylon, and purpoling to teedifie the rem- 
ple of Bell, he commanded all his ſouldters to carry timber ta the building bereot, and the 
Jews onely diſobeyed his command, for the which they endured many ſtripes anc torments, 
till ſuch time as the King freed them from it: and they (quoth he) returning to their own 
countrey, deſtroyed all the temples and altars that they tound there, and ſome of them were 
by the officers therefore puniſhed, other eſcaped free; adding that we may juſtly be admired 
for theſe things, and that our nation is exceeding populous ; likewiſe that many of us Were 
carried captives into Babylon, and there (ſerved the Perftans, Moreover, that many more 
were diſperſt into Egypt after Alexapders death, for'a tumult begun in Sy ria,He allo record- M 
eth the greatneſſe of our countrey, and the fertilixy thereof; ; they inhabir- (quoth he) 2 
countrey that hath almoſt thirty hundreth thouſand acres, of moſt fertill ground;z for lewTry 
is of this largeneſle, and that in times paſt we inhabited a laxge and very great city, wh 
was very populous;he ſpeaketh alſo of the building of our Tempie.in this manner : The lews 
have many other towns and villages in every. Province, bat they. have one moſt ſtrong City, 
the compaſle of whoſe walls is fitty ſtounds, andin it inhabit a t.undred and fifty thouſand 
men, and this City oY called Ieruſalem, in the midſt thereof is a-building- of ſtone with

For Ferome, who writ a book of ſucceſſion, wiiters ome 
in the ſame time that Heeatess lived, who was a friend unto King Antizonus, and being Pre- t» [prak of 
ſident of Syria, never mencioneth vs ig all his Hiſtory z notwithſtanding he. was brooght up ** 5% 
almoſt tn our countrey. Bur Hecatens writ a book of us ; ſo diffcrent are the minds of mien: 
for one of chem thought qur nation worthy to be diligently recorded, the ochec.thirough 
malice was hindred from ſpeaking the truth : yer the Hiſtories of the Chaldees, & ryprimns 
and Phceaicians, may ſuffice co prove our antiquity, rogerher with the Greek Writers : for 
beſides thoſe beſore mentioned, Theophraſtas alſo, Theodotus, Manaſeas, Ariphan's, Hermoze= 
nes, Euemess, Conon, Lepyrion,and many. others z no doubr( for I hav= not perafed all mens 
books) have manifeſtly teſtified of us. For manyofthe foreſaid men were blinded with 
errors, as not having read our holy Scriptures, yer they all joyntly teſtific our »ntiquiey,for 
which I now allecadgethem.

And this 
they do,calumniating the moſt excellent that are, in ſomething or otherzfom for envy & ma- 
lice, others, that their fond babbling may make them famous, and ſo indeed it doth among 
fools, that are knowntg have no ſound judgement, bur wiſe men will condemn their ma- 
The euſe of Jjce, To be ſhort, this is the cauſe of ſo many flanderons reports forged again} our nation: 
_ -_ ſome to gratific the Egyptians have attempted to deprave the truth, and fo have neither rc- 
Egyptians and ported the varietic concerning our anceſtors coming into Egypt, nor touching their depar-

the time of his reign : whereas he ſpeaketh exaQly of the reign of all other Kings... Here- 
npon alſo he addes certain fables, forgetting himſelf that he reported the ſhepheards depar- 
cure out of Egypt to Jeruſalem, to have been almoſt five hundred and cighteen years before 
his time -. for King Themaſis reigned when they departed out of Fgypr, from whom the 
timethat other Kings did reign, untill the ewo brethren, Serhow and Hermens, accompliſhed 
the terme of three hundred fourſcore and thirteen years. He alfo ſaith, that the clot of 
theſc two, Sethon, was called Egyprus,and the other Herwens, was called Danaus, whom his 
brother Sethop expelled,and afterward reigned fiftie nine years ; and afcer him Rempſes, his 
eldeſt ſon, reigned threeſcore and fix years. Having therefore confeſſed, our anceſtorst0 
have departed out of Egypt ſo many years before, now laſtly he adderh, that Amenephis was 
their King, who was a contemplazor of the Gods, as Orss thcit King before him was, and 
that one Amenophis a Prieſt,the ſon of Papins, did in af ehings moſt excellently accompliſh 
bis defire : which Prieſt ſeemed to participate of ſome divine nature, for he excelled in 
wiſedome, and could foretell things to come, and that he gave the Kirſg his firmame, 
that he might alſo ſee the gods, if ſo be he would endeavour to cfeaaſe the countrey from 
lepers, and other unclean people. Whereat the King rejoycing gathered together " 
the 
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A the impotent people of his land, amounting to the number of 85000, and ſent them, and 
other Egyptians appointed to this work, inthe Eaſt part of Nilus, there co hew and ſquare 
ones. And that amongſt them there were alſo certain learned Prieſts infeted with lepro- 
fie ; alſo that this divine Prieſt Amengphis, greatly feared, leſt the indignation of the gods 
would fall upon the King.and himſelf ( who had (preg and councelled the King to do 
violence to the foreſaid lepers) likewiſe that he ſaid that becauſe he uſed the help of unclean 
rſons, they ſhould obtain dominion over Egypt for thirtcen years ; yer durſt he nor pre- 
ume to fignifiethis co the King, bur he kild bimſelf, leaving ehis written in a book, where 
men might find it - andthe King, having notice hereof, fell into great ſorrow and heavi- 
neſſe. This done,he ſp eaks as followeth : So the King, being requeſted for their quictneſſe 
and defence to aſſign them a city to inhabir, appointed unto them a deſolate place called A» 
B yaris, which had been the ſhepheards city ( this city the ancient Divines call Triphonis) buc 
they, having got the poſſeſſion of this place fic for rebellion, made choice of. one of the r..gpus 
Prieſts of Hcliopolis to be theirCaptain, whoſe name was, 0ſarfiphes, and bound therhſelves Caprain of 
| withanoath to obey him in all things: and he preſently made alaw,that they ſhould neither 3'*** 
worſhip the Gods of the Egyptians, nor that they ſhould abſtain from thoſe beaſts which 
the Egyptians count holy,and that they ſhould marry with none bur ſuch as they judged to 
be their friends. | 
+ Having ordained this and many things elſe contrary to the Egyptians religion, he com- 
manded them with great labonr to inviron their city with a wall, & to make preparation to ke 
war againſt King Anenophis:and he himſelf making choice of ſome Prieſts,and a few other _—_ wm 
_ unclean perſons, ſent to Teruklem tothe ſhepherds which were driven out ofEgyprt by King eainſt the 
C Themuſis, declaring unto them their own and their fellows injuries, and requeſted them to F21P4n% 
levic an army to fight with them againſt Egypr, promiſing them free entrance into Avaris, 
the countrey where their fore- fathers inhabited, and that he would furniſh them with all ne- 
ceſlaries,teling them that they ſhould now fight in ſo happy a time, as that withour al doabr 
they might coaquer the countrey. The ſhepherds hereat rejoycing, all of them armed them- 
ſelves co the number of two hundred thouſand, andleaving their city, they cameto Avaris. 
Bur Amwenephbis, King of Egypr, hearing of their invaſion, and remembring what Amesophis, 
the ſon of che Prieſt Papivs, had leftin writing was in great fear, and preſently aſſembling 6 
rogether the pcople of Egypt, and conſulting with the Princes of his eountrey, he ſent all 
holy beaſts, and all chat the Prieſts —_ before him,giving the Prieſts eſpeciall charge 
D #9 hidetheir ido's: and he commanded his ſon Sethowes (who alſo by his father Rempſes was 
called Xhameſſes ) being but five years old, unto the cuſtody of a friend of his: and then 
accompanied with three hundred fighting men, he met his enemies, but would not fight ; 
wich chem, fearing leſt he ſbould fight againſt the pleaſure of the Gods z and fo heretired The Eayprian 
himſelf co Memphis : and raking Apis and the reſt of the Egyprian Gods, he, with all his E:1.ogia,amq 
rroups of Egyptians took ſhip, and fled into &:ihiopia. Forthe King of ZMthiopia upon ## by tbe E- 
courteſic obeyed him,and fot this cauſe he entertained him and his followers,and provided ond hg 
all neceſſaries for them, for that faral chinteen years baniſhment, and this was done in Arhio- cacrrained. 
pia. Inthe mean time, thevnhabiranrs of Jeruſalem came down into the countrey with the 
unclean Egyprians ,and did ſo tyrannize over the inhabirants, that all their beholders judg- 
E ed their victory to be full of cruelty:for not content to fire the cities and towns, and ro com- 
mit all manner of ſacriledge,and ro deſtroy the idols of the Gods, they did alſo moſt cruel- 
ly tear in pieces tbe ſacred Beaſts, and forced the Prieſts and Prophets to lay violent hands 
upon them, and kill them: after which deed they drave them out of the countrey naked. It 
is therefore reported, that a Heliopolitan Prieſt, 0ſarfiphus by name, made laws for them, no __ 
and ſtatutes to governthem. This Prieſt was called 0ſ@ſipbas, taking his name from the cai'd Moſes. 
God of Heliopolis, called 0firis, who being now thus converſant with this people, changed 
; his name, and called himſelt _ 
Thus the Egyptians report of the Jews,and many things elſe, which for brevity ſake I 0- 
mit. Manerhon furthermore writeth, that afterward, Amenophis the King came with 2 great 
F power out of Kthiopia,and his ſon Rewpſes with him accompanied with a great army; and 
that joyning battel with the ſhepheards and polluted perſons, he gave them an overthrow, 
& purſued them uno the borders of Syria. And this is Mauethows report: but for as much as 
be writerh old wives tales,dotages and lies, I will by manifeſt reaſon convince himyficſt,di- 
Coniming that whercof I am to ſpeak hereafter.

And how was it poſſible 
that at one inſtant ſo many thouſand lepers and infirm perſons ſhould be gathered together? 
or whicrein did not the King obey the prophet « He commanded that the lepers and infirm 
perſons ſhould be exited the countrey,and thic King did not baniſh them the countrey, bur 
ſent them to hew ſtones,as though he had necced workmen, and not purpoſed to Senſe 
the countrey from lepers.

N far forth as I was warranted by truth, both proteſted and approved the 
a Va Antiquity of our nation, out of the writings of the Phenicians, Chal- 
dees and Egyptians: and for the further confirmation thereof,I have pro- ] 
FI. duced the teſtimony of divers Greek Authours. Furthermore, I have op- 
| <} poled my ſelf againſt Mayethos :and Cheremon, and divers others. Ar this 
þ time likewiſe I will undertake to contradi@ all the reſt of thole writers, 
that have publiſhed any thing agaialt us , for in reſpect of Apron, who pretendeth himſelf 
to be learned, I grow half ſuſpicious,whether it be a matter an{werable to my diſcretion and 
judgement, to vouchlate him any reply at all. For as touching the one part of that which 
he hath written, it ſeemeth to be one, and the ſame with that which the reſt have written : 
and as touching the other, it is very cold and barren, The greater part thereof is farced with 
follies and detractions, and betrayerh his ignorance, approving him to be a man both looſe in 
condition, and turbulent in his life, And for as much as divers mea are ſo disfurniſhed of K 
judgement that they rather ſuffer themſelves to be won by thele follies, then to be wearied 
and wrought by that which is written with better conſideration, vainly doating on detracti- 
ons, and growing diſcontent to give ear to other mens well deſcryed praiſes - I have thought 
it neceſſary to examine ſuch a mans labours, che rather, for that he bach written againſt us, 
as if he intended to accuſe us before a Ttibunal, aud convidt us by a publick trial, For I ſee 
that it is an ordinary courſe for the moſt part of men, to hugge and take hearty pleaſure, 
when as he that beginneth to blame another man, is himſelf convicted and found guilty of 
thoſe defaults, which he imputeth and objeRerh againſt another. 
Truly its no eafte matter to lay open che ambiguous and doubtful (peeches which Apion 
uſeth, neither rounderſtand perte&ly what he intendeth ro expreſſe. Bur like a pagn chat 
1s grievouſly diſtrafted, and confuſed in his fooliſh lying, he growerh almoſt ro that point x 
to recapitulate chat, which hath been heretofore ſet out, and ſearch for, as touching the de- 
parture of our forefathers out of Egypt : and afterwards he fallech co accuſe the Jews that 
inhabited Alexandria - and thirdly, he intermixeth his blameful blaſphemies againſt the 
Ceremonies accuſtomed in our Temple, and depraveth our laws, and ordinances likewiſe, 
Now, that our predeceſlours have not taken their original out of Egypt: neither have been 
ariven from thence tor any infirmity, or deformity ot their bodies, orfor any wound, ulcer, 
or pollution ; I ſuppoſe that I have not onely ſufficiently approved the ſame, bur alſo pro- 
duced far more then was requiſite. I will therefore briefly report and repeat that which 
Apion alleadgeth : For in the third bosk of his Egyptian Hiſtory, he writ thus : Moſes, 25 
have heard it from moſt ancient Egyptians, was born at Heliopolis, who being inſtrufted 
in the faſhions of his countrey,converted ſuch prayers which were woat to be ſaid in open 
places and abroad, and cauſed them to be praRiſed and accuſtomed in private Cloyſters, 
luch as were within the City, and ordained that in praying they ſhould curne themſelves 
towards the riſing Sun, For ſuch is the ſituation of the city Heliopolis,and in ſtead of 0beliſ- 
ques Or Pyramides,he erected cert ain pillars,under which there were certain ingraven Baſons, 
on which the ſhadow hapaing to fall ( the place wherein they ſtood being diſcovered and in

He ſaich char he hath been informed by thole of antiquity, that Af. ſes was 
a Hzliopolican, for you muſt under{tand that Apzop himlelt was young, and believed the 
relation of the aged ſort of his acquaintance which converled tamiliarly with him : yet can- 
not this learned Grammarian juſtifie where Homer was born, neither from what countrey 
Pythagoras came,although in reſpect,they lived bur yeſterday : and as. touching Moſes, who 
lived to many ages, and (o grea: anumber of years betore them, he decideth che matter ſo 
p eaſily, and giveth credit to the reports of antiquity ſo flightly, that it appeareth moſt mani- 

feſtly that he is buc a lier. As touching che rime wherein he laiththat Moſes led away the 
blind, leprous, and lame: this diligent Auchour accordech very willingly with that which he 
himſelf hath ſaid.

Shall we then wonder if he belie our forefathers; who maketh no bones to belie him.- 
ſelf ! for being born at Oafts a town in Egypr, this high unreputed honour of the Egypri- 
ans foreſweareth both his Countrey and Nation, and counterfeiting himſelf to be an Alex- 
andrian, he ratifieth his Nations wickednefle, No marvell then though he term them 
Egyptians whom he haterh-and raileth againſt, for if he had not been perſwaded that the 
Egyptians were wicked baſe people, he would never have denied himlelt co be their coun- 
treyman: for ſuch as proudly boaſt of their famous countrey , eftecm it a credit to bear 
the denomination thereof, and reprehend ſuch as without juſt cauſe make themſelves of their 
Nation, Wherefore the Egyptians are one of theſe two wayes affefted towards us Iews, for 
either they claim us to be their countreymen, as glorying of us and their countrey ; or elle 
tor that, they and their countrey being infamous, they defire that we ſhoald be partakers 
of their ignominy. Bur indeed this worthy Apron ſeemeth {o to inveigh againſt us, as there- 
by rewarding the Alexandrians for beſtowing their cities apon him : and knowing them 
to be at variance with the Jews at Alexandria, he as it were caſtech a bone between them, 
and raileth not onely on the Tews of that City, but on all whereſoeyer: but he belieth both 
them moſt impudently. Bur ler us examine thoſe hainous and enormous matters, (and as 
he ſaith) ſuch as are not to be ſuffered, of which he accuſeth the Alexandrian Iews. Com- 
ing (quoth he) our of Syria, they ſeated themſelves near the Sea-coaſt, where there was go 
Haven near unto the (urges of the water, 

Now if this place which they inhabited were ignominious, yet it followeth not that the 

=” own countrey was {o alſo : yea herein Apioy raileth againſt Alexandria, which he ma- 

eth his own countrey: for the ſea-coaſt is part of Alexandria, and as all men judge the beſt 
place thereof to dwell in, Nowifthe Jews by force of armes ſo vanquiſhed this place, that 
they could never fince be driven out of it: it is no diſcredit to them), but rather anargumentr 
of their valour, But Alexander gave them that place to inhabit, and the Macedonians did 
allot them as great priviledges as the Alexandrians had. I know not what Apron would have 
(aid, if the Iews had dwelt about Necropolis, and not about the Kings ſeat: their Tribes 
being even at this time called Macedonians, If therefore Apion have read the Epiſtles of 
King Alexander, and Ptolomeus Lagus, or others their ſucceſlours Kings of Egypr, or ſeen 
the pillars that are erected in Alexandria, containing the priviledges that Ceſar the great 
granted unto the Jews; if I ſay he knew of theſe, and yer did preſume to write the contrary 
then he was a bad fellow : bur if he was ignorant hereof, he was then an unlearned perſon. 
The like ignorance alſo diſcovereth he, where he wonders that the Jews that were in _Alex- 
andria called Alexandrians. For all that are one Colonie, though very different people, yet 
do they all bear the name of their founder : and that I may ſhun prolixity, the Jews of Anti- 
och are called Antiochians ; for Selexcus the founder made them alſo Citizens: the like may 
be alſo (aid of the Jews of Epheſus, and at the other Jonia , who by the Kings gifts enjoy 
the ſame priviledges with the reſt of the Citizens. The Romanes alſo of their clemency have 
granted the name of their nation, which is no ſmall gift, not onely toprivate perſons , but- 
to great Nations 1n generall,To be ſhort, the ancient Spaniards, the Tyrrhenes,. and 2a- 
bines, are called Romanes , or it Apron will take away this denomination of the City where- 
in men inhabir, let him ceaſe to call himſelf an Alexandrian: for he being born in the heart 
of Egypt,can in no wile be an Alexandrian, if the priviledge of the City be taken from him, 
as he would have it from us. And the Lords of the whole world the Romanes, bave 2- 
monegſt all other nations onely prohibited the Egyptians from having the priviledges of 
any City : and ſo this gallant gentleman being himſelf incapable of dignity, endeavourcth 
likewiſe to hinder them from it, who have true right unto it. 

For Alexander labouring with all diligence to build that City, did not make choyce of us 
for want of people to furniſh the ſame withall : bur for that he beſtowed the liberry thereof 
upon usas a reward and teſtimony of our vertue and fidelity, endeavouring in deed t0 bo- 
nour & credit our Nation thereby : for Hecateus reporteth that Alexander tor the Jews 
ſervice and fidelity, beſtowed upon them the countrey of Samaria,and freed them from pay- 
ing tribute for it, The ſame good affeion towards the Iews of Alexandria, Ptalomess Lagus 
continued after him, for he delivered into their hands the ſtrong holds of Egypt ( for that 
he judged that their valour and fidelity would keep them) and intending to make himſelf 
Lord of Cyrene and other places in Libia, he ſent certain Tews to inhabic theſame, Afrer 
him Prolomens Philadelphus did not oncly releaſe and fer free all captives of our pation 


in his countrey , but alſo did many times remit their payrnents of money, and Pony 
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was the principall pointof all) he defired to be inſtructed in our laws and holy Scriptures, 
atid for this cauſe ſent unto us, requeſting that we would ſend him ſoftie learned men to in- Th: 70 1 
cerpret chem ufito him ! and thar this nitght be performed with mote diligence, he commit-

nian Kings his ſucceſſours in order,did peculiarly affett our nation, For Prolomess the'third 
which was alſo called" EZxergetes , conquering Syria by force, did no ſactifice unto the gods 
of Egypt fot his victory, but came to Ieruſalem, ' and there after our manner ſacrificed mans 
B hoſtes unto' our God, and to him! dedicated gifts worthy of ſach a victory. Prolomens allo 
ſurnamed Philometor and his wife Clzopatya, cominitred the rule of his who!e kingdome unto 


the Jews, and Onias and Doſitheis, both Jews, were Generals of his zrmy,whoſe credit Apron +- Piolowzus 


derrads: whereas he rather outhr'to haye admired them; and tiave thanked them for dehi- 
vering Alexandria,whereofhe makerh himſelf a cictzen. | | |

-dotake, ſwearing by the God of heaven and car:h, and fea, never to favour any ſtranger, <oncerning the 
and eſpecially the Greeks, This lier might berter have ſaid, not ro favour any ſtranger, *Þ * <2 
and eſpecially che Egyprians, and fo his former lies, and theſe ſhould have had better cor- 
reſpondence, with the beginning, if our anceſtors had been expelled by their predeceſſours 
out of E2ypr, not for their wickedneſſe, bur for their own calamicy. But we are fo far 

C from che Greeks, that we ſcarcely ever think of them : fothar no man can ſay that there 
is any enmity berween us and the Greeks. But contrariwiſe, many of chem have embraced 
cur religion, and ſome of them therein perſcvered : others again have forſaken ir ; yet none 
of them will ſay thac he heard chis oath ſpoken of among us : bur it ſhould ſeem that onely 
Apios heard of it, in that he himſelf indeed forged it. Truly his wiſedome and great pro- 
vidence is worthy to be admired ( as ſhall hereafter appear: ) for he, toprove thelc his lies 

to be true, ſaith, that is a certain teſtimonie that the laws we obſerve are moſt unjuſt, and 
that we worſhip not God as we ougne to do, in that we are ſubjeR to divers N anions, and 
our City endured many calamities : Whereas touching themſelves, they are uf a City that Apion upbrai- 
flouriſherh in abſolure aurhority, accuſtomed to govern from the foundation thereof, and 0 po ws 
not to ſerve the Romans. Ineffet, who can reſiſt cheir valour ? Truly no man but Apioxw i 

D would ever have flouted us herewith, ſecing that few cities ſo flouriſh and reign over other, 

that they again at no one time have been brought into ſubjeion; for many Narions are 
ſubject co others : onely the Egyptians are freed from the captivity of ſuch as rule Europe 
and Afta, for that (as they ſay) the gods fleeing into their countrey, were ſaved by entring 
into the bodies of beaſts. Yer have chey nor indeed had one dayes liberty fince the begin- 
ning of the world, neither under the governmenc of their own Princes, nor under ftran- 


pers. | 
TI willnor ſtand to reckon how often the Perſians have waſted their Ciry,deſtroyed their 
Temples, and {lain their ſuppoſed gods. For it is not decent that I ſhould imitate herein 
Apions tooliſhneſſe : neither am I calling ro memory what befell the Athenians and Lace- 
dzemonians, the laſt of which, are — to have been moſt valiant,and firſt to have been 
E moſt devour and reli gious: neither will I reckon up thoſe moſt Godly kiogs,amongſt whom 
Creſus was one, who notwithſtanding fell into great calamities. Moreover, I will not re- 
count how the caſtle of Achens was ſet on fire,and the temples of Epheſus & Delphos like- 
wiſe,and many others. There is now one Apiew, a new accuſer of the Jews, who upbraiderh 
them with their calamicies, forgetting quite all miſery that hath befallen his countreymen 
the Egyptians : but he was blinded with the fable of Seſofris ( whom he ſaith co have been | 
King of Egypt, ) We could report and boaſt of our Kings, Devidand Solemen, who ſubdued —_ nd 
many Nations unto them : but it is not fit here to ſpeak of them. Bur Apiew was ignorant of jc.” 
that which all the world knoweth, to wit, that the Egyptians have ſerved firſt the Perſfaans, 
and afterwards the Macedonians, and that as bondflaves : where we remaining in free liber- 
tie, reigned over all Cities round about us 120. years, even unto the time of Powpey the 
Great; and when all the other kings were ſubdued by the Romans, onely our kings for 
their fidelitie and friendſhip cowards them, were dear unto them.

If therefore I be forced to 
ſhew that other Nations have made contrary laws, not I, but they areto be blamed, who 
comparing ours with them of other Nations, affirm ours co be the worſe: neither of which 
can charge us, either that theſe laws which I will briefly ſer down are not ours, or elſe that 
The love's cf we have not perſiſted in them as we ought.

Law-maker endevoureth fo to challenge antiquity for their own ordinances, as chat they 
may not be thought to imitate others, but to be themſelves the firſt Authors thereof, and 
guides to direR other mens lives. Which being ſo, it is the duty of a good Law-maket 
ro make choice of that which is beſt, and moſt convenient for them, who are co obey 
their laws, and ro (atisfic them as much as may be, in proving their laws to he good and 
right, and both in wealth and wo,calamity and felicity, to remain inthew, mo charging 

| nor 
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ful fellow, both of corrupt life and manners. So that ary Alcxandrians bad juſt cauſe to be G 
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wards, other ſometimes contrariwiſe complaining ofour Nations boldneſſe, Saying more- j 
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A nor aheting them. I therefore aver that our hawmaker is more ancient then any law maker Mol more 
mentioned. Por Lycwrgus, and Solon, and Sel:acus of Locrts, and thole the Greeks admite, 1, .. pc 1a. 
are modern, of late times in reſpect of him, as it is well known. For the Greeks themlelves ms-c:s. 

confeſle, that in times paſt they wanted the name of law,, This Homer can witnefſe, who 7, 


in his whole works never mentioneth this word, law, for the people of thoſe times were not law, is nor in 
governed by laws, but by indefinite ſentences, and the Princes pleaſure, ufing cuſtomes but #9 
not written, and altering and changing them alſoas occaſion ſerved. 
But our lawmaker being very ancient ( for this is every way manifeſt, even by our adyer- 

ſaries own confeſſions) ſhewed himſelf both a good Prince and counſelier unto his people : The Lic &f 
for making lawes to direct and govern mens lives, he perlwaded them voluncarily, to im- Mos. 
brace them, and firmly to perſiſt in them with all wiſdome. And firſt of all, let us conſider 
the works of his greataefſe, For he undertaking the condu@ of many thouſand of our tore- 
fathers out of Egypt into our own countrey, he delivered them trom @any calamities, al- 
moſt impoſhble to be avoided - for they being to paſle through a place wherein was no wa- 
ter, and a very ſandy ground, being alſo to war and to keep their wives and children, and 

oods for the variable event of wars, he in all theſe ſhewed himſelf a moſt wiſe and pru- 

ent counſeller, and a true patron and guide unto them all. For he made all the multitude 
ſo to depend upon him, that he might perſwade them whatſoever hepleaſed, and yet in none 
of all theſe did he uſurpe any authority over them : and in chat time and place wherein all 
men of authority aſſume power unto themſelves, and ule tyranny, at fuck time as the peo- 
C ple do oftentimes offend, and live in all manner of impiety ; he chen being in authority did 
contrariwiſe uſe all lenity and mildnefle, to the intent chat he might be a pattern of vertue 
agd juſtice coall the reſt, giving all choſe that willingly tollowed him moſt aſſured fatety,, 
uſing in all accidents moſt ſtrange works. And for this cauſe he rightly deemed God to G0 t, guide 
be tus captain and coun(eller : and firſt examining himſelf, and finding -that all the laws he and counſeller. 
had ſet down were agreeable to the will and pleaſure of God, the chieteſt care he now had » 
was hovv to per{wade his people the (ame,which he himſelf now knew : for they who direct »» 
cheir lives according to the will of God, avoid all fins as our lawmaker did, being neither »» 
Magician nor deceiver as his enemies injuriouſly report, but ſuch a one as the Greeks do »» 
D Þoaſt X7nes and others after him to have been : for ſome of them affirmed their laws to be 
made by F»piter, others by Apollo and Delphos Oracle ; either (o believing themlelves, or 
elſe thinking that the people would be eaſily to perſwaded. Now who of all the lawmakers Thc origen of 
made the beſt law, and who did moſt rightly think of God,he that compareth all their laws _=_ — 
together may eafily know ; for now occaſion is offered to ſpeak of them : there are there- "* "En 
fore an infinite company of nations and laws amongſt men, and ſome nations are ruled by 
Monarches, otherſome by the common conſent of the people. But our lawmaker doing 
neither of theſe, did as one ſhould ſay therein declare his Common-wealth to be Divine, 
chiefly afſigning all power and principaliry over us to God, caufing all men to fix their 
minds and cogitations on Him, as the onely Giver and Author of all goodnefle, giving them 
to underſtand, that whatſoever in their neceffity they entreate him for, He heareth their 
E prayers,and underſtandeth what every man doth in private, yea, his very cogications;and that 

e is One, Unbegotten, and in all times Immurable and Eceraal,differing 1n a moſt excellent 
ſhape from all morcal creatures : and this we knew, bur we are altogether ignorant what 
God is as touching his Subſtance and Eſſence. 

And thus the wiſeſt Greeks that ever were, judged of God, who how learned they were The cyinion 

( he giving the ground of all their knowledge)1 now omit to rehearſe: and that theſe things the wiſe? 
afore rehearſed are beſt and moft agreeable to the nature and magnificence of God, many Zn God 0 
do witneſle, as Pythagoras, Anaxagoras, and Plato, and atter them the Stoicks, and almoſt wy _ 
all ether Philoſophers have {o thought of the Divine nature. Bur they delivering this their Moſes cocmpe- 
F Philoſophy in 7 ſpeech, durſt not publiſh the truth of their doftrine among the peo- {0 wiho 
ple, already ſeized you by ſuperſtitious opinions.But our lawmakers works «nd words ſo "EE 
agreed, that he ſatisfied at large all his people, and they that were to be born of them, and 
their ſucceſſours, inſpiring as it were a certain conſtancy into them to perſevere in the ſame 
ſtill referring the cauſe of his laws to their profic and commodity, he did nor affirme 
the worſhip of God onely to be part of vertue, bur he affigned orher part thereof, to wit, 
fortitude, juſtice, and mutual concord of all his citizens. For all our a&ions, ſpeeches, and I 
what elie ſoever, are all referred to divine piety. Which he left not touched wichonr any 7/72 weeds 


more diſcourſe of ic. Fot theſe two are the methods of all diſcipline and morality, wher - and diſcipline. 
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of one frameth and direeth the ſpeech, the other the manners and ations; which being G 


ſo, other lawmakers were indeed wiſe in advice and counſel, and yer they made choice of 
one of theſe methods, and left the other$ for the Lacedemonians were inſtructed in man- 
ners and not in words, as alſo they of Creet were: but the Athenians and almoſt all the 
Greeks were direRted and trainedup by lawes in every thing they were to do, yet neyer 
could rhey put their written laws in practiſe. But our lawmaker very induſtrioufly did con- 
Þ th theſe together, tor he neither omitted the training them Pi in manners and 

erciſes, neither did he ſurceaſe to leave them written laws, And hilt of all, making 
his entrance from the very meats, and preſcribing to every one a convenient diet, heleft ng 
man liberty amongſt us to direct himſelf in the leaſt matter concerning his mear, bur he by 
laws defined , both from what meats we were to abſtain, and what toeate, and what 
ought to be our ordinary diet, as alſo when we ought to labour, and when to ceaſe from 
wo: k: ſo that we W it were under the government of a father or maſter , might neither 
fin willingly , nor for ignorance : for he did not appoint puniſhnent for them that were Ig- 
norant of it , but by law enaRted a moſt neceſſary and milde chaſtiſement for the voluntary 
offenders : and for this cauſe he did not onely will, chat we ſhould once or twice or atten 
hear the lawes, but that once every week we all, omitting other buſineſſe, ſhould come 
to hear the laws, and fo learn them perfetly, which things all other lawmakers as it is well 
known omitted ; All which laudable cuſtomes all other lawmakers have negleQed,and the 
moſt part of men are lo far from living according to their own laws, that they are altoge- 
ther ignorant of then ; and having offended their laws through ignorance, they then learn 
by other mens means, that they have made breach of their laws ; yea, the chieteſt and 
moſt eminene men a:nong(t them, do proteſle herein ch.t they are ignorant, cauſing thoſe 


that are learned and skiltul in their laws, to fit as it were in commiſſion with thera to diret* 


them. Whereas every one of our Nation being demanded of our laws, can anſwer as readi- 
ly as he can tell his own name -: for every one of us learning them as it were (o ſoon as we 
Tome to the uſe of reaſon, we have chem as it were written and priated in onar minds, an4 
by this meanes both we offend more ileldame , and whea we offend we are ſure to be 
puniſhed. = 

And this _—_— is that which hath ca1ſed (ſuch an unity and concord amongſt us, For to 
worſhip one God all after the ſame manner, and nothing differ in manner and converſation

one from another, is the onely way to eſtab'iſh amity and concord in a Common-wealth, x 


For onely amongſt us no man ſhall hear any different ipeeches and opinions cancerningGad, 
which thing amongſt all Nations elſe is moſt trequent and ordinary : for amongſt chem nor 
onely every one of the common people doth ſpeak his pleaſure in this point, but divers Phi- 
loſophers alſo preſume to do it, ſome of them with their blaſphemous ſpeeches altogether 
deſtroying the nature o: God, and others with the like impudency. denying him to have any 
care of men , neicher is there any difference amongſt us of affuirs pertaining to mans lite,but 
all men w:th us follow one com:non expreſſe labour , and we all joyntly affirm the Son of 
God, and that he hath care of humane afurs,and all our ations and exerciſes: yea, any one 
may learn of our wo:nen an1 children; that all things whatſoever are to be reduced to piety, 

Hence it groweth that ſome detra@t our nation; for that amongſt us were nd men inventers of 


new matters and a&ts:to whom we will thus an{ier, that other nations account it a glory not L 


to perſiſt in any thing chat cheir forefathers uſed, and hold them of moſt account among(t 
thei, that can beſt tranſgreſle their forefathers wiſdom. But we contrarjwile do account ic 
the chieteſt point of wiſdom and virtue,neither to do, nor think any thing contrary to that 
which our anceſtors have decreed, which is a coken that our law was eſtabliſhed by as good 
advice as was poſſible. For thoſe laws that in all points are not as they ought to be,are often 
by experience found faulty.But amonz3ſt us who believe thac our law was firſt eſtabliſhed by 
the will and pleaſure of Almighty God, nothing is pious and virtuous which may any 
wiſe impugne the ſame, For whocan take away any title thereof, or add better in the ſtead? 
or who'1s he that can transfer and carry us from the obſervance of them, and ordaia for us 
better laws ts govern our Common-wealth?Or what law can be more juſt and better, then 
that which the wiſdom of God(who is the Lord of all things hath eſtabliſhed? he firſtof 
permitted the diſpoſing of all principal affairs to the Prieſts in general, and moſt wiſely con- 
ſiraced a high Prieſt as their head : neither were they choſen to this dignity by our Law- 
maker, who either exceld in nobility of birth , or riches : but he appointed ſuch to ſacri-

Noman for lending muſt rake uſurie ; and ma- 
ny ſuch like things our Law commandeth, concerning cauſe of communion betiweene us and 
others.

and that we ſhould give unto all men,fire,water,mear, and burie them being dead. te hath 
alſo moſt mildly determined how we ought to deale yith our enemies, chat we neither de-

But many think Plato's Lycurgus the 
words full of vanitie,and licenciouſneſſe,and admire Lycurzus,and every one commendeth the Law-makcr 
Citie of Sparta, for thar it ſolong time perſevered in his | {ny It is therefore an evident 1onate e. 
demonſtration of Vertue to remain in their Laws. But if choſe who ſoadmire the Lacede- ans, | 
demonians, doc compare them with us, and the time during the which their Lawes were in 

force,with the time of our Common-wealth : they ſhall figde that ours hath continued more 

then two thouſand yeers. They ſhall alſo finde that the Lacedemonians did onely perfe&aly 

obſerve their Laws,during ſuch time as they were in proſperitie and libertie, and that when 

their fortune changed,they then became unmindfull of their Laws. 


But we, who have felt many thouſand miſ-haps, by reaſon of the often change of Princes 


. in Aſia, havenot in thele our laſt miſeries and evils forſaken our Law. Neither can any man 


ſay, thar libertie and licentious life is the cauſe, why we fo diligently obſerve them, leeing, 
that whoſo pleaſe may (ee ſufficient proof, that they tie us to more ſtrict life and laborious, 
then thoſe of the Lacedemonians did them. For they neither tilled the earth, nor uſed an 

handy-crafr, but ceaſing trom all labours and pains-taking, lived 1a their Citie fat and fair- The Tews com- 


C liking, having both their met and all other neceſfarics provided and prepared for them oy gen wan me 


others, and eſteemed that only their felicitie ro do and endure any thing, fo thar they mighe 12s 
prevail againſt choſe againſt whom they enterprized wars : and that they failed alſo herein,l 

omit to rehearſe. For not onely one or two of them at once, but oftentimes whole compa- 

nies of chem, torgerting their own Laws, yeelded themſelves to their enemies. And can ay 

one tell of, I (ay not ſo many, but of one or two of us that ever was treacherons to his own 

Lawes, or th.it feared todie for them * I mean not a common de.:th, ſuch 2s ſuldiers ate 

ſabje& unto, bur (uch a death as is affected by all corments and cortnres char can be deviſed. 

Which I think thoſe chat prevailed againſt us, impoſed upon us,not for hatred,bur that they 

deſired to (ee it {o admirable a matter;and to (ee we being but men, and ſuch who eſteemed it 


D the greateſt impietie poſhble rodo it, could be compelled by them to ſpeak or doany thing The fritt laws 


contrarie to our laws, Yet it isno wonder that we for our Law to die with ſuch conſtancy, o wc lens, 
rather then any other Nation : for other Nations canriiot abide to endure that which we 
account a trifle, to wit, labour and ſimple fare, and that no man eat whatſoever,or what he

every one his proper place, 3s unto other living creatures : ſome to be under the earth, 

F others in the Sea, and the ancienteſt amongſt chem in Hell, fettered and bound : and thoſe 
whom they place in Heaven, in words they doe term him a Farher, but in deeds they ſhew 
him to be a Tyrant,and for this cauſe they report rhat his wife, his brother,and his daughter, 
whom they affirme to have been born of his. brain, conſpired againſt him tobinde him, and 
hang him, as they report him allo to have dealt by his father.

are at variance one with another amongſt themſelves,8 that they fall out one with another G 
in mens behalf, and that not onely one of them layeth violent hands upon the other, but thar $ 
alſo they are wounded by mortall men, and ſorrow and feel griet for the wounds, and thr 
which is moſt abominable of all, do uſe carnal copulation with mankind, and that moſt 
undecently , that their unbridled luſt is extended both to men and women. Then that their 
chief god of all, whom they call father, contemned and drowned certain women whom 
he himſelf had deceived and gotten with child, and that he could not deliver the children 
born of theſe women from calamity, for that deſtiny had obliged him, nor ſee their deaths 
without tears. This is all good ſtuffe, as alſo is that which followeth, - to wit, adulteries 
committed in Heaven, ſo openly, and impudencly amongſt the gods, that ſome profeſſe 
themſelves to envy their fellow gods and goddefles tied together in ſuch filthinefſe. Ang H 
what ſhould the reſt of them do, when as their King and the moſt ancienteſt amongſt chem, 
could not refrain his luſtful licenciouſneſſe from the company of women? Moreover, 
ſome of them became ſervants unto men, and ſome built houſes for money, and others be- 
came ſhepheards, others like maleta&tors were chained in hell, What man then that ever 
was accounted wiſe, would not bluſh at theſe follies, and reprove the inventors hereof, and 
the fooliſh believers alſo ? Others preſumed to fain both terrour, and fear, and madnefle, 
and ſuch ſimplicity, as that they might be deceived, and all other naughty paſſions ro be 
found in the nature of their gods, and have perſwaded whole cities to offer ſacrifice to the 
moſt noble amongſt them, And they are in great perplexity, thinking char ſome of the 

ods are the givers of all good things, others again to be their enemies, and fo ſeek ro 1 
pleaſe them with gitts as they would do wicked men; and they are verily perſwaded, thar 
they ſhall ſuſtain great damage by their meanes, except they do daily pacifie their wrath 
by trequent gifts. What is the cauſe of this ſhametull ignorance, and erroneous iniquity 
concerning God © Truely I am perſwaded, for that their firſt Law-makers were themſelves 
herein to ſeek, and ignorant of the nature of God, and that they did not taithfully deliver 
unto their Common-wealth, ſo much as themſelves knew concerning this point : bur as 
though it had been a thing ot leaſt moment, did wiltully let it paſſe, giving licence to po- 
ets, and permitting them to deifie and make gods whom they pleaſed, and that the Ora- 
tors ſhould write of the Common-wealths aft urs, and tell what them liked of ſtrange gods, 
Moreover, the painters and image-makers amongſt the Greeks, had a great hand in making; K 
of gods, it being lawtul tor them every one to frame what ſhape he liſt, and how he liſt, 
ſome of earth, others of colours: and the chiefeſt god-makers amongſt them uſe Ivory 
and Gold to make their god of ; a true argument of their mutable novelty. And then the 
ancient gods whom they firſt ſo honoured and reverenced as they could poſſibly deviſe 
being now withered with age, are out of credic, and other youngſters poſſefle their places, 
and honours -: their Temples alſo ſome are deſolate, others newly erected, as men pleaſe. 
1; tay contrariwiſe, they ought moſt conſtantly to keep their opinion of God, and his 
religion, 

Apollonius Molon was one of theſe proud fooles : but thoſe Grecians that follow true 
Philoſophie, knew all that is alreadie ſaid, and the cold reaſons ot this allegory, and there- 
fore did juſtly deſpiſe them, and agreed with. us in the true and decent opinion of Gods na- 
ture. Which Plato well ſeeing, afirmeth chart Poers are not to be permitted in a Common- 
wealth, and ſendeth Homer away very honourably crowned and anointed, leſt that he with 
his fables ſhould deſtroy or deprave the true opimon of God, For Plato of all others eſpeci- 
ally imitated our Law-maker, as he did herein alſo, commanding all his Citizens that all of 
them ſhould perfe&ly learn his laws, and that for no caſualty, any ſtrange forrain cu- 
ſtome ſhould be admitted into their city , bur that their Common-wealth ſhou!d be pure, 
and they perſiſt in the obſervation of their lawes. But Apollonius Molon not reſpeting this, 
enveigheth againſt us, for not receiving into our ſociety men of ſtrange opinions or religi- 
on, whereas not onely we do ſo, but commonly all Greeks, yea and the moſt prudent 4- 
mongſt them, The Lacedemonians did expel all ſtrangers and did not permit their citt- M 
zens to travel into other countries, fearing that by both their waies their lawes might be 
corrupted. They therefore are to be ſpoken againſt rather then we, ſceing they neither 
admit ſtrangers to converſe with them, nor to inhabite amongſt them, no nor impart their 
religion unto them ; but we, though not defirous tojlearn other Nations religion , yet .d0 . 
we not deny to impart ours to ſtrangers that deſire to embrace it : which if I be not decet- 
ved is atoken of magnanimity, and clemency in us : bur this ſhall ſuffice concerning the 


Lacedemonians, Apolionius was ignorant how matters ſtood with the Achenians, who _ 
enact 
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g char their Cities free from all Nations - for they did moſt ſeverely and without all mercy 
puniſh choſe thar did but ipeak any word againſt their God: For what was the cauſe of Socyz. Socrates « Ci - 
tes his death ? he neither 'berrayed the Citie to enemies, nor deſtroyed their Temples; \,on® " 
but onely ſwore by a ſtrange oath, which as he ſaid (whether in jeſt or in earneſt) a Divell, 
taught him,and for this offence he was pur todeath, by drinking hemlock: his acculers al- 
ledging,that he corrupted young men,and contemned the lawes and religion of his countrey. =— 
And this Socres ſuſtained being a Citizen of Athens. | 
Anaxagoras ws of Clazomenia : and for that he affirmed the Sun which the Athenians *22=285c23 
worſhipped tor God, to be a fiery ſtone, he was by theſentence of ſome few condemned to 
die. They alſo proclaimed chat whoſoever would kill D:420r45 of Melus, ſhould be rewarded 
with a talent for his labour, onely for that this Diagoras was ſaid toderide their myſteries : 
Protagorgs alſo had been by them taken and pur to death, had he not made quick eſcape, A talent is 
onely for that they (ſuppoſed him to have written certain doubts of the Athenian gods. And $99-cr0nne 
what wonder is it that they ſo uſed theſe famous men, who ſpared not to uſe the like crueltie 
upon women ? For they: killed a Prieſt, for that ſome accuſed her ro worſhip ſtrange gods - 
2 and their Law appotnted, that who ſo did introduce ſtrange gods into their Citie, thou'd be 
' puniſhed with death, It is therefore evident that they who enacted ſuch ſtraight laws, be- 
lieved not the gods of other Nations to be gods : for had they believed in them, they would 
not have deprived themſelves of the benefit of many gods. The very Scythians (who de ,,,. £..+1.0 
lighted in man ſlaughter, ſo that they very lictle differ from bruit beaſts ) yer doe they | 
think themſelves bound to mnaintain their own lawes, as beſt, ſo that they ſlew Ana charſis 1 
C famous Greek, that came unto them onely for that he ſeemed to attribare too much unto 
the Grecian gods ; yea,thou mayeſt find many among the Perſians, who for this cauſe have  _ . 
been tortured, And it 15 evident that Apollonius approved the Perſian lawes : for when '-crtragy 
the Greeks admired their fortitude and concord of opinions concerning God, I mean the 
*fortitude they ſhewed in burning of their Temples, this Apollonixs in all things imicared 
the Perſ1ans, v.olaring other mens wives, and putting out their childrens eyes ; whereas 
our Lawes adjudge him to death that ſo uſerh unreaſonable beaſts : And neither 'the fear 
and terrour of Potentates, nor the favour of them whom all men reverence, could evcr cauſe "PRA 
us to forſake or abandon theſe Lawes : neither do we exerciſe fortitude, to the end ro de- cntancic 


wn(lancic in 


b prive ocher menof their goods and fortunes by warre, but ro keep our own Lawes : and then Lava, 
we who patiently pur ap all other injurie, yer if any man doe in our Religion provoke us, 
we preſently (eek revenge, not reſpecting our own abilitie ; yea, though thereby we work 
our owne utter ruine, and calamitie. What therefore ſhoutd move us to imitate the Lawes 
of other Nations, when they that made thoſe Lawes ( yea even the law-makets them- 
ſelves ) did tranſgreſſcthem © or how can the Lacedemonians avoid reproach for their , IP 
inhoſpitalitie, and negleQing marriage? Ot the Elians and Thebans for accompanying + ongateo 
with men contrarie to the Law of Nature, which fa& moſt ſhamefull, they deemed good &« tbe varies 
and neceflarie, Yeanot content to doe fo themſelves, they allo aſcribed the like,unto cheir 
gods to be done by them (which the Greeks alſonow of late have done ) and for this cauſe 
they retuled to marry with their own women, judging their CatisfaRion to be contrarie to , bk inftice 
E the preſcript of Nature : Bur I will ſpeak no more of puniſhment, tleicher how greac nia- « Law-w-k- 
lefaRours thoſe firſt Law-makers freed from puniſhment, being bribed with money, and ©+: 
how unjuſt they were inthe L1wes appertaining ro Wedlock, It is long 10 examine how 
great occaſions of impietie they gave. For many have already long agoe forſaken theit laws : 
which cannot be ſaid of us, who tor our Lawes have ſuffered loſe of our Cities, fortunes The lew:3 
and lives, we keeping and perſiſting in oar Lawes even unto death, and if any Jew bein a fr Eopierrs 
ſtrange Countrey,where there is a Tyrant King, yer doth nor he fo fear him, that he would Ton o $-24 
for his command in any jot tranſgrefle our Lawes. I therefore we doe vi'ocoulty endure 
thas much for our Lawes, all men muſt needs grant our Lawes to be very good + but if

C invite us to Ext of them * What then cauſcth us to abſtain from them ? that all men &efire 
them, yeen> man eats them ? even in this thing the mind is taught to overcome ir (elf in 
delightful objects. and to bridle all pleaſure, that when occaſion of Maityrdome is « ffcred, 
che mind ſetting aſide all yanities, will not for a little pleaſure forget his accuſtomed ver- 
cue, 

For this cauſe was Foſeph juſtly praiſed in that he was not overcome by luſt, which reign- An inſtance of 
eth in a youthful body : chis reaſon ſo workech with ſound advice and mature counſel, that = «ha- , 
it again recovereth loſt friendſhip, and getteth new, and ſuffereth no crueltyto be commit- 7 
red. Ofthis we have alſo the example of Moſes, who had he not juſt occaſion to be angry 
againſt Dathan and Abiram, reaſon (no doubt) would have cauſed him to have ſmothered 

D All grief of mind. Did not our father Facob with great vehemency reprove his ſons Sim 
and Levi, that without reaſon they had uſed ſuch cruclty, ſaying, Curſcd be your anger? 
Which anger and wrath of theirs had it bcea bridled with reaſon, neither had they been 
curſed, nor the other had periſhed, For this cauſe, God, the maker of mankind, when he 
faſhioned us and our manners, having finiſhed all lineaments of the body, he now placed the 
mind co be in ir,and to rule ir, leaving it certain precepts to obſerve and keep,to wit, tempe- 
rance,and to imbrace and follow that which is good, and cleave unto juſtice, and rule and 
bridle all paſſions in the body ſubje& unto ir, and obſerve the precepts of God, 

Bur ſome will aske me wherefore we offer to commit wickednefle, ſeeing that reaſon rus 
leth our paſſion * Bucit is a ridiculous thing to think that reaſon ſo ruleth, for reaſons rule CY 
cannot hinder the appetice from defire,bur onely corre defare, and fo prevail,that it ſuffe? 

E wich paticnce the loſle or abſtinence from ſuch things as ir deſired. For example ſake,reafcn 
cannat hinder thee from being angry, bur ic can ſo work that thou commit no impiety when 
thou arc angry : in like manner, it cannot hinder thee from deſiring filthy pleaſure, yer can 
it cauſe chee not to yecld unto it. 

Reaſon therefore cannot utterly extinguiſh vice, but onely bridle ic. Witneſſe in this the an :afance of 
example of holy David, who fighting againſt ſtrangers with great ſucc:ſſe,and b. ing at even- Davids thiilt 
ing weary and faint, he came unto his Princely tabernacle, that was guarded by his (oul- 
diers, where he found them all at meat: yer himſelf being thirſty,durſt not drink, notwiche * © 
ſtanding water was hard by,onely for that religion diſſwaded him, fur he had vowed nor to 

E drink before he had conquered his enemics. He alſo forbade his men to drink, ſo that they 

might fight more couragiouſly, if not for that they were valiant, at lcaſt for that ſo they 
might have drink. Whileſt thus his thirſt encreaſed, three young men of }rong bocies are 
med themſelves, and taking with them a veſſcl co put water in, they went unto their ene- 
mies camp, and chere aſſaulted che warchmen, who for fear of death fled, and ſo they paſt 
thorow the camp, till ſuch time as they came where the water was, and takir.g ſome from 
thence,they brought it tothe King. But holy Devid ſo bridled his humane appetice, that payii in bis | 
by reaſon he quenched his defire, and ſhewed an excellent token of patience, teaching how tbait refuled 0 = 
the fear of God was to be preferred before all things. For taking the water he had much P_ $a 
wiſhed for, and which had been gotten wich ſuch danger , be preſemly powred it on the dcfued, "M

©o his country, OWN COUntrey, Went unto A lomns, governour of Syria, | Cllicia, and 
before him in a publike aſſembly cold him, that he could help the King to an infinite trea- 


ſure, for (quoth he) there is hiddenin Jeruſalem an infinite deal of gold and filver, which 
by right belongeth unto K-ng Selewus. \ Appolionins hearing this, praiſed and commended 
Appallonizs ca. Siren, and confiſcated the gold and filver ro the creaſure-houſe of Selescus ; and having au- 
pant Syc, thority from the King ro ger it, he levied an army, and (ſo accompanied with Simes, came 
Sr wihan Unto Our COUNTTey , purpoſing if any violence were offered, to uſe the defence of his ſoul- 
— ham ON 
oy When the treaſure-houſe of our temple was now a ſacking, 0»/as wept bitterly, and ſaid, 
that it was a heavy ſight to them tro whom this treaſure was committed, roſe ir, or any 
part of it taken _ Burt Appollonias, neither re ſpeQing the tears and intreaties of the old 
men,women,nor children, prefſed into the Temple, they all praying God to puniſh him, and 
to detend theirtemple. Being now with a great guard of armed men entred into the holy 
Angels pon Temple, there appeared Certain Angels on horſeback with weapons in their hands, and ſhi- 
— ning with a fiery flame about them, and they daunted che courage of this infidel Apollonins, 
b:ighcnelle, who preſently fell down flat upon his face : and lying [o a great while, at laſt he came a lit- 


: tle to himſelt : and rifing up , he leaned upon his ſhoulder who kept the Temple, not be- 
ing able to ſtand alone, he was ſo terrified with che viſion he had ſeen. When he came a 
linzle co himſelf, and was in ſome hope of recovery, h& ſtrerched both his hands cowards 
heaven, and himſelf deſpairing to obtain pardon for his offence committed, he beſought the 
Hebrews (whole Temple he came to ſpoil) ro make interceſſion for him, himſelf with rears 

craving pardon for his offence, and not onely acknowledging his fault , bur alſo confeſſing 
himſe;f co have deſerved death, and all puniſhment poffible. Holy 0#/as ſeeing this, and 
0%vy praier fearing alſo that if Appellonias ſhould then die, the Hebrews would be ſuſpected to have 

ova ned Apoi= made him away, he made prayers to God for him, and ſo obtained his enemies life, A- 
{outs vs We. pollonins preſently haſted to Seleacus 10 ler him underſtand what had hapned: but when he 
' came he tound Selewcas dead, and 4m1ochys reigning in his ſtead,a man of tyrannous nature, 

_ whobare an ancient grudge to Ontar the high Prieſt : and therefore made F ſos bis brother 

Acc 3 high Pricſt in his ſtead; Faſon promiſing An1iochvs, in lieu of this good turn, to pay him 

the Iews. —3669. talents of {ilver every year. 

This 0 on being now made high Prieſt, and chief amongſt all the nation of the Jews, he 
preſently torced all the people ro impictie, and to forfake religion, ſo that to build baths, he 


wich him in this iniquitic. But hereat God was preſently wroth:who being diſpleaſed,it was 
not needful to ſeek forrain enemies, for Axtiochus himſelf was incited to rage againſt them, 
who warring againſt Prolomes; King of Egypr, he heard it reported that the Jews did deem 
him to be dead, yet was he very gallantly entertained by the inhabitants of Jeruſelem: and 
preſently after the fight, he made an edict, thar who ſo amongſt the Jews refuſed to offer 
ſacrifice tothe gods, he ſhould preſently dieupon the whee!. Burt the godly minded of our 
n3tion did lirtle cſteem this edit, ycathe women circumcilſing their infants ( as our law rc- 
quireth) did afterward caſt themſelves down headlong, to the end that they might ſo obs 

rain a preſent Ce:th without longer delay. Antiechas perceiving that the ſeverity of His edit

Set apart thoſe vain 1nd ſottiſh 
opinions,end at leaſt in this venerable age chanze thy opinion into better, Or ſuppoſe your Lawes 
are _ and to be obſerved,yet will they excuſe thee,ſeeing thou doſt not ſinne voluntarily but by 
com . | 
Elexar, peing permitted to ſpeak, thus replied to Antiochus, who both exhorted and forced ©=nmnnt ane. 
B him to breach of his Lewes, We, Antiochus, doe not follow a vain report, but we obſerve the .. 
weritie of Religion which our fathers kept, and fear of torments cannot make us embrace another 
Religion, and forſake our own: yea, ſuppoſe our Religion deliveredto us by our fathers had no firm 
grounds, yet would I in nothing ,no not compelled by torments, forſake it. Do nt eſteem it a ſmall 
matter to eat impious meat, and to taſte of that which is ſacrificed to Idols, for it is a profane thing 
to touch things that arc prophane. Our Law condenuneth your Philoſophie wherein he is moſt i7nd- 
rant that thinketh himſelf moſt wiſe. 

We are taught to embrace ſobrictic, to ſubdue in us all inordinate appetite, tn keep our bodies 
chaſte, and 3" with pattence whatſoever for God) ſake is inflifFed upon us,and not to denie the 
Truth, Faſtice or Pittic, or God, who alone is true : and therefore I refuſe this profane meat, well 
knowing what I ought to eat, ar warranted therein by the Precept of the Almightie God,whoſe Laws

All which this reverend old man did 
moſt willingly ſufter, and ſo was conſumed with the flame : yer when Nature began to fail, 
he ſpake after this manner, lifting up his dazled eyes to heaven : Thou art He ( 0 God) frems 
whom life and ſalvation proceedeth: behold, 1 die for obſerving thy Lawes,be merciful! to this thy 
Nation and do not forſake them whom thay haft hitherto protetted, even in thy boſome, and unacr 
the ſhadow of the wings of thy Clemencie, let my death end all miſerie, and pacifie thy wrath bent 
ainſt our whole Nation for their offences, receive me for them all, and bettow them all upon me. 
And amidſt theſe ſpeeches he joyfully yielded up the ghoſt. 
Eleazars laſt Tx js moſt true therefore which we at firſt afhirmed,to wit, that the enduring of pains and 
| pars inthe orments is wrought by our reaſons lore + which once determined and reſolved, maketh a 
roſperous ſuffering oft pains with all patience, which wiſely adviſing men to that which is 
ſ,doth ſertle and confirm our opinions to fallow it, It thereforereaſon and the inferiour 
powers be at variance, we muſt ſabje& them co reaſon if we will make a perfed victorte, [ 
With this guide of reaſon our father Eleazar was moſt ſafely direfted, neither to be over 
come with pains,nor to give place to unlawfull inticements and allurements, he ſaved the 
Reaſons vicio- ſhip of his body trom all ſhipwrack thae might ariſe by the tempeſtuous ſtorms of vanitie, 
hs and ſuftered himſelt with no contrary wind to be driven from the right courſe: yea, though 
it was toſſed upon the waves of Tyrannie, yet did it remain ſound and unbroken, and keep. 
yo" ing a dire courſe, arrived in the haven of ſalvation. Never any man did ſeek ſo valiantly 
be to defend his Citie from an enemy, as this holy old marfdid his ſoul, who amongſt ſtripes, 
Wy crofles and flames, was ſtill the ſame man he was before, For as the top of a high rock 
ſtanderh ſafe, and reſiſteth che wave without any dammage unto it ſelf;even ſo did the rocl: 
of Reaſon in this man beat back the rage of thoſe tempeſtuous waves that did beat againſt his 
body, nor permitting them to break in and pearce the Celeſtiall and Divine power of the 
Aſimilitude ſoul. O happy old man, more bleſſed then all of thy age, O Prieſt more ſacred then all other 
cakon f.om the Prieſts, who didſt not pollute thy ſacred lips with profane meats ; impietie fbund no ente- 
_ rance that way, from w hence (o many prayers to God had proceeded, The Tyrants cru- 
eltiecould not prevail againſt thee ; Thou therefore art made an example tor all Prieſts of 
""F9OER God to imitate, Such a one behoved ir a Prieſt to be more ſtrong then torments, more 
praiſe, able to ſuffer,then the torturers to inflict puniſhment;more forcible then Princes commands, 
yea, and more potent then the fire, wherein thoudidſt periſh: and finally, thou waſt or- 
dained to be crowned with the Lawrel of Martyrdome for thy ſufferance, Thou haſt ſur- 
paſſed all Antiquitie, thou ſhalt be an example toall poſteritie. It then feeble old age,where- 
in all ſtrength and heat of body was extinguiſhed,now unfit to ſuffer rorments ( as being al- 
ready broken with age ) could by the advice of teaſon endure ſo many torments, ſo manv 
miſeries, who dare deny reaſon to be the chiete cauſe of our ſufferance * We have ſeen that 
all crueltie hath been overcome by a determination to perſiſt in the ſervice and fear of God : 
yet many afftirme, that not all men who uſe the advice of reaſon are able to undergo ſuch 
agonies z but their aſſertion is vain, and of no force + for moſt evident it is, that he onely is 
overcome by pain, whom wiſedone hath not Armed with pat.ence. And no maryel if he, 
who raſhly enterpriſeth ſo weightie a matter, and without due conſideration, doe at laſt for- 
ſake and repent himſelf of that which he ſo unadviſedly undertcook. Burt if we with due ad- 
vice and deliberation arme our lelyes, it is not an eafie matter to remove us by any misfor- 
tune from our determination; when we make account that misfortune will bertide us , we are 
not eaſily dilmayed thereat, when it doth betide,for chat nothing befell us chat we expected 
Ky nor. 
. Therefore, he that is wiſe and valiant,is able coconquer his paſſions, for that he doth well

But where reaſon and 
advice taketh place,and hath well trained the mind to perfetion, the other conſequemth followeth :

Wherefore (ſaid they) O Tyrant, doſt thow per- 
ſecute us that are innocemt ? We both defire and wiſh to die,and will untill ſuch time as death ex- 
pelleth life, firmly keep that which God commanded,and Moſes taueht us, And thox Tyram, do 
xot ſeek to ſeduce us,by proteſting fained love towards us:thow lover of injuſtice, maſter of crueltie, 
F deviſer of intquitie, the pardon which thou doe#t offer is to us more painfull then paniſhment 2 
we are armed with contempt of death, and eſteem nat thy words , as being by our lute maſter Elea- 
zar taught to 4ſpiſe them. Why then deeſt thou efleem ſuch puſillanimitie to be in us young 
men, ſeting of late thou foundeſt ſuch courage in an old man * Wefollow him : thow canit not 
trie, and know our mindes, except by tearing our bodies thaw ſearch them out : We will ſafe- 
ly and ſecurely ſuffer for our God anything, and leaving this earth, ws ſhall br entert awed 
nto gry : andihou for ſotyrannizing moſt craelly upon innocent ſoules, ſhalt be reſerved to »,, 
eFernat fire. | 
The Tyrant greatly moved, to ſee that he could neither preyaile by faire promiſes, not 
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by threatnings,he cauſed them tobe beaten with Buls pizzles : and firſt of all, he commanded 'G 


Maccabeus,che eldeſt of the ſeven brethren,to be ſtript,and ſtrerched ouc upoa a rack, and his 
hands to be bound behind him, and then to be moſt cruelly beaten, who wearied his tor- 
menters ſuffering, (ſo great the force of vertue is,) ſo that they defired moreto leave bear- 
ing him, then he requeſted they ſhould leave, This done, he was pur upon a wheel, and a 
waight hanged at his feer, and ſo ſtretched round about ir, char his ſinewes and entrailes 
ae his pains increaſed:yet he being overcome with pain, his mouth was not for all 
this ſtopped,or hindred from calling upon God, who beheld all ; and reproving the Tyranc 
who deviſed thoſe torments for the innocents, and taking ſtrength, he is ſaid to have crie( 
gw +a a raed p 

Blooay Ty ant, w ecuteſt the Majeſtic of Goa ; I whom thou thus tormenteſt,am no Witch, 
nor I ds and killed $ottfg man, but one who dies for juſtice, obſerving the 
Law, and for Charitie. Then when the torturers, overcome with compaſsion, willed him to = 
mit him " wnto the Kings _— he anſwered: O ye wicked miniſters of tyranny | your wheels 
are not [6 ſharp and cruell, that 1 thereby will be forced to forſake Heaven, whereon my mind is 
fixed : tear my fleſh; yea, if you ſo pleaſe, rof# it at _ : torture and torment each parcel of 
my body with ſeverall crxeliie;, you ſhall for all this fi 
to impietic. 


As he thus ſpake, a fire was kindled, and he, as he was upon the wheel racked, was ſo 


the eldeſt bro- thrown into the fire:and thus he was by flames and torments ſo burned, that his bowels ap- 


pearedzhis mind nothing moved when his fleſh yielded overcome with pains ,who amidſt his 

pangs cried thus unto his brethren : © beloved brethren, learn of me an example of wertue, 

conſider the ſtrength of an invincible courage, contemne and deſpiſe the allwing baits of this 

world, and rather obey God then this Tyrant, who can if he pleaſe humble the proud and mightiz, 

and exals the lowly and dejeffed, As thus he ſpake, he was taken our of the flame, and flain 
alive, his tongue was pulled our. of his mouth, and he pur into a frying pan, and ſo he de- 
parted out of this life,to the great admiration of all that beheld him, and the joy of his bre- 
—_—_ mother; and went before them to Heaven, there to prepare a Kingdome tor himſelt 
and them, 

After him, theſecond brother, called Aber, was haled by the ſouldiers : and before the 
tyrant asked him whether he would relent, he cauſed all theſe rorments to be ſhewed him, 
thereby to terrifie him - but he nothing thereat moved, anddenying to eat of that foreſaid 
ſacrifice, his hands were bound with iron chains, and he being hanged up by chem, the skin 
of his body was fluin from the crown ot his head unto his knees : fo that the entrails in his 
breſt appeared naked ; yer in ſuch manner as yet he might abide greater corments. For he 
was Caſt betore a cruel Libard, thirſting moſt extremely after blood, to the intent that he 
might devour with his teeth the reſt of his body, but the beaſt ſmelling of him (no doubt by 
the great handy work of Almightie God) forgot his crueltie, and turning away his face, he 
did no hurt tothe Martyr. 

But hereat the Tyrants rage increaſed ; and the Martyr by ſuffering ſuch torments, was 
made more conſtant, crying aioud - 

0 how pleaſant is that death wnto me, which is cauſed by all ſorts of torments for Gods ſake ! 
yea, ſo much the more pleaſant, for that 1 aſſuredly hope to finde reward for it in Heaven. Let 
theſe torments inflitted upon me ( O Tyrant ) ſatisfie thy crueltie, for my paine is not by thy tor- 
tures increaſed, but rather my pleaſure, as thou ſhalt finde by my patience in this agonie, More 
willing am 1 to ſuffer, then thou to-puniſh ; yet my pain in ſuffering, is leſs thrn thine by inflicting 
the ſame upon me. I am tormentt#-for vertue and obſerving the Law, and the Fuſtice of God 
ſhall baniſh thee from thy Regall ſeat : Thou by tormenting art tormented, and almeit conſumed, 
thy wrath and furie being almoſt ſpent upon me in vain,thou ſhalt not eſcape the day of judgement : 
eternall torments are there prepared for thee, which neither thy pro $42 minde ts able to 1n-

A tyrant hereat moved to ſee this third nothing relent by his brothers death, he deyiſed more 
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cruelty then humane wit alone could invent. Wherefore he commanded a globe to be 
brogght,and tied the holy martyr abour it in ſuch ſort, thar all his bones were fer out of 
joynr,and ditplaced-whereat the holy martyr was nothing dilmat#, The kin allo of his head 
and face was puld off, and then he w2s put on the wheel-but he could not be rackt any worle 
for that his bones were all diſplaced,and did hang one leperated trom another in moſt pitiful 
manner: and when blood iſſued from him abundantly, he was deprived of the ule of his 
hands and feet ; bur perceiving his life to be (ſpent, he ipake thus and died - We, O tyrant 
endure this torment tor the love of God, and thou the author ot fuch unjuſt cruelty ſhalc 
ſuffer everlaſting pain. Then his congue being cut out of his mouth; he was put into a fry-

C hearing this, was much moved, and leapt down trom his chair to rorment this martyr thum-

. wings, teeth, and tallons ; yea, and every one thar is any way able to make refiſtance, op- 
poſeth her ſelf ro the enemy to defend her young. And not onely bruite beaſts do this, buc 
even Bees do defend not onely their young, but alſo their honey, threacning their ſtings to 
F them that offer to taſte thereof, and more eſteeming the good of their young, then their 
own lives. But this zealous mother directed by the Spirit of God, and reaſons lore, haſted 
that her children might die before her ; who not being to live deprived of her children, 
choſe rather to ſee them die joyfully then to periſh in care and ſorrow. Therefore when 
all her family had ſuffered, ſhe then the laſt and glory of chem all came to her agony, deſpi- 
ſing the tyrants threats, and offering her motherly breſt to thoſe rorments which het chil- 
dren had ſuffered, O bleſſed ſtock and bleſſed increaſe of the (elf ſame wombe!

worm:need, Eyes look upon them whileſt chey were torne in peeces : yea, I ſay little, afhrming chat thou 
paticncly didſt behold theſe fights, tor even thou thy {elf didſt exhort them chereuntco, 
thou rejoycedſt to ſee one of them torne in pecces with fleſhhooks, the other co be racked 
upon the wheele, and the third to be bound and beaten: thou joytully admired(t the others 
burning, an exhortedſt the reſt not to be terrified hereiyith, and although whilgſt thou be- 
heldeſt their corments, thy griet w.s greater thea that which thou h:d(t in childbirth, yer 
didſt thou frame a lightſo;ne anil merry countenance, as though it had been one triumph- 
ing.
